THE  ST.  JOSEPH  t  GRAND  ISLAND  BRIDGE  CABE. 

Oq  February  18,  1889,  the  St.  Joeept  &  Grand  Island  Company  com- 
menced a  suit  in  the  Circuit  Court  of  the  Uoited  States  for  the  District  of 
Kansas  agunst  John  Devereux,  sheriff  of  Doniphan  county,  asking  for  an 
injunction  to  restrain  him  from  levying  upon  and  collecting  the  taxes  of 
1888  upon  the  bridge  of  the  complainant  across  the  Missouri  river,  and  ex- 
tending from  at  or  near  8t.  Joseph,  Missouri,  to  the  Kansas  side  of  the  river 
in  Doniphan  county.  It  Beems  that  the  township  trustee  of  the  township 
in  Doniphan  county  bordering  on  the  river  where  the  bridge  is  located, 
assessed  the  entire  bridge  ext«nding  across  the  river  from  the  west  to  the 
east  bank,  as  property  situated  in  his  township. 

It  was  claimed  by  the  St.  Joseph  &.  Grand  Island  Company  that  the  taxes 
80  aseeseed  were  illegal  and  void  for  two  reasons :  Firtl,  that  the  bridge  was 
railroad  property,  and  as  such  a  part  of  the  road-bed  and  track  of  its  rail- 
road, and  that  the  taxes  upon  the  bridge  were  included  in  the  assessment 
made  by  the  State  Board  of  Railroad  Asseeeois  upon  the  total  mileage  of 
the  St.  Joseph  &  Grand  Island  Railroad  in  the  State  of  Kansas;  and  that 
the  township  assessor  had  no  authority  whatever  to  make  any  assessment 
of  the  bridge  in  question.    Second,  that  the  assessment  of  the  entire  bridge 
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could  not  be  made  within  the  State  of  Kansafi  either  by  the  towDBhip  a&- 
Beseor,  or  any  other  officer,  for  the  reason  that  all  that  portion  of  the  bridge 
lying  east  of  the  middle  of  the  main  channel  of  the  Missouri  river  was  in 
the  Stale  of  Missouri,  and  not  in  Kansas. 

It  was  claimed  on  behalf  of  the  defendant  that  the  bridge  in  question 
was  originally  built  as  a  toll-bridge,  under  a  charter  allowed  by  act  of  Con- 
gress, for  the  passage  of  teams  and  foot  passengers,  as  well  as  for  the  pur- 
poses of  the  crosaing  of  r&ilroad  trains,  and  that  as  such  toll-bridge  it  was 
valuable  property,  and  from  it  the  complainant  received  a  large  income; 
and  that  this  was  the  primary  use  of  the  bridge,  and  separate  and  inde- 
pendent of  any  secondary  use  which  the  company  made  of  the  bridge  as  a 
road-bed  for  its  own  railroad  traffic;  and  that  the  bridge,  as  such,  was  not 
included  in  any  assessment  of  the  general  mileage  of  the  Sl  Joseph  &  Grand 
Island  Railroad  made  by  the  State  Board  of  Railroad  Assessors.  It  was 
further  claimed  on  the  part  of  the  defendant,  that  the  boundary- line  between 
the  States  of  Kansas  and  Missouri  was  not  the  middle  of  the  main  channel 
of  the  river,  but  that  it  was  at  low-water  mark  on  the  east  bank  of  the 
river. 

It  will  thus  be  seen  that  the  question  of  the  location  of  the  boundary-line 
between  the  States  of  Kansas  and  Missouri  was  involve^}  in  this  litigation. 

A  temporary  injunction  was  granted  by  the  court  at  the  commencement 
of  the  suit,  and  the  court  ordered  a  copy  of  this  temporary  injunction, 
together  with  a  statement  of  the  questions  at  issue,  to  be  giyen  to  the  attor- 
neys general  of  the  States  of  Kansas  and  Missouri.  Immediately  upon  re- 
ceiving a  copy  of  this  order,  I  transmitted  the  same  to  your  Excellency  for 
your  information  and  such  direction  in  the  matter  as  you  might  deem 
proper.  By  reason  of  the  fact  that  the  boundary-line  question  between  the 
Stat^  of  Kansas  and  Missouri,  aa  well  as  a  portion  of  the  State  tases  levied 
in  Doniphan  county,  were  involved  in  this  suit,  your  Excellency  directed 
me  to  appear  in  the  case  and  assist  in  the  defense  of  the  action.  This  I  did 
in  connection  with  Hon.  J.  H.  Gillpatrick,  of  Leavenworth,  whose  attention 
had  been  called  to  the  legal  questions  involved  in  the  case  by  Hon.  Cyrus 
Leland  jr.,  chairman  of  the  Board  of  County  Commissioners  of  Doniphan 
county,  and  who  had  given  special  attention  to  the  boundary  question. 
Hon.  A.  S.  Brewster,  the  County  Attorney  of  Doniphan  county,  was  also 
associated  in  the  case. 

At  the  November  term,  1889,  the  case  came  on  for  trial,  and  was  submits 
ted  to  the  court  upon  an  agreed  statement  of  facta,  and  full  argument.  The 
case  was  taken  under  advisement  by  Hon.  D.  J.  Brewer,  presiding  Justice 
of  the  court,  and  an  opinion  in  writing  thereafter  filed  in  which  it  was  held 
that  the  boundary-line  between  the  States  of  Kansas  and  Missouri  is  at  the 
middle  of  the  main  channel  of  the  river;  and  that  all  Chat  portion  of  the 
bridge  which  lies  within  the  State  of  Kansas  was  properly  assessed  for  tax- 
ation by  the  township  trustee;  and  a  decree  was  rendered  that  if  the  taxes 
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were  not  paid  by  the  St.  Joseph  &  Grand  Island  Company  within  thirty 
days,  the  injunction  would  be  dissolved. 

The  result  of  the  litigation  was  the  payment  by  the  company  of  $7,612.10 
for  the  taxes  of  1888,  and  the  payment  of  86,799.44  for  the  taxes  of  1889, 
making  a  total  paid  into  the  county  treasury  of  Doniphan  county  of  $14,- 
411.06.  The  right  to  aseeea  the  bridge  for  taxation  by  the  local  authorities 
ves  also  determined  as  a  continuing  right,  applicable  to  future  taxation. 

NEOSHO  CODNTY. 

On  February,  1889,  application  was  made  to  me  on  behalf  of  the  people 
of  Osage  Mieaion  for  the  commeocement  of  a  maudamus  suit  in  the  Su- 
preme Court  upon  my  relation  as  Attorney  General,  to  require  the  officers 
of  Neosho  county  to  remove  the  county  records  from  Erie  to  Osage  Mission, 
and  to  there  hold  their  offices.  It  was  my  recollection  that  the  county-seat 
contest  in  !\eoBho  county  had  been  waged  with  great  atubbomness  between 
Osage  Mission  and  Erie,  and  that  the  litigation  connected  therewith  had 
been  disposed  of  something  like  eighteen  years  prior  to  this  application, 
and  that  Erie  had  been  known  and  recognized  as  the  permanent  county  seat 
of  Neosho  county  for  that  length  of  time.  It  was  claimed  by  the  appli- 
cants that  in  the  election,  which  decided  the  county-seat  matter  eighteen 
years  before,  frauds  bad  been  perpetrated  on  the  part  of  the  people  of  Erie, 
and  that  if  the  matter  could  now  be  inquired  into  and  a  true  count  obtained 
of  the  legal  votes  cast  at  that  election,  it  would  be  found  that  Osage  Mission 
had  received  a  majority  of  the  votes  and  should  have  been  declared  the 
county  seat. 

I  required  notice  to  be  given,  and  a  hearing  was  bad  before  me  upon  the 
&ctB  and  legal  questions  involved  in  the  cont«mplated  law  suit.  Upon  a 
full  hearing  I  decided  not  to  permit  the  commencement  of  the  suit,  believ- 
ing that  to  do  so  would  unnecessarily  precipitate  a  county-seat  contest  and 
revive  an  ancient  quarrel  between  the  rival  towns,  and  that  it  would  be  a 
great  injustice  to  the  people  of  Neosho  county. 

The  attorneys,  who  represented  the  interests  of  Osage  Mission  before  me, 
next  repaired  to  your  Excellency,  asking  for  a  peremptory  order  requiring 
me  to  commence  this  Ian  suit.  Your  Excellency  submitted  to  me  a  legal 
inquiry  as  to  your  authority  in  the  matter,  to  which  I  replied  that,  in  my 
opinion,  your  power  as  Governor  was  not  sufficient  in  law  to  authorize  the 
issuance  of  the  peremptory  order  upon  this  office  asked  for  by  the  attorneys 
for  Osage  Mission.  The  letter  from  this  department  embodying  this  opin- 
ion is  set  out  among  the  opinions  in  this  report. 

GRAY  CODNTY   KIOT. 
On  the  day  preceding  the  close  of  Governor  John  A.  Martin's  adminis- 
tration, the  militia  was  ordered  out  by  him  to  quell  a  riot  and  preserve  order 
in  a  fray  between  the  citizens  of  Ingalls  and  Cimarron,  growing  out  of  tlie 
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removal  of  the  countj  records  from  Cimarron  to  Ingalls,  the  county  seat. 
The  county-seat  contest  had  heen  a  very  bitter  one  in  Gray  county.  Upon 
the  temporary  organization  of  the  county,  Cimarron  was  named  as  the 
temporary  county  seat.  At  the  first  election  held  thereafter  the  result  of 
the  election  was  declared  in  favor  of  Ingalls.  It  was  claimed  by  the  people 
of  Cimarron  that  great  frauds  had  been  committed,  and  that  Cimarron  had 
been  chosen  by  a  majority  of  the  legal  voters  instead  of  Ingalls.  The  mat- 
ter was  in  litigation  in  the  Supreme  Court,  and  at  the  time  of  the  outbreak 
was  then  pending  in  the  court.  The  people  of  Ingalls,  unwilling  to  wait 
for  the  disposition  of  the  case,  organized  an  armed  crowd  and  proceeded  to 
Cimarron  to  obtain  the  records.  Upon  the  arrival  of  the  crowd  from 
Ingalls,  an  armed  crowd  in  Cimarron  speedily  collected  to  prevent  the 
carrying-off  of  the  records.  A  rioC  occurred  in  the  streets  of  Cimarron 
between  the  contending  parties.  Pistol-  and  gun-shots  were  exchanged,  and 
in  the  melee  one  man  was  killed  and  several  wounded.  The  man  killed 
was  a  Cimarron  man. 

The  militia  ordered  out  by  Governor  Martin  were  continued  in  the  field 
by  your  Excellency  as  long  as  necessary  to  preserve  the  peace. 

In  April,  1889,  a  criminal  complaint  was  filed  before  oue  of  the  justicea 
of  the  peace  at  Cimarron,  charging  several  of  the  Ingalls  men  in  the  riot 
with  murder  in  the  first  degree.  This  complaint  was  based  upon  the  kill- 
ing of  the  Cimarron  man  in  the  riot  above  mentioned.  A  preliminary 
examination  was  had  as  to  a  portion  of  the  defendants,  and  they  were  held 
for  trial  at  the  July  term  of  the  district  court  of  Gray  county. 

The  County  Attorney  was  a  resident  and  had  -been  a  partisan  of  Ingalls 
in  the  county-seat  contest.  By  reason  of  that  fact  the  people  of  Cimarron 
requested  your  Excellency  to  direct  me  as  Attorney  General  to  assume  con- 
trol of  this  murder  case,  and  try  the  same.  This  your  Excellency  did,  and 
the  case  was  duly  tried  before  Judge  Abbott  and  a  jury,  at  the  July  term 
of  court.  The  evidence  was  very  conflicting  as  to  whether  the  shooting 
was  commenced  by  the  Ingalls  people  or  the  Cimarron  people.  It  was  rea- 
sonably well  established  that  the  fatal  shot  was  not  fired  by  either  of  the 
defendants  on  trial.  It  was,  however,  conclusively  shown  that  they  were 
members  of  the  Ingalls  crowd,  and  participated  in  the  forcible  removal  of 
the  county  records,  and  in  the  riot  and  in  the  shooting. 

Upon  the  trial  there  was  much  ill-feeling  between  the  Ingalls  and  Cim- 
arron factions,  and  much  excitement.  Court  was  held  and  the  trial  took 
place  in  the  church  building  at  Ingalls,  there  being  no  court-house.  The 
adherents  of  Cimarron  occupied  the  seats  upon  the  side  of  the  building  next 
to  Cimarron,  aud  the  adherents  of  Ingalls  occupied  the  seats  on  the  Ingalls 
side  of  the  church  building.  The  trial  was  presided  over  with  quietness, 
finiineas  and  impartiality  by  his  Honor  Judge  Abbott.  The  best  of  order 
was  maintained  throughout  the  entire  hearing  and  trial,  and  at  the  conclu- 
sion thereof  the  jury  was  taken  to  the  school-house,  which  was  made  to  serve 
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the  purposes  of  a  jury-room,  and  there  placed  in  charge  of  a  minister  of  the 
gospel,  aworn  in  as  a  special  bailiff,  the  sheriff  and  the  regular  bailiff  being 
considered  partisans  of  Ingalls.  After  deliberating  several  hours,  the  jurr 
brought  in  a  verdict  of  not  guilty.  Under  all  the  circumstances  of  the  case, 
especially  considering  the  conflict  of  evidence  as  to  who  were  the  assailants, 
the  verdict  was  generally  accepted  by  the  people  of  the  county  as  a  suit- 
able verdict. 

AGE-OF-OONSEHT  LAW. 

Section  2152  of  the  General  Statutes  1889  was  enacted  in  1887,  amend- 
ing the  law  previously  in  existence  by  raising  the  age  of  consent  to  eighteen 
years.  The  object  to  be  attained  by  amending  the  previous  law  was  the 
protection  of  girls  and  young  women  of  tender  age.  Raising  the  age  of 
consent  to  eighteen  years  was  a  proper  thing  t(i  do.  This  provision  of 
the  statute  ought  not  to  be  departed  from.  But  in  the  enactment  of  this 
law,  the  protection  of  boys  and  young  men  of  immature  years  was  apitar- 
ently  overlooked.  It  is  a  recognized  fact  that  in  some  instances  girls  under 
the  age  of  eighteen  years  are  leading  lives  of  shame.  They  are  enabled  to 
make  use  of  this  law  as  a  cover  for  blackmailing  schemes.  They  also  have 
the  power  to  send  young  men  to  the  penitentiary  for  the  crime  of  rape  in 
cases  where  the  act  upon  which  the  crime  is  based  is  the  result  of  the  ply- 
ing of  the  business  of  a  prostitute  in  a  house  of  ill-fame. 

Inquiry  as  to  the  character  of  the  woman  should  be  permitted  in  a  case 
of  rape  under  this  statute  wherein  the  element  of  forcible  ravishment  la 
wanting. 

I  therefore  suggest  an  amendment  to  the  law,  so  that  in  such  cases  it  may 
be  shown,  as  a  defense  to  the  action,  that  the  woman  is  a  prostitute. 

LOTTERIES. 

The  law  of  Kansas  in  regard  to  lotteries,  lottery  advertisements,  and  tlie 
sale  of  lottery  tickets,  is  in  a  very  unsatisfactory  condition.  Sea  3  of  arti- 
cle 15  of  the  constitution  declares  that  lotteries  and  the  sale  of  lottery  tickets 
are  forever  prohibited.  In  sec.  24-i7,  Gen.  Stat.  1889,  there  is  found  a  clause 
making  it  a  misdemeanor  to  advertise  lotteries  or  the  sale  of  lottery  tickets, 
and  providing  a  punishment  for  such  advertising.  This  statute  was  enacted 
in  1874,  and  is  found  as  section  1  of  chapter  89,  Session  Laws  of  1874.  The 
enactment  was  designed  primarily  to  prevent  obscene  publications  and  ad- 
vertisements. This  object  is  clearly  expressed  in  the  title  of  the  act,  the 
entire  title  being  "An  act  to  prevent  the  publication  of  obscene  advertise- 
ments aud  books."  The  clause  in  regard  to  advertising  lotteries  and  the 
sale  of  lottery  tickets  is  not  included  in  the  title  to  the  act,  and  whenever 
the  question  shall  be  properly  raised,  the  courts  will  be  compelled  to  hold 
that  that  portion  of  the  statute  relating  to  lotteries  and  the  sale  of  lottery 
tickets  is  unconstitutional  and  void. 

The  State,  therefore,  is  in  the  condition  of  having  a  constitutional  provi- 
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sioQ  forbidding  lotteries  and  the  sale  of  lottery  tickets,  but  with  no  penal 
statute  to  enforce  obedience  to  its  mandate. 

This  condition  of  things  ought  speedily  to  be  remedied.  A  stringent  law 
should  be  passed  in  accord  with  the  enlightened  sentiment  of  the  people  of 
Kansas  in  regard  to  lotteries  and  the  sale  of  lottery  tickets.  It  should  be 
made  a  crime  with  a  definite  punishment  affixed,  for  any  citizeu  of  Kan- 
sas to  organize,  mainttun  or  promote  any  lottery ;  and  it  also  should  be  made 
a  crime  to  sell,  or  offer  for  sale,  any  lottery  tickets  within  this  State ;  and 
it  should  also  be  made  a  crime  to  advertise  lotteries  or  the  sale  of  lottery 
tickets. 

WALLACE  COUNTY. 

The  last  of  the  one  hundred  and  six  counties  to  be  organized  was  Wallace. 
Shortly  preceding  the  last  session  of  the  Legislature,  the  temporary  organi- 
zation of  this  county  was  created  by  the  proclamation  of  Governor  John  A. 
Martin,  and  the  temporary  county  seat  located  at  Sharon  Springs.  By 
chapter  one  hundred  and  fourteen  of  the  Laws  of  ISSd,  the  Board  of  County 
Commissioners  were  authorized  to  retain  Sharon  Springs  as  the  county  seat 
for  five  years  from  the  passage  of  the  act. 

This  method  of  putting  an  end  to  a  county-seat  controversy  for  a  term  of 
years,  was  an  innovation  upon  the  Kansas  practice  theretefore  in  vogue.  It 
was  greatly  resented  by  the  people  of  Wallace,  a  rival  town,  and  at  that 
time  much  tbe  largest  town  In  the  county.  At  the  election  for  permanent 
county  officers,  which  was  held  in  April,  1S89,  the  county  officers  chosen, 
or  a  majority  of  them,  were  adherents  of  Wallace  for  county  seat  and  op- 
[>osed  to  Sharon  Springs.  At  this  election  a  considerable  number  of  votes 
were  cast  for  Wallace  for  county  seat,  notwithstanding  that  no  election  for 
county  seat  was  included  in  the  call,  nor  could  any  such  election  have  been 
ordered  by  the  county  commissioners  at  that  time,  by  reason  of  the  effect 
and  operation  of  said  chapter  114.  The  officers  elected  assumed  to  consider 
Wallace  the  county  seat,  by  reason  of  tbe  votes  so  cast  for  it  at  the  election, 
and  assumed  to  hold  their  offices  and  transact  the  public  business  at  Wal- 
lace. Application  on  behalf  of  the  people  of  Sharon  Springs  was  made  to 
me  for  the  commencement  of  a  suit  in  the  Supreme  Court,  in  the  nature  of 
mandamut,  to  compel  the  county  officers  to  remove  the  records  and  hold 
their  offices  at  Sharon  Springs,  the  county  seat.  The  county  officers  de- 
fended this  suit,  calling  in  question  the  constitutionality  of  said  chapter  one 
hundred  and  fourteen,  by  which  tbe  county  seat  was  fixed  at  Sharon  Springs 
for  five  years. 

The  court  decided  the  law  to  be  a  proper  exercise  of  legislative  power, 
and  issued  ite  mandamus  requiring  the  county  officers  to  hold  their  offices 
at  Sharon  Springs.  (StaU,  ex  rel,  v.  Saunders,  42  Kas.  228.)  The  people  of 
Wallace,  conceiving  a  Federal  question  to  be  involved  in  the  decision  of 
the  Supreme  Court,  applied  for  a  writ  of  error  to  the  Supreme  Court  of  the 
United  States.     The  writ  was  allowed  by  Chief  Justice  Horton,  of  the  Sii-

preme  Court,  but  it  ie  my  understanding  that  the  caae  has  been  allowed  to 
drop.  Up  to  the  preeeot  time  it  has  not  been  filed  in  the  United  States 
Supreme  CkturL 

At  the  regular  election  in  November,  1889,  the  contest  between  Wallace 
and  8haroD  Springs  was  renewed  in  the  election  of  county  officers.  Both 
sides  claimed  the  election,  and  upon  the  day  fixed  for  counting  the  ballots 
and  declaring  the  result,  both  factions  appeared  at  Sharon  Springs  armed 
with  Winchester  rifles,  to  attend  the  sitting  of  the  Board  of  County  Com- 
missioners and  be  informed  of  the  result  of  the  election.  The  returns  from 
some  of  the  townships  were  not  present,  and  could  not  be  found.  Those 
that  were  present  were  counted,  and  the  Sharon  Springs  officers  were  de- 
clared to  be  elected,  one  of  the  County  Commissioners,  however,  withdraw- 
ing from  the  count,  or  omitting  to  be  present  The  right  of  the  Sharon 
Springs  officers  to  serve  was  challenged  by  the  people  of  Wallace,  and 
excitement  ran  high. 

Application  was  made  to  me  on  behalf  of  the  people  of  Wallace  for  the 
commencement  of  a  suit  in  the  name  of  the  State  upon  my  relation  as  At- 
torney General,  in  tbe  nature  of  quo  warranto,  to  test  the  result  of  the  elec- 
tion and  to  determine  the  respective  rights  of  tbe  Sharon  Springs  officers  to 
hold  their  offices.  I  authorized  the  commencement  of  this  suit.  The  miss- 
ing returns  were  by  order  of  the  Supreme  Court  produced  and  opened  by 
the  clerk  under  the  direction  of  the  court.  This  suit  was  commenced  on 
November  29, 1689.  The  case  was  advanced  for  hearing  and  set  for  the 
Klay,  1890,  docket.  By  agreement  of  counsel  it  was  permitted  to  go  over 
until  the  July  sitting  of  the  court,  at  which  time,  it  being  conceded  by  all 
parties  that  the  Sharon  Springs  officers  were  elected,  the  suit  was  dismissed. 

Prior  to  the  final  decision  in  the  mandamus  case  requiring  the  officers  to 
remove  their  records  to  Sharon  Springs,  the  public  records  of  the  county 
disappeared  from  Wallace,  where  they  had  previously  been  kept,  and  were 
not  removed  to  Sharon  Springs  in  obedience  to  the  order  of  the  court. 
Contempt  proceedings  were  instituted  against  Joseph  M.  Saunders,  the  for- 
mer County  Attorney,  and  certain  other  citizens  of  Wallace,  and  a  hearing 
had  before  tbe  judges  of  tbe  Supreme  Court  on  July  17,  1890,  which  re- 
sulted in  a  fine  against  Mr.  Saunders  of  t200,  and  against  A.  Y.  Bently  of 
31U0,  for  contempt  of  the  court  in  not  producing  the  county  records  and 
delivering  them  to  the  proper  officers  at  Sharon  Springs.  This  judgment  of 
tbe  court  resulted  in  a  prompt  restoration  of  the  records  to  the  county  offi- 
cers at  Sharon  Springs. 

Among  these  missing  records  was  the  tax-roll  of  1889,  upon  which  none 
of  the  taxes  for  either  State,  county,  or  municipal  purposes  had  been  col- 
lected, and  could  not  be,  by  reason  of  the  fact  that  the  office  of  County 
Treasurer  was  in  dispute  and  the  tax-roll  in  hiding.  Upon  the  restoration 
of  tbe  tax-roll  the  County  Commissioners,  with  my  approval,  authorized  the 
County  Treasurer  to  receive  the  taxes  without  the  accrued  penalties  for  a 
limited  period,  to  wit,  thirty  days. 
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DISCHARGE  FROM  JA.rL. 

By  chapter  199,  Laws  1889,  the  last  Legislature  sought  to  amend  seotiffli 
one  of  chapter  117,  Laws  1S71.  Since  the  publication  of  this  chapter  199, 
serious  errors  in  the  enactmeDt  of  the  law  have  been  discovered  both  in  the 
body  of  the  act,  and  also  in  its  title.  Ah  the  title  reads,  section  one  of 
chapter  147  of  the  Laws  of  1871  is  amended.  The  same  error  is  found 
in  section  one  of  the  body  of  the  act,  wherein  it  is  recited  that  section  one 
of  chapter  147  is  amended.  Chapter  147  of  the  Laws  of  1871,  which  is 
recited  as  being  the  law  amended,  is  an  act  relating  to  a  public  park  in 
Auburn,  Shawnee  county,  and  has  no  relation  whatever  to  the  subject-mat- 
ter under  consideration.  By  reason  of  these  errors  in  the  enactment  a 
serious  'luestion  has  arisen  as  to  the  validity  of  said  chapter  199.  In  some 
of  the  counties  the  law  has  been  disregarded  because  of  these  errors;  while 
in  others  it  has  been  enforced.  The  views  of  tbis  office  in  relation  to  the 
matter  are  fully  set  out  in  a  letter  to  Hon.  W.  H.  Lewis,  County  Attorney 
of  Reno  county,  which  is  included  in  the  opinions  which  are  made  a  part 
of  this  report. 

By  this  chapter  an  important  change  was  made  in  the  law  relating  to  the 
discharge  of  prisoners  from  the  county  jail.  Under  its  operation  the  county 
commissioners  have  no  authority  whatever  to  discharge  any  prisoner  from 
the  jail  who  is  there  by  reason  of  a  failure  to  pay  any  fine  or  costs  imposed 
for  a  violation  of  the  prohibitory  law.  In  all  other  cases  a  prisoner  may  be 
discharged  upon  the  presentation  of  a  petition  signed  by  not  leas  than  one 
hundred  tax-payers  of  the  county,  and  upon  the  recommendation  of  the 
judge  or  justice  of  the  peace  before  whom  the  conviction  was  had,  and 
satisfactory  proof  that  the  prisoner  was  unable  to  pay  the  fine  or  costs. 

I  very  greatly  doubt  the  advisability  of  the  exception  as  to  prisoners 
convicted  under  the  prohibitory  law.  In  every  such  case  the  law  prescribes 
that  a  part  of  the  punishment  shall  consist  in  a  jail  sentence  of  not  less  than 
thirty  days.  In  addition  to  this  there  is  a  fine.  Costs  are  also  adjudged 
against  the  prisoner.  After  the  jail  sentence  has  been  served  out,  if  the 
prisoner  is  wholly  destitute  of  property,  there  ought,  at  some  time  and  in 
some  manner,  to  be  a  method  of  restoring  the  prisoner  to  his  liberty  and  of 
ridding  the  jail  of  its  occupant.  The  Governor  has  power  by  the  exercise 
of  executive  clemency  to  commute  the  fine,  hut  it  was  decided  by  the 
Supreme  Court  in  the  case  of  hire  Boyd,  34  Kaa.  670,  that  the  Governor 
has  no  power,  by  granting  a  full  pardon  even,  to  relieve  the  prisoner  from 
jail  for  a  failure  to  pay  the  coats. 

It  is  my  recommendation  that  this  chapter  be  reenacted  to  relieve  it  of 
the  errors  pointed  out  in  the  title  and  in  the  body  of  the  act,  and  also  that 
it  be  amended  by  striking  out  the  exception  as  to  fines  and  costs  imposed 
for  violations  of  the  prohibitory  laws  of  this  State.  The  other  provisions 
of  the  taw,  requiring  a  presentation  of  a  petition  from  tax-payers  and  a 
recommendation  from  the  judge  or  justice  of  the  peace  before  whom  a  con- 
viction was  had,  together  with  satisfectory   proof  of  the  inability  of  the 
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prisoner  to  pay  his  fine  and  costs,  afford  suitable  and  proper  protectioo  to 
the  public  against  an  improper  exercise  of  the  power  to  discharge  a  desti- 
tute prisoner  from  the  jail. 

RAWLIK8   OODNTY  LITIOATION. 

At  the  time  I  assumed  the  duties  of  this  office,  there  was  pending  in  the 
Supreme  Court  a  suit  in  the  name  of  the  State  upon  the  relation  of  the 
County  Attorney  of  Rawlins  county,  asking  for  a  writ  of  mandamus  Co 
compel  the  County  Commissioners  of  Rawlins  county  to  order  an  election 
for  the  relocation  of  the  county  seat  of  that  county.  Prior  to  the  com- 
mencement of  the  suit  a  petition  had  been  circulated  in  the  county  for  an 
election  for  the  removal  of  the  county  seat  from  Atwood  to  Blakeman. 
Upon  a  presentation  of  tbe  petition  to  the  County  Commissioners,  that 
board  had  decided  that  the  petition  lacked  a  sufficient  number  of  signers 
to  justify  the  calling  of  an  election.  The  petition  was  accordingly  denied. 
It  was  contended,  on  tbe  part  of  the  Blakeman  people,  that  the  petition  was 
sufficient  in  all  respects  to  require  the  calling  of  the  election.  Tbe  pend- 
ing suit  was  brought  for  the  purpose  of  obtaining  an  order  for  the  election. 

The  County  Attorney  filed  a  motion  to  dismiss  the  suit.  This  waa  sup- 
posed to  he  in  the  interest  of  Atwood.  The  attorneys  representing  Blake- 
man, pending  the  hearing  of  this  motion,  asked  the  court  to  make  an  order 
ousting  the  County  Attorney  from  the  suit,  substituting  my  name  as  At- 
torney General,  as  relator  in  the  suit.  This  application  was  denied  by  the 
court.  Application  was  next  made  to  me  on  behalf  of  the  people  of  Blake- 
man to  interpose  in  the  suit,  oust  the  County  Attorney  from  control  of  tbe 
same,  and  substitute  my  name  as  Attorney  General,  as  relator  in  place  of 
the  County  Attorney's.  This  application  was  resisted  by  the  County  At- 
torney for  himself  as  such  officer,  and  on  behalf  of  the  people  of  Atvrood. 
Upon  tbe  hearing  before  me  I  denied  the  application.  In  tbe  course  of  the 
hearing,  however,  I  stated  that  the  diemiaaa!  of  a  county-seat  contest  case 
without  a  hearing  and  trial  upon  its  merits  would  be  au  unsatisfactory 
method  of  disposing  of  tbe  case,  and  that  if  the  case  had  been  commenced 
upon  the  relation  of  my  predecessor  in  office,  instead  of  the  County  At- 
torney, that  I  would  not  consent  to  any  such  dismissal,  but  would  insist 
upon  a  full  hearing  and  trial  of  the  case. 

Several  weeks  after  this  hearing,  J.  C.  Cole,  the  County  Attorney,  sent  to 
me  a  written  communication  voluntarily  withdrawing  from  the  case,  and 
requesting  me  to  take  charge  of  it  on  behalf  of  the  State.  Before  any 
action  was  taken  by  me  in  reference  to  the  matter,  the  County  Attorney 
called  at  my  office,  and  I  then  explained  to  him  that  if  he  voluntarily  with- 
drew from  the  case  and  turned  it  over  to  ray  control,  that  I  should  expect 
to  have  the  case  tried  on  ite  merits,  and  would  not  consent  to  its  dismissnl. 
With  a  full  knowledge  of  my  views  as  to  the  proper  disposition  of  the  case. 
the  County  Attorney  withdrew  from  the  case,  and  I  assumed  the  control 
thereof.    The  case  was  tried  upon  its  merits,  and  decided  in  favor  of  Atwood. 
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UN-UMIFORMED  POLICE. 


In  chapter  181  of  the  Session  Laws  of  1889,  au  act  relating  to  the  police 
government  of  cities,  the  Legislature  incorporated  a  provision  whereby  the 
police  com  mission  ere  were  authorized  to  appoint,  in  addition  to  the  ordinary 
]H>lice  force,  two  policemen  who  are  not  required  to  wear  the  uniform  of 
the  city.  The  working  of  this  particular  provision  of  the  metropolitan  police 
law  has  been  very  efficacious  and  salutary  in  enabling  the  police  department 
tu  ferret  out  the  perpetrators  of  certain  classes  of  misdemeanors,  particularly 
the  keepers  of  gambling-dens,  houses  of  ill-repute,  and  "joints"  where  in- 
toxicating liquors  are  sold  in  violation  of  law.  The  proviBion  for  a  limited 
number  of  un-uniformed  policemen  is  a  recognition  of  the  necessity  of  a 
secret  service  in  connection  with  the  police  department  of  the  city  govern- 
ment. Such  secret  service,  which  is  in  the  nature  of  the  work  of  detectives, 
ought  to  be  performed  by  persons  in  the  employ  and  under  the  control  of 
the  police  government  of  the  city  rather  than  by  private  detectives  em- 
ployed by  individuals,  societies,  or  corporations. 

Une  of  the  greatest  difficulties  encountered  in  the  strict  enforcement  of 
the  prohibitory  law  is  the  difficulty  of  obtaining  evidence  gainst  the  vio-    , 
lators  of  the  law.     The  same  difficulty  is  experienced  in  suppressing  gam- 
bling and  other  offenses  against  the  morals  of  a  community. 

It  is  my  opinion  that  this  provision  fur  the  employment  of  a  limited  num- 
ber of  un-uniformed  policemen  for  special  service  may  properly  be  extended 
so  as  to  authorize  the  mayor  and  city  council  of  all  cities  of  the  first,  second 
and  third  class  to  appoint  such  officers.  In  the  cities  of  the  second  and 
third  class  the  appointment  should  be  authorized,  not  for  continuous  ser- 
vice, but  for  special  occasions,  and  as  the  needs  of  the  city  may  require,  for 
a  bett«r  enforcement  of  the  ordinances  of  the  city  in  relation  to  unlawful 
selling  of  intoxicating  liquors  and  offenses  gainst  public  morals. 

DRINKIMQ  IN  PUBLIC  PLACES. 
The  prohibitory  law  of  Kansas  forbids  the  manufacture  and  sale  of  in- 
toxicating liquor,  except  for  medical,  scientific  and  mechanical  purposes. 
Thus  far  in  Kansas  no  attempt  has  been  made  to  regulate  by  legislation  the 
use  of  intoxicating  liquors.  Every  person  who  can  lawfully  acquire  and 
come  into  the  possession  of  any  intoxicating  liquor,  has  been  at  perfect 
liberty  to  use  the  same  in  any  manner  he  sees  fit,  and  for  any  purpose,  ex- 
cept that  of  sale  to  others.  The  only  object  of  forbidding  the  manufacture 
and  sale  of  intoxicating  liquors,  except  for  medical,  scientific  and  mechani- 
cal uses,  must  necessarily  have  been  to  diminish  the  use  of  said  liquors 
except  for  such  purposes.  The  object  sought  was  the  prevention  of  the  use 
of  intoxicating  liquora  as  a  beverage.  The  method  employed  was  the  in- 
direct one  of  forbidding  the  manufacture  or  sale  of  intoxicating  liquor 
except  for  these  purposes.  In  order  to  justify  the  prohibitory  law,  it  must 
be  conceded  that  the  use  of  intoxicating  liquors  for  other  than  the  excepted 
purposes  is  dangerous  to  the  community,  and  is  a  wrong  to  the  people  of 
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the  State.  The  admitted  eviU  of  intempemace  are  occaeioned  by  the  use  of 
intoxicating  liquors  as  a  beverage. 

If  it  be  true  that  a  State  by  prohibiting  the  manufacture  and  sale  of  in- 
toxicating liquors  for  other  than  the  excepted  purposes,  intends  thereby  to 
diminieh  the  use  of  intoxicatiug  liquors  except  for  those  purpoaee,  why  may 
not  the  State,  as  a  police  r^ulation  in  aid  of  accomplishing  what  the  law 
seeks  to  accomplish,  regulate  the  use  of  intoxicating  liquor  as  well  as  its 
sale? 

The  drinking  of  intoxicating  liquor  as  a  beverage  in  stores,  postofSces, 
shops,  depots,  passenger  cars,  streets,  alleys,  public  parks,  camp-meeting 
grounds,  and  other  public  places  may,  by  appropriate  legislation,  be  declared 
a  misdemeanor,  and  made  punishable  as  such.  I  think  no  good  citizen 
would  object  to  ridding  the  State  of  tippling  in  public  places. 

BRIBERY  LAW. 
The  laws  of  this  State  in  regard  to  bribery  are  in  an  unsatisfactory  and 
anomalous  condition,  and  ought  speedily  to  be  remedied.  Previous  to  1869 
the  laws  in  regard  to  bribery  made  it  an  offense  to  give  or  offer  a  bribe  to 
any  person,  and  also  made  it  an  offense  for  any  public  officer  or  other  person 
to  receive  a  bribe.  In  that  year  the  Legislature  saw  fit  to  repeal  all  those 
sections  of  the  statute  making  it  an  offense  for  public  officers  to  take  bribes, 
but  left  in  force  those  provisions  of  the  statute  making  it  an  offense  to  give 
or  offer  to  give  bribes.  The  result  is,  that  a  citizen  who  bribes  a  public 
officer  must  suffer  punishment,  while  the  public  officer  who  accepts  the  bribe 
goes  scot-free.  I  do  not  think  this  is  right.  The  officer  who  accepts  a  bribe 
is  as  guilty  as  the  citizen  who  gives  it  to  him.  Both  ought  to  be  punished. 
The  law  aa  it  is  now  in  Kansas  is  a  reproach  and  a  dishonor  to  the  State. 

RE-FDNDINQ   LAW. 

Chapter  50,  h&vs  1879,  found  in  the  General  Statutes  of  1889  at  sections 
464  to  474  inclusive,  has  for  years  been  treated  as  a  general  re-funding  law 
applicable  to  any  and  all  kinds  of  county,  city,  township  and  school  in- 
debtedness whether  in  existence  at  the  time  of  the  enactment  of  the  Ia<iT, 
or  since  created,  and  whether  existing  in  the  form  of  outstanding  bonds,  or 
county  warrants,  city  or  township  scrip,  or  school- district  orders. 

In  general,  the  working  of  this  law  has  been  beneficial  to  the  State.  By 
virtue  of  its  provisions  many  counties  and  cities  have  compromised  and  re- 
funded their  indebtedness  at  a  lower  rate  of  interest,  greatly  to  their  ad- 
vantage. In  other  instances  outstanding  bonds  not  due,  but  in  which  the 
option  was  reserved  to  pay  before  maturity,  have  been  called  in  and  re-fund- 
ing bonds  under  this  law  issued  in  lien  thereof  at  a  reduced  rate  of  interest. 

The  special  provisions  contained  .in  the  law  to  secure  a  levy  and  collection 
of  the  interest  and  to  provide  a  sinking  fund  for  the  payment  of  the  bonds 
at  maturity,  are  such  as  to  make  the  bonds  issued  under  this  law  a  desirable 
class  of  investments. 
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Ooe  effect  of  the  operatioD  of  this  l&v  haa  been  to  aseiet  in  creating  a 
demand  for  Kaneafi  aecuritiea,  thereby  diminishing  the  rate  of  interest. 

Tbeee  are  the  good  effects  resulting  from  the  law.  There  are  some  bad 
effects. 

The  ease  and  celerity  with  which  the  bonds  authorized  by  this  law  can 
be  issued  and  marketed,  have  io  some  instances  been  taken  advantage  of  by 
the  officers  authorized  to  act,  to  &sten  upon  their  respective  communities  a 
bonded  indebtedness  which  the  people  would  never  have  consented  to  if 
they  had  been  consulted,  and  which  ought  never  to  have  been  imposed  upon 
them. 

In  other  instances,  advantage  has  been  taken  of  this  re-funding  law,  and 
of  its  lack  of  proper  checks  and  balances,  to  perpetrate  great  frauds. 
'  County  and  township  warrants  have  been  issued  for  the  sole  and  only  pur- 
pose of  being  re-funded  under  this  law. 

Relying  upon  the  legal  proposition  that  purchasers  without  knowledge 
of  the  infirmity  or  illegality  of  the  county  or  township  warrants  re-fnnded, 
may  safely  purchase  the  bonds,  and  that  when  they  are  fair  on  their  face 
the  county  or  township  could  not  make  defense  to  them  in  the  hands  of  in- 
nocent purchasers,  buyers  have  purchased  re-fuoding  bonds  based  upon 
recklessly  issued  county  warrants,  far  in  excess  of  all  legitimate  expenses 
of  the  county,  and  far  in  excess  of  the  ability  of  the  county  to  pay  by  any 
current  tax  levies. 

It  is  my  opinion  that  a  general  re-funding  law  is  useful.  But  I  think 
this  law  needs  careliil  revision  and  amendment.  Among  other  things,  pro- 
vision should  be  made  for  a  vote  of  the  people,  or,  at  least,  notice  to  the 
people,  before  any  bonds  could  be  issued  under  the  law.  My  idea  is,  that 
no  bonds  should  be  issued  except  authorized  by  a  vote  of  the  people.  There 
should  also  be  incorporated  into  the  law  careful  and  exact  limitations  as  to 
the  amount  of  re-funding  bonds  that  could  lawfully  be  issued  by  any  county, 
city,  township,  board  of  education,  or  school  district. 

GRANT  OODNTy. 

In  Grant  county,  the  first  election  for  permanent  county  seat,  following 
the  temporary  organization  of  the  county,  took  place  at  the  time  of  the 
general  election  in  November,  1888.  The  disputing  towns  were  Ulysses 
and  Appomattox.  As  a  result  of  the  election,  Ulysses  was  declared  to  be 
the  permanent  county  seat.  This  county-seat  election  was  fraudulent  in  the 
extreme.  It  was  claimed  by  Appomattox  that  upon  a  true  count  of  the 
legal  votes  cast  Appomattox  should  have  been  declared  the  county  seat, 
instead  of  Ulysses. 

In  March,  1889,  application  was  made  to  me  for  the  commencement  of  a 
suit  in  mandamus  to  require  the  county  officers  to  remove  their  offices  from 
Ulysses  to  Appomattox.  This  was  brought  to  test  the  legality  of  the  elec- 
tion. Before  authorizing  the  commencement  of  this  suit  I  required  notice 
to  be  served,  and  a  hearing  was  had  before  me  both  as  to  the  facts  and  legal 
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propositions  involved  in  the  contest.  Upon  the  hearing  I  became  satisfied 
that  a  judicial  inquiry  into  the  inerit»  of  this  election  was  not  only  proper, 
but  that  to  deny  the  same  would  place  the  State  in  the  attitude  of  doing 
great  injustice  to  the  people  of  Grant  county,  and  would  also  place  the 
State  in  the  position  of  permitting  the  grossest  election  frauds  to  pass  un- 
challenged.   The  commencement  of  the  suit  was  accordingly  authorized  by 

A  full  hearing  and  trial  was  had,  and  a  decision  reached  by  the  court  on 
May  10, 1890,  setting  aside  the  election,  and  permitting  the  people  to  again 
vote  upon  the  selection  of  a  permanent  county  seat.  A  second  election  was 
accordingly  had,  and  resulted  in  the  choice  of  Ulyssee  as  the  permanent 
county  seat. 

Q&RFIELD  COUNTY  DI8TUBBAN0E. 

At  the  commencement  of  this  administration,  there  was  in  progreas  a 
CDunty.seat  contest  in  Garfield  county.  It  was  then  in  litigation  in  the  Su- 
preme Court.  The  contending  towns  were  Eminence  and  Ravanna.  In  July, 
1889,  the  Supreme  Court  decided  the  contest  in  favor  of  Eminence.  (State, 
ex  rel.,  v.  Fulton,  42  Kas.  164.)  A  motion  for  a  rehearing  in  the  case  was 
filed  on  behalf  of  the  people  of  Ravanna,  which  motion  could  not  be  heard 
or  decided  until  the  September  sitting  of  the  cpurt.  In  August,  the  people 
of  Eminence,  relying  upon  the  decision  of  the  Supreme  Cou  rt  in  their  favor, 
insisted  upon  the  removal  of  the  county  records  from  Kavanna  to  Eminence. 
This  was  resisted  by  the  people  of  Ravanna.  Excitement  ran  high,  and  a 
repetition  of  the  Gray  county  riot  was  imminent.  The  attention  of  this 
office,  and  also  that  of  the  Adjutant  General,  was  called  to  the  situation. 
The  Sherifi*,  at  Ravanna,  requested  my  advice  as  to  his  authority  to  resist 
by  force  a  removal  of  any  of  the  county  records  by  any  of  the  county  offi- 
cers from  Ravanna.  He  was  advised  that  since  the  decision  of  the  Supreme 
Court  deciding  Eminence  to  be  the  county  seat,  if  any  one  of  the  county 
officers  chose  voluntarily  to  go  there  with  his  records,  he,  as  SheriflT,  would 
have  no  authority  to  stop  the  officer  nor  to  resist  such  removal  of  the  county 
records.  The  people  of  Eminence  were  advised,  that,  having  the  decision 
of  the  Supreme  Court  in  their  favor,  they  ought  quietly  to  let  matters 
rest  until  the  decision  could  be  had  upon  the  motion  for  rehearing.  Neither 
side  was  disposed  to  accept  the  advice.  An  armed  crowd  was  assembled  at 
Eminence  to  go  after  the  records  and  remove  them  by  force.  At  Ravanna, 
preparations  were  made  for  the  assembling  of  an  armed  crowd  to  resist  this 
attempt  by  force. 

At  the  request  of  Adjutant  General  Roberts,  I  furnished  him  with  copies 
of  the  correspondence,  and  also  with  a  letter  of  advice  directed  to  him  per- 
sonally, which  said  letter  is  elsewhere  set  out  in  this  report;  and  be-pro- 
ceeded  to  Garfield  county,  and  by  his  influence  and  authority  succeeded  in 
quelling  the  tumult  and  relieving  that  county  from  a  conflict  between  the 
contending  factions  representing  the  rival  towns.  Great  credit  is  due  Gen- 
eral Roberts  for  his  prompt  and  efficient  services  in  this  county-seat  contest. 
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THE  PDLLMAN  CAR  LITIGATION. 
On  November  13,  1686,  the  PuUmaD  PaUce  Car  Company,  an  IlIinoiB 
corporatioD,  having  ita  principal  place  of  business  in  Chicago,  commenced 
an  action  in  the  United  States  Circuit  Court  for  the  district  of  KansoH, 
against  the  county  treasurers  of  all  the  counties  in  the  State  of  Kansas 
along  the  lines  of  the  railroads  in  the  State  over  which  PulImarL  sleeping 
cars  were  operated  in  connection  with  the  passenger  train  service  of  the 
roads,  asking  for  an  injunction  to  restrain  the  collection  of  the  taxes  for 
that  year,  assessed  against  the  Pullraan  sleeping  cars  in  the  several  counties. 
The  railroad  companies  were  made  parties  defendant  in  the  suit,  and  it  was 
also  sought  to  obtain  an  injunction  against  them  to  restrain  the  railroad 
companies  from  paying  these  taxes  assessed  against  the  Fnllman  sleepers. 
On  November  18,  1886,  a  temporary  injunction  was  allowed  in  the  case, 
restraining  the  collection  of  the  taxes.  On  February  18, 1887,  the  case 
was  heard  upon  the  bill  of  complaint,  and  a  demurrer  thereto  filed  on  be- 
balf  of  the  defendant  county  treasurers.  Upon  this  hearing  the  demurrer 
was  sustained,  and  the  bill  of  complaint  dismissed  for  want  of  equity.  An 
appeal  was  taken  by  the  Pullman  company  to  the  Supreme  Court  of  the 
United  States.  Pending  the  appeal,  the  temporary  injunction  was  ordered 
by  the  court  to  remain  in  force. 

The  subsequent  taxes  upon  the  Pullman  cars  for  the  years  1887, 1888 
and  1889  were  in  a  similar  manner  temporarily  enjoined,  and  are  all  in- 
volved in  the  litigation. 

At  the  opening  of  the  October  term,  1888,  of  the  United  States  Supreme 
Court,  upon  motion  of  my  predecessor  in  office,  Hon.  8.  B.  Bradford,  the 
court  advanced  the  case  for  hearing,  and  set  it  down  for  argument  in  con- 
nection with  a  somewhat  similar  case,  then  pending  in  the  court,  from  the 
State  of  Pennsylvania.  Later  in  the  term,  t}ic  Pennsylvania  case  was 
argued  and  submitted;  hut  the  court,  after  consideration,  ordered  a  reargu- 
ment  in  the  case,  and  in  consequence  thereof  both  the  Kansas  taxation  case 
and  the  Pennsylvania  case  were  carried  over  the  term. 

On  the  1st  day  of  the  October  term,  1889,  upon  my  motion,  the  case  was 
again  advanced  upon  the  docket  for  trial,  and  again  set  down  for  hearing. 
It  was  expected  that  the  ease  would  be.  reached  for  hearing  on  the  first 
Monday  in  December.  It  was  not,  however,  called  for  trial  until  the  first 
Monday  in  March,  1890.  It  was  then  submitted  upon  printed  briefs  and 
oral  argument.  Hon.  S.  B.  Bradford  and  Hon.  W.  W.  Scott  were  with  me 
on  the  printed  briefs.  Mr,  Scott  was  with  me  upon  the  oral  argument. 
Upon  the  hearing  and  trial,  in  March,  the  court  took  the  case  under  ad- 
visement. The  decision  has  not  yet  been  rendered.  It  is  probable  that  the 
decision  will  be  handed  down  at  the  commencement  of  the  next  term  of 
court,  which  will  be  on  the  second  Tuesday  of  October,  1890. 
On  behalf  of  the  appellant  company  it  is  claimed  that  the  Pullman  cars 
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in  question  are  pereonal  property,  and  tbal  a«  perBunal  property  they  are 
taxable  only  at  the  domicile  of  their  owner,  which  Is  in  Cook  county,  iu  the 
State  of  IllinoiB.  It  is  further  claimed  that  the  property  is  wholly  engaged 
in  interatate  commerce;  and  that  the  laws  of  the  State  of  Kansas  providing 
for  the  asBesament  and  collection  of  taxes  upon  the  Pullman  cars,  are  in  con- 
travention of  the  commerce  clause  of  the  United  States  constitution,  by 
reason  of  the  fact  that  to  levy  and  collect  taxes  upon  the  Pullman  sleepers 
would  be  casting  a  burden  upon  interstate  commerce.  Upon  the  argument 
in  the  Supreme  Court,  the  attorneys  for  the  Pullman  company  apparently 
relied  mostly  upon  the  proposition  that  the  sleeping  cars  in  question  had  no 
eitw  within  the  State  of  Kansas  for  the  purposes  of  taxation. 

On  behalf  of  the  defendant  county  treasurers  it  is  contended  that  the 
sleeping,  drawing-room,  and  palace  cars  of  the  appellant  company  making 
regular  tripe  over  the  railroads  in  the  State  of  Kansas,  and  in  the  other 
States  and  Territories  of  the  United  States,  are  property;  and  as  such  prop- 
erty they  receive  the  protection  of  the  laws  of  the  State  of  Kansas  and  of  the 
other  States  and  Territories.  Because  of  this  protection,  this  property  ought 
to  share  in  the  burdens  of  taxation.  These  cars,  making  regular  trips  over 
the  railroads  in  Kansas,  constitute  a  portion  of  the  rolling  stock  of  such 
railroads.  They  have  the  same  kind  of  »Uu»  for  the  purposes  of  taxation 
and  for  all  other  purposes  that  the  other  rolling  stock  used  in  the  operation 
of  these  railroads  has.  They  are  leased  to  the  railroad  companies.  They 
areusedby  the  railroad  companies  to  accommodate  their  passengers.  When 
making  these  regular  tripe  they  constitute  an  integral  and  important  part 
of  each  first-class  passenger  train.  The  statute  of  Kansas  does  not  require 
the  railroad  company  to  be  the  absolute  owner  of  these  cars  in  order  to 
make  them  taxable.  By  sec  6873,  Gen.  Statutes  1889,  the  track,  right-of- 
way,  franchises,  road-bed,  rolling-stock,  telegraph  lines  and  instruments 
connected  therewith,  material  on  hand,  supplies  and  tools,  and  all  other 
property  used  in  the  operation  of  the  road,  are  taxable  to  the  railroad  com- 
panies using  the  same.  By  sec.  6876,  Gen.  Statutes  1889,  the  railroad  com- 
panies using  and  operating  sleeping,  dining,  palace  or  other  cars  that  make 
regular  tripe  over  any  railroad  in  the  State,  when  not  owned  by  the  railroad 
company  using  them,  are  held  liable  for  the  taxes  due  thereon. 

The  Missouri  Pacific  Railroad  Company  is  a  corporation,  having  its  dom- 
icile and  place  of  residence  in  the  State  of  Missouri.  This  railroad  com- 
pany has  many  miles  of  its  road  within  the  State  of  Kansas,  which  it 
operates  in  connection  with  its  road  in  Missouri  and  Colorado  and  other 
States.  It  operates  through  passenger  trains  from  Kansas  City  in  the 
State  of  Missouri,  through  the  State  of  Kansas,  to  Pueblo  in  the  State  of 
Colorado.  These  through  trains  are  made  up  of  a  locomotive,  tender,  bag- 
gage, postal  and  express  cars,  smokers,  ordinary  passenger  cars,  and  Pull- 
man sleepers.  The  railroad  company  employs  all  classes  of  these  cars  lu 
the  operation  of  its  through  passenger  trains  making  regular  daily  trips 
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through  the  entire  length  of  the  State  of  Kausaa,  a  distance  of  over  four 
hundred  miles.  That  the  locomotive,  express,  postal,  baggage,  smoking  and 
ordinary  passenger  cars  have  a  gittis  within  the  State  of  Kansas  for  the  pur- 
poses of  taxation,  never  seems  to  have  been  questioned.  The  taxes  are  aud 
have  been  paid  from  year  to  year  by  this  railroad  corporation  upon  all  these 
several  clasBes  of  property.  Why  the  Pullman  sleeper,  making  the  same 
regular  trips  and  constituting  a  portion  of  the  same  through  passenger  train, 
should  be  exempt  from  taxation  by  reason  of  the  fact  that  it  has  no  situs 
in  Kansas  for  the  purposes  of  taxation,  seems  a  little  remarkable. 

One  of  the  regular  trips  made  by  the  Pullman  sleepers  used  and  operated 
'  by  the  Atchison,  Topeka  &  Santa  F^  Railroad  Company,  consists  of  a  run 
from  Kansas  City,  Missouri,  over  the  main  line  of  the  Santa  F6  Railroad 
passing  through  Lawrence,  Topeka,  and  Emporia,  to  Evans,  thence  con- 
tinuing over  what  is  known  as  the  Concordia  branch  to  Superior,  Nebraska, 
a  run  of  about  two  hundred  and  fifty  miles.  One  mile  of  this  run  ia  in  the 
State  of  Missouri;  five  miles  of  it  is  in  the  State  of  Kebraska,  and  the  re- 
mainder of  it  is  in  Kansas.  This  is  a  daily  run,  a  Pullman  sleeper  passing 
over  it  each  way  during  each  twenty-four  houra.  Here  again,  the  loco- 
motive, the  baggage  and  express  care,  the  smoking-car,  the  ordinary  passen- 
ger cars,  all  have  a  situs  in  the  State  of  Kansas  for  the  purposes  of  taxation, 
known  and  recognized  as  such,  disputed  by  no  one.  The  sleeper  making 
this  run  being  within  the  State  of  Kansas  during  the  entire  run,  except  for 
one  mile  in  Missouri  and  five  miles  in  Nebraska,  it  is  claimed  by  the  ap- 
pellant company  baa  no  situs  in  the  State  of  Kansas  for  taxation. 

Illuatrations  of  this  character  tend  to  show  the  injustice  of  the  claim 
made  by  the  appellant  company.  This  sleeping  car  is  entitled  to  receive 
and  does  receive  the  same  protection  from  the  State  of  Kansas  as  the  loco- 
tive  and  aa  the  ordinary  passenger  cars  making  up  that  train.  The  employ^ 
of  the  appellant  company — porter  and  conductor  of  this  sleeping  car — 
enjoy  the  benefit  of  the  protection  of  the  State  of  Kansas  from  violence 
and  lawlessness  of  all  character,  and  by  reason  of  the  protection  afforded 
them  by  the  State  of  Kansas  are  enabled  profitably  to  conduct  the  business 
of  their  master,  the  appellant  company. 

It  is  stated  in  the  bill  of  complaint  that  appellant  company  has  over 
eleven  hundred  of  these  Pullman  palace  cars  in  use  over  the  lines  of 
railroads  within  the  several  States  and  Territories,  and  that  the  appellant 
company  has  built  up  a  large  and  prosperous  business  by  reason  thereof. 
Very  few  of  these  cars  at  any  one  time  are  to  be  found  at  the  domicile  of 
the  appellant  company  in  Cook  county,  Illinois.  If  they  were  there  kept, 
BO  as  to  be  under  the  protection  of  the  law  of  its  domicile,  the  appellant 
company  could  transact  very  little  business.  It  is  therefore  absolutely 
necessary  in  conducting  its  business  on  the  part  of  the  appellant  company, 
that  it  should  call  upon  the  laws  of  nearly  every  one  of  the  States  for  pro- 
tection in  its  business;  and  if  so,  it  would  seem  a  matter  of  justice  that  it 
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should  to  some  extent  share  in  the  burdens  of  taxation  which  enable  the 
several  States  to  have  laws  and  to  ezt«ad  protection  to  persons  and  corpo- 
rations transacting  business  within  their  limits. 

The  Stat«  of  Iowa  has  a  law  providing  for  the  taxation  of  railroad  prop- 
erty, including  sleeping,  drawing-room  and  palace  cars  making  regular  tripe 
over  the  railroads  of  that  State,  very  similar  to  the  laws  of  Kansas  upon  the 
same  subject.  In  a  taxation  case  in  the  U.  S.  Circuit  Court  for  Iowa — in 
Pullman's  Palace  Car  Co.  v.  Twombly,  29  Fed.  Rep.  fi58 — the  exact  question 
involved  in  this  case  was  presented  for  its  decision.  The  conclusions  reached 
by  the  court  in  that  case  are  summed  up  by  Mr.  Justice  Brewer,  then  the 
presiding  Justice  of  the  Circuit  Court,  but  now  a  member  of  the  United 
States  Supreme  Court,  in  his  decision  therein  as  follows: 

''  Mf  couolDBion  thaiefore  is:  (1)  That  property  ie  not  eietDpted  from  liability 
to  an  eqoal  and  naifoTm  tsi  by  the  faot  that  it  ia  naed  either  partially  or  eiolnHively 
for  lateretate  oommeroe;  (2)  that  vehicles  of  transportation  used  constantly  and 
oontinnontly  npon  a  single  run  acqnire  a  tilvs  for  pnrposes  of  taxation  independeDt 
and  irrespective  of  the  domicile  of  the  owner;  (8)  eoobaitui  is  not  dentroyed  by  the 
fact  that  the  ovner,  owning  many  veblolee  of  like  oharaoter,  and  having  lines  in 
variona  parts  at  the  United  States,  transfers  from  time  to  time  snch  vehicles  from 
one  line  to  another,  providiog  a  oonttent  and  ooDtinaon*  line  of  soob  vehiale*  is 
preaerved  upon  the  single  inn;  (4)  where  each  vehiclea  are  need  npon  a  ran  extend- 
ing throogh  two  States,  there  is  a  aitxu  for  taxation  in  each  State  to  a  fair  propor- 
tion of  the  value  of  (he  property  so  nsed;  (fi)  where  a  State  tax  is  assessed  and  levied 
Bgainet  a  railroad  company  owning  and  operating  a  line  of  road  within  the  State, 
based  npon  the  roUiDg-stock  nsed  by  it  in  the  operation  of  snch  road,  a  third  party 
cannot  enjoin  the  State  from  ocUecting  or  the  railroad  company  from  paying  a  por- 
tion of  sDOb  tax,  on  the  gronnd  that  a  part  of  snch  rolling-stock  indoded  in  snoh 
asaessment  is  the  property  of  aoch  third  party,  and  exempt  from  taxation." 

The  conclusions  arrived  at  by  Mr.  Justice  Brewer  in  that  case  arc  the  po- 
sitions claimed  by  the  defendant  county  treasurers  in  this  case.  I  think  that 
they  are  eminently  just.  The  Pullman  Car  Company  ought  not  to  complain 
if  compelled  to  pay  for  the  protection  its  property  receives  from  the  State 
of  Kansas,  by  sharing  to  some  slight  extent  in  the  burdens  of  taxation,  by 
virtue  of  which  the  State  of  Kansas  acquires  the  power  to  extend  its  protec- 
tion to  the  property  in  question. 

PROHIBITION   IN   THE  SEVERAL  COUNTIES. 

Toward  the  close  of  April  and  during  the  first  half  of  May,  1890, 1  sent 
to  the  county  attorneys  and  the  assistant  attorney  generals  throughout  the 
State  a  letter,  of  which  the  following  is  a  copy: 

"DiiB  Sib:  Will  yon  kindly  faroish  me  with  a  brief  report  as  to  the  present  con- 
dition of  yonr  oonnty  in  relation  to  the  enforcement  of  the  prohibitory  la*,  and  also 
as  to  the  state  of  public  sentiment  in  yoar  oonnty  concerning  the  law. 

"What  proportion  of  the  people  of  yonr  county  are  in  favor  of  the  resubmission 
of  the  constitutional  amendment  prohibiting  the  sale  of  intoxicating  liquors  except 
for  medical,  eoientiflo  and  mechanical  purposes  t    Yours  respeotfollj,

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Id  reply  to  theae  ioquiriee  I  received  reports  from  the  counties  named 
below,  ninety-six  in  all. 

I  regret  that  space  in  this  report  does  not  permit  the  printing  of  these 
replies  in  full.  I  give,  however,  extracts  from  the  report  from  each  county, 
containing  the  substance  of  the  reply,  thus  furnishing  complete  and  reliable 
data  from  which  to  judge  of  the  exact  condition  of  the  State  as  to  the  enforce- 
ment of  the  prohibitory  law,  and  tbe  State  of  public  opinion  in  each  county 
ID  relation  thereto. 

County  attorneys,  by  virtue  of  their  official  position  and  their  intimate 
relation  to  the  workings  of  tbe  prohibitory  law,  are  better  prepared  than 
any  other  public  officers  to  state  accurately  the  condition  of  their  respective 
counties  as  to  the  enforcement  of  tbe  law.  Their  relations  to  the  people  in 
the  several  counties,  and  the  necessary  contact  into  which  they  come  with 
the  people  in  the  performance  of  their  duties  in  the  enforcement  of  the  pro- 
hibitory law,  also  enable  them  to  judge  more  accurately  of  tbe  public  sen- 
timent concerning  the  law  than  any  other  class  of  public  officers. 

An  examination  of  these  several  reports  will  disclose  that  immediately 
preceding  the  "original  package"  invasion  of  this  State  (which  commenced 
on  May  1st  and  extended  to  August  8th),  Kansas  was  in  a  very  satisfactory 
condition  as  to  the  enforcement  of  its  prohibitory  law.  For  this  condition 
of  things,  great  credit  is  due  to  the  county  attorneys,  who  have  been  aided 
by  the  efficient  services  of  the  sheriffs  and  other  public  officers  in  the  several 
counties.

Anduuon  Coubti. —  At  present  I  think  there  is  hot  very  little  violation  of 
(he  prohibitory  law  in  thia  oonnty,  and  this  fact  ie  no  donbt  owing  to  a  large  ex- 
tent to  the  enforoement  of  the  law.  Pnblio  sentiment  in  this  oonnty  is  largely  in 
favor  of  the  law.  I  belieTe  that  two  ont  of  every  three  persons  in  the  connty  are  in 
favor  of  a  Tigorons  enfoteenient  of  the  law.  In  my  judgment  there  are  not  many 
people  in  the  county  in  favor  of  resabmisBion  of  the  prohibitory  amendment.  I 
might  add  in  this  eooneotion,  that  at  least  in  this  locality  one  reanhmiasioniBt  makes 
more  noiee  and  bloater  than  half  a  dozen  advocates  of  the  law.  During  the  time  I 
have  been  acting  as  Asaietant  Attorney  Qaneral  tor  this  connty,  I  have  oonviotad 
five  peraonH  for  viotatlone  of  tbe  prohibitory  law.  I  havefiled informations  agaioet 
three  others,  who  are  now  fugitives  from  justice,  and  some  three  or  four  others  have 
left  the  connty  to  avoid  prosecution.  I  have  had  no  person  arrested  and  tried  bat 
what  baa  been  convicted. — W.  A.  Johnboh,  Assistant  Attorney  Qeneral. 

BlBBBB  CooBXi. — The  prohibitory  law  is  fairly  enforced  Ihcoughont  the  oonnty, 
eioept  at  Kiowa,  where,  it  can  be  truly  said,  there  is  alniOBt  a  total  want  of  public 
sentimeot  in  favor  of  its  enforcement.  Oar  own  town,  tbongh  never  Eitriclly  free 
from  anlawtal  sales  of  intoiieants,  is  entitled  to  high  rank  as  h  law-abiding  ci^y, 
with  a  good,  strong  public  sentfmeut  in  favor  of  tbe  enforcement  of  the  liquor 
law. — R.  A.  C*M«B0N|  County  Attorney. 
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BouBBOH  CODHTT.— I  belioTe  the  prohibitory  law  in  veil  eufoieed  in  this  county. 
It  is  trae,  ptaaea  vhece  they  aell  liquor  are  foaod  every  little  irbile,  bat  aa  soon  as 
found  the;  are  broken  Dp.  I  have  no  tronbia  jo  oonTicting  viotators  at  the  prohib- 
itory law  when  I  have  enffioient  eTidenoe;  in  faat,  I  haie  qnit  Baking  the  juror,  "Do 
yon  think  the  penalty  for  the  violation  of  this  Uw  too  nevere!"  Anti-prohibitioa- 
ista,  who  are  fair-niinded  men,  oonviot  aa  noon  as  prohibitioniBtB.  The  following 
statisticB  I  take  from  the  revenne  office  at  thU  place:  Nomber  of  permita  for  Fort 
Soott  ia  1689,  29;  number  of  thOBe  run  off,  15;  number  convicted,  6;  namber  yet  in 
busiDBBB,  6.

Then  I  am  Bafe  in  saying  that  the  costs  to  the  oonnty  in  the  enforcement  of  the 
law  have  not  been  over  ¥1,600.  Take  that  amonnt  from  the  f  B,97G  collected,  and  the 
eoonty  is  ahead  ^7,476  in  cash.  Tbis  does  not  show  tbe  record  in  jnstioe  ooatt,  in 
which  we  bsve  paid  all  expenses  throngh  the  floes  and  forfeitniee  we  have  oolleoted.

BaowN  CouHTT. — Tbe  prospect  for  tbe  enforcement  of  tbe  prohibitory  law  Is 
better  at  the  present  time  than  tor  several  years.    At  the  last  term  of  court  several 

oonviotions  were  obtained,  and  a  few  droggists  enjoined.  I  have  several  of  the  same 
class  of  cases  for  the  May  term  of  coart,  with  good  proBpects  for  saccesa.  I  wonid 
say  that  not  more  than  thirty  per  oent.,  at  tbe  ontside,  of  the  voters  of  tbis  connty 
are  in  favor  Of  the  reBabmission  of  the  llqoor  qaeetion.     The  proposition  would  be 

overwhelmingly  defeated  in  this  county,  in  my  opinion,  and  in  (be  opinion  of  tbe

Bdtlsb  Oourtt. — The  prohibitory  liqaor  law  is  violated  in  this  county.  There 
are  several  patties  "  jointists,"  and  it  seems  (o  be  a  very  difficult  matter  to  obtain 
evidence  against  them;  so  far  it  has  been  impoasible.  I  do  not  think  there  is  any 
question  bat  what  a  majority  are  in  favor  of  the  law  and  against  reeabmission- 
Oonviotions  are  made,  bnt  they  are  nsnally  the  friendless  "boot-legger."  Tbe  ea- 
tablisbed  "joint,"  patronised  and  snatained  by  a  elaaa  otherwiae  law-abiding,  and 
to  some  extent  snatained  by  local  acthorities,  is  very  diSlcalt  to  sappress.^E.  H.

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BxKtos  CoDHTT. — Ws  h&To  in  many  lespeats  a  diSonlt  aoanty  in  whioh  to  en- 
foice  the  pcohibitory  law,  yet  I  believe  that  in  oases  brought  tbrongh  the  proper 
antboritiM  in  the  naval  manner,  the  earns  amount  of  evidence  will  secare  a  convio- 
tioD  in  a  liqnor  oase  as  in  anj  other.  Oar  ooanty  as  a  whole  is  undoabtedly  opposed 
to  the  law.  It  voted  strongly  against  the  proposition  in  1S80,  and  I  think  I  can  safely 
say  thtee-fifths  of  onr  popalation  of  a  voting  age  would  oppose  it  now  — possibly 
more.  Of  onr  oonnty  officers,  aside  from  the  Uonnty  Baperintendent  and  one,  pos- 
sibly two.  Commissioners  and  myself,  the  balance  are  for  resQbmission.  For  myself, 
there  is  no  law  npon  the  statate  book  so  obnoiions  to  my  mind  that  its  repeal  wonid 
in  the  slightest  degree  compensate  ns  for  the  retnrn  of  even  ons  open  saloon. —

CaxsB  CoDHTT. — It  gives  me  great  pleasure  to  say  that  the  law  has  been,  is  now, 
and  will  oontinae  to  be  entoroed  to  the  nttermost;  and  in  this  I  am  sustained,  and 
the  law  as  well,  bj  a  healthy,  permanent  moral  sentiment,  and  its  manifold  bleaa- 
inge  are  to  be  seen  on  every  band.  There  is  no  sentiment  worth  mentioning  among 
our  people  in  favor  of  the  reenbmisaion  of  the  oonstitntional  amendment  prohibit- 
ing the  sale  of  Intoiioating  liqaors. — F.  F.  Coobbih,  Connty  Attorney. 

CsiDTicqci  CoTjaiv. — The  prohibitory  law  ia  being  enforced  In  this  oonnty  aa 
snooaBsfnlly  and  as  well  as  any  other  law.  The  people  of  this  oommanitj  —  that  is, 
the  law-abiding  element  generally  —  areinfavorof  theenforoementof  tbislaw  to  the 
■ame  extent  that  other  laws  are  enforced.  Perhaps  80  per  oent,  of  the  voters  of 
this  connty  are  in  favor  of  reanbmisaion. — J.  D.  McBbiih,  Connty  Attorney. 

CatBOaBi  CocNTr.— Since  the  flrst  of  Febraary  last  I  have  begnn  11  prosecntions 
in  oar  district  coart  against  violators  of  the  prohibitory  liquor  law.  Borne  of  the 
parties  against  whom  informations  have  been  filed  have  not  been  arrested,  bat  have 
escaped  to  foreign  States.  A  namber  of  oases  have,  however,  been  disposed  of,  each 
of  which  resalted  in  a  oonviotion.  I  think  I  am  perfectly  sate  in  saying  that  at  least 
70  per  oentnm  of  onr  people  are  favorable  to  the  enCoroement  of  the  prohibitory 
law.  The  other  qnestion  that  yoa  propound  is  mnch  more  difiionlt  to  answer.  Yon 
are  aware  that  we  have  a  large  foreign  popalation  in  this  oonnty,  owing  to  onr  ex- 
tensive ooal  mines  and  zino  works  in  the  northern  part  of  the  oonnty  and  onr  lead  and 
zinc  mines  in  the  soatheastern  part,  and  all  things  oonsidered,  I  am  inclined  to  the 
belief  that  onr  voters  are  aboat  equally  divided  upon  the  qnestion  of  resnbmiBsion; 
but  I  am  very  confident  that  if  the  constitational  amendment  prohibiting  the  sale 
of  intoxicating  liqaors  except  for  medical,  soientific  and  meohnniail  purposes  were 
again  submitted  to  the  electors  of  the  State,  a  good  majority  of  the  voters  of  Cher- 
okee oonnty  wonld  vote  for  the  amendment. — C.  D.  Abhlh,  Oonnty  Attorney. 

Clabe  Ootirtt. — The  sentiment  of  the  people  of  my  county  is  in  favor  of  the  en- 
forcement of  the  prohibitory  law  —  so  mnch  so  that  it  requires  bnt  little  eiforton  the 
part  of  the  officers  to  prevent  violations.  There  is  not  such  a  thing  as  a  "Joint"  or 
a  "  boot-legger  in  the  connty,  nor  has  there  been  such  a  thing  for  over  a  year. — S.  A. 
PiHBHLBi,  County  Attorney. 

Cliv  Oovmtx. — The  law  has  been  reasonably  well  enforced.  There  is  no  place  in 
the  connty  where  liqaor  is  sold  publicly  in  violation  of  law.  I  believe  this  city  oou- 
tains  several  so-called  "dives,"  where  under  every  possible  disguise  and  with  the  at-  ' 
most  preoaution  liqaors  are  sold;  but  the  namber  of  such  places  has  been  materially 
lessened  by  recent  oonviotions.  In  this  county  pablio  sentiment  has  always  strongly 
supported  the  law.     I  do  not  thiak  over  one-third  of  the  voters  in  the  county  favor 
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iBBiibniiBBioD.    The  majotit;  woald  giBdl;  see  the  law  still  further  strengthened.

CtoDD  CoDMTT. — The  pablio  sentiment  of  this  oDnnty  is  in  favor  of  enforoing  the 
prohibitor;  law.  Bjr  this  I  mean  as  a  ooantj;  there  are  some  sections  somevhst  di- 
Ticted.  As  to  the  enforoement  of  the  law  in  the  oonnt;  at  the  present  time,  there  is 
no  oomplaint  among  the  people  generally,  and  the  law  is  reasonably  well  enforoed. 
The  offloers  seem  disposed  to  do  their  dnty  in  (his  respeot  the  best  possible  under  the 
oironm stances.  I  do  not  think  that  there  is  more  than  one-third  ut  the  vote  of  this 
ooanty  that  would  be  in  favor  of  a  resobmlseion  of  (he  ooDstitntional  amendment.

Corral  Covhit. — So  far  as  Ooffey  ooanty  is  oonoeraed,  as  to  the  enforcement  of 
the  prohibitory  law,  I  oan  say  that  there  is  not  and  has  not  been  for  several  years 
any  place  where  intoiioating  liqaore  ooold  be  obtained  except  by  the  moat  gnrrep- 
titloDS  means.  There  have  been  some  proseoations  agaloet  "boot-leggers"  for  an- 
lawful  aalee,  bnt  no  oomplaint  has  been  made  against  any  merchant  or  drnggiet,  and 
Inqnisitiooa  tail  to  show  any  aales  by  any  merchant  or  druggist.  As  to  the  sentiment 
of  the  people,  I  oan  Jndge  best  by  the  resnlt  of  trials  before  Jaries  of  this  question, 
and  now  say,  that  so  far  as  my  experience  goes  I  have  had  no  greater  difGcnIty  in 
convicting  for  this  offense  when  the  proof  warranted  than  in  any  other  grade  of  of- 
fenses; and  henoe  draw  the  oonclnsion  that  the  people  favor  the  law.  As  a  matter 
of  fact  this  county  gave  a  majority  of  IBl  against  the  amendment,  at  the  election 
in  1680.  I  believe  this;  that  many  would  favor  (he  reanbmisslon  of  the  qnestion 
who  nevertheless  would  vote  for  prohibition;  and  many  who  did  not  before  vote  for 
prohibition  would  now  do  so.  I  have  no  means  of  jadgiog  what  proportion  of  the 
people  are  in  favor  of  the  resnb mission  of  the  amendment;  I  oan  bat  make  a  guess, 
and  that  guess  is,  (bat  prohibition  would  be  carried.  —  Hsmbt  Roorkb,  County 
Attorney. 

CouAHOHi  OocNTT.^We  are  having  no  trouble  at  present  i*ith  the  prohibitory 
law.  There  are  no  permits  in  the  county,  and  so  far  as  I  know,  no  places  where 
liqnors  of  any  kind  are  sold.  Comnnohe  has  always  been  strongly  an  an ti  prohibi- 
tion ooontj.  It  Is  safe  to  aa;  that  thrae-fonrthe  of  onr  voters  are  reenbmiseionists.

COWI.BI  CoDMTi. — For  (he  last  several  years  praoticslly  there  has  been  no  liquor 
sold  in  this  county  outside  of  the  cities  of  WinSeld  and  Arkansas  City.  Prior  to  the 
30th  day  of  April,  or  about  that  time,  there  was  little  liquor  sold  in  the  city  of  Win- 
fleld.  A  reasonable  effort  on  the  part  of  the  Sheriff,  the  County  Attorney,  and  the 
oonstablea  we  have  here,  has  always  been  HQffloleot  to  keep  ont  of  this  city  all  places 
where  intoiioating  liquors  were  sold,  eioepl  for  very  short  periods  of  time.  At 
Arkansas  City,  owing  to  the  presence  of  a  certain  shifting  population,  its  proximity 
to  (he  Indian  Territory,  infested  by  all  kinds  of  ontlawe,  and  the  indisposition  of  the 
people  at  that  place  to  participate  in  any  manner  in  proseontions  of  (his  character, 
and  for  other  reasons,  the  condition  of  things  in  respect  to  the  prohibitory  law  has 
not  been  satisfactory  nor  what  it  should  be.  The  juries  in  this  county  are  very 
willing  to  oonviot  any  person  charged  with  violating  the  prohibitory  law,  providing 
the  evidence  is  saCBcient.  I  have  within  the  last  two  years  noticed  a  wonderfol  change 
in  that  respect.  It  is  no  longer  necessary  here  to  select  juries  from  any  parlionlar 
class  of  citizens,  or  to  exclude  from  jnries  any  particular  class,  as  joriee  which  are 
composed  of  persons  of  all  political  and  religious  faiths,  whether  prohibitionists  or 
a nti -prohibitionists,  seem  to  deem  themselves  in  doty  bound  to  conviot  persons  who

DioiiHBOS  CotJMii. — Bo  far  aa  I  know,  or  thia  ofQoe  haa  been  able  to  aaoertaio, 
there  is  not  a  "  Joint"  in  the  ooonty  running  oontcary  to  the  provlalous  of  that  law, 
and  the  drng  etores,  with  perhaps  a  few  eioeptlons,  seem  to  be  endeavoring  to  carry 
oat  its  spirit.  There  are  in  some  plaoea  oomplalnta  eonoerning  the  sale  of  what  is 
called  "Hop  Tea,"  bat  as  no  one  has  seen  fit  to  make  formal  complaint,  and  I  am 
not  aware  of  its  Intoxicating  qualities,  or  otherwise,  there  have  been  no  proaeontiona 
for  the  sale  of  this  article.  We  have  no  difflcalty  In  oonvioting  nndec  the  law  where 
there  is  reasonable  evidence.  There  is  so  little  talk  of  resubmission  of  the  oonati- 
totionol  smsudment,  that  I  think  it  ssfs  to  say  that  there  ia  no  sentiment  (or  a 
change,  or  submission  of  a  vote  lor  the  amendment  of  the  present  oonstitntional 
provisions;  and  this  oonnty  is  well  satisfied  with  and  overwhelmingly  in  favor  of 
the  present  law.

DoNiFBiN  OocNTi. — I  think  the  law  generally  Is  very  well  enforced  in  this  county. 
Two  liquor  Bellers  were  oonvioted  at  onr  last  term  of  oourt,  one  ease  was  oonttnoed 
on  account  of  the  sickness  of  the  defendant,  and  some  four  or  Bve  have  eeoaped  ar- 
rest by  leaving  the  county  or  State.  I  thiuk  from  oonversationa  had  with  those  who 
claim  to  know,  that  not  one-third  of  the  people  would  be  in  favor  of  resubmission,

DonoLlB  CouKTi. — The  law  ia  enforced  here  as  fully  as  the  other  criminal  laws 
of  the  State.  There  have  recently  been  aome  violations  of  the  law.  Some  of  the 
peraone  arreated  plead  guilty ;  othera  will  be  tried  at  the  coming  term  of  the  diatriot 
oonrt.  There  ia  no  public  sentiment  which  prevents  the  conviction  of  persona  vio- 
lating the  prohibitory  law  any  more  than  there  ia  to  prevent  the  conviction  of  a 
person  who  vlolatea  an;  other  law.  Aa  to  the  proportion  of  the  people  of  this  county 
who  are  in  favor  of  reaubmiaeion  of  the  oonatitutlonal  amendment  prohibiting  the 
sale  of  intoxicating  liqaors  except  for  medical,  scientific  and  mechanical  purposes, 
I  am  oonfldent  that  they  woald  not  exceed  two-Bfthe  at  most,  who  would  be  in  favor 
of  such  resubmission,  and  I  do  not  think  they  wotild  exceed  one-third. — W.  W.  Nbvi-

Bach  is  the  result  of  my  obaervation,  and  such  in  snb- 
stance  is  the  report  I  have  from  the  ministerial  offloers  who  are  charged  by  this  law 
with  duties  relating  to  its  enforcement.  There  are  nndonbtedty  violations  of  the 
law  and  secret  selling  of  liqnor,  possibly  more  than  is  apparent  to  the  offioera.    Bat 
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whkt  I  mean  to  aaj  ia,  that  there  is  vetf  little  evidenoe  of  liquor-drinking.  Intoxi' 
oatiOD  is  rare  BO  far  at  I  am  able  to  learn;  not  more  freqnent,  indeed,  tban  might  be 
sxpeoted  from  impoeitions  Dpon  the  good  faith  of  those  who  are  selling  legitimately. 
There  never  was  leas  ortme  In  the  coant;  than  daring  the  last  year  and  a  half.  &b 
to  the  pablio  eeutiment  in  the  ooimt;,  I  think  I  oan  aay  advisedly  that  it  is  strongly 
in  fsTor  of  the  law  and  of  its  enforoement.  I  believe  that  a  large  majority  of  the 
people  would  be  atreauonsly  opposed  to  resabmisaiOD. — F.  3.  Ehioht,  Coniity  At- 

MoHTaoiiaBT  Cdcittt. — In  reply,  I  have  to  report  that,  ia  my  opinion,  the  la^  la 
being  privately  violated  in  every  city  in  the  oonnty,  notwithstanding  the  fact  that 
from  fonr  to  all  persons  have  been  convicted  at  every  term  of  the  dietriot  oonrt  for 
its  violation.  Those  who  are  opposed  to  the  law,  or  who  favor  the  law  bat  oppose 
ita  enforcement,  are  the  eiolnaive  patrona  of  thoae  who  aell  nnlawfally,  and  as  a  rale 
will  not  volantarily  diadoae  the  fact  of  a  sale.  Commnnities  where  illicit  sales  are 
made  are  now  more  indiSeient  about  famishing  testimony  to  convict  than  they 
have  heretofore  been.  Mnoh  diasatiafaotion  ia  eipreased  aa  to  the  expense  to  the 
ooonty  inoidenl  to  aabpenaing  persona  before  the  Ooont;  Attorney;  end,  npon  the 
whole,  I  believe  that  (he  law  has  now  fewer  active  friende  in  this  ooouty  than  it  has 
heretofore  bad.  Still  I  do  not  believe  a  majority  of  the  voters  of  this  oonaty  wonld 
favor  a  reenbmiaeion  of  the  amendment,  and  my  opinion  is  that  not  to  eioeed  one- 
third  of  oar  people  woold  favor  reaabmission. — 0.  P.  EaoiNBaiaHT,  County  Attorney. 

MoBBie  Cooaxi. — I  take  pleaaare  in  informing  yoa  that  (he  prohibitory  law,  as 
far  aa  (hia  oonnty  la  oouoerDed,  ia  enforoed,  and  the  law  la  as  fnlly  oomplied  with  aa 
any  other  penal  law  in  oar  atatate.  When  (he  amendment  to  the  oonatitation  was 
voted  apon.  in  1880,  this  oonoty  gave  only  ten  majority  in  favor  of  the  amendment; 
bot  to-day  poblia  sentiment  is  largely  in  favor  of  the  prohibitory  law  and  ita  reten- 
tion. Prominent  men  all  over  the  eoonty  who  opposed  the  amendment  in  1880  now 
openly  declare  in  tavot  of  the  law  and  against  resnbmiaalon  or  any  etep  towarda  i(.

MoBTOH  CoDHTT.— There  ia  now  bnt  one  drag  store  in  thia  ooonty,  and  it  is  the 
only  place  where  liqaoi  is  sold.  To  say  that  the  prohibitory  law  ie  enforced  in  this 
oounty  wonld  be  stating  something  not  trne.  That  the  sale  haa  greatly  diminished 
in  thia  oonnty  daring  the  paat  eighteen  montha,  ia  very  evident.  Dnring  the  peat 
year  we  have  saoceeded  in  (oroing  two  of  three  drag  Btores  here  to  hont  other  plaoee 
of  looation.  The  law  ia  violated  by  the  draggist  here  now.  His  aales  are  ooufined 
to  email  qnantitlea,  and  to  a  olast  that  formed  the  habit  years  ago,  and  who  gener- 
ally do  not  nse  it  to  eioess.  I  am  oonfldent  that  the  real  and  trne  sentiment  of  a 
majority  of  the  people  of  this  oonnty  is  in  favor  of  prohibition.  What  the  vote 
woald  be  oonld  never  be  told  nntil  conoted.— O.  PoKtsm  CuDi>oai,  Conntj  Attorney. 

Nnsa  ConHTT. — The  prohibitory  law  is  fnlly  enforoed  in  this  oonnty.  The  people 
of  this  ooonty  teape«t  the  laws,  and  there  does  not  seem  to  be  any  diaposition  npon 
the  part  of  anyone  to  violato  this  one. — Oio.  C.  Bbowhbli.,  County  Attorney. 

Nbmah*  OonHTT.— lam  of  the  opinion  that  the  prohibitory  law  is  ss  well  enforoed 
In  this  oonnty  as  any  other  law  now  in  foroe  on  our  statnte  book.  The  law  ia  en- 
foroed in  this  oonnty,  and  the  oonnty  is  reasonably  free  from  the  liqaor  traffic. 
Borne  liqnor  ia  sold,  no  donbt;  orders  have  been  taken  by  ao-oalled  (raveling  men; 
bat  nevei(helesa  the  law  ia  fairly  well  enforoed.  There  ia  no  real  sentimant  in  this 
oonnty  among  the  masaea  of  the  people  in  favor  of  reaabmiaaion.— J.  W.  CnMNlcK, 
Oonnty  Attorney. 
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Nkosao  CoDNTi. — I  have  bat  little  ttoable  in  eaforeing  the  prohibitory  liquor 
low  in  this  oonntf.  We  have  at  the  present  time  one  pereoD  in  (he  oonnty  jail  serv- 
ing oat  his  nentenoe  for  H  violation  of  the  prohibitory  law,  and  aome  foor  others 
who  are  fagitlTes,  there  being  informations  pending  Rgainst  them.  The  Sheriff  and 
all  hii  depatiea,  as  well  as  all  other  offloera  thronghoat  the  ooanty,  with  one  eicap- 
tion,  have  been  very  prompt  in  reporting  any  Tiolations  of  the  law  when  the  same 
came  nnder  their  observation,  and  my  ability  to  enforce  the  law  is  largely  dae  to 
the  efficient  manner  in  which  the  varions  offlcera  have  dieoharged  their  dntiea.  I 
have  also  fonnd  that  pnblio  aeDtimsnt  is  in  favor  of  a  rigid  enforcement  of  the  law, 
and  the  citizens  of  the  oonnty  generally  seem  to  take  as  mnch  interest  in  seeing 
this  law  enforoed  as  any  other  law  we  have  npon  the  statnte  book.  At  present  there 
is  not  lo  my  knowledge  a  place  in  the  oonnty  where  liqnor  is  being  sold  in  violation 
of  law;  it  is  trae  that  liqnor  is  by  oertain  parties  shipped  in  from  Kansas  City  and 
Nevada,  MissoDci,  for  individnal  nae,  and  ocoaeionally  an  itinerant  "boot-legger" 
viU  attempt  to  vend  his  wares,  bnt  they  are  always  short-lived,  as  they  are  promptly 
reported  and  looked  after.  We  have  bnt  one  licensed  drng  store  in  the  oonnty,  and 
I  have  heard  no  oomplalnta  regarding  the  same,  and  from  the  well-known  repntation 
of  the  proprietor  I  apprehend  no  troable  in  that  direction.  From  personal  obser- 
vation and  my  aoqnaintance  with  (he  people  of  tbe  oonnty  after  a  teaidenoe  of 
twenty- fonr  years  among  them,  I  am  free  to  aay  that  it  is  my  judgment  that  pnblio 
sentiment  is  generally  In  favor  of  the  law,  and  resnbmission,  if  enbmitted  to  the 
vo(e  of  (he  people,  wonid  be  completely  "snowed  nnder." — J.  L.  Dzhhisoh,  Oonnty 
Attorney. 

NoBTON  Couim. — The  prohibitory  law  is  as  well  enforced  in  Norton  conD(y  as 
Buy<other  orlminal  law  on  onr  statnte  books.  I  have  had  no  partionlar  troable  in 
eeoaring  convictions  when  I  have  been  able  to  aecnre  evidence.  Bounding  on 
Kebraeka,  as  we  do,  considerable  liquors  are  smnggled  in  and  used  bs  b  beverage. 
We  have  not  had  a  permit  granted  In  Norton  county  since  the  Murray  law  went  into 
eCFeot,  althongb  several  partiee  have  made  applicatlonj  and  we  oantiot  see  any  per- 
ceptible drawback  to  the  oonnty  reauUing  (herefrom.  Folly  (hree-fonrtha  of  tbe 
voting  population  would  approve  rteubmissiou. — L.  H.  Thompson,  County  Attorney. 

OsAOE  CoaHTT.— I  must  say  that  the  prohibitory  law  is  as  well  enforced  in  this 
connty  as  other  criminal  laws;  eioept,  perhaps,  among  a  oertain  olass  of  foreigners 
in  onr  mining  (owns,  and  the  only  reason  that  it  is  not  enforoed  there  is  because 
they  keep  it  siolnsively  to  themselves,  and  will  not  tell  the  truth  when  put  upon  the 
witness  stand.  I  am  of  the  opinion  that  from  about  one-third  to  two-flfths  of  the 
voters  of  thiscounty  are  in  favor  of  resnbmission. — P.  E.  Obbqobt,  County  Attorney. 

OiTiWi  CoDNtv. — We  have  no  troable  in  enforcing  the  law  in  our  oonntyj  we 
now  have  a  boot-legger  in  jail,  and  since  his  conviction  we  have  had  no  complaint. 
Public  sentiment  is  strong  in  favor  of  the  enforcement  of  the  law,  and  we  would 
have  no  trouble  in  getting  a  grand  jury  should  the  condition  of  things  jnstily.  I 
do  not  think  that  more  than  twenty-flve  per  oent.  of  onr  voters  wonld  favor  reeub- 
mission.  In  brief,  I  wish  to  say  that  we  are  in  excellent  condition  in  this  regard, 
and  will  have  no  trouble  in  entoroing  the  prohibitory  law. — (!.  W.  Stsphbhsom, 
Connty  Attorney. 

PiwHBB  ConHTT. — The  prohibitory  law  is  rigidly  enforoed  in  my  oonnty,  and  I 
have  tbe  assistance  of  all  the  people  in  its  enforoement.  Answering  your  second 
question:  In  my  jndgment  not  over  twenty-Sve  per  cent,  of  the  voters  in  my  oonnty 
talk  resabmission,  and  not  over  ten  per  oent.  would  vol«  in  favor  of  raeubmission 
should  it  be  enbmitted  to  the  people.— J.  P.  Wobbbi-l,  Connty  Attorney.

There  were  some,  I  think,  prior  to  Febrnar;,  of  a  aly  oi 
bootlegging  natace,  bat  whan  I  began  to  Bnbpena  witnesses  and  inTeatigate,  most, 
if  not  all,  Boaght  "  fre«h  flelde  and  paetaras  new."  Save  in  one  locality  I  think  Iheie 
are  no  Tiolationa  in  the  oonnty,  and  in  that  looalitj  it  will  take  time  and  patience 
to  get  the  degree  of  proof  naceBsacj  to  oonvict. — N.  F.  OaiTBi,  Connty  Attorney. 

Pbatt  Oouhii. — There  is  very  little  lutoiioating  liquor  obtained  in  this  oonnty 
in  Tiolation  of  the  law,  and  this  is  by  a  olasa  who  aate  nothing  for  their  oaths,  and 
i»  restrioted  to  a  Tery  smaU  pet  oent.  ot  the  people.  A  large  majority  of  the  people 
are  in  favor  of  the  enforoament  of  the  law,  althongh  not  vary  aggredsiTe  In  that 
way.

Rawlihb  Codhii. — The  liqnoc  traffio  in  this  ooant;  is  confined  solely  to  the  drag 
stores.  There  are  no  open  Tiolations  of  the  prohibitory  law,  or  at  least  very  few,  in 
the  county.  I  have  had  but  two  cases  during  my  term  of  office;  in  those  two  tyses 
I  had  no  tronble  in  secnring  a  conviction,  and  onr  jories  seam  in  favor  of  enforcing 
the  law.  As  to  public  sentiment  In  the  ooDDty  as  to  resnbmission,  I  wonld  say  it  is 
divided.  We  have  a  large  foreign  popnlstion  —  over  half  — and  this  element,  to  a 
anit  almost,  wonld  be  in  favor  ot  resabmisaion.

In  less  than  two  years  onr  Dietriot 
Jndge  haa  oaseBaed  nearly  $8,600  in  flnea,  and  the  oonaei^oenae  is  ■  oorreapondiog 
oarefDlneBa  on  (he  part  of  the  would-be  tranagressorB.— F.  L.  Ibibb,  Connty  Attorney. 

Rooks  Codhti.— There  have  been  violations  of  the  prohibitory  law  in  oac  ootrnty, 
bat  sDoh  Tiolatious  hsTe  been  rare.  Ontaide  the  towns  there  is  an  almo«t  ananimooH 
sentiment  in  favoT  of  their  enforcement.  Perhaps  fifteen  per  cent,  of  oar  people 
are  in  favor  of  lesnbmission  of  the  whisky  qnestion.

RvaH  CouNTT. — The  prohibitory  law  h«8  been  reasonably  well  obeyed  and  enforced 
in  this  oonnty.

It  may  be  that  reanhmiBaion  oonld  be  defeated  by  a  large 
majority,  bat  my  judgment  now  ia,  withoot  makiag  a  carefnl  OBUvaas  of  the  aitaa- 
tion,  that  the  vote  wonld  almoat  be  a  tie.— Jobm  Hibokitk,  Connty  Attorney.

SsnawiCK  CorNTT.— I  woold  say  that  in  Sedgwick  county  there  has  always  been 
considerable  difBcolly  in  entoroiog  the  prohibitory  law.  In  my  judgment,  this  dif- 
ficulty arises  mainly  from  the  atate  of  public  aentimeut  concerning  the  law  itself. 
The  year  ending  about  April  30th  haa  been  one  marked  with  only  partial  saccesii  in 
the  enforcement  of  the  law.  Daring  the  month  of  April,  jnst  before  the  "original 
package"  deoiaion,  a  Bpecial  effort  was  made  to  eDeotnally  dose  the  "joints'-:  an 
nnuaual  number  of  arrests  were  made,  and  a  nnmber  of  places  were  closed  by  in- 
junctions. This  aucceas  waa  temporary,  however,  and  the  raid  waa  against  public 
Bentiment.  The  eeutiment  here  is  that  the  policy  of  high  license  should  be  adoptf  d. 
I  presume  that  qaiCe  a  large  majority  of  the  people  of  Sedgwick  county  are  in  favor 
of  the  TesnbmiBBion  of  the  constitutional  amendment  prohibiting  the  sale  of  Inloi- 
ionting  liquors.  From  the  moat  reliable  sources  that  I  can  command,  I  woald  say 
that  about  two-tbirds  of  the  voters  of  the  ooonty  are  in  favor  of  reaabmisaion. —

Sbwibc  Coo  NTT.  ^  There  are  not  over  1,200  p«ople  in  the  county  to-day,  and  they 
are  in  bad  circumstances,  and  the  oonnty  and  people  alike  are  over-burdened  with 
debt;  for  this  reaaoik  many  think  the  prohibitory  law  ought  not   to  be  strictly  en- 
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fotoed;  and  there  ate  here,  as  on  all  frontierSr  many  «ho  are  opposed  to  the  lair 
entirely.  On  this  aooonnt  it  makes  the  entoroement  of  the  law  diffionlt',  yet  not- 
withstandins  this,  so  far  aa  I  oan  judge,  and  I  have  taken  some  paioa  to  BBaeilain 
the  faots,  I  don't  think  there  are  oTsr  one-tblid  the  people  in  this  ooimty  who  ate 
in  favor  of  the  rteabmisaion  of  the  oonstitntional  amendment.

BnHNEs  CoDHTi. — 8o  far  as  I  can  disoover,  the  prohibitory  law  is  well  enforced  in 
this  county.  I  have  had  a  flght  here  in  Wellington,  bnt  at  the  present  time  I^have 
no  information  that  there  is  a  place  where  intoiioating  liqnors  are  illegall;  aold, 
and  I  have  no  information  as  to  any  snapeoted  plaoe.  Of  oonrae  I  presnme  liqnor 
is  being  sold  illegally  in  the  oonnty,  bat  it  is  all  done  so  qnietly  and  tdandestinelj 
that  the  offenders  oannot  be  apprehended.  I  take  it  for  granted  that  when  no  com- 
plaints are  made  to  me  as  to  violations  of  the  law,  that  onr  temperance  people  have 
no  particular  cause  for  complaint.  Bome  time  ago  one  of  oar  ooonty  papers  sent 
out  inqniries  abont  this  question  to  its  different  correspondents  in  the  different 
townships,  and  the  replies  were  pabllshed  in  the  papers;  these  replies  showed  a 
large  preponderance  of  sentiment  against  resubmission. — W.  T.  MoBbidk,  County 
Attorney. 

SuiTH  CocNTY.' — I  will  say  that  since  the  present  incnmbent  has  been  in  office 
there  have  been  three  inqaisitiona  held  as  provided  by  statute,  and  in  two  cases  the 
defendants  have  been  convicted.  In  the  third  case  not  enough  evidence  was  col- 
lected to  risk  B  trial.  The  people,  generally,  are  in  favor  of  enforcing  the  law,  and 
there  is  no  tronble  to  aeonre  oonviotions  when  the  evidence  will  warrant  it.  In  the 
towne  the  reanbmiasioniste  have  a  small  majority,  and  in  the  oonntry  abont  one- 
third  are  in  favor  of  resnbmission. — W.  R.  Mtibs,  County  Attorney. 

BniWHkB  CorMTi.— In  my  judgment  the  prohibitory  liqnor  law  is  as  well  enforced 
as  any  other  oriminal  law,  and  that  there  ia  comparatively  little  illegal  selling  of  in- 
toxicating liquors.  Every  officer  whose  dnty  it  is  to  enforce  the  law,  so  far  as  my 
knowledge  goes,  honestly  endeavors  to  do  his  duty,  and  does  it.  From  the  very  beat 
information  that  I  can  gather,  I  believe  that  not  to  eioeed  ten  per  cent,  of  the  citi- 
zens of  Shawnee  connty  are  in  favor  of  resubmitting  the  prohibition  question!  this 
ten  pet  oent.,  however,  ie  a  very  noisy  ten  per  cent.,  and  persons  who  do  not  study 
the  sitnation  would  be  inclined  to  exaggerate  theit  numbers,  nntil  they  are  ooonted.

It  is  tme,  that  Id  the  city  of  Salina  there  ore  msDj 
vho  olaim  that  prohibition  is  a  falluTe,  bnt  even  here  I  think  a  majority  are  in 
favor  of  the  law.  Heoond,  I  do  not  belieTO  over  one-third  of  the  oonnty  want  resnb- 
mission.  Intoiicanta  are  daily  bronght  into  the  coDnty.  bat  largely  b;  ptiTate 
parties  in  a  way  not  prohibited  by  the  statote.— E.  W.  Blue,  Cotinty  Attorney. 

SXANTON  CoDNTi. — ThiB  law  iB  aa  well  enforoed,  I  think,  aa  any  statote  of  the 
State,  and  there  ia  not  and  was  not  at  the  date  of  April  lat,  a  single  place  in  the 
oonnty  at  which  the  offending  element  oonld  be  pnrchaaed.  Aa  to  the  sentiment  of 
the  people  in  the  connty,  I  think  three-fonrtha  of  them  indocae  the  law,  and  I  do 
not  bslieye  there  are  a  half-score  of  people  in  the  connty  who  really  care  to  have  the 
amendment  resabmittod. — A.  B.  Hietbs,  Deputy  Connty  Attorney. 

SiEVBNa  OoDHTT.^The  prohibitory  law  ia  strictly  enforoed  in  the  county.  There 
ia  bnt  little  disposition  to  violate  it,  and  I  have  had  no  trouble  to  enforce  the  law- 
There  is  no  agitation  of  the  resnbmiBSiou  qaastion.  Yet,  if  it  was  submitted,  it 
would  probably  carry  by  a  small  majority  in  the  connty.

Thomas  Codntt. — I  feel  oompelled  to  say  that  there  are  a  great  many  of  the  good 
citizens  of  this  ooanty  that  are  opposed  to  the  law,  both  in  the  Repablioan  and  Dem- 
ooratic  parties;  bnt  there  are  also  a  great  many  who  are  atrongly  in  favor  of  the 
law.  If  the  qnestion  were  snbmitted  to  a  vote  in  this  connty,  the  resnlt  would  be 
adverse  to  the  law.  One  of  the  leasons,  no  donbt,  is  we  are  so  far  west.  The  law 
in  this  oonnty  ia  aa  well  enforced  as  in  any  oonnty  in  this  part  of  the  State,  and  I 
think  there  ia  no  qnestion  bnt  what  better  enforced  than  in  any  connty  as  far  west 
as  we  are.  We  do  not  have  a  billiard  hall  in  the  ooanty,  and  no  permits  have  been 
granted,  and  therefore  the  only  ones  we  have  to  watch  are  the  boot-leggers;  and 
while  we  would  like  to  aee  the  time  soon  come  when  there  would  not  be  a  drop  of 
llqDor  sold  in  the  oonnty,  I  suppose  that  time  will  not  approach  nnlil  we  are  both 
dead  and  gone. — fk».  L.  Lotn,  Connty  Attorney. 

Tbioo  Codstt. — The  law  is  well  enforced  in  Trego  county,  and  with  bnt  little 
effort  on  the  part  of  the  ofBoera.  None  of  our  druggists  have  permits,  and  drnnk- 
ennesa  is  rare.  The  question  of  resubmission  is  not  agitated  here  to  any  extent. 
While  we  are  not  fnlly  advised,  we  are  of  the  opinion  that  a  majority  of  the  votera 
of  Tr^o  connty  do  not  favor  resubmission. — 8.  B.  Cowioe,  Connty  Attorney. 

WiBiDHsaa  CoDHTi. — The  prohibitory  law  has  been  vigorouely  enforced  in 
Wabaunsee  ooanty  tor  more  than  three  years  last  past,  and  dnring  the  present 
month,  and  for  some  time  prevlons  thereto,  there  oonld  not  be  one  ounce  of  intoii- 
«ating  liquor  bought  in  the  oonnty,  not  even  for  the  purpose*  excepted  by  law,  there 
being  no  druggist  in  the  ooanty  having  a  license,  or  permit,  to  handle  intoiioatlng 
liquor  aooording  to  law.  The  great  majority  of  the  people  rejoloe  over  the  con- 
dition of  the  oonnty  in  the  respect  above  stated,  as  it  was,  to  all  appearances,  free 
from  that  accursed  evil  for  the  first  time  sinoe  its  organization.  Fully  seventy-five 
per  cent,  of  onr  people  are  in  favor  of  the  prohibitory  law,  and  would  ao  vote,  I 
verily  believe,  if  that  was  an  independent  issue  so  that  fidelity  to  party  oonld  out  no 
figure.— J.  B.  Babhbs,  County  Attorney. 

WiBBtNOTOH  CocNTT. — I  will  Say  thst  this  oonnty,  upon  voting  opon  the  oonsti' 
tntional  amendments  as  they  now  stand,  gave  a  large  majority  against  their  adop- 
tion; also,  at  the  following  election  for  Governor,  itgaveOlicha  majority  of  sevecal 
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hDDdied,  although  hsvlng  a  majorit;  of  aboat  tweWe  handred  RepablicanB.  To-day 
I  think  that  the  prohibitory  law  ie  jnat  a«  «a«ilf  and  Just  as  thoiooghlj  enforced  in 
this  ooDnt;  as  any  other  ariminal  law  in  the  statute;  and  I  believe  I  oao  say  withoat 
feai  of  DOntradictioD,  that  there  is  not  a  single  joint  or  place  of  boelness  vhere 
intozioating  IJqnors  are  sold  in  thia  oonnty.  As  to  the  pablia  sentimeDt  in  this 
ooonty  oonoerning  that  law,  if  it  is  not  nnanimona,  at  least  a  very  large  majority  of 
tbe  people  feel  that  the  saloons  have  gone,  and  being  gone  most  focevet  remain 
avay. — S.  H.  Hamiltoh,  Connty  Attorney. 

Wichita  ConKTT. — We  think  tbe  enforoeoLant  of  the  prohibitory  law  of  the  State 
in  tbia  county  ie  In  a  very  healthy  oondltion;  we  have  no  place  that  haa  a  permit  to 
sell,  and  all  of  one  drnggista  try  to  observe  the  law.  Of  oonrae,  a  great  deal  of 
llqnot  ia  from  time  to  time  shipped  here  by  private  persons,  and  I  preanme  some 
is  Bold  on  tbe  sly  to  the  hotels  for  transient  parties,  and  perhaps  some  to  private 
parties,  bat  they  are  snob  that,  without  a  donbt,  conviction  oonld  not  be  had.  The 
sentiment  of  onr  people  la  something  that  is  hard  to  jndge,  as  very  little  is  said 
abont  the  matter.  Every  one  seems  to  be  satisfied  with  the  result  as  it  now  is,  and 
should  the  matter  be  submitted  to  a  vote,  it  would  be  bard  to  tell  what  the  resnlt 
wonld  be;  yet  Bepnblioans  think  that  the  law  wonld  carry  again  with  a  larger  vote 
than  before. — C.  H.  Coah,  Ooanty  Attorney. 

Wiiisotr  ConnTT. — Public  sentiment  here  is  largely  in  favor  of  the  law,  and  the 
striot  enforcement  of  It.  As  to  what  proportion  of  oar  people  are  in  favor  of  re- 
submission, will  say  that  from  all  I  can  learn,  outside  of  the  Democrats  there  are 
very  few  who  would  vote  for  tesabmiselon,  and  I  am  inclined  to  believe  that  enough 
Democrats  would  vote  against  it  to  balance  the  Bepablioans  voting  for  it;  in  other 
words,  I  think  this  county  would  vote  for  prohibition  by  from  thre«  to  Ave  hundred 
majority.

There  was  not  at  that  time  an  open  saloon  or  a  place  where 
liqnora  oonid  be  openly  pnrohased.  In  tact,  I  do  not  think  there  is  now  any  plaoe 
ran  openly.  In  my  opinion  there  is  abont  one-half  of  the  legal  voters  of  this  connty 
in  tavot  of  resabmission. — T.  M,  PisacB,  Oonnty  Attorney. 

THE  ORIGINAL  PACKAGE  INVASION. 

Ou  April  28th,  1890,  the  Supreme  Court  of  the  Uuited  States,  by  ita 
Chief  Justice,  Melville  W,  Fuller,  decided  the  case  of  Giw.  LeUy  &  Com- 
pany v».  A.  J.  Hardin.  This  is  what  ia  known  as  the  "original  package" 
case,  from  Iowa.  The  Supreme  Court  of  Iowa  had  decided  that  into.ii eating 
liquor  shipped  into  the  State  from  a  sister  State  was  subject  to  the  prohibi- 
tory law  of  the  State  of  Iowa,  and  could  be  sold  only  in  compliance  with 
that  law.  The  Supreme  Court  of  the  United  States  reversed  the  decision 
of  the  Supreme  Court  of  Iowa,  holding  that  the  importation  of  intoxicating 
liquors  from  one  State  into  another  was  an  act  of  interstate  commerce,  and 
that  the  right  to  import  the  intosicatiag  liquor  carried  with  it  by  necessary 
implication,  the  right  to  sell  it  in  the  original,  unbroken  package  in  which 
it  was  brought  into  the  State.  The  court  further  held  that  the  right  to 
thus  import  and  sell  intoxicating  liquors  could  nut  be  prohibited  or  ob- 
structed by  any  law  which  the  State  of  Iowa  had  the  power  to  enact,  and 
that  the  prohibitory  law  of  Iowa  was  in  contravention  of  the  United  States 
constitution,  and  void  so  far  as  it  attempted  to  prohibit  or  obstruct  such 
importation  and  sale. 

This  decision  was  rendered  by  a  divided  court,  an  able  dissenting  opinion 
by  Associate  Justices  Gray,  Harlan  and  Brewer  being  filed  in  the  case. 

The  facts  as  to  the  method  of  importation  and  sale  of  intoxicating  liquora 
sanctioned  by  this  decision,  were  stated  by  the  court  as  follows: 

"1st.  That  plaintiSs,  Oos.  Leisy  A  Co.,  are  a  firm  of  that  name  and  style,  reeid- 
ing  iu  the  State  of  lliinois,  with  prinoipal  place  of  bnalaess  at  Peoria,  Illinoisi  that 
said  firm  is  oomposed  wholly  of  oitizens  of  IllinoU;  that  said  firm  is  engaged  ae 
brewers  in  the  mannfeotare  of  beer  in  the  said  city  of  Peoria,  Illinois,  selling 
same  in  the  States  of  Illinois  and  Iowa. 

"2d.  That  the  property  in  qoestioa,  to  wit,  122  one-qnarter  barrels  of  beer,  of 
the  valne  of  $300,  171  one-eighth  barrela  of  beer,  valne  |2IS,  and  11  sealed  casea 
of  beer,  valne  of  (26,  was  aU  manafaotnred  by  aaid  Leisy  t  Co.,  in  the  city  of 
Peoria,  Illinois,  and  pnt  np  in  aaid  kegs  and  oaaea  hy  the  mannfaotnrers,  viz.. 
Gas.  Leisy  t  Co.,  at  Peoria,  lUinoia;  that  each  of  said  kega  was  sealed  and  had 
placed  npon  it,  over  the  ping  in  the  opening  of  each  keg,  a  United  States  internal 
revenne  stamp  of  the  district  in  which  Peoria  is  situated ;  that  said  cases  were  snb- 
BtantlaUy  made  of  wood,  each  one  of  them  containing  twenty-fonr  qnart  battles  of 
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beer,  esoh  bottle  of  beei  ootked  and  the  oork  fasteaed  in  with  a  metallio  oap,  Bealed 
and  ooTBred  with  tin-toll,  and  each  oaae  was  seated  with  a  metallic  seal ;  that  said 
beer  in  all  of  said  faegs  and  oasee  wai  manafaotnred  and  pat  op  into  said  kega  and 
cases  as  aforesaid  by  the  mannfaotnrers,  to  wit,  Qng.  Leisy  *  Co.,  plaintiffs  in  thia 
suil.  and  to  open  said  oases  the  metallic  seals  bad  to  be  broken. 

'■3d.  That  the  property  herein  deeoribed  was  tranaported  by  said  One.  Leia;  t 
Co.  (rom  Peoria,  Illmoia,  by  meane  of  railways,  to  Keokak,  Iowa,  in  said  sealed 
keg^  and  cases,  as  same  was  m an nfac tared  and  pot  np  by  them  in  the  oit;  of  Peoria, 
Illinois. 

"  4th.  That  said  property  was  sold  and  offered  for  sale  in  Keokak,  Iowa,  by  John 
Leisy,  a  resident  ot  Keoknk,  Iowa,  who  is  agent  for  said  One.  Leisy  t  Co.;  that  the 
only  sales  and  offers  to  sell  of  said  beer  were  In  the  original  keg  and  sealed  case  aa 
mannfaotared  and  pat  np  by  said  Qqb.  Leisy  A.  Co.,  and  imported  by  them  into  the 
State  of  Iowa;  that  no  kegs  or  cases  sold  or  offered  for  sale  were  broken  or  opened 
on  the  premises;  that  as  soon  as  same  waa  pnrohased  it  was  removed  from  the 
premises  occapied  by  Ons.  Leis;  &,  Co.,  which  said  premises  are  owned  by  Christian 
L^iay,  a  member  of  the  firm  of  Ons.  Leisy  &  Co.,  residing  in  and  being  a  citizen  of 
Peoria,  Illinois;  that  none  of  snoh  sales  or  offers  to  sell  were  made  to  minors  or 
persons  in  the  habit  of  becoming  intoxicated." 

The  Bubatance  of  the  deciaion  is  contaiQed  iu  the  closiDg  paragraphs  of 
tlie  opiDioi),  which  are  as  follows: 

"The  plaintiffs  in  error  are  citizens  of  Illinois,  are  not  pharmacists,  and  have  no 
permit,  bnt  import  into  Iowa  beer  which  they  sell  in  original  packages,  as  described. 
Under  onr  decision  in  Bowman  v.  Chicago  rfo.  Railiaau  Co.,  (supra,)  they  had  the 
right  to  import  this  beer  into  that  State;  and  in  the  view  which  we  have  expressed 
they  had  the  right  to  sell  it,  by  which  act  alone  it  wonld  become  mingled  in  the  com- 
mon mass  of  property  within  the  State.  Dp  to  that  point  o(  time,  we  hold  that  in 
the  absenoe  of  Congressional  permission  to  do  so,  the  State  had  no  power  to  inter- 
fere by  seiznre,  or  any  other  action,  in  prohibition  ot  importation  and  sale  by  the 
foreign  or  non-resident  importer.  Whatever  onr  individnal  views  may  be  as  to  the 
deleterious  or  dangerons  qoalities  of  particnlar  articles,  we  cannot  hold  that  any 
articles  which  Congress  recognizes  as  anbjects  of  interstate  oommerce  ace  not  each, 
or  that  whatever  are  tbns  recognized  oan  be  controlled  by  State  laws  amonnting  to 
regnlations,  while  they  retain  that  character;  althongb,  at  the  same  time,  if  directly 
dangerons  in  themselves,  the  State  may  take  appropriate  measares  to  goard  against 
injnry  before  it  obtains  complete  jurisdiction  over  them.  To  concede  to  a  State 
the  power  to  eidnde,  directly  or  indirectly,  articles  so  sitnated,  withont  Congres- 
sional permission,  is  to  concede  to  a  majority  of  the  people  of  a  State,  represented 
in  the  State  Legialatare,  the  power  to  regnlate  oommereial  interoonrse  between  the 
Stales,  by  determining  what  shall  be  its  subjects,  when  that  power  was  distinctly 
granted  to  be  exercised  by  the  people  of  the  United  States,  represented  in  Congress, 
and  its  possession  by  the  latter  was  considered  essential  to  that  more  perfect  Union 
which  the  Constitation  was  adopted  to  create.  Undonbtedly  there  is  difflcalty  In 
drawing  the  line  between  the  mnnicipal  powers  of  the  one  government  and  the  oom- 
mereial powers  of  the  other;  bat  when  that  line  Is  determined,  in  the  particnlar  in- 
stance, BooommodBtion  to  it,  withont  seriona  inconvenienoe,  may  readily  be  fonnd,  to 
nse  the  language  of  Mr.  Jastlee  Johnson  In  Oibbam  a.  Ogdeti,  9  Wheat.  12S8,  in  'a 
frank  and  candid  cooperation  for  the  general  good.' 

"  The  legislation  in  question  is  to  the  extent  indicated  repugnant  to  the  third 
clause  of  section  8  of  art.  1  of  the  Constitation  of  the  United  States,  and  therefore 
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the  Judgment  of  the  Hnpreme  Conrt  of  Iowa  is  rsTereed,  and  the  oaiue  remanded  for 
fnrlbei  proceedings,  not  inoonsiateDt  with  this  opinion." 

Id  order  to  arrive  at  the  conclueion  reached  in  this  case  the  court  was 
compelled  to  overrule  what  is  known  as  the  License  Cases,  reported  in  5 
Howard,  576,  590,  610,  wherein  the  identical  questions  involved  in  this  case 
were,  upon  careful  consideration,  decided  by  the  same  court  in  a  manner 
exactly  the  reverse  of  the  decision  of  the  same  questions  in  this  case.  The 
decision  in  the  License  Cases  was  made  more  than  forty  years  ago,  and  al- 
though much  discussed  and  frequently  referred  to  in  later  decisions,  had 
never  been  overruled,  but  had  always  been  the  law  of  the  land,  until  this 
remarkable  decision  of  April  28, 1890,  The  court  seems  to  have  overlooked 
the  broad  distinction  which  has  always  heretofore  been  recognized  between 
intoxicating  liquors  and  other  articles  of  commerce,  such  as  necessary  food 
and  clothing.  The  court  recognizes  no  diSerence  between  boots  and  beer, 
between  flour  and  whisky,  as  articles  of  commerce. 

The  summing-up  of  the  reasons  why  the  decision  of  the  Supreme  Court 
of  Iowa  should  have  been  affirmed  rather  than  reversed,  and  the  effects  of 
this  decision,  are  clearly  set  out  in  the  closing  paragraphs  of  the  dissenting 
opinion  of  Associate  Justices  Gray,  Harlan  and  Brewer,  as  follows : 

"The  protection  of  the  aatetj,  the  health,  the  morala,  the  good  order  and  the 
general  welfare  of  the  people  le  the  chief  end  of  government.  Sal\a  populi  auprema 
lex.  The  poliae  power  JB  inherent  in  the  States,  reserved  to  them  by  the  Oonstito- 
tion,  and  neoeBRar;  to  their  eiistenoe  as  organized  governmenta.  The  Conatitation 
of  the  United  States  and  the  lawB  made  in  pnrananoe  thereof  being  the  anpreme  law 
of  the  land,  all  atatntes  of  a  State  mnat,  of  ooarse,  give  way,  bo  far  aa  the;  are  re- 
pugnant to  the  national  oonatitntion  and  laws.  Bnt  an  intention  is  not  lighilj  to 
be  impnted  to  the  framera  of  (he  Oonatitntion,  or  to  the  Oongreea  of  the  United 
States,  to  BObordinate  the  proleotlon  of  the  aafet;,  health  and  moralB  of  the  people 
to  the  promotion  of  trade  and  commerce. 

"The  police  power  extends  to  the  control  and  regulation  of  things  which,  when 
need  in  a  lawfnl  and  proper  manner,  are  subjeots  of  property  and  of  commerce,  and 
yet  may  be  nsed  bo  as  to  be  injurioua  or  dangerous  to  the  public  safety,  the  pnblic 
health,  or  the  pnblio  morals.  Common  experience  has  shown  that  the  general  and 
unrestricted  nae  of  intoxicating  liquors  tends  to  prodaoe  idleness,  diaorder,  diseaiie, 
pauperism,  and  crime. 

"The  power  of  regulating  or  prohibiting  the  manufacture  and  sale  of  intoxicat- 
ing liqnora  appropriately  belongs,  as  a  branch  of  the  police  power,  to  the  LegUla- 
tnres  of  the  eeveral  States,  and  can  be  judiciously  and  effectively  exercised  by  them 
alone,  according  to  their  views  of  public  policy  and  local  needs;  and  cannot  prac- 
tically, if  it  can  cons  titnti  on  ally,  be  wielded  by  CongreBs  as  a  part  of  a  national  and 
uniform  By  stem. 

"The  Btatntes  In  question  were  enacted  by  the  State  of  Iowa  in  the  exercise  of 
its  nndoabted  power  to  protect  itB  inhabitants  against  the  evils,  physical,  moral  and 
social,  attending  the  free  use  of  intoxicHting  liquors.  They  are  not  aimed  at  inter- 
state commerce;  they  have  no  relation  to  the  movement  of  goods  from  one  Sinte 
to  another,  bnt  operate  only  on  iotoiioating  liquors  within  the  territorial  limit?  of 
the  State;  they  include  all  sooh  liquors  without  discriminating,  and  do  not  even  men- 
tion where  they  are  made  or  whence  they  come.     They  affect  commerce  much  more 
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temotel7  and  indlrcotlj  than  Isna  of  s  Btats  ( the  validit;  of  vhioh  is  anqaeBtiODed) 
anthorizlng  tbe  eceotion  of  bcidgas  and  dams  aoroBs  navigable  waters  within  the 
llmita,  which  wholly  obstrnot  the  oonrae  of  oommeice  and  iiaTigation;  or  than  qnat- 
antine  lawi,  whiab  operate  diceotly  upon  all  Bhlps  and  merohandiHe  ooming  into  the 
poita  of  the  State. 

"If  the  etstatea  of  a  Htate,  restricting  or  pFObibiting  the  sale  of  intoiioating 
UqaocB  within  Ita  territory,  are  to  be  held  inoperative  and  void  as  applied  toUqnora 
sent  or  bronght  from  another  State  and  sold  by  the  importer  in  what  ace  called 
original  paokoges,  the  oonseqaeoce  mast  be  that  an  inhabitant  of  any  Stale  may, 
under  the  pretext  of  interstate  commerce,  and  without  lioenee  or  anpervLBion  of  any 
pablic  anthority,  carry  or  send  Into,  and  sell  in,  any  or  all  the  other  States  in  the 
Union  intoiioating  liqnorB  of  whatever  deeoription,  in  oaeea  or  kegs,  or  even  in  sin- 
gle bottles  or  flasks,  despite  any  legislation  of  those  States  on  the  sobjeot,  and  al- 
thODgh  his  own  State  ehonld  be  the  only  one  which  had  not  enacted  similar  law«. 
It  would  require  positive  and  explicit  legislation  on  the  part  of  Congress  to  con- 
vince OS  that  it  contemplated  or  intended  aiioh  a  resnlt. 

"The  decision  in  the  Lieenaa  Ca»e>,  6  How.  SOi,  by  which  the  ooart,  maintaining 
theee  vlewB,  nnanimoosly  adjadged  that  a  general  Btatnte  of  a  State,  prohibiting  the 
sale  of  intoxicating  liqnors  withont  license  from  monlolpal  authorities,  incladed 
liqnore  brooght  from  another  State  and  sold  by  the  importer  in  the  original  barret 
or  package,  shonld  be  npheld  and  followed;  beoanse  It  was  made  npon  fnll 
argnment  and  great  consideration;  beoanse  it  established  a  wise  and  joit  role 
regarding  a  most  delicate  point  In  onr  complex  system  of  government,  a  point 
always  difflcnlt  of  definition  and  adjustment,  the  oontact  between  the  paramount 
commercial  power  granted  to  Oongcess  and  the  inherent  police  power  reserved  to 
the  States;  because  it  is  In  aaoordance  with  the  nsage  and  practice  which  have  pre- 
vailed during  the  century  since  the  adoption  of  the  Oonstitntion ;  because  it  has 
been  accepted  and  acted  on  for  forty  years  by  Oongreas,  by  the  State  LegislatuceB, 
by  the  conrts,  and  by  the  people;  and  beoaose  to  hold  otherwise  wonld  add  nothing 
to  the  dignity  and  anpremaey  of  the  powers  of  Oongcees,  while  it  woold  cripple, 
not  to  say  destroy,  the  whole  control  o(  every  State  over  the  sale  of  intoxicating 
liquors  within  its  bocdere. 

"The  silence  and  inaction  of  Congress  upon  the  Bobjeot,  daring  the  long  period 
since  the  Lictmae  Case*  appear  to  us  to  require  the  inference  that  Congress  intended 
that  the  law  should  remain  as  thereby  declared  by  this  court;  rather  than  to  warrant 
the  presumption  that  Congress  intended  that  commerce  among  the  States  sbonld 
be  free  from  the  indirect  effect  of  sach  an  exercise  of  the  police  power  foi  the  pub- 
lic safety,  as  has  been  adjudged  by  that  decision  to  be  within  the  constitutional  au- 
thority of  the  StatCB. 

"For  these  reasons  we  are  compelled  to  dissent  from  the  opinion  and  judgment 
of  the  majorit;  of  the  court." 

Immediately  following  thia  decisioD,  there  was  witnessed  an  iDvasiot)  of 
this  State  by  foreign,  or  non-resident  liquor-dealers,  mostly  Missourians, 
heretofore  unknown,  and  wholly  unprecedented  in  this  or  any  other  State. 
Id  disregard  of  the  constitution  and  laws  of  Kansas,  there  was  established 
in  nearly  all  of  the  larger  cities,  and  in  many  of  the  smaller  cities,  towns  and 
villages,  places  where  intoxicating  liquors  were  freely  sold  as  a  beverage 
under  the  guise  of  original  packages,  and  uoder  the  protection  of  this  Uni- 
ted States  Supreme  Court  decision.  Not  content  with  the  importation  and 
sale  of  intoxicating  liquors  by  the  case,  keg,  or  barrel,  as  was  true  in  the 
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Iowa  caee,  these  iavadera  of  Kansas  abandoned  the  eatabiiehed  usages  and 
customs  of  the  wholesale  liquor  trade,  and  resorted  to  the  shift  and  device 
of  putting  up  single  bottles  of  beer  and  whisky  in  suiall  wooden  or  paste- 
board boxes  containing  as  small  a  quantity  each  as  a  quart  of  beer,  or  half- 
pint  of  whisky,  piling  them  up  loosely  in  freight  cars,  and  thus  shipping 
them  into  the  State.  Thus  imported,  these  so-called  original  packages  were 
here  sold  and  retailed  to  whoever  would  buy,  by  the  single  bottle,  or  in 
larger  quantities.  There  were  thus  established  all  over  Kansas  places 
which  by  the  solemn  enactment  of  its  Legislature  the  people  of  Kansas  had 
declared  to  be  common  nuisances.  In  the  language  of  the  liquor-dealers, 
these  places  were  known  as  "original  package  houses."  In  the  language 
of  the  people,  they  were  designated  as  "Supreme  Court  saloons." 

A  determined  eifort  was  made  throughout  the  State  to  stay  this  invasion. 
Public  meetings  were  called.  Committees  were  appointed  to  wait  upon  the 
liquor^lealers  and  invite  them  to  desist  from  their  operations.  Church- 
bells  were  rung  to  sound  the  alarm  and  call  the  citizens  together  in  many 
towns  to  repel  the  invasion.  The  law  officers  of  the  State  and  counties  were 
called  upon  in  the  name  of  an  outraged  people  to  drive  out  the  invaders. 
Criminal  and  civil  actions  were  resorted  to.  Arrests  were  made,  and  in- 
junctions obtained.  Congress  was  importuned  to  afford  relief  Among 
other  things,  an  immense  delegate  convention  was  called  to  meet  at  Topeka 
on  July  16tb,  which  was  attended  by  3,000  accredited  delegates,  rep- 
resenting ninety-six  different  counties  of  the  State.  The  Federal  courts 
within  the  State  were  kept  in  continual  session  from  day  to  day,  busily  en- 
gaged in  discharging  these  liquor-dealers  from  arrest  and  imprisunmeiit 
upon  writs  of  habeas  corpus.  The  Federal  court.*  also  assumed  to  issue  in- 
junctions against  county  attorneys,  shcriSd,  police  judges,  city  marshals, 
constables,  and  even  private  citizens,  restraining  and  enjoining  them  from 
interfering  with  or  causing  the  arrest  of  the  liquor-dealers. 

This  was  the  condition  of  thiugs  in  Kansas  from  and  after  this  United 
States  Supreme  Court  decision  until  the  enactment  bv  Congress  of  the  Sen- 
ate Wilson  bill,  which  did  not  occur  until  the  8th  day  of  August.  This  law 
provides  that  all  fermented,  distilled,  or  other  intosicating  liquors  or  liquids, 
transported  into  any  State  or  Territory,  or  remaining  therein  for  use,  con- 
sumption, sale,  or  storage,  shall  upon  arrival  in  such  State  or  Territory  be 
subject  to  the  operation  and  effect  of  the  laws  of  such  State  or  Territory,  en- 
acted in  the  exercise  of  its  police  powers,  to  the  same  extent  and  in  the  same 
manner  as  though  such  liquids  or  liquors  had  been  produced  in  such  State 
or  Territory,  and  shall  not  be  exempt  therefrom  by  reason  of  being  intro- 
duced therein  in  original  packages,  or  otherwise. 

A  large  amount  of  extra  labor  was  entailed  upon  this  office  as  a  result  of 
this  decision  of  the  Supreme  Court  of  the  United  States,  and  this  invasion 
of  the  State  by  the  foreign  or  non-resident  liquor-dealers.  The  attorney 
general  being  charged  by  law  with  responsibility  in  enforcing  the  consti- 
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tutioD  and  laws  of  the  State  prohibiting  the  sale  of  intoxicating  liquon, 
except  for  medical,  Bcientific  and  mechanical  purpoeee,  I  deemed  it  m^dutj 
to  do  all  within  my  power  to  limit  and  restrain  the  Bales  of  intoxicating 
liquors  under  the  protection  of  tbia  unfortunate  decision.  On  May  3,  1890, 
in  response  to  a  request  for  my  views  and  for  advice  in  the  matter,  I  sent  to 
Hon.  J.  C.  Leahy,  Assistant  Attorney  Cleneral  at  Hays  City,  the  follow- 
ing communication:

Hon.  J.  C.  Leahy,  AsiialarU  Altomeu  Oentrat,  Hayi  City,  Kat. — DciB  Sir:  I  am 
dot;  in  reoeipt  of  joor  ver;  foU  and  istUfaotoTf  report  of  the  2d  inet.,  oonoerninft 
the  present  oondition  of  the  enforoemeDt  of  the  ptohibitorj  law  in  yonr  oonnty. 

The  deoiaion  of  the  U.  8.  Sapreme  Coort  is  edrerae  to  the  canse  of  temperanoe. 
It  will  prove  ba  fsi-reschlng  !□  its  effects  and  as  disastioas  to  the  Lloease  Btates  as 
to  the  prohibition  States.  It  goes  to  the  extent  of  authorizing  the  single  sale  of 
ench  original  package  of  imported  liqaorg  b;  the  importer  in  an;  State,  regardless 
of  the  la«  of  the  State  lioensing,  regulating  or  prohibiting  tbe  eale  of  intoxicating 
liquors;  bnt  it  goes  no  farther  than  this.  It  nnllifles  onr  prohibitory  law  only  as  to 
the  making  of  the  one  sale  by  the  importer,  and  in  making  this  sale  in  the  eiaot 
form  in  which  it  was  imported. 

The  original  package,  as  applied  to  bottled  beer,  wine  or  whisky  In  cases,  or 
boxes,  woald  be  tbe  original  oases,  barrels  or  boiee,  and  would  not  apply  to  the  in- 
dividnal  bottles  of  llqnor  contained  in  them,  no  matter  how  perfectly  and  seoarely 
the  bottler  were  corked  and  seated  up. 

The  moment  any  of  the  intoxicating  liqnor  should  be  taken  oat  of  the  original 
package,  it  and  all  the  remaiaing  liqaor  in  the  original  package  noald  bsoome  snb- 
jeet  to  onr  prohibitory  law,  and  oonld  not  thereafter  be  sold  either  by  the  importer 
or  anyone  else  except  nnder  the  provieionB  of  onr  prohibitory  law,  and  by  draggiata 
having  a  permit. 

The  decision  Is  a  damaging  blow  to  the  enforcement  of  prohibition  i  bnt  it  does 
not  snthorize  the  opening  of  saloons  in  Kansas.  It  has  no  effect  whatever  npon  onr 
prohibitory  law  except  to  permit  the  one  sale  by  the  importer  of  the  original  pack- 
age. All  persona  who  violate  the  prohibitory  law  eioept  in  this  one  partionlar  are 
enbject  to  arreat  and  pnniahment  tbe  same  now  as  before  tbia  decision. 

The  people  of  Kansas  are  in  no  mood  to  be  trifled  with  at  tbe  bebeat  at  the 
whisky  power.  Violatora  of  the  prohibitory  law  will  be  as  sternl;  dealt  with  as 
before  the  rendering  of  this  decision. 

Fnblio  sentiment  In  this  nation  will  speedily  demand  from  Congress  the  correc- 
tion  of  the  evil  that  will  be  wroDght  by  this  decision  of  the  Snpreme  Court. 

Congress  haa  tbe  power  to  right  the  wrong  infliated  npon  the  people  by  this 
decision. 

I  like  tbe  sentiment  contained  In  your  letter,  that  we  must  meet  the  issue  as 
becomes  onr  manhood.  The  people  of  Eansas  are  acoustomed  to  do  this.  They  do 
not  propose  to  have  the  laws,  whioh  they  have  enacted  to  protect  the  home  from  the 
saloon,  trampled  npon. 

Bat  they  propose  to  go  about  the  businesa  of  doing  away  with  the  effect  of  tbia 
decision  in  a  decent,  law-abiding  and  orderly  manner.  Congress  will  be  called  upon 
to  eieroiae  ita  proper  power  and  enact  a  suitable  law  to  correct  the  evil  of  this  de- 

I  believe  that  euoh  action  of  Congress  may  be  looked  tor  soon;  there  ought  to 
be  no  delay  whatever. 

Meanwhile  it  is  yoar  duty,  and  mine,  and  that  of  every  other  ofBcer  charged  with 
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an;  lesponaibilit;  regarding  the  enfocitemeat  of  the  pcobibitoij  law,  lo  be  active 
and  vigilant  in  the  pertormanoe  of  oar  datiee  aoder  the  law.  Tbe  "Joint-keeper," 
the  " boot-legger "  and  the  "agent"  will  still  find  difficslty  in  parsning  their  call- 
ingB  in  Kansas.  Tonrg  respecttnll;,

On  May  19th,  in  reepoDse  to  a  request  from  Hon.  Winfield  Freeman, 
County  Attorney  of  Wyandotte  county,  for  my  views  as  to  the  original 
package  decision,  and  advice  as  to  the  proper  methods  to  be  pursued,  I 
sent  to  him  the  following  communication :

Hon,  Wiitfield  Freeman,  County  AUorney,  Kaniaa  Cily,  Kas. —  Dita  Sib:  Yonc 
favor  giving  Intormation  that  a  man  aapplied  with  "original  paokages"  o(  intoii- 
oating  liqnoca  baa  oommenoed  aelling  the  same  in.  jonr  oitj,  regardlesa  of  the  pro- 
bibitoTf  law  of  Kansas,  and  reqnestiiig  my  advioe,  ia  dnly  received. 

Tbe  daolaion  of  the  Hopreme  Court  of  the  United  Btatea  in  the  original  package 
oase  from  Iowa  la  in  opposition  to  the  prohibitor;  law  of  this  State.  It  ia  in  oppo- 
sition to  tbe  miBDimoQa  opinion  of  the  Supreme  Court  of  this  State  in  tbe  oase  of 
The  State  ve.  Fulker,  decided  at  the  January  term,  ISM.  It  is  in  opposition  to  the 
views  of  a  large  majority  of  the  people  of  the  State.  The  decision  was  rendered  by 
a  divided  court.  The  better  law  and  the  better  reason  are  to  be  fonnd  in  the  dis- 
senting opinion  of  Josbioes  Qray,  Harlan,  and  Brewer.  I  acknowledge  the  authority 
of  this  decision;  but  I  am  not  disposed,  by  reason  of  the  foregoing  tacts,  to  ac- 
knowledge its  authority  further  than  the  facts  in  tbe  case,  and  the  language  made 
use  of  by  the  ooart,  require.  It  is  the  foreign  or  non-resident  importer  who  sbIIb  in 
the  original,  unbroken  package  that  is  protected  by  the  decision,  and  no  one  else. 

The  decision,  therefore,  is  not  applicable  to  the  case  of  a  citizen  and  resident  of 
Eanaas  who  might  becocne  an  importer  of  intoxicating  liquors  from  another  State 
into  Kansas.  The  foreign  or  non-resident  importer  will  be  subjeot  to  arrest  and 
punishment,  under  tbe  provisions  of  the  prohibitory  law,  the  moment  he  steps  be- 
yond the  narrow  Hue  of  making  the  first  sale  ol  the  intoiiaating  liquor  in  tbe  un- 
broken, original  package  in  which  it  was  imported.  Tbe  sale  of  single  bottles  of 
beer,  wine  or  other  intoxicating  liquors  taken  out  of  the  case  or  barrel  or  box  in 
which  they,  with  other  bottles,  were  imported,  is  a  violation  of  law,  and  would  sub- 
ject the  offender  to  fine  and  imprisonment. 

Where  there  is  evidence  that  the  peraon  claiming  to  sell  intoxicating  liqnoi  in 
"original  packages"  is  not  a  foreign  or  non-resident  importer,  or  the  agent  of  one, 
or  where  there  is  evidence  showing  that  the  sale  is  not  that  of  the  entire  '■original 
package"  in  its  unbroken  state,  the  person  should  be  promptly  arrested  and  placed 
upon  trial.  If  tbe  seller  permits  the  opening  of  the  "original  package'' and  the 
drinking  of  the  liquor  upon  his  premises,  he  should  be  promptly  arrested  and  placed 
upon  trial  for  keeping  and  maintaining  a  common  nuisance  under  the  provisions 
o(  the  prohibitory  law. 

No  single  bottle  of  intoiioating  liquor,  however  securely  it  may  be  corked  or 
sealed,  can  constitute  the  "original  package,"'  nnlBas  it  is  separately  imported  in 
that  particular  form.  Where  more  than  one  such  bottles  are  imported  together, 
and  shipped  in  a  closed  or  open  box,  or  in  separate  compartments  of  a  closed  or 
open  case,  each  capable  of  holding  but  one  bottle,  the  entire  box  or  oase  and  its 
contents  constitute  the  "original  package." 

It  is  my  advice,  therefore,  that  every  man  who  sella  intoxicating  liqnorn  in 
"original  packages"  should  be  closely  watched,  and  promptly  arrested  if  he  swerves 
a  hair-breadth  from  tbe  line.     Yoors  respectfully,

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Si)metiiue  during  the  early  part  of  June,  eleven  caeee,  ten  of  which  orig- 
inated in  Shawnee  county  and  one  in  Saline  county,  in  which  the  liquor- 
dealers  had  been  arrested  for  violations  of  the  laws  of  this  State,  were,  upon 
writs  of  habeas  corpus,  taken  to  the  United  States  Circuit  Court,  and  were 
there  heard  before  Judge  Henry  C  Caldwell,  the  preaiding  Judge  of  that 
Court,  who  was  appointed  by  President  Harrison  to  fill  the  vacancy  occa- 
sioned by  the  promotion  of  Judge  David  J.  Brewer  to  tlie  bench  of  the 
United  States  Supreme  Court.  The  result  of  the  hearing  and  trial  was  the 
discharge  of  all  the  liquor-dealers  from  imprisonment,  and  their  return  to 
their  several  places  of  buainess  to  continue  the  sale  of  intoxicating  liquors 
in  violation  of  the  constitution  and  laws  of  Eanaaa.  In  these  cafes  Judge 
Caldwell  held  that  the  importation  and  sale  of  single  bottles  of  beer  in 
pasteboard  boxes,  and  single  flasks  of  whisky  containing  not  more  than  a 
pint  or  half-pint  of  liquor,  were  fully  protected  by  the  United  States  Su- 
preme Court  decision,  and  that  the  constitution  and  laws  of  the  State  of 
Kansas,  so  far  as  they  prohibited  such  sales  of  intoxicating  liquor,  were 
unconstitutional  and  void.  These  cases  were  promptly  appealed  to  the 
Supreme  Court  of  the  United  States,  where  they  are  now  pending  for  review. 

On  June  17th,  in  response  to  a  request  for  advice  from  Hon.  F.  P.  Coch- 
ran, County  Attorney  of  Chase  county,  I  sent  to  him  the  following  commu- 
nication :

— DakB  Sib:  I  am 
duly  in  reiieipl  of  7001  faror  of  the  16th  iast.  An  appeal  hae  traea  Mken  to  the 
United  Slates  Bopteme  Oonrt  from  Judge  CaldweH'B  decision  in  the  "ociginal  pock- 
age  cases"  from  Shawnee  and  Salitie  oonntiea,  rendcTsd  at  Lasvenworth  last  week. 
His  decision  aa  to  what  oonstitntes  the  oiiginal  package  thcows  the  bars  down  oDm- 
pletelf.  In  the  Balina  case,  as  I  am  informed,  the  defendant  admitted  npon  the 
witness  stand  that  previons  to  the  United  States  Sapieme  Coart  deoisiou  his  impor- 
tations of  intoxicating  liquors  into  the  State  of  Kansas  were  b;  the  keg,  half-keg 
and  case,  and  not  Id  the  maBoet  which  he  has  siooe  adopted,  of  shipping  Individ- 
ofl  bottles  in  pasteboard  boiea,  and  that  this  last-mentioned  method  of  shipment 
was  ont  of  the  ordinaty  oontse  of  bnsineas  of  wholesale  dealers,  and  (or  the  pnrpoae 
of  bringing  the  Bales,  as  he  supposed,  ander  the  "original  package"  decision  of  the 
United  States  Sapreme  Oonrt. 

These  nnnanal  and  eitraordinary  methods  of  importation  are  a  ahlft  and  a  de- 
Tice  tor  the  pnrpoae  of  evading  the  laws  of  the  State  of  Kansas.  I  soarcelj  think 
the  United  States  Supreme  Court  is  prepared  to  go  to  the  length  of  holding  this 
method  of  importation  and  sale  for  the  pnrpoae  of  violating  the  prohibitory  law  of 
this  State,  legal. 

I  nnderatand  that  in  aome  instances  the  agency  claimed  la  a  mere  snbterfngs,  and 
that  in  tact  the  dealer  parchasea  his  liquors  and  sells  them  on  his  own  acoonnt,  but 
that  some  sort  of  an  understanding  exists  with  the  wholesale  house  from  which  he 
geta  the  liquors  that  he  is  to  be  permitted  to  advertise  as  their  agent  in  making  the 
sales.  It  ia  my  advioe  to  watch  oarefall;  every  man  who  aaanmea  to  sell  intoxicat- 
ing liquors  in  "original  packages"  or  otherwiae  in  yovr  county,  and  promptly  00m- 
menoe  proceedings  against  him  by  iujnnotion  and  under  the  criminal  statntea. 

Judge  Caldwell  intimated  in  the  ooDtae  of  the  hearing,  aa  I  nnderstand,  that  a 
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party  who  bajs  ao  origiiisl  package  of  mtoziaating  liqaois,  may  with  impiiDity 
diink  the  same  npoo  the  premiHes.  The  deoiaion  of  the  IDiiited  States  Snpreme 
Court  goea  (o  the  extent  of  Baying  that  the  act  of  importation  nnder  the  oommeroe 
olanse  of  the  United  States  constitation  does  not  oease  nntil  the  importer  has  made 
the  first  sale  of  the  liqaor  in  the  onbroken,  original  package  ia  nhich  it  was  im- 
ported. Bnt  it  giMS  no  further.  At  the  conalnaioD  of  the  eale  there  wonld  be  the 
pncohoser  with  the  anbroken  package  of  liqnor  in  his  possession,  but  both  he,  the 
parcbaaer,  and  the  liqnor  in  his  hand  are  anbjeot  to  the  police  power  of  the  State, 
and  BO  is  the  bnilding  in  which  the  sale  was  made.  If  the  liqnor  ia  permitted  to  be 
drank  on  the  premiBea,  the  place  immediately  becomea  a  nniaanoe  nnder  the  pro- 
hibitory law,  and  it  may  be  abated  as  aaob,  and  the  keeper  thereof  punished  crim- 
inally for  keeping  and  maintaining  snch  uniaance. 

It  ia  my  view  that,  notwithstanding  the  "original  package"  deolsion,  the  duty  of 
the  people  of  Kansas  and  of  the  proper  law  offloera  in  each  connty  i«  to  atill  oon- 
tinne  to  enforce  the  prohibitory  law  in  alt  proper  ways,  and  with  increased  diligence 
and  activity.  Let  it  be  made  onoomfortably  dangerous  For  every  peraon  who  as- 
Bomes  to  sell  intoiioating  liqnots  for  the  parpoaea  of  a  beverage  in  the  State  of 
Kansas,  whether  nnder  the  gnise  of  selling  in  "original  paokages"  or  otherwise. 
Yonra  reapectfnlly,  L.  B.  Kblt^ooq,  Attorney  General. 

These  letters  were  given  to  the  public  press,  and  are  here  reproduced  as 
illuetrating  the  views  of  thia  office  upou  the  matter  in  question.  They  are 
but  samples  of  a  large  number  of  letters  sent  out  by  me  to  public  officers, 
committeesof  citizens,  and  private  individuals  who  were  besieging  the  office 
for  information  and  advice  throughout  the  exciting  period  covered  by  the 
"original  package"  invasion. 

On  June  28th,  I  received  from  your  Escelleucy  the  following  communi- 
cation : 

ToFEKi,  June  28,  IS'.m. 

Hon.  L.  B.EellogOt  Altomey  General  —  Mi  Deab  Sib:  I  am  in  receipt  of  a  letter 
from  B.  B.  Welch,  Eaq.,  Connty  Attorney  of  Shawnee  county,  herewith  inclosed,  in 
which  he  states  that  certain  actions  have  been  commenced  by  non-resident  whole- 
sale whisky- dealers,  doing  hnsineas  in  Kansas  City,  Missoari,  in  the  Circuit  Conri  of 
the  United  States  for  the  District  of  Kansas,  to  restrain  him,  as  County  Attorney, 
from  the  performance  of  some  of  the  duties  enjoined  apon  him  by  the  laws  of 
the  State  of  Kansas;  also  that  certain  other  non-resident  wholesale  whisky -dealers 
have  commenced  actions  in  the  same  tribunal,  seeking  to  restrain  him,  and  also  the 
Sheriff  of  Shawnee  county,  from  the  performance  of  dnties  enjoined  npon  them  by 
the  laws  of  our  State. 

As  I  understand  It,  the  pretense  for  these  extraordinary  prooeedinga  in  the  Fed- 
eral courts,  is  the  recent  decision  of  Judge  Caldwell,  discharging  certain  persona 
who  were  held  in  custody  under  the  anthorlty  ot  onr  State  conrta  for  the  violation 
of  the  prohibitory  liquor  laws  of  Kansas.  While  I  have  no  personal  knowledge  of 
the  prooeedinga  in  the  Circuit  Court  of  the  United  States,  I  understand  that  there 
had  been  no  flnal  trial  in  the  State  court;  that  only  a  preliminary  showing  haa  been 
made  that  these  parties  had  violated  the  State  laws.  On  the  strength  ot  this  pre- 
liminary showing,  warrants  tor  their  arrest  had  been  iasned,  the  arreats  made,  and 
(be  partiea  held  to  bail.  They  chose  to  go  to  jail,  and  then  caused  habeas  corpus 
proceedinga  to  be  instituted  in  the  Circuit  Conrt  of  the  United  States;  and  that 
oonrt  prooeeded  to  determine  the  question  of  their  guilt  or  inuooeDce,  on  the  mer- 
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its,  and  disoliBrged  tham  beoaaae  of  s  want  af  evidenae  tending  to  ihow  thair  gnilt. 
I  B(at6  tbeee  facta  withont  oomment. 

Bimoltaneoas  »itb  the  arreat  of  these  parties,  oiTil  pTooeedinga  weie  oomDianoed 
in  the  DUtciot  Court  of  Bbaimee  oonnty,  aeeking  to  have  adjadioations  that  their 
plaoee  of  hnsineas  wete  naUanoea  under  onr  State  laws.  I  nnderatand  that  one  of 
the  objeota,  if  not  the  main  one,  of  theta  "  orlgiDftl  package"  men,  ia  to  have  the 
Fedeial  oonrt  restrain  the  Btate  oonrt  from  an;  fortber  prooMdisge  in  tbeee  olvil 
aotiona. 

It  ie  remarkable  that  ff  the  Federal  oonrts  poiseta  the  povrei  to  reatrain  the  law 
offioeta  of  the  State  from  an  inveatigation  aa  to  whether  or  not  the  laws  of  the  State 
have  been  violated,  the  aaloon  element  la  the  flrat  to  inroke  the  eierciae  of  thie 
eztraordinar;  aathorlt;.  I  bare  seatohed  the  pagea  of  the  jadioial  hiator;  of  this 
oonntr;  in  rain  to  find  whan  and  where  each  a  power  was  oUimed  or  exerotaed. 
Can  it  be  poeaible  that  the  State  oonrts  oan  be  controlled  b;  the  Federal  jadiclai; 
in  thia  mannerf    If  the;  oan,  we  might  aa  well  diepenae  with  out  local  Jadioial  aje- 

As  I  nnderetand  the  dotiea  of  a  ooantf  attornej.  It  ia  Inoambent  npon  him  to  in- 
quire whether  or  not  intoiioatlcg  liqnor  ie  being  aotd  in  thia  State  In  violatioa  of 
law.  BeoogDizing  the  right  of  the  diatillar  to  introduce  his  mannfactnred  apirita 
into  the  State,  tbe  question  still  remaina  whether  or  not  it  is  iutrodooed  in  orig- 
inal paokages;  whether  the  sale  of  anoh  introdnoed  liqnor  is  made  in  the  original 
package;  whether  or  not  nnder  the  pretenae  of  a  sale  in  original  packagea  be  ie 
not  ooDdnoting  a  tippling- a  hop;  whether  or  not  he  ia  aelling  as  the  agent  of  a  for- 
eign prinoipal,  or  on  his  own  aooonnt;  and  a  thonaand  kindred  qnestiona  that  maj 
arise  mider  the  existing  state  of  facta.  Diaclaiming  an;  pnrpoae  to  interfere  with 
an;  one  or  all  of  the  righta  given  the  agent  for  the  sale  of  original  paokegea  sn- 
der  the  recent  Supreme  Coart  decision,  I  inaist  that  those  privileges  mnst  not  be 
□aed  to  an;  greater  extent  than  the  expreae  terme  of  the  deciaion  Jnatif;;  and  nn- 
der  no  oiroamstaucee  will  tbeee  vendore  ot  tbe  forbidden  article  be  permitted  under 
tbe  gnise  o(  a  mandate  of  the  court  to  convert  a  place  of  commercial  barter  aad 
exchange  Into  a  rnm-hola. 

This  claim  should  be  boldl;  Inet,  and  all  jndiclal  methods  and  remedies  should  be 
exhausted  before  we  surrender  the  oonteet.  The  aaaertion  of  the  Federal  courts  of 
the  poaseeaion  of  eacb  a  power  and  ot  their  right  to  exeroiae  such  jurisdiction,  ia 
fraught  irith  eo  meny  aerioas  coneeqnenoea  and  invokea  each  vast  interesta,  that  it 
is  our  booBden  doty  to  flght  for  home  rnle  in  every  fornm.  If  tbia  extraordinary 
power  can  be  exercised  la  behalf  of  whisky,  it  will  be  invoked  on  other  occasions  to 
(aeten  upon  the  people  of  tbe  State  man;  things  at  which  the  pablio  ooiuotence 
will  revolt. 

Ardent  spirits  or  Intoxicating  liqnora  of  every  kind  have  been  the  constant  sab- 
Jeot  of  local  regnlatioa  and  control  in  ever;  civilized  government  on  the  face  ot 
the  eartb,  since  bUlory  gives  an;  account  ot  its  manutactnre  down  to  the  present 
time.  There  is  not  a  single  Btate  or  Territory  in  thia  Union  but  haa  looal  laws  di- 
rected against  its  maanfaoture  and  use,  or  regulating  ita  sale  and  oac.  Restriction, 
too,  npon  ita  introduction  into  every  country  is  common  to  all  gOTernmenta,  It  la 
one  Of  the  recognized  evils  of  the  world,  and  legialation  to  suppress  it,  to  control 
it,  to  tax  and  license  it,  and  to  lessen  its  evil  effects,  has  been  the  constant  effort  of 
law-makers  tbronghout  tbe  civilized  globe  tor  centuries. 

The  force  and  vigor  of  this  judicial  decision  haa,  according  to  ita  advocates, 
made  whisk;  at  once  the  most  pieoious  and  most  aacredl;  guarded  of  all  tbe  articles 
of  commerce  the  world  ever  knew.  They  now  propoae  to  go  one  atep  further  —  in- 
deed, but  one  more  step  is  neetled  —  and  aay  that  no  law  officer  of  an;  State  In  this

Union  ihall  inveBtiKate  whether  or  not  it  ia  being  sold  in  tlolation  ot  loeel  laws; 
tliat  it  la  an  article  of  oonmteroe  whose  manDfaotare  and  sale  are  above  and  beyond 
the  control  of  the  law-makiiig  power  of  the  State.  If  thie  is  sonnd  as  to  whisky, 
which  for  ages  has  been  anbjeot  to  local  laws,  it  onght  to  be  stronger  when  applied 
to  all  other  articles  ot  oommeroe  whose  manafaotnre,  protection  and  ose  have  never 
been  sobjeot  to  State  regnlation;  and  henae  the  State  can  be  flooded  with  impure 
commercial  articles  which  wonld  affect  the  health,  pollate  the  morals  and  offend  the 
nostrils  of  a  helpless  people. 

I  have  an  abiding  oonviotion  that  the  Federal  oonrts  do  not  poasees  the  power  to 
restrain  the  law  offlaera  of  the  State  from  inveetigating,  in  the  nsnal  manner,  whether 
or  not  the  laws  of  the  State  have  been  violated.  I  never  will  believe  it  nntil  oom- 
petled  to  do  so  b;  the  solemn  judgment  ot  that  ooart  of  last  Tesoit  which  has  the 
power  to  so  adjndge. 

Henoe,  I  deem  it  my  doty  to  direct  yon,  and  it  is  your  duty  without  direotion,  to 
appear  before  the  honorable  Circuit  Coart  ot  the  United  States  for  the  District  of 
Kansas,  and  to  represent  the  State  of  Kansae  in  this  most  important  qaeetion.

Id  obedience  to  thw  direction,  I  appeared  in  the  Circuit  Court  of  the 
United  States  for  this  diBtrict  on  behalf  of  R.  B.  Welch,  County  Attorney, 
and  J.  M.  Wilkerson,  Sheriff,  of  Shawnee  county,  in  all  the  cases  then  com- 
menced and  pending  against  them,  in  which  injunctione  were  sought  to  re- 
strain them  from  the  discharge  of  their  public  duties  as  such  County  Attorney 
and  Sheriff  in  relation  to  the  prosecution  of  suits,  civil  and  criminal,  in  the 
State  courts  against  these  foreign  or  non-resident  liquor- dealers. 

Similar  injunction  cases  were  also  commenced  against  the  County  Attor- 
ney, Sheriff  and  Judge  of  the  District  Court  of  Riley  county;  also  against 
the  County  Attorney  and  Sheriff  of  Reno  county,  and  the  Police  Judge, 
City  Attorney  and  Marshal  of  Hutchinson ;  also  against  the  County  Attor- 
ney and  Sheriff  of  Saline  county  and  the  city  officers  of  Salina;  also 
against  the  County  Attorney  and  Sheriff  of  McPherson  county,  and  the 
Police  Judge,  City  Marshal  and  City  Attorney  of  the  city  of  McPherson. 

After  full  argument  and  deliberate  consideration,  the  United  States  Cir- 
cuit Court  in  an  opinion  written  by  Hon.  John  F.  Phillips,  United  States 
District  Judge  for  the  western  district  of  Missouri,  and  concurred  in  by 
Hon.  C.  G.  Foster,  United  States  District  Judge  for  the  district  of  Kansas, 
who  sitting  together  held  an  adjourned  seesioo  of  the  June  term  of  the  Cir- 
cuit Court  for  the  purpose  of  bearing  these  cases,  granted  the  temporary  in- 
junctions, and  restrained  the  public  officers  above  named  from  interfering 
with  or  commencing  suits  against  these  non-resident  liquor-dealers  in  the 
State  courts.  From  this  decision  an  appeal  will  be  taken  to  the  United 
States  Supreme  Court. 

The  end  of  the  invasion  was  more  abrupt,  but  less  tumultuous,  than  its 
commencement.  The  first  dispatches  announcing  the  signing  of  the  Wilson 
bill  by  the  President  were  on  Saturday  morning,  August  9th.  By  the  close 
of  that  day  the  doors  of  the  "original  package"  houses  were  closed.    A  few 
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stragglere  were  caught  on  Mondsy  and  Tueedaf  following,  plying  their  voca* 
tion,  and  were  promptly  jailed. 

THE  WILSON  BILL. 
On  the  8th  day  of  August,  1890,  the  Wilson  bill  became  a  law.     Thia 
law  ie  contained  in  a  single  paragraph,  and  is  as  follows : 

"Be  it  enof  (ed  by  the  Senate  and  Hotiae  of  Repretentativea  of  the  United  Staiet  of 
America  in  Conffreee  atiembled.  That  all  fermeated,  diatilled  ot  otber  intozioating 
liqnore  or  liqaida  transported  into  any  State  or  Territory,  or  remaining  therein  tor 
use,  oonaiiiaption,  sale  or  storage  therein,  shall,  npon  arrival  in  such  State  or  Terri- 
tory, be  enbjeot  to  the  operation  and  effect  of  the  laws  of  aach  State  or  Territory 
enBot«d  in  the  exeiQise  of  ita  police  powers  to  the  same  eitent  and  in  the  same 
manner  as  thongh  snch  liquida  or  liquors  had  been  prodnoed  in  snoh  State  or  Terri- 
tory, and  ahall  not  be  eiempt  therefrom  by  reason  ot  being  Introdaoed  therein  in 
original  paokagee  or  otherwise. 

"ApproTed  Angnst  8,  1890." 

Immediately  upon  ite  passage  the  question  was  raised  whether  or  not  our 
prohibitory  law  would  need  a  reeuactment  in  order  to  make  it  applicable 
to  the  sales  of  intoxicating  liquors  in  original  packages  under  the  authority 
of  the  United  States  Supreme  Court  decision  in  the  case  of  Leisy  et  at.  vt. 
Hardin,  the  Iowa  "original  package"  case. 

The  views  of  this  office  were  requested  by  the  County  Attorney  of  Linn 
county,  and  given  in  a  letter  written  to  him,  of  which  the  following  is  a 
«opy:

— Dbib  Sib;  I  am  dnly  In  re- 
ceipt of  yoni  favor  ot  the  8th  inst.,  aobmitting  the  following  qaeatiou;  "When  the 
Wilson  bill  beoome*  a  law,  will  It  require  tegialatlon  on  the  part  of  onr  Stale  to  make 
the  law  effective  f  " 

I  have  carefcUy  examined  the  qneation  Bnbmitted  by  yon.  I  am  aatiafied  that  no 
legislation  will  be  needed  in  Kansas  in  order  to  make  the  law  effective  TheWilaon 
bill  provides,  In  anbatance,  that  all  lutoiioatjng  liqnora  transported  Into  any  State 
or  Territory,  or  remaining  therein,  for  use,  oonanmpliou,  sale,  or  storage,  ahall,  im- 
mediately npon  arrival  in  the  State  or  Territory,  be  aabjeot  to  the  operation  and 
effect  of  the  lave  of  snoh  State  or  Territory.  It  waa  daly  enaoted  in  the  exercise  ot 
the  police  powers  of  the  State.  In  the  oase  of  Miigler  r.  Kanaaa,  13S  U.  S.  SS3,  its 
oonstitutloaality  aa  a  proper  exerolae  ot  the  police  powerwas  npbeld  bf  the  Saprsme 
Coort  of  the  United  States.  No  legialation  by  the  State  of  Kansas  Is  needed  to  make 
the  Wilson  bill  operative,  or  to  render  the  prohibitory  law  of  Kanaaa  effective  when 
applied  to  the  aales  of  intoxicating  liqnora  imported  and  sold  in  original  packages. 
The  entire  effect  of  the  Wilson  bill  is  simply  to  aabjeot  snoh  liqnois  to  the  laws  of 
the  State  to  the  same  extent,  and  in  the  same  manner,  aa  thongh  snch  liqaors  had 
been  prodnoed  in  the  State,  and  had  never  been  the  sabjeots  of  any  interstate  oom- 
merce.  The  State  of  Kansas  Is  placed  back  in  the  sitnation  In  which  it  was  prior  to 
that  decieion.  By  that  decision,  sales  ot  liqnora  in  "original  packagea"  were  ex- 
oepted  from  the  operations  of  oar  prohibitory  law.  By  this  act  ot  Congress,  anch 
exoeption  ia  removed. 

Theprohibitorylawwillapply  to  imported  liquor  in  "original  packages"  the  same 
SB  to  Other  intoxicating  liquor,  immediately  from  and  after  the  taking  effect  of  the 
—6 
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WUboq  bill.    It  will  be  in  order  to  oloBe  ont  every  "original- package"  hoDse  in  jaoc 
ooont;  without  delay. 

These  violators  of  the  oonatitation  and  laws  of  onr  State  are  entitled  to  no  faTocs 
at  the  hands  ot  the  people  of  Eansaa.

Two  additional  queBtiona  relating  to  the  operation  of  the  prohibitory  law 
since  the  passage  of  the  Wilson  bill,  were  submitted  by  the  County  Attorney 
of  Shawnee  county,  and  answered  by  me  in  the  following  letter: 

Hon.  R.  B.  Wtleh,  Counly  Attorney,  Topeka,  Kansas  — Deab  Sib:  1  have  yonr  ia- 
qnir;  vhether,  ainoe  the  enaatment  of  the  Wilson  bill  into  a  law  by  Congreao,  an 
agent  or  employ^  of  a  railroad  company  or  eipress  company  can  lawfully  deliver 
intoxicating  liquor  and  ooUeot  the  muney  therefor,  where  such  intoiioating  liqnor 
has  been  shipped  into  this  State  C.  O.D.  from  Kansas  City,  Missouri,  or  other  place 
oatside  of  the  State. 

It  would  be  unlawful  to  do  ao.  Ordinarily,  the  title  to  merohandiae  shipped  by 
railroad  or  eipress  from  one  State  into  another,  pasaea  from  the  seller  to  the  buyer 
at  the  place  of  shipment,  and,  by  delivery,  to  the  common  carrier,  who  ie  oonaidered 
the  agent  of  the  buyer.  Bat  this  is  not  true  of  goods  shipped  C.O.D.  The  title  to 
such  merchandise  does  not  pass  until  the  goods  have  reached  their  destination,  and 
have  there  been  paid  for  and  delivered.  The  sale  is  not  completed  until  then.  The 
common  carrier  is  the  agent  of  the  B«11er,  and  not  of  the  buyer.  By  collecting  the 
money  and  delivering  the  intoiiceling  liqaor,  the  agent  or  emph)y4  of  the  railroad 
oompoDy  or  eipresa  company  partioipatea  in  the  sale,  and  beoomee  liable  for  a  vi- 
olation of  the  prohibitory  law. 

I  also  have  your  Inquiry  oalling  my  attention  to  to  J  2G53  Qeueral  Statutes  13b9, 
which  is  in  words  and  flgures  following: 

"ADf  officer,  t^etit,  or  euplaie  of  a  raUroad  compsa]',  expreu  company,  or  other  common  arrier, 
«bo  shall  knowingly  (wn-T  or  deliver  aay  LntoilcatLng  Jlqiior  for  ■dj'  peraon.  lo  be  snid  In  ilolglioo  of 
Italalcl,  or  Ihe  act  to  which  Ihla  liiueodUury  >ad  tiipplemenlal,  shall  be  d»nied  giiUtj  of  a  mis- 
damranor,  and  on  conricliun  tbereof  >b(U  be  fined  nol  less  tban  one  buDdrnl  nnr  mure  Ihan  Ave 
bundled  dollars,  snd  be  liuprlioncd  In  Ibe  counif  Jail  not  less  tbin  Ihlrlf  nor  mure  Ihan  alilf  dajs." 

The  inqairy  ia  whether  this  eeotion  of  the  prohibitory  law,  since  the  passage  of 
the  Wilaon  bill,  is  applicable  to  intuiicating  liquors  which  have  been  shipped  into 
this  State  from  Misaonri  or  other  planes  untaide  of  Kansas  by  railroad  freight  or 
eipress.  It  is  applicable  to  saoh  intoiionting  liquors,  and  to  the  officers,  agents 
or  employ^  of  any  railroad  company,  eipresa  oompanj,  or  other  common  carrier, 
who  shall  carry  or  deliver  any  such  intoxicating  liquors. 

"Jointists,"  "boot-leggers,"  and  others,  who  may  desire  to  engage  in  selling  in- 
toxioaUng  liqnors  oootrary  to  law,  will  dnd  it  difllcult  to  obtain  their  "goodo"  undet 
the  present  operation  of  this  section  of  the  statnte.

A  Still  further  question  has  been  raiRed  as  to  the  constitutionality  of 
the  Wilson  bill  after  its  enactment  into  a  law  by  Congress.  The  claim  ii 
made,  that  in  passing  this  law  Congress  exceeded  its  own  powers  and  dele- 
gated to  the  States  a  regulation  of  commerce,  which  by  the  constitution  of 
the  United  States  is  esclusively  vested  in  Congress.  This  claim  is  ill-founded. 
Congress  does  not  by  this  act  delegate  to  the  States  the  power  to  regulate 
commerce.  Congress  itself  by  this  law  regulates  the  commerce.  Congress 
by  this  law  regulates  interstate  commerce  in  intoxicating  liquors  by  de- 
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daring  that  euch  liquors  shall  be  subject  to  such  laws  of  the  State  im- 
mediately upon  reaching  the  State.  The  United  States  Supreme  Court 
in  its  decisiou  had  said  that  the  previous  omissioD  of  Congress  to  enact  any 
law  concerning  interstate  commerce  in  this  particular  respect,  was  in  effect 
a  declaration  by  Congress  that  interstate  commerce  in  intoxicating  liquors 
should  be  absolutely  free  from  the  operatiou  of  all  State  laws  attempting  to 
regulate  the  same,  and  that  this  must  be  regarded  as  the  law  until  Con- 
gress should  declare  otherwise.  Congress  has  now,  by  the  enactment  of  the 
Wilson  bill,  declared  otherwise.  The  passage  of  the  Wilson  bill  was  sim- 
ply the  exercise  by  Congress  of  its  undoubted  constitutional  right  to  regulate 
commerce.  There  is  no  force  in  the  suggestion  that  Congress  exceeded  its 
power. 

SUGAR- BOND   FBAtJDS. 

The  Legislature  of  1889  passed  an  act  authorizing  townships  and  cities 
of  the  second  and  third  class  to  vote  bonds  and  subscribe  for  stock  in  sugar 
factories.  This  was  done  to  encourage  the  manufacture  of  sugar  and  syrup 
out  of  sorghum  cane.  The  law  is  chapter  242  of  the  Session  Laws  of  1389. 
The  law  took  effect  by  publication  in  the  official  State  paper  on  March  9th. 
Thirteen  days  thereafter,  there  was  filed  in  the  office  of  the  Secretary  of 
State  the  charter  of  a  corporation  known  as  The  American  Sugar  Company, 
of  which  corporation  one  O.  B.  Hamilton,  of  Meade  county,  was  president. 
This  corporation  was  formed  ostensibly  for  the  purpose  of  erecting  sugar 
mills  and  manufacturing  sugar  and  syrup  from  sorghum  cane  by  what  was 
claimed  to  be  an  improved  method  of  manufacturing  sugar,  known  as  the 
Adamson  or  "roasting  process."  During  the  months  of  September  and 
October,  1889,  this  corporation  constructed  and  placed  in  operation  a  man- 
ufacturing plant  at  Mtuneola,  in  Clark  county,  for  the  alleged  object  of 
manufacturing  sugar  from  sorghum  cane  by  this  process. 

Whatever  may  have  been  true  at  the  inception  of  this  corporation,  it 
soon  developed  into  a  fraudulent  scheme  for  the  purpose  of  obtaining  the 
negotiable  bonds  of  a  large  number  of  townships  in  the  counties  of  Meade, 
Seward,  Stanton,  Stevens,  Mortnn,  Grant,  Haskell,  Gray,  and  Ford.  The 
plan  was  to  have  the  township  officers  of  such  townships  as  could  be  induced 
to  join  in  the  enterprise,  issue  township  warrants  reciting  an  indebtedness 
of  the  township  in  the  sum  of  $15,000,  to  some  person  named  or  suggested 
hy  the  corporation,  and  usually  a  citizen  of  the  township.  After  the  issu- 
ance of  the  scrip  and  depositing  it  in  the  hands  of  the  person  named  as  payee 
therein,  the  officers  of  the  township  were  to  submit  to  the  voters  of  the 
township  a  proposition  to  issue  re-funding  bonds  of  the  township  under 
chapter  50  of  the  Laws  of  1879,  in  an  amount  equal  to  the  scrip  so  issued, 
for  the  purpose  of  taking  up,  canceling  and  re-funding  the  township  scrip. 
The  bonds  were  then  to  be  donated  to  the  corporation  as  a  bonus  or  subsidy 
for  the  purpose  of  aiding  in  the  construction  of  a  sugar  mill  in  the  township. 
The  bonds  were  to  be  delivered  to  the  corporation,  or  to  some  person  to  be 
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named  by  it,  to  be  sold  and  negotiated  as  valid  and  BubsistiDg  obligations 
of  the  township.  In  consideration  of  the  issuance  and  delivery  of  the  re- 
funding bondB  to  the  corporation,  the  township  was  to  have  the  written 
promise  or  agreement  of  the  corporation  to  construct  a  sugar  mill  in  the 
township  fijr  the  purpose  of  manufacturing  sugar  from  sorghum  cane  by  the 
said  "roasting  process." 

Bo  desirous  were  the  people  to  secure  the  establishment  of  sugar  facto- 
ries in  their  midst,  and  to  engage  in  the  raising  of  sugar  cane  and  the  man- 
ufacture of  sugar,  that  bonds  were  voted  in  the  townships  of  Sand  Creek, 
Mertilla,  West  Plains,  and  Cimarron,  in  Meade  county  ;  Falkenstein  town- 
ship, in  Stanton  county;  Ford  and  Bloom  townships,  in  Ford  county;  and 
Ingalls  township,  in  Gray  county.  The  amount  voted  in  each  township  was 
815,000.  Propositions  were  made  to  numerous  other  townships,  and  in 
some  instances  elections  were  called.  During  the  course  of  the  winter  of 
1689-90,  and  while  the  scheme  to  induce  the  townships  to  vote  bonds  was 
being  industriously  worked  for  the  benefit  of  the  corporation,  it  was  discov- 
ered that  the  promoters  of  the  scheme  had  surreptitiously  introduced  two 
barrels  of  ordinary  sugar  into  the  vats  of  the  manufacturing  plant  at  Miu- 
neola,  where  they  claimed  to  be  manufacturing  sugar  from  the  sorghum 
cane,  and  afterwards  took  the  same  sugar  out  of  the  vats  and  exhibited  the 
same  as  samples  of  the  product  of  the  Adamson  or  "roasting  process"  of 
manufacturing  sugar  from  the  sorghum  cane.  It  was  further  discovered 
that  no  adequate  preparations  were  being  made  by  the  corporation  for  the 
construction  of  the  several  sugar  mills  promised  to  the  townships  that  had 
voted  bonds.    The  mills  were  not  built. 

The  people  became  alarmed;  they  sought  to  protect  themselves  and  re- 
cover back  the  bonds  delivered  to  the  corporation,  or  in  escrow  for  its  bene- 
fit Great  credit  is  due  to  Hon.  R.  H.  Griggs,  County  Attorney  of  Meade 
county,  for  his  energetic  and  successful  etforCs  iu  endeavoring  to  protect  the 
people  in  this  crisis.  Credit  is  also  due  Hon.  E.  H.  Madison,  County  At- 
torney of  Ford  county,  for  active  and  successful  efforts  in  the  same  direc- 
tion. In  nearly  all  of  the  townships  the  bonds  have  been  recovered  and 
restored  to  the  people  who  voted  them.  In  a  few  instances  a  shameful  com- 
promise was  made  whereby  the  American  Sugar  Company  was  permitted  to 
retain  a  portion  of  these  bonds.  Great  credit  is  also  due  to  the  public  press 
for  exposing  the  frauds  of  the  American  Sugar  Company  and  warning  the 
people  against  its  machinations. 

Among  other  efforts  directed  against  the  American  Sugar  Company,  ap- 
plication was  made  to  me  tor  the  commencement  of  an  action  in  the  Su- 
preme Court  in  the  nature  of  quo  warranto,  to  forfeit  the  charter  of  the 
corporation  and  forever  prohibit  it  and  its  oiGcers  from  exercising  or  at- 
tempting to  exercise  any  of  the  corporate  privileges  conferred  by  its  charter. 
The  application  was  granted,  and  on  June  9,  1890,  such  a  suit  was  com- 
menced by  me,  and  is  now  pending  in  the  Supreme  Court.  It  will  be 
brought  to  a  trial  as  soon  as  possible. 
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COUNTY- ATTORNEY  CLAUSE  OF  THE  PROHIBITORY  JjKVI. 

Section  2543  of  the  GeDeral  Statutes  of  1689  is  that  section  of  the  pro- 
hibitory law  which  authorizes  the  county  attorney  of  any  county,  upon 
proper  notification,  to  ieeue  hie  Bubpena  for  such  persons  ae  he  may  have 
reason  to  believe  have  any  information  or  knowledge  of  violations  of  the 
prohibitory  law,  and  require  them  to  attend  ttefore  him  and  submit  to  an 
examination  under  oath.  The  statute  gives  him  power  to  punish  any  wit- 
ness for  contempt  for  a  refusal  to  attend  in  otiedience  to  the  subpena,  or  for 
s  refusal  to  Ite  sworn  or  answer,  or  to  sign  his  testimony. 

In  practice,  this  provision  of  the  prohibitory  law  has  proved  to  be  very 
useful.  It  has  furnished  a  convenient  and  efficient  means  by  which  to  ob- 
tain evidence  against  violators  of  the  law.  This  provision  was  incorporated 
into  the  prohibitory  law  in  1885,  and  has  therefore  been  in  force  five  years, 
and  has  been  generally  acquiesced  in  as  a  valid  exercise  of  legislative  power 
by  the  bench  and  bar  during  that  period  of  time.  Two  exceptions  to  this 
acquiescence  in  the  law  should  be  mentioned.  Hon,  C.  G.  Foster,  Judge  of 
the  United  States  District  Court  fur  the  District  of  Kansas,  in  a  habeas 
corpus  proceeding  pending  before  him  on  May  14,  1885,  held  the  law  to  be 
unconstitutional,  Hon,  Robert  Crozier,  Judge  of  the  District  Court  of 
Leavenworth  county,  has  also  held  the  law  to  be  unconstitutional.  In  the 
case  of  The  State  v.  Whisner,  35  Kaa,  271,  the  question  of  the  constitution- 
ality of  this  law  was  sought  to  be  raised  in  the  Supreme  Court;  but  it  was 
not  properly  in  the  case,  and  the  court  declined  to  pass  upon  the  question. 
The  constitutionality  of  this  provision  of  the  prohibitory  law  is  therefore 
an  open  question  in  the  State, 

On  July  23, 1890,  Hon.  J.  D,  McBrian,  County  Attorney  of  Chautauqua 
county,  subpenaed  before  him,  as  a  witness  under  the  provisions  of  this  law, 
one  Homer  Hendrix,  The  witness  obeyed  the  subpena,  but  upon  appear- 
ing before  the  County  Attorney  refused  to  be  sworn  and  refused  to  answer 
questions  concerning  any  knowledge  which  he  might  have  concerning 
violations  of  the  prohibitory  law,  and  for  such  refusal  was,  by  the  County 
Attorney,  committed  to  the  jail  of  Chautauqua  county  for  contempt.  On 
the  23d  day  of  July,  1890,  the  said  Homer  Hendrix  Sled  in  the  Supreme 
Court  his  petition  for  a  writ  of  habeas  corpus  to  be  discharged  from  this  im- 
prisonment, on  the  ground  of  the  unconstitutionality  of  the  law.  This  case 
is  DOW  pending  in  the  Supreme  Court. 

The  only  question  involved  in  the  case  is  that  of  the  constitutionality  of 
this  provision  of  the  prohibitory  law.  The  principal  question  in  the  case  is 
whether  or  not  the  county  attorney,  who  is  a  ministerial  officer,  can  have 
devolved  upon  him  the  functions  of  an  examining  magistrate  to  the  extent 
attempted  to  be  conferred  by  this  statute.  It  is  claimed  that  the  powers 
thus  sought  to  be  conferred  upon  the  county  attorney  are  essentially  judi- 
cial in  their  character  and  cannot  be  conferred  upon  .him,  for  a  double 
reason:  first,  that  he  is  a  ministerial  officer,  and  therefore  incapable  of  hav- 
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ing  judicial  powers  coDferred  upon  him;  and,  second,  because  as  the  prose- 
Ciitiug  officer  of  the  county  he  is  pecuniarily  and  otberwiee  interested  in 
securing  convictions  under  the  prohibitory  law,  and  that  to  thus  permit  him 
to  BUmoion  witnesses  before  him,  and  in  case  of  their  refusal  to  testify  to 
commit  them  to  jail  for  contempt,  \&  constituting  him  a  judge  with  authority 
to  decide  in  a  case  in  which  he  is  an  interested  party. 

So  much  am  I  impressed  with  the  necessity  of  this,  or  some  similar  pro- 
vision in  aid  of  the  enforcement  of  the  prohibitory  law,  that  I  shall  use 
my  best  efforts  to  have  this  case  heard  in  the  Supreme  Court  as  speedily  as 
may  be,  so  that  the  decision  may  be  rendered  before  the  nest  Legislature 
convenes. 

If  the  decision  of  the  Supreme  Court  should  be  against  the  constitution- 
ality of  the  law,  upon  the  ground  that  the  county  attorney  is  not  an  officer 
upon  whom  such  powers  may  rightfully  be  conferred,  I  would  recommend 
that  the  law  be  amended  so  that  the  same,  or  essentially  the  same,  powers 
may  be  conferred  upon  judges  of  the  district  court,  probate  judges,  and  jus- 
tices of  the  peace. 

BOAED  OF   RAILROAD  C0MMI8SIONER8. 

On  October  20,  1889,  the  Missouri  Pacific  Railway  Company,  which  was 
then  operating  and  controlling  a  line  of  railroad  through  Montgomery 
county,  known  as  the  I^Roy  &  Caney  Valley  Air  Line  Railroad,  discon- 
tinued the  passenger  service  on  this  line  of  road,  to  the  great  detriment  of 
the  traveling  public.  On  November  14  a  large  number  of  the  citizens 
residing  along  the  line  of  the  road  petitioned  the  Board  of  Railroad  Commis- 
sioners to  compel  the  Missouri  Pacific  Railway  Company  to  restore  the  pas- 
senger train.  Notice  was  given  to  the  railroad  company;  and,  after  a  hearing, 
the  Board  of  Railroad  Commissioners  rendered  a  decision,  and  issued  its 
order  on  January  20, 1890,  re(|uiring  the  railroad  company  to  restore  the  pas- 
senger-train service  upon  the  LeRoy  &  Caney  Valley  Air  Line  Railroad. 
The  railroad  company  filed  a  motion  for  a.  rehearing,  which  was  granted, 
and  a  re-trial  had.  On  April  9,  1890,  the  Board  of  Railroad  Commission- 
ers rendered  its  final  decision  in  the  matter,  reaffirming  its  decision  of  Jan- 
uary 20th,  and  ordering  the  railroad  company  to  restore  the  passenger-train 
service  by  the  1st  of  May,  1800. 

The  railroad  company  refused  to  comply  with  this  order.  The  Board  of 
Railroad  Commissioners  communicated  the  fact  of  such  refusal  to  your 
Excellency. 

On  June  7, 1890, 1  received  from  you  the  following  communication  r

Btieflf  stHted,  I  andeTBtdnd  fTOm  the  reoord  that  said  Board  of  Kailroad  Com- 
miSBionerB,  at  the  inRtanoe  ol  Raid  co  m  plain  an  ta,  after  a  ver;  tnll  investigation  and 
dne  oonsi  deration  of  alt  the  facts  in  the  cbbs,  on  the  9th  of  April  last  made  a  recom- 
mendatioD  to  the  effect  that  psSBeiiffer  train  service  be  restored  on  the  LeRo;  A 
Caney  Valley  Air  Line  Railroad  in  thiB  State,  to  take  effeot  on  or  before  May  lat. 
It  farther  appears  that  the  MisBonri  FaeiQo  Railwa;  Company  operating  said  Le- 
Boy  t  Caney  Valley  road  aB  a  branch  line  has  deoLined,  neglected,  and  BobBtantially 
Tefnaed  to  comply  with  each  recommendation.  The  Board  of  Railroad  CommU- 
BioneiB  have  referred  the  matter  to  me,  and  I  herewith  transmit  the  papers  in  the 
oaee  to  yoo,  with  the  reqaeat  that  yon  will  oaretnlly  investigate  the  same  and  report 
to  me  whether,  in  yonr  opinion,  there  ia  any  remedy  nnder  the  statntes  and  oonati- 
tation  of  KaiiBBH  by  which  the  railway  company  can  be  aompelled  to  comply  with 
the  recommendation  of  aaid  Board  of  Com  mission  era.  The  importance  of  the  qnes- 
tion  is  obvlODS,  involTing  bb  it  doee  the  power  of  the  Board  of  Railroad  Oommia- 
aioneia  to  oompel  obedience  to  its  reoommendationa  generally.

Son.  L.  U.  Humphrey,  Qovtmoi — Dkab  Stb:  I  have  the  honor  to  acknowledge 
the  receipt  of  yonr  favor  of  the  7th  lost.  It  is  my  opinion  that  the  order  of  the 
Board  of  Railroad  Commissioners  ia  jnat  and  reasonable,  and  that  the  railroad 
company  owes  a  duty  to  the  public  in  this  instance  to  restore  the  passenger- train 
aervioe  to  the  road  in  qnestion,  in  obedience  to  the  order  and  reqairement  of  the 
Board  of  Railroad  Commissioners. 

The  neglect  and  omission  of  the  railroad  company  to  fnrnish  this  passenger -train 
service  is  not  only  in  violation  of  the  order  of  the  Kailroad  Commissioners,  bat  it  is 
alao  a  violation  of  section  1312,  General  Btatntes  ISSt),  which  provides  as  follows:

It  is  farther  my  opinion  that  mandamua  is  an  appropriate  remedy,  and  will  lie  in 
this  case,  to  compel  the  railroad  company  to  perform  its  pnblio  dntiee  in  respect  to 
this  passenger -train  service  npon  the  railroad  in  qnestion,  and  thas  comply  with  the 
order  of  the  Board  of  Railroad  Commissioners,  and  within  the  provisions  of  the 
statute  heraia  referred  to.  Proceedings  in  the  nature  of  7110  warranto  might  also 
be  resorted  to,  to  forfeit  the  corporate  rights,  privileges  and  franchises  of  the  rail- 
road compaclee  owning  and  operating  the  LeRoy  &  Caney  Valley  Air  Line  Rail- 
road Company  in  this  State,  by  reason  of  omission  and  refusal  to  perform  the  pnblio 
dnties  enjoined  npon  them  by  the  said  Board  of  Railroad  Commissioners  and  the 
statnte  above  quoted. 

It  is  my  recommendation  that  an  actinn  be  bronght  in  the  Supreme  Conrt  in  the 
name  of  the  Stale,  to  compel  the  railroad  company,  by  mandamus,  to  comply  with 
the  order  of  the  Board  of  Railroad  Commisaioners  and  the  laws  of  the  State,  to  be 
followed,  if  necessary,  by  proceedings  in  9110  aarranio, 

I  will,  therefore,  as  Attorney  General,  commence  such  action  in  the  name  of  the 
State,  to  require  the  railroad  company  to  perform  its  duty  to  the  pnblio  iu  regard 
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to  this  paBBengeT-tTBiu  Betvioe  on  the  LeBo;  A,  Cane;  Tolle;  Air  Lioe  Railroad,  if 
the  Bame  meets  ;oiii  approval.     Kiudl;  BJgQifj  yoni  wishes  id  this  leepeot.

Hon.  L.  B.  Kellogg,  Attorney  Oeneral  —  Mi  Deib  Sii:  I  have  the  hoDor  to  ao- 
knowledge  receipt  of  your  favor  of  the  lOlb  instaDt,  in  the  matter  of  The  Citizens 
of  Elk  City  and  Lonisbarg  Township  vs.  The  Mleaonci  Paoifio  BailWHf  Company, 
and  the  refusal  of  said  oompany  to  comply  with  the  order  of  the  Board  of  Railroad 
OommleHioners,  leqairlng  that  passenger  servioe  be  reeumed  on  wbkl  ia  known  as 
the  Leroy  k  Caney  Yalley  Kir  Line  Railroad  in  this  State,  opecatad  by  laid  Missoari 
Pacific  Company. 

Yon  expieci  tbe  opinion,  in  whioh  1  heartily  ooncnr,  that  the  order  of  the  Board 
of  Bailroad  Gomrniuioners  in  said  oaae  is  Jnat  and  reasonable,  and  that  the  refusal 
of  the  said  railway  company  to  restore  passenger  seiTice  as  direoted,  is  not  only 
in  violation  of  the  order  of  said  Railroad  Commissioners,  bnt  is  also  in  violation  of 
tbe  laws  of  the  State. 

Mandamua  being  the  remedy  snggested  by  yon,  I  hereby  reqnest  that  proceedings 
be  institnted  at  once  in  the  Snpreme  Conrt  by  yon,  and  that  yon  will,  on  the  line 
indicated  in  yoar  letter,  prosecute  the  action  to  a  determination  as  speedily  as  pos- 

The  importaooe  of  the  qnestion  at  iasne  in  this  case  is  obvions  and  far-reaohing. 
While  it  couoeniB  primarily  the  people  living  along  the  line  of  tbe  Leroj  t  Oaney 
Valley  Railway,  the  State  is  deeply  interastad  in  the  determination  of  the  qneation, 
whether  or  not  there  is  power  nndar  the  law  to  compel  obedience  to  the  orders  of 
the  Board  of  Railroad  Cooamisgionars  in  snch  oases. 

If  railway  oompanias  ma;  or  may  not  observe  the  orders  and  recommendations 
of  said  Railroad  Commissioners  as  it  shall  happen  to  suit  their  convenience,  it  is 
high  time  the  people  of  the  State  shonld  osoertsin  the  fact.  Jf  there  is  no  remedy 
in  snoh  cases  nnder  the  law  as  it  now  stands,  it  is  of  the  highest  importance  to  know 
it,  to  the  end  that  the  Legislature  may,  at  its  next  sessiOD,  provide  one.

In  accordance  therewith,  on  June  23,  1890,  mandaTtwig  proceedings  were 
commenced  in  the  Supreme  Court,  and  an  alternative  writ  of  mandamus  ia- 
sued  requiring  the  railroad  company  to  comply  with  Che  eaid  order  of  the 
Board  of  Railroad  Commissioners,  or  show  cause  why  it  should  not  be  done. 
The  action  is  now  pending,  and  will  be  brought  Co  a  trial  at  aa  early  a  date 
as  is  possible.     It  ia  sought  to  have  the  alternative  writ  made  peremptory. 

The  entire  State  ie  interested  in  finding  out  to  what  extent  the  present 
laws  of  Kaueas  can  be  invoked  to  enforce  the  decisions  made  and  orders  is- 
sued by  the  Board  of  Bailroad  CommiBsioners. 
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Among  other  duties  eojoined  upon  tfae  Attorney  General  by  law  is  the 
giving  of  opiaioQB  Id  writing  upon  all  questiooB  of  law  submitted  to  him  by 
the  Governor,  Secretary  of  State,  Auditor  of  State,  State  Treasurer,  State 
SuperiDtendent  of  Public  InBtruction,  State  Superintendent  of  Insurance 
and  the  Legislature,  or  either  branch  thereof. 

It  iB  also  made  the  duty  of  the  Attorney  Grenera!  to  couBult  with  and  ad- 
vise county  attorneys  when  requested  by  them,  in  all  matters  pertaining  to 
their  official  duties.  There  are  106  counties  in  the  State ;  there  are  therefore 
106  county  attorneyB,  each  of  whom  is  entitled  to  call  upon  the  Attorney 
General  for  advice  upon  all  questions  respecting  the  adminstration  of  the 
law  arising  in  his  county.  The  result  is  that  nearly  every  difficult  question, 
and  many  that  are  not  difficult,  originating  in  any  part  of  the  State,  find 
their  way  to  the  Attorney  General's  office  for  solution. 

Preparing  opinions  upon  legal  questions  arising  in  the  administration  of 
the  State  departments,  and  in  the  administration  of  the  law  throughout  the 
several  counties,  constitutes  a  considerable  portion  of  tfae  routine  work  of  this 
office,  and  necessarily  involves  a  large  amount  of  labor. 

A  few  only  of  the  many  written  opinions  of  this  office  are  here  given,  the 
space  allotted  to  this  report  not  permitting  any  further  illustration  of  this 
branch  of  the  work  of  the  office.  None  later  than  April  of  this  year  are 
included.  Letter-press  copies  of  all  opinions  issued  are  on  file  in  the  office, 
and  open  to  the  inspection  of  any  one  interested.

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What  in  s  rBBflooable  time  in  an;  givaii  iDHtanoe  ii  to  be  determiDed  bj  the  faote 
and  cironniBtaDoea  attending  the  case  in  which  the  offer  is  made;  fur  eiample,  the 
□atare  Of  the  crime  oommittad,  the  partionlar  neceiiBities  which  prompted  a  pro- 
malgation  of  the  offer  of  a  reward,  the  length  of  time  the  offer  is  publiiihed,  and 
generally  the  special  objects  and  pnrpoees  eoaght  to  be  aooompliBfaed  b;  the  reward. 
Of  coarse,  the  prinoipal  object  in  snch  caaea  always  ia  to  awaken  the  attention  of 
the  public,  to  excite  the  vigilance  and  stimcUte  the  exertions  of  sheriffs,  police  offi- 
oerii,  and  oitizens  geneiallf ,  to  the  detection  and  pnniahment  of  the  offender;  poesi- 
bly,  too,  one  of  the  objects  in  offering  the  reward  ma;  be  to  prevent  si milai  offenses, 
bjr  alarming  the  fears  of  those  who  wonld  be  likely  to  commit  them,  by  inspiring 
the  belief  that  the  public  are  awake,  and  that  saspicioDs  moTements  will  be  watched, 
and  that  crime  cannot  be  committed  with  impunity. 

But  JDst  what  will  be  oouaidered  a  reasonable  time  in  any  given  case,  It  is  irapoi- 
aible  to  say  with  accuracy  in  advance. 

Another  role  that  is  to  be  drawn  in  determining  whether  or  not  a  past  offer  of 
reward  shonld  be  held  to  be  still  in  force,  is  to  be  obtained  from  a  consideration  of 
the  funds  available  to  the  officer  or  aatborlty  issuing  the  reward,  for  Its  payment. 

By  Motion  2i  of  article  2  of  the  Oonstitotion  ot  this  State,  it  is  provided  that  no 
money  shall  be  drawn  from  the  treasury,  except  In  parsnanoe  of  a  speciSa  appro- 
priation made  by  law,  and  that  no  appropriation  shall  be  for  a  longer  term  than 

In  order  to  enable  the  Qovemor  to  make  suitable  offers  ot  reward  for  the  appre- 
benaion  and  coavictioQ  of  criminals  from  time  to  time,  as  he  may  deem  euitable, 
the  Legialatnre,  at  each  biBonial  session,  is  aooustomed  to  make  an  appropriation 
for  this  purpose;  bat  if  snch  appropriation  is  not  used  for  the  speoiflc  porpoee  of 
paying  such  rewards,  during  the  biennial  period  tor  which  it  is  made.  It  lapses,  and 
the  moiley  thna  appropriated  ooold  not  be  withdrawn  from  the  treasory  nithont 
tnrther  legislation. 

I  am,  therefore,  inclined  to  advise  that  the  reward  offered  by  Qov.  Jno.  A.  Har- 
tion,  referred  to  in  your  commonication,  oaght  to  be  held  an  remaining  good  from 
the  fourth  day  of  June,  1BHJ>,  when  it  was  iaaued,  nntil  the  thirtieth  day  of  Jnoe, 
1S67,  the  expiration  of  the  biennial  period  for  whioh  a  speciSc  appropriation  had 
been  made,  out  of  which  that  reward  ooold  have  been  paid  if  properly  earned,  and 
no  longer.     And  that  this  shonld  be  the  rule  tor  all  similar  oasee. 

Ot  conrse,  this  wonld  not  prevent  the  renewal  ot  the  offer  of  reward  in  the  same 
case  after  the  eipiration  of  such  biennial  period,  if  in  the  judgment  of  the  Chief 
Exeoutive  it  was  deemed  beet  to  oontinne  the  offer  longer  in  force.

Firtl:  Constining  section  11,  chapter  99  ol  the  taw  for  the  sppointtnent  of  regents 
and  trnstees  for  the  control  of  the  public  InstitationB  of  the  State,  I  wonld  think  that 
the  term  of  office  of  the  appointees,  vhose  sppointmentB  were  made  Co  fill  vacancies 
in  the  boards  since  the  adjournment  of  the  Legislature  of  1887,  woold  expire  with 
the  third  week  of  the  present  session  of  the  Iiegislatnre. 

Second.'  In  ease  sacoeaaora  of  these  appointees  ahocld  not  be  named  nntil  after 
the  Legislataie  has  been  in  aeeaion  three  weeks,  aneh  appointeee  have  a  right  to  act 
in  their  respective  capacities  nntil  their  sncoeaeors  are  appointed,  ander  the  pro- 
Tiaion  of  section  3,  art.  7  of  tbe  Constitntion  so  far  as  that  section  is  applicable  and 
in  harmony  with  the  general  rales  providing  for  tbe  holding  over  of  public  officers, 
and  the  discharge  of  their  duties  as  snob  until  their  enocessors  are  chosen  and 
qualified.

Id  responae  theiato  I  Tespeottolly  anbrnit:  As  an  act  to  enooarage  the  manofHctare 
of  SDgar,  and  as  a  law  Qfteriog  a  boantj  tor  anoh  parpose,  chapter  231  of  the  SesBion 
Iiawi  of  1887  is  probably  a  good  and  valid  lav;  as  an  act  appropriating  money.  It 
IB  irregalar,  defective,  and  probably  void.  Seotion  6,  ander  the  theory  that  this  ii 
an  act  offering  and  prOTiding  for  a  bonnty,  ia  entirely  proper  b»  filing  a  limit  to 
the  time  within  which  the  bounty  may  be  earned  and  claimed.  As  attempting  to  fix 
the  time  within  which  any  appropriation  which  was  attempted  to  be  made  oonld  be 
drawn  from  the  treaanrj,  J  6  wonld  manifestly  be  in  Tiolation  of  J  24  of  article  2  of 
the  Conatitntion. 

Upon  oonsideratioD  of  the  entire  act,  I  am  strongly  inclined  to  advise  that  thia 
law  does  not  snffloieotly  comply  with  said  J  24  of  article  2  of  the  Oonstitntion  to  be 
upheld  as  an  act  appropriating  money.  To  make  this  law  operative,  an  accompa- 
nying act  making  a  Bpeoiflc  appropriaCion  of  money  shaald  have  been  passed  by 
the  Legialatnre.  Bnch  an  act  oonld  Btill  be  passed  by  the  Legialatnre  If  it  so  desires; 
bat,  withont  additional  legislation,  I  do  not  think  money  oau  properly  be  drawn 
from  the  treasary  for  the  payment  of  the  bounties  mentioned  in  this  law.

I  think  most  parents  would  aipeel  and  desire  that  teachers  shonld  take  oare  of 
their  children  in  going  to  and  retarning  from  school,  that  they  sboatd  not  loiter, 
or  seek  evil  company,  or  frequent  vicious  places  of  resort.

Jay  F.  Cloie,  County  Allomey,  Belleville,  £(u.— Diia  Sib:  At  the  request  of 
one  of  your  board  of  oonnty  oommissionera,  who,  in  company  with  other  of  your 
county  officers,  called  apon  me  this  forenoon,  I  write  yon  in  relation  to  the  powers 
and  duties  of  county  cummissiouers  in  regard  to  equalizing  the  valnation  of  prop- 
erty tor  the  parposea  of  taiation.  The  question  more  particularly  suggested  to  me 
by  your  oonnty  commissioner  was  whether  or  not  the  county  commissioners  oat)  at 
other  times  than  when  sitting  as  the  county  board  of  equalization,  reduce  the  value 
ot  either  real  or  personal  property  as  assessed  and  retnrned  by  the  various  township 
asBessors  in  the  oonnty.     Biuoe  the  amendment  of  the  tax  laws  in  1876,  the  board 
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of  M]  nalization  is  authorized  to  equalise  the  Talnation  of  both  personal  and  real 
propertj  in  a  oonntf,  by  raising  or  lowering  the  Talnation  pnt  upon  snch  property 
by  (he  assessorB.  FrevionH  to  the  law  of  1876,  the  board  of  eqoalization  had  this 
power  in  reepeot  to  real  estate,  bnt  not  in  respect  to  personal  property.  By  section 
70  of  ohap.  187,  Comp.  Laws  188G,  page  951,  provision  is  made  whereby  the  oonnty 
olerk,  or  the  board  of  ooanty  oommtssioners,  may  oorreot  the  asssssors'  retnrne  by 
iuoreasing  the  valaation,  or  adding  to  the  list  any  omitted  personal  propeit;  npon 
notice  to  the  owner,  and  when  the  oonnty  oommlssloners  are  neting  under  this  seo- 
tion  70,  they  are  not  acting  as  a  board  of  equalization;  bat  yon  will  observe  that 
this  section  does  not  contemplate  and  does  not  anthorize  any  rednotion  of  the 
amonnt  retarned  by  the  assessor. 

One  partienlar  inetanoe  in  yoar  eonnty  was  called  to  my  attenliou  by  the  oonnty 
oommiasioDer,  In  which  application  had  been  made  to  the  oonnty  commissioners 
long  after  their  meeting  as  the  eonnty  board  of  eqaaltzation,  to  largely  redeoe  the 
valuation  planed  npon  oertain  real  estate  within  your  connty  by  tl 
not  think  such  rednation  conid  properly  be  made  by  the  county  o< 
oept  when  the;  are  sitting  as  the  county  board  of  equalization.  Then,  of  oourae,  it 
would  clearly  be  within  their  power  to  make  such  rednction  in  the  valuation  of  any 
partienlar  real  estate  as  wonld  be  equitable  and  fair,  and  to  oontorm  it  to  the  as- 
sessmeut  and  valuation  of  other  similar  real  estate  in  yonr  oonnty. 

It  witl  be  observed  that  (he  law  makes  it  the  duly  of  the  aesesBore  to  make  (heir 
tetains  to  the  oonnty  alerb  of  the  aeseBSinente  made  by  theni,  on  or  before  the  10th 
day  of  May  of  eaoh  year.  It  ie  rnade  the  duty  of  the  county  olerk  in  the  first  week 
of  May  and  for  two  weeks  next  following,  to  pnblish  a  notice  of  the  meeting  of  the 
oonnty  board  of  equalization,  and  this  board  is  required  to  meet  on  the  first  Mon- 
day of  June,  and  may  remain  in  session  from  day  to  day  for  the  transaction  of  its 
business  as  snoh  board.  This,  of  course,  gives  to  owners  of  property  in  the  connty 
snoh  notice  and  such  opportnnity  to  hsve  unequal  and  nu just  assessments  corrected, 
as  seemed  to  the  Legistature  euffloient  tor  the  purpose.

In  response  thereto 
I  respeotfully  submit: 

The  only  anthoriCy  that  the  Chief  Eieontive  has  in  oase  like  this  is  to  be  found  — 

Firat,  In  bis  authority  by  public  proclamation  to  warn  all  people  to  obey  the  law 
and  to  deaiat  from  all  violations  of  the  public  peace. 

Second,  The  Chief  Ezeoutive  has  anthority  in  case  of  invaeion,  in  aor  root  ion,  or 
breaches  of  the  peace,  or  imminent  danger  thereof,  to  call  ont  snoh  portion  ot  the 
militia  ot  the  State  as  he  may  deem  proper. 

Third,  The  Chief  Eieoutive  also  baa  anthority  to  suspend  the  right  to  the  writ  of 
babeaa  corpus,  bat  this  can  only  be  done  when  the  public  safety  requires  it,  in  ease 
Of  invasion  or  rebellioD. 
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B;  aeo.  47  of  the  bill  of  rights  of  the  CoDstitatioD  o(  the  State,  it  ia  eipreaalj  de- 
□lared  that  tha  military  of  the  State  shall  be  Id  strict  subordination  to  the  oiril 
power.  The  wrongs  complaiDed  of  !□  the  peCltiou  hereic  referred  to,  are  such 
vronga  as  may  and  should  be  redressed  by  the  civil  poorer  of  the  State.  It  it  be 
trne  that  the  sheriff,  oonntj  uttomey,  a.Dd  the  other  ooaiitj  officials  of  Gray  ooanty 
are  ia  sympatby  with  the  gang  of  deaperadoee  mantjoned  in  the  petition,  and  if  it 
be  farther  true  that  these  desperadoes  have  committed  crimSB  In  Qray  ooanty,  it 
would  be  entirely  proper  for  an;  citizen  of  the  oonnty  baling  cognizance  thereof, 
to  make  complaint  in  writing  before  any  jastioe  of  the  peaoe  in  the  ooaaty,  and 
have  wariants  for  the  arrest  of  the  offenders  insned  to  any  oonstable  of  the  ooanty, 
and  each  officer  wonld  be  entitled,  in  the  eieontion  of  his  writs,  and  in  arresting  snob 
offenders,  to  call  to  hU  aid,  from  the  body  of  the  ooanty,  snob  namber  of  citizens  as 
might  be  necessary  to  enforce  his  writs.

Gbnii.eiibh;  In  r^ard  to  the  petition  of  DennU  Ward  and  others,  praying  for  an 
ioTestigalion  of  certain  irregalarities  in  the  payment  of  the  militia  of  'SI  and  "M, 
which  has  been  referred  to  this  office  for  an  opinion  as  to  the  liability  of  the  State, 
and  recommendation,  I  wonld  most  renpect fully  say; 

That  there  was  an  original  provision  made  for  the  payment  of  all  anch  claims  in 
the  Laws  of  '64,  chap.  BG.  And  in  1S66,  on  tbe  Jonrnal  of  the  Senate,  page  888,  there 
appears  to  be  a  joint  raaolaUon  for  the  payment  of  these  claims,  which  appears  at 
that  time  to  have  been  placed  under  the  order  of  the  Oovemor;  and  in  1866  ihe 
original  act  o(  1864  was  amended,  authorizing  tbe  payment  of  these  claims,  and  Ihe 
funds  to  be  paid  over  to  the  paymaster  and  qaartermaster  general.  In  '70,  chap. 
78,  there  appears  to  be  an  act  providing  for  the  paymsnt  of  the  belance  on  hand 
ont  of  the  several  fnnds  ennmerated  in  that  act;  bat  in  18S8,  there  was  an  act  paxred, 
which  is  found  on  page  fi46,  Comp.  Laws  1885,  which  oonstitntes  the  Adjutant  Gen- 
era!, Attorney  General  and  Auditor  of  State,  a  board  to  audit  and  allow  all  claims 
preaanted  for  allowance,  growing  out  of  the  ezpensee  of  the  militia  prior  to  the 
Frioe  raid  in  18R4,  and  olaims  for  tbe  raising  and  squipment  of  the  Eighteenth  Kan- 
sas in  1867,  against  the  Indians. 

In  my  opinion  all  unpaid  claims  due  the  militia  for  services  and  expenses  arising 
prior  to  1 864,  and  including  the  claims  in  qaeation.  were  provided  for  in  that  act. 
If  these  claims  were  presented  to  that  auditing  board,  and  rejected,  that  oaght  to 
end  the  matter.  If  presented  and  audited  and  not  paid  for  want  of  fanda  at  tbe 
time,  or  other  reason,  an  appropriation  ought  to  be  made  tor  their  payment. 

If  not  presented  to  that  andlting  board  by  reason  of  the  neglect  of  the  claimants, 
after  the  lapse  of  so  many  years,  these  claims  onght  not  to  meet  with  much  favor. 

Tbe  records  of  that  auditing  board  are  so  obscure  as  to  make  it  impossible  to  tell 
whether  these  claimn  were  considered  or  not;  and  if  considered,  what  action  was 
taken  in  reference  to  them.  I  would  infer  that  they  were  before  that  board,  but 
cannot  determine  its  sctlon. 

Uy  auggestiOD,  therefore,  is  that  no  action  be  taken  by  this  Legislature  for  the 
paymint  of  theee  claims  until  they  shall  have  been  audited  by  that  board  provided 
for  in  the  act  of  18ti8,  or  a  similar  board  to  be  created  now.

In  reply  thereto  permit  me  to  state:  My  construction  of  the  seotion  of  the  statute 
referred  to  is,  in  substance,  that  it  is  made  the  duly  of  the  Attorney  General  by  the 
law,  and  without  any  requirement  by  the  Goveinoi,  or  either  branch  of  the  Legis- 
latare,  to  prOEecute  and  defend  all  actions  in  the  Sapreme  Court  in  which  the  State 
is  a  party,  or  ie  Interested.  He  doss  not  need  any  reqairemenl  of  the  Governor,  or 
either  branch  of  the  Legislataie,  in  order  to  oompet  the  performance  of  this  dnty. 
The  law  reqnires  that  at  his  hands. 

If  there  should  be  any  oaiue  or  matter,  civil  or  criminal,  in  an;  other  court,  or 
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before  anj  officer,  in  vhiah  the  State  should  be  a  part;  or  inteTeated,  it  wonid  be 
within  tbe  province  of  the  GoTemor,  or  either  branch  of  the  Legialatnre,  nnder  this 
ieotiOD  71,  to  require  tbe  Altorne;  General  to  proseente  or  defend  in  (hat  ooolt. 
UnleSB  so  reqnired,  it  wonld  not  be  the  dnty  of  the  Attorney  General  to  prosecnta 
or  defend  snch  aotiona  in  conrte  other  than  the  Supreme  Contt.  In  illnstratioa  of 
this:  It  ie  (he  dntf  of  the  county  attorneys  to  prosecnte  all  anita  in  which  the  S(Bte 
is  a  pa[(y,  or  is  interes(ed,  in  the  diatriot  court  of  their  several  oonntiee.  It  might 
be  that  in  some  giTen  osee  in  one  of  these  oonrta  tbe  Governor  or  the  Legislature 
might  deem  the  oase  of  aafficient  importance  to  require  the  attention  of  the  Attor- 
ney General.  By  virtue  of  this  section  it  would  be  clearly  within  tbe  province  of 
either  branch  of  (he  Legislature  to  direct  the  Attorney  General  (o  prosecute  or  de- 
fend in  (he  distrlut  oouit  of  any  county  suoh  a  suit. 

Referring  now  partiaolarly  to  the  case  from  Neoibo  ooanty,  in  which  application 
la  made  to  yon  to  have  the  Attorney  General  institnte  original  proceedings  in  the 
Supreme  Court  In  the  name  of  the  State  in  mandamat,  I  wonld  respeatfutly  eay, 
that  applioation  has  already  been  made  to  me,  by  partiea  intereatedg  for  the  com- 
mencement of  that  suit,  and  upon  notice  and  full  hearing,  both  parties  to  the  con- 
troversy being  represented,  I  declined  to  commence  the  suit.  I  do  not  think  you 
have  any  power  or  anthority  under  the  provieiona  of  sec.  71,  or  any  other  statute,  to 
direct  the  Attorney  Genersl  to  institute  this  action  in  tbe  Supreme  Conit;  nor  do  I 
think  yon  hare  any  authority  to  permit  the  parties  themselves  to  do  so  in  the  name 
of  the  Statej  nor  do  I  think  yon,  as  Governor,  have  snob  anthority  by  virtue  of  your 
general  duty  and  power  to  see  that  the  laws  are  faithfally  eieonted.  In  ehort,  I  do 
not  think  the  Governor  has  any  power  or  anthority  whatever  to  direct  the  com- 
mencement of  this  anit  in  the  Bupteme  Court  by  the  Attorney  General,  or  by  any- 
body else.

Hon.  D.  W.  Wilder,  Superintondenf  of  Iiaurance  —  Dbab  Sib;  Yonr  favor  ot  the 
lat  inst.,  inclosing  a  copy  of  a  oommnnioation  reoeived  by  yon  from  the  secretary 
ot  the  Arkansas  Valley  Fire  Insaranoe  Company  of  Wichita,  in  which  yon  are  in- 
formed that  (hat  company  did  not  publish  during  the  months  of  Jannary  or  Febrn- 
ary  of  this  year,  tbe  annaal  statement  required  by  sec.  2i  ot  chap.

In  reply  thereto  permit  me  to  say,  that  the  requirement  for  the  pnblioation  of 
the  annnsl  etatement  contained  la  sec.  2t  is  mandatory  upon  the  company.  The 
reason  assigned  by  the  secretary  of  the  Arkansas  Valley  Fire  Insurance  Company 
tor  the  non-pnblication  of  that  statement  by  hie  company  is  not  such  a  reason  as 
ahoDid  commend  itself  to  your  department.  Tbe  object  ot  the  publication  required 
by  the  statute  is  to  give  information  to  tbe  people  in  the  locality  where  the  inenr- 
•Doe  company  is  transacting  its  bnaineaa,  ot  ite  actual  condition.  The  Legialatare 
evidently  deemed  this  limportant,  and  it  ia  the  dnty  of  the  insoranoe  company  to 
comply  with  this  requirement  ot  the  statute. 

If  tbe  eolvenoj  of  this  company  lias  not  been  impaired,  and  if  tbe  non- publication 
ot  this  statement  la  the  only  provision  of  the  statute  that  has  not  been  complied 
with  by  tbia  company,  I  would  be  disposed  to  reoommend  that  the  company  be  re- 
quired to  immediately  make  thia  pablioatioo.  Of  course  I  recognize  that  the  month 
of  Fcbrnacy  ia  past,  but  if  the  publication  should  now  be  made,  the  object  to  be  at- 
tained by  this  requirement  of  the  statute  wonld  anbatantially  be  met,  and  the  com- 
pany might  then  properly  be  permitted  to  go  on  with  its  bosiuess.  If,  however, 
after  anch  notification,  the  company  abonld  refuse  to  make  the  publication,  you 
wonld  be  Jostifled  in  refusing  to  renew  the  certificate  of  authority  to  this  company.

ArkBQsafCity  to  be  a  city  of  the  second  olasa,  there  appeared  an  error  in  said  proc- 
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lamation  in  describiog  the  metes  and  bonodii  of  said  city,  whioh  is  by  the  oitizena 
thereof  deemed  material,  and  requesting  yoii  to  oorreot  the  same,  yon  are  reapeot- 
fDlly  advised: 

I  have  oaiefally  eiamiDed  the  certificate  of  the  mayor  and  coDQcil  of  aaid  oity, 
made  in  accordanoe  with  aeo.  1  of  ohap.  19,  Comp.  Laws  1885,  page  164,  and  have 
compared  the  description  of  the  metes  and  bonnda  of  said  oity  contained  in  anch 
certificate  witb  the  same  description  as  it  appears  in  the  Governor's  proclamation 
hereinbefore  referred  to,  and  Snd  from  snob  examination  that  there  is  an  error  in 
the  description  of  said  oity  as  contained  in  the  proclBmB.tioii. 

I  woald  not,  however,  deem  the  error  material,  from  the  fact  that  the  statute  no- 
where reqairee  a  deacription  of  the  metes  and  bonnda  of  the  oity  as  tnoorporated  in 
the  Governor'a  proclamation,  declaring  the  city  to  be  goTerned  by  the  prorieiuns 
of  the  aot  entitled  "An  act  to  incorporate  cities  of  the  second  class,"  approved  Feb- 
rnary  ^8,  1873.  That  law  does  not  require  that  the  metes  and  bounds  of  the  city 
shall  be  aocarately  set  forth  in  the  certificate  of  the  mayor  and  conncil  to  the  Oot- 
ernor;  hot  inaamnch  as  the  metes  and  bonnds  of  the  city  were  attempted  to  be  set 
forth  in  fnll  in  the  proclamatton,  it  onght  to  have  been  correctly  done.  Yon  have 
no  authority  to  reoall  the  proclamation  issued  by  your  predecessor  in  office;  nor 
have  you  any  power  to  correct  the  record  thereof  contained  in  the  book  of  procla- 
mations kept  in  your  oCQoe.

As  to  the  remainder  of  the  appropriation  of  ^320,130.40  for  npecial  and  miacel- 
laneoDs  purposes  made  by  the  late  Legialatore  in  excess  of  said  $169,202,  I  respeot- 
fnUy  SDbmit; 

That  these  appropriations,  it  capable  of  proper  classification  at  all,  must  be  re- 
garded as  a  portion  of  the  cnrrent  expenses  of  the  State  GOTernment,  and  if  by  the 
terms  of  the  several  acts  of  the  Legislatare  making  the  appropriations  there  wonld 
be  no  lestridtioiis  apot)  the  time  they  are  made  payable,  they  are  now  dne,  and  mnat 
be  regarded  as  payable  oat  ot  the  general  revenue  tnnd  now,  so  long  as  thsre  is  a 
dollar  ot  that  fnnd  left  in  the  treasory,  and  in  (he  order  the  warrants  therefor  are 
pteasnted,  nnless  the  appropriations  made  by  the  Legislatare  of  1887  are  entitled 
to  be  classed  as  "  fixed  charges,"  and  to  have  snch  priority  and  precedence  over  these 
appropriations  aa  would  practically  amoant  to  a  lien  upon  the  general  revenue  fund 
for  their  payment,  and  entitle  the  parties  for  whose  benefit  those  appropriations 
were  made  to  have  the  funds  in  the  treasary  kept  there  for  making  snch  payments 
when  the  warrants  therefor  should  be  issaable.

The  appropriations  made  by  the  Legislature  ol  1887  tor  the  fiscal  year  ending 
June  30,  1889,  for  the  support  and  mnintenanoe  ot  the  public  institutions  teqaired 
by  the  consUtntion  to  be  supported  by  the  State,  such  aa  the  penitentiary,  the  asy- 
lums for  the  insane,  the  blind,  the  deaf  and  dumb,  (he  Sta(«  UniVeraity  and  the  like, 
wonld  also  come  under  the  role. 

The  appropriations  made  by  the  Legistatuce  of  1887  for  the  fiscal  year  ending 
June  SO,  1889,  for  the  payment  of  salaries  of  cons  tit  ational  officers  fixed  by  law  out- 
side ot  the  appropriation  itself,  such  as  the  salaries  of  the  jastioes  Of  the  Supreme 
Court,  judges  of  the  district  coarts,  and  the  like,  would  also  aome  under  the  rule. 
But  I  am  anablc  to  reach  the  oonclusion  that  all  of  said  appropriations  can  be  thus 
classed  as  ''fixed  chargea"  in  the  sense  that  the  money  can  be  retained  in  the 
treasury  for  their  payment,  to  the  exclusion  of  tbe  payment  of  legal  warrants  drawn 
apon  the  general  revenue  fnnd  by  virtue  of  an  appropriation  made  by  the  last  Legis- 
latare for  the  cnrrent  expenses  of  the  fiscal  year  ending  June  30,  1889,  atthoogh  it 
would  seem  as  a  matter  ot  justice  and  right  that  those  appropriations  made  two 
years  ago  shonld  have  the  preference  over  those  jnet  made  at  tbe  late  session  of  the 
Legislature. 

Practically,  therefore,  with  the  exception  of  such  "fixed  charges"  as  are  herein 
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Indicated,  all  wBrrnnts  npon  tbe  general  reveDDe  fnod  should  be  paid  nhen  pre- 
sented, so  loDg  aa  there  it  money  in  the  geoeral  revenue  food. 

It  is  DBfortanate  that  the  Legislature  overlooked  the  fact  that  by  raakicg  their 
epecial  and  miscellaneona  appropriatiooa  payable  now,  in  advance  of  the  ooUection 
of  the  revenue  provided  b;  the  State  taxes  levied,  it  wonld  create  a  temporary  de- 
mand npon  the  treasury  in  the  excess  of  its  ability  to  respond  by  the  prompt  pay- 
ment of  the  warrants  for  Buoh  appropriations  at  the  time  of  their  preaentation. 

Bat  as  the  eieontive  officer  yon  have  no  diacretiOD  in  the  premlteii,  farther  than 
as  herein  indicated.

— Dsia  Sia:  In  reply  to  yonr  (avor  of  the  aSth 
nit.  in  regard  to  the  droggiat  in  yonr  town  who  aaya  he  is  going  to  handle  liqnor  in 
nnbroken  packages,  acting  as  an  agent  for  a  party  in  Kansas  City,  who  will  pa;  him 
bj  the  moDlh  for  hia  servloes,  yon  are  respectfully  informed  that  this  action  on  the 
part  o(  a  drnggist,  if  oommeiioed  and  persisted  in  by  him,  will  very  likely  lead  to 
his  incaroeration  in  your  oonuly  jail.  It  the  tiqnors  which  he  pToposes  to  handle 
in  unbroken  lots  are  sold  for  the  purpose  of  being  ased  aa  a  beverage,  his  action 
will  clearly  be  in  violation  of  the  prohibitory  law.  The  fact  that  he  pretends  to  be 
an  agent  for  a  Kansas  City  bonae  will  make  no  diffeienoe;  nor  will  it  make  uny  dif- 
ference Ihat  the  partioular  liqaora  are  what  he  calls  "unbroken  packages." 

If  the  druggist  has  already  commenced  this  bUBineee,  please  inform  the  county 
attorney  of  yonr  county  of  the  fact,  and  give  him  names  of  witnesses  by  whom  Ihe 
sales  of  these  pretended  unbroken  lots  can  be  proved.  Will  you  also  kindly  furnish 
tbia  office  with  the  name  of  the  druggist,  tbe  location  of  his  place  of  busiDesa  in  the 
town,  and  the  names  of  witnesses  by  whom  the  sales  by  him  as  stated  in  yonr  letter 
can  be  proved.

In  reply  thereto  yon  are  respectfully  informed  that  it  is  my  opinion  that  yon  are 
in  error  aa  to  the  fact  of  female  electors  being  nntborized  to  lawfnlly  cast  their  bal- 
lots for  justioea  of  the  peace  and  constables.  Theee  officers  are  in  a  certain  sense 
township  officers.  The  juatices  of  the  peace  particularly  are  among  the  jadiolnl 
officers  specifically  named  in  section  one  of  article  three  of  the  Constitution,  and  in 
order  to  vote  for  sueh  officers  as  are  named  in  tbe  ooastitution,  it  is  necessary  that 
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tbe  Sectors  have  the  (laaUneatione  pretiatibed  by  art.  G  of  the  Constitntion;  and  thia 
artiote  does  not  icolade  women. 

The  elaation  of  the  Jnatioee  of  the  peace  and  constables,  howerer,  in  jronr  oitj, 
is  required  b;  law  to  be  at  the  iame  time  and  sub  Stan  tiall;  in  the  same  manner  as 
the  eieotion  for  cit;  offioerg  proper  in  yonr  city. 

I  ana,  therefore,  inclined  to  hold  that  it  wonld  be  proper  to  appoint  two  election 
boards,  one  to  oondnct  the  election  of  the  municipal  offlcers  proper,  at  which  elec- 
tion both  men  and  women  wonld  be  entitled  to  vote,  and  the  other  to  oondnct  the 
election  for  jnstices  of  the  peace  and  conslablee,  at  which  men  only  would  be  en- 
titled to  vote.  Bnt  I  do  not  think  it  absolute!;  neoeesar;  that  there  shoold  be  two 
election  boards.  Ooe  election  board  coold  do  sU  of  the  work,  bnt  it  would  be  neo- 
essar;  in  snch  case  to  have  a  aeparate  batlot-boi  in  whiah  the  votes  for  Jastieee  of 
the  peace  and  constables  sboald  be  east,  separate  and  distinct  from  the  ballot-box 
in  which  the  votes  for  the  city  offioers  proper  shonld  be  received.

J,  W.  Rfddm,  Secretary  StaU  Board  of  Health,  Toprka,  Kaatat  —  Diia  Sib:  I  have 
the  honor  to  acknowledge  the  receipt  of  your  favor  of  the  6th  inst.  In  response  to 
your  first  question,  as  to  whether  local  boards  of  health  can  be  compelled  to  elect  a 
oonntf  physician  ander  the  law  providing  for  the  organization  of  State  and  local 
boards  of  health,  if  in  yonr  Judgment  snch  ofBcer  is  not  necessary,  and  a  physician 
is  not  needed,  I  respectfully  submit:  The  law  in  its  terms  is  mandatory  opon  the 
oonaty  commissioners,  and  requires  them  to  act  as  local  boards  of  health  for  their 
respective  oountiea,  and  also  requires  them  to  elect  a  phyaiaian,  who  shall  be  tbe 
health  officer  of  the  board,  and  ex  officio  a  member  of  said  local  board  of  health. 
But  no  penalty  for  a  neglect  or  violation  of  this  duty  is  provided  by  the  etatnte  re- 
lating to  the  organization  of  the  State  Bostd  of  Health. 

A.S  to  yoor  second  question,  whether  the  State  Board  of  Health  and  its  seoretary 
have  the  power  to  qoarantine,  I  respeatfnlly  submit  that  no  such  power  appeare  to 
have  been  given  the  board  under  the  law.  The  power  to  order  quarantine  is  proper 
and  necessary  to  the  discharge  of  the  duties  of  the  board,  oontemplated  by  statute, 
bnt  the  anthority  is  not  given.  The  law  is  defective  in  this  respect.  It  ought  to 
be  amended  and  strengthened. 

As  to  your  third  question,  whether  the  State  Board  of  Health  has  the  power  to 
compel  registration  and  reports  of  marriages,  births  and  deaths,  I  hold  that  nnder 
section  6,  tbe  only  rules  that  they  can  establish  that  wilt  subjeot  the  parties  to  a 
punishment  would  be  in  regard  to  the  transportalion  of  dead  bodies. 

As  to  your  fourth  question,  whether  phyaieiane,  aHSSSflor^,  local  officers  and  others, 
whose  daty  it  is  to  gather  information  in  relation  to  vital  statistics  of  the  State,  as 
referred  to  in  sec.  6,  can  be  compelled  to  gather  and  report  snch  facts  under  penalty, 
I  respactfally  submit  that  no  penalty  is  provided,  except  In  the  case  of  physicians 
failing  to  keep  a  .record  of  the  dealtiB  ocenrring  in  their  practice,  or  that  ma;  come 
to  their  knowledge.  In  all  such  cases  a  flne  of  (10  is  provided  b;  statute  for  each 
and  every  offense  in  failing  to  keep  saab  record  of  deaths,  and  in  failing  to  report 
the  same  to  the  local  board  of  health  where  the  same  occurs,  at  the  time  and  in  the 
manner  provided  by  the  State  Board  of  Health.

I  iToatd  respeetfnllf  state  that  any  person  n^ing,  letting,  selling,  or  permitting  to 
iQD  at  laige  an;  hocaes  diseased  with  the  glanders,  is  liable  to  a  fine  from  five  (o  one 
hundred  dollars,  ander  art.  10,  page  984,  Comp.  Laws  1885;  and  nnder  an  aot  pro- 
viding for  the  proteotioD  of  domeHtio  animals,  the  Live-Htock  CotDmiHsioD  are 
aolhorized  to  destro;  aQtmaln  affected  with  or  vbiob  have  been  eiposed  to  an;  each 
oontagiona  or  infeotiODS  difeeae.  Hection  5  of  the  aot  proiidaa  for  the  appraise- 
ment of  the  animals  hilled,  bnt  says  that  no  animal  shall  be  appraised  eioept  those 
BfTected  vith  plenro-pnenmonia  of  cattle,  or  foot-and-month  disease,  or  snch  as  have 
been  eiposed  thereto.  There  is  a  farther  proviso  in  aeotjon  9,  page  940,  against  the 
payment  for  animals. 

I  do  not  find  any  provision  in  the  law  anthoiizing  any  oompensation  for  the  kill- 
ing of  glandered  hotees.

In  reply  to  your  inquiry  as  to  the  orchard,  I  think  it  is  vithin  the  provinoe  of  the 
Board  of  Commissioners  under  its  authority  to  sapeivise  the  grounds  belonging  to 
the  inatitntion,  to  eare  for  and  protect  the  trees  already  planted-  In  the  absence 
of  speoiflo  legislation  and  appropriation  therefor,  the  Board  ought  not  to  engage 
in  new  enterprises,  or  the  making  of  new  improvements  of  any  kind.  Whatever 
portion  of  the  forty  acres  devoted  to  the  orchard  that  has  already  been  planted  oat 
to  trees,  ought  to  be  taken  care  of,  bnt  nothing  farther. 

In  regard  to  yoar  second  inquiry,  oonoerning  the  use  of  the  money  derived  from 
the  rental  of  the  State  farm  for  the  purpose  of  improving  tbe  farm.  It  occurs  to  me 
that  yoa  only  would  be  authorized  to  use  so  much  of  that  fund  as  is  necesaary  for 
the  usual  and  ordinary  repaira  upon  the  farm.  Whatever  buildings,  fences,  or  other 
improvements  there  may  be  on  the  farm,  ought  to  be  kept  up  in  a  business-like  and 
farmer-like  manner;  but  further  than  this  the  Board  ought  not  to  go. 

In  respect  to  your  third  inquiry,  tbe  rule  Is  pretty  strict  that  no  portion  of  the 
appropriation  for  the  next  fiscal  year  ending  Jans  80,  1890,  can  be  ased  for  any  ei- 
penaes  Ineurred,  except  within  that  fiscal  year.  The  appropriation  made  by  tbe 
preceding  Legislature  was  intended  to  be  sufficient  for  the  entire  fiscal  year  dosing 
Jane  80,  1889.  What  waa  appropriated  by  the  Legislature  was  intended  to  inolude 
alt  necessary  expenses  of  the  meetings  of  the  Board  up  to  the  end  of  the  flsosl  year, 
and  if  that  appropriation  haa  been  entirely  exhausted,  the  Board  ought  not  to  com- 
mence incurring  any  new  liabilities  or  making  any  new  expenditures  until  the  next 
flecal  year  begios,  at  which  time  the.new  appropriation  begins  to  be  available,

Hon.  Lj/man  U.  Hvmphrev,  Oovernor  —  Dub  Sir:  I  have  examined  the  requisition 
papers  constitnting  the  demand  Of  tbe  Ooveinoi  of  the  State  of  Alabama  upon  you 
as  Oovernor  of  tbe  State  of  Kansas,  for  the  apprehension  and  delivery  of  one  John 
Allen  to  E.  W.  Smith,  as  agent  of  the  State  of  Alabama.  It  appears  from  tbe  papers 
in  question  that  the  indictment  upon  which  the  application  is  based  was  presented 
and  filed  in  the  City  Court  of  Montgomery  on  July  19, 1S8S.  The  indictment  is  very 
meager  tn  its  statement  of  facts;  and  while  it  may  be  valid  under  the  laws  of  the 
State  of  Alabama,  it  seems  to  lack  many  of  the  essential  requirements  of  an  indict- 
ment known  and  recognized  by  the  oommon  law.     It  is  impossible  to  determine 
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from  the  papers  vhen  the  alleged  oSanse  iraa  oommitted,  exoept  that  it  waa  prior 
to  the  date  of  the  flndiag  of  the  indictmeiit.  Under  rule  6  of  the  rulee  which  have 
been  heietofore  established  hj  the  Governor  of  the  State  of  Kansas  in  JBsalng  ei- 
eoDtive  varrauts  for  the  apprehension  and  rendition  of  fugitives  from  justice  npon 
reqaisitioDS  of  Governors  of  other  States,  these  papers  aie  defective  in  not  furnish- 
ing anjr  good  reasons  tor  the  delai  in  causing  the  arrest  of  the  alleged  erimiQal.  I 
find  by  reference  to  the  Dies  of  jour  office  that  the  rule  in  qnestion  is  as  (oUowSi 
to  wit:  "VI.  I(  the  offense  is  not  of  recent  oconrrenoe,  good  reasons  must  be  given 
tor  the  delay  in  oaosing  the  arrest." 

Bee  4  of  ohap.  109  of  the  Lavs  ot  18S6  provides  that  the  Oovernor  of  this  State, 
in  any  case  authorized  by  the  Constitntion  ot  the  United  States  and  the  acts  of  Con- 
greas  made  in  pursuance  thereof,  may.  on  demand,  deliver  over  to  the  eieontive  au- 
thority of  any  other  State  or  Territory  any  person  charged  therein  vrith  treason, 
felony,  or  other  crime  committed  therein;  provided,  that,  among  other  things,  such 
demand  shall  be  accompanied  by  sworn  evidence  that  it  is  not  made  for  the  pnrpoee 
"ot  removing  the  alleged  tngitive  to  a  foreign  jurisdiction,  with  a  view  there  to 
serve  him  or  her  with  civil  process;"  and  also,  that  "the  demand  is  made  in  good 
faith  tor  the  pnnishment  of  crime,  and  not  for  the  purpose  of  collecting  a  debt  or 
pMranlary  mulct."  The  papers  in  this  case  do  contain  the  allegation  that  the  de- 
mand is  not  made  for  the  pnrpose  Of  collecting  a  debt,  or  to  enforce  a  Dlaim,  and  is 
for  the  punishment  of  crime;  but  the  evidence  that  the;  are  not  for  the  pnrpose 
"of  removing  the  alleged  tngitive  to  a  foreign  jarisdiction,  with  a  vievr  there  to 
serve  him  or  her  with  civil  process"  is  wholly  omitted,  and  to  this  eitent  the  papers 
are  further  defective. 

A  further  defect  in  these  papers  consists  in  the  fact  that,  while  the  copy  ot  the  in- 
dictment is  certified  by  the  Governor  ot  Alabama  to  be  dnly  anthentioated,  the  other 
paper  aocompanying  the  application,  to  wit,  the  affidavit  ot  W.  D.  Weeoot,  sheriff, 
is  not  certified  by  the  Governor  to  be  authentic.  While  there  is  no  speoial  reason 
to  doQbt  the  aatbenticity  of  this  aocompanying  paper,  I  find,  by  reference  to  the 
rnles  on  file  in  yonr  office,  that  the  anthenticity  of  this  accompanying  paper  shonld 
be  certified  by  the  Governor.  Said  role  is  as  follows,  to  wit;  "I.  The  requisition 
should  be  accompanied  by  certified  oopies  ot  the  indiatment  or  affidavit,  and  copies 
of  alt  papera  which  were  presented  to  the  exeoativa  authority  of  the  State  or  Terri- 
tory from  whence  the  requisition  came.  All  papers  should  be  certified  by  the  Gov- 
ernor making  the  requiaition  to  be  authentic." 

Under  all  the  ci  roam  stances,  yon  wonld  be  justified  in  declining  to  honor  the 
raqnisition  in  qaeetion  until  the  defects  herein  pointed  out  shall  have  been  corrected. 
I  think  it  would  also  be  proper  to  require  a  more  complete  statement  of  the  facts 
conatitDting  the  alleged  offense,  by  affidavit  or  otherwise,  than  is  to  be  foand  in  the 
papers  in  question.

Hon.  Lyman  U.  Humphrey,  Governor — Diab  Sib:  I  have  tha  honor  to  acknowl- 
edge the  racaipt  of  yonr  favor  ot  the  8th  inst.,  in  regard  to  tha  claim  of  the  sheriff 
ot  Norton  county  for  the  reward  ot  $300  offered  tor  the  arrest  and  conviction  of 
the  mnrderer  of  John  Ruff,  at  Lenora,  in  said  county. 

It  is  the  duty  of  a  sheriff  to  diligently  search  after,  pursue  and  arrest  all  persons 
charged  with  the  commission  of  crime  in  his  county,  and  against  whom  writs  have 
been  placed  in  his  hands  for  execution.  And  in  the  execution  of  the  warrant  tor 
the  arrest  ot  the  mnrderer  of  John  Euff,  the  sheriff  had  authority  to  pursne  him  into 
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an;  connt;  within  this  Btate,  and  there  make  the  arrest  and  bring  the  prisoner  baok 
to  Morton  count;  for  trial. 

For  such  Bervioes  the  sheriff  wodM  not  be  entitled  to  the  reward.  See.  116  of 
ohep.  25,  Comp.  Lavs  1885,  page  'iM,  in  terms  expresBl;  prohibits  a  sheriff  from 
roceiviUK  an;  greater  fees  than  are  allowed  b;  law  for  such  Bervioea. 

Seo.  210  of  chap.  81,  Comp.  Laws  1886,  page  852,  makes  it  a  orime  for  (he  sheriff 
to  demand  and  receive  an;  fee  or  reward  for  (be  performanoe  of  an;  official  act  as 

If  the  arrest  of  this  criminal  was  therefore  made  b;  the  iberiff  within  this  State, 
and  pursuant  to  a  warrant  plaoed  in  his  hands  aa  sheriff,  (or  execution,  he  is  not 
entitled  to  the  reward. 

The  tacts  included  in  (he  statement  of  the  count;  attome;  are  not  sulScient  to 
show  that  the  sheriff  is  entitled  to  this  reward.  The  objeot  of  issuing  the  lewaid 
was  not  to  stimolate  the  officers  of  Norton  count;  to  do  their  duty;  this,  it  will  be 
oonolusiveljp  preanmed,  was  uot  neeeasnr;;  and  the  sheriff  coald  not  legally  earn  the 
reward  by  simply  discharging  hia  daty  as  sheriff  of  Morton  county. 

If  there  are  faota  existing  which  take  the  case  out  of  the  general  rule,  as  herein 
stated,  they  do  not  appear  in  the  count;  attorney's  statement. 

A.S  at  present  adTtsed,  the  sheriff  is  not  entitled  to  the  reward.

In  reply  to  the  qcestioos  therein  contained,  I  would  say: 

First:  Owners  of  dams  and  streams  are  requited  b;  law  to  ereot  flBb-wa;s,  and  it 
is  made  the  dot;  of  the  Commissioner  of  Fisheries  to  B«e  that  the;  do  so.  For  the 
purpose  of  enforcing  this  taw,  he  has  the  power  to  call  to  his  assistance  the  county 
attorney  of  en;  oount;  in  the  State  where  the  law  has  not  been  complied  with. 

Second:  It  is  "unlawful  to  oatoh  or  attempt  to  oatoh  or  to  kill  fish  in  any  of  the 
Inland  waters  of  the  State  of  Kansas  by  means  of  an;  drag-net,  gill-net,  drift-net, 
trammel- net,  seine,  fish-pot,  set-net,  wire- pond,  or  b;  poisoning  the  waters  with  lime 
or  any  deleterious  snbstanoe  whatever,  or  by  making  an;  obstrnotion  to  Che  natural 
transit  of  fish  for  the  purpose  of  catching  the  same;  ProTtided,  Nothing  in  this  act 
shall  prevent  persons  from  fishing  in  private  ponds  upon  their  own  land."  (Sessiou 
Laws  1886,  chap.  108,  see.  2.)  It  is  lawful  for  any  person  to  remove  any  obatrnotion 
which  has  been  placed  in  a  stream  for  the  purpose  of  catching  flsh.  The  ueta  can 
be  removed  and  the  parties  can  be  proeecuted.  The  statute  does  not  seem  to  con- 
template the  deetrnation  of  the  nets.  In  case  nets  are  fonnd  in  a  stream  and  are 
removed  under  the  statute,  I  think  it  would  be  proper  for  the  person  removing  them 
to  retain  possession  of  them  for  the  purpose  of  being  used  as  evidence  on  the  trial 
of  the  person  charged  with  placing  them  in  the  stream  in  violation  of  law,  and  thus 
prevent  their  being  immediately  replaced  in  the  stream. 

Third:  The  trot-lines  as  described  b;  ;on  are  not  named  in  terms  iu  the  statute, 
bat  I  think  are  within  the  intent  of  the  law,  and  oome  within  the  language  found  in 
section  2  of  chap.  108  of  the  Laws  of  1886,  where  the  Legislature  uses  the  words  "b; 
making  any  obstruction  to  the  natural  transit  of  fish  for  the  purpose  of  catching  the 

Fburlh:  It  is  the  duty  of  the  county  attorney  to  proseonte,  upon  the  information 
of  an;  citizen  of  the  oount;,  or  the  Commissioner  of  Fisheries,  for  an;  and  all  vio- 
lations of  the  laws  relating  to  flsh  and  fisheries.

—  Dbab  Sib:  I  have  the  honor 
to  acknovrledge  the  receipt  of  jour  favor  of  the  dth  inst,,  in  which  yon  inqnire  by 
what  means  or  from  what  soerce  ooanty  sheriffs  performing  dntj  tor  the  State,  in  the 
matter  of  qaarantining  diseased  stock,  can  receive  payment  for  the  time  and  money 
eipended  b;  them  in  the  performance  of  such  datiee. 

By  see.  118  of  chap,  lOfi,  Comp.  Lawe  1SS6,  page  941,  it  is  made  the  duties  of  sher- 
iffs to  whom  the  eiiatence  of  any  infecttoas  or  oontagioue  disease  of  any  domeatio 
animals  is  reported,  to  forthwith  go  to  the  place  where  snch  domestic  animals  are 
and  examine  the  same  and  prescribe  such  temporary  qnarantine  regnlationa  as  will 
prexent  the  spread  of  the  contagion  or  infection  nntii  the  Live-Stock  Sanitary  Com- 
mission provide  and  order  suitable  qnarantine  rnlea  and  regulations.  By  sec  20  of 
the  same  act  the  Live-Stock  Sanitary  Commission,  in  the  discharge  of  their  dntiea, 
have  the  power  to  call  upon  an;  sheriff  to  execute  their  orders,  and  the  sheriff  ia 
required  to  obey  the  orders  of  the  Commiasioo,  and  is  entitled  to  reaeive  compensa- 
tion therefor  the  same  as  is  provided  by  law  for  like  services,  the  same  to  be  paid 
as  other  expenses  of  said  Live-Stock  Sanitary  Commission  are  paid.  Bnt  the  Legia- 
latnre  made  no  appropriation  at  its  last  session  to  cover  this  claes  of  expenses  foi 
the  biennial  period  next  ensaing.  In  the  abseooe  of  such  appropriation,  sheriffa 
performing  saoh  daties  woold  be  entitled  to  present  their  claims  therefor  to  the 
State  at  the  next  session  of  the  Legislature,  and  if  appropriation  should  then  be 
made  therefor,  would  be  entitled  to  draw  their  pay  from  the  State  treasury.  The 
ofBoera  in  snch  cases,  however,  would  have  to  take  their  chances  of  being  fairly  dealt 
with  by  the  Legislature  and  paid  for  snch  services. 

It  is  within  the  power  of  the  Legislature,  by  omitting  or  refusing  to  make  appro- 
priations for  any  branch  of  the  pnblic  service,  to  practically  paralyse  that  eervice. 
In  this  caae,  I  presnme  the  omission  to  make  the  needful  appropriation  was  simply 
an  oversight,  and  will  be  readily  corrected  at  the  next  session  of  the  Leglxlatare.

W.  H.  Alleman,  Sheriff,  Rananna,  Garfield  Co.,  Ka*.— Dxia  Sra:  I  have  the  honor 
to  acknowledge  the  receipt  of  yonr  favor  of  the  16th  inst. 

The  Supreme  Coart  has  decided  that  Eminence  is  the  county  seat  of  your  oonntj. 
The  law  makes  it  the  duty  of  all  county  officers  to  hold  their  ofBoet  at  the  county 
seat.  You  have,  therefore,  no  authority  to  prevent  any  one  or  more  of  the  coant; 
officers  from  removing  the  records  of  his  office  to  Eminence. 

On  the  other  hand,  the  peremptory  writ  of  mandant-wt  has  not  yet  been  issued  by 
the  Supreme  Court,  oommanding  the  county  officers  to  remove  their  rBoords  to  Em- 
inence. The  reason  why  such  writ  has  not  already  been  issued  Is  becauBe  the  attor- 
neys for  Ravanna  have  Bled  a  motion  in  the  Supreme  Court  for  a  rehearing  in  the 

The  effect  of  the  filing  of  this  motion  tot  a  tehearing  is  to  temporarily  stay  the 
ixHuance  of  the  writ  until  the  motion  for  rehearing  can  be  heard.  The  caae  was  fnlly 
considered  by  the  court,  as  I  am  informed,  and  it  would  not  be  proper  for  me  to  hold 
out  any  encouragement  to  the  people  of  Ravanna  that  the  Supreme  Court  is  likely 
to  reverse  its  own  decision  in  this  case. 
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The  people  o(  Eminenoe  are  not  entitled  to  remove  the  oonntf  recotda  (lom  Ba- 
Tanna  to  Eminence  by  force  oc  violence.  Thej  already  have  tbe  de«iiion  of  the 
Supreme  Coart  in  tbeir  favor. 

The  proper  oonrae  for  them  is  to  wait  patiently  nntil  the  motion  tor  the  rehearing 
has  been  heard  and  decided,  and  the  peremptoTf  writ  of  mandumtis  compelling  the 
lomoial  of  the  oonatj  tecorda  to  Eminence  properly  isBDed  by  the  Snpreme  Court, 
and  regolailj  served  by  the  Marahal. 

Id  the  meantime,  the  only  advice  I  can  give  yon  aa  Sheriff  of  the  connty  U,  that 
if  any  one  or  more  Of  the  ooQuty  officers,  tetying  apon  this  deeiHion  of  the  Snpreme 
Conrt,  ohooeea,  volnntaiily,  to  remove  the  reoordi  of  hla  office  Co  Eminenee,  yon  have 
no  right  or  anthority  to  interfere  with  him.

Lowe,  Seo'y  Board  of  Policn  Comm'rs,  Leavenuiorth,  JCaa.— Dkab  Sib:  I 
have  the  honor  to  scknowledge  the  reoBipt  of  yonr  favor  Of  the  Sth  inst.,  incloeing 
report  of  C.  H.  Robinson,  C.  M.  P.,  to  the  Board  of  Police  CommlsHioaerB  of  your 
city,  for  the  week  ending  Jnly  6,  1869,  and  reqneating  my  opinion  upon  the  points 
therein  presented.  The  sections  of  the  statute  applicable  to  the  questions  snggeated 
by  said  report,  are  aa  follows: 

"AnT  psnmn  who  nhnll  lake  or  rewlve  mijr  order  for  ininiicntlng  llquori  (rnm  iiny  pemoa  Iq  ibis 
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The  Supreme  Court  of  this  State  in  the  ease  of  The  Stale  vs.  Boraeek,  decided 
March  9,  1889,  and  not  yet  pablished  in  tbe  official  reports,  and  also  in  tbe  cosea  of 
TAe  Stale  vs.  Standiik,  87  Kaa.  848,  and  State  m.  Barrack,  27  Eat.  219,  have  decided, 
in  substance,  that  any  person  may  lawfully  send  an  order  to  a  dealer  in  intoxicating 
liquors  outside  of  tbe  State,  and  purchase  from  him  any  quantity  of  intoileating 
liquote  which  be  may  desire,  and  that  the  same  may  be  delivered  by  the  seller  to  a 
railroad  oompaoy,  express  company  or  other  common  carrlet,  where  the  sale  is 
made  ontside  of  tbe  State,  and  by  such  common  carrier  shipped  into  the  State  of 
Kansas,  and  delivered  to  tbe  parobaser.  And  that  the  purchaser  ao  receiving  the 
intoxicating  liquor  may  nae  it  as  be  sees  Bt;  he  may  drink  it,  or  give  it  away,  or  ho 
may  use  it  in  any  other  lawful  manner,  or  for  any  other  proper  purpose  to  which 
bis  inclination  may  lead  him.  There  is  this  limitation  to  be  found  in  tbe  law:  be 
cannot  re-sell  It,  either  directly  or  indirectly,  by  the  adoption  of  any  shift  or  device, 
nor  give  it  away,  to  evade  the  provisions  of  the  prohibitory  law. 

After  the  railroad  oompany  or  eipreas  company  or  other  common  carrier  has 
made  the  original  delivery  of  this  intoxicating  liquor  to  the  person  who  purchased 
it  outside  of  the  State,  the  liquor  then  becomes  amenable  to  the  laws  of  Kansas. 
The  express  oompany  have  no  authority,  after  Ibis  first  original  delivery  to  the  pur- 
chaser, to  again  load  it  into  their  express  wagons,  and  re-deliver  or  dietiibnte  it 
around  tbe  town,  under  the  direction  of  the  first  purchaser,  to  be  sold  or  given 
away  in  violation  of  law. 

The  opinion  expressed  in  this  report  by  Mr.  Sobinson  goes  too  far.    It  goes  be-

fond  the  law  and  bejoud  the  decisione  of  oat  Supreme  Conrt.  Mr.  Robioeoa's 
ecror  is,  however,  id  the  direction  of  the  strict  entoicement  of  the  law,  rstber  than 
in  oppositioii  to  i(i  and  for  tliis  he  ia  tn  be  oom mended.  BatDothingia  to  be  gained 
by  a&f  mliog  in  excels  of  the  autborit;  given  bj  law. 

Mr.  Btibinson  is  in  error  in  thinking  that  if  a  oitizen  of  Leavenworth  nends  to 
MiBsonri  for  intoiioating  liquors  for  hia  own  nsa,  that  be  mnst  flrst  get  a  permit 
from  the  probate  judge  tor  anch  purpoae.  :No  Bnoh  permit  it  reqnired  as  a  pre- 
reqaieiCe  to  the  parchaee  of  intoiioating  liqaora  b;  reeidenta  of  Kanana,  In  the  State 
of  Missouri,  or  eUe where  oat  of  the. State. 

The  moment,  however,  the  liquor  has  been  delivered  b;  the  oommon  aarrier,  to 
the  parctuuier  residing  in  Kansas,  the  liqnor  then  becomes  sabjeot  to  onr  law.  The 
owner  who  is  residing  in  Kansas  oonld  not  sell,  or  by  anj  shift  or  device  to  evade 
the  prohibitor;  law,  distribate  it  to  others  to  be  nsed  as  a  beverage- 
It  would  be  neoeBBBr;  for  him  to  have  a  druggists'  permit  from  the  probate  judge 
of  the  connt;  in  wbioh  he  lives,  before  he  conld  lawful!;  make  anj  sale  of  it  what- 
ever, and  then  onl;  for  the  eioepted  purposes.

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In  reply  thereto  I  respeetfnlly  submit:  The  pardoning  power  is  usually  considered 
a  prerogative  of  the  Chief  Executive  of  the  State;  but  it  is  not  necessarily  so.  The 
power  to  pardon  is  a  grant  from  the  people,  in  whom  the  sovereign  powers  of 
government,  not  otherwise  elpresiily  delegated,  are  always  to  be  fonnd. 

Were  the  pardoning  power  exclusively  vested  in  the  Governor,  the  liegiBlature 
would  have  no  right  to  prescribe  rales  and  regulations  under  and  by  virtue  of  which 
the  Executive  shonid  exercise  the  power;  am 
assume  by  the  enactment  of  a  law  to  provide 
the  Oovemor  aboatd  be  controlled  in  the  e. 
at  the  most,  woald  only  be  advisory,  and  i 
Governor. 

But  in  the  State  of  Kansas,  the  authority  of  the  Legislature  to  prescribe  regnla- 
ttous  and  restrictioQs,  under  which  the  pardoning  power  shall  be  exercised,  cannot 
be  well  qaestioned. 

The  Legislatare  has  such  power.  It  has  exercised  this  power  by  providing  that 
nil  applications  tor  pardon  shall  be  referred  to  the  Board  of  Pardons.  The  author- 
ity for  such  legiBlalion  ia  to  be  found  in  see.  7,  art.  1  of  the  Constitution,  wherein 
it  is  provided  that  the  pardoning;  power  shall  he  vested  in  the  Governor,  ander  teg- 
alations  and  reatriotious  pceaoribed  by  law. 

There  are  proviaitms,  more  or  less  broad,  to  the  same  purport — that  the  pardon- 
ing power  shall  be  exercised  by  the  Executive  under  regulations  to  be  prescribed  by 
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law — In  the  oonalitntioDB  o(  Florida,  Alabama,  ATkannas,  Teias,  MisBisaippi,  Ore- 
gon, ludiaaa,  Iowa,  and  Virginia,  as  veil  aa  in  Kansas.  In  sach  ol  the  Slates  as  vest 
the  pardontng  poirer  in  the  Executive  vitboat  reference  to  tbe  legnlationH  wbiah 
majr  be  preeorlbed  b;  tbe  Legislature,  the  prerogative  of  the  Gavernor  to  iaaae  par- 
dona  cannot  be  controlled  or  legnlated  by  any  other  power.  But  the  rnle  is  different 
in  this  State,  and  in  the  other  States  having  oonstitntiooal  provisions  similar  to  oar 
own  in  relation  to  the  pardoning  power. 

It  is  my  opinion  that  joa  have  no  aathorit;  to  act  npon  an  application  tor  a 
pardon  withont  first  aabmitting  the  case  to  the  Board  of  Pardons  tor  investigation 
and  reoommendation.

In  response  thereto  I  respectfully  submit:  That  the  frequent  abeenoesof  tbe  jas- 
tloe  of  tbe  peace  from  his  township,  and  conseqnent  negleot  to  transact  tbe  duties 
'    ot  his  office,  do  not  create  a  vacancy  in  tbe  office. 

Second,  you,  as  Governor,  bave  no  anthorlty  whatever  to  remove  a  justice  of  the 
peace  from  his  office  for  any  neglect  by  him  to  perform  his  dnties  as  such  officer. 

By  sec  212,  chap.  Si,  Comp.  Laws  IHgfi,  page  3fi2,  the  law  provides  anothcT  remedy 
for  lawfnl  miacondact  or  mudemeaiior  in  office,  oi  tor  neglect  to  perform  any  duty 
enjoined  apon  any  officer  by  law,  wherein  snch  misconduct  ia  office  or  neglect  to 
perform  bis  dutiee  is  made  a  ciiminai  offense,  paoiahable  by  One  or  imprieonment 
in  the  oonnty  jail,  or  by  both  encb  fine  end  imprisonment.

The  city  of  Argentine  has,  by  proclamation  of  the  Qovernor  bearing  date  July 
20,  1889,  been  declared  a  city  of  tbe  second  class. 

By  the  eitension  of  the  city  limits  the  city  has  acquired  a  considerable  portion 
of  tbe  territory  which  formerly,  made  up  School  District  No.  41,  including  the  school- 
hoDse  and  school  groand  of  the  district,  thus  practically  taking  its  entire  school 
property. 

I  understand  the  school-hoiiBe  to  have  been  bnilt  from  the  proceeds  of  bonds  is- 
sned  by  School  District  No.  41,  before  any  portion  ot  its  territory  was  taken  into 
the  city  ot  Argentine,  and  that  the  school  grounds  were  purchased  under  contract 
by  School  District  No.  41,  and  not  yet  paid  tor. 

The  remainder  of  School  District  No.  41  can  be  attached  to  the  city  of  Argentine 
for  school  purposes,  under  sec  3,  chap.  92,  Comp.  Laws  1885,  page  842,  if  desired 
by  tbe  people. 

Id  case  the  remainder  ot  School  District  No.  41  is  not  attaobed  to  tbe  oity  ot  Ar- 
gentine for  school  purposes,  under  the  etatnte  above  referred  to,  tbe  city,  having 
aaqaired  the  school-honse  and  tbe  school  ground  which  formerly  belonged  to  School 
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Dlatriot  No.  41,  ought  to  asBame  the  pajment  of  tbe  bonds  and  the  indebledDesa 
for  the  school  grounds. 

The  attention  of  the  coanty  anperintendent  is  called  to  ohap.  218  of  tbe  IiBwb  of 
1887,  giving  him  aathorit;,  vhenever  a  ait;  of  the  third  class  becomes  a  city  of  the 
aeoond  class,  to  detach  a  portion  of  its  territory  in  the  same  maniier  as  is  provided 
in  sec.  13  of  chap.  163  of  the  Laws  of  1S81.  The  saperiotendetit  will  Qnd  in  tbia 
chapter  aathority  to  make  sooh  adjnatnient  of  the  territory  between  the  city  of  Ar- 
gentine, which  is  organizing  aa  a  city  of  the  second  clasa,  and  School  Diatriot  No.

Hon.  T.  McCarthy,  Auditor  of  Slate  — "Dxat^ia:  In  reply  to  the  inqoiry  of  the 
Coanty  Clerk  of  Gray  coanty  concerning  the  taiation  of  irrigating  ditches  and 
property  of  corporations  formed  in  this  State  tor  the  construction  and  maintenance 
of  dams  and  oanals  tor  the  pnrpose  of  irrigation,  I  respeotfnlly  snbmit;  The  Legia- 
latare  bae  not  aeen  fit  to  proyide  any  special  method  for  tbe  asaeaanient  and  taxation 
of  this  claaa  of  property  aa  in  the  caae  of  the  property  of  railroad  corporations, 
banks  and  bankers,  and  some  other  olasses  of  property.  Wa  mnst,  therefore,  look 
to  the  general  laws  providing  for  the  taxation  of  real  and  personal  property  and  the 
property  of  oorporations.  The  general  tnle  is,  tbat  ali  property  aball  be  listed  and 
taxed  eaDh  year  in  tbe  townsbip,  school  dlatriot  or  city  in  wbiob  the  property  ie  lo- 
cated. Tbe  dam,  the  irrigating  ditch,  with  its  neoesaary  water-gates,  flumes,  flitores 
and  attachments,  ia  property  having  a  fixed  location;  hat  especially  in  the  oase  of 
the  irrigating  ditch  itaelf,  extending  coatinnonsly  throagh  many  different  town- 
ships, school  districts,  cities,  and  in  some  instances  extending  throagh  several  ooan- 
ties,  making  ooe  oODtinaoas  line  of  ditcb  tbiongh  which  water  ie  conveyed  for 
irrigating  purposes  all  along  the  line  of  the  ditch.  In  addition  to  the  fixed  and 
located  property,  oonsiating  of  the  ditch  and  its  fixtarea  and  attaohmenta  and  the 
dam,  which  ehonld  be  listed  and  taxed  in  the  varions  taxing  districts  throagh  which 
it  extends,  anch  incorporated  companies  are  reqnired  ander  sec.  12  of  cbap.  107, 
Comp.  Laws  188C,  page  i)18,  to  list  in  tbe  township  or  city  where  the  principal  office 
Of  the  company  is  kept,  the  fall  amoont  of  stock  paid  iu  and  remaining  aa  capital 
stock  at  its  troe  valne  in  money. 

By  the  same  aeotion  thia  stock  ia  required  to  be  taxed  aa  other  personal  property, 
with  a  proviao,  however,  that  anch  amount  of  the  stock  as  may  be  invested  in  real 
or  personal  property  in  the  State  of  Kansas  shall  be  dednoted  from  the  amount  of 
the  capital  stock.  But  by  tbe  «ame  proviso  it  is  required  tbat  the  listing  agent  of 
the  company  shall  at  the  time  fnrniah  to  tbe  assessors  for  taxation  aaob  real  or  per- 
sonal property  in  tbe  State  of  Kansas  aa  the  stock  of  tbe  company  may  be  invested 
in,  which  aaid  property  shall  be  particularly  specified  and  given  by  the  Hating  agent 
to  the  assessors  for  taxation.  Yonra  reapeotfnlly,

the  receipt  of  yonr  favor  of  the  Ist  inat.  It  ia  my  opinion  that  the  very  worat  thing 
that  the  temperanoe  people  of  the  State  of  Kanaaa  have  to  contend  with  ia  the  im- 
portation into  tbe  State  of  intoxicating  liquora  upon  orders  sent  to  liquor-dealers 
in  MiBBonri,  Nebraaka,  and  other  places  outside  of  the  State  of  Kansas. 

The  courts  have  decided  that  when  a  liquor-dealer  Id  another  State  ti 
order  at  his  place  of  business  in  auoh  other  State  by  mail  or  telegraph  for  i: 
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esting  llqnorB,  aad  fUIa  that  order  and  delivecs  the  liquors  to  a  railroad  oompany, 
eipragA  company  or  other  oommon  carrier  in  the  State  where  he  is  doing  baeineas, 
to  be  flhipped  and  carried  to  the  parobaeer,  that  eaoh  dellTery  to  the  railroad  corn- 
pan;  or  expresa  oompan;  ia  in  law  a  delivery  to  the  pnrchaeer  himself,  he  having 
made  the  common  carrier  his  agent  to  accept  anch  delivery  and  receive  the  goods 
for  him;  and  that  this  delivery  oompletee  the  sale  of  the  liquor;  and  that  the  whole 
transaction  oonatitotsB  a  MUsonri  or  Nebraska  sale,  aa  the  case  may  be.  The  oourta 
fnrther  hold  that  the  ooDveying  of  the  liquor  bo  sold  from  one  State  into  another  is 
an  act  of  inLeratate  oommeroe,  ot  which  the  Congreaa  of  the  United  States  has  ei- 
olDslve  oontrol;  and  that  thia  act  of  interstate  oommeroe  cannot  be  regnlated  by 
Slate  laws;  and,  therefore,  that  oar  prohibitory  law  of  Eaneae  doea  not,  and  cannot, 
reach  this  transaction;  and  that  the  railroad  company  or  eipiess  company  haa  the 
right  to  bring  snob  liquor  into  the  State  of  Kansas  and  deliver  it  to  the  citizen  of 
E ansae  who  ordered  and  parobaaed  the  same. 

Bnt  after  snob  delivery  has  been  made,  the  liqnor  then  beoomea  aabjeot  to  the 
laws  of  Eansaa;  and  any  sale  ot  the  same,  either  directly  or  indirectly,  by  any  sort 
of  shift  or  device  by  a  person  having  no  drngglste'  permit,  and  for  pniposes  other 
than  medicinal,  aoientiflc  and  mechanical,  is  a  violation  of  out  prohibitory  law,  and 
anbjecta  the  offender  to  floe  and  imprisonment;  and  it  the  clnb  at  which  yon  apeak, 
after  ordering  and  getting  their  liqnora  into  their  ctnb-room,  or  other  place  of 
deposit  in  yonr  city,  by  any  sort  ot  shift  or  device,  sell  the  same  to  their  own  mem- 
bers, or  to  other  people  not  members  of  their  oinb,  the  person  so  selling  or  dispos- 
ing of  these  liquors  can  be  prosecated  under  oar  prohibitory  law.  The  latest  decision 
of  our  Bnprems  Conrt  in  reference  to  this  matter  was  a  proseoution  nnder  the  pro- 
hibitory laiv  against  oertaiu  members  of  vrhat  was  bnown  as  the  "Arion"  olub  of 
the  city  ot  Topeka,  in  wbioh  the  olnb  after  ordering  their  liquors  from  Kansas  City, 
Missoari,  undertook  to  distribute  the  aame  by  means  of  certain  little  "  ohips  "  vrbioh 
they  aold  to  their  members  at  a  Bzed  price,  each  ''chip"  entitling  the  holder  to  a 
glass  ot  the  in  to  ilea  ting  liquor;  but  no  one  except  members  of  the  olnb  were  entitled 
to  purchase  "ohips,"  and  the  amount  ot  liquor  which  each  member  was  entitled  to 
have  in  the  distrlbntion,  depended  npon  the  number  of  ohips  wbioh  he  had  pre- 
viously bought  from  one  of  the  officers  of  the  clnb.  The  oourt  decided  that  this 
distribution  of  the  liqaoc  among  the  members  ot  the  olnb  by  means  ot  the  sale  ot 
these  ohips,  was  a  violation  of  onr  prohibitory  law. 

My  advioe  is  for  yon  and  other  ciCizana  interested,  to  obtain  all  the  Information 
yon  are  able  to  aa  to  (he  method  pnraned  by  the  clnb  in  your  city,  and  oonaolt  with 
your  county  attorney;  and  it  in  his  Jadgment,  under  this  late  decision  ot  the  Supreme 
Court  referred  to,  Slate  va.  Horacek,  decided  March  9,  16S9,  and  reported  in  SI  Pa- 
oiBc  Reporter,  page  204,  the  facts  will  justify,  have  him  commence  snit  against  thia 

I  am  anxious  to  have  the  prohibitory  law  strictly  eutorced  in  yonr  city  and  oonnty, 
and  I  regret  that  I  cannot  advise  the  aeiznre  of  the  intoxicating  liquora  at  the  ex- 
press office  or  railroad  depot  in  your  city  when  ordered  by  citizens  of  Kansas  from 
ontaide  the  State.  Are  there  any  "joints"  or  other  places  in  your  city  where  in- 
toxicating liquors  are  sold  in  violation  of  iawF 

What  are  the  characters  of  your  cocnty  attorney,  sheriCT.  and  the  mayor  of  yonr 
city,  and  what  are  their  sympathies  in  regard  to  the  prohibitory  lawf  Do  they  favor 
its  strict  enforcement,  or  Are  they  inclined  to  favor  those  who  violate  itT  Kindly 
give  me  any  information  yon  have  wbioh  will  throw  light  cpon  these  inqDirles. 

I  deaire  to  ooSperate  with  the  temperanoe  people  ot  your  city  and  conuty  in 
securing  the  proper  enforcement  of  the  law;  and  I  wish  to  be  advised  as  fully  aa 
poaaible  of  the  sitnatlou  in  yonr  commnnity.

AUeman,  aberJff  ol  that  oonntf,  and  to  Hon.  Milton  Brown,  attomey  of  record  in 
the  Snpreme  Court  for  the  people  of  Eminence,  bearing  date  Jal;  17,  1689,  and  re- 
lating to  the  BBme  mattera. 

The  people  of  Eminenoe  are  not  entitled  b;  force  or  violence  to  remove  the  connty 
records  of  any  one  or  more  of  the  ooonty  offloes  from  Ravanna  to  Eminence.  An; 
attempt  on  the  part  of  any  oitizen  of  Oarfleld  oonnty  to  do  this  wonld  be  a  Tiolation 
of  law,  and  mnst  not  be  permitted. 

The  people  of  Ravanna  are  not  entitled  by  force  or  violence  to  prevent  the  re- 
moval of  the  ooant;  records  of  any  one  or  more  of  the  ooonty  offioes  from  Ravanna 
to  Eminenoe;  nttd  no  attempt  on  the  part  of  any  citizen  or  adherent  of  Ravanna  to 
do  so  muHt  be  permitted. 

The  adherents  at  each  town  mast  keep  hands  oft.  The  Snpreme  Conrt  has  de- 
cided that  Eminence  is  the  legal  ooant;  seat.  The  law  requires  oonnty  officers  to 
keep  their  offices  at  the  ooant;  seat.  Pending  the  decision  of  the  Snpreme  Court 
npon  the  motion  for  rehearing  in  the  Qarfield  coanty-neat  oooteet  CMse,  if  any  one  of 
the  connty  officers  chooaea,  volnntaril;  and  peaoeably,  to  remove  the  reoorda  of  hie 
office  to  Eminenoe  the  citizens  and  adherents  of  Ravanna  have  no  right  or  anthority 
to  interfere  vith  bimj  bat  he  cannot  be  compelled  at  present  to  remove  his  office 
from  Ravanna  to  Eminence;  and  the  people  of  Eminence  have  no  right  to  ineist 
□pon  an;  anch  removal  at  this  time. 

M;  advice  to  the  people  of  Eminence  u  to  let  the  connty  officers  remain  where 
they  are  antil  the  final  decision  of  the  Bapreme  Conrt  is  rendered  npon  the  motion 
for  rehearing.  The;  have  the  decision  of  the  Snpreme  Conrt  in  their  favor.  Th«; 
can  well  afford  to  wait  patiently  antil  the  final  daoiaion  on  the  motion  for  rehearing. 
Any  other  conrse  on  the  part  of  the  people  of  Eminence  woald  be  nnwise,  inJndioiooB, 
and  likely  to  provoke  a  disturbance  of  the  peace.  The  only  proper  thing  for  the 
people  of  Eminence  to  do  is  to  let  the  ooauty  officers  remain  where  the;  are  for  the 
present.  No  good  parpoae  will  be  acoomplished  by  any  other  coarse  or  procedace.

Hon,  J.  W.  Hatniltim,  State  Treasurer  —  DsiB  Sis:  I  have  the  honor  to  acknowl- 
edge the  receipt  of  ;onr  verbal  reqneat  for  an  opinion  in  relation  to  the  certiQcatea 
of  indebtedness  Issaed  nnder  chapter  180  of  the  Laws  of  1H8T,  to  provide  for  the 
pB;ment  of  losses  by  the  invasion  of  the  State  b;  bands  of  guerrillas  and  macaod- 
ers.  By  the  terms  of  the  act  saoh  certificates  of  indebtedness  are  made  receivable 
in  payment  of  all  State  taxes,  with  the  exception  of  school  taxes,  levied  for  the  year 
during  which  they  are  payable,  and  tor  all  subsequent  years. 

It  is  m;  opinion  that  the  holders  of  sach  certificates  are  entitled  to  present  the 
same  to  the  county  treasarera  of  the  several  oounties  in  pa;ment  of  State  taxes  Be 
aforesaid,  and  that  the  count;  treasurers  are  required  to  receive  them  for  such  pur- 
pose; and  that  yoa  are  reqaired  to  receive  the  same  from  the  several  count;  treas- 
nreta  in  making  their  settlement  with  yon  (or  all  of  the  State  taies  ooUeoted  b; 
them  in  their  several  counties,  with  the  single  exception  of  the  school  taxes.  When 
ao  received  by  ;ou,  ;ou  are  entitled  to  place  the  same  to  the  account  of  an;  fund 
for  which  the  State  taxes  for  which  the;  are  made  receivable  is  collected,  and  to  re- 
ceive credit  aocordingl;. 

Whenever  there  is  money  in  the  State  treasury  appropriated  for  the  purpose  of 
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paying  thete  aertifloates  of  iodsbtednewi  bo  placed  to  the  sooonnt  of  snj  fund,  thej 
should  be  paid  off  and  oanceled.  Until  monej  is  appropriated  for  the  payment  of 
these  oertlfloatea  of  indebtednees,  they  mnet  be  carried  by  you  as  money  reoelred 
for  State  taxes,  In  the  eeveral  fanda  to  the  account  of  whioh  they  have  been  placed.

—  Dbib  Sib:  I  am  dnly  in  receipt 
ot  yODt  telegram  this  morning.  I  ansirered  briefly  by  wire,  and  now  write  yon  more 
fully. 

The  lav  in  question,  ohap.  199,  page  29S,  Laws  of  1889,  contains  both  In  the  title 
and  in  section  1,  a  elerioal  error  wherein  chap.  147  of  the  Laws  of  1871  Is  sought  to 
be  ameoded,  where  it  evidently  means  chapter  117.  Chapter  147  of  the  Seseion 
Laws  ot  1R71  is  an  aot  relating  to  a  pack  in  the  village  of  Anbutn,  in  Shawnee  oonnty. 
The  Legislatnre  by  this  aol  songht  to  amend  section  1  of  chapter  117.  I  oarefnlly 
examined  the  enrolled  bill  in  the  Secretary  ot  State's  office  to  find  whether  the  elec- 
ical  error  had  arept  in  at  the  office  of  the  State  Printer  in  pnblishing  the  law,  01 
whether  it  had  ooonrred  earlier  in  the  oonrge  of  the  enactment  of  the  law.  I  And  as 
a  matter  ot  faot  that  the  enrolled  bill  is  eiactly  the  same  as  the  bill  is  printed  in  the 
SesBion  Laws.  The  error  in  the  title  was  oanaed  by  an  amendment  to  the  title,  sug- 
gested by  the  oommittee  of  the  judioiary  of  the  Honse.  The  error  in  the  body  of  the 
bill  was  fonnd  (o  be  in  the  original  draft  of  the  bill  as  first  introduced  in  the  Legis- 
lature. 

Under  all  the  oiTODDUtanoee,  a  court  might  find  it  somewhat  difficult  to  suitain 
eeotion  1  ot  this  law  as  amendatory  to  section  1  of  chapter  117.  It  the  oourts  were 
unable  to  sustain  this  eeotion  1  ae  amendatory  of  chapter  117,  then  eeotion  2  of  thia 
aot,  whioh  in  terms  repeals  seotion  1  of  ohaptar  117,  woold  also  have  to  fall  because 
not  oontained  in  the  title  to  this  aot  If,  however,  section  1  should  be  sostslned  by 
the  coart  as  amendatory  to  chapter  117,  this  seotion  S  would  also  stand  as  carrying 
out  (he  pTOTisions  of  seotion  1,  although  such  a  repealing  clause  where  a  aeotion  has 
been  amended  haa  been  held  by  our  Supreme  Court  not  to  be  neoeesary. 

Upon  the  whole,  I  bare  advised  several  of  the  oounty  attorneys  to  instruct  their 
boards  ot  county  commissioners  to  be  governed  by  the  provisione  of  this  law,  as  the 
Legislature  intended  it  to  be  amendatory  of  section  1  ot  chapter  117;  that  the  com- 
missioners ace  bound  to  observe  the  provisions  ot  this  aot  and  be  governed  by  it 
ontil  snob  time  as  a  competent  oourt  may  declare  it  invalid,  if  any  snoh  deoislon 
shonld  ever  be  made.  Under  this  law  as  it  stands  on  the  statute  book,  the  county 
eommissiouere  have  no  authority  to  discharge  any  person  from  Jail  who  has  been 
imprisoned  tor  failure  to  pay  any  fine  or  costs  imposed  tor  violations  of  the  pro- 
hibitory laws  of  this  State.  Tours  respeottnlly,

receipt  of  your  favor  of  the  6th  inst.  The  decision  in  28  Ras.,  Stale  v.  Craieford, 
p.  726,  was  rendered  prior  to  the  amendment  of  eeotion  IS  by  the  Laws  of  186G  and 
1887.  At  the  time  that  decision  was  rendered  there  was  nothing  in  said  see.  18  what- 
ever authorizing  an  injnnotion.  Mr.  Vance,  who  was  then  the  County  Attorney  of 
this  county,  took  the  position  at  that  time  that  even  (hough  the  statute  was  silent 
as  to  any  injunction,  and  there  was  nothing  in  the  law  that  in  any  wise  anthorized 
or  attempted  to  authorize  injunction  proceedings,  that  (he  oourt  neverthelees  in- 
herently had  snoh  power.  This  decision  in  28th  Eas.  was  a  deaision  in  opposition  to 
—7 
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Mc,  Vanoe'e  viewa.  Following  this  deoision,  and  for  ths  parpote  of  giving  the  Btate 
the  benefit  of  an  injnnotion  in  thii  olasa  of  oasas,  the  LegialatnTe  of  1SS6  amoDded 
this  BOO.  13  b;  adding  a  olaiue  eipresely  aathorizing  the  injnnotion  piooeedings; 
and  in  Older  to  make  the  matter  doabl;  snre,  the  same  LegialBtaie  amended  sec  2S8 
of  the  oode  of  oivil  piooednre,  fonnd  on  page  686  of  the  Comp.  Lavs  of  IBSfi,  bj  in- 
olnding  in  that  seotion  an  express  anthorit;  for  the  granting  of  an  fujnnctioa  ia 
the  name  of  the  State  to  enjoin  and  snppresB  the  keeping  and  maintaining  of  a 
common  nnisanoe.  The  Legislature  of  1887  farther  amended  this  seo.  IS  b;  adding 
a  provision  fot  altome;s'  fees  and  increasing  the  pnuiehment  for  a  violation  of  the 
injnnction,  so  that  it  ebonld  In  all  cases  inolnde  both  fine  and  imprisonment-  So 
far  as  I  am  avare,  since  the  amendment  of  this  sec.  18  by  the  Legislature!  of  189S 
and  18ST,  the  antboiity  of  the  ooort  to  grant  these  inJoDOtione  npon  a  proper  show- 
ing, both  temporary  at  the  eommenoement  of  the  snit  and  permanent  at  the  fliiBl 
hearing  and  trial,  ia  generally  oonoeded. 

I  had  a  oonversation  last  irinler  with  Jndge  Orozier,  the  presiding  jadge  of  the 
LeavenTorth  oonnty  district  court,  oonoeinlng  this  injanction  prooeeding,  and  he 
■ays  the  attorneys  of  Lea*enfrorth  who  have  been  defending  in  thie  class  of  oasea 
have  never  seen  fit  to  take  one  of  the  oases  involving  the  exact  question  of  the  power 
of  the  oonrt  to  grant  these  injnnotions  to  the  Sapreme  Conrt  for  review  einoe  the 
amendment  of  said  aection  13  by  the  Legislatures  of  1886  and  18B7,  although  he  hna 
been  in  the  habit  of  granting  snob  iDJonotiona  quite  freely.  I  mention  this  merely 
from  the  faot  that  the  injnnotion  proceeding  has  been  more  generally  and  more 
effectively  oaed  in  the  city  of  Leavenworth  as  an  aid  in  the  enforcement  of  the  pro- 
hibitory law,  than  in  any  other  oonnty  in  the  Btate.  Bo  far  aa  I  now  recolleot,  the 
Supreme  Court  has  not  directly  passed  upon  the  power  and  aathority  of  the  courts 
to  grant  these  injonotions  sinoe  the  amendment  of  the  law  in  1886  and  in  1867. 

It  is  my  opinion  that  under  said  section  IS  a  criminal  action  can  be  maintained 
against  the  owner  or  keeper  of  a  drinking- place  for  maintaining  a  common  nuisance, 
and  to  abate  the  plaoe  by  the  officer  taking  possession  thereat  and  destroying  all 
intoxicating  liquors  found  thereon,  together  with  the  signs,  soreens,  bars,  bottles, 
glasses,  and  other  property  used  in  keeping  and  maintaining  the  nnisanoe;  and  that, 
in  addition  to  this  criminal  action,  a  civil  action  in  the  name  of  the  State  can  also 
be  maintained  tor  an  injauotion  to  restrain  and  perpetually  enjoin  the  keeping  and 
maintaining  of  the  nuisance,  and  that  in  this  suit  %  temporary  injunction  should  be 
granted  at  the  commencement  of  the  action. 

I  inclose  you  herewith  a  form  of  a  petition  for  such  parpose,  which  is  substan- 
tially the  same  as  the  petition  used  in  such  cases  in  Leavenworth  and  other  counties 
where  this  method  of  enforcing  the  prohibitory  law  has  been  adopted. 

This  section  18,  as  amended  by  the  Legislature  of  188S,  came  before  the  Supreme 
Court  of  the  United  States  in  the  case  of  Karaas  v.  Zitbold,  reported  in  123  U.  S. 
62S.  After  quoting  section  18  in  full,  the  court  uses  the  following  language,  refer- 
ring to  the  provisions  of  this  section;

The  atatnte  aathorizing 
tbe  granting  of  dcn^^ts'  peimita  reqaires  that  the  partionlar  place  in  the  townabip, 
oity  or  ward  vbere  the  bnsineea  ia  located  shall  be  aet  forth  in  the  petition.  In  the 
oaae  of  Otto  t  Clatk  this  was  done,  apd  the  lot  and  block  where  the;  were  doing 
bnainess  were  properly  net  ont  in  the  petition.  Evidently  the  objeot  of  the  Legis- 
latnie  in  making  this  reqnirement  waa  to  confine  the  sales  of  intoxicating  llqnors 
nnder  the  permit  to  the  particular  place  and  location  deacribed  in  the  petition. 
Another  objedt  was,  to  have  the  location  of  the  bnslnesa  so  fully  identified  in  the 
petition  that  in  oaae  the  permit  ehonld  be  violated  by  the  druggist,  and  hla  place  of 
bnsineaa  become  a  common  nDisance  nnder  the  prohibitory  law,  it  oonld  be  specifi- 
cally enjoined  and  abated  as  snch.  Becanae  the  LegislBttite  baa  seen  fit  to  reqnire 
a  particnlai  deeoiiption  of  the  location  of  the  place  of  bosinesa,  I  think  no  sales 
nnder  the  permit  can  lawfully  be  made  at  any  other  location  or  any  other  place  of 
bnsinese.  Therefore,  if  Otto  A  Olark  deaire  to  remove  theii  bnslneea  to  another 
portion  of  the  city,  it  will  be  neceasary  for  them  to  take  ont  a  new  permit.

$1,000  oat  of  the  appropriation  made  by  the  Legislature  of  1889  tor  the  conatruc- 
tion  of  the  Btate  Indnttrial  Betormatory,  for  their  aervicea  as  architects  in  the  year 
18S7,  in  preparing  the  general  plan  inacoordanoewltbwbioh  the  reformatory  is  now 
being  constructed. 

From  the  statements  made  by  Hon.  Ed.  B.  Smith,  3.  B.  Bonebrake,  and  John 
Severance,  tbe  former  members  of  your  board,  it  would  seem  that  this  claim  of 
Haskell  t  Wood  is  a  jnst  clsim,  and  ought  to  be  paid  by  the  Btate.  My  impteasion, 
however,  is  that  it  will  be  neceaaary  for  these  claimants  to  aubmit  the  matter  to  tbe 
Legislstare,  and  request  the  making  of  a  specific  appropriation  for  the  payment  of 
this  claim.  I  do  not  think  your  board  has  the  power  to  pay  tbia  claim  for  aervicea 
rendered  In  1887  out  of  the  appropriation  made  by  obapter  60  of  the  Laws  of  1889. 
The  money  included  in  this  appropriation  bill  is  set  apart  exclusively  tor  the  pur- 
pose of  oontinoing  tbe  oonstrnotion  of  tbe  State  Industrial  Reformatory.  It  can 
properly  be  used  for  any  expenses  to  be  inoarred  by  y tinr  board  for  auch  purpoae, 
but  no  portion  of  it  can  properly  be  diverted  to  the  payment  of  this  claim  for 
a  rendered  two  years  ago.

Neither  the  board  of  ooDntj  oommisBionete  nor  the  direatots  of  the  fair  aasoci- 
ation,  aotiDg  separatalf ,  or  in  conjanotion,  oan  in  any  maanet  divert  the  fair  gronnda 
from  the  proper  nses  of  the  county  agrlooltarsl  aooiet;  of  jonr  oonnty.  This  prop- 
erly, by  the  tetma  of  the  stAtote,  ia  held  in  troat  by  the  Board  of  Conaly  Commia- 
aionera  for  the  aae  and  beue&t  of  the  ooanty  agricultural  aooiety.  No  valid  lease 
or  other  dlapoeltloti  oan  be  made  of  (be  property  which  will  in  auywiae  interfere 
with  the  tue  of  the  grounds  for  the  parpoae  of  holding  faira,  or  for  other  purposes 
of  the  ooanty  agriooltural  society. 

If,  however,  there  are  certain  portions  of  the  year  in  which  the  county  agrionl- 
taral  society  has  no  nse  for  the  fair  gconnds,  and  they  wonld  otherwise  be  entirely 
idle  and  anproductive,  there  would  be  no  harm  in  the  board  of  ooanty  commiasion- 
ere,  acting  in  ooujanction  with  the  directors  of  the  Hgrianttaral  aooiety,  permitting 
other  peraoDB  or  societiea  at  a  reasonable  rental,  to  nse  the  grounds  tor  lawful  pur- 
poses during  Buch  times  as  the  agricultural  society  has  no  use  for  the  grounds.  The 
money  received  from  the  rent  of  the  fair  gronnda,  however,  should  go  into  the 
treasury  of  the  agricoltorol  society  for  its  benefit;  and  in  giving  auoh  permisaion 
for  the  ose  and  ooonpanoy  of  the  fait  gtoaods  when  not  needed  by  the  county  agii- 
ODltnral  society,  care  should  be  taken  not  to  tie  up  the  hands  of  the  fair  association 
so  that  the  grounds  would  not  at  all  times  when  required  for  any  proper  purposes 
of  the  oonnty  agricultural  society,  bs  wholly  and  exclasively  at  its  disposal. 

The  holding  of  a  Chautanqna  aasembly  or  encampment  is  a  lawful  purpose.  So 
far  in  the  history  of  these  encampmenta  they  have  proved  to  be  a  public  benefit, 
and  are  engaged  in  by  law-abiding,  moral  and  religious  people.  Wherever  held 
they  exert  a  wholesome  and  moral  influence  upon  the  entire  community.  Great 
good  to  the  public  has  resnlted  from  these  encampments.  Under  the  limitations 
mentioned  in  this  letter,  there  is  no  good  reason  why  the  fair  grounds  might  not  be 
leased  to  responsible  parties  for  the  purpose  of  holding  Chantanqua  encampments 
at  snob  seasons  in  the  year  ss  would  not  interfere  in  anywise  with  the  ose  of  the 
grounds  for  the  holding  of  fairs,  or  the  other  purposes  of  the  county  agrionltnral 
society.

Hon.  T,  McCarthy,  Auditor  of  StaU —  DaxB  BiK:  I  have  the  honor  to  acknowledge 
the  receipt  of  your  favor  of  the  8d  inst..  In  which  you  request  my  opinion  as  to  the 
constitutionality  and  legality  of  the  Levy  of  S-10  of  a  mill,  made  this  year  to  meet  the 
requiremente  of  see.  14  of  ehnp.  268,  page  393  of  the  Session  Laws  of  1889.  In  re- 
sponse thereto,  I  respeottully  submit: 

The  object  of  the  tax  is  "to  provide  funds  for  the  current  expenses  of  the  State 
Dniversity,  and  for  buildings  and  repairs,  library  and  apparatus,  and  for  any  geo- 
logical survey  and  scientific  work  which  may  be  oonduoted  under  the  auspices  of 
the  University,  for  the  benefit  of  science  or  the  State."  The  maintenance  of  the 
University  Is  a  proper  public  purpose,  for  which  taxes  may  oonstitutionaUy  be 
levied. 

Sec  3,  srt.  6  of  the  Constitution,  provides  that  the  Legislature  shall  enooutage 
the  promotion  of  intelleotaal,  moral,  scientific  and  agricultural  improvement,  b;  es- 
tablishing a  uniform  system  of  common  sohools,  and  schools  of  a  higher  grade, 
including  collegiate  and  universitj  departments.    Sec  7  of  said  art.  6  of  the  CoDsti- 
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tnlion  Teqaiies  the  Legulatare  to  make  provialon  by  law  for  the  Mtablishment  of  a 
State  Unireraity,  for  the  promotion  of  literatare,  and  the  acta  and  soienoes.  In 
obedience  to  these  Teqairementa  of  the  Conatitntion,  the  Leglalatnre  did  eatablish 
and  haa  for  maoy  years  maintaiued,  at  the  expeuee  of  the  State,  the  Htate  Univer- 
elty,  located  at  Lavreaoe.  Thus  fat  the  University  has  been  snatained  by  appropii- 
atloas  made  from  time  to  time  by  the  Legislatare  from  the  piooeeds  ariaing  from 
tbe  Btate  taxef,  levied  and  oollected  as  and  (or  the  general  revenne,  to  defray  the 
out  rent  eipeoeee  of  the  State. 

The  Legialatare  of  1869  enacted  a  neir  lav  providing  for  the  government  and 
maintenanoe  of  the  Univsraity,  cnder  the  provisiona  of  aeo.  14  of  whtoh  the  tai  in 
qaeatioD  van  levied. 

The  language  of  the  aectiou  nnder  which  this  tax  was  levied,  is  as  follows:  "There 
shall  b«  made  for  the  Qsoal  year  ending  Jnne  30, 1891,  and  annually  thateatter,  and 
It  shall  be  in  lien  of  all  other  appropriations,  a  saffioient  levy  by  the  proper  officers 
to  create  a  fnnd  of  $75,000  per  annnm,  which  shall  be  levied  and  oollected  in  the 
same  manner  as  are  other  taxes,  and  which  shall  be  known  as  the  corrent  University 
fnnd."  Under  this  authorization  ol  the  statute,  the  levy  of  2-10  of  a  mill  in  qne«- 
tion  has  been  made. 

It  is  objected  that  this  levy  of  taxes  onght  not  to  have  been  made  until  next  year. 
The  fiacal  year  ending  Jane  30,  1891,  will  begin  on  Jnly  1,  1890.  The  fnnd  created 
by  this  levy  will  be  paid  into  the  treaanry,  one-half  thereof  sometime  in  Janaary, 
1890,  and  the  other  half  thereof  sometime  in  Jnly,  1890,  at  the  time  when  the  oonnty 
treasarers  make  their  semi-annaal  settlements  with  the  State  Treasnrer.  The  ob- 
jeot  of  (bis  tax  is  to  provide  for  the  current  elpenses  of  the  State  University  for 
the  year  cominenoing  Jnly  1,  1890. 

By  making  the  levy  this  year,  as  haa  been  done,  there  will,  at  the  oo  mm  en  cement 
of  the  said  fiscal  year,  be  on  hand  in  the  bands  of  the  Treaanrer  one-half  of  the 
fnnds  thne  set  apart  for  the  maintenacce  of  the  University,  and  the  other  half  will 
be  paid  in  shortly  thereafter.  If,  however,  this  levy  of  the  taxes  were  to  have  been 
made  next  year  instead  of  this  year,  not  a  dollar  of  the  proceeds  arising  therefrom 
could  have  been  paid  into  the  Btate  treaanry  until  one- half  of  the  fiscal  year,  to  meet 
the  expenses  of  which  the  tax  is  levied,  would  have  gone  by;  and  the  other  half  wonld 
not,  end  oonld  not  have  been  paid  into  the  treasary  nntil  after  the  close  of  the  fiscal 
year;  so  that  (or  the  expenses  o(  the  University  for  the  first  six  months  o(  the  fiscal 
year,  there  wonld  not  be  a  dollar  nntil  the  end  of  the  period,  and  (or  the  last  six 
months  there  wonld  be  no  money  at  all  dnring  the  flsoal  year. 

While  the  atatnte,  therefore,  does  not  say  when  this  levy  shall  be  made,  yet  in 
order  to  have  its  proceeds  available  for  the  onrrent  expenses  of  the  University  for 
the  fiscal  year  commenoing  Jnly  1,  1890,  and  ending  Jnne  30,  lS9t,  it  waa  necessary 
to  make  the  levy  this  year,  as  has  been  done. 

The  second  objection  arged  against  this  tax  levy  is,  that  by  the  langnsge  of  the 
atatDte  the  power  to  make  the  levy  has  been  delegated  by  the  Legialatnre  to  oertain 
Btate  offloers.  Instead  of  having  been  exercised  by  the  Legislatnie  itself. 

It  is  my  opinion  that  the  langnage  employed  in  the  act  providing  for  the  general 
tevenne,  chapter  297,  Senaion  Laws  18H9,  "there  is  hereby  levied,  and  the  proper 
officers  shall  collect,  a  tax  npon  all  property  of  the  State  sabjeot  to  taxation,"  would 
have  been  more  appropriate  for  the  purpose  than  the  langnnge  need  by  the  Legia- 
latnre in  this  statute,  as  hereinbefore  qnoted. 

But  no  set  form  of  words  is  reqaired  in  providing  for  the  levy  and  oollectiou  of 
a  State  tax  by  an  act  of  the  Legialatare. 

In  chapter  88  of  the  Qeneral  Statutes  of  18t>8,  the  language  used  in  the  general 
t,  providing  for  the  levy  and  oolleotion  of  State  taxes  for  the  onrrent  ex- 
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pensea  of  the  Btate,  and  all  other  parpoaea,  was  aa  foUcnrs:  "The  proper  offloera  are 
hereby  anthorlzed  aad  directed  to  lev;  and  oolleot  a  tax  upon  all  propertj  ot  Ihia 
Blate  subject  to  taxation,  as  foUoiTB:  For  onrrent  eipenses,  SJ  mills  on  the  dollar; 
for  payment  on  interest,  1}  milla  on  the  dollar;  lor  sinking  fund,  k  mill  on  the  dol- 
lar." In  the  Keneral  rerenne  acts  for  1869,  '70,  71,  '72,  '76,  the  language  is  sob- 
Btantiatly  the  same.  It  is  as  rnnoh  of  a  delegation  of  the  power  by  the  Legialatuce 
to  certain  State  officers  to  make  the  levj  in  each  of  these  aota  as  in  the  one  nndei 
conaideratloa.  Mo  question  waa  ever  raiaed  aa  to  the  legality  ot  the  Btate  taxes 
levied  in  those  yeats,  by  reason  of  thia  objeotion  urged  againat  the  law  in  question. 

Nnmeroos  other  preoedenta  may  be  tonad  wherein  the  language  employed  in  thia 
act  is  eubatantially  the  language  made  oae  of  by  the  Leglalature  year  after  year,  in 
levying  the  State  taxes. 

In  the  light  of  all  the  preoedents,  and  upon  a  proper  conatruotion  of  the  langnage 
need  In  thUstatate,looking  to  Its  sabstanoe  rather  than  the  teohnioal  use  of  the  words 
employed,  it  is  my  opinion  that  the  lev;  ot  this  2-10  of  a  mill  tor  the  snppoit  ot 
the  Dniveraity  waa  properly  authorized  by  law,  and  has  been  properly  made. 

The  fact  that  the  law  designated  the  amount  to  be  raised  by  this  tax  aa  (76,000 
annually,  instead  of  in  terms  fixing  the  rate  per  cent,  of  the  levy  at  2-10  of  a  mill, 
is  immaterial. 

The  determination  of  the  per  oent.  requited  to  produce  the  amount  designated 
by  the  Legialatnre,  aa  the  piooeeds  of  the  levy,  is  simply  a  matter  of  oom potation. 
The  whole  amount  ot  taxable  property  in  the  Slate,  as  fixed  by  the  State  Board  of 
Equalization,  ia  $380,815,078.49.  The  2-10-mitl  tax  levied  will  produce  a  little  leas 
than  $76,000. 

It  is  further  objected  that  the  law  in  queation  and  thia  levy  of  2-10  of  a  mill  in  pnr- 
auanoe  thereof.  Is  objectionable  for  the  reason  that  the  law  makes  provision  tor  a 
oontinning  annual  levy  of  an  amount  safflcient  to  produoe  $76,000,  for  the  current 
expensee  of  the  University  from  year  to  year,  for  an  indefinite  period  of  time,  lim- 
ited only  by  the  length  of  time  the  law  may  remain  on  the  statute  book  unrepealed. 
It  ia  aaid  that  the  Dniversity  is  a  State  Institation,  and  that  the  expense  of  main- 
taining it  ia  a  portion  of  the  current  expenaea  ot  the  State,  and  that  by  sec.  9  of 
art.  11  of  the  oonatitntion,  the  Legialatnre  is  reqnired  to  provide  at  each  reguitu 
aeaslon  for  raising  sufQoient  revenue  to  defray  the  onrrent  eipenses  of  the  State  tor 
two  years  at  a  time,  and  no  longer. 

There  ia  maoh  foroe  in  tbie  anggeetion.  The  statute  in  question,  however.  Is 
operative  for  raising  revenae  to  defray  the  cnirent  eipenaen  of  the  University  for 
two  years  in  any  event. 

Whether  it  or  some  similar  statute  should  be  reenaoted  tor  providing  the  revenne 
to  defray  the  onrrent  expenses  of  the  University  for  the  next  succeeding  two  yeara. 
and  for  each  biennial  period  thereafter,  need  uot  now  be  considered.  The  statnte 
is  legal  and  valid,  and  operative  for  the  first  two  years. 

k  aimilar  atatnte  pioviding  tor  a  continual  annual  levy  ot  a  Btate  tax  of  one  mill 
on  the  dollar  of  all  the  taxable  property  in  the  Btate,  waa  enacted  in  the  year  1861, 
and  remained  upon  the  atatnte  book,  and  waa  enforced  without  re^naotment,  except 
as  the  law  referred  to  waa  reenacted  by  the  revision  and  reenactment  otthe  General 
Statutes  of  1868,  nntU  the  year  187B. 

Thia  was  the  one-mill  tax  for  the  anpport  of  the  public  achools. 

The  validity  ot  the  anneal  levy  ot  thia  one-mill  tax  was  never  questioned  in  the 
oocrts,but  was  regularly  collected  from  year  to  year,  and  acquiesced  in  by  the  people, 
for  eighteen  years. 

There  is,  therefore,  a  precedent  for  a  oontiouing  statute  assuming  to  make  an 
annual  levy  ot  State  taxes  for  a  proper  pnblio  purpose,  for  more  than  two  years 
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Dsxt  snooeediiiK  the  enaatmant  of  the  statute.  It  does  not  foUow,  hovevar,  from 
the  faot  that  thia  one-mill  tax  vas  peimitted  to  be  levied,  without  qneation  in  the  ooarts, 
foT  eighteen  BDOoeesive  yeaia,  that  it  might  not  be  repugnant  to  the  oODstitntioUBl 
provieion  DODtaioed  in  eaid  saotion  S  of  art.  II  of  the  CooBtitDtioD. 

M;  impTession  now  is,  that  thii  oonBtitntional  proTisioo  nia^r  be  foond  to  be  a 
limilatiou  apon  the  operation  of  the  atatnte,  onder  which  thia  2-10-mill  tax  baa  been 
levied,  after  the  first  two  yeara. 

It  ia  my  opinion,  therefore,  thKt  the  levj  of  the  S-10-mill  tax  made  thia  year,  nnder 
the  anthorizstion  of  aeotion  14,  for  the  onrrenl  eipenaea  of  the  State  Univeiaity 
for  the  flaoal  jeftr  oommenoing  July  1,  1890,  and  ending  Jone  80,  1891,  la  oonatl- 
tntional  and  valid.

In  reply  thereto,  you  are  re«peotf  ally  informed  that  yon  a«  Governor  have  no  au- 
thority to  issue  a  proclamation  for  an  election  to  flU  (be  vRoanay  in  queation.  Until 
the  next  apportionment,  Orant  oonnt;  will  not  be  entitled  to  and  cannot  have  a 
member  of  the  House  of  Repreaentatives. 

The  member  heretofore  elected  to  the  office  of  Kepreaentatlve  from  Grant  oonnty, 
ie  nut  DOW,  and  never  haa  been,  a  legal  member  of  (be  Hoqbs  of  Repreaentativea.  I 
am  aware  that,  by  reaaon  of  the  recent  growth  and  development  of  the  western  part 
of  the  State  of  Eanaaa,  there  are  many  organized  counties  which  have  no  legal  rep- 
reaentation  in  the  Houae  of  Repiesentativea,  except  aa  the  voters  in  auch  oonntiee, 
at  the  time  of  the  holding  of  tbe  general  eleotiona  In  said  oonntiee,  volnntarily  have 
ohoeen  and  elected  aome  one  of  tbeir  numbei  to  attend  tbe  eeialon  of  the  Legiala- 
ture,  HS  a  delegate,  or  so-called  Representative,  from  tbe  oonnty. 

Theae  delegatea,  since  tbe  year  1879,  and  the  deciaion  of  tbe  Supreme  Court  in  tbe 
case  of  The  StaU,  ex  ret.  Altomey  Oeneral,  v.  John  FroTKia,  Treasurtr  of  the  State,  26 
Kas.  7S4,  have  never  been  reoognized  as  legal  members  of  tbe  Honae  of  Repreeenta- 
tives,  bat  by  resolotiooB  passed  from  time  to  time  have  been  assigned  seats  upon 
the  ioov  of  the  House,  and  have  been  permitted  to  attend  its  sesBiouB,  and  to  a  lim- 
Ked  extent  exercise  many  of  the  privilegea  of  Representatives. 

Aa  the  election  of  the  present  delegate  from  Orant  county  was  purely  a  voluntary 
matter  on  the  part  of  the  electors,  if  be  has  removed  from  the  oonnty  another  auch 
Tolnntary  choice  or  election  of  some  one  to  fill  bla  place  would  probably  be  recog- 
nized by  tbe  Legislature.  But  jon  have  no  aathority  as  Governor  to  issue  any  proc- 
lamation calling  for  aueh  an  election.

attest  the  same  with  the  eoant;  seal.  He  is  merely  a  olerk  in  such  aaaea  for  the 
board,  and  ai  soob  olerk  he  is  nnder  the  direction  and  anthoritj  of  the  board  of 
ooDDty  oommisaioaers.  He  has  many  general  dnties  to  perform  as  county  olerk 
tor  the  people  of  the  oonntj,  all  of  which  are  pointed  ont  and  designated  in  the 


As  oonntf  clerk  be  is  required  to  give  bond  and  take  an  oCQoial  oath;  and  for 
offiolal  mlseondnot  he  is  liable  to  forfeit  his  office,  and  is  also  liable  to  pnniabment 
under  the  criminal  laws  of  the  State. 

As  to  his  general  dnties  as  oonnty  clerk,  he  is  responsible  to  the  people,  and  ia 
not  subject  to  the  aathority  and  control  of  the  ooont;  oom  mis  si  oners.  They  hare 
no  more  aathority  to  interfere  with  him  in  the  disabarg«  of  his  official  dnties  than 
he  has  to  interfere  with  them  in  the  disoharge  of  their  dnties. 

tinder  the  provisioDs  of  section  211,  chapter  25,  Comp.  Laws  1086,  page  299,  sU 
books  and  papers  kept  In  his  office,  as  oonnty  clerk,  are  required  to  be  open  for  the 
eiamination  of  any  person. 

Under  the  authorit;  of  this  section  the  members  of  the  board  of  connt;  com- 
missioners,  or  any  citizens  of  the  ooont;,  are  entitled  to  make  a  thoroagh  and 
complete  examination  o(  the  ooanty  clerk's  oSoe. 

The  fact  that  certain  citizens  of  the  connty  may  hare  been  appointed  a  com- 
mittee by  the  board  of  oonnty  aommissioners  to  make  snoh  eiHrnination,  wonid 
make  no  difference  with  their  right  to  inspect  the  books,  records  and  papers  in  the 
county  clerk's  offloe;  they  would  have  saeb  right  with  or  without  anoh  appointment 
from  the  ooanty  commissioners. 

It  is  my  opinion,  therefore,  that  the  county  commissioners,  or  any  citizens  of  the 
oonnty  interested,  have  the  right  to  examine  every  book  and  record  and  every  paper 
required  by  law  to  be  kept  in  the  county  clerk's  office.

Hon.  Lyman  U.  Humphrey,  Oottmor  —  DsiB  Sia;  I  have  the  honor  to  acknowledge 
the  receipt  of  yonr  favor  of  the  1st  Inst.,  inclosing  a  letter  from  H.  B.  Tucker,  of 
Voorhees,  Kansas,  and  reqaesting  my  opiaiOD  as  to  whether  it  is  within  the  power 
Of  the  State  officers  to  famish  coal  from  the  penitentiary  mine,  free  of  charge,  to 
the  destitnte  in  the  portion  of  the  State  in  the  vieioity  of  Voorhees. 

The  law  under  which  the  outpnt  of  the  penitentiary  coal  mine  is  disposed  of  provides 
that  the  penitentiary  authorities,  after  snpplying  the  penitentiary  with  all  necessary 
ooal  from  said  mine  and  before  selling  in  the  general  market,  shall  supply  on  the 
cars  at  the  mine,  all  the  coal  necessary  for  fuel  to  the  trustees  of  the  State  blind 
asylum,  deaf  and  dumb  aeylnm,  insane  asylnmsi  and  the  State  house,  and  such  other 
State  inatitntions  as  are  supplied  by  the  State.  In  Bcoordonoe  with  this  provision 
of  law,  the  Warden  of  the  Kansas  State  penitentiary,  nnder  the  direction  of  the 
Board  of  Directors  thereof,  and  for  and  on  behalf  of  the  State  of  Esnsae,  on  the 
13th  day  of  May,  1S8!I,  entered  into  a  contract  in  writing  with  one  O.  F.  Williams, 
for  the  entire  surpltiH  oatpnt  of  the  penitentiary  mine,  after  supplying  the  wants 
of  the  penitentiary  itaelf,  and  all  the  State  institutions  and  the  retail  wagon  trade 
at  the  prison,  for  the  year  commecning  Jnue  1,  1889,  and  ending  May  30,  1890.  By 
this  contract  every  bushel  of  coal  from  the  penitentiary  not  needed  for  the  State 
institutions,  and  tor  the  supply  of  the  retail  wagon  trade  at  the  mine,  has  already 
been  contracted  tor  and  sold. 

Mr.  Williams,  the  contractor,  ander  and  by  virtue  of  said  contract,  has  Tested 
rights  in  the  entire  sarplus  output  of  the  coal  mine  untU  May  30,  1690. 
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But  even  if  the  entire  sutploa  outpat  o(  the  penllendar;  ooal  mine  bad  not  been 
already  oontraoted  tot  and  sold,  I  etlll  (hink  it  ironld  be  vhoUy  in  eioees  of  the 
powers  of  the  Warden,  or  the  DiraotorB  of  the  State  penilenllBrf,  oi  the  Exeoative 
CoDDoil,  to  famish  ooal  from  the  penitentiary,  free  of  charge,  to  the  deatitate  in 
any  portion  of  the  Btate.  The  law  pcoTidea  for  the  sale  of  the  ooal,  and  nowhere, 
either  directly  or  indireotly,  gives  to  any  State  ofBoer,  or  all  of  the  Btate  offloern 
oombined,  any  aathority  to  dispose  of  any  portion  of  the  ooal  by  gilt  to  any  per- 
SOD,  or  to  relleTO  the  destitntion  of  any  citizens  of  the  State.

—  Diia  Sia:  I  hare  the 
honor  to  acknowledge  the  receipt  of  yoar  favor  of  the  8th  inst. 

The  legal  effect  of  chap.  150  of  the  Session  Laws  of  1889,  heing  an  act  to  cede 
jarisdlotion  to  the  United  States  over  the  Territory  of  the  Fort  Riley  military  reser- 
vation, is  practically  to  withdraw  from  the  Btate  of  Sanaas  all  the  land  Inolnded 
within  said  military  reservation  for  all  parpoees  except  as  expressly  reserved  in  the 
act.  No  residence  with  the  limits  of  the  military  reservation  for  any  length  of  time 
would  give  to  the  person  so  residing  on  the  reservation  any  citizenship  of  the  State 
of  Kansas,  or  an;  right  to  vote  in  the  State  of  Kansas.  For  all  purposes  of  con- 
veying the  right  of  the  elective  franchise,  this  military  reservation  is  withdrawn 
from  the  State  of  Kansas  abaolately.  And  were  it  not  for  the  provision  of  onr  con- 
Btitntion  hereafter  qnoted,  the  inhabitanla  of  the  reservation  have  ceased  to  be  in- 
habitants of  the  State  of  Kansas,  and  could  no  longer  exercise  any  civil  or  political 
rights  under  the  laws  of  the  Btate.  (Btory  on  the  Constitation,  1 1237;  Opinion  of 
Judges,  Metcalf,  [Mass].  530;  Sinks  t.  Reese,  19  Ohio  Bt.  306;  Commonaeallh  v.  Clary, 
8  Mass.  72.) 

By  section  S  of  article  5  of  the  Constitntion  of  onr  State  it  is  provided  that  for 
the  pnrpose  of  voting  no  person  shall  be  deemed  to  have  gained  or  lost  a  residence 
by  reason  of  his  presence  or  absence  while  employed  in  the  eervice  of  the  United 
Btates.  It  wonld  follow  from  this  provisiou  of  the  constitntion  that  it  a  citizen  and 
legal  voter,  residing  at  Jnnotion  City,  shonld  engage  in  the  service  of  the  United 
States  as  forage  master,  or  in  any  other  capacity,  at  and  within  the  military  reser- 
vation, his  absence  from  Jonction  City  and  his  residence  there  wonld  not  deprive 
him  o{  the  right  to  vote  in  Jnnotion  City.  The  fact  that  he  might  have  his  family 
with  him  at  the  reservation  wonld  make  no  difference  as  to  his  right  to  vote  in  Jnno- 
tion City,  if  his  residence  within  the  military  reservation  with  his  family  was,  and 
was  intended  to  be  by  him,  only  tor  the  period  of  time  in  which  he  might  be  engaged 
in  the  service  of  the  United  States;  and  it  wonld  make  no  dlfferenos  as  to  the  length 
of  time  he  might  be  engaged  in  the  service  of  the  United  Slates  —  whether  tor  one 
year,  or  for  seven  or  eight,  or  more  years.  Bat  a  voter  and  citizen  of  some  other 
Btate,  for  example  from  Ohio,  who  may  be  residing  at  Fort  Riley  military  reserva- 
tion, and  engaged  in  the  servioe  of  the  United  States  in  any  capacity,  and  who  had 
not  prior  to  engaging  in  this  servioe  and  residing  at  the  reservation  resided  at  some 
other  plaoe  within  the  Btate  of  Kansas  and  acq  aired  the  right  to  vote,  ooald  not 
legally  vote  at  Jonctlon  City  or  anywhere  else  within  the  Btate  of  Kansas,  notwith- 
standing he  may  have  thus  resided  at  the  reservation  tor  many  years.  In  other 
words,  citizens  of  Kansas,  who  were  voters  within  the  State,  who  engaged  in  the 
servioe  of  the  United  States  at  the  reservation,  may  continae  to  vote  at  their  last 
voting-plaoe  in  Kansas,  notwithstanding  their  resldeooe  within  the  reservation. 
Beoaose  they  have  engaged  in  the  service  of  the  United  States,  and  in  pnrsaance  of 
snoh  servioe  are  residing  at  the  reservation,  they  do  not  cease  to  be  tor  voting  pnr- 
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pMBB  cltizeas  of  EansaB.  Thej  do  not  abandon  their  right  to  vote  baoanse  thej  go 
on  the  leBBTTation.  k  voter  of  Topeka,  Bhavnee  oonnt;,  Kanaaa,  might  engage  in 
the  eecvice  of  the  United  States  at  the  mititar;  reaerTatioii,  and  there  teaide  either 
with  or  withoat  hie  famil;,  and  still  retain  his  right  to  TOte  in  Topeks  jear  bj  feat. 
Of  oonrsB,  be  oonld  not  vote  at  Junction  City;  nor  oan  snj  reaident  on  the  reterva- 
tion  vote  at  Janction  City  unless  that  was  his  legal  voting-plaoe  before  he  engaged 
in  the  service  of  the  United  Btates  at  the  reservation. 

If,  therefore,  William  B.  Bpurlook  before  going  to  the  reservation  waa  a  legal 
voter  in  Jnnotiou  City,  or  an;  township  of  your  oonnty,  he  la  still  a  voter  in  Jnno- 
tiOD  City,  or  in  the  township  of  whioh  he  waa  a  voter  before  engaging  in  the  aervioe 
of  the  United  States  on  the  rsaeivation.

Ton,  as  Oovernor, 
have  no  anthotity  under  any  oiroumstanoes  to  revoke  the  commlaaion  of  a  notary 
pnblio  after  ho  baa  given  bond  and  qnalifled  as  an  officer  according  to  law.

Hon.  F.  L.  Irith,  Cofinty  Attorney,  MatAattan,  Kanica — De^b  Bib:  In  reply  to 
yonr  reqaeat  this  day  Teceiied,  I  have  the  honor  to  sabmit  that  the  probate  jndge 
and  eiaminera  appointed  by  the  connty  commiaaionera  of  yonr  oonnty  to  make  an 
eiamination  of  the  county  treasnter's  office  for  the  ensning  qnartar,  have  the  aathor- 
ity  to  oonvene  from  time  to  time,  and  aa  often  aa  may  be  neoeasary,  in  order  to  make 
a  fnll  and  complete  examination  of  the  county  treasury.  If  by  any  action  of  the 
oonnty  treaanrer  they  have  heretofore  been  denied  access  to  the  books  and  fnnds  In 
the  oonnty  treasniy,  they  have  the  right  now  to  again  convene  and  proceed  to  the 
office  of  the  county  treaanrer,  and  make  snob  examination.  Neither  the  connty 
treasnrer,  nor  the  oonnty  olerk,  nor  any  other  pereon,  baa  any  legal  right  to  deny 
them  access  to  the  books  and  fnnda  belonging  to  the  oonnty  and  kept  in  the  oonnty 
treaanrec'e  ofSoe.  If  tbey  are  unable  to  find  the  (nnds  that  ehonld  be  in  the  hands 
of  the  oonnty  treaanrer  in  his  office,  either  by  reason  of  the  absence  of  snch  fnnds 
from  the  office,  or  by  reason  of  the  refasal  of  the  connty  treasurer  to  permit  them 
aocess  to  the  safe  or  vault  where  such  funds  should  be  kept,  it  is  their  doty  to  report 
the  fact  that  they  are  onable  to  And  anch  funds;  and  as  to  all  funds  which  by  the 
books  ought  to  be  found  in  the  treasnry,  and  which  they  do  not  and  cannot  And,  they 
ehould  report  a  defiolt.

In  that  case,  which  waa  an  application  for  a  writ  of  habeai  rorptu,  the  petitioner 
Ikad  been  oonviated  in  tbe  District  Gonrt  of  Bbawnee  oonnty,  of  selling  intoiioating 
liqDOra  in  violation  of  law,  and  aentenoed  to  pay  a  fine  of  $300,  and  adjudged  to 
pay  the  coata,  amonnting  to  f  107.60,  and  required  to  enter  into  a  bond  tor  good 
behavior,  and  to  stand  oommitted  to  tbe  conntj  jail  nntil  tbe  Jadgment  abonid  be 
complied  with.  He  gave  tbe  bond  required  of  bim,  bnt  did  not  pay  the  fine  and 
did  not  pay  tbe  costs.  Thereafter  he  was  granted  an  nuoonditional  pardon  by  the 
Qovemor.  The  qnestion  arose  whether  he  ooald  be  lawfully  restrained  of  hie  lib- 
erty and  kept  imprisoned  In  tbe  oonnty  jail  after  being  ao  pardoned.  The  oonrt 
decided  that  tbe  Governor  has  no  power  to  releaae  a  convicted  prisoner  from  his 
liability  to  pay  the  eoata  of  the  prosecntion  adjndged  against  him.  It  was  decided 
that  the  right  to  these  oosts  and  the  means  for  (heir  oolleotion  are  vested  rights, 
which  cannot  be  distnrbed  or  abridged  or  lessened  by  any  pardon  which  the  Qov- 
emor may  grant.  Tbe  writ  of  habeas  corpus  was  refused,  and  the  prisoner  re- 
manded to  the  onetod;  of  tbe  ebeciS.

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oompuiles.  The  duty  le  devolved  upon  the  Snparinteadeiit  of  Insuranoe  to  eee  that 
the  oompaniee  trsnsaoting  btuineas  in  the  State  of  Kanaaa  oompl;  with  the  inenr- 
anoe  lai*8  of  the  State.

— Dkab  Sib:  I  am  dnly  in  re- 
ceipt of  jowr  (avor  of  the  5th  inst.,  in  which  jon  inqnire  how  to  obtain  a  fngitivo 
front  Inetice  who  has  aommitted  a  crime  within  the  State  of  Eansas,  and  has  fled  to 
the  Indian  Nation. 

The  oidinar;  prooednre  by  reqnieition  from  the  Oovernor  of  thie  Slate  opon  the 
Ohief  Eieontive  of  a  State  or  Territory  is  not  available,  for  the  ceaBon  that  the  In- 
dian oonntry  has  no  territorial  organization,  and  baa  no  Ohief  Eieontive  with  an- 
thority  to  honor  the  reqniaitioD  from  the  Oovernor  of  thie  State.  As  to  all  that 
portion  of  the  Indian  Territory  whioh  is  ineloded  within  the  limits  of  the  eeveral 
Indian  agenoiee,  a  method  of  returning  fngitivea  from  jnetice  haa  been  practiced 
nndet  and  b;  viitue  of  the  anthority  of  section  211T  of  the  Reviaed  Statntea  of  the 
United  States.  This  statate  provides  that  the  Snperintendent  of  Indian  AfTairs, 
and  the  Indian  agents  and  snb-agents,  shall  have  anthority  to  remove  from  the  In- 
dian oonntry  all  persons  fonnd  therein  contrary  to  law.  Under  the  anthorit;  of 
this  statnte,  the  Indian  agents  at  (he  varioas  agencies  in  the  Indian  Territory  have 
for  yeara  been  In  the  habit  of  snmmarily  arresting  any  fugitive  from  jnstice  from 
any  of  (be  States,  who  is  there  seeding  a  harbor  and  refnge,  and  removing  him  from 
the  Territory.  This  is  done  npon  the  rallng  that  sooh  a  person  is  not  lawfully 
within  the  Indian  conn  try. 

The  way,  therefore,  to  obtain  a  criminal  who  has  fled  from  the  State  of  Kansas 
to  any  portion  of  the  Indian  Territory  ioclnded  within  the  juriitdiotion  of  the  sev- 
eral Indian  agencies  is,  to  make  an  application  to  the  Indian  agent  in  charge  for 
his  summary  removal  from  the  Territory  to  some  convenient  point  on  the  Eanoas 
line,  where  officers  may  be  armed  with  legal  prooess  for  his  arrest.

By  section  T  of  article  1  of  the  Constitution,  it  is  provided  that  the  pardoning 
power  is  vested  in  the  Governor,  under  regulations  and  restrictiooa  prescribed  by 
law.  By  BBotion  324  of  chapter  8'2,  Cornp.  LawB  1S86,  page  7.19,  it  is  provided  that 
in  all  oaKHB  in  which  the  Governor  is  anthorized  by  law  to  grant  pardons,  he  may 
grant  the  same  on  snoh  aonditions  and  under  such  reatrictiona  as  he  may  think 
propsr.  Under  this  provision  of  law,  it  is  my  opinion  that  it  is  within  the  scope  of 
your  anthority  as  Governor  to  issue  a  pardon  upon  the  conditions  suggested  in  the 
inquiry.  It  is  also  my  opinion  that  a  violation  of  the  conditions  of  the  pardon  haa 
the  effect  to  vacate  the  pardon  and  restore  the  convieted  criminal  to  the  condition 
he  was,  or  would  be  in  if  the  conditional  pardon  bad  not  been  granted. 

An  exeoDtive  order  deotering  the  pardon  void  and  vacating  the  same,  issned  by 
you  and  flled  in  the  court  ander  whose  judgment  the  criminal  was  convicted,  would 
be  a  anitable  and  appropriate  oourse  of  procednre  as  to  your  office.     I  think  it  would 
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then  be  oompetont  for  the  eounty  attocney,  or  other  proaecmting  officer  for  the  State, 
to  make  applioation  to  the  ooart  for  an  order  of  reoommitment,  reqniricg  thp 
prisoner  to  aerve  ont  the  nnaipired  portion  of  hia  eentence.

The  law  declares  that  the  EzeontiTe  ConnoU  shall  provide  the 
State  Board  of  Health  a  anitable  office  at  the  oit;  of  Topeka  tor  the  tranaaotion  of 
Its  bnsineBB.  Thia  by  reasonable  implioation  wonld  inclnde  the  neoeeaai;  fnrniah- 
ing,  heating,  lighting  and  janitor  serTioea  to  make  the  room  provided  a  aaitable 
office  for  the  transaction  of  the  business  of  the  Board. 

If,  therefore,  the  office  in  Dse  by  the  State  Board  of  Health  waa  provided  bj  order 
of  the  Ezeontive  Conncil,  and  has  been  used  b;  the  Board  in  pnrsnanoe  of  aach 
order,  the  bills  iu  qnestlon  for  rent,  fnel,  gas,  and  janitor  aervioes,  if  reasonable  in 
amount,  woald  be  proper  charges  against  the  State  and  shoald  be  allowed  b;  yon, 
bnt  not  othenrise.

Hon.  J,  M.  Baker,  Cottnty  AUorney,  Santa  FS,  Kaa, — Dais  Sib:  I  am  dnly  in  reeeipt 
of  yonr  favor  of  the  13th  Inst.  I  most  heartily  agree  with  yon  in  deprecating  the 
abnaes  that  have  grown  np  in  the  administration  of  the  law  in  regard  to  the  re- fund- 
ing of  indebtedness  in  some  of  the  newer  oonnties  of  the  State.  I  think  it  is  the 
dnty  of  the  Legislature  to  throw  greater  restrictions  about  the  matter  of  iaening 
oonnty  indebtednesa;  and  the  law  oonoernlog  the  re- funding  ot  oonnt;  indebtedness 
is  sadly  in  need  of  amendment. 

I  am  inclined  to  the  opinion  that  under  the  authority  ot  the  decisions  ot  the  Su- 
preme Court  of  the  Duited  Statee,  re-funding  bonds  ieaned  under  the  law  of  1879, 
regular  upon  their  face,  would  be  held  to  be  tree  from  eqnilies  in  the  hands  of  a 
bona  fide  purchaser  for  a  valuable  consideration.  I  do  not  know  how  else  to  interpret 
the  deoisione.

Bltsa,  oc  BddHfonE  to  old  towns,  ate  required  hy  law  to  be  filed  and  reooided  in  the 
office  of  the  register  of  deeds.  The  making  and  flling  o(  the  plat  does  not  amonut 
to  a  oonTejauoe  of  the  lots  inoladed  therein,  within  the  meaning  of  the  transfei  act. 
Whenwai  an?  of  the  town  lots  inolnded  in  the  plat  are  sold,  the  deeds  of  coBvej- 
ance  Hhould,  of  ooarse,  be  placed  on  the  transfer  record. 

While  the  law  ia  not  as  dear  as  it  might  be  Dpoa  the  qaeetion,  I  am  inclined  to 
the  opinion  that  it  is  not  necessary  that  (he  plat  be  entered  on  the  tranefec  reoord- 
I  think  It  fair  to  state,  however,  that  there  is  a  diSerenoe  of  opinion  among  lawyers 
OQ  this  qneatlon.  I  think  a  proper  oonstrnctlon  of  the  transfer  act,  toand  at  page 
SOS,  Comp.  Laws  of  1885,  leads  to  the  oonclnsloti  which  I  have  reaohed.  It  la  npon 
the  preeentatioQ  to  him  of  "a  deed  of  eotiTe7aDoe  of  real  estate  "  that  the  oonnty 
clerk  is  entitled  to  make  an  entry  on  the  transfer  record,  and  then  it  is  of  the  de- 
BOrlptioD  of  the  real  estate  conTeyed. 

If  the  oonnty  clerk  ia  entitled  to  anything,  it  is  five  centa  a  lot.  If  my  view  of 
the  law  ia  oorrect,  he  Is  not  entitled  to  anything,  beoaoBS  he  is  not  reqnited  to  enter 
these  town  lots  on  hla  transter  record.

It  appears  from  Mr.  Coleman's  letter  that  the  road  overseer  is  a  person  of  for- 
eign birth,  who  had,  prior  to  his  election,  declared  hie  intention  to  become  a  oitlzMi 
of  the  Onlted  States  under  its  laws  relating  to  the  enbjeot  of  nataralization.  By 
the  seoond  (danse  of  see.  1  of  art.  6  of  our  State  Oonstitntion,  such  a  person  ia  de- 
olared  an  eleator  of  this  Btate,  and  if  he  has  the  requisite  qnalifieatlona  otherwise  ae 
to  residence,  etc.,  is  a  voter  for  all  pnrposee,  and  if  a  voter  for  all  pnrposea,  is  qual- 
ified to  hold  the  offioe  of  road  overseer.  Bat  irrespective  of  the  question  of  citizen- 
ship, I  agree  with  the  Oonnty  Attorney  of  Dickinson  oonnty,  that  ths  oomptainant 
and  other  persons  similarly  sitnated  are  not  relieved  from  their  duty  of  oomplianoe 
with  the  laws  of  the  State  in  regard  to  the  payment,  or  working  ont  of  ths  road  tai.

The  language  of  the  statute  is,  that  the 
appeal  shall  staj  the  eieoation  when  the  judgment  is  "for  a  flue  or  flne  and  ooats 
only";  bat  where  a  oonrt  is  desirons  Of  rendering  a  Judgment  for  flue  or  fine  and 
oosta  only,  he  is  required  by  statate  to  add  a  oommitment  nntil  the  fine  and  coals 
are  paid.  WhiletheLegielatare  was  not  very  aoonrate  in  itsnseol  langaage,  I  (hink 
it  waa  the  intention  to  make  the  appeal  stay  the  eieontion  in  euch  a  ease.  Ifi  re 
Chamber$,  80  Eas.,  page  465,  the  Supreme  Conrt  iatimatea  a  ptetty  strong  doubt  in 
the  matter.  Bnt  in  The  City  of  MiUotfcale  e.  Lancrue,  85  Eas.,  there  is  a  plain  rnling 
the  other  way.  In  re  Simmons,  SB  Kas.  136,  the  same  matter  is  deoided  In  the  same 
way.  Under  the  authority  of  In  re  Chatnbera,  the  stay  of  eieoution  cannot  be  had 
until  the  appeal  has  been  perfected  by  fliing  the  transcript  in  the  Supreme  Court. 
The  mere  serrtng  of  notices  of  the  appeal  is  not  suffloient.

The  coupone  in  question  call  for  an  installment  of  the  principal  and  also  for  the 
annual  interest  upon  the  principal  bond  to  which  they  are  attached,  and  from 
which,  for  tbe  purpose  of  ooUection,  they  are  separable.  Upon  their  face  the 
coupons  contain  no  contract  or  agreement  as  to  Interest  after  maturity.  In  the 
absence  of  snob  oontraot,  all  that  portion  of  the  coupons  which  represent  interest 
will,  after  the  maturity  of  the  coupons,  bear  Interest  at  the  legal  rate.  Bnt  aa  to 
that  portion  ot  the  ooapone  which  represents  tbe  iuBtallment  of  the  prinoipal,  it 
will  bear  interest  after  maturity  at  the  rate  speoifled  in  the  principal  bond.  This 
rate  of  interest  for  that  portion  of  the  coupons  which  calls  for  installment  of  the 
principal  is  fixed  by  section  8601,  Qeneral  Stalutee  1S89,  wherein  it  Is  provided,  that 
when  the  rate  of  interest  is  specified  in  any  oontraot,  that  rate  shall  continue  until 
full  payment  is  made.  This  portion  of  the  ooDpon  is  included  in  tbe  original  oon- 
traot, and  la,  therefore,  governed  by  the  oontract  rate  of  interest.

The  LagjalatDre  andonbtedlj  has  the  right  to  enact  iDoh  laws  as  are  mentioned 
in  the  petitions.    The  redemption  Ian  wonld  be  oonstituCional  and  lalid  as  to  all 
moctg^ei  exeonted  after  ite  enaottnent.    The  lav  proriding  for  eta;  of  eieeation 
on  all  Jadgmenta  on  promisBory  notea  and  mortgage  bonds  nonld  aleo  be  oonatitn- 
tional  and  valid  as  to  all  jndgmentB  reodeTed  npon  oontiaots  made  after  its  enaot- 
ment;  bat  aato  all  existing  mortgages  and  existing  promissory  notes  and  mortgage 
bonds,  snob  laws  wonld  be  in  oontravention  of  seotiou  10  of  the  Constitotiott  of  the 
United  States,  vherein  the  State  is  prohibited  from  passing  any  law  impairing  the 
obligation  of  ooutraote.     Mortgages,  promissory  notes  and  mortgage  bonds  are 
among  the  most  common  iilDstcations  of  conlraote.     It  is  well  settled  by  the  deci- 
sions ot  the  Bapteme  Coort  of  the  United  Btates,  that  the  remedy  sabsisting  in  a 
State  when  (be  contract  is  made,  is  a  part  of  the  obligation  of  the  contract,  and  that 
any  enbseqQent  law  of  the  State  which  so  affects  that  remedy  as  to  BObstantlaU<r 
impair  and  lessen  the  valne  of  the  oontraot  is  forbidden  by  the  United  States  Con- 
atitntion,  and  each  a  Ian  ie  void  as  to  oontracte  made  prior  to  its  passage.

The  general  tnle  ie  that  whatever  afleota  the  remedy  ie  within  the  discretion  of 
the  Legislatare,  and  may  be  changed  at  its  pleaanre.  provided  the  change  is  not  ot 
sach  a  character  as  to  destroy  or  serionsly  impair  the  enforcement  of  the  oontraot; 
and  it  is  sometimes  diffionlt  to  draw  the  line  between  what  is,  and  nhat  not  forbid- 
den by  the  United  States  Constitntion  in  its  application  to  the  means  provided  by 
law  for  the  enforcement  ot  contracts  previoosly  made.     In  the  case  of  Von  Hoffman

The  qQealion  of  the  oonatitntioDality  of  &  redemption  act  Qpon  a  foteelosnre  of 
mortgage  and  the  sale  of  mottgaged  premieea,  as  applied  to  mortgagea  aieonted 
prior  to  the  paasage  of  the  law,  was  decided  adTerael;  to  the  oonatitationalitf  of 
the  law  in  the  oase  of  Bronaon  r.  Kinxie,  1  How.  811. 

The  Legialatnre  of  Illinois,  in  February,  1841,  enaoted  a  itatnte  providing  for  tbe 
redemptiOD  of  mortgaged  premisae  within  one  year  from  tbe  day  of  sale  tmder  fore- 
eloatire.  Prior  to  that  time  the  laws  of  Illinoie,  aa  interpreted  b;  the  oonrtp,  gave 
no  time  for  redemption.  The  sheriff's  sale  and  its  aonBrmation  eitinguiahed  tbe 
entire  eqnitj  of  the  mortgagor.  It  appeared  in  this  oaae  that  a  mortgage  npoo 
certain  honaea  and  lots  in  Ohioago  bad  been  eieonted  in  Jul;,  1638,  with  a  proTiaion 
tor  the  payment  of  inlereat  eemi-anDnally.  The  intereat  not  having  been  paid,  in 
Uaroh,  1841,  a  bill  in  ohanoery  waa  filed  to  foreoloae  tbe  mortgage.  The  mortgage 
was  foreclosed,  and  the  property  eold  theraonder.  Within  the  time  proTided  by  tbe 
atatute,  the  pa rohase -money  with  interest  and  costs  was  teodered,  bnt  refused.  A 
bill  in  chancery  waa  then  filed  tor  the  redemption  of  the  property  under  tbe  law  of 
Febraary,  1841.  The  conetitationality  of  the  lllinoia  redemption  law  having  been 
drawn  in  qneation,  the  oasa  finally  found  ita  way  to  the  Supreme  Conrt  of  the  United 
States.  It  was  there  decided  that  the  redemption  law  waa  void  ea  to  bU  mortgagea 
ezecnted  prior  to,  and  in  eiiatence  at  tbe  time  of,  the  pasaage  of  the  law,  bnt  good 
as  to  all  mortgages  eieonted  anbsequent  to  the  passage  of  the  lew.  One  of  tbe  Jdb- 
tloes  of  tbe  Sapceme  Conrt  filed  a  dissenting  opinion  in  this  case,  taking  the  gronnd 
that  the  redemption  law  affected  tbe  remedy  only,  and  not  the  substance  of  the 
oontraot. 

I  have  always  thought,  in  considering  this  decision,  that  the  diasenting  opinion 
of  Associate  Jnstioe  McLean  was  foimded  apou  tbe  better  reason.  His  argument  la 
more  satisfactory  to  my  mind  than  that  of  the  majority  of  the  conrt;  bn(  I  am  not 
permitted  to  set  up  the  conoluaion  which  I  might  reach  In  a  given  case  in  opposition 
to  the  judgment  of  the  Supreme  Court  of  the  United  States.  The  decision  in  this 
case  has  been  cited  and  approved  by  the  Supreme  Conrt  in  McCrarlcen  v».  Haipcard, 
3  How.  Gin;  Ganlly  rs.  Swing,  3  How.  716;  Howard  vs.BugbBt,  2*  How.  461;  and  in 
nnmerons  other  later  deoiaiona  of  the  same  court. 

Within  the  decisions  of  the  Supreme  Court  of  tbe  Gnited  States,  laws  providing 
for  a  stay  of  execution  would  also  impair  the  obligation  of  the  contract,  end  would 
be  declared  anconstitDtional.  Commenting  upon  the  decision  of  the  Supreme  Conrt 
of  North  Carolina,  wherein  anch  laws  were  held  void,  the  Supreme  Court  of  the 
United  States  in  Edwards  vs.  Kearzey,  96  U.  8.  506,  makes  use  of  the  following  lan- 
gnage:

In  the  light  of  the  various  decisions  of  the  Supreme  Conrt  of  tbe  United  States 
herein  referred  to,  t  oonolude  that  it  must  be  considered  as  settled  beyond  contro- 
versy, that  the  laws  mentioned  in  tbe  petitions,  if  enacted  by  the  Legislature,  would 
not,  and  oonld  not  have  a  retroactive  effect  and  give  relief  as  to  eiiating  contracts.

The  law  reqaice*  that  all  properly  in  the  State,  eioept  that  which  is  speoifioally 
named  aa  exempt  therefrom,  shall  be  aabjeot  to  taxation.  There  ia  no  atatnte  ex- 
empting from  taxation  grain  held  under  the  oonditians  named  in  your  letter. 

1  am,  therefore,  aompelleJ  to  express  the  opinion  that  anoh  grain  cannot  be 
omitted  by  the  aaseaaora  in  making  (he  aaaettament. 

Personal  propert;  to  the  amoout  of  i200  for  each  tamilj  is  exempt,  without 
regard  (o  ita  kind.  This  dednotion  of  $200  is  to  be  made  from  the  total  amoant  of 
taxable  personal  property  listed  tor  taxation  against  the  individnal  tai-payer.  In 
certain  oasea  it  may  be  that  some  portion  of  the  grain  held  for  aeed  and  teed,  and 
other  porposes,  may  be  inolnded  within  this  $200  exemption,  and  in  this  manner  th» 
farmer  woald  obtain  the  beneflt  of  an  exemption  npon  his  seed  graia.  Bat  the 
oaBeeaors  would  not  have  the  authority  to  omit  the  grain  from  the  asaeesor'a  roll.

Sinu,  S(aU  Trtaiurer — Dbib  6ib:  I  have  the  honor  to  acknowledge  the 
receipt  of  your  tavor  of  the  24tb  instant,  eoaoerning  the  non-payment  of  the  in- 
tereal  oonpons  on  the  bonds  leaned  by  the  city  of  Saratoga,  Pratt  conaty,  and  now 
belonging  to  the  permanent  school  fand. 

I  nndecstaad  from  yoar  letter  that  the  Ccinnty  Treasurer  of  Pratt  county  says 
that  be  will  be  glad  to  remit  the  amount  of  the  interest  conpons  now  dne  and  pay- 
able, if  he  can  be  direated  to  any  clanee  in  the  statate  anthorlzing  or  reqniiing  him 
to  make  payment  to  yoar  office.  I  infer  from  this  atatement  of  the  Connty  Treas- 
arer  that  taxes  for  the  payment  of  this  interest  have  already  been  levied  and  col- 
lected, and  that  he  has  the  money  in  his  hands  for  the  payment  thereof. 

These  bonds  were  iaeoed  ander  the  aathority  of  ohapter  50,  Laws  1879.  Under 
section  9  of  that  chapter  it  is  made  the  daty  of  the  proper  disbursing  officer,  ont  of 
the  money  in  his  hands  oollected  for  the  pnrpoae,  to  promptly  pay  the  interest 
eoapona  npon  these  bonds  aa  they  beoome  dne,  and  take  np  the  coupons  and  Indorse 
npon  them  the  fact  of  payment. 

Probably  nnder  the  variona  statntea  relating  to  the  snbjeot,  the  regntar  conrse  of 
payment  woald  he  for  the  Connty  Treasurer  to  pay  the  money  over  to  the  City 
Treasurer,  and  'for  the  City  Treasurer  to  pay  it  into  Che  State  treasury,  to  be  placed 
to  the  aredit  of  the  permanent  school  fund,  and  to  take  up  the  coupons.  If,  how- 
ever, there  is  no  city  tieasarer,  the  payment  oE  this  money  into  the  State  treasury 
onght  not  to  be  withheld.  The  money  belongs  to  the  permanent  school  fund,  and 
its  proper  destination  is  the  State  treasorj.  It  is  in  the  hands  of  the  Connty  Treaa- 
Qter  only  for  the  purpose  ot  being  transmitted  to  the  State  treasury.  In  tbe  ab- 
sence of  a  oity  treasurer  to  receive  and  receipt  to  him  for  the  money,  the  County 
Treasurer  would  be  amply  protected  by  transmitting  it  direct  to  yon  and  taking 
your  receipt  therefor,  and  alao  taking  np  the  interest  conpona. 

The  Connty  Treaanrer  could  not  justify  the  withholding  of  this  money  from  th« 
permanent  school  fund,  and  ita  transmission  by  him  to  you  aa  State  Treasurer,  be- 
cause of  any  abandonment  of  the  city  organization  of  Saratoga,  or  an;  failure  on 
the  part  ot  Saratoga  to  elect  or  appoint  ita  city  officers.

I  think  jaa  have  the  same  legal  aathorlt;  to  oommnte  tbia  portion  of  the  aentenoe 
as  ;on  voold  that  portion  of  the  sentence  impOBing  a  fine  or  impriaonment  in  the 
eonnt;  jail;  hot  I  would  not  consider  it  advisable  to  make  the  oommntBtioo.

Hon.  D.  W.  Wilder,  Superintendent  of  IneuTance  —  Dsab  Sib;  I  have  the  honor  to 
acknowledge  the  receipt  of  yonr  favor  of  the  9th  inst.,  making  inqnir;,  at  the  re- 
qnest  of  the  Capitol  Insurance  Compan;,  ae  to  vrbether  the  management  of  the 
oompanj  has  the  legal  right  of  its  own  motion  to  levy  an  aaaeBament  to  pay  losaea 
in  caaee  where,  onder  articles  11  and  13  of  tbe  bylaws  of  the  company,  the  policiea 
are  abaolntely  lapsed  and  void. 

The  idea  embodied  in  the  organixation  of  the  Capitol  Insnranoe  Company,  and 
of  all  similar  oompaniaa  organized  under  the  laws  of  Kansas,  is  one  of  mntcal  ben- 
efit to  its  members,  rather  than  of  corporate  profit.  If  it  be  true  that  the  polioiea 
nnder  oonaideration  have  abaolntely  lapsed  and  are  abaolately  void,  and  there  la  no 
possibility  for  tbe  doctrine  of  waiver  or  estoppel  to  be  applied  to  the  oases,  it  ia  be- 
yond the  authority  of  the  officers  of  the  company,  b;  way  of  favor  to  tbe  holders  of 
the  void  policiea,  or  from  any  other  oonsideratioQ,  to  levy  an  aaaessmect  apon  tbe 
members  of  the  company  to'pay  the  loasea.  Asseeamenta  should  be  made  only 
wbea  there  is  a  Legal  liability  of  the  company  to  be  met  by  BasessmeDt. 

I  do  not  think,  however,  that  the  Capitol  Inanrance  Company,  or  any  other  sim- 
ilar mntnal  inanranoe  oompany  organized  nnder  the  laws  of  Kansas,  ebonld  seek  tor 
opportnoitiee  to  avoid  the  payment  of  a  loss  to  one  of  its  members  npon  the  gronnd 
of  a  technical  non-compliance  with  some  of  the  rales  or  regnlationa  ot  the  company, 
eepeoially  where  its  policyholder's  non-aompliance  with  the  rnles  has  been  ocoe- 
■ioned  by  inadvertence  and  withont  an;  fraadalent  design,  or  baa  been  Indnoed  by 
the  negligence  of  tbe  company's  agents.

REGENTS'  REPORT. 

To  Lyman  U.  Humpheey,  Qovemor  of  Kansas: 

Sir — ^The  Regents  of  the  University  of  Kansas  liereby  present  their  report 
for  the  biennium  ending  June  30th,  1890.  In  this  report  will  be  found  (of 
neceeaity  in  condensed  form)  a  history  of  the  institution,  a  description  of  its 
present  status  and  capabilities,  and  various  suggestions  aa  to  our  hopes,  be- 
lief, and  desires  touching  its  future.  The  past  biennium  has  been  one  of 
unusual  importance.  Many  radical  changes  have  taken  place.  New  men 
and  new  methods  have  been  called  to  aid  in  the  steadily  expanding  work 
of  the  institution,  and  a  splendid  progress  has  certainly  been  made.  A  ver- 
ification of  this  statement  we  feel  sure  will  be  found  in  the  details  following: 

THE  CHANCELLORSHIP. 
The  most  serious  task  devolving  on  the  Board,  so  far  as  the  selection  of 
new  men  was  concerned,  lay  in  the  change  of  Chancellor.  Chancellor  .T,  A. 
Lippincott,  after  a  long  and  successful  administration,  presented  his  resigna- 
tinn,  to  take  effect  September  1st,  1889.  The  question  of  who  should  be  put 
ill  his  place  was  rightly  considered  by  all  interested  parties  to  be  one  of  very 
great  importance.  Every  reasonable  recommendation  was  carefully  exam- 
ined; the  advice  of  every  friend  of  the  University  was  earnestly  considered; 
and  every  phase  of  the  question  was  thoroughly  discussed.  The  final  action 
of  the  Board  was  based  on  the  propriety  of  selecting  a  home  man,  whose  work 
for  the  people  in  connection  ivitb  the  institution  had  earned  for  him  the  entire 
confidence  of  the  State.  Accordingly,  Francis  Huntington  Snow,  who 
became  a  member  of  the  Faculty  of  the  University  in  196fi,  was  made  Chan- 
cellor by  a  unanimous  vote,  his  term  of  office  iwg^nning  July  1st,  18i)0.  The 
promotion  of  Prof.  Snow  has  given,  so  far  as  the  Board  baa  been  able  to  learn, 
universal  satisfaction.  Representative  men  of  all  classes  in  the  State  have 
united  in  commending  the  choice  of  the  Board.  Chancellor  Snow's  long 
service  of  the  State,  his  great  achievements  as  a  scholar,  his  admirable  char- 
acteristics as  a  citizen,  together  with  the  high  appreciation  of  the  people  for 
his  numerous  practical  applications  of  his  scientific  work  for  the  benefit  of 
the  State,  and  the  general  feeling  that  a  Kansas  man  ought  to  be  secured,  if 
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ppssible,  for  every  position  of  honor  or  emolument,  have  combined  to  secure 

an  unqualified  approbation  of  the  Board's  selection  bj-  the  people  of  the  Stai«. 

The  firat  report  to  the  Board  made  by  Chancellor  Snow  is  appended  hereto. 

THE  FORCE  t)F  INSTRUCTORS. 
The  University  is  dependent  more  on  ite  Faculty  than  on  ite  buildings  <ir 
its  equipment.  If  the  men  and  women  who  conduct  the  various  departments 
of  instruction  are  models  of  intellectual  and  moral  strength,  good  work  will 
surely  be  done — not  otherwise.  The  University  of  Kansas  has  men  in  its 
Faculty  who  could  easily  earn  the  highest  professional  salaries  or  incomes,  but 
who  wholly  iguore  the  question  of  money  in  their  choice  of  a  life's  work. 
Every  member  of  our  Faculty  could  greatly  improve  his  pecuniary  income 
by  undertaking  other  lines  of  work.  If  such  were  not  the  case,  it  is  sale  to 
say  that  the  University  of  Kansas  would  have  no  use  for  their  servtMs.  It 
would  argue  their  general  unfitness  for  the  incomparable  duties  of  instruction 
and  original  investigation.  The  following  list  of  our  full  professors  and  their 
I,  with  facta  as  to  their  nativity,  training,  t&c.,  will  be  found  of  inter- 
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students,  studies.  and  classes. 
The  following  table  of  statUtica,  and  classification  of  students  and  stui 
has  been  prepared  by  the  Secretary  of  the  University,  and  is  fur  the  two  y 
ending  June  30, 1890: 
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OCCDPATI0N8  OP  PARENTS  OP  STUDENTS. 
Too  ott&n  is  it  said  that  higher  educatJon,  the  advantages  of  the  col- 
lie and  university,  are  for  the  son  and  daughter  of  the  rich  man;  that  the 
poor  man  must  give  irom  his  small  income  to  support  those  institutions  of 
higher  learning  maintained  hy  the  State,  but  hia  daughter  and  bis  son  can- 
not share  the  educational  advantages  thus  generously  offered  by  the  com- 
bined efforts  of  the  people.  It  is  maintained  that  the  attendance  upoik 
institutions  of  higher  learning  is  made  up  exclusively  of  the  sons  and  daugh- 
ters of  wealthy  men,  of  bankers,  of  successful  professional  men,  of  capitalists, 
and  that  the  worthy  working  classes  are  constrained,  by  considerations  of 
expense,  from  taking  advantage  of  opportunities  which  tbey  would  gladly 
embrace.  The  following  statistics,  concerning  the  occupations  of  the  parents 
of  the  students  of  the  University  of  Kansas,  show  bow  unfounded  is  any  such 
assertion  made  with  reference  to  this  University:

The  forgoing  figures  show  the  percentages  of  the  various  classes,  based  on 

occupations,  as  represented  hy  the  students  of  the  whole  University.    If  we 

turn  our  attention  to  the  various  departments  of  the  University,  we  And  the 

difiereat  classes  represented  as  follows: 

DEPARTMENT  OF   THE  SCIENCES,  THE   LITERATURES,   AND  THE   ARTS. 

Out  of  303  students  in  this  department,  103,  or  34  per  cenL  of  all,  are  sons 
and  daughters  of  farmers;  the  father  of  40  are  merchants,  of  22  are  phj-si- 
dans,  of  19  are  banker  and  capitalists,  of  12  are  real-estate  men,  of  13  are 
lawyere,  of  11  are  ministers,  of  8  are  teachers,  of  5  are  druggists,  and  among 
the  remainder,  editors,  horticulturists,  civil  engineers,  carpentere,  etc.,  etc.,  are 
represented. 

The  ii^hools  of  Music  and  Art  are  not  fully  organized  as  departments  of 
the  University.  An  investigation  shows  that  the  farmera'  girls  hold  their 
own  in  point  of  numbers  and  quality  of  work  done.  Evidently  the  advan- 
ti^es  offered  by  the  University  of  Kansas  are  not  barred  to  the  sons  and 
daughters  of  Kansas  farmeis. 
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SCHOOL  OF  LAW. 

Out  of  a  total  of  42  students,  the  fathers  of  24  are  farmers,  of  5  are 
merchants,  of  2  are  physicians,  of  2  are  lawyers ;  the  father  of  1  ia  an  editor,  of  1 
a  laborer,  and  of  1  a  stock-raiaer.  Thus  more  than  57  per  cent,  of  the  law 
students  in  the  University  are  sods  of  Kansas  farmers. 

SCHOOL   OF  PHARMACY. 

,  Out  of  a  total  of  28  students  questioned,  the  fathers  of  7  are  iarmers,  of  3 
are  merchants,  of  3  are  physicians,  of  3  are  drug^sts;  the  father  of  1  is  a 
lawyer,  of  1  is  a  civil  engineer,  of  1  is  a  miller,  and  of  1  a  blacksmith. 

DEGREE  OF  BELF-8UPP0ET  AMONG  THE  STUDENTS. 

As  further  proof  of  the  fact  that  poor  boys  are  not  the  exception  and  rich 
ones  the  nde  among  students  of  the  University,  the  following  statistics  ob- 
tained by  personal  interviews  and  showing  the  degree  to  which  the  University 
students  are  self-supporting,  are  presented: 

Id  the  Department  of  the  Sciences,  the  Literatures,  and  the  Arts,  out  of 
313  students  questioned,  95,  or  30J  per  cent.,  are  entirely  self-supporting, 
(i.  e.,  earn  the  money  which  they  expend  in  gfuning  a  college  education);  13, 
or  4\  per  cent.,  are  one-half  self'Supporting ;  22,  or  7  per  cent.,  are  one- 
quarter  self-supporting;  and  183,  or  58J  per  cent,  depend  entirely  upon  their 
parents  for  support.  In  the  School  of  Law,  where  the  students  are  mostly 
older  than  in  the  Department  of  Liberal  Arts,  28  out  of  39  are  entirely  self- 
supporting;  2  are  one-half  self-supporting,  and  9  are  not  at  all  self-support- 
ing. In  the  School  of  Pharmacy,  6  out  of  2.5  are  entirely  self-supporting ;  5 
are  one-half  self-supporting ;  1  is  ooe-fourth  self-supporting;  and  16  are  not  at 
all  self-supporting. 

In  the  whole  University,  34  per  cent,  of  the  students  are  entirely  self- 
supporting;  5\  per  cent,  are  oue-half  self-supporting;  6  per  cent,  are  one- 
fourth  self-supporting ;  and  54}  per  cent,  are  not  at  all  self-supporting.  That 
is  to  say,  of  the  young  men  and  young  women  who  are  receiving  that  train- 
ing and  education  at  the  ITniversity  of  Kansas  which  shall  fit  them  to  be 
worthy  citizens  of  a  great  State,  more  than  one-third  are  entirely  self-sup- 
porting, and  almost  one-half  are  in  some  measure  self-supporting. 

Among  the  young  men,  40  per  cent,  are  entirely  self-supporting,  and  17 
per  cent,  not  entirely  but  partially  self-supporting. 

Comment  on  these  ligures  is  unnecessary.  The  University  of  Kansas  is 
manifestly  au  institution  offering  the  poor  young  man  an  equal  chance  with 
the  rich  one ;  and  better  yet,  this  chance  is  not  being  lost  sight  of  by  the 
earnest  young  men  and  women  of  the  State. 
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average  age  of  students. 
Ab  a  matter  of  ioterest,  the  followiug  statUtics  concerning  the  average  age 
of  the  Univeraity  students  are  appended.

The  average  age  of  all  the  students  of  the  University  is  21  years  8  months 
6  days.     This  age  indicates  that  the  young  men  and  women  in  attendance 
on  the  University  ore  of  an  age  at  which  the  most  favorable  results  in  the 
way  of  thorough  scholastic  attainment  can  be  expected. 

UNIVERSITY   BUILDINGS. 

The  University  now  has  five  buildings,  all  fully  occupied.  In  the  Main 
Building,  of  54  rooms,  is  the  large  University  Hall  capable  of  seating  1,200 
people,  the  offices  of  the  Chancellor  and  the  Sccretar}-  and  Treasurer  of  the 
University,  the  laboratories  and  lecture-rooms  of  the  Physics  department,  the 
Classical  Museum,  the  lecture-rooms  with  professors' studies  for  the  languages 
(English,  Greek,  Latin,  German  and  French),  mathematics,  history  and  jw- 
litical  science,  philosophy,  the  art  studio,  and  (occupying  three  rooms  but 
badly  crowded)  the  University  library  and  reading-room.  The  carpenter's 
shop,  cloak-rooms,  superintendent's  office,  library  storage-room,  battery-room, 
etc,  are  on  the  basement  floor. 

Snow  Hall,  a  beautiful  building  admirably  adapted  for  the  purposes  of  in- 
struction in  Natural  History,  contains  the  laboratories,  lecture-rooms,  ^id 
museum  halls  for  theoretical  and  practical  work  in  Botany,  Entomology, 
Meteorology,  Geology,  Zoology,  Anatomy,  Physiology,  and  Taxidermy.  This 
building  and  its  collections  have  acquired  a  national  reputation.  No  money 
ever  expended  for  the  erection  of  a  public  building  in  the  State  of  Kansas 
has  accomplished  so  satisfactory  results  as  the  850,000  appropriated  for  this 
structure. 
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The  Chcmistrj  Building  contains  eleven  rooms,  occupied  as  assaying- rooms, 
laboratoriea,  lecture-rooms,  and  offices.  These  rooms  are  too  small  for  the 
present  needs  of  the  University,  not  one  of  them  being  of  sufficient  size  to 
accommodate  the  Freehman  and  Sophomore  classes.  This  building  is  also 
occupied  by  the  School  of  Pharmacy.  One  of  the  most  pressing  needs  of  the 
University  is  the  erection  of  a  separate  building  for  the  School  of  Pharmacy. 
The  druggists  of  the  State  unite  with  us  in  urging  the  necessity  of  such  a 
building  at  the  earliest  possible  date. 

North  College,  or  old  Univereity  building,  which  had  been  unused  since 
the  removal  to  Winfield  of  the  School  for  the  Feeble-Mi nded,  has  been  thor- 
oughly repmred,  and  now  furnishes  satisfactory  quarters  for  the  Law  and 
Music  Schools. 

The  Boiler-house,  beudes  containing  the  battery  for  steam  heating  of  all  the 
buildings,  also  contains  the  dynamo  and  engine-room,  and  the  machine  shops 
connected  with  the  Electrical  Engineering  work.  This  work,  and  in  fact,  the 
entire  department  of  Physics,  is  at  present  crowded  into  places  separated 
from  each  other,  and  not  originally  intended  for  these  purposes.  Next  to  the 
need  of  a  Library  building,  is  undoubtedly  a  building  for  the  Department  of 
Physics.  The  extraordinary  demand  for  instruction  in  the  science  of  elec- 
tricity, and  other  branches  of  work  in  the  department  of  Physics,  forces  the 
recognition  of  the  great  need  of  a  new  building  for  this  department.  The  sub- 
ject of  electricity  is  alone  of  such  great  importance  in  hundreds  of  lines  of 
commerce  and  industry,  as  to  make  it  imperatively  necessary  to  give  it  the 
most  careful  attention.  A  splendid  be^nning  has  been  made  in  this  work 
under  the  care  of  Prof  Blake — ^a  beginning  so  satisfactory  that  Prof.  Blake 
declined  a  more  flattering  offer  from  Amherst  College,  at  almost  twice  the 
salary  paid  him  by  the  Kansas  University.  He  preferred  to  remain  in  Kan- 
sas, because  be  felt  certain  of  being  treated  more  generously  in  the  way  of 
buildings  and  appliances  here  than  there.  The  valuable  appliances  in  the 
Department  of  Physics  should  be  protected  from  fire  by  a  fire-proof  building, 
commodious,  though  not  extravagant. 

INVENTORY   OF   PROPERTY. 

The  property  of  the  University  consists  of  lauds,  buildings,  and  the  books, 
museums,  machinery,  and  other  appliances  used  in  the  work  of  instruction. 
The  lands,  buildings,  books,  and  ordinary  illustrative  apparatus  can  be  easily 
estimated  as  to  value,  but  the  collections  in  Natural  History  and  other 
treasures  of  the  museums  have  a  great  and  uneertmn  financial  value.  There 
are,  for  e^cample,  small  specimens  worth  thousands  of  dollars  each.  Valua- 
tions of  all  sorts  have  been  given  conservatively,  and  it  is  safe  to  say  that  they 
might  have  been  put  at  a  considerably  higher  figure  and  no  untrue  impres- 
sion be  conveyed.    The  estimate  is  as  follows:

BEQUESTS  AND  DONATIONS. 

Schools  and  charitiee  of  unquestioned  use&lnees  and  permanence  are  con- 
templated with  the  utmoBt  favor  by  the  givera  of  wealth.  The  greatest  gen- 
erosity ID  such  matters  is  usually  accompanied  by  the  greatest  caution.  Men 
who  have,  in  a  life  of  hard  work,  accumulated  a  fortune,  do  not  like  to  bestow 
it  where  it  will  soon  be  dispersed  and  forgotten.  The  more  fixed  and  certain 
an  educational  institution  becomes,  the  more  willing  generous  people  are  to 
make  it  the  object  of  their  generosity.  This  aggregating  power  has  already 
begun  to  appear  in  the  University  of  Kansas.  Mr.  William  B.  Spooner,  of 
Boston,  an  uncle  of  Chancellor  Snow,  made  the  University  of  Kansas  and 
Oberlin  College  the  residuary  legatees  of  his  fortune.  It  is  estimated  that 
the  Univeraity  will  receive  from  this  source,  m  1893,  or  soon  thereafter,  at 
least  a  quarter  of  a  million  dbllars..  Ex-Oovemor  Charles  Robinson  has 
recently  ^ven  the  Univeraity  some  very  valuable  real  estate.  Again,  Col. 
John  J.  McCook,  the  New  York  attorney,  director  and  general  counsel  of 
the  Atchison,  Topeka  &  Santa  F6  Railroad  Company,  gave  last  year,  to 
promote  athletics  in  the  University,  the  splendid  gift  of  one  thousand  five 
hundred  dollars,  with  an  intimation  of  more  to  follow. 

The  library,  also,  has  been  enriched  by  a  generous  gift  of  nearly  two  hun* 
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dred  volumes  from  the  library  of  Dr.  L.  Chase,  of  Irving.  Other  valuable 
sets  of  books  have  been  presented  by  Dr.  C.  G.  Rowland,  of  LAwrenee,  Hon. 
Geo.  R.  Peck  and  Hon.  W.  H.  RossingtoD,  of  Topeka,  and  others.  A  large 
part  of  the  library  of  the  lat«  Hon.  D.  C.  Haskell  has  been  deposited  at  the 
University,  and  is  constantly  accessible  to  the  students. 

ADMISSIONS  AND  GRADUATIONS. 
The  Board  of  Regents  has  lately  ventured  to  make  a  somenbat  radical 
change  in  the  rules  governing  admi^ion  to  the  University  classes,  as  well  as 
graduations  from  them.  It  has  advanced  the  standard  of  scholarship  govern- 
ing admissions,  promotions,  graduations,  and  degrees,  but  it  has  endeavored 
to  reduce,  aa  materially  as  may  be,  the  incidental  and  pecuniary  obstacles  to 
admission.  It  will  doubtless  be  conceded  by  all  that  the  only  persons  natu- 
rally and  fully  competent  to  pass  on  admission  of  students  to  the  I7niversity 
are  members  of  the  University  Faculty.  From  the  very  nature  of  the'case, 
they  and  they  only  have  a  clear  knowledge  of  students'  fitness  to  undertake 
the  work  to  be  required  of  them.  But  there  is  no  very  high  institution  of 
learning  in  this  country  which  does  not  modify  this  theoretical  position  so  far 
as  to  designate,  to  a  greater  or  less  degree,  outside  persons  who  may  make 
examinations,  and  certify  students  for  entrance.  The  Regents,  considering 
the  extreme  distances  in  the  State  of  Kansas  from  the  University,  the  large 
number  of  courageous  and  energetic  young  people  who  absolutely  cannot  af- 
ford to  risk  even  the  smallest  sums  of  money  in  uncertain  ventures,  and  the 
disadvantage  to  which  a  student  is  subjected  who  goes  a  long  distance  to  be 
examined  among  strangers,  concluded  to  authorize  the  principals  of  all  high 
schoob,  academies  and  colleges  in  good  standing,  to  examine  students  for  ad- 
mission to  the  Freshman  class,  according  to  the  requirements  laid  down  in  the 
University  catalogue,  and  to  certify  the  successful  applicants  to  the  University 
authorities  for  admission.  As  no  person  conducting  such  an  examination 
would  care  to  take  the  risk  of  having  an  applicant  to  whom  he  had  given  a 
certificate  dismissed  from  the  University  classes  for  inability  to  keep  up  with 
the  work,  it  is  believed  that  great  caution  will  be  exercised,  and  that  a  mini- 
mum of  unwarranted  admissions  will  be  realized.  An  admission  on  certificate 
is  no  assurance  that  a  pupil  will  be  retiuned  In  a  given  class.  8uch  class 
membership  can  only  be  insured  by  proper  work  from  day  to  day.  At  the 
same  time,  as  many  obstacles  as  possible  in  the  way  of  worthy  young  men 
and  women  are  by  this  plan  ren]oved. 

THE  UNIVERSITY  LIBRARY. 
The  library  facilitiea  in  University  work,  are  like  weapons  and  ammunition 
in  war,  tools  and  materials  in  the  industries.  Great  teachers  do  not  care  for 
money,  but  they  must  have  books,  and  great  students  will  not  be  deprived  of 
them.  If  Kansas  wishes  to  rank  among  the  highest  in  her  University  work, 
as  in  other  respects,  her  University  library  must  not  fail  to  command  the 
highest  respect  of  learned  men. 
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The  Uaiveraity  has,  approximately,  fourteen  thousand  volumes  in  its 
library.  There  is  little  in  this  fact  for  Kansas  to  be  proud  of  The  number 
ought  to  be  ten  times  fourteen  thousaod,  at  least.  Even  the  comparative 
youth  of  the  State  and  the  institution  i^  not  a  sufficient  excuse  for  the  fact  that 
our  chief  seat  of  learning,  the  founts-head  of  our  Bcholaatic  life,  should  have 
only  fourteen  thousand  volumes  as  a  result  of  a  quarter  of  a  century  of  accu- 
mulation. Thousands  of  private  libraries  are  larger,  and  tens  of  thousands 
are  more  expensive.  The  students  of  other  colleges  and  universities  have 
access  to  books  in  numbers  like  the  following:

Of  the  Kansas  University  library  it  may  truthfully  be  boasted  that  its  four- 
teen thousand  volumes  are  nearly  all  standard  books,  selected  from  time  to 
lime  by  those  most  competent  to  determine  what  would  be  most  permanently 
useful. 

That  the  thirty  thousand  dollars'  worth  of  books  belonging  to  the  Univer- 
sity should  be  stored  in  a  building  almost  as  far  from  fire-proof  as  could  well 
be  devised,  is  not  right.  There  shonld  be  built  at  once  a  modern  fire-proof 
building,  capable  of  holding  in  the  most  approved  fashion  a  quarter  of  a  mil- 
lion books.  The  State  has  already  lost  a  number  of  book  donations  of  very 
great  value,  because  those  proposing  to  give  them  were  uot  willing  to  place 
the  treasures  secured  by  a  lifetime,  perhaps,  of  diligent  collecting,  in  a  build- 
ing where  fire  might  at  any  time  wipe  them  out  of  existence. 

MEDICAL  AND   DENTAL  SCHOOLS. 

The  need  of  a  good  number  of  thorough ly-educated  physicians,  surgeons, 

and  dentists,  is  conceded  by  all  classes  of  citiKens.    The  economic  phase  of 

the  question  is  alone  sufficient  to  determine  the  justice  of  this  demand.    While 

every  community  seems  to  have  a  greater  number  of  physicians,  surgeons, 
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Mid  dentists,  than  can  be  kept  busy,  the  fact  renuuns  that  hundreds  of  thou- 
sands of  dollars  annually  go  out  of  our  State  in  fees  t«  Eastern  or  peripatetic 
physicians.  There  is  everywhere  a  scarcity  of  well-trained  physicians  and 
surgeons.  Great  stress  is  Iwd  by  the  medical  profesaion  on  the  poasession  of 
a  proper  diploma,  but  not  so  much  stress  is  laid  on  the  proper  fundamental 
preparation  which  should  naturally  go  before  a  diploma.  A  student  may 
secure  a  medical  diploma,  in  many  parts  of  the  countrj-,  who  has  little  general 
education,  knows  little  or  nothing  of  chemistry,  pharmacy,  botany,  anatomy, 
and  kindred  fundamental  sciences.  The  University  of  Kansoa  will  before 
long  add  the  finishing  courses  to  its  present  fundamental  courses,  and  give 
Kansas  her  own  physicians,  surgeons,  and  dentists,  as  thoroughly  equipped  as 
from  any  schools  in  the  United  States;  aTid  it  is  intended  that  a  medical 
diploma  from  the  University  of  Kansas  shall  bear  witness  to  the  first-class 
fundamental  trmuing  in  such  sciences  as  those  named  above,  as  well  as  in 
ordinary  medical  studies.  The  report  of  Chancellor  Snow  treats  this  subject 
more  at  length. 

REPAIRS   TO   FOUNDATIONS. 

Errors  of  judgment,  made  by  the  best  of  men  in  the  most  natural  and  ex- 
cusable way,  caused  the  foundations  of  the  main  University  building  to  be 
constructed  so  as  to  fall  short  of  reaching  the  solid  rock  by  several  feet.  Al- 
though the  great  building  is  set  on  a  hill,  where  difficulty  from  water  would 
never  be  anticipated,  the  fact  appeared  in  time  that  a  wet,  spongy  clay  under 
the  foundations  was  causing  a  steady  settling  of  the  building.  Year  after 
year  the  succeeding  Le^slatures  were  importuned  for  an  appropriation  suffi- 
cient to  cure  the  defect.  Year  after  year  it  was  refused,  until  in  1886  a  be- 
ginning was  made.  Since  that  time  nearly  one-half  of  the  foundation  has 
been  thoroughly  reconstructed,  and  the  rest  will  be  as  soon  as  the  money  can 
be  secured.  The  amount  so  far  expended  is  811,000.  About  the  same  sum 
will  be  required  to  complete  the  work.  Much  money  would  have  been  saved 
if  all  this  work  could  have  been  done  at  once. 

THE   UNIVERSITY   SURROUNDINGS, 

In  the  earlier  years  of  our  University  the  State  was  without  the  high  schools 
so  wisely  contemplated  by  her  educational  system.  A  preparatory  departr 
ment  was  therefore  necessary  in  connection  with  the  University.  For  years 
in  fact  the  University  was  chiefly  a  preparatory  school.  The  multiplication 
of  high  schools  has  at  last  made  it  possible  for  the  University  to  divest  itself 
of  all  of  ils  prejMiratory  features,  by  which  change  the  State  no  longer  spends 
'  money  on  her  University  which  should  be  spent  locally  for  high  schools. 

The  newest  high  school  of  first-class  capacity  is  that  lately  established  by 
the  city  of  Lawrence  in  a  magnificent  new  building  costing  S40,000,  designed 
on  the  most  approved  theories  of  modern  school  architecture.  It  is  the  highly 
creditable  and  patriotic  purpose  of  the  city  of  Lawrence  to  make  its  high  school 
in  every  respect  a  worthy  adjunct  of  the  University.     The  stimulus  of  Uni- 
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versity  life  and  atmosphere  to  Btudente  in  the  Lawrence  high  school'  muat 
surely  be  of  extraordinary  advantage  to  both  the  high  school  and  the  Uni- 
versity. 

PREPARATORY  WORK. 
In  accordance  with  the  manifest  desire  of  all  who  have  legislated  on  Uni- 
versity aff^re  since  the  State  first  made  provision  for  a  University,  the  pre- 
paratory department  has  been  abolished.  The  effect  of  this  is  already  seen 
in  the  high  schools  of  the  State.  In  all  parts  of  the  State  there  is  a  growing 
tendency  toward  the  establiahmeut  of  high  scboola,  and  a  willingneaa  to  ^ve 
sach  schools  an  ample  support.  In  all  the  recent  political  and  economic 
disturbances,  all  parties  and  all  clxasea  have  wisely  remained  loval  to  the 
educational  interests  of  the  State.  Thus  a  recent  series  of  resolutions  passed 
by  the  Farmera'  Alliance  of  Shawnee  county  declares  the  belief  that  "Edu- 
cation, moral,  social,  intellectual,  financial,  and  political,  is  essential  in  the 
field  of  industrial  progress  to-day." 

THE   UNIVERSITY   AND   THE   STATE. 

The  function  of  the  University  is  well  defined.  It  is  created  that  the  highest 
needs  and  the  highest  ambitions  may  be  satisfied.  The  State  rcquireB  preach- 
ers, teachers,  lawyers,  physicians,  ])harmacists,  engineers,  elect ridaos,  chemiste, 
and  other  specially  trained  men  and  women,  as  much  oa  it  needs  farmers  and 
miners  and  manufacturers — on  the  principle  that  the  human  body  needs  its 
small  vital  organs  as  nmch  as  its  larger  ones.  The  University,  to  be  really 
such  in  fact  as  well  as  in  name,  requires  an  expenditure  which  is  trifling  when 
borne  by  the  State,  but  crushing  when  borne  by  individuals  or  denominations. 

The  members  of  the  Board  of  Regents  are  hearty  believers  in  the  educa- 
tional system  of  Kansas.  They  object  to  any  form  of  the  idea  that  Kansas 
may  rightfully  neglect  her  children,  young  or  old.  Every  law  which  tends 
to  help,  develop,  and  protect  her  citizens  should  be  on  the  statute  books  of 
the  State.  What  is  true  with  respect  to  commercial,  industrial,  and  economic 
matters  is  tnie  of  the  educational  side.  The  young  man  or  young  woman  at 
Fredonia,  or  Wiofield,  or  Sterling,  or  Ellsworth,  or  Concordia,  or  Hiawatha, 
should  not  he  required  to  go  from  home  to  get,  in  an  educational  way,  what 
can  as  well  be  had  at  home.  Neither  should  the  young  people  of  Kansas  gen- 
erally be  required  to  go  away  from  Kansas,  to  get,  in  an  educational  way, 
what  Kansas  can  as  well  provide  at  home.  Kansas  should  manufacture  her 
own  scholars  as  well  as  her  own  flour  and  cloth  and  machinery.  It  is  as  wrong 
to  send  our  hard-earned  wealth  out  of  the  State  to  get  the  education,  which 
our  youth  are  certain  to  get  somewhere,  and  which  the  State  can  easily  pro- 
vide, as  it  is  to  send  it  away  for  corn,  or  fruit,  or  anything  else  we  can  produce 
at  home.  To  educate  our  own  citizens  to  the  fullest  limit  is  to  teach  the 
lesson  of  loyalty,  and  that  lesson  is  never  an  expensive  one.  To  develop 
Kansas  should  be  the  never-ending  task  of  every  Kansan,  and  to  leave  out 
education  is  to  leave  out  the  comer-stone.    The  function  of  the  University  in 
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the  Kaiiaas  educational  system,  is  to  stimulate,  correlate,  and  unify  the 
primary  and  high  schools  of  the  State,  and  to  furuish  education  in  the  higber 
and  less  called  for  branches,  which  are  pecuniarily  out  of  the  reach  of  the 
various  tocal  communities.  It  rests  on  a  union  of  local  communities,  and  is 
for  the  use  and  odvautage  of  each. 

QUALITY  OF  WORK. 

In  all  departments  of  the  University  work,  it  is  the  intention  to  constantly 
raise  the  requirements  until  in  all  re8]>ects  the  ideal  university  level  is  reached. 
The  Regents  of  the  University  have  observed  that  the  institution  ia  strongest 
with  the  voters  and  tax-payers  of  the  State  in  those  departments  of  its  work 
where  the  real  university  level  has  moat  certainly  been  reached.  The  infer- 
ence naturally  is  that  the  State  wante,  in  the  institution  at  Lawrence,  not  a 
high  school,  or  a  normal  school,  or  a  college,  hut  a,  real  univeraity. 

RECOMMENDATIONS   OF  PH0FE8S0RS. 
The  bieuuial  reports  of  the  Professors  make  certain  recommendations  to  the 
Board  of  Regents,  some  of  which  have  already  been  presented  in  the  fore- 
going report.    In  addition  to  these  the  following  are  of  suffident  importance 
to  be  brought  to  your  attention  r 

I.  The  request  of  Professor  Duulap  for  an  assistant  in  elocution.  The  large- 
size  of  the  classes  in  English,  which  arc  made  much  larger  than  formerly  by 
the  introduction  of  the  new  Latin-English  course,  makes  it  impossible  for  the 
instructora  in  English  to  give  proper  attention  to  elocution.  A  competent  as- 
sistant in  this  important  branch  should  at  once  be  employed. 

II.  The  request  of  Professor  8now  for  an  appropriation  of  two  thousand 
dollars  for  the  exlension  and  equipment  of  laboratories  for  the  proper  conduct 
of  his  experiments  in  practical  entomology.  His  experiments  looking  to  the 
extermination  of  the  chinch-bug  have  met  with  unexpected  success,  and  he 
has  reached  a  point  where  additional  facilities  for  investigation  are  absolutely 
indispensable. 

III.  The  request  of  Professor  Dyche  for  one  thousand  dollare  for  the  equip- 
ment of  his  laboratory  of  Anatomy  and  Physiology.  This  request  should 
receive  a  favorable. response.  M.  P.  SIMPSON.

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CHANCELLOK'S  REPORT. 


7b  the  Board  of  Regents  of  the  Unifertify  of  Kansas: 

Gentlemen — The  resignation  of  my  predecessor,  Dr.  J.  A.  Lippincott,  at 
the  close  of  the  academic  year  1888-89,  and  the  completion  of  the  year  of 
service  of  Vice-Chancellor  W.  C.  Bpangler  before  the  time  had  arrived  for 
the  preparation  of  this  report,  have  imposed  upon  me  a  duty  which  does  not 
properly  belong  to  the  period  of  my  administratiou.  I  accordingly  present 
the  following  brief  statement  of  the  progress  of  the  TJtiiveTsity  during  the  two 
years  ending  June  30th,  1890,  with  some  suggestions  relating  to  its  most 
pressing  needs  for  the  two  years  next  succeeding. 

The  standing  of  an  institution  of  learning  depends  upon  the  strength  of  its 
Faculty,  the  extent  of  its  library,  the  completeness  of  its  apparatus  for  scien- 
tific instruction,  and  the  enthusiasm  for  knowledge  and  culture  manifested  by 
the  young  men  and  young  women  constituting  the  body  of  its  students.  In 
each  of  these  four  respects  the  University  of  Kansas  has  more  than  held  its 
own  in  the  past  two  years, 

THE   FACULTY. 

Although  seriously  weakened  by  the  resignation  of  Chancellor  J.  A.  Lip- 
pincott and  Professor  A.  R.  Marsh,  the  Faculty  has  made  good  its  losses  by 
the  accession  of  ten  additional  members  and  the  establishment  of  four  new 
and  long- needed  chwrs. 

The  work  of  the  department  of  History  and  Political  Science,  under  the 
management  of  Frofes.ior  James  H.  Canfield,  has  grown  to  such  proportions 
that  a  division  of  the  chair  had  long  been  an  imperative  necessity.  At  the 
close  of  the  year  1888-89  the  division  was  ertected,  and,  at  his  own  request, 
Professor  Canfield  was  placed  in  the  new  chair  of  Amcncau  Historj'  and 
Civics,  while  Profeasor  Frank  W.  Blackmar,  Ph.D.  (Johns  Hopkins),  was 
called  to  the  chair  of  General  History  and  Sociology. 

The  chairs  of  Philosophy  and  of  Geology  and  Paleontology  have  long  been 
wanting,  to  fill  out  the  instruction  in  the  humanities  and  the  sciences,  and  it 
is  a  matter  for  earnest  congratulation  that  these  wide  educational  gaps  have 
now  been  closed.  The  chair  of  Philosophy  has  been  placed  in  charge  of 
Associate  Professor  Olin  Templin,  M.  A.  ( University  of  Kansas).  The  chair 
of  Geology  and  Paleontology  was  offered  to  Bamuel  W.  Williston,  Ph.  D. 
(Yale),  who  has  resigned  a  professorship  in  Yale  University  to  accept  this 
appointment. 

The  vacancy  in  the  department  of  English  Language  and  literature, 
caused  by  the  resignation  of  Professor  A.  R.  Marsh,  was  filled  by  the  pro- 
motion of  Assistant  Charles  G.  Dunlap  to  the  associate  professorship,  and 
finally  to  the  fiill  professorship,  in  that  department.    Mr.  Edwin  M.  Hopkins, 
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B.A.  (Princeton),  was  appointed  assistant  in  English  in  place  of  Mr.  Dun- 
tap,  promoted. 

The  transfer  of  Professor  F.  H.  Snow  to  the  presidency  of  the  institution 
necessitat«d  other  changes  in  the  department  of  Natural  History.  Assistant 
Lewis  L.  Dyohc  has  been  promoted  to  the  profeaeorship  of  Zoology,  Anatomy 
and  Pliysiology,  with  Miss  Gertrude  Crotty,  B.S.  (University  of  Kansas),  as 
Assistant.  Profe.«sor  8now  retains  the  chair  of  Botany,  Entomology,  and 
Meteorology,  with  Mr.  W.  C.  Stevens,  B.S.  (University  of  Kansas),  Assist- 
ant in  Botany,  and  Mr.  Vernon  L.  Kellogg,  B.,S.  (University  of  Kansas), 
Assistant  in  Entomology. 

At  the  be^uning  of  the  year  1889-90  the  department  of  Chemistry  was 
for  the  first  time  provided  with  a  full  assistant,  Mr.  Edward  C  Franklin,  B.S. 
(University  of  Kansas).  At  the  same  time,  Mr.  Frank  E.  Ward,  of  JoUet, 
111.,  was  made  Assistant  in  the  Electrical  Engineering  shops.  He  ^vea  prac- 
tical instnictiou  in  the  use  of  the  machinery  connected  with  the  nmnagement 
of  an  electrical  plant.  Provision  was  also  made  for  an  assistant  for  the  two 
jirofeasora  of  German  and  French,  his  services  to  be  equally  divided  between 
those  two  departments.  Mr.  Max  Winkler,  A.B.  (Harvard),  was  elected  to 
this  [Ktsition.  At  the  beginning  of  the  year  1890-91  the  services  of  a  full 
assistant  were  for  the  first  time  allowed  to  the  professor  of  Pharmacy,  and 
Mr.  S.  R.  Boyce,  Ph.G.  (University  of  Michigan),  accepted  the  position  thus 
established. 

At  the  close  of  the  year  1889-90  Professor  William  MacDonald,  for  the 
purpose  of  taking  advanced  studies  at  Harvard  University,  presented  his 
resignation  as  Dean  of  the  School  of  Music,  and  Professor  Geor^  B.  Penny, 
B.S.  (t.'oniell),  was  appointed  to  fill  the  vacancy. 

Resignations  of  assistants  at  the  close  of  the  year  1889-30  have  led  to 
the  following  appointments:  Mrs.  Frances  Sclilegel  Carruth  (Boston  Latin 
School),  Assistant  in  German  and  French,  vice  Mr.  Mas  Winkler,  resigned 
in  order  to  accept  a  position  in  the  Faculty  of  the  University  of  Michigan; 
Miss  Hannah  Oliver,  M.A.  (University  of  Kansas),  Aseistant  in  Latin,  vice 
Miss  Adelaide  Rudolph  resigned;  Mr.  Henry  B.  Newson,  B.S,  (Ohio  Wes- 
leyan).  Assistant  in  Mathematics,  vice  Mr.  Olin  Templin  promoted;  Mr.  Al- 
fred G.  Mayer,  M.E.  (Stevens  Institute),  Assistant  in  Physics,  vice  Mr.  W. 
"S.  Franklin,  resigned  in  order  to  take  a  tliree-yeare  course  of  study  in  Euro- 
]iean  Universities. 

With  the  completion  of  the  foregoing  changes  the  Faculty  of  the  Uni- 
versity, at  the  Iwginning  of  the  year  18y(l-tl1,  cousialjs  of  thirty-sis  mem- 
bers— twenty  professors,  one  associate  professor,  fourteen  assistant  professors, 
and  one  instructor,  not  including  the  librarian  and  assistant  librarian.  This 
board  of  instruction  is  in  a  condition  of  vigorous  efficiency,  and  will  continue 
to  m^ntain  and  advance  the  high  standard  of  educational  work  for  which 
the  institution  has  long  enjoyed  a  good  reputation. 

A  serious  difficulty  which  has  continually  confronted  the  management  of 
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the  University  of  Kansas,  has  been  the  uncertain  t«rm  of  service  of  the  beet 
members  of  the  Faculty.  Tempting  .offers  from  Eastern  colleges,  of  larger 
salaries  and  more  generous  equipments,  have  caused  the  resignations  of  some 
of  our  most  successful  instructors.  Other  instructors,  equally  valuable,  have 
declined  similar  overtures,  from  their  faith  in  the  future  of  the  State  ^f  Kan- 
sas anil  their  confidence  in  the  intelligence  of  her  j^ople.  Two  such  in- 
vitations have  been  rejected  during  the  past  three  months.  The  State  is 
^undantly  able  to  pay  such  salaries  as  to  justify  the  best  educational  talent 
in  maiotainiog  a  i>ermanent  connection  with  her  State  I'niversity. 

The  policy  of  allowing  the  members  of  the  Faculty  an  occasional  leave  of 
absence  for  a  year,  for  the  purpose  of  a  more  thorough  preparation  for  tlni- 
vereity  work,  has  been  continued  with  most  excellent  results.  During  the 
past  two  yeare  Professor  W.  H.  Carruth  has  spent  a  year  in  Harvard  I'ni- 
versity, and  Mr.  Olin  Templin  an  equal  time  in  Kurojiean  universities.  Mr. 
E.  C.  Franklin  is  now  in  Europe  for  a  similar  purpose. 

The  faculty  of  a  university  of  high  rank  benefit  the  institution  not  only  by 
the  instruction  given  to  students  in  the  lecture'room  and  laboratory,  but  also 
by  the  reputation  they  acquire  in  educational,  literary  and  scientific  circles 
through  the  publication  of  the  results  of  their  scholarly  researches  and  ori^- 
nal  investigations.  During  the  period  covered  by  this  rejiort,  our  own  Faculty 
have  been  unusually  active  in  this  direction.  Professors  Blockmar,  Blake, 
Bailey,  A,  G.  Canfield,  J.  H.  Canfield,  Carruth,  Dyche,  deed,  Mar\'in,  Sayre, 
Snow,  and  Wiicos,  and  Assistants  E.  C.  Franklin,  W.  S,  Franklin,  and 
Murphy,  have  published  pamphlets  and  contributed  articles  to  various  lit- 
erary and  scientific  journals.  Professors  Miller,  Robinson  and  Sayre  have 
published  text-books  in  their  respective  departments  of  instruction.  Other 
members  of  the  Faculty  are  making  researches  whose  results  will  be  ready 
for  publication  during  the  next  academic  year.  I  would  suggest  a  series  of 
official  univereity  bulletins  through  which  the  investigations  and  discoveries 
of  our  Faculty  may  be  first  made  known  to  the  world. 

THE  LIBRARY. 
The  library  has  made  a  satisfactory  growth  during  the  period  covered  by 
this  report.  The  appropriation  of  five  thousand  dollars  by  the  last  Legisla- 
ture for  the  purchase  of  books,  has  enabled  the  various  departments  of  in-- 
atniction  to  obtain  a  portion  of  the  most  important  standard  authorities  and 
works  of  reference.  With  this  appropriation  nearly  twenty-five  hundred 
volumes  have  been  added  to  our  shelves  during  the  year  lH«!*-i>0,  There  are 
now  nearly  fourteen  thousand  volumes  in  the  library,  exclusive  of  unbound 
pamphlets.  I  most  earnestly  recommend  the  continuance  of  an  annual  ex- 
penditure of  at  least  five  thousand  dollars  in  this  direction. 

APPARATUS  AND  BUILDINGS. 
The  equipment  of  the  University  in  apparatus  of  instruction  has  been  ma- 
terially enlarged  during  the  past  two  years.    The  department  of  Physics  and 
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Electrical  Engineering  has  been  provided  with  forg«a  and  steam-power,  find 
ofiUis  facilities  for  practical  shop-work  in  mechanical  e&  related  to  electrical 
engineering.  The  Muaeuni  of  Natural  History,  through  the  aelf-saorificing 
enterprise  of  Professor  Dyche  and  Judge  West  in  expeditions  to  western 
Kansas  and  to  British  America  has  received  manyvaiuableacceswona.  Many 
of  these  are  of  a  unique  character,  and  could  not  be  duplicated  by  any  ex- 
penditure of  money.  The  estimated  value  of  the  collections  of  Natural  His- 
tory in  Snow  Hall  and  the  scientific  apparatus  in  the  departments  of  physics, 
chemistry  and  civil  engineering,  is  not  less  than  one  hundred  and  twenty-eight 
thousand  dollars.  The  destruction  by  fire  of  these  precious  and  lately  ir- 
replaceable aids  to  education  would  be  an  appalling  calamity  to  the  institu- 
tion and  the  State.  It  is  therefore  the  cause  of  no  little  mental  security  on 
the  part  of  the  officers  in  charge  that  this  source  of  danger  has  been  reduced 
to  a  minimum  by  the  adequate  protective  appliances  which  have  been  placed 
within  convenient  access  during  the  past  two  years. 

The  repairs  of  the  walls  of  the  main  building  have  been  advanced  b}'  the 
appropriations  of  the  last  Legislature,  until  now  about  one-half  of  the  entire 
structure  has  been  placed  upon  a  secure  rock  foundation.  That  portion  of  the 
building  to  which  these  repairs  have  not  been  extended,  has  shown  but  tittle 
evidence  of  an  insecure  support,  and  there  is  no  basis  for  the  report  that  the 
building  is  in  an  unsafe  condition.  The  work  of  strengthening  the  walls 
should,  however,  be  made  to  include  the  entire  building,  at  the  earliest  pos- 
sible date. 

Since  the  occupation  of  the  main  building,  in  December,  1672,  the  substan- 
tial two-story  stone  building  at  the  north  end  of  Mt.  Oread,  which  constituted 
the  only  home  of  the  University  from  1866  to  1872,  and  is  commonly  known 
as  the  Old  University  Building,  has  been  entirely  useless  in  advancing  the 
work  of  the  institution.  During  the  past  summer,  this  structure  has  been 
thoroughly  repaired,  and  fitted  for  occupation  by  the  Schools  of  Law  and 
Music.  The  crowded  condition  of  the  mtun  building  is  thus  relieved,  valu- 
able property  of  the  University  is  rescued  from  decay,  and  the  departments 
named  are  provided  with  more  commodious  and  attractive  quarters  than  they 
have  ever  l)efore  possessed.  The  building  is  centrally  located,  and  convenient 
of  access.  Many  of  the  law  and  music  students,  however,  are  allowed  to  take 
additional  studies  in  the  collegiate  dejiartment  in  the  main  building,  and  for 
their  convenieiice  the  city  of  Lawrence  has  constructed  sidewalks  connecting 
the  two  buildings. 

Two  years  ago  Governor  Charles  Robinson  conveyed  to  the  University  a 
valuable  tract  of  land  lying  between  Oread  avenue  and  Mississippi  street,  on 
condition  that  the  city  of  Lawrence  should  reduce  Oread  avenue  to  grade. 
This  condition  has  not  yet  been  fulfilled,  but  it  has  been  intimated  that  if 
your  honorable  body  will  give  the  right-of-way  across  the  North  College 
campus,  the  city  will  comply  with  the  above  condition,  and  also  oonstruct 
and  maintain  a  public  highway  across  sdd  campus,  thus  completing  the 
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long-needed  easy-grade  connection  betneeu  the  city  and  the  X'niveraity.  The 
reopening  of  North  CoU^  afTords  another  argument  in  favor  of  this  connec- 
tion, 88  there  will  be  a  large  amount  of  X-'niversity  travel  between  the  two 
extremities  of  Mt.  Oread.  I  would  recommend  that  the  right-of-way,  on  con- 
dition above  stated,  be  granted,  and  that  a  committee  of  the  Regents  be  ap- 
pointed to  confer  with  the  Lawrence  City  Council  in  reference  to  the  early 
completion  of  the  work  proposed. 

A  most  generous  contribution  towards  the  equipment  of  the  University  in 
a  direction  in  which  as  yet  absolutely  nothing  has  been  accomplished,  was 
the  gift  last  Commencement  of  fifteen  hundred  dollars  from  Col.  John  J, 
McCook,  of  New  York  City.  This  gift  is  for  the  encouragement  of  athletics 
among  our  studente,  and  is  the  precursor  of  a  still  larger  ^ft  from  the  same 
source,  on  condition  of  the  subscription  of  an  equal  amount  from  khe  friends 
of  the  institution  at  home.  The  manner  in  which  the  money  shall  be  applied 
is  a  subject  for  your  immediate  consideration.  It  is  hoped  that  the  subscrip- 
tion of  several  hundred  doUai?  already  made  by  the  students  and  faculty  will 
be  so  largely  increased  as  to  make  avtulable  the  conditional  offer  of  Col, 
McCook. 

STUDENTS. 

The  accompanying  report  of  the  Secretary  exhibits  the  number  of  students 
in  the  several  Schools,  and  discloses  the  fact  that  although  a  serious  beginning 
has  been  made  in  the  cutting-ofT  of  the  preparatory  studies,  the  total  attend- 
ance has  suffered  no  diminution  during  the  past  biennium.  In  fact  the  aggre- 
gate enrollment  for  the  year  1889-90  was  .508,  which  is  almost  equal  to  the 
maximum  attendance  of  582  in  the  year  1882-83,  when  the  preparatory 
department  was  in  full  operation  and  the  Normal  department  had  not  been 
discontinued.  The  close  of  the  year  1890-91  will  witness  the  entire  disap- 
pearance of  the  preparatory  work,  and  all  candidates  for  admission  to  the 
collegiate  department  must  be  prepared  to  enter  the  Freshman  class.  This 
will  undoubtedly  somewhat  diminish  the  total  enrollment  of  students  until 
the  High  Schools  shall  have  more  generally  brought  their  courses  into  con- 
nection with  the  University.  But  the  wisdom  of  the  last  Legislature,  in 
requiring  the  removal  of  High-School  work  from  the  University,  will  be 
abundantly  justified  in  the  advanced  grade  of  the  institution,  which  will,  for 
the  first  time,  become  in  reality  what  it  has  long  been  in  name, — an  institu- 
tion for  the  higher  education  of  the  youth  of  Kansas. 

PREPARATORY  HIGH  SCHOOLS. 
Anticipating  the  effect  of  the  action  of  the  Legislature  in  the  excision  of 
the  Sub-Freshman  work,  the  Eegents  and  Faculty  have  sought  to  bring  the 
University  education  within  reach  of  every  High  School  of  the  State.  This 
has  been  accomplished,  not  by  essentially  lowering  the  standard  of  admission 
to  the  Freshman  class,  but  by  adding  a  new  High-School  preparatory  course. 
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in  which  only  oue  forei^i  language  is  required.  This  coui%  substitutes  a 
more  thorough  study  of  the  English  tongue  for  the  second  foreign  language 
previously  required,  and  meets  the  objection  sometimes  made,  that  the  H^h- 
Bchool  courses  leading  to  the  University  are  not  practical  courses,  adapted  to 
meet  the  needs  of  the  great  majority  whose  advanced  education  will  not  ex- 
tend beyond  the  High-School  curriculum.  The  new  Latin-English  prepar- 
atorj'  course  is  a  good  course  for  those  who  do  not  go,  as  well  as  for  those  who 
do  go  to  the  higher  tichools  of  learuing,  and  will  undoubtedly  be  the  means 
of  brinpng  into  connection  with  the  X^niveraity  many  whose  education  would 
otherwise  have  ended  with  the  High  School. 

In  the  University  catalogue  for  188!)-90,  nineteen  High  Schools  of  the 
State  were  credited  with  fully  ])reparing  students  for  the  Freshman  class,  in 
one  or  more  of  the  regular  courses,  and  thirty-six  schools  were  credited  with 
preparing  students  for  the  Freshman  class  not  fully,  but  falling  short  not 
more  than  three  terms'  work.  In  the  catalogue  for  1890-91,  recently  issued, 
the  first  list,  or  list  of  schools  which  completely  prepare  students,  comprises 
forty-one  High  Schools,  or  more  than  twice  as  mauy  as  listed  the  year  previ- 
ous; the  second  list  contains  thirty  schools.  The  remarkable  increase  in  the 
year  is  due  to  the  adoption,  by  the  I'niversity,  of  the  new  Latin-English  and 
General  Language  courses  agreed  upon  at  a  joint  meeting  of  city  superin- 
tendents and  X^niversity  Faculty  members,  and  to  earnest  ellbrts  on  the  part 
of  the  X^niveraity  authorities  to  induce  the  Bii])erint«ndents  of  schools  almori 
preparing  students  for  the  X'niversity,  so  to  add  to  their  High-School  courees 
that  thoir  graduates  shall  be /)'%  prepared  for  admission  to  the  Freshman 
class.  The  effort  on  the  part  of  the  University  to  establish  a  close  and 
mutually  beneficial  relation  with  the  High  Schools  of  the  State,  has  met  with 
a  warm  and  ready  response  &om  the  guperint«ndents  and  principals.  The 
adoption  of  the  new  courses  led  up  to  by  a  special  High-School  preparatory 
course,  has  been  received  as  a  just  and  wholly  commendable  action  on  the 
jiart  of  the  X'niversity,  and  the  spirit  shown  by  the  high  schools  of  the  State 
is  extremely  gratifviug. 

STATE  GEOLOGICAL  SURVEY. 
The  act  of  the  last  I>egislature  providing  for  the  government  and  midnte- 
nance  of  the  University  of  Kansas  provides  funds  for  various  other  purposes 
"and  for  any  geological  survey  or  scientific  work  which  may  be  conducted 
under  the  auspices  of  the  X'niversity  for  the  benefit  of  science  or  the  State." 
The  appointment  of  8.  W.  Williston,  Ph.D.  {Yale)  as  professor  of  Geologj' 
and  Paleontology,  makes  it  possible  for  this  provision  to  be  carried  out,  I 
therefore  most  urgently  recommend  that  a  geological  survey  be  instituted  un- 
der the  direction  of  said  professor.  A  careful  investigation  of  the  mineral 
and  other  natural  resources  of  the  State  will  lead  to  many  valuable  discover- 
ies, and  this  investigation  can  be  conducted  by  the  University  more  econom- 
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icttlly  and  more  satisfactorily  than  in  any  other  way.  The  apparatus  and 
laboratories  of  the  departmenta  of  Chemistry,  Physics,  Civil  Engineering; 
and  Natural  Hiatory  already  suffice  for  the  examination  and  preservation  of 
the  material  collected  by  the  survey,  and  the  chief  expense  will  be  almost 
entirely  limited  to  the  field  equipment  and  additional  assistance  required  to 
supplement  the  labors  of  the  heads  of  the  above-mentioned  denartmeute. 
ESTABLISHMENT  OF  THE  MEDICAL  SCHOOL. 

I  am  convinced  that  the  time  has  arrived  for  the  establishment  of  the 
Medical  School,  for  which  provision  was  made  by  the  charter  of  the  Vni- 
veisity.  The  location  of  the  Medical  School  apart  from  the  other  schools 
of  the  University  would  cause  a  serious  loss  to  the  medical  students,  who  de- 
rive great  benefit  from  participation  in  the  scientific  and  literary  advantages 
connected  with  the  University  as  a  whole.  Such  separate  location  would  also 
necessitate  the  duplication  of  a  large  portion  of  the  expense  of  instruction  and 
equipment.  But  a  supposed  difficulty  of  obtaining  instruction  in  clinics  is 
often  ur^ed  against  the  establishment  of  a  medical  school  in  a  city  no  larger 
than-  Lawrence,  This  difficulty  proves  to  be  purely  imaginary.  Michigan 
University,  whose  Medical  School  takes  rank  among  the  first  in  this  country, 
is  located  at  Ann  Arbor,  a  town  of  the  same  size  as  Lawrence.  I  recently 
visited  that  institution  for  the  purpose  of  inspecting  its  Medical  School.  I 
found  nearly  four  hundred  students  in  attendance,  pursuing  a  solid  four- 
years  medical  course.  The  medical  professors  are  men  of  ability  and  dis- 
tinction, and  there  is  absolutely  no  difficulty  in  the  way  of  obtaining  the 
necessary  clinics.  Upwards  of  one  thousand  patients  are  brought  to  the 
University  Hospital  yearly,  from  all  parts  of  the  State  of  Michigan,  and  re- 
ceive free  treatment,  on  the  sole  condition  of  being  made  useful  in  affording 
clinical  instruction  to  the  medical  students.  To  this  hospital  ore  sent  the  sick 
and  disabled  from  the  State  charitable  institutions  and  from  the  county  alms- 
houses. A  large  proportion  of  these  patients,  having  been  restored  to  health 
by  the  medical  and  surgical  treatment  received  at  the  University  Hospital, 
are  able  to  resume  self-support,  and  the  tax-payers  of  the  State  are  thereby  re- 
lieved of  many  heavy  burdens.  The  anatomical  laboratory  (for  human  dis- 
section )  is  abundantly  supplied  with  subjects,  according  to  a  State  law  which 
requires  all  suchlnaterial,  if  uncliumed  for  twenty-four  hours,  to  be  forwarded 
to  the  University  for  the  use  of  the  Medical  School. 

There  is  therefore  no  reason,  based  upon  the  size  of  the  town  of  Lawrence, 
for  longer  delay  in  the  establishment  of  the  Medical  School  of  the  University 
uf  Kansas. 

In  cormection  with  the  Medical  School,  a 

DENTAL  SCHOOL 
should  also  be  put  into  operation  at  an  early  data.    A  dental  school  retguires 
a  comparatively  light  investment  of  funds  for  instruction, and  equipment 
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Scores  of  rouQg  Kanaan?  are  now  obtaininjr  their  medical  and  dental  instnic- 
tioD  in  other  States.  Kansas  should  proride  ample  facilities  for  professional 
as  well  as  litenuy  and  Bcientific  training  for  ail  her  sons  and  daughters.

REGENTS'  REPORT. 

2b  Ms  Excellency  Lyman  U.  Humphrey,  Governor  of  the  State  of  Kansas  : 
Sib:  The  R^ente  of  tUe  Kausae  State  Agricultural  College  respeetftilly 
submit  this,  their  Beventh  biennial  report,  for  the  two  years  ending  June  30, 
1890,  appending  thereto  annual  reports  as  required  by  CongresB,  from  each 
departmeDt  as  at  present  organized. 

The  two  years  past  have  shown  the  usual  progress  in  the  building-up  of 
the  institution,  in  organization,  equipment,  idtendance,  and  general  repute. 
The  reports  of  the  President  and  heads  of  departments  present  the  particulars 
of  this  growth.  Although  the  institution  has  been  hindered  somewhat  by 
diminished  income  on  account  of  lowered  rates  of  interest  on  its  endowment, 
and  insufficient  appropriations  for  buildings  and  apparatus,  it  is  believed  to 
have  kept  pace  in  other  respects  with  the  development  of  the  State.  The  im- 
provements provided  for  by  the  last  Legislature  have  been  carefully  made, 
the  appropriations  having  been  expended  as  detailed  in  the  report  of  the 
Secretary.  The  development  of  the  Experiment  Station  under  appropriations 
by  act  of  Congress,  has  contributed  not  a  little  to  the  general  advantage  of 
the  CoU^e  in  agricultural  and  horticultural  mattere.  The  work  of  the  station 
is  fully  presented  in  separate  annual  reports  provided  by  law,  and  already 
issued  to  the  public  with  your  sanction.  It  is  needless  to  add  that  these  re- 
ports have  met  with  popular  favor,  and  have  attracted  attention  in  other 
States. 

The  faculty  of  instruction  and  management  remains  essentially  the  same 
in  strength  as  reported  two  years  since,  with  but  few  changes  in  the  peraonnel 
as  report«d  by  the  President.  The  names,  titles,  and  salaries  of  the  employfe 
of  College  and  station  are  herewith  stated  in  fiill,  with  the  fund  from  which 
the  salaries  are  ptud. 
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During  the  past  year  several  post-graduate  students  have  been  employed  as 
assistants  in  teaching,  receiving  compensation  by  the  hour  at  rates  varying 
fixim  fifteen  to  twenty-five  cents, according  to  the  responsibility  involved;  and 
by  special  contract  Lieut.  J.  F.  Morrison,  on  detail  as  Professor  of  Military 
Science  and  Tactics,  was  given  extra  classes  in  mathematics  and  physics,  at 
the  very  moderate  compensation  of  fifty  dollars  a  term  for  each  class. 

Course  of  Stddy. — For  many  years  past  the  four-years  course,  founded 
upon  the  preparation  g^ven  in  the  common  schools,  has  led  to  the  degree  of 
Bachelor  of  Science.  The  general  character  of  this  couree  as  directly  related 
to  agriculture  and  the  mechanic  arts,  with  a  fair  discipline  in  the  use  of  our 
mother  tongue,  has  proved  satisfactory  to  the  majority  of  those  especially 
interested  in  education  for  the  industrial  classes,  and  no  changes  have  been 
made  for  the  past  two  years.  With  various  adjustments  to  the  special  wants 
of  young  men  and  young  women,  the  single  course  answera  for  both,  and  bo 
far  as  the  studies  are  the  same,  both  scKes  are  united  in  classes.  The  outline 
of  the  course,  on  the  following  page,  is  given  for  general  knowledge;  but  fuller 
particulars  may  be  found  in  the  annual  catalogue.

RexjriREHENTS  FOR  ADMit<.«iox, — Up  to  this  time  c&udidat«8  for  admissioD 
have  been  examioed  in  the  common  branches  taught  in  district  schools,  with 
reference  to  a  thorough  review  of  arithmetic  and  English  grammar  in  the  first 
year  of  the  course.  This  year  it  has  seemed  wise  to  provide  for  admitting 
Vr'ithout  examination  all  applicants  who  present  county  certificates  to  teach, 
diplomas  from  county  graded  schools  which  have  received  the  approval  of  the 
Faculty,  and  certificates  to  having  passed  the  grammar  grades  in  the  city 
schools  whoae  course  of  study  has  been  accepted.  It  seems  desirable  that 
every  encouragement  should  be  pven  the  common  schools  to  provide  complete 
preparation  for  admittance  to  the  College.  At  i>resent  such  preparation  is 
not  up  to  the  atandard  desired,  but  a  marked  improvement  has  been  felt  in 
later  years,  and  the  expectation  is  that  this  new  arrangemeut  will  stimulate 
the  country  schools  to  special  efibrts  for  such  preparation. 

Post-Graduate  Study. — For  several  years  past  the  College  has  had  in  at- 
t«ndaDce  numbers  of  graduates  purauing  special  studies,  and  to  give  more 
definite  form  to  such  advanced  study,  the  plan  has  been  adopted  of  giving 
the  second  degree  of  Master  of  Science  upon  the  plan  on  the  following  page. 
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1.  Eaob  candidate  shaU  famifih  evidence  aatiafactory  to  the  Faculty  of  proflcieiicj' 
in  At  leABt  one  o(  each  of  the  gtonps  of  arts  and  sciences  heie  named: 
Arts:  Sciences:

2.  Each  candidate  most  present  for  consideration  by  the  Faculty  a  satisfactory 
thesis,  involving  original  researches  in  line  with  one  or  the  other  of  the  ooaniee 
parsued  as  above,  and  shall  deposit  a  perfect  copy  in  the  College  library. 

8.  Application  to  the  Faculty  for  sanction  of  the  lines  of  alndj  and  research 
selected  should  be  made  as  early  as  the  first  day  of  November,  and  the  subject  of  the 
thesis  must  be  settled  upon  as  soon  as  the  first  day  of  Janaary  preceding  the  Com- 
menoement  at  which  the  degree  is  eipected. 

4.  Candidates  must  be  from  graduates  of  three  or  more  years'  standing,  unless  a 
post-graduate  course  of  one  year  or  more  has  been  pursned  at  this  CoUege,  in  which 
case  the  second  degree  may  be  conferred  two  years  after  gradnation. 

Outlines  of  direction  for  study  and  research  in  varions  arts  and  sciences,  with 
special  adaptation  to  the  wants  and  opportunities  of  individual  applicants,  will  be 
furnished,  at  request,  to  all  graduates;  and  Professors  in  charge  will  gladly  aid  by 
correspondence  in  any  leeearoheB  andertaken. 

The  degree  ot  Master  of  Science  may  be  conferred  upon  the  gradaates  of  other 
ooUeges  of  like  grade  with  onr  own,  provided  the  applicant  shall  first  satisfy  the 
Faotilty  of  his  proficiency  in  the  industrial  studies  distinctive  of  this  institution,  on 
the  following  conditions: 

1.  The  applicant  for  the  Master's  degree  must  be  a  graduate  of  at  least  three 
years'  standing,  and  a  resident  of  Kansas. 

2.  His  post-graduate  study  shall  have  been  in  line  with  that  required  of  gradnatee 
of  this  College,  as  published  in  oar  Catalogue. 

3.  He  must  make  application  for  the  degree  on  or  before  the  first  day  of  January 
preceding  the  granting  of  the  same.  The  application  must  be  accompanied  with  n 
statement  of  his  course  of  study,  the  work  upon  which  the  claim  for  the  degree  is 
based,  and  the  subject  selected  for  his  thesis. 

4.  By  April  Ist  an  abstract  of  the  thesis  must  be  submitted  to  the  Faculty. 

5.  Before  May  I5th  the  applicant  shall  present  himself  for  examination.  The 
examination  shall  be  thorough  and  extensive,  and  shall  be  conducted  by  a  special 
committee  of  the  Faculty. 

That  the  plan  is  accomplishing  its  object  is  proved  by  the  number  of  young 
men  and  women  called  from  this  College  to  responsible  places  in  other  insti- 
tutions, and  by  the  good  work  in  those  positions.  Such  students  have  helped 
to  establish  the  good  name  of  the  College  iu  other  States  and  throughout  the 
nation. 

Endowment. — No  change  has  been  made  iu  the  amount  of  this  fund  dur- 
ing the  two  years  jiast,  except  that  the  single  piece  of  real  estate,  sold  under 
contract  for  Sl,340,  has  been  forfeited  by  ftulure  to  meet  the  terms  of  the  con- 
tract as  to  principal,  interest  and  taxes.  The  total  fund,  S501,426.:!3,  was 
on  June  30th  last  represented  by  the  securities  described  on  the  following 
page. 
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The  reports  of  the  Loan  Commissioner  show  that  the  fund  has  been  wholly 
invested,  and  the  accounts  with  the  State  Treasurer  indicate  promptness  in  the 
payment  of  interest.  A  few  cases  of  delinquency  show  snch  slackness  on  the 
part  of  of&cials  as  may  require  the  attention  of  the  Attorney  General. 

TiiE  Income  Fun'd, — By  the  strictest  economy,  even  by  postponing  pro- 
visions of  urgent  necessity,  the  expenses  of  the  past  two  yeare  have  been  kept 
within  the  limits  of  the  income,  so  that  the  a]>parent  balnnce  against  the  Col- 
lege at  the  close  of  the  fiscal  year  has  been  reduced  from  ^'(.^TO.-IS  in  1S8H  to 
8-t,it;J;}.^l  in  1890.  This  apparent  deficit  is  accoiaited  for  by  the  fact  that  in- 
terest already  due  to  the  amount  of  about  $f<,0()0  remains  unpaid  at  the  close 
of  the  year.  In  fact,  the  College  has  been  only  temporarily  in  debt,  having 
had  assured  income  suliicieiit  to  meet  all  expenses  incurred.  It  has  been  nec- 
essary, however,  to  meet  some  of  these  expenses  in  advance  of  the  semi-annual 
collection  of  interest  by  the  8tate  Treasurer,  and  the  monthly  accounts  show 
the  College  in  debt  to  its  Treasurer,  from  lack  of  a  working  surjdus  sufficient 
to  carry  by  the  periods  of  slight  payments  of  interest  in  spring  and  fall.  Such 
a  surplus  it  has  been  im])ossible  to  keep  under  the  pressrire  of  an  increased 
number  of  students  to  care  for,  with  need  of  better  appliances,  while  the  in- 
come from  interest  upon  the  endowment  has  been  gradually  shrinking  during 
the  past  five  years.  The  fact  tliat  all  expenditures  for  the  work  of  the  Ex- 
periment Station  had  to  go  on  for  three  months,  in  anticipation  of  a  payment 
from  the  United  States  Treasury  at  the  end  of  the  quarter,  has  added  to  the 
necessity  for  borrowing,  so  that  a  small  expense  for  interest  has  been  absolutely 
required.  The  last-mentioned  cause  of  the  difficulty  has  been  removed  already 
by  act  of  Congress  providing  for  payment  of  the  Station  fund  quarterly  In  ad- 
vance ;  and  a  recent  act  of  Congress,  approved  August  .'iOth  last,  supplements 
the  original  act  of  July  2d,  1862,  by  an  appropriation  of  SIS.OOO  for  1890, 
$16,000  for  1891,  and  an  annual  increase  of  81,000  for  each  succeeding  year 
until  the  annual  amount  shall  reach  $25,000.  Of  this  appropriation,  two  in- 
stallments are  now  due,  and  will  provide  for  all  current  expenses  of  the  insti- 
tution, and  secure  the  needed  working  surplus  above  referred  to.  It  must  be 
borne  In  mind  that  this  fund,  like  the  income  from  the  original  endowment,  is 
by  terms  of  the  act,  "to  be  applied  only  to  instruction  in  agriculture  and  the 
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mechanic  arts,  the  English  language  and  the  variouR  branches  of  mathematical, 
philosophical,  and  economic  science,  with  special  reference  to  their  application 
in  the  iuduatriea  of  life,  and  to  the  facilities  for  such  instruction  ";  and  "  no  por- 
tion of  said  moneys  shall  be  applied,  directly  or  indirectly,  under  any  pretense 
whatever,  to  the  purchase,  erection,  preservation  or  repair  of  any  building  or 
buildings."  This  makes  it  absolutely  necessary  to  ask  the  State  for  such 
buildings  and  permanent  improvements  as  the  natural  groTrth  of  the  College 
demands.  Several  wants  presented  two  years  ago,  but  at  that  time  left  uu- 
provided  for,  are  still  more  pressing  now,  while  new  ones  have  come  with  the 
growth  of  the  College  in  attendance  and  importance  to  the  State.  These  all 
concern  buildings  and  permanent  equipment,  such  as  the  State  ia  pledged  to 
furnish  in  accepting  the  substantial  endowment  and  support  provided  by  the 
national  Government. 

In  repairs  upon  present  buildings  there  is  needed  at  once  means  first,  to 
replace  the  old  shingle  roof  of  the  north  wing  of  the  main  building  by 
slate  and  metal,  to  correspond  with  the  other  parts  of  the  building;  second, 
to  put  metal  in  place  of  shingles  upon  Mechanics  Hall  and  Horticultural 
Hail,  for  preser\-atii>n  of  the  buildings  and  security  against  fire.  The  esti- 
mated cost  of  these  roofs  is  82,()'>0.  Current  repairs  upon  all  the  seven  build- 
ings, in  the  way  of  painting,  pointing,  steam  and  gas-fitting,  glass  and  floors, 
cannot  well  he  leas  than  Sl,-iUO  each  year. 

In  the  way  of  new  buildings,  we  agtun  emphasize  the  need  of  additional 
dwellings;  one  for  the  Professor  of  Horticulture,  Superintendent  of  the  ex- 
tensive fruit  plantations  and  grounds;  and  one  for  the  farm  foreman  where 
the  hired  men  may  be  boarded.  Both  of  these  are  needed  for  economy  of 
work  and  the  safety  of  property.    The  estimated  expense  for  the  two  is  86,500. 

Additional  class-room  is  needed,  and  sufficient  place  for  the  library  and 
reading-room  has  long  been.  So  far  the  librarj-  has  been  stored  in  an  ordi- 
nary class-room,  and  a  small  office  has  served  for  reading-room.  These  quar- 
ters have  been  outgrown  for  years,  and  books  have  been  slacked  so  closely 
as  to  be  inconvenient  of  access,  while  almost  no  room  is  left  for  those  who 
consult  them.  The  College  has  been  made  District  Depository  for  Govern- 
ment publications,  and  receives  on  this  account  several  hundred  volumes  an- 
nually, for  which  provision  must  be  made  for  the  sake  of  the  people.  Further, 
the  library  of  the  College  is  gaining  repute  for  its  distinctive  merits  in  applied 
science,  and  needs  room  for  growth  in  this  age  of  wonderful  advancement  in 
invention.  We  ask  that  an  appropriation  of  $8,0()0  be  made  for  a  fire-proof 
building  to  serve  as  a  present  store-room  for  the  library,  and  a  nucleus  for 
such  additional  structure  as  the  needs  may  demand. 

The  Jlechanies  Hall  is  now  crowded  to  its  utmost  capacity  with  a  class  of 
nearly  200  in  the  use  of  wood-working  tools  alone.  The  time  has  come  when 
an  enlargement  of  these  shojis  is  needed,  both  on  account  of  the  numbers  in 
attendance  and  the  nature  of  the  work  needed.  Hitherto  work  in  iron  has 
been  limited  to  the  narrow  range  afforded  by  two  forges  in  a  small  wooden 
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shop.  This  State  is  now  making  rapid  strides  in  mechanical  development, 
and  ranks  among  the  first  in  use'of  mechanical  contrivances  on  the  farm.  It 
is  time  that  this  department  of  the  College,  provided  for  hy  national  appro- 
priations, be  properly  housed.  The  State  cannot  longer  afford  to  postpone  the 
erection  of  a  suitable  building  for  iron-work  in  connection  with  that  already 
existing  for  wood-work.  The  lowest  possible  estimate  for  present  needs  in 
this  particular  is  86,000,  and  true  economy  would  be  better  secured  with  a 
present  expenditure  of  810,000. 

The  State  was  asked  two  years  ago  to  provide  a  system  of  water-supply 
connected  with  the  city  system  to  secure  against  fire  the  ten  buildings  at 
the  College  and  to  supply  water  for  boilers,  stock,  greenhouses,  and  grounds. 
The  appropriation  of  83,000,  half  the  sum  asked,  was  barely  sufficient  to 
provide  a  system  of  mains  and  hydrants,  surrounding  the  main  building  and 
near  several  other  buildings  with  connection  by  small  pipes  with  most  of  the 
buildings  for  a  partial  supply  of  water  within.  Xo  means  was  given  for  plumb- 
ing in  the  buildings,  or  for  mains  near  the  Museum  and  bams,  both  exposed 
to  danger  from  fire,  and  the  plans  for  a  system  of  sewerage  (naw  wholly  want- 
ing), with  proper  water  closets  for  buildings  occupied  by  students  and  teachers, 
all  approved  by  the  special  committee  visiting  the  College. 

We  now  renew  the  request  for  these  much-needed  additions  to  comfort, 
health,  and  safety  of  the  College,  with  sufficient  increase  to  meet  the  necessary 
enlargement  of  the  College.  The  sum  needed  is  ?4,000.  The  need  of  new 
and  larger  quarters  for  swine-breeding  was  presented  two  years  ago.  That 
need  is  still  more  imperative  now.  The  College  has  been  the  means  of  dis- 
tributing over  the  State  some  of  the  best  strains  of  pure-bred  hogs  at  moderate 
prices,  and  needs  good  facilities  for  handling  several  breeds  safely  at  the  same 
time,  Ixith  for  illustrative  purposes,  and  for  experimental  tests.  No  temporary 
structure  is  longer  economical,  and  the  amount  asked  for  construction  of  a 
suitable  building  with  stone  walls  and  complete  yards  is  8950. 

The  sum  of  82,.500  is  asked  for  the  increase  of  the  library.  The  increased 
number  of  advanced  students  demands  a  corresponding  increase  in  the  facili- 
ties for  their  study.  Moreover,  the  rapid  advance  made  in  the  physical  sci- 
ences requires  a  constant  addition  to  the  scientific  knowledge  available  in 
books,  and  the  student  of  to-day  is  not  equipped  for  good  work  without  access 
to  the  best  books  published.  These  cannot  be  omitted  from  the  machinery  of 
true  education,  and  yet  from  their  technical  nature  are  more  expensive  than 
ordinary  literature.  Our  library  ought  to  he  the  fullest  in  the  State  in  infor- 
mation upon  the  industrial  arts  by  which  our  people  thrive. 

The  appropriation  for  supply  of  fuel  from  the  mines  of  the  penitentiarj-, 
81,500  a  year  for  freight  and  hauling,  is  needed  again  for  the  two  years  end- 
ing June  30th,  1803.  We  also  ask  that  $r>00  be  appro))rinted  for  a  full  water- 
supply  in  each  year.  These  sums  will  Ire  used  only  as  needed,  and  any  surplus 
will  be  covered  into  the  State  treasury  at  the  expiration  of  the  year.  It 
is  expected  that  water  will  be  taken  by  measure  upon  general  terms  offered 
by  the  city  of  Manhattan,  as  soon  as  funds  are  provided  for  securing  a  meter. 
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The  usual  amount  of  $300  a  year  is  asked  for  the  salary  of  Loan  Commia- 
sioner,  and  the  moderate  sum  of  8360.89  fot  incidental  expenses  iti  making 
loans  and  caring  for  funds  during  the  past  two  years  should  be  restored  to 
the  College  funds  by  appropriation. 

In  conclu^on,  attention  is  called  to  the  general  repute  of  this  institution  as 
reaching  more  nearly  than  ordinary  the  wants  of  the  industrial  world  in 
general  education  and  training.  The  attendance  from  the  homes  of  fanneis, 
mechanics  and  businesa  men  is  the  largest  found  in  any  State  Agricultural 
CoU^,  and  ite  influence  is  more  widely  acknowledged  than  ever  before. 
The  line  of  work  coincides  almost  exactly  with  the  line  marked  out  in  the 
new  act  of  Congress  providing  for  instruction  of  the  industrial  classes.  It  is 
to  be  hoped  that  ite  future  effidency  will  be  well  provided  for  by  the  State 
Legislature.  Respectfully  submitted.

PRESIDENT'S  REPORT,  1888-89. 

To  the  Board  of  Regents — Gentlemen;  I  present  you  herewith  report  of 
matters  under  my  charge  in  the  Executive  Department  for  the  year  ending 
June  30,  1889,  referring  to  the  reports  of  Professors  and  Superintendents  for 
all  details  of  College  atfaira  not  under  my  personal  supervisiqn. 

The  Faculty  of  the  College  has  remained  the  same  as  at  the  close  of  the 
previous  year,  with  the  exception  that  Mr.  Francis  II,  White,  of  Brooklj-n, 
N.  Y.,  has  filled  the  new  chair  as  Instructor  in  history  and  constitutional 
law.  His  duties  have  included  the  charge  of  rhetorical  exercises  for  the 
Second-  and  Third-year  classes,  to  the  advantage  of  the  classes,  by  giving 
them  continuous  and  thoroughly  interesting  work.  He  has  also  to  some  ex- 
tent relieved  Professor  Olin  by  assistance  in  minor  English  classes.  Lieut. 
Morrison  has  been  employed,  with  your  consent,  to  assist  in  the  teaching  of 
mathematical  classes,  upon  terms  already  made  known  to  you.  The  organ- 
ization of  the  Faculty  for  general 'executive  duties  connected  with  the  regular 
Monday  Faculty  meeting  was  as  follows :

Otherwise  the  division  of  dudes  has  remiuned  essentially  the  same  as  re- 
ported last  year,  and  the  work  has  gone  on  with  the  usual  satisfaction. 

In  the  Experiment  Station  force,  Mr.  C.  L.  Marlatt,  assistant  in  Entomology, 
resigned  January  Ist,  to  accept  the  place  of  Assistant  in  the  Entomological 
Division  of  the  Department  of  Agriculture  at  Washington,  and  his  brother, 
F.  A.  Marlatt,  succeeded  to  the  place  here. 

The  general  welfare  of  the  College  in  all  matters  of  discipline  and  order 
have  been  secured  by  essential  unanimity  on  the  part  of  the  Faculty,  and, 
with  but  few  exceptions,  there  has  been  no  occasion  for  Faculty  action.  A 
few  cases  of  private  reprimand,  directed  by  the  Faculty,  cover  all  matters  of 
discipline  upon  record.  The  general  rule  requiring  studente  who  fail  in  more 
than  one  study  to  withdraw  from  College,  or  drop  back  one  year  in  the  course, 
has  served  to  give  general  efficiency  to  the  work  of  the  students. 

The  attendance  for  the  year,  on  account  of  the  severe  drouth  over  the 
western  part  of  the  State,  has  been  somewhat  less  than  for  two  years  previous. 
The  total  is  shown  in  the  following  summary  by  sexea  and  by  classes: 
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From  56  counties  of  Kansas,  419;  from  12  other  States,  26;  applicants 
not  enrolled,  36. 

The  average  age  of  enrolled  students  is  nearly  nineteen  and  one-half  years. 

This  diminution,  as  will  be  seen  by  comparison  with  previous  reports,  is  al- 
most wholly  in  the  lower  classes  in  the  course,  and  will  be  more  than  made 
np  in  another  year's  growth,  if  the  State  is  favored  with  fair  crops.  As  fully 
three-fourths  of  the  students  are  from  farmers'  homes,  any  failure  in  farming 
is  at  once  felt  in  the  attendance. 

The  dfuly  routine  of  class  work  has  remtuned  unchanged  from  that  re- 
ported last  year,  and  the  course  of  study  has  had  no  changes  except  what  may 
be  implied  in  courses  of  lectures  enlarged  from  year  to  year  by  the  heads  of 
departments. 
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The  weekly  exercises  of  Friday  afternoon  have  been  miunt^ned  as  usual, 
alternating  a  lecture  from  some  member  of  the  Faculty,  or  his  substitute,  and 
the  rhetorical  eserdses  of  Fourth-year  and  Third-year  classes.

In  addition  to  these  regular  lectures,  there  were  provided  for  the  general 
entertainment  two  evening  lectures,  one  on  June  7th,  18Stl,  before  the  Alpha 
Beta  Society,  by  Chancellor  Everest,  of  Garfield  University,  Wichita,  entitled 
"That  Woman";  and  another  on  June  Hth,  before  the  Webster  Society,  by 
Hon.  F.  P.  Dawes,  entitled  "The  American  Politician." 

The  annual  exhibitions  of  three  literary  societies  in  one  evening  of  each 
temi,  and  the  College  social  with  a  brief  literary  programme  three  times  dur- 
ing the  year,  furnished  other  means  of  general  entertainment.  The  College 
literary  societies  have  been  prosi>erous.  The  Y.  M.  C.  A.  and  the  Y.  W.  C.  A. 
have  kept  up  regular  weekly  meetings,  and  the  College  prayer  meeting 
has  been  held  on  such  Friddy  evenings  as  were  not  occupied  by  other  exer- 
cises. The  Scientific  Club,  composed  of  Professors  and  students,  has  held 
regular  monthly  meetings  for  the  discussion  of  topics  incidental  to  various 
courses  of  study  in  science. 

Tlie  general  health  of  the  studeuts  and  Faculty  has  been  excellent.  No 
deaths  have  occurred,  nor  has  any  serious  illness  affected  the  attendance.  A 
few  students  were  prevented  from  returning  after  the  winter  vacation,  and  a 
few  others  went  home  soon  after  their  return,  on  account  of  a  few  cases  of 
8mall-i)0x  in  the  city,  the  exaggerated  rumors  of  which  had  frightened  their 
parents  at  a  distance.  It  is  proper  to  remark  in  this  connection  that  there 
have  been  during  the  past  ten  years  but  three  deaths  among  students.  One 
was  from  drowning;  one  from  measles;  and  one  from  typho-malarial  fever 
brouglit  on  by  over-exertion  prior  to  entering  college.    It  is  believed  that  no 
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Bimilar  record  can  be  found  of  almost  universal  health  among  so  large  a  body 
of  students. 

The  year  closed  with  the  graduation  of  twenty-five  students  upon  whom 
was  conferred,  upon  recommendation  of  the  Faculty,  and  by  your  order,  the 
AegKQ  of  Bachelor  of  Science.  All  presented  orations  on  Commencement 
Day,  haviag  been  trained  for  the  occasion  by  Prof.  Olin,  before  a  large  audi- 
ence in  the  chapel.    The  following  list  presents  their  names  and  residences ;

The  Faculty  having  recommended  Claude  M.  Breese,  of  the  class  of  18S7, 
as  worthy  the  degree  of  Hast«r  of  Science  for  proficiency  in  cbemistrj'  and 
agriculture,  that  degree  was  conferred  upon  him  in  accordance  with  your 
order. 

The  general  exercises  of  Commencement  week,  followed  the  usual  routine. 
The  baccalaureate  sermon  was  given  on  Sunday  by  myself,  in  accordance 
with  the  established  custom  of  many  years.  The  Third-year  exhibition  was 
on  Monday  evening.  Eight  members  of  the  Third-year  class  presented  ora- 
tions, prepared  under  the  direction  of  their  rhetorical  teacher.  Professor 
White. 

The  annual  address  was  delivered  on  Tuesday  evening,  by  Hon.  N.  C. 
McFarland,  who  took  for  his  subject  "The  Realm  of  IJoubt." 

In  work  outside  the  College  roiitine  the  Faculty  has  been  represented  by 
various  members.     The  most  notable  work  of  this  kind  is  the  farmers'  insti- 
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tutcs,  in  ten  of  which  we  hod  representativea.     These  have  been  held  a&

The  State  Board  of  Agriculture,  the  State  Horticultural  Society,  the  State 
Dairymen's  Asaociation,  the  Academy  of  Science,  and  the  State  Teachers' 
Association  all  have  ofhcera  from  among  the  membera  of  the  Faculty,  and  all 
have  received  a^sietauce  by  addresses  and  papers. 

The  National  Farmers'  Congress  and  a  meeting  of  the  National  Grange 
together  at  Topeka,  suggested  a  special  excursion  for  the  attendants  upon 
those  great  gatherings,  and  with  the  assistance  of  Hon.  William  Sims,  of  To- 
peka, such  an  excursion  was  planned.  The  Union  Pacific  Railway  fiirniahed 
a  special  train  free  of  charge.  The  people  of  Manhattan  and  the  membeiB 
of  Manhattan  Grange  furnished  dinner,  and  teams  for  transportation  of  200 
guests  from  the  city  to  the  College,  and  after  several  hours'  visit  through 
buildings  and  grounds,  the  company  returned  to  Topeka  with  abundant  ex- 
pression of  surprise  and  gratification  kt  the  equipment  of  the  College. 
Besides  the  multitude  of  visitors  from  all  parts  of  the  United  States,  in 
.  the  escui-sion  as  mentioned  above,  the  College  has  received  very  considerable 
notice  from  visitors  connected  with  similar  institutions  in  other  States,  directed 
here  by  the  general  repute  of  the  institution.  Among  those  may  be  men- 
tioned Prof,  W.  O,  Atwater,  of  the  Experiment  Station  Office  in  the  Departs 
meut  (if  Agriculture;  President  L.  B.  Arnold  and  Prof.  A.  Grimm,  of  the 
Oregon  Agricultural  Colles;e ;  President  J.  K.  Patterson,  of  the  Kentucky 
Agricultural  and  Mechanical  College;  Mr.  E.  M.  Atkinson,  Trustee  of  the 
Pacific  University;  and  Dr.  Martin  Vilckina,  of  Vienna,  Austria. 

The  College,  through  the  Experiment  Station,  made  a  very  creditable  ex- 
hibition at  the  State  Fair  in  Topeka,  showing,  in  addition  to  sample  animals 
from  the  College  herd,  varieties  of  potatoes,  beans,  peas,  tomatoes,  soi^hum, 
and  corn  as  grown  for  comparison  in  the  Station. 

By  special  request  an  exhibit  of  the  general  character  of  work  done  in  the 
course  of  instruction  here  was  prepared  for  the  Department  of  Agriculture 
aiid  one  for  the  Bureau  of  Education ;  both  of  which  were  included  in  the 
exhibits  of  those  departments  at  the  Paris  Exposition  of  1889.  One  of 
them  has  been  made  a  part  of  a  permanent  exhibition  of  educational 
methods,  at  Paris. 

The  hiduMrialUt  has  been  managed  as  heretofore,  in  the  interests  of  the 
College,  being  sent  in  exchange  to  all  newspapers  of  the  State,  and  to  all 
State  officers,  to  members  of  the  I^egislature  and  to  county  officers  interested 
in  educational  matters;  also'to  parents  and  friends  of  students,  each  student 
being  allowed  to  name  one.    It  has  also  been  sent  to  all  agricultural  colleges

and  experiment  stations  in  exchange  for  their  publications.  These,  with  the 
regular  subscription  lists,  make  a  weekly  issue  of  about  2,000  copies.  The 
editorial  work  has  been  done  as  heretofore,  by  members  of  the  Faculty  in 
routine  under  the  general  management  of  the  President.  The  press  of  the 
State  have  recognized  abundantly  the  general  neatness  of  the  paper  and  its 
official  character. 

Personal  Di'ties, — There  has  been  no  change  in  the  work  of  my  Pro- 
fessorship, which  involves  the  teaching  of  the  Fourth-year  class  one  hour  a 
day  throughout  the  year.  The  fall  term  ia  occupied  by  daily  recitations  in 
Hopkins's  "Outline  Study  of  Man,"  followed  by  a  foui^weeks  couree  of  lect- 
ures in  moral  science,  including  the  characteristics  of  government  in  its  va- 
rious forms  and  applications,  and  personal  rights  and  duties.  Each  student 
prepared  a  thesis  upon  some  topic  assigned  in  connection  with  the  general 
study.  The  winter  term,  of  twelve  weeks  only,  is  taken  up  by  a  careful  study 
of  Jevons'a  Elements  of  Ijogic.  The  spring  term,  of  ten  weeks,  gives  room 
for  a  brief  outline  of  the  subject  of  Political  Economy  in  its  relation  to  social 
welfare,  g^ven  in  a  course  of  lectures  with  a  printed  synopsis.  The  class  of 
1889  numbered  twenty-five,  but  my  classes  have  averaged  twenty-seven. 

The  general  correspondence  has  been  aa  usual  in  my  charge,  and  the  ac- 
counts of  the  College,  including  investments,  in  connection  with  the  Loan 
Commissioner,  have  required  constant  supervision.  Secretary  Graham  has 
l^ven  the  best  of  attention  to  the  hooka  of  the  office,  and  they  may  be  found 
in  sadsfactory  shape  and  condition.  The  principal  duties  of  the  office,  of  course, 
have  been  the  general  requirements  in  adjustment  of  duties  and  attention  to 
wants  of  the  increasing  number  of  students,  with  the  general  oversight  in  all 
the  departments  of  the  College,  including  the  new  work  of  the  Experiment 
Station.  In  all  these  duties  the  Faculty  has  shared,  with  the  utmost  of  con- 
sideration and  careftilness. 

Of  work  in  behalf  of  the  College  through  the  State  and  elsewhere,  I  have 
borne  about  the  usual  amount.  By  your  generous  provision  I  fras  enabled 
to  represent  the  College  at  the  meeting  of  the  National  Educational  Associa- 
tion in  San  Francisco,  at  which  I  presented  two  papers,  both  of  which  had 
important  reference  to  the  work  of  the  College.  One  was  entitled,  "Agricul- 
tural Schools;  Their  Objects,  Methods  and  Equipments,"  in  which  the  aims 
of  this  College  in  the  lines  of  Agriculture  were  made  prominent.  This  re- 
ceived the  hearty  approbation  of  the  Xational  Council.  The  other  paper, 
upon  "Some  Limitations  in  Industrial  Training,"  was  given  as  the  annual 
address  before  the  department  of  Industrial  Education,  of  which  I  was  Presi- 
ident.  The  journey  to  California  afforded  me  opportunity  for  recreation  and 
vacation,  for  which  I  am  very  thankful. 

My  duties  in  connection  with  the  State  Board  of  Education  have  involved, 
as  usual,  frequent  attendance  upon  meetings  of  the  Board  at  Toj>eka,  and 
general  work  in  providing  examination  questions,  both  State  and  county, 
with  special  responsibility  for  a  portion  of  the  State  examination  in  August. 
In  the  last  duty  I  have  had  the  assistance  of  several  members  of  the  Faculty.

SUFESINTEXDENT  OF  PUBLIC  JNSTBUGTION. 


My  part  in  the  farmers'  institutes  was  confined  to  the  attendaoGe  of  three, 
in  which,  besides  representing  the  inteFeats  of  the  College  in  educational  mat- 
ters, I  presented  an  address  entitled  "Speculation  on  the  Farm." 

It  fell  to  my  lot  to  represent  the  College  at  the  joint  meeting  of  the  Na- 
tional Grange  and  the  Farmers'  Congress,  and  I  also  gave  an  address  before 
tbe  annual  meeting  of  the  Htate  Board  of  Agriculture  upon  the  relations  of 
the  College  to  the  Experiment  Station  and  to  the  farmers  of  the  State. 

Multitudes  of  invitations  to  address  teachers'  institutes,  county  furs,  and 
farmers'  picnics,  have  been  declined  because  of  interference  with  the  essential 
work  of  the  College 

It  seems  proper  in  closing  this  report  to  refer  to  legislative  appropriations. 
A  detailed  account  of  each  is  given  elsewhere.  The  wants  of  the  College 
seem  scarcely  to  have  received  the  attention  they  deserved.  Although  failure 
to  appropriate  as  requested  by  the  Board  has  not  materially  crippled  the  work 
of  the  College,  the  equipment  and  growth  have  not  been  fully  provided  for. 
The  hurried  inspection  of  the  College  by  a  sub-committee  gave  little  time  for 
actual  study  of  College  wants,  and  a  later  visit  from  a  special  committee  came 
too  late  to  influence  le^slation.  These  facts  may  account  for  some  serious 
omissions,  although  on  the  whole  a  very  fiur  growth  has  been  made  through 
the  State  appropriations.  1  append  herewith  a  full  statement  of  expenditures 
and  receipts  in  the  Executive  department,  so  classified  as  to  show  the  direc- 
tion of  chief  esi)enditure3,  and  the  source  of  income.

PRESIDENT'S  REPORT,  1889-90. 

To  the  Board  of  Regente — Gentlemen:  I  present  herewith  a  full  report 
of  matters  under  my  own  peraonal  oversight  during  the  year  ending  June  30th, 
1890,  referring  to  the  several  reports  of  Professors  and  Superintendents  for 
more  minute  details  of  instruction  and  expenditures. 

The  general  College  discipline,  in  spite  of  increased  numbers,  has  remained 
as  heretofore  in  my  hands,  supported  by  the  entire  Faculty  through  regular 
weekly  meetings.  In  this  body  a  unanimity  of  purpose  and  sentiment  has 
made  the  work  easy.  A  few  changes  in  the  personnel  have  occurred  to  mod- 
ify the  general  action.  Moat  notable  of  these  changes  came  by  the  ret^ignation, 
January  1st,  of  Professor  E.  M.  Shelton,  who  for  nearly  sixteen  years  had 
held  the  chair  of  Agriculture,  and  wea  the  oldest  member  of  the  Faculty. 
He  has  gone  to  take  the  position  of  Government  Instructor  in  Agriculture  to 
the  Province  of  Queensland,  Australia.  To  fill  completely  the  large  place 
left  vacant  by  this  retirement  of  one  whose  long  experience  in  Kansas  farm- 
ing was  so  widely  known  and  trusted,  was  not  expected  at  once.  Professor 
C.  C.  Geoi^eaon,  called  to  the  chair  after  extensive  correspondence,  began  his 
work  January  1st,  and  has  taken  hold  of  the  duties  with  skill  and  enei^. 
The  retirement  of  Professor  R.  F.  Burleigh,  in  July,  upon  the  decision  to 
curtail  expenses  by  distributing  to  other  professors  for  a  year  the  duties  of 
the  Professor  of  Physiology,  makes  the  only  other  change  in  the  Faculty.  In 
the  group  of  assistants,  a  single  change  has  been  made  by  withdrawal,  Sep- 
tember 1st,  of  Miss  Agnes  M.  Fairchild  from  the  place  of  Assistant  Librarian, 
and  tbe  i4>poiDtment  of  Miss  Jennie  C.  Tunnell  instead.    By  special  arrange- 
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meat  under  direction  of  the  Board,  the  following  persona  have  ^ded  in 
teaching,  while  pursuing  post-graduate  or  other  stud}' :  Miss  Bertha  Baeheller, 
Miss  Abbie  L.  Marlatt,  and  Miss  Julia  R.  Pearce.

Prof.  Georgeson  filled  the  vacancies  made  by  resignation  of  Prof.  Shelton. 
General  Routine. — The  routine  of  duties  in  all  departments  has  re- 
mtuned  essentially  unchanged.    Attendance  upon  daily  and  weekly  exercises 
in  the  chapel  has  been  required  in  the  usual  way  and  without  friction.    No 
serious  case  of  breach  of  discipline  has  occurred  anywhere  to  mar  the  uni- 
formly pleasant  relations  between  students  and  the  members  of  the  Faculty.

In  alternation  with  these  lectures,  the  chapel  was  occupied  by  the  public 
rhetorical  exercises  of  the  Fourth-year  and  Third-year  classes,  presenting  be- 
fore students  and  officers  original  pieces  upon  a  variety  of  timely  topics.    AH 
four  of  the  literary  societies  presented  entertaining  programmes  upon  their  an- 
niversaries, and  united  in  procuring  a  public  lecture  at  the  close  of  the  year. 
This  last  was  given  by  Mr.  B.  J.  Radford,  of  Eureka,  Illinois,  upon  "The 
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Way  and  End  of  Culture."  Each  term  has  had  ita  social  gathering  under 
the  auspices  of  a  committee  of  the  Faculty,  with  provision  for  some  enter- 
t^uing  exercise  in  the  chapel. 

Attendance. — The  total  enrollment  of  students  has  been  larger  than  ever 
before,  for  the  first  time  going  beyond  the  500,  bo  often  set  as  the  desirable 
figure. 
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Aa  analysis  of  attendance  shows  that  515  students  were  in  attendance  from 
62  counties  of  this  State  and  16  other  States,  Territories,  and  foreign  coun- 
tries. Of  the  counties  represented,  Riley  leads,  of  course,  with  174,  of  whom 
66  have  their  homes  in  Manhattan  city,  26  are  here  for  the  sake  of  College 
privileges  only,  44  live  in  the  county  with  Manhattan  for  postMjflSce,  and  38 
dwell  in  other  parts  of  the  county.  Pottawatomie  comes  next  with  24,  Jef- 
ferson and  Shawnee  send  21  each;  Wabaunsee  19,  Marshall  14,  Johnson  and 
Linn  11  each;  Clay  10;  Morris  and  Osage  9  each;  Geary,  McPhereon,  and 
Washington  8  each;  Cowley  7;  Dickinson,  Osborne,  Republic,  and  Butler  6 
each ;  Atchison,  Jackson,  Philips,  Sumner,  Wilson,  Woodson,  and  Wyandotte 
5  each;  Anderson,  Miami,  and  Rice  4  each;  Brown,  Cofiey,  Graham,  and 
Harper  3  each.  Eight  counties  are  represented  by  two  students  to  each,  and 
eighteen  have  a  single  representative.  Other  States  and  foreign  countries 
represented  show  the  following  numbers:  Arizona  1,  Arkansas  1,  California 
1,  England  1,  Illinois  2,  Indian  Territory  1,  Iowa  5,  Missouri  8,  Nebraeka  3, 
New  Mexico  2,  North  Carolina  1,  Oklahoma  1,  South  Dakota  1,  Texas  1, 
Utah  3,  Wales  1. 

Farmers'  children  hold  the  fort  342  strong,  all  the  ten  pos^g^aduatea  and 
twenty  of  the  twenty-seven  graduates  belonging  to  that  guild.  Mechanics 
of  various  kinds  are  represented  by  24,  business  men  of  all  kinds  by  49,  ed- 
itors and  other  professional  men  by  24,  and  miscellaneous  officials  and  la- 
borers by  12. 

The  average  age  of  the  331  young  men  on  March  Ist,  last,  was  20.74 
yeare;  that  of  the  181  young  women  was  lH.2o;  and  the  average  of  all  was 
19.93  years,  the  highest  on  record.  The  Fourth-years  were  22.25  years  old, 
the  Third-years  20.27,  the  Second-years  20.45.  and  the  First-years  19.49. 

The  industries  pursued  by  the  27  graduates  show  that  during  their  course 
all  the  21  young  men  had  farming  and  gardening  from  two  to  eight  terms, 
and  carpentry  from  one  to  ten  terms ;  and  the  six  young  women  all  had  cook- 
ing and  dairying  for  a  term  each,  and  sewing  from  one  to  six  terms.  Nine 
had  more  or  less  of  printing.  Three  only  had  telegraphy.  Of  the  476  stu- 
dents below  the  Fourth-year  class  237  took  for  one  or  more  terms  shopwork. 
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102  farming  and  gardening,  98  printing,  71  telegraphy,  18  music,  24  cooking 
and  butter-making,  and  139  sewing. 

The  above  particulars  are  selected  from  the  bulk  of  statietics  on  record  to 
ahow  the  general  character  of  the  College  as  a  school  of  industries  for  mature 
young  men  and  women. 

The  whole  body  of  students,  aside  from  poat-graduatea  and  special  students, 
in  work  by  themselves,  were  gathered  daily  in  classes  as  follows:  Fall  term 
3-5,  winter  term  31',  spring  term  35.  The  industrial  trMning  classes  numbered 
23  throughout  the  year.  Weekly  or  semi-weekly  classes,  including  drill  and 
«ocal  music,  numbered  IS  in  each  term.  And  yet,  with  this  multitude  of  di- 
visions, many  of  the  clasacs  were  too  large  for  best  results  of  the  instruction. 
I  trust  that  a  larger  corps  of  instructors  may  be  available  for  next  year. 

The  general  health  of  both  students  and  Faculty  has  been  excellent.  With 
the  excejition  of  a  few  cases  of  measles  and  a  very  few  of  scarlatina,  sickness 
was  confined  to  the  prevailing  influenza  of  the  winter  months  by  which  nearly 
two-thirds  of  our  community  were  more  or  less  aflecled.  A  few  students  were 
thrown  out  of  classes  for  this  cause,  several  members  of  the  Faculty  were 
kept  from  their  work  for  days,  and  one  for  several  weeks;  but  no  death  oc- 
curred from  any  can.se  during  the  year.  It  is  gratifying  to  record  the  fact 
that  during  the  past  tea  years  only  three  deaths  among  students  have  been 
recorded — one  from  drowning,  one  from  typhoid  fever  contracted  before  the 
student  entered  college,  and  one  from  exposure  during  an  attack  of  measles.

The  degree  of  Master  of  Science  was  conferred  in  course  upon  George  E. 
Hopper,  '85,  for  proficiency  in  physics  and  meclianical  engineering,  and  upon 
Abbie  L,  Marlatt,  '88,  for  proficiency  in  chemistry  and  domestic  economy. 
Both  had  pursued  courees  of  study  under  direction  of  the  Faculty,  and  pre- 
pared theses  acceptable  to  the  Faculty  upon  matters  of  personal  inveatigation. 

During  the  twenty-seven  years  of  its  existence  the  College  has  received 
over  three  thousand  students,  about  a  third  of  whom  were  young  women. 
Most  of  them  have  come  from  farmere'  homes,  and  after  from  three  mouths 
to  three  years  of  study,  have  goue  back  to  such  homes  without  graduation. 

The  number  of  graduates  up  to  1H90  is  232,  of  whom  73  are  women.  Grad- 
uates previous  to  1877  puraued,  with  two  exceptious,  a  classical  course,  and 
received  the  degree  of  Bachelor  of  Arts.  Since  1877,  all  have  received  the 
degree  of  Bachelor  of  Science  after  a  four-years  course  in  the  sciences,  with 
good  English  training.

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The  work  of  the  College  outeide  of  direct  teaching  of  students,  extended  to 
repreBentation  in  the  National  Association  of  Agricultural  Colleges,  the  State 
and  National  Teachers'  Associations,  as  well  as  a  number  of  local  aasociations 
of  the  same  nature;  the  Stat«  Horticultural  Society  and  the  American  Horti- 
cultural Association;  the  annual  meeting  of  the  State  Board  of  Agriculture 
and  Farmers*  Institutes;  the  Kansas  Academy  of  Sdence,  and  numerous 
gatherings  of  the  people  addressed  by  one  or  more  of  the  professors  upon 
questions  of  popular  interest. 

The  farmers'  institutes  have  increased  in  interest  and  importance,  but  it 
has  been  necessary  to  limit  the  part  of  the  College  because  of  college  duties 
demanding  the  time  and  energy  of  the  Faculty,  They  have  been  so  arranged 
in  general  as  to  keep  professors  from  their  classes  usually  not  more  than  one 
day  in  a  week,  and  have  so  distributed  the  work  as  to  interfere  lesst  with 
college  duties.  Those  of  the  past  winter  were  held  in  the  following  places: 
Sedan,  Chautauquacounty;  Stockton,  Books  county ;  Mankato,  Jewell  county 
Girard,  Crawford  county;  Haya  City,  ElUs  county;  Russell,  Russell  county 
Enterprise,  Dickinson  county,  and  Topeka.  In  several  others,  not  directly 
connected  with  the  College,  membera  of  the  Faculty  were  present  by  special 
invitation. 

The  Industrialist  has  done  its  usual  good  work  in  promoting  interest  in  the 
College  and  its  work,  and  in  disseminating  information  of  direct  benefit  to 
the  industries  of  the  State.  The  weekly  issue  has  been  about  2,000  copies; 
the  list  of  persons  entitled  to  receive  it  having  slightly  increased.  The  man- 
agement has  been,  as  heretofore,  in  the  hands  of  the  Faculty,  with  the  Presi- 
dent managing  editor,  and  the  professors  in  succession  providing  editorial 
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matter.  Special  attention  has  been  given  the  paat  year  to  notices  of  gradu- 
ates and  former  students,  and  to  reports  of  the  student  societies. 

Personal  DuriEa — The  Fourth-year  class,  numbering  27,  has  been  under 
my  instruction  one  hour  each  day  during  the  year  in  psychology,  logic,  and 
political  economy,  with  the  usual  courses  of  lectures  supplementing  text-books. 
Each  student  prepared  an  essay  upon  some  definite  topic  in  psychology  and 
another  upon  a  question  of  interest  in  economic  science,  and  these  fonqed  a 
part  of  the  regular  required  work  in  those  studies. 

The  general  correspondence  of  the  office  has  been  in  some  respects  more 
burdensome  than  usual,  because  of  more  extended  interests  and  larger  attend- 
ance; but  its  weight  has  been  lessened  somewhat  by  aid  of  a  student  or  two 
with  stenography  and  typewriting.  The  average  daily  mail  requires  attention 
to  fifteen  or  twenty  lettere.  Among  these  not  a  few  during  the  past  year  have 
required  extended  explanation  of  ways  and  means  and  methods  of  this  College, 
it  being  considered  worthy  of  imitation  by  the  new  institutions  recently  or- 
ganized in  the  new  States  and  several  of  the  Territories. 

The  books  of  the  Secretary's  office  have  been  kept  by  Assistant  Secretary 
Graham,  as  for  many  years  past,  but  all  vouchers  for  expenditures,  all  bonds 
purchased,  and  all  financial  statements  have  come  under  my  personal  scru- 
tiny. 

The  increasing  burden  of  office  duties  has  prevented  my  accepting  invita- 
tions to  represent  the  College  in  public  gatherings  to  any  great  extent,  but  I 
have  attended  the  annual  meeting  of  the  State  Board  of  Agriculture,  and 
several  other  meetings  of  farmers  be»des  the  regular  farmers'  institutes.  In 
the  Association  of  Agricultural  Colleges  and  Experiment  Stations  I  have  a 
share  of  duties  as  one  of  the  official  corps.  My  talks  before  the  farmers  last 
winter  took  the  form  of  a  plea  for  "College  Training  in  Agriculture."  Twice 
during  the  year  I  have  been  absent  from  the  office  for  a  week  or  more,  for  the 
first  time  since  my  connection  with  the  Collie  having  missed  the  regular 
weekly  Faculty  meeting,  ^ 

As  ChMrman  of  the  Station  Council,  I  have  had  general  acquuntance  with 
the  work  going  on  in  various  departmentB  of  experiment,  and  have  edited 
the  annual  report  just  ready  for  issue.  The  work  of  the  Station  is  everywhere 
recc^ized  as  excellent,  and  promising  still  more  in  the  future.  Over  3,600 
plats  of  v^table  growth  are  now  under  observation  in  experiments. 

This  department  has  made  expenditures  to  the  amount  of  $7,256.88,  of 
which  83,325.28  were  ftxim  special  appropriations,  83,198.05  from^current  m- 
come  direct,  and  $733.55  from  the  same  fund  through  other  departments.

REGENTS'  REPORT. 


Hon.  L.  U.  Humphrey,  Oovenior  of  Kansas — Dear  Sik:  Your  Board  of 
Kegents  for  the  State  Normal  School  respectfully  submit  the  following  re- 
port. 

For  the  past  two  yeara  the  School  has  enjoyed  a  season  of  unexampled  pros- 
perity, and  the  facilities  afforded  by  the  State  have  been  taxed  to  their  utmost 
eixtent.  The  attendance  has  been  and  is  yet  constantly  increasing,  as  is  also 
the  demand  for  triuned  teachers  in  the  public  schools. 

AVe  desire  specially  to  commend  the  President  and  Faculty  of  the  institu- 
tion for  thdr  constant,  conscientious  and  intelligent  work  in  assisting  the 
young  men  and  women  of  the  State  to  prepare  themselves  in  the  best  possible 
manner  to  do  good  service  in  the  public  schools.  Three  members  of  the 
Faculty  severed  their  relations  with  the  Normal  at  the  close  of  the  year. 
Martha  P.  Spencer  takes  charge  of  the  Girls'  Industrial  Schoolat  Beloit; 
and  we  congratulate  the  State  Board  of  Charities  on  the  acquisition.  Her 
long  l«rm  of  service  in  the  Normal  has  been  in  all  respects  satisfactory,  and 
her  value  to  the  State  of  Kansas  has  been  very  great.  In  her  new  position 
her  usefulness,  so  far  as  it  depends  upon  her  ability  and  a  conscientious  dis- 
charge of  duty,  cannot  be  overestimated.  Viola  V.  Price  left  to  engage  in 
literary  work;  and  Prof.  Cieo.  B.  Penny,  who  filled  the  chair  of  Music,  has 
accepted  a  similar  position  in  the  State  University.  It  is  #  be  hoped  that 
Miss  Price  will  not  abandon  teaching  aa  a  profession. 

For  a  detailed  statement  of  the  number  of  students  in  attendance  during 
the  past  two  years,  their  character,  residence,  occupation  of  parents,  etc.,  we 
refer  you  to  the  very  interesting  report  of  the  President  of  the  Faculty,  which 
is  herewith  submitted.  His  report  will  be  found  very  interesting  throughout 
to  any  who  care  to  inform  themselves  concerning  the  School,  its  work  and  its 
patrons. 

The  central  idea  of  the  institution  is  the  training  of  teachers  for  the  public 
schools,  and  the  academic  work  in  the  course  is  in  a  very  great  measure  in- 
tended for  thoroughly  grounding  students  in  the  common  branches.  In  this 
connection  we  desire  to  call  special  attention  to  the  report  of  M.  A,  Bailey, 
Professor  of  Mathematics,  which  will  well  repay  a  careful  reading. 

When  you  consider  the  number  of  students  in  attendance,  the  fact  that  they 
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come  from  all  portions  of  the  Stale;  that  a  great  majority  are  from  the  farm, 
and  that  nearly  all  carry  into  the  public  schools  whatever  of  utjlitj'  they 
gather  here,  the  importance  of  a  first-cla^  library  for  the  School  will  suggest 
itself  at  once.  Money  expended  in  this  direction  is  a  permanent  investment, 
and  its  returns  are  not  confined  to  one  year,  or  ten,  but  without  materially 
decreasing  in  intrinsic  value,  has  a  constant  and  continuous  usefulness  that  is 
felt  all  over  the  State.  We  therefore,  and  for  reasons  more  fully  stated  by 
the  President  of  the  Faculty  in  his  report,  earnestly  favor  an  increased  ap- 
propriation for  this  purpose.  The  same  reasons  apply  to  the  purchase  of  ap- 
paratus for  the  different  departments. 

The  necessity  for  more  seating  capacity  for  the  assembly-room  is  urgent 
In  the  report  of  the  President  this  is  fully  explained,  and  an  estimate  sub- 
mitted. We  ho[)e  the  Legislature  will  see  their  way  clear  to  make  this  im- 
provement. 

The  Btate  ought  to  acquire  additional  space  <  n  the  east  and  west.  A  glance 
at  the  diagram  found  in  the  President's  report  will  cmphaMze  this  foct,  and  it 
would  seem  as  a  business  proposition  that  the  present  is  a  desirable  time  to 
obtain  the  additional  ground.  We  hepe  the  Legislature  will  investigate  this 
matter,  and  confer  fluch  authority  on  the  Board  as  it  shall  deem  expedient,  or 
take  some  measures  looking  toward  its  acquisition. 

The  sums  appropriated  by  the  last  Legislature  have  been  carefully  ex- 
pended, and  to  the  best  possible  advantage.  As  a  detailed  statement  of  these 
appropriations  and  the  manner  of  their  disbursement  appeais  in  the'  report  of 
the  State  Auditor,  we  will  not  repeat  it  here.  As  the  facilities  of  the  School 
have  been  increased,  the  demands  have  become  greater;  and  we  believe  that 
in  no  instance  does  the  State  get  more  for  its  money.  The  increased  attend- 
ance has  necessitated  increased  teacfaiug-force.  Not  only  this,  but  the  public 
schools  are  each  year  growing  higher  in  the  standard  of  teachers  they  require. 
To  such  an  extent  is  this  the  case  that  the  income  from  the  permanent  en- 
dowment is  not  sufficient  to  maintain  the  Faculty  to  the  required  etaudard, 
and  the  Board  has  been  obliged  to  use  funds  needed  for  incidental  expenses 
in  this  way.  The  plan  adopted  with  the  State  University  has  been  to  make 
a  definite  appropriation  in  bulk,  to  be  used  as  necessity  rcxguires,  and  your 
Board  belieTe  the  same  policy  might  well  be  applied  to  the  Normal;  though, 
while  the  number  of  students  is  greater,  the  amount  need  not  be  more  than 
one-third  as  large  as  the  University  requires. 

The  receipts  of  the  Board  from  all  sources  since  the  last  report  have  been 
as  folloivs : 
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During  the  same  period  the  expenditures  have  been  as  follows-; 
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AVe  have  secured  to  fill  the  chair  of  Elocution,  vacated  by  Miss  Spencer, 
Miss  Cora  Maraiaud,  of  Sing  Sing,  New  York  ;  M'Louise  Jones,  of  Lansing, 
Michigan,  takes  the  place  of  Miss  Prioe;  while  the  chair  of  Music  has  been 
filled  by  the  election  of  Prof.  Alexander  S.  Thompson,  of  Utica,  New  York. 
While  the  outgoing  members  of  the  Faculty  were  firat-class  in  all  resjiecta,  we 
believe  the  new  ones  are  fully  up  to  the  standard,  and  will  constitute  a  valu- 
able addition  to  the  educational  force  of  the  State. 

The  additions  desired  by  the  heada  of  the  diSerent  departments  would 
greatly  add  to  the  efficiency  of  the  School,  and  we  hope  they  may  receive 
careful  attention,  with  the  view  to  accede  to  these  requests  as  far  as  practi- 
cable. The  following  estimate  contMns  only  such  items  as  the  Board  feels  to 
be  absolutely  essential,  and  we  hope  you  will  recommend  them  to  the  favor- 
able consideration  of  the  Legislature:

PRESIDENT'S  REPORT. 

Tke  Honorable  Board  of  RegenU — Gestlemen:  I  have  the  honor  here- 
with to  submit  my  fourth  biennial  report. 

The  total  attendance  for  the  year  ending  June  14,  1888,  was  875;  for  the 
past  two  years  it  has  been  as  follows; 
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The  analysis  of  the  attendance  for  the  year  ending  June  12,  1890,  shows 
that  908  were  enrolled  in  the  Normal  Department  and  212  in  the  Model 
SchooL  Over  400  students  held  teachers'  certificates  on  entering;  seventy- 
five  held  first-grade,  and  200  second-grade  certificates.  Nearly  100  bad  been 
educated  in  high  schools.  The  class  of  18!)0,  53  members,  averaged  23  years 
of  age  and  over  two  years'  teaching  experience.  Nine  members  of  the  class 
were  already  graduates  of  colleges  or  of  shorter  courses  in  this  School. 

These  facts  afford  some  idea  of  the  character  of  students  in  attendance,  and 
show  whether  the  School  is  carrying  out  the  idea  for  which  it  was  founded. 

The  following-named  counties,  eighty-two  in  all,  were  represented  in  the 
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School  during  the  past  year.  It  must  always  be  borne  in  mind  that  as  younger 
children  make  up  the  claesee  in  the  primary  and  intenuediate  departments  of 
the  Model  School,  the  pupils  listed  in  it  are  largely  from  Emporia  or  from 
the  immediate  vidnity.  Many  pupils,  both  in  the  N'ormol  and  the  Model 
School,  who  are  enrolled  as  fmrn  Emporia,  belong  to  families  residing  here 
temporarily  for  the  purpose  of  educating  their  children.

The  Latin  and  English  coureea  are  four-year  courees.  That  thirteen  mem- 
bers of  this  class  completed  these  advanced  courses  is  cause  for  congratula- 
tion. Of  the  above,  40  are  engaged  in  teaching  at  the  present  time,  Octo- 
ber 1,1890;  7  are  pursuing  higher  studies ;  and  5  have  not  reported,  or  are 
known  to  be  engaged  in  other  business.  Miss  Ida  L.  Jones,  a  most  lovable 
and  promising  young  woman,  died  a  few  days  since. 

Students  in  attendance  in  the  various  classes  the  last  two  years  are  known 
to  be  now  teaching  in  more  than  70  counties  in  Kansas. 

In  accordance  with  your  regulations  providing  for  the  repayment  of  rail- 
way ikre  in  excess  of  83,  to  Kansas  studente,  nearly  one  hundred  and  fifty 
received  mileage  last  year.  As  there  were  47  from  outside  the  State,  the  total 
number  of  students  from  beyond  a  radius  of  one  hundred  miles  was  nearly 
two  liundred  —  a  fact  worth  noting. 

Tlie  question  of  accepting  grades  from  other  schools  has  occupied  our  at- 
tention from  time  to  time,  and  yet  until  the  past  year  we  have  hardly  deemed 
it  wi^  to  recommend  any  general  provision  for  it.  With  your  approval,  the 
following  regulations  concerning  credits  for  advanced  standing  have  been 
adopted : 

Graduates  in  the  arts  course  or  in  corresponding  courses  of  firstHjlasB  col- 
leges, will  be  given  such  credits  as  will  admit  them  to  the  last  year,  or  to  the 
senior  class  on  entering  the, School ;  the  Faculty  designating  the  subjects  to 
be  puraued  in  each  case.  Graduates  of  high  schools  and  academies  fitting 
students  for  admission  to  the  freshman  class,  State  University,  or  of  high 
schools  and  academies  of  corresponding  grade,  will  be  given  such  credits  as 
will  admit  them  to  the  second-year  class  on  entering  the  School;  the  Faculty 
designating  the  subjects  to  l>e  pursued  in  each  case.  In  all  cases  above  men- 
tioned, the  course  will  include  a  review  of  the  common  branches. 
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Already  the  wiedom  of  this  is  apparent  in  the  increased  number  of  high- 
school  and  college  graduates  entering  the  School,  and  in  the  manifest  dispo- 
sition of  theae  schools  to  reciprocate  by  carefully  guarding  their  standards. 

With  your  approval  a  post-graduate  course  of  study  has  been  adopted, 
which  will,  we  are  assured,  he  entered  upon  at  once  by  several  of  our  alumni. 
We  recommend  that  you  ask  the  Legislature  for  authority  to  confer  an  ap- 
propriate degree  upon  those  completing  it. 

The  appropriation  for  the  supplies  for  inaugurating  the  work  in  manual 
training  has  been  carefully  expended.  A  room  in  the  basement  has  been  fur- 
nished with  tables  and  tools,  including  turning-lathe,  scroll-saw,  etc.  The 
work  comprehends  a  variety  of  simple  exercises  in  wood — slip- work,  joinery- 
work,  wood-carving,  etc.  This  addition  to  the  appliances  of  the  School  will 
undoubtedly  liecome  a  very  popular  feature,  both  as  giving  an  acquaintance 
with  the  work  in  manual  training  which  can  be  done  in  the  public  schools, 
and  as  furnishing  opportunity  for  practice  in  the  making  of  a  variety  of  sim- 
ple apparatus  for  illustration.  That  the  best  results  may  follow  this  invest- 
ment, a  small  appropriation  should  be  asked  for  each  of  the  next  two  years. 

The  kind  of  work  which  an  institution  may  do  is  always  fised  in  large 
measure  by  the  character  and  size  of  its  library.  Independent,  self-reliant 
students  of  philosophy,  of  history,  of  social  science,  of  literature,  of  any  de- 
partment of  learning,  are  assured  only  by  a  generous  acquaintance  with  books. 
The  necessity  for  consulting  many  authorities  in  every  line  of  investigation 
is  so  generally  conceded  that  I  am  sure  that  no  one  will  seriously  question  the 
need  of  the  appropriations  asked  for  additions  to  our  library.  While  the 
greatest  care  is  taken  each  year  in  the  selection  of  books,  and  while  our  library 
is  a  valuable  one  for  its  size,  it  is  not  at  all  commensurate  with  our  needs. 
The  Faculty  unanimously  and  heartily  join  in  urging  that  the  appropriation 
for  this  purpose  should  not  he  one  cent  less  than  three  thousand  dollars  for 
each  of  the  next  two  years.  The_  stand  which  the  School  is  taking,  the  great 
work  devolving  upon  it,  the  good  name  of  the  State,  alike  call  for  a  prompt 
and  liberal  addition  to  the  library. 

Our  assembly-room  has  never  been  able  to  aocommodate  the  audiences 
which  attend  our  general  meetings,  and  for  some  time  past  it  has  not  provided 
seat-room  at  the  daily  assemblies  for  all  of  our  pupils.  The  attempt  to  pro- 
vide for  our  commencement  exercises  in  1889  on  the  campus  was  expensive 
and  unsatisfactory,  and  was  not  repeated  in  1890.  Our  present  room  seats 
comfortably  less  than  700  persons,  so  that  over  400  pupils  in  attendance  last 
year  were  unable  to  be  present  at  these  popular  and  inspiring  exercises,  to  say 
nothing  of  the  friends  who  always  favor  us  with  their  presence  on  such  occa- 
sions. By  an  eiy^nditure  of  about  $5,000  in  remodeling  the  east  corridor  on 
the  same  floor,  and  in  adding  a  gallery,  provision  can  easily  be  made  for  four 
or  five  hundred  more  sittings.  The  demand  for  this  improvement  was  urged 
two  yeara  ago,  but  through  a  misconception,  so  I  was  informed,  was  not  recom- 
mended by  the  Ways  and  Means  Committee.     The  demand  is  imperative 
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now,  and  more  room  than  then  anticipated  should  be  provided.  The  above 
estimate  includes  the  entire  expense  of  remodeling,  seating,  lighting,  painting, 
frescoing,  etc. 

Inside  repaiis  in  the  way  of  painting,  kalsomining,  retouching  blackboards, 
repairing  furniture,  floors  in  the  basement,  particularly  in  the  gymnasium  and 
ladies'  cloak-room,  should  not  be  postponed  later  than  the  summer  vacation. 
The  present  floor  in  the  gymnasium  is  about  worn  out,  and  should  be  replaced 
by  brick  or  concrete  and  thrown  a  foot  or  more  lower  for  better  ventilation 
and  for  the  accommodation  of  additional  gymnastic  appliances.  At  least  S800 
is  needed  for  these  and  other  repairs  for  the  year.  Without  presenting  the 
needs  of  each  department  in  detml,  I  simply  remind  you  that  ivitfa  increased 
attendance  comes  the  necessity  for  increased  facilities.  I  hope  that  you  may 
see  your  way  clearly  to  approve  and  incorporate  the  ai)pended  estimates  into 
your  report  to  the  Governor. 

The  time  is  not  far  away  when  the  normal-school  idea  was  struggling  for 
recognition  in  this  country,  but  now  its  utility  is  so  generally  conceded  that 
the  States  are  providing  more  liberally  than  ever  before  for  their  support 
The  first  State  ^Normal  School  in  America  was  organized  at  Lexington,  Alas- 
sachusetts,  in  1839;  and  the  National  Government  fitly  recognizes  their  effi- 
ciency by  granting  80,000  acres  of  land  to  each  of  the  Dakotas,  and  100,000 
acres  each  to  Washington  and  Montana  for  the  endowment  of  their  Normal 
Schools.  The  laws  provide  that  none  of  these  lands  shall  be  sold  for  less  than 
$10  per  acre,  thus  insuring  an  intcrest'bearing  fund  of  at  least  $800,000  and 
81,000,000  respectively  to  each  State — a  munificent  endowment  as  well  as  a 
splendid  tribute  to  the  work  of  the  normal  school. 

I  cannot  urge  too  strongly  upon  you  the  fact  that  a  ver^-  large  per  cent  of 
«ur  students  are  from  the  humbler  walks  of  life,  and  that  few  of  them  have 
not  had  a  part  in  eariung  the  money  which  pays  their  expenses  while  here. 
The  necessity  for  rigid  economy  does  not  cease  on  entering  the  School,  but 
forces  them  to  self-denial  and  simple  modes  of  living  throughout  their  course. 
These  young  men  and  women  are  fitting  themselves  to  engage  in  a  noble  call- 
ing, a  calling  upon  whose  efficiency  rests  the  very  existence  of  the  republic. 
Many  of  them  aspire  to  high  positions  in  the  profession,  and  all  are  imbued 
with  an  earnest  desire  to  fill  thoroughly  and  well  any  position  to  which  they 
may  be  called.  Knowing  what  heroic  effi>rts  so  many  of  them  are  making 
to  secure  an  education,  and  knowing  also  full  well  in  what  royal  molds  so 
many  of  them  are  cast,  I  cannot  see  how  a  great  State  can  affiird  to  ignore 
their  claims,  much  less  to  lose  such  a  grand  opportunity  to  place  in  their 
hands  every  possible  aid  and  incentive  to  a  liberal  education.  Here,  if  any- 
where, the  State  can  afford  to  build  libraries,  laboratories,  and  museums. 
Here,  if  anywhere,  it  can  afford  to  furnish  with  a  generous  hand  all  of  those 
appliances  which  throw  a  charm  around  college  life,  and  which  awaken,  re- 
fine, and  ennoble  the  higher  natures  of  its  sons  and  daughters. 
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The  following  extract  from  my  last  report  is  even  more  true  now  than  at 
tliat  time: 

"The  general  demand  for  teachers  of  high  charaotar  and  Boholarlj  attain meiits 
increeaea  from  year  to  year  ;  bat  the  demand  for  special  teaoheca  of  drawing,  of 
langnage.  of  aoience,  of  reading,  of  mnglc,  is  also  pressing  itself  upon  qb,  and  the 
8ohool  ought  to  meet  it.  Inorder  to  do  thia  the  facilities  in  these  indiridnal  depart- 
□lente  mnst  be  inoteased  aa  rapidly  as  possible.  By  this  means  many  bright  stadentB 
will  be  enoouraged  to  remain  here  and  fit  themBelves  for  specialties.  Tbungh  few  of 
these  may  be  called  to  specialties  eiolnsivelj,  many  will  be  sought  on  acoonnt  of 
their  talent  in  one  or  more  of  the  above  lines.  So  great  has  the  demand  for  teachers 
of  drawing  become  in  Massachnsetts,  that  the  State  has  established  a  normal  school  , 
whose exclns IT e  function  is  to  teaoh  act  and  to  train  teachers  to  teach  it  in  the  pablic 
schools.  There  is  scarcely  a  department  of  school  work  in  which  drawing  may  not 
be  atilized  with  saccess.  Whether  the  study  is  required  in  thecurriculum  prescribed 
or  not.  itn  ready  command  on  the  pact  of  the  teacher  will  increase  his  ef&oiency 
many  fold. 

"  As  is  the  teacher,  so  is  the  school ;  and  the  schools  will  not  rank  as  they  ought 
until  teachers  have  the  proper  enconragement  to  a  more  complete  preparation  for 
their  work.  It  is  with  nleasnre  that  we  note  the  fact  that  a  large  company  of  expe- 
rienced teachers  seeks  work  in  special  lines  each  year  here.  Several  of  our  own 
gradaatee  are  here  taking  post-graduate  work.  There  is  no  more  hopeful  sign  than 
this,  and  the  School  should  be  prompt  and  liberal  in  responding  to  it,  A.  normal 
aohool  most  not  feel  that  it  is  fulfilling  its  mission  when  it  is  merely  attempting  to 
meet  the  demands  of  the  public  schools,  but  it  should  be  inciting  and  encouraging 
improTements  in  at!  departments  of  school  work.  It  should  lack  no  facilities  which 
would  call  to  its  halls  yonng  men  and  women  of  character  and  promise.  It  should 
always  be  sending  out  teachers  of  generous  culture,  of  mature  judgment,  and  of 
recognized  ability  in  organizing  and  shaping  edncational  work.  To  this  end  our 
energies  are  bending." 

In  view  of  these  facts,  may  we  not  hope  to  see  a  large  increase  in  the 
amount  of  money  placed  at  your  dispoeal  for  the  next  two  yeare? 

You  have  repeatedly  called  attention  to  the  fact  that  the  State  should 
purcbaae  additional  land  on  the  east  or  west  of  the  present  site.  Nearly  every 
member  of  the  legislative  committees  that  have  visited  us  has  conceded  its 
advisability  and  necessity.  It  is  probable  that  no  time  will  ever  be  better 
than  now.  At  no  very  distant  day  this  land  may  be  covered  with  houses  and 
its  cost  increased  many  fold.  We  hope  you  may  renew  the  request  for  thia 
appropriation. 

That  the  need  for  this  addition  may  be  better  appreciated,  the  following 
diagram  is  added :

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An  examination  of  the  catalogue  will  show  how  much  academic  work  we 
ace  still  compelled  to  do.  All  normal  schools  deprecate  it,  but,  with  not  a 
single  exception,  the  Stat«  normal  schools  find  it  necessary  to  provide  Buch 
instruction.  Thoroughness  in  the  knowledge  of  the  branches  to  be  taught  is 
the  first  eseential  to  a  succesaful  understanding  and  adaptation  of  methods. 
Profeaaional  instruction  without  a  good  academic  foundation  is  like  building 
upon  the  sand.  We  can  hardly  demand  of  our  public  schools  that  sanje 
thoroughness  in  the  common  branches  which  we  insist  every  one  preparing 
to  teach  should  possess.  Though  we  have  been  endeavoring  to  advance  the 
standard  of  admission  for  years,  we  find  that  a  great  company  of  young  men 
and  women  lacking  in  essentials  still  knock  at  our  doors.  They  wish  to  teach, 
and  no  one  else  seems  so  well  fitted  to  meet  their  needs,  no  one  else  haa  the 
same  moral  and  legal  responsibility  placed  upon  them  for  doing  it,  A  term 
or  a  year  here  corrects  the  errors  of  their  past  tndning,  gives  accuracy  and 
confidence  to  their  scholarship,  fises  habits  of  study,  makes  them  acquainted 
with  methods  of  teaching  and  managing  schools,  begets  a  keener  appreciation 
of  the  teacher's  duties  and  responsibilities,  and  fills  them  with  higher  ideals 
of  life  and  its  possibihties.  If  the  School  did  no  more  than  this,  it  would  be 
serving  the  State  well.  But  in  addition,  it  must  he  remembered  that  this 
contact  insures  the  completion  of  the  entire  course  by  many  of  them,  and 
that  only  by  sustfuning  these  large  lower  classes  can  the  advanced  classes  be 
increased  in  size  and  character.  The  wisdom  of  your  endeavor  to  accommodate 
these  young  people  is  then  very  apparent.  Though  you  were  generous  in  pro- 
viding additional  assistance  for  the  current  year,  the  great  increase  in  attend- 
ance already  demands  further  assistance.  If  the  Leg^lature  would  relieve 
you  of  the  necessity  of  providing  for  the  miscellaneous  incidental  expenses 
and  for  the  clerk,  would  you  not  then  be  able  to  employ  one  or  two  addidonal 
teachers? 

Commencement  week,  1889,  was  devoted  largely  to  the  celebration  of  our 
first  Quarter-Centennial.  A  great  company  of  graduates,  former  students, 
teachers  and  iHends  participated  in  the  festivities.  £x-preaidcnts  Kellogg, 
Hoss  and,  Welch  presented  addresses.  Class,  society,  and  club  reunions 
kindled  anew  old-time  feelings,  friend.'ihips,  and  fealty  to  Almn  Mater.  The 
occasion  demonstrated  how  fully  the  School  has  made  a  place  for  itself  in 
the  hearts  of  a  multitude  of  the  sons  and  daughters  of  the  Sunflower  State. 
Through  the  kindly  cooperation  of  the  friends,  a  History  of  the  School  for 
the  First  Twenty-five  Years  was  published  early  in  the  fall.  It  is  a  book  of 
nearly  200  pages,  and  contains  and  preserves  a  mass  of  valuable  information 
concerning  the  origin  and  growth  of  the  School,  as  well  as  much  interesting 
biographical  and  statistical  matter,  miscellaneous  reminiscences,  etc.  It  is 
illustrated  with  some  twenty  etehings,  more  than  half  of  them  being  full-page 
cuts.  It  may  not  be  without  interest  to  you  to  learn  that  nearly  a  thou- 
sand copies  were  sold.. 

Permit  me  to  remind  you  that  the  Columbian  Exposition  will  open  at  Chi- 
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cago  in  the  spring  of  1893,  and  that  Kansas  will,  of  course,  make  an  exhibit 
of  her  resources  and  advancement  in  the  various  lines  of  human  progress. 
Of  nothing  has  she  greater  reason  to  he  proud  than  of  her  public-school  sys- 
tem, including  her  higher  institutionB  of  learning.  That  we  maj  make  a 
proper  showing  of  the  work  of  the  State  Normal  School,  and  care  for  it  dur- 
ing the  months  in  which  the  exhibition  shall  be  open,  no  less  than  Sl,500  will 
be  needed.  This  sum  wisely  expended  will  enable  us  to  make  a  creditable 
and  attractive  exhibit  worthy  the  noble  profesdon  it  represents  and  the  gen- 
erous commonwealth  by  which  it  is  foetered. 

The  reports  of  several  department  teachere  appended  will  give  additional 
iu&rmation  upon  the  condition  of  our  work  and  a  better  understanding  of 
oar  needs.    I  commend  them  to  your  careful  con«deration. 

Mindful  alike  of  my  great  obhgations  to  you,  gentlemen,  to  my  associates  in 
the  Faculty,  to  the  students,  and  to  the  friends  in  general  for  the  generous  co- 
operation and  sympathy  which  have  ever  been  accorded  me,  I  am,

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KANSAS  INSTITUTION   FOR  THE  EDUCATION  OF  THE  DEAF 
AND  DUMB. 


LOCATED  AT  OLATHE,  K 


This  ia  an  institutioa  supported  by  the  State  for  educating  gratuitously  ail 
deaf  children,  or  those  whose  degree  of  deaihees  is  great  enough  to  preclude 
their  receiving  an  education  in  the  public  schools  of  the  State. 

CHARACTER. 

The  institution  is  distinctively  and  solely  an  educatjonal  one.  It  doee  not 
undertake  aural  treatment  Its  mission  is  to  educate,  and  not  to  cure,  the 
deaf.  By  statistics  it  is  shown  that  not  one  out  of  a  thousand  of  persons  who 
were  bom  deaf,  or  lost  their  heaiing  through  disease,  ia  mateiially  benefited 
by  medical  treatment.  It  is  a  sad  fact  that  in  every  case  of  the  kind  men- 
tioned, treatment  for  the  restoration  of  hearing  merely  subjects  the  patient  to 
annoyance,  and  too  of^  even  to  torture,  besides  frequently  to  a  large  ex[)end- 
iture  of  money,  with  no  return,  "What  can't  be  cured  must  be  endured"; 
and  BO  it  has  been  found  the  best  plan  to  establish  schools  for  the  education 
and  training  of  children  afflicted  with  deafness,  thereby  brightening  their 
lives  and  the  hopes  of  their  friends,  and,  instead  of  placing  them  in  the  cate^ 
gory  of  "perpetual  invalids"  and  under  the  ban  of  "objects  of  charity"  and 
pity,  lift  them  up  to  the  dignity  of  independent  citizenship.  Such  an  estab- 
lishment is  our  State  School  for  the  Deaf. 

COURSE  OF   STUDY, 

The  common  branches  are  taught  by  trained  gpecialisle,  according  to  tried 
methods  that  have  been  successfully  used  in  similar  schools  of  this  country, 
England  and  France,  for  years.  The  sign  language — the  natural  language 
of  all  deaf  mutes — is  used  as  a  mean»  of  instruction,  but  not  as  an  end.  It 
has  been  proven  beyond  question,  that  as  an  awakener  of  the  intellect  and 
dormant  faculties,  as  the  nearest  approach  to  the  free  and  unlimited  expression 
of  ideas,  possible  otherwise  only  by  ability  to  hear,  as  a  means  for  increasing 
one's  general  information,  and  admitting  of  sociability  and  debate,  mind 
Agunat  mind,  there  has  not  yet  been  produced  an  acceptable  substitute.  In 
addition  to  the  regular  couree  of  instruction,  which  embraces  a  good  common- 
school  education,  the  Institution  undertakes  to  teach,  as  an  accomplishment, 
articulate  speech  and  "lip-reading"  to  such  of  the  pupils  as  seem,  by  perse- 
verance and  quickueaa  of  vision,  or  by  previous  activity  of  vocal  organs,  to 
be  peculiarly  fitted  to  master  this  branch.  One  teacher  devotee  his  whole  time 
to  this  specialty.    The  um  will  be,  in  this  direction  as  in  all  others,  to  adopt 
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fmd  carry  forward  all  practical  methods  that  ^ill  advance  the  education  of 
the  deaf,  and  make  of  them  intelligent,  independent,  uptight,  moral,  law- 
abiding  dtizens,  rather  than  a  future  burdensome  charity. 

INDU6TBIAL. 

Connected  with  and  a  part  of  the  general  educational  work  of  the  Institu- 
tion is  an  induatrial  department,  where,  at  some  period  during  the  course, 
technical  instruction  is  given.  The  trades  thus  far  introduced  are:  Printing, 
cabinet-making  and  the  haadliug  of  carpenters'  tools,  and  shoe-making. 
Practice  work  is  required ;  and,  as  a  result,  there  is,  in  the  printing  office^  a 
weekly  paper  printed  by  the  pupils,  called  the  Kansas  Star,  giving  news  of 
the  Institution  such  as  interests  parents  and  friends  of  pupik;  in  the  cabinet 
shop,  very  creditable  furniture;  and  in  the  shoe  shop,  boots  and  shoes,  and 
what  repuring  there  is  needed  by  the  pupils.  The  girls  are  taught  to  per- 
form such  household  work  as  wise  mothers  would  impart  to  them  at  home,  as 
cooking,  baking,  washing  dishes,  setting  tables,  mending  clothes,  and  using 
the  needle  and  sewing  machine.  The  object  is  solely  to  inculcate  industrious 
habits,  give  a  limited  amount  of  physical  employment,  and  impart  technical 
knowledge  that  cannot  be  otherwise  than  helpful  in  future  life. 

DIHCIPLINE. 

The  good  and  obedient  student  will  find  in  his  school  life  much  that  is 
pleasant,  with  little  that  is  irksome,  and  the  enforced  r^ularity  of  Institution 
life  becomes  a  pleasurable  exbtence.  In  no  instance  will  the  wholesome  dis- 
cipline and  pure  social  atmosphere,  which  it  is  our  constant  endeavor  to  main- 
tain, be  threatened,  without  suitable  action  being  taken  by  the  Superintendent 

.'SANITARY. 

The  regular  habits,  and  the  enforced,  yet  limited,  diuly  mental  and  physical 
eflbrt  required  of  the  pupils,  have  a  wonderful  effect  in  preserving  general 
good  health  in  the  school.  The  little  oue^t'  necessities  are  carefully  looked 
after;  a  weekly  bath  and  a  proper  change  of  linen  of  every  pupil  in  the  school 
is  required.  ■  In  case  of  sickness,  the  physician  of  the  Institution  gives  prompt 
attention. 

A    WORD   TO   PARKNTS. 

An  education  for  the  deaf  is  far  more  important  than  for  hearing  children. 

Do  not  regard  the  presence  of  a  deaf  child  in  the  family  as  the  greatest 
calamity  in  the  world.  In  instances  not  a  few,  the  deaf  child  has  been  the 
flower  of  the  family. 

Do  not  allow  every  quack,  or  traveling  doctor,  to  experiment  with  your 
child's  hearing.  Consult  early  an  experienced  aurist,  and  follow  his  instruc- 
tions. 

If  your  child  is  deaf,  do  what  you  can  to  prepare  him  for  school.  Because 
he  cannot  hear  your  voice,  do  not  give  up  all  instruction  and  disdpline,  but 
take  the  mot«  pmns.  Teach  him  to  write  his  own  name  and  the  names  of  his 
toys  and  playthings.     If  he  can  talk,  require  him  to  use  his  voice.    If  he  does 
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tvroQg,  do  not  pass  it  by  UDnoticed;  a  look  of  displeaaure,  a  nod  of  the  head, 
a  seat  in  the  comer,  or  some  other  way,  will  readily  be  understood. 

Do  not  consider  the  school  for  the  deaf  an  asylum  or  a  public  chanty,  any 
more  than  the  Normal  School  or  the  State  Univeraity. 

Teach  your  child  to  form  the  letters  on  his  hand. 

RULE»   FOR  THE  ADMISSION   OF   PUPILS. 

Applicants  should  not  be  under  eight  nor  over  twenty-one  years  of  age. 

All  pupils  will  be  required  to  labor  a  portion  of  each  day,  the  girls  in  per- 
forming the  lighter  kinds  of  h&usework  and  various  kinds  of  needle-work,  as 
pluD  sewing,  ornamental  work,  dressmaking  or  millinery,  etc,  and  the  boys 
at  the  various  trades,  the  necessary  work  about  the  Institution,  and  the  culti- 
vation of  the  farm  and  garden. 

Pupils  from  Kansas  are  admitted  to  all  the  privileges  of  the  Institution 
free  of  charge,  being  provided  with  board,  washing,  fuel,  lights,  tuition,  boolcs, 
and  everything  necessary,  except  clothing  and  traveling  expenses.  In  caae  of 
extreme  poverty,  assistance  may  be  rendered  in  the  purchase  of  clothing  while 
at  school,  upon  proper  certification  of  the  fact  upon  a  blank  form  Aimished 
by  the  Superintendent  upon  application. 

Each  pupil  should  come  provided  with  suflident  clothing  to  last  one  year, 
or  with  money  to  procure.it.  He  should  also  have  a  trunk  with  a  good  lock 
and  key,  and  large  enough  to  contain  all  of  his  clothing — each  article  of 
which  should  be  distinctly  marked  with  his  name. , 

In  addition  to  the  above  outfit,  a  small  sum  of  money  (from  three  to  five  - 
dollars)  should  be  deposited  with  the  Superintendent,  to  meet  incidental  ex- 
penses^ repairs  of  shoes,  postage,  etc  —  any  part  of  which  remtdniug  on  band 
at  the  close  of  the  session  will  be  returned  or  carried  to  credit  for  the  next 
term.  If  money  is  sent  directly  to  a  pupil,  no  oflicer  can  be  held  responsible 
for  it ;  if  it  is  sent  for  the  use  of  the  pupil,  send  directly  to  the  Superintendent, 
stating  for  whom  and  for  what  purpose,  and  you  will  receive  in  return  a 
receipt  for  same,  which  should  be  preserved  for  future  reference.  If  spend- 
ing-money  is  left  in  the  hands  of  the  Superintendent  for  the  pupil,  the  Super- 
intendent will  desire  to  know  about  what  amount  it  is  desired  the  pupil  should 
spend. 

Except  in  case  of  severe  sickness,  all  pupils  are  exj^ected  to  reratun  at  the 
Institution  from  the  commencement  to  the  close  of  each  session,  at  which  time 
parents  or  friends  should  be  prepared  to  take  them  home  to  spend  the  vaca- 
tion.   Sessions  begin  in  September  and  end  in  June. 

Pupils  may  be  suspended  and  returned  to  their  homes  by  the  Superintendent 
when,  in  his  judgment,  it  is  necessary,  to  maint^  discipline  or  promote  the 
health  of  the  Institution.  Relatives  or  friends  of  pupils  attending  the  Insti- 
tution cannot  be  entertained  over-night.  The  Institution  is  within  the  city 
limits  of  Olathe,  and  accommodations  can  readily  be  secured  at  hotels. 

Physicians,  ministers,  teachers,  or  any  under  whose  eye  this  may  come,  are 
kindly  requested  to  md  the  Superintendent  by  inquiry  for  any  deaf  or  semi- 
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deaf  person  who  has  not  received  an  education,  aod  send  the  name,  age,  ad- 
dresB  and  namee  of  parents  or  guardian  to  the  underdgned.  Many  parents 
have  heard  of  such  a  school,  but  hesitate  to  send  their  children  awaj.  If 
such  persons  could  see  the  tvo  hundred  bright  boys  and  girls,  from  eight  to 
twenty  years  of  age,  who  come  to  the  Institution  from  year  to  year,  and  in 
many  inst^ces,  after  eight  or  ten  terms,  graduate  with  honor  to  themselves, 
they  would  appredate  the  education  that  it  is  possible  to  give  to  the  deaf,  and 
would  not  longer  defer.  But  as  it  is  impracticable  for  all,  even  of  those  in- 
terested, to  witness  what  is  being  done,  the  importance  of  attention  to  this 
matter  must  be  impressed  upon  them  by  interested  and  charitably-dispoeed 
friends;  and  to  this  end  we  desire  to  enlist  their  services.

This  institution  was  opened  September  2,  18i^!),  with  an  attendanoe  of  75 
students  for  the  first  term.  At  aa  election  called  for  the  purpose,  under  the 
laws  of  the  State,  it  was  decided  by  a  small  majority  to  locate  a  County  High 
School  at  Chapman,  and  in  accordance  with  this  decision  of  the  people,  a 
board  of  trustees  were  appointed  by  the  county  commissioners.  A  building 
was  erected  at  a  cost  as  now  completed,  of  about  814,000.  The  following 
faculty  had  charge  of  the  Bchool  during  the  past  year:  S.  M.  Cook,  A. B^ 
Principal,  Mathematics,  (ireek,  and  Latin ;  D.  F.  Shirk,  Natural  Sciences, 
German,  and  Book-keeping;  H.  X,  Gaines,  Elocution,  Constitution  of  U.  S^ 
and  Assistant  in  Mathematics;  IVfrs.  8.  >f.  Cook,  English,  History'  and  Draw- 
ing ;  Miss  Ottilie  Schmitz,  Music, 

Ab  the  school. has  been  open  but  one  year,  there  have  been  as  yet  no  grad- 
uates, nearly  the  whole  number  of  students  being  in  first  or  Junior  year  of 
the  course.  These  courses^  are  provided  in  accordance  with  the  laws  of  the 
State:  College,  Preparatory,  Normal  and  General,  each  of  three  years.  The 
institution  prepares  for  all  the  different  courses  of  the  State  University. 
During  the  year  ending  June  5, 1%1  students  were  enrolled,  133  being  from 
Dickinson  county.  Of  these,  (ill  were  males,  and  74  were  females.  The 
county  owns  four  acres  of  land  upon  which  the  building  is  situated.  The 
total  expenses  for  the  year  were  §(i,730.4.5.  Of  this  expense  82,^76.11  was 
iucurred  in  finishing  and  furnishing  the  building,  and  grading  the  grounds. 
The  apparatus,  including  musical  instruments,  cost  ?.")00;  library,  8171.10; 
incidental  expenses,  8-">00.  The  salaries  paid  to  teachers  amoimted  to  83,000. 
The  school  is  supported  by  a  direct  tax  levied  by  the  High  School  Board  of 
Tmstees.  This  tax  for  the  years  1881)  and  1890  was  one  mill.  This  is  the 
first  school  of  the  kind  to  be  opened  in  the  State,  and  its  career  will  he 
watched  very  carefully  by  educators  i»  all  parts  of  the  State.

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REPORT  OF  THE  SUPERINTENDENT. 


To  THE  Goveknok:  The  tables  accompaoying  this  report  have  been  com- 
piled from  the  reports  of  ixiunty  bu peri nten den te,  irom  BtatemeiitE  from  the 
officers  of  city  schools,  and  from  the  officers  of  the  various  institutions  con- 
cerned. These  reports  are  printed  in  the  first  four  divisions  of  this  volume, 
and  furnish  a  very  complete  eiiposttion  of  the  educational  work  of  the  8tate 
for  the  two  years  ending  June  SO,  l«9n.  But  tables,  be  they  never  so  com- 
plete, are  but  little  more  than  skeletons  of  "dry  bones."  They  cannot  be 
made  to  show  the  spirit  that  pervades  the  schools — -cannot  be  made  to  show 
to  what  extent  there  exists  a  correct  apprehension  of  the  work  that  ought  to 
be  done  by  the  schools,  in  return  for  the  time  and  money  spent  in  miuntain- ' 
ing  them.  For  these  things,  which  no  report  can  be  made  to  show,  we  must 
trust  to  the  public  spirit  of  the  several  communities. 

Summaries  of  the  tables  found  in  these  reports — to  the  extent  to  which  they 
are  likely  to  be  of  interest — are  herewith  presented.

Attention  is  called  to  the  fact  that  in  1890  an  institute  was  held  in  every 
county  of  the  State,  and  in  1889  but  one  county  failed  to  hold  an  inetitute; 
and  even  in  the  case  of  the  single  county,  a  joint  institute  was  held  with  an 
adjoining  county.  These  county  normal  institutes  are  an  important  factor  in 
the  educational  work  of  the  State,  and  are  improving  from  year  to  year,  as  to 
the  kind  of  work  done  by  iustructors  and  students.  They  furnish  tu  the  great 
majority  of  the  teachers  of  the  State  their  only  professional  tnuning.  No 
money  appropriated  by  the  State  is  productive  of  more  beneficent  results  than 
is  the  money  appropriated  for  the  support  of  the  county  normal  institutes. 
There  ought  to  be  two  changes  in  the  law: 

First:  The  State  appropriation  ought  to  be  fifty  dollars  for  each  county 
holding  an  institute,  regardless  of  the  number  enrolled. 

Second:  The  county  commissioners  should  be  required  to  appropriate  not 
less  than  fifty  dollars.

STATE  INSTITUTIONS  OF  LEARNING. 

Abstract  III  of  this  report  contains  the  biennial  reports  of  the  Regents 
and  Presidents  of  the  State  University,  State  Normal  School,  and  Stat«  Ag- 
ricultural College.  VouF  attention  is  invited  to  the  needs  of  these  institutions 
as  outlined  by  the  Regents  in  their  several  reports.  Abstract  IV  contains 
reports  of  denominational  colleges  and  private  institutions  of  learning,  so  far 
aa  their  repijrts  have  been  received  at  this  office. 

TEACHERS'  ASSOCIATIONS. 

In  the  period  covered  by  this  report  there  have  been  held  two  sessions  of 
the  State  Teachers'  ^Vssodation  at  Topeka.  These  meetings  are  held  for  three 
days — between  Chrifitmas  and  New  Year's — and  are  always  largely  attended. 
The  meeting  held  at  Topeka  on  December  25th,  26th,  and  27th,  1 1*89,  showed 
an  actual  enrollment  of  1,244  members,  Tliis  is  believed  to  be  the  largest 
State  Teachera'  Association  ever  held  in  any  State.  Hon.  \Vm.  T.  Harris, 
United  States  Commis.'tioner  of  Education,  was  present,  and  delivered  ad- 
addresses  that  were  of  great  practical  benefit  to  those  who  were  fortunate 
enough  to  hear  them.  In  addition  to  these  State  meetings,  district  associ- 
ations are  held  annually  in  the  latter  part  of  Thanksgiving  week  in  varioiis 
Becliona  of  the  State,  All  these  meetings  arc  largely  attended  by  representa- 
tive teachers,  and  are  productive  of  great  good  to  our  public  schools.  At 
these  meetings,  and  at  the  county  teachers'  associations,  now  so  common  in 
about  every  county  in  the  State,  questions  concerning  public  educntiou  are 
thoroughly  discussed ;  and  aa  a  resiilt,  the  work  within  the  comities,  and 
throughout  the  State,  is  becoming  more  and  more  unifann,  and  is  growhig 
into  something  like  what  is  demanded  by  the  progressive  spirit  of  our  timoF. 
VISITS. 

In  the  biennial  period  I  have  made  visits  in  an  official  capacity  to  ninety 
countivs.    These  visits  have  been  made  to  county  normal  institutes,  to  county 
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teachers'  associations,  to  attend  graduating  exercises  of  citj-  and  country 
schools,  and  other  educational  meetings.  There  have  been  more  than  one 
hundred  of  these  meetings;  and  all  have  been  indicative  of  a  general  and 
deep  interest  in  educational  affairs  in  the  several  communities  visited.  These 
visits  have  led  me  to  believe  that  in  every  section  of  our  State  the  people  are 
willing  to  pay  for  the  education  of  their  youth  juet  so  far  as  tbey  can  see 
something  like  a  fair  return  for  the  investment  made.  The  criticisms  made 
by  the  people  upon  the  public  schools,  and  upon  the  work  done  by  the  teachers 
in  the  schools,  are  in  the  m^ii  fair  and  just  ones — such  criticisms  as  ought 
to  he,  and  doubtless  are,  of  benefit  to  our  pnblic-school  system,  and  to  the  in- 
dividual schools. 

STATE   LEVY. 

I  believe  that  the  Legislature  should,  at  the  earliest  day  practicable,  restore 
the  one-mill  levy  by  the  State,  to  be  distributed  as  the  annual  school  fund  is 
now  apportioned. 

LEGISLATION. 

The  law  of  this  State  makes  it  the  duty  of  the  State  Superintendent  of 
Public  Instruction  to  give  in  the  biennial  report  "plans  for  the  management 
and  improvement  of  common  schools."  In  the  section  of  the  law  quoted  above, 
there  may  he  found  authority  for  calling  your  attention  briefly  to  some  points 
iu  our  school  laws  to  which  the  attention  of  the  Legislature  might  with  pro- 
priety be  called. 

Fird:  AsNUAt.  MEKTiNdS.—Section  33,SchoolLawsof  1889,"  ought  to  be 
BO  amended  as  to  provide  for  the  annual  school  meeting,  in  cities  of  the  third 
class,  at  an  earlier  date  than  the  last  Thursday  of  July.  In  these  cities  from 
three  to  twelve  teachers  are  employed,  and  it  would  be  better  for  the  schools, 
and  the  teachers,  if  teachers  could  be  employed  at  an  earlier  date  than  is  pos- 
sible as  the  law  now  stands.  Such  a  change  in  the  law  is  asked  for  by  the  dis- 
trict boards  of  many  of  these  cities,  principally  on  the  ground  that  under  the 
existing  law  cities  of  the  first  and  second  class  are  able  to  employ  the  best 
teachers  before  the  annual  meetings  are  held. 

Second:  Territohy  Attached  foh  School  PuRPOfl>s. — The  law  per- 
mitting cities  of  the  second  class  to  attach  territory  for  school  purposes 
should  be  amended  so  as  to  require  the  consent  of  the  county  superintendent 
Provisions  should  be  made  for  detaching  such  territory  when  conditions 
demanding  such  detachment  arise. 

Third:  DisoRoiANrzATiox  of  School  Districts. —  The  county  superin- 
tendent has  no  legal  right  to  disorganize  a  legally  formed  school  district.  I 
believe  that  county  superintendents  should  be  empowered  to  disorganize  school 
districts,  provided  there  be  no  bonded  indebtedness,  subject  to  the  same  limi- 
tations as  apply  in  the  formation  of  new  districts. 

Fourth;  Compul-soky  Education. —  It  seems  to  me  that  the  law  relating 
to  compulsory  attendance  at  school  is  susceptible  of  improvement.  I  have 
yet  to  learn  of  any  very  general  attempt  to  enforce  this  law,  so  wholesome  in 
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its  purpose.  The  reason  for  the  non-observance  of  the  law  may  be  found 
in  the  \kvi  itself.  So  many  ways  of  evading  the  law  are  intimated,  that  it 
would  be  very  difficult  to  compel  the  attendance  at  school  of  children  whose 
parents  or  guardian  do  not — for  any  cause^ — choose  to  have  them  attend. 
It  is,  fortunately,  true  that  there  are  many  communities  in  which  a  law  relat- 
ing to  •compulsory  attendance  at  school  is  not  needed,  and  in  any  given  com- 
munity the  law  would  apply  to  a  comparatively  small  number;  yet  it  is 
preciflely  these  exceptional  cases  that  the  law  should  be  made  to  reach. 

Fifth:  Course  of  Study  for  District  Schools, — Thoughtful  school- 
men everywhere  agree  in  the  opinion  that  a  wise  grading  of  our  country 
schools  would  secure  more  systematic  and  better  work  than  is  being  done  at 
present.  This  opinion  prevails  to  such  an  extent  in  this  State  that  within 
the  last  few  years  a  large  number  of  county  superintendents  have  by  per- 
sistent personal  effort  succeeded  iu  grading  the  schools  of  their  respective  coun- 
ties to  as  great  an  extent  as  is  possible  under  the  authonty  conferred  upon 
them  by  the  existing  law.  In  all  these  counties,  experience  has  shown  a  very 
marked  improvement  in  several  directions.  More  systematic  work  has  been 
done,  attendance  at  school  has  been  more  regular,  and — because  graduation' 
from  the  country  schools  has  been  a  part  of  the  plan — many  pupils  have  re- 
mained at  school  one  and  two  years  longer  than  they  would  otherwise  have 
done.  A  year  or  two  longer  at  school,  especially  in  the  case  of  older  pupils, 
is  an  educational  gaia  difficult  to  over-estimate.  I  believe  the  legislature 
should,  at  its  coming  session,  help  in  this  work  by  appointing  a  committee  to 
frame  a  course  of  study  for  our  country  schools,  and  enacting  laws  necessary 
to  secure  its  adoption  throughput  the  State.  To  frame  a  course  of  study  that 
could  be  adjusted  to  the  varying  length  of  school  terms,  and  that  could  be 
used  with  any  given  set  of  text-books,  has  been  shown  to  be  entirely  practi- 
cable. I  am  confident  that  such  legislation  as  I  have  suggested  concerning 
this  matter  would  be  of  very  great  benefit  to  the  common  schools  of  our  State. 

THE  SCHOOL-BOOK  QUESTION. 
At  the  present  writing,  over  forty  counties  have  availed  themselves  of  the 
law  regarding  county  uniformity  of  text-books,  which  has  been  in  force  since 
188.5.  During  the  present  year  six  counties,  which  adopted  county  uniform- 
ity in  188r>,  have  reiidopted  for  another  five  years.  The  plan,  wherever  it 
has  been  followed,  seems  to  have  been  quite  satisfactory.  It  is  claimed  that 
under  this  law  there  has  been  a  saving  of  from  25  to  80  per  cent,  in  the  cost 
of  school  books.  The  text-book  question  is  one  that  has  been  discussed  con- 
siderably within  the  last  few  years,  and  legislation  concerning  it  is  likely  to 
be  proposed  in  the  near  future.  Some  chains  are  made  like  the  following: 
That  there  is  a  "ravenous  monopoly"  arrayed  against  the  people.  That  there 
are  conibinations  among  publishers  to  keep  up  the  price  of  school  books. 
That  these  prices  are  exorbitantly  high — so  high  as  to  make  it  hard  for 
many  people  to  supply  their  children  with  books.    That  this  hardship  is  felt 
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the  more  in  a  i^tate  not  yet  old  enough  to  have  a  fixed,  settled  population. 
Two  or  three  remedies  for  these  real  or  fancied  ills  have  been  suggested. 

Flr^:  That  the  State,  through  its  Legislature,  shall  empower  some  person 
or  persoiie  to  coutract  for  books  for  a  term  of  years,  to  be  uniform  through- 
out the  Htate. 

Second:  That  the  Htate  shall  publish  the  books  most  used,  and  Ijiat  ar- 
rangeroents  shall  be  made  for  theif  distribution.  The  work  of  compiling  the 
books  would,  in  this  case,  be  intrusted  to  some  jtetson  or  persons  designated 
by  the  Legislature. 

Thiril:  That  school  districts,  towuships,  or  counties  Ix;  authorized  to  select 
books  for  a  term  of  years,  and  that  these  twoks  be  furnished  free  to  all  pu- 
pils desiring  to  use  them. 

I  have  no  hesitancy  in  discussing  these  propositions  in  a  dispassionate  way. 
There  are  at  least  two  sides  to  every  ijucstion ;  and  I  admit  frankly  that  it  is 
a  burden,  as  school-district  afl'airs  are  often  manafred,  to  purchase  Ixwks  for  a 
large  family.  But  the  cost  of  school  books  is  often  unduly  magnified.  The 
price  has  been  materially  reduced  from  time  to  time ;  and  I  feel  warranted  in 
asserting  that — considering  the  great  excellence  that  has  been  attained  in 
these  books,  and  considering  the  copy-right  upon  them — school  boobs  are 
to-dav  among  the  cheapest  manufactured  articles  in  the  market. 

I  believe  that  any  law  looking  toward  State  Uniformity  would  be  a  great 
injury  to  the  cause  of  public  education  in  this  State.  My  reasons,  and  I  am 
not  alone  in  my  belief,  are  as  follows:  State  Uniformity  would  be  certain  to 
increase  an  already  present  tendency  to  routine  in  the  work  of  the  schools. 
No  single  set  of  text-books  would  meet  the  reijuirementa  of  so  many  diflerent 
communities  as  there  are  in  our  State.  State  Uniformity  would  necessitate 
the  loss  of  all  books  now  in  use.  "To  read  one  story,  study  one  book,  and 
sing  one  song  through  the  long  years  of  school  life,  however  wearisome  and 
monotonous  that  may  become,"  is  not  a  cheerful  prospect. 

My  objections  to  the  Stale's  publishing  the  books,  briefly  stated,  are  as  fol- 
lows: The  great  improvement  that  has  been  mode  in  text-books  is  the  result 
of  com[)etition  among  publishers.  Any  plan  for  the  State's  publishing  ils 
books  would  be  liable  to  abuse,  because  of  the  magnitude  of  the  pecuniarv 
interests  involved.  There  would  be  a  great  lack  in  the  matter  of  necessary 
revision  of  books  from  time  to  time.  It  would  he  hazardous  to  intnist  the 
preparation  of  books  to  any  persons  whom  the  legislature  might  designate 
for  the  work.  It  would  be  impossible  for  the  State  to  prepare  books  as  good 
as  we  have  at  present.  Kxi>erience  in  California,  the  only  Stato  publishing 
a  portion  of  its  school  books,  has  shown  that  there  is  no  economy  in  the  plan. 
It  might  not  l>e  out  of  place  to  relate  briefly  the  experience  of  the  State  of 
California  in  this  matter. 

In  .Tanuary,  ]««:!,  the  State  Printer  submitted  to  the  I>!gislature  a  report 
in  which  he  asserted  that  books  aa  good  as  those  in  use  in  that  State  could  l>e 
printed  by  the  State  at  j)rices  rangUig  from  Kjc.  to  S-lc,  and  estimated  that 
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an  appropriation  of  about  835,000  would  be  sufficient  to  carry  out  the  plan. 
The  plan  included  the  publication  of  a  speller,  three  readers,  an  arithmetic,  a 
l^rammar,  a  history,  and  a  geography — ^eight  books  in  all.  But  in  1885  — 
when  the  plan  bad  been  finally  adopted  by  the  State — the  same  State  Printer 
asked  for  an  appropriation  of  82-)0,U00  to  begin  the  work ;  and  the  Le^la- 
ture  appropriated  8150,01)0  for  the  printer,  and  820,000  for  "compiling." 
Again,  in  1887,  an  appropriation  of  6197,500  was  made  for  this  same  work; 
and  in  1888  another  State  I'rinter  asked  for  8fi5,000  as  an  extra  appropria- 
tion.   To  get  at  the  matter  briefly, the  following  tables  are  given:

A  sum  more  than  ten  times  the  original  estimate;  and  the  list  of  books  is 
not  yet  complete.

Add  what  the  people  have  paid  to  the  State  for  books 220,000 

And  we  shall  find  a  total  of #587,500 

Which  has  been  used  by  the  State  in  producing  the  State  school  hooka;  and 
this  total  does  not  include  the  value  of  books  discarded  to  make  room  for  the 
State  books,  nor  does  it  include  interest  on  the  amount  invested  by  the  State. 
From  the  total  amount  there  should  be  deducted  the  value  of  books  which 
have  been  furnished  by  the  State.  It  remains  only  to  add  that  to-day  the  net 
prices  charged  for  books  by  the  State  of  California  exceed  the  net  prices 
charged  by  private  publishers  for  corresponding  books;  and  that  anyone  who 
examines  these  State  books  cannot  fail  to  notice  their  marked  inferiority  in 
every  respect. 

Every  advantage  clamed  for  State  Uniformity  may  be  better  secured  by 

THE   FREE  TEXT-BOOK   PLAN. 

I  have  already  indicated  this  plan.  Of  course  some'  enactment  relative  to 
manner  of  purchase,  term  of  use,  and  manner  of  distributing  and  accounting 
for  books,  would  be  necessary;  but  I  need  not  here  enter  into  these  matters. 
The  plan  is  one  that  is  coming  more  and  more  into  use,  is  steadily  growing 
in  favor,  and  is  uniformly  satisfactory  wherever  tried.  The  following  advan- 
tages are  claimed  for  the  plan  —  all  of  them  apparently  reasonable  claims; 

Fird :  It  secures  uniformity  of  text-books  in  a  given  school,  without  which 
there  can  hardly  be  effective  teaching. 

Second:  Economy  in  both  money  and  time.  The  testimony  where  this 
plan  has  been  followed  for  years  is  uniformly  to  the  effect  that  books  cost  not 
more  than  one-half — or  even  one-third — what  they  cost  prior  to  the  adoption 
of  the  plan,  No  time  is  wasted  by  delay  on  the  part  of  parents  or  guardians 
in  purchasing  the  books  required. 

Third:  It  aids  the  teacher  very  materially  in  the  important  matter  of  th&

clasaification  of  the  school,  oa  there  would  be  do  good  excuse  for  a  pupil's 
being  furnished  a  book  beyond  his  ability  to  comprehend. 

Fourth:  It  results  in  increased  and  more  regular  attendance.  "The  pupils 
are  on  hand  promptly  at  the  beginning  of  the  term ;  they  do  not  have  to  wait 
to  get  books." 

.  Fifth:  "It  is  an  educational  force;  it  teaches  the  responsibility  and  the 
care  of  property." 

Sixth :  The  cost  of  buying  books  falls  where  it  ought  to  fall.  All  are  con- 
cerned in  the  well-being  of  the  community  and  State,  and  there  is  no  good 
reason  why  the  expense  of  books  should  be  separated  from  the  exjieuse  of 
school-houses  and  school-teachers.  It  is  urged  by  some  that  this  argument 
might  with  equal  propriety  be  adduced  in  favor  of  buying  clothing  for  the 
children  out  of  the  public  purse;  but  that  plea  is  a  specious  one— very  like 
the  statement  that  there  would  be  as  much  propriety  in  the  State's  manufac- 
turing all  other  articles,  83  there  would  be  in  making  its  own  school  books. 
I  believe  the  Free  Text-Book  Plan  worthy  of  careful  investigation.

To  the  Hon.  Lyman  U.  Humphrey,  Oovernor  of  Kansas! 

SiE— In  rendering  to  you  this  account  of  our  truBt,  covering  the  period 
from  June  30,  1888,  to  June  30,  1890,  being  the  Seventh  BienEial  Report 
of  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  the  State  Charitable  Institutions,  it  is  with 
profound  satisfaction  that  we  can  aaj  that  no  great  disaster  or  extraor- 
dinary sickness  has  visited  any  of  the  charitable  institutions  of  the  State; 
the  inmates  thereof  have  been  well  cared  for;  the  treatment  of  them  has 
been  gentle  and  kind;  and  in  every  way  they  have  been  cared  for  by  faith- 
ful men  and  women  in  whose  charge  they  are  placed,  in  such  a  manner  as 
to  carry  out  the  intention  of  the  good  people  of  Kansas  who  founded  the 
institutions  and  have  so  munificently  given  of  their  substance  to  maintain 
them. 

During  these  two  years  the  average  number  cared  for  annually  in  the 
charitable  institutions  was  1,939,  and  the  amount  of  money  appropriated 
by  the  Legislature  for  their  support  during  the  time  was  seven  hundred 
and  thirty-one  thousand  six  hundred  and  eighty-six  dollars  and  eleven  cents 
C«731,686.11),  as  follows:

Leaving  a  net  total  expended  in  caring  for  the  inmates  of  the  several  insti- 
tutions of  six  hundred  and  seventy-two  thousand  and  eighty-five  dollars 
and  sixty-one  cents  ($672,085.61).  This  is  exclusive  of  any  expenditure 
for  buildings,  and  also  of  the  value  of  farm  producto  coDsumed,  which  were 
produced  on  the  farms  where  institutions  are  located.  The  amount  ex- 
pended shows  the  average  yearly  cost  to  the  State  of  caring  for  each  inmate 
of  the  charitable  iostitutions  to  be  S]7<J.30. 

In  supervision  of  the  afiairs  of  these  institutions,  the  Board  visits  each 
one  monthly,  audito  all  accounto,  approves  the  estimates  for  supplies  for  the 
foUowiog  month,  and  at  the  same  time  examines  carefully  as  to  the  condi- 
tion and  health  of  the  inmates,  quantity  and  quality  of  their  food,  and 
where  schools  are  conducted,  into  the  management  thereof.  An  inventory 
is  made  every  six  months  of  all  the  property  of  the  State  at  each  institution. 
When  it  is  considered  that  there  are  nearly  twenty-five  hundred  inhabitanto, 
including  officers  and  employ^,  in  our  eight  charitable  institutions,  the  work 
of  conducting  them  all  properly  is  seen  to  be  no  easy  task.  Fully  one-third 
of  the  time  of  the  members  of  the  Board  has  been  given  to  these  duties,  and 
every  part  of  the  work  has  received  careful  attention  at  our  hands. 

Supplies  needed  for  the  several  institutions,  not  of  a  perishable  nature,  are 
bought  by  the  Board  every  six  months,  after  inviting  the  widest  competition 
by  advertising;  the  rule  of  the  Board  being  to  purchase  of  the  lowest  bid- 
der,giving  to  Kansas  men  and  products  the  preference.  Until  the  last  year 
meat  and  butter  consumed  by  the  institutions  were  not  so  bought.  Six 
months  prior  to  the  end  of  this  biennial  period,  the  Board  concluded  to  buy 
meat  and  butter  on  the  same  plan  as  other  staple  articles.  Some  criticism 
was  made  upon  this  action  in  localities,  but  the  result  has  been  a  saving  to 
the  State,  on  the  meat  supply  alone,  of  over  five  hundred  dollars  per  month 
from  the  cost  when  purchased  of  the  local  butchers  without  general  com- 
petition. 

The  laws  governing  the  affairs  of  the  institutions  are  far  from  uniform  in 
their  operations.  There  are  many  discrepancies;  much  that  should  be  rem- 
edied. Additional  legislation  is  needed  to  secure  a  uniform  administration 
of  the  several  institutions ;  but  as  the  Senate  at  ito  last  session  selected  a 
committee  to  revise  sundry  laws,  including  those  governing  the  charitable 
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institutionB.  aad  as  that  committee  sought  aod  was  givea  the  views  of  this 
Board  regarding  needed  changes,  we  do  not  deem  it  necessary  in  this  report ' 
to  again  atate  them. 

INBANE  ASYLUMS. 

The  average  number  cared  for  at  the  Ineane  Asylum  at  Topeka  has  been 
723,  at  an  average  yearly  expenditure  of  S170.52  per  inmate.  The  order, 
discipline  and  conduct  of  this  institution  have  been  in  every  way  good. 
The  officers  deserve  credit  for  the  management,  and  have  the  thanks  of  the 
Board  for  the  prompt  and  efficient  manner  in  which  they  have  always  re- 
sponded in  aid  of  the  Board  for  the  humane  and  economic  management  of 
this  institution. 

Of  the  Asylum  at  Osawatomie  the  same  may  be  said.  The  average  num- 
ber cared  for  there  has  been  604,  at  an  average  yearly  expenditure  of  8183.21 
per  inmate.  The  Legislature  made  an  appropriation  of  thirty-five  hun- 
dred dollars  ($3,500^  to  buy  additional  land.  The  property  known  as  the 
Bowen  farm  was  bought  therewith,  and  stocked  with  a  sufficient  number 
of  cows  to  supply  the  institution  with  milk,  giving  a  better  quality  and 
greater  quantity,  at  less  expense.  Another  appropriation  of  one  thousand 
dollars,  made  for  the  purpose,  has  been  expended  in  repairing  and  making 
fire-proof  the  ventilating  shafts,  thus  lessening  greatly  the  danger  from  fire. 

No  appropriation  having  been  made  for  additional  buildings  for  the  in- 
sane by  the  last  Legislature,  both  of  the  asylums  have  been  crowded  to 
their  utmost,  and  many  chronic  cases  have  necessarily  been  discharged  to 
make  room  for  recent  ones;  thus  the  insane  population  of  the  State,  in 
greater  numbers  than  ever  before,  are  left  to  be  cared  for  by  the  counties  in 
jails  and  poor-houses.  Cries  of  distress  have  come  to  us  from  every  quarter, 
but  we  have  been  unable  to  do  more  than  has  been  done.  We  can  do  no 
more  now  than  earnestly  urge  that  additional  room  be  at  once  provided  by 
the  State  for  the  full  accommodation  of  this  helpless  class.  The  recom- 
mendations made  by  the  Board  two  years  ago  seem  as  wise  and  necessary  now 
as  then.  Additional  cottages  at  Osawatomie  and  an  executive  building  at 
the  Topeka  Asylum  will  to  some  extent  meet  the  present  demands  for  room ; 
but  the  building  of  a  new  insane  asylum,  to  have  accommodations  for  two 
hundred  or  more  patients,  at  some  point  west  of  those  now  in  operation,  is 
demanded  at  once,  and  the  same  should  be  located  on  not  less  than  a  section 
of  land,  where  water  can  be  had  in  abundance  and  sewerage  facilities  are 
ample.  Questions  of  shade,  good  soil,  and  easy  access  to  railroads  should 
also  be  considered. 

INSTITUTION   FOE  THE   EDUCATION  OF  THE   DEAF  AND  DUMB. 

The  Legislature  of  1887  appropriated  fifty-one  thousand  dollars  (S51,00Q) 

for  the  erection  of  a  central  building.     This  building  has  been  finished 

during  this  biennial  period.    The  contractor  completed  it  to  the  entire 

satisfaction  of  the  Board,  and  no  claim  for  any  additional  compensation 
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hag  been  made.  So  seldom  haa  this  been  the  case,  that  we  feel  that  it 
deserves  especial  mentioD.  The  reason  for  it  is  probably  due  to  the  com- 
petency and  honeety  of  the  contractor,  and  the  supervision  of  our  architect. 

The  last  L^slature  made  an  appropriation  of  one  thousand  dollaia  to 
macadnmize  the  street  in  front  of  the  Institution,  upon  the  performance  of 
certain  conditions  by  the  city  of  Olathc.  These  conditions  were  unper- 
formed; therefore  the  money  has  reverted  to  the  State  treasury.  Five 
hundred  dollars  (8500)  appropriated  by  the  last  Legislature  has  been  ex- 
pended (less  114,88)  for  a  well-selected  library. 

In  looking  over  the  two  years'  work  of  the  officers  and  teachers  of  this 
institution,  it  is  no  more  than  justice  to  say  of  them  that  the  work  they 
have  done  receives  the  commendation  of  the  Board,  and,  so  far  as  known, 
of  all  the  parents  and  guardians  of  the  pupils  who  att«nd  the  school.  The 
average  number  of  inmates  during  the  biennial  period  at  this  institution 
was  213.    The  average  annual  cost  per  capita  was  S192.58. 

REFORM   SCHOOL. 

This  institution  is  under  the  same  management  as  in  the  last  biennial 
period.  The  Superintendent  and  Matron  are  the  right  persons  in  the  right 
places,  and  we  have  no  hesitancy  in  saying  that  they  are  doing  a  great  and 
good  work  for  the  wayward  boys  of  the  State.  The  average  number  of 
boys  present  during  the  biennial  period  was  189,  and  the  annua!  cost  per 
capita  was  S164.44.  The  great  reformatory  agencies  which  the  Superin- 
tendent employs  are  kindness,  strict  discipline,  study,  and  work. 

The  fifteen  hundred  dollars  appropriated  by  the  last  Legislature  for  the 
erection  and  equipment  of  a  hospital  building  has  been  judiciously  ex- 
pended, and  a  very  suitable  wood  structure,  a  little  removed  from  the 
other  buildings  on  the  east,  is  well  supplying  a  long-felt  want.  A  corre- 
sponding exj^enditure  for  a  hospital  at  the  Idiotic  and  Imbecile  School, 
and  also  at  the  Soldiers'  Orphans'  Home,  would  in  our  opinion  be  wise 
and  timely. 

The  boys  who  go  out  from  this  institution  have,  with  but  little' exception, 
no  training  in  any  industrial  calling.  The  farm,  which  was  largely  covered 
with  troublesome  brush  and  briers  when  taken  by  the  State,  has  with  much 
labor  been  fitted  for  cultivation  and  other  practical  uses,  and  but  little  is 
left  undone  in  this  regard.  The  Superintendent  has  rented  a  farm  adjoin- 
ing, on  which  he  will  keep  the  boys  busy  during  the  autumn  and  summer 
months  of  the  present  year,  but  we  feel  that  they  should  also  have  a  varied 
industrial  training  such  as  would  fit  them  at  least  in  a  measure  to  go  out  in 
the  world  with  some  profitable  occupation  to  engage  their  time,  energy  and 
thought;  and  we  earnestly  recommend,  as  before,  that  a  sufficient  amount 
be  appropriated  to  huild  and  equip  shops  for  such  purpose.  To  be  able  to 
care  for  all  of  the  boys  who  should  be  admitted,  additional  cottages  are  re- 
quired, and  as  the  same  state  of  afiairs  exists  now  as  existed  two  years  ago, 
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ve  recommend  that  an  appropriation  be  made  for  the  erection  of  tno  more 
cottages,  to  accommodate  about  seventy  boys. 

ASYLDM  FOR  IDIOTIC  AND  IMBECILE  YOUTH. 

Since  the  last  report  of  the  Board,  H.  M.  Greene,  Superintendent,  and 
Mrs.  Greene,  Matron,  have  resigned.  The  Board  selected  Dr.  C  K.  Wiles, 
Superintendent,  and  his  wife,  Mrs.  L.  F.  Wiles,  Matron,  who  entered  upon 
their  duties  on  the  9th  day  of  November,  1888.  This  inetitution  during  the 
whole  period  stuce  our  last  report  has  been  crowded  to  its  full  capacity, 
there  being  now  one  hundred  and  three  inmates,  and  applications  have  been 
filed  for  the  admission  of  sixty-two  more  of  these  juvenile  imbeciles. 

The  work  of  caring  for  these  unfortunate  children  has  been  well  carried 
on  by  the  Superintendent  nnd  Matron,  who  are  interested  and  enthusiastic 
in  their  work.  They  have  studiously  cared  for  the  bodiee,  and  trained  and 
developed  what  little  mind  there  is  in  them.  It  was  a  question  with  many, 
when  this  institution  was  founded,  whether  the  State  ought  to  care  for  these 
children.  There  is  not  much  educational  development  possible  at  this  school, 
but  the  children  are  so  instructed  and  drilled  that  what  little  gleam  of  in- 
telligence there  is  within  them  is  fostered  and  brightened,  and  they  are 
taught  habits  of  cleanliness  and  effort  which  they  otherwise  could  not  ac- 
quire. It  is  a  noteworthy  fact  that  these  children  are  mainly  from  the 
homes  of  the  poor,  where  the  care  given  them  has  not  been  and  cannot  be 
suited  to  their  needs.  It  would  seem  that  the  State  is  doing  a  good  and  ten- 
der service  to  humanity  by  fostering  this  institution,  and  we  think  it  should 
be  enlarged,  and  that  an  appropriation  should  be  made  for  the  construction 
on  the  east  of  a  capacious  wing,  the  present  buildings  having  been  planned 
with  such  an  addition  in  view.  Some  of  the  inmates  who  have  been  at  this 
institution  since  its  foundation  are  nearly  of  age,  and  some  disposition  should 
be  made  of  them  ;  yet  the  law  grants  no  power  to  discharge  them  at  the  ex- 
piration of  the  school  period,  or  at  any  time.  This  school  was  intended  for 
developing  and  educating  its  inmates;  an  asylum  for  adults  was  not  at  all 
contemplated  by  the  law  creating  this  institution.  The  safety  and  interests 
of  the  State  and  of  mankind  imperatively  demand  that  idiots  shall  not  be 
allowed  to  mingle  with  the  world,  or  to  reproduce  their  kind.  Probably  the 
best  solution  of  the  problem  would  be  to  set  apart  a  ward  for  the  custody  of 
these  adult  idiots  in  the  proposed  new  insane  asylum. 

Some  extraordinary  expenses  were  incurred  at  this  institution  by  the 
breaking-dowQ  of  the  sectional  cast-iron  boilers  in  the  winter  of  1888  and 
1889,  and  for  a  time  the  heat  was  furnished  by  stoves.  By  patching  the 
boilers  they  gave  indifferent  service  until  warm  weather  came.  The  last 
Legislature  appropriated  for  a  water-supply,  boiler-house  and  laundry,  seven 
thousand  five  hundred  dollars  ($7,500).  With  that  sum  the  Board  bought 
and.put  in  position  two  steel  boilers,  erected  a  stone  boiler-house  and  laundry, 
dug  a  deep  well  upon  the  State's  land,  twenty  feet  in  diameter,  constructed  a 
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dam  above  It  to  hold  the  Burfsce-watcr,  whicb  has,  as  we  believe,  settled  the 
water  question  at  this  iDstitutioo.  The  Board  has  also  caused  to  be  attached 
to  a  water  tank  in  the  attic  of  the  building,  hoee  connected  with  each  floor, 
as  a  precautionary  measure  against  fire. 

The  average  number  of  inmates  during  the  biennial  period  at  this  insti- 
tution was  103,  and  the  average  annual  coat  per  capita  was  $186.()8. 

INDUSTRUL  SCHOOL  FOR  GIEL8. 

The  last  Legislature  passed  a  law  for  the  organization  of  an  Industrial 
School  for  Girls,  at  Beloit,  and  the  erection  of  a  building  on  a  site  of  not 
less  than  forty  acres,  to  be  selected  by  this  Board  and  donated  by  the  city 
of  Beloit.  On  the  17th  of  April,  1886,  pursuant  to  this  law,  the  Board  met 
at  Beloit.  The  reason  for  the  location  of  this  school  at  Beloit  was  probably 
the  benevolent  foresight  of  the  Woman's  Christian  Temperance  Union 
of  Kansas,  who  had  taken  the  subject  in  hand  some  time  before,  and  had 
already  there  a  school  for  similar  purposes.  While  the  law  organiiing 
the  School  gave  no  direction  for  the  Board  to  do  so,  we  thought  it  was  the 
intentioa  of  the  law-makers  that  the  school  in  operation  under  the  Woman's 
Christian  Temperance  Union  should  be  taken  up  and  cared  for  by  the  State. 
The  President  of  the  Union,  Mrs.  Fanny  H.  Rastall,  and  the  Treasurer, 
Mrs.  J.  A.  Thurston,  desired  the  Board  to  take  chai^  of  the  institution ;  it 
did  so,  receiving  from  their  care  thirty-one  girls.  The  Board  organized  the 
School  with  the  same  officers  employed  by  the  Woman's  Christiaa  Temper- 
ance Union.  The  furniture  and  supplies  on  hand,  amounting  upon  inven- 
tory to  three  hundred  dollars,  were  paid  for  by  the  State,  payment  being 
made  to  the  Woman's  Christian  Temperance  Union. 

On  June  11th,  1889,  the  Board  viewed  and  investigated  several  sites 
offered  by  the  city  of  Beloit  as  locations  for  the  School,  and  finally  decided 
to  accept  eighty  acres  of  land  one-half  mile  north  of  the  city,  upon  agree- 
ment that  a  clear  title  should  be  furnished  thereto.  Trusting  In  this,  and 
having  received  a  perfect  title  to  all  but  ten  acres,  the  Board  proceeded  in 
the  erection  of  a  building.  Owing  to  circumstances  unforeseen,  and  for 
which  the  city  was  not  blamable,  it  failed  to  get  the  title  to  the  remaining 
land,  but  has  turned  into  the  State  treasury  the  amount  it  was  to  pay  the 
owner  of  the  land,  thereby  doing  all  that  could  be  done  to  fulfill  its  prom- 
ise, and  in  our  judment  al!  that  fair  dealing  and  honor  demand. 

On  August  23d,  1889,  after  advertising  for  bids,  according  to  law,  the 
contract  was  let  for  the  erection  of  the  building,  of  native  stone,  sixty  by 
one  hundred  feet,  two  stories,  with  basement  and  an  attic  dormitory,  suffi- 
cient to  accommodate  one  hundred  children,  to  Roman  Lutz,  of  Beloit,  the 
lowest  bidder,  for  sixteen  thousand  nine  hundred  and  eighty-nine  dollars. 
We  afterwards  made  a  contract  for  a  boiler-house,  steam-heating  apparatus, 
and  for  the  construction  of  two  large  cisterns  for  present  water-supply. 
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We  expect  the  building  to  be  ready  for  occupaDcy  by  the  let  of  October, 
1890. 

FroviBion  must  speedily  be  made  for  a  permaoeDt  water-supply  at  this 
iostitutioa.  We  recommeDd  ao  appropriation  sufficient  for  cottages  for 
the  engineer  and  gardener,  grading  the  grounds,  laundry  machinery  and 
fiimiture,  team,  wagons,  and  needed  stock.  Estimates  carefully  made  will 
be  fumiebed  the  proper  legislative  committee  if  desired. 

There  are  now  thirty-five  children  in  the  school,  and  applications  for  the 
admission  of  sixty  more  are  on  file,  which  shows  the  wisdom  and  necessity 
of  this  institution,  designed  to  protect,  educate  and  make  better  the  way- 
ward girls  of  the  State. 

The  appropriation  of  six  thousand  dollars  ($6,000)  made  by  the  Legisla- 
ture for  current  expenses,  will  not  more  than  care  for  the  present  number 
of  inmates.  No  provision  was  made  for  maintaining  tbe  additional  num- 
ber which  the  new  building  will  accommodate.  The  same  dilemma  affect- 
ing the  Reform  School  was  presented  in  1887.  The  power  of  the  Board  to 
act  was  then  considered  by  the  Attorney  General,  who  advised  the  Board 
(see  opinion,  in  Fifth  Biennial  Report)  that  it  could  not  contract  or  at- 
tempt to  pay  out  more  than  the  sums  appropriated  by  the  Xjegislature,  but 
that  it  could  disburse  the  whole  amount  appropriated  during  tbe  first  six 
or  seven  months  of  the  year.  We  have  concluded  that  the  pressure,  com- 
ing as  it  does  from  all  portions  of  the  State,  justifies  the  admission  of  more 
applicanta,  and  instructions  have  been  given  accordingly,  trusting  to  the 
next  Legislature  for  a  supplemental  appropriation  to  cover  the  expense  of 
the  remainder  of  the  fiseal  year.  The  report  of  the  Superintendent  is 
herewith  submitted.    Its  contents  deserve  careful  consideration. 

The  first  year  being  fractional,  calculations  are  made  only  for  the  second 
year,  during  which  the  average  number  of  inmates  was  34,  and  the  average 
annual  cost  per  inmate  $176.47. 

IN8TITDTI0N   FOE  THE   EDDOATIOH  OF  THE  BLIND. 

One  year  ago,  George  H.  Miller,  Superintendent,  and  his  wife.  Matron, 
and  Mr.  Hayes,  Master  of  Handicraft,  severed  their  connection  with  this 
Institution,  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Miller  having  held  their  respective  positions  for 
fourteen  years  past,  faithfully  performing  their  duties  in  such  positions. 
The  Board  selected  Col.  Allen  Buckner,  of  Baldwin,  as  Superintendent,  and 
his  wife  as  Matron,  and  John  L.  Waller  as  Master  of  Handicraft,  to  take 
the  places  vacated.  Having  no  previous  knowledge  of  institution  work,  the 
officials  of  course  could  not  be  expected  from  the  first  to  do  it  as  easily  or 
so  well  as  those  of  experience;  but  they  assumed  their  responsibilities  with 
energy,  and  a  lofty  purpose  to  do  the  beat  in  their  power  for  the  Institution. 
The  pupils  at  the  Institution  have  at  all  times  seemed  to  be  contented,  and 
their  school  progress  has  been  creditable. 
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Some  new  features  have  been  introduced  in  the  Institution,  a  detailed  ao 
count  of  which  will  appear  in  the  Superinten dent's  report. 

An  oculist,  with  the  conaent  of  the  Board,  has  had  permUsion  to  examine 
the  eyes  of  such  pupils  of  the  Institution  as  the  parents  or  guardians  de- 
sired examined,  without,  however,  any  charge  against  the  State  or  Institu- 
tion  except  for  medicines.  Some  progress  has  been  made  in  restonng  the 
sight  to  some  of  the  sightless.  The  law  creating  the  Institution,  however, 
did  not  contemplate  the  establishment  of  an  infirmary  in  connection  there- 
with. If  it  is  the  desire  of  the  State  to  enlarge  the  scope  of  its  benefits  by 
treating  those  who  may  be  considered  curable  of  their  infirmities,  a  law  will 
have  to  be  enacted  to  meet  the  want.  We  make  no  recommendations  in  the 
matter,  but  simply  state  the  proposition. 

The  Legislature  of  1887  appropriated  eighteen  thousand  dollars  (S18,000) 
for  the  building  of  a  north  wing  at  this  asylum,  which  has  been  well  com- 
pleted and  in  use  during  the  most  of  this  biennial  period. 

In  the  industrial  department  of  this  institution  broom-making  has  been 
carried  on  successfully. 

On  the  3d  day  of  January,  1889,  one  of  the  brick  buildings  used  for  broom- 
making  caught  fire  and  burned  down.  A  close  examination  was  made  into 
the  cause  of  the  fire,  but  it  was  not  definitely  found.  It  probably  origi- 
nated from  a  defective  flue,  or  from  sparks  flying  to  the  roof  from  another 
building.  When  discovered  the  roof  was  in  flames,  which  had  so  progressed 
that  it  was  impossible  to  save  the  building.  The  value  of  the  building  was 
about  two  thousand  dollars.  All  of  the  furniture,  stock  and  material 
therein  were  saved,  with  small  exception. 

To  successfully  carry  on  the  industrial  department  an  appropriation  of 
three  thousand  to  thirty-five  hundred  dollare  for  the  rebuilding  and  proper 
equipment  of  this  shop  is  necessary. 

The  average  number  of  inmates  in  this  institution  during  the  biennial 
period  was  75,  and  the  average  annual  cost  per  inmate  was  $247.56. 

SOLDIERS'  ORPHAMB'  HOME. 

The  Soldiers'  Orphans'  Home  is  intended  as  a  half-way  house  where  the 
homeless  orphan  boys  and  girls  may  for  a  while  stop  on  their  way  to  per- 
manent homes  to  be  found  for  them.  Since  the  Home  was  opened  one  hun- 
dred and  seventy-one  children  have  been  received,  of  whom  only  one  has 
died;  four  ran  away,  two  were  adopted,  one  became  self-supporting,  and 
thirty-eight  returned  to  their  guardians  or  relatives,  whose  improved  condi- 
tion again  enabled  them  to  resume  their  care.  One  hundred  and  twenty- 
five  remain  in  the  Home. 

John  Fierson  and  his  wife,  Margaret  Pierson,  who  were  respectively  Su- 
perintendent and  Matron  of  the  Institution,  resigned  their  positions  at  the 
close  of  the  first  fiscal  year.     C.  E.  Faulkner  was  selected  by  the  Board  as 
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Superinteadent,  and  hie  wife,  Mrs.  C.  C.  Faulkner,  as  MatroD.  They  have 
each  filled  their  positions  acceptably  to  the  Board,  and  have  done  their  work 
admirably. 

The  Home  is  also  overcrowded,  and  a  large  number  of  formal  applications 
for  admission  are  on  file  with  the  Superintendent,  awaiting  vacaocies  which 
must  be  loog  deferred.  Owiog  to  the  crowded  eoodition  for  the  last  two 
years,  do  orphans  have  been  admitted  save  those  of  soldiers.  An  enlarge- 
ment of  the  institution  is  needed. 

The  report  of  the  Superintendent  appended  shows  in  detail,  not  only  the 
work  and  condition  of  the  school,  but  the  management,  and  the  need  of 
further  appropriations  as  well. 

The  location  of  the  Home  is  upon  one  hundred  and  sixty  acres  of  land 
two  miles  northeast  of  the  city  of  Atchison,  near  the  Missouri  river.  About 
half  the  tract  of  land  is  covered  with  young  timber,  and  half  Id  cultivation. 
The  location  and  surrounding  view  are  truly  magnificent.  The  soil  is  good, 
yielding  tame  grasses  and  farm  products  bountifully. 

To  fully  equip  this  institution  in  caring  for  the  orphan  children  of  the 
State  who  are  dependent,  there  should  be  an  appropriation  for  three  cottages 
of  a  size  to  accommodate  thirty  to  forty  in  each,  also  for  a  kitchen  building, 
dining-room,  boiler-house  and  laundry,  water  tower,  and  better  conveniences 
for  beating  and  lighting. 

The  average  number  of  children  cared  for  during  the  biennial  period  at 
the  Home  was  111,  and  the  average  cost  to  maintain  each  inmate  yearly  for 
the  same  period  was  8173.02. 

STATISTICS. 

In  the  tables  hereto  attached,  Eshibit  A  shows  the  total  comparative  and 
an  average  comparative  cost  per  inmate  for  each  year  at  each  of  the  chari- 
table insUtutions,  based  upon  the  value  of  stores  issued  and  including  coal 
furnished  by  the  Penitentiary.  Exhibit  B  shows  the  comparative  cost  for 
the  leading  articles  of  food,  based  upon  the  total  number  of  persons  fed.

The  report  of  the  Treasurer,  also  attached,  shows  the  amount  of  money 
received  and  expended  for  two  years,  to  both  of  which  we  invite  the  careful 
consideration  of  yourself,  the  Legislature,  and  the  tax-payers  of  the  State. 

HEPOaxs. 
The  accompanying  reports  of  the  official  heads  of  the  several  institutions 
exhibit  in  detail  the  management  of  said  institutions  during  the  biennial 
period,  both  financially  and  otherwise.  Being  carefully  prepared,  they  de- 
'  serve  attentive  consideration,  and  the  recommendations  made  are  entitled 
to  great  weight. 
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expenses  of  the  board. 
As  you  are  aware,  the  last  Legislature  failed  to  make  anj  appropriation 
to  pay  the  members  of  this  Board;  therefore,  since  June  3Qtb,  1889,  the 
duties  have  beeo  performed  without  pay,  although  the  expenditure  of  more 
time  and  money  has  been  necessary  than  in  former  years  because  of  being 
given  charge  of  the  institution  for  girls  at  Betoit,  and  because  of  increased 
population  and  enlarged  supervision  of  the  others;  and  we  are  moved  to 
ask,  through  you,  speedy  action  of  the  Legislature  upon  this  matter. 

APPROPEIATIOHB  RECOMMENDED. 
In  view  of  the  fact  that  the  per  capita  coat  of  maintaining  the  inmates 
of  the  charitable  institutions  has  been  less  during  the  last  two  years  than 
before,  it  would  seem  that  no  greater  appropriations  for  the  future  are 
needed  than  were  expended  each  year  during  this  biennial  period;  but 
supplies  furuished  the  institutions  will  perhaps  not  be  so  cheap  again  for 
several  years.  No  more  will  be  expended  than  is  necessary  for  the  man- 
agement of  the  institutions  in  an  economic  way.  In  proof  of  this,  we  call 
attention  to  the  habitual  return  to  the  treasury  of  unused  surplus,  showing 
that  expenditures  will  in  any  event  be  limited  to  the  line  of  necessity,  and 
no  waste  to  the  State  arise  by  reason  of  over-estimates  and  appropriations. 
After  careful  consideration  of  the  needs  of  the  institutions,  studying  the 
probabilities  of  the  future,  we  make  the  following  recommendations  as  to 
the  appropriations  to  be  made  for  general  expenses  for  the  ensuing  biennial 
term,  asking  that  the  same  be  in  bulk,  and  not  itemized,  except  in  a  gen- 
eral way,  because  the  Board,  when  the  appropriations  are  itemized,  cannot 
divert  from  one  use  to  another,  and  often  find  that  an  estimate  for  one  item 
will,  by  some  unforeseen  circumstance,  fall  below,  while  one  for  another  will 
be  far  in  excess  of  what  is  needed,  thus  reducing  the  aggregate  available 
appropriation,  as  actually  occurred  in  the  case  of  the  Soldiers'  Orphans' 
Home  in  the  last  legislative  appropriation.  We  have  founded  our  recom- 
mendationa  upon  a  per  capita  basis,  believing  that  to  be  the  best  one  for 
correct  judgment. 

FOB  INSANE  ASYLUM  AT  TOPEKA. 
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CONTINQEST  APPROPRIATION. 


The  appropriatioBB  recommended  for  the  curreot  maintenance  of  the  in- 
BtitutioDB  are  as  small  aa  should  be  made,  and  we  recommend,  in  view  of 
what  will  possibly — yea,  probably — occur  in  some  of  the  iastitutione  before 
another  seaaion  of  the  Legislature,  viz.,  the  necessity  of  extraordinary  ex- 
penditures by  reason  of  breakage  of  machinery,  giving  way  of  boilers,  fire, 
or  other  uuforeaeeu  catastrophe  or  disaster,  that  a  contingent  appropriation 
of  from  ten  to  twenty  thousand  dollars  be  made  for  the  benefit  of  any  of  the 
institutions,  to  be  drawn  in  whole  or  in  part  when  such  contingency  arises, 
and  then  only  upon  a  written  statement  of  the  Board  of  Trusteea,  relating 
the  necessity  therefor,  approved  by  the  Executive  Council. 

BUILDING  APPEOPHIATIONB. 
For  the  appropriations  for  additional  buildings  we  will  have  a  careful 
estimate  made  of  the  amount  deemed  necessary  for  each  institution,  and  will 
present  the  same  to  the  appropriate  legislative  committee  for  their  informa- 
tion, if  required.  L.  K.  KIHK.

SrPERINTENDENT'S   REPORT. 


To  tha  Board  of  Tratteet  of  Slate  Charitabt«  Ijutituiiona:  In  aoaordanoa  vith  the 
leqairemeDta  of  the  law,  I  herewith  respeotfally  SQbmiC  the  eighth  biennial  report 
of  the  Topeka  lasane  Asylum,  covering  the  two  yeHra  ending  June  30,  1890. 

All  applioatioQS  for  the  admisBion  of  patients  to  either  of  the  asylnms  mnst  by 
law  be  made  to  the  Baperintendent  of  this  institation. 

The  whole  namber  of  applications  reoeived  daring  the  bienninm  is  97S  — 16  leas 
than  tor  the  two -years  last  preceding.  This  decrease  is  donbtless  owing  to  the  fact 
that,  knowing  the  aaylams  to  be  so  crowded  aa  to  DeoeHaitata  the  rejeotion  of  a  con- 
siderable nnmber  of  applioants,  the  probate  jadges  have  disoonraged  action  in  many 
oaaea  not  of  a  very  pressing  oharaoter.  The  disposition  made  of  these  applioatious 
is  as  follows -

The  oases  rejected  for  want  of  toom,  accepted  upon  removal  of  some  inmate  and 
BDSpended,  unmber  195. 

The  alleged  dnration  of  insanity  in  the  cases  for  whose  admission  application 
was  made  is  as  follows: 


In  spite  of  all  efforts  to  keep  down  the  nnmbecs  at  both  institntiona,  the  period 
closes  with  758  patients  at  Topeka  and  51U  at  Osawatomie,  a  total  of  1,277,  while  the 
inslitntiona  can  properly  provide  for  only  700  and  500  respectively.  Crowding  is 
one  of  the  most  serione  evils  which  can  befall  an  asylum  for  the  insane.  Nothing 
else  so  surely  impairs  good  order,  the  comfort  of  patients,  and  curative  treatment. 
It  may  seem  a  smalt  matter  to  one  unacquainted  with  asylum  work,  that  oar  patients 
exceed  the  number  for  which  we  can  properly  provide  by  Qfty-elght;  but  the  fact  is, 
this  excess  works  great  harm  and  seriously  impedes  oar  efforts.    It  reqnires  too  great 
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crowding  of  beda  in  assooiated  dormitories,  the  putting  too  beds  in  single  rooms 
and  the  making  ap  of  oots  on  the  corridor  floors.  The  anavoldHble  prsotice  of  ei- 
ohanging  qniet  patients,  aoonetomed  to  osjlnm  lite,  for  turbaleot  cftses,  and  the 
placing  of  agitated  patients  in  the  qniet  wards,  tends  to  render  uar  popnlation 
reatless  and  disturbed.  Then,  too,  when  everj  bed  is  fall,  the  arrival  of  a  new  pa- 
tient in  the  night,  perhaps,  or  a  sudden  ootbreak  of  eioitemant  in  some  case,  neoes- 
sitatea  the  changing  from  bed  to  bed,  room  to  room,  and  ward  to  ward,  of  sometimes 
eight  to  twelve  patients.  The  preeeare  of  applioationa  for  edmiBaion  has  been  so 
great,  howsTer,  that  out  nambers  have  been  carried  np  to  the  ver;  highest  limit. 

The  nomber  of  insane  in  the  jaiU  and  poor-hoases  is  steadil;  increasing.  It 
requires  no  arffament  to  convince  any  appreciative  person  that  neither  Jails  nor 
poor-honses  are  proper  places  for  the  insane.  There  is  urgent  need  of  more  asjlnm 
accommodation,  and  it  is  hoped  the  next  Legislature  will  appreciate  the  needs  of 
these  nnfortnnates  and  be  enabled  to  see  its  wa;  to  provide  for  them.  To  this  end, 
I  can  see  no  better  plan  than  that  given  in  m;  last  report,  which  is  here  repeated:

It  it  be  not  practicable  to  provide  for  both  of  these,  the  administration  building 
should  have  preference  in  order  that  the  rooms  now  oocnpied  b;  the  ofBcers  ma;  re- 
vert to  their  legitimate  parpoae  and  render  the  warda  for  disturbed  patients  mnoh 
more  satistactorj  than  they  now  are. 

Tbe  SDggestion  made  two  years  ago  by  the  Snperintendent  of  (he  Osawatomle 
As7lnm,  of  cottages  In  oonneotion  with  that  Institntion,  Is  in  harmonj  with  this 
plan,  and  wonld  aRord  the  qoickest  method  of  relief. 

And  last,  bot  not  least  important,  provision  shonld  be  made  tor  tbe  locating  and 
beginning  of  a  third  asylum. 
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MOVEMENT   OF   POPULATION. 
The  period  opened  vith  683  inmatas,  and  cIohmI  nith  758.     The  details  of  the 
movement  of  popnlation  ate  showD  in  the  following  table: 
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Additional  tables  ace  appended  to  this  report.  The  pet  cent,  of  reoovetiea  npon 
BdmiaBioDB  for  tbe  period  avetRgeB  S3.8  —  a  tayorable  showing.  The  pet  cent,  of 
deaths  npon  tt^e  average  popalation  is  7.8  and  6.3,  for  the  respeetive  yeaiBi  npon 
the  total  nnmber  under  treatment  it  ia  6.*  and  *.7. 

Bj'  the  appended  table  of  oaaaes  of  death  it  will  be  aeen  that  six  oases  only  osn 
be  attributed  to  aoute  diBorder;  namely:  Dysentery,  2;  inflnenza,  2;  pnenmonia,  1; 
remittent  ferer,  1.  Of  these,  one  case  of  dysentery  was  in  an  old  and  feeble  man; 
one  WBB  B  oompliaation  in  a  oase  of  acnte  melanoholia.  Both  cases  of  inflaenza  vers 
in  old  and  feeble  patients,  whose  departure  had  long  been  expected,  and  the  oase  of 
pnenmonia,  oomplioating  Tiotent,  aonte  mania,  originated  before  admission.  This 
leaves  but  a  single  case  of  acnte  disease  originating  at  the  Asylnm,  which  proved 
fatal. 

It  is  noteworthy  that  of  out  526  admissions  in  the  two  years,  but  two  died  of  tbe 
exhaustion  of  acute  insanity. 

HIBTORICAL. 

It  is  eleven  years  since  the  Asylum  was  opened  for  patients,  and  it  seems  fitting 
that  some  history  of  its  operations  should  be  given  in  this  report. 

The  act  providing  for  the  erection  of  an  insane  asylum  at  Topeka  took  effeat 
March  18,  18T6.  In  compliance  with  the  terms  of  this  aot,  the  county  of  Shawnee 
and  city  of  Topeka  gave  to  the  State  the  original  tract  of  eighty  acres,  upon  which 
the  first  buildings  were  areoted.  One  hundred  aores  were  subsequently  added  by 
parchase — making  a  total  of  one  hundred  and  eighty  aotes.  In  every  respect,  ex- 
cept that  it  is  too  small,  the  site  is  a  most  admirable  one. 

The  main  gtoup  of  buildings  comptises  five  ward  buildings,  together  with  the 
hall  bnilding,  the  kitchen,  bakery,  lauudty,  shops,  etc.;  all  of  (he  oontemplated  main 
group,  except  one  watd  bnilding  and  the  center  building;  tbe  temporary  qnarters 
for  the  officers  being  in  one  end  of  one  of  tbe  ward  buildings.  These  are  plainly 
but  substantially  built,  of  local  limestone,  in  took-faoed  broken  ashlar  of  varied  tints 
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of  light  gray,  yelloT  and  broirii,  with  oIItb  trimmingH,  giving  a  8oft,  watmi  plf  asiog 
effect.    In  addition,  thsTs  is  a  detached  bnilding  of  red  brick  for  260  chronic  pa- 
tients, and  also  the  neoesaary  adjnnota   to  an  iDstitntiou  of  thie  character.    The 
preaent  buildings  oau  properly  provide  for  700  patieota. 
The  ooit  of  (he  plant  as  it  now  stands  is:

The  total  nnmber  of  casea  which  have  been  under  treatment  to  June  80,  1890, 
is  2,308.  An  intended  analyais  of  all  these  oases  has  nnavoidably  been  deferred  to 
some  SDbseqasnt  report. 

The  following  table  gives  in  a  condensed  form  the  flnaDOial  side  of  the  Aeyiam 
operations.  It  should  be  said  in  explanation,  that  the  Asylum  ie  entirely  aap- 
ported  by  legislative  appropriations ;  that  all  ineome  from  oar  very  email  naiiibeT 
of  private  patients  and  from  sales,  ia  tarned  into  the  State  treasury ;  that  all  our 
ezpenditarea  for  repairs,  painting,  improvement  of  gronnds,  library,  fnmitnre,  etc, 
eto.,  for  which  many  institntiona  have  apeoial  appropriations,  are  inoladed  in  and 
paid  from  only  two  acoonnts,  maintenance  and  repaita,  and  salaries  and  wages.  The 
Dgnres  in  (he  table,  therefore,  give  the  total  annual  eipenditnre  for  every  purpose, 
except  construotion   proper,  for  which  special  appropriations  have  always  bMD 
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The  coat  per  patient  as  abown  for  the  three  months  ending  Jnne  SO,  1BT9,  is 
valueless  for  comparison.  This  period  was  mostly  oooopied  in  preparations  for 
opening,  and  no  patients  were  received  during  the  first  two  months.  The  figures 
are  introduced,  however,  to  show  all  eipenditorea  since  the  opening  of  the  Asylum, 
and  include  for  the  years  1889  and  18[K)  the  value  of  coal  furnished  by  the  Peniten- 
tiary, and  work  done  by  the  State  Printer. 

BUILDIS<i   AND   IMPROVKMEN'TS. 

There  having  been  no  appropriation  by  the  last  two  Legislatures  for  conatrac- 
tion,  there  has  been  no  building  carried  on,  except  ancb  as  appertained  to  repairs 
and  needed  improvementa,  and  could  be  done  by  onr  ordinary  force  of  employes. 

Our  old  pump-house  hea  been  rebuilt  on  an  enlarged  acale,  aa  will  be  noted  under 
vater-supply. 
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A  greaohouBe  baa  also  been  erected,  b;  whioh  we  are  cDftbled  to  keep  oar  watda 
well  BDpplied  with  Oowece,  Mid  to  hsve  an  abnndaDoe  of  bedding  plants  tor  anmipec 
oTDamentatioD. 

A  small  building,  with  a  good  oellai  and  a  saitable  refrigerator,  haa  also  been 
erected,  to  enable  db  to  properl;  take  oare  of  our  meat,  which  ia  now  bought  in  balk. 

We  haye  oontiDoed  to  make  all  needed  improvementB  and  repalta  reqnisite  Ut 
keep  the  building  in  good  order  and  to  meet  all  demands. 

The  prosaontion  of  general  plans  for  improvement  of  the  groanda  by  the  plant- 
ing of  trees  and  ahrnba,  making  of  roads  and  walks,  has  bean  carried  forward,  and 
baa  afforded  neefnl  and  onrative  employment  Ic  man;  patientB. 

LAUD,   BUILDINGS   AND   IMPROVEMENTS   NEEDED. 

There  exists  the  same  need  for  additional  land  whioh  baa  been  ao  man;  times  set 
forth.  The  Asylnm  site  ia  tboionghlj  satisfaotory,  except  in  size.  We  have  180 
acres,  and  onght  to  hare  640.  &BpeaJal  attention  waa  called  to  this  matter  in  tha 
last  biennial  report.  Blnoe  that  time  the  Cit;  Kailwa;  has  extended  ita  tracks  bj 
way  of  the  drive  to  the  Aejlnm  boundary,  and  bnildinga  have  been  pnt  up  close  to 
our  line.  A  strip  ooald  atill  be  obtained  between  our  line  and  Btorey  street,  oppo- 
alt«  onr  brick  bnilding,  which  would  be  of  help  to  ub.  The  land  od  the  sonth  and 
west  baa  not  yet  been  built  upon  and  can  etill  be  secured,  althongh  at  a  higher  coat 
than  would  have  snfBced  a  few  jearH  ago. 

There  is  urgent  need  for  the  center  bnilding,  ao  long  delayed.  The  officers  and 
some  employee  are  still  ooonpying  quarters  in  one  end  of  the  ward  bnilding  for 
distorbed  patients,  whioh  in  1879  were  partitioned  off  as  "temporary  acoommoda- 
tious" — room  which  shonld  revert  to  its  original  and  legitimate  pnrpoaee,  and  bs 
oconpied  by  patients, 

The  remaining  ward  bnilding  (or  women  should  be  erected  —  not  bo  much  to  in- 
crease onr  nambeis  as  to  provide  (or  better  clasBifiontion  of  patients. 

Tha  wooden  Boor  over  onr  boiler  room  at  main  building,  should  be  replaced  by  a 
fire  proof  floor  of  iron  beams  and  ooncrete  arches. 

The  aewage  of  the  Asylum  ought  to  be  utilized  upon  onr  gardening  land.  Thia 
could  be  aooompllBhed  by  relaying  out  main  sewer  on  onr  railroad  embankment, 
and  providing  lateral  onileta  to  distribute  the  sewage  at  snitable  points. 

WATEK-SUPPLY    AND    FIKE    PROTECTION. 

Although  this  subject  baa  been  fully  presented  in  several  biennial  reports,  it  ia  o( 
BO  great  importance  as  to  again  demand  attention. 

Since  the  last  report  was  published,  several  institations  for  the  insane  have  been 
destroyed  by  fire,  and  the  horrors  of  a  holooenst  have  been  repeated. 

Daring  the  last  year  our  water  sapply  has  been  increased  by  the  erection  of  a 
new  pump  house,  and  brick  obimney ;  the  parchase  in  duplicate  of  new  Bteam  boil- 
ers, and  pampa,  and  by  supplementing  our  open  well  with  a  aeriea  of  driven  ones  of 
eqnal  capacity.  This  givee  ns  B  sufficient  supply  of  excellent  water  for  domentto 
pnrposes.  With  the  exception,  however,  of  two  hydrants,  which  have  been  connected 
with  our  four-inch  main  water  pipe,  onr  only  provision  for  fighting  fira  cimsiBta  of 
small,  internal  stand  pipes  in  each  bnilding,  connected  with  onr  pumping  apparatus 
with  fire  hose  on  each  Boor.  Although  this  system  might  be  of  the  greatest  service 
at  tbe  very  beginning  of  a  fire,  and  might  prevent  a  serions  conflagration,  it  would 
be  entirely  nseleas  in  caae  a  fire  had  made  any  considerable  progress,  and  nothing 
could  be  done  ezhept  to  watch  the  progress  of  the  flames.     We  need  a  mnch  larger 
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■nppt;  of  water  b;  Urger  wells,  or  a  anotion  pipe  ranniDg  to  the  rirer;  a  large  du- 
plex fire  pnmp,  a  main  of  eight-inch  water  pipe,  brenohing  into  two  eix-inoh  pipes, 
which  ehoDld  sarronDd  the  principal  bnildinga  and  connect  with  fonrteen  fire  hf- 
dranta.  The  detached  bnildinga  ahonid  have  a  eimilar  gnrronnding  pipe,  on  amallec 
Eoaie,  with  ali  h^dranta.  Another  hoae  reel,  additional  hose,  antomatia  aprinklers 
in  attic,  the  plastering  of  the  basement  and  attic,  and  patting  in  flte-doora  at  con- 
necting cociidoca,  ahoald  aapplement  this  acheme. 

FINANCIAL. 

Under  this  head  will  be  shown  not  only  the  per  capita  ooat  at  this  inatitntion, 
bat  a  table  will  be  sabmitted  showing  npon  the  same  basis  of  calonlation,  the  cost  at 
other  similar  institntions.  For  the  purpose  of  comparison,  the  per  capita  cost  in 
other  States  as  giveD  in  the  asylnm  reports,  or  aa  shown  by  the  oalcnlations  of 
boards  of  State  charities,  are  nutrastworth;  and  misleading,  becaose  of  the  widely 
different  methoda  of  aoooanting  which  preTaii.  In  some  Statea  the  salariea  of  offi- 
cers ere  paid  directly  from  the  Slate  tieaHaiies,  and  are  not  iuoladed  in  the  cnrrenl 
expenses  of  the  Institntions;  in  others,  salaries  and  wages  and  the  aotnal  expense 
of  bed  and  board  are  reported  as  the  anm  of  current  expenses,  white  speciSo  ap- 
propriations for  carpeting,  furniture,  painting,  repairs,  steam  boiler,  harness,  horses, 
fencing,  deTelopment  of  groands,  etc.,  etc,  are  not  included  in  the  par  capita  cost; 
in  atiLl  others,  the  value  of  prodncts  sold,  the  amoant  received  for  board  and  cloth- 
ing ot  patienta,  often  a  large  amount,  is  deducted  from  the  total  of  cnrrent  expendi- 
tnre,  and  the  balance  given  aa  the  cost  to  the  State.  The  true  indei,  however,  of 
the  cost  ot  carrying  on  an  institution  is  the  amonnt  actoally  expended,  barring,  ol 
course,  snoh  sums  as  aotnally  go  tor  laud  and  new  construction.  It  is  true  that 
these  expenditures  may  be  properly  divided  into  ordinary  and  extraordinary.  The 
fornei  Indades  salaries  and  wages,  the  ordinary  daily  expenditures,  and  the  ordi- 
nary repaira  and  renewals  required  to  keep  up  the  asylnm  properly;  the  latter  com- 
priaea  such  unnsual  expenditures  as  may  be  demanded  by  the  giving  ont  of  a 
Bteam-boiler,.tbe  replacing  of  anything  destroyed,  or  lost  by  accident,  or  storm,  the 
development  of  groands,  etc.,  etc.,  expenses  which  cannot  always  be  foreseen,  bnt 
which  are  continaally  coming  np.  In  oar  own  State  all  this  expenditure  mnst  be 
from  the  maintenance  and  repairs  fundi  and  in  giving  the  cost  in  other  Slates,  items 
of  this  sort  are  included  in  the  "  per-cepita  "  cost.  On  the  other  hand,  such  items  aa 
expenses  of  trustees,  insurance,  legal  services,  etc.,  are  dedacted  from  the  expendi- 
tures, as  shown  in  the  reports  of  other  States,  because  snob  items  are  either  not  in- 
curred in  this  State,  or  are  paid  from  other  than  the  asylum  appropriations. 

This  rather  lengthy  explanation  is  made,  not  only  for  the  Information  ot  our 
own  citizens  and  legislators,  bat  also  for  the  guidance  of  officials  of  other  institu- 
tions and  States,  in  determining  the  oorreotness  ot  the  results  here  given. 

The  table  appended  comprises  all  institutions  similar  to  our  own,  from  which 
reports  for  1889  have  oome  to  hand.  In  other  cases  the  figures  are  taken  from  the 
report  for  1B88. 
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DIFFERENT  ISSTITItlllSa. 


The  per-oftpits  ooat  at  this  institiitioii,  as  shown  in  the  fotegoing  tabl»,  includes 
the  value  of  ooal  fnraiBhed  b;  the  penitentiaiy,  and  of  work  dooe  b;  the  State 
Printer,  and  oovera  everf  direct  and  indirect  expenditure  on  the  Anylnm  Hoooont, 
except  its  proportional  part  of  the  cost  of  BnperriBion  b;  the  Board  of  Tnuteee  of 
State  Chailtable  Inatitntiona,  which  ie  paid  from  apeoial  appropriation  and  amonnts 
to  a  trifle  over  three  dollars  per  ennnm,  pet  inmate.  Althongh  this  average  annnal 
per-capita  ooal  la  oonsideiable  leas  than  the  average  of  institntions  similar  to  our 
own,  it  oan  oonfldenti;  be  claimed  that  onr  patients  are  well  oared  for  in  ever; 
respect  —  the  exoeptlODallj  low  rate  of  eipendltnie  having  been  obtained  b;  onr 
economical  method  of  parohasing,  and  the  great  caie  exercised  to  prevent  waste  or 
extravagance  in  adminiatralion. 

The  table  on  page  21  showi  that  with  inoreeging  nnmbeis  and  the  general  matur- 
ing of  the  Asf  lam  plant,  the  annnal  per-capita  cost  baa  decreased.  We  have,  how- 
ever, doabtlesB  reached  the  minimnm  in  this  direotion.

There  was  some  apprehension  that  the  appropriation  of  $120,000  made  b;  the 
last  Legislatare  for  the  year  ending  Jone  SO,  18^0,  wonld  prove  insaffioientj  and  f  et 
we  have  covered  into  the  treas a rj,  J  18,793.71.  The  explanation  of  this  Is:  First, 
general  depression  of  prices;  second,  a  decrease  ot  $8,986.56  in  the  valae  of  stores 
on  hand;  and,  third,  the  fact  thst  the  nsnel  paymeitt  for  six  months'  sapplies  was 
postponed  to  Angast.    This  latter  action  accounts  for  f5,S9)J,;4y  ot  the  eurplns. 

As  it  cannot  be  foretold  what  action  the  Legislntnre  will  take  npon  the  recom- 
mendations  heretofore  made  regarding  additional  accommodations  tor  the  ineane, 
computations  for  the  appropriationn  reqnired  tor  the  next  bienninm  are  made  opon 
oar  present  capacity.  The  per-capita  eipendilnre  from  onr  appropriations  for  the 
last  two  years  has  averaged  ^Kil.ia.  It  is  not  sate,  in  estimating  for  a  period  long 
in  advance,  to  caLcnlate  much  more  closely  than  this,  tor  no  one  can  foretell  jast 
whet  prices  will  rnle  or  what  eitraordinar;  expenditures  will  be  required.  For  in- 
stance, a  moderate  advance  in  general  prices  and  a  few  extraordinary  eipenditnres, 
each  as  replacing  a  steam  boiler,  etc.,  would  have  exhausted  the  surplus  which  we 
have  been  enabled  to  return  to  the  treasnry.  In  view  of  all  these  aontingencies,  it  U 
believed  a  prudent  forecasting  will  reqnire  an  annnal  appropriation  ot  $160  per 
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oapita,  making  oo  the  basis  of  7S0  iDmates  |liO,000  for  each  ;ear,  of  vhich  $42,760 
ehonld  be  for  salaries  and  wanes. 

The  same  oare  and  eeonomy  io  eipeuditare  will  be  eieroised  to  tbe  fatare  that 
has  preTSiled  in  the  past,  and  ahonid  we  be  so  (ortnnate  as  not  to  reqnire  all  the  ap- 
propriation, Ihe  nneipeaded  portion  will  revert  to  the  State  treaaat;.  It  is  to  be 
hoped  that  the  fact  that  carefnl  maDagement  baa  enabled  us  to  torn  into  the  treas- 
nr;  a  considerable  sam  for  each  of  the  last  two  jears  will  not  be  used  against  ns  as 
an  evi deuce  of  ex  traiaganoe. 

It  is  hoped  the  appropriation  for  the  next  two  jears  will  be  made  npon  the  same 
basis  as  heretofore.  There  oan  be  no  fairer  waj  of  estimating  the  asylum  expendi- 
ture, or  of  making  appropriation  therefor,  than  that  based  upon  the  per-oapita 
oost.  Indeed,  when  auaaidered  from  the  standpoint  o(  oonvenience  and  eooDom;, 
it  is  the  best  method. 

CONCLUSION. 

The  period  nnder  review  has  been  one  of  aotivlt;,  and  it  may  honestly  be  olaimed, 
of  ancoess.  While  no  startling  innovations  have  been  attempted,  oontinuons  effort 
has  been  made  to  secure  the  best  results,  at  the  least  cost. 

The  material  affairs  of  the  institution  have  made  decided  progress,  and  we  are 
now  better  equipped  tor  our  work  than  ever  before. 

It  is  a  cause  for  thankfulness  that  we  have  been  free  from  any  epidemic,  and 
that  DO  serions  disaster  has  befallen  ns. 

We  are  nnder  great  obligations  to  several  amateur  draniatio  and  musiaal  aesoaia- 
t  ion  a  who  have  so  kindly  given  onr  patients  entertainment;  to  manj  newspaper 
proprietors,  as  well  aa  the  Oovernor's  secretary ,  who  have  so  generoasly  supplied  na 
with  reading-matter;  to  the  clergymen  who  have  conducted  our  Sundaj  servicea; 
and  to  all  offloers  and  employes  who  have  given  heart;  and  helpful  and  Intelligent 
aid  in  carrying  on  onr  work. 

To  jod,  gentlemen,  who  have  so  patiently,  intelllgeatly,  and  oonsolentionsl; 
wronght  in  thU  field,  hearty  thanks  are  due,  not  only  from  myself,  the  patienta  and 
their  friends,  bat  from  the  State  as  well. 

Finally,  we  woald  not  be  unmindful  of  the  fact  that  all  our  joint  suooees  has  been 
due  to  the  kind,  protecting  oare  of  Him  who  holds  us  In  the  hollow  of  His  hand.

SUPERINTENDENT'S  REPORT. 


To  the  Board  ofTmatea  of  State  Charitable  Institution*  —  Qenixeiish:  In  pre- 
aenting  oat  Beventh  bienDial  report,  vie  are  remiiided  at  the  ooteet,  that  -me  have 
great  oanse  for  thankfalnesB  sad  congratnlation  in  havtug  eaoaped  all  (ormB  ot  in- 
(eotiona  ot  contagioas  disease,  enjoyed  annsaal  immiinilij  from  interoarrent  disease, 
and  been  favored  with  exemption  from  Baioide  and  all  oasnalties  of  a  Berioas  nature. 

The  ratio  of  reooveries  has  been  well  np  witb  the  average,  and  the  death-rate  has 
been  oonaiderabl;  below  the  average.  To  these,  and  to  a  healtby,  oharming  loca- 
tion, generons  dietary,  atiiforiiily  good  sanitary  condition,  oonstant  watchfalneea, 
care  and  aesistanoeon  the  part  of  effioient  offioerB  and  employ  to  in  all  the  details  of 
adminietration,  must  be  largely  attributed  the  gratifying  reaolts  of  another  biennial 

The  following  table  Bhows  the  movement  of  the  popolatioa  for  the  two  years 
eommenaing  Joly  1,  lesS,  and  ending  June  SO,  1890: 
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Of  the  247  admitted,  Biity-one  bad  been  insane  for  from  one  year  to  twenty  years, 
and  twenty  one,  whose  daration  of  disease  was  DDasoertained,  were  evidently  of  long 
standing,  leaving  one  hundred  and  siity-flve  of  the  nomber  from  wbiob,  by  reason 
of  the  dnration  of  the  disease,  oonld  reooveries  be  reasonably  looked  for;  and  tbia 
number  was  still  tnrthet  rednoed  by  the  fatal  obaraoter  of  the  disease  from  the  oom- 
n  twenty-one  recent  cases. 
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Of  the  ninatf-Qve  diaoharged  TMtoted,  nooe  bave  been  previoael;  so  ditoharged 

The  BTorage  Dambei  of  patientn  tot  the  year  ending  Jutie  SO,  1SS9,  was  five  han- 
dred  and  (hree.  The  per-oapita  coat  of  oare  and  maintenaitoe,  inolading  clothiog  and 
traveling  eipen^ea  o(  patients  going  home  on  discharge,  an  well  as  all  salaries  and 
wages  and  all  ordinary  repairs,  was  1187.68. 

For  the  year  ending  Jane  30,  IS90,  the  average  number  was  flie  hondred  and  Ave, 
and  the  per-capita  ooet  vras  f  169.24. 

With  a  capacity  of  four  fanndred  and  Qfty  patients,  vre  close  the  year  with  Sre 
hnndred  and  nineteen.  The  Topeka  aeylam  is,  I  understand,  eqaally  overerowded. 
Reference  to  this  oonditioD  is  alone  soffiolent  to  carry  with  it  a  demand  lor  more 
room,  and  there  will  be  no  qaeation  raised  as  to  the  immediate  necessity  tor  it. 
The  only  qnestion  to  be  determined  is  in  regard  to  the  place  and  kind  of  room  to 
beet  meet  the  present  as  weU  as  the  fatnta  wants  of  the  State. 

Id  this  connection  I  will  renew  snggeetlons  made  (onrteen  years  ago  in  the  twelfth 
aDoaal  report,  and  substantially  arged  in  several  sabseqaent  reports.  Notwithstand- 
ing changes  in  the  eitaation  by  reason  of  additions  which  have  since  bronght  the 
capacity  of  this  insCitntloa  to  the  limits  originally  oontemplated,  there  is  now  as 
great  an  emergency,  or.  In  other  words,  as  nrgent  and  pressiDg  demand  for  more 
room  MS  existed  in  1676,  and  the  plan  of  relief  then  proposed  will  now  apply  with 
greater  force,  beoanse  we  now  have  the  expensive  items  of  water- supply,  lanndry  and 
sewerage  capacity  adequate  for  an  increase  of  three  or  (onr  hundred  in  population:

^'TbeeetdironlccaAefl  cannot,  or  at  leant  ehould  not,  be  tbrciwD  upon  Ihelr  frlendn  fctr  pupport,  nor 
lodged  In  jalle  or  poor-faounee,  or  turned  looee  upon  the  community  —  and  yet  It  lapiJiubij  wrong  for 
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Aoother  adTBntage  to  b«  gain«d  b;  the  method  proposed,  sad  It  is  a  most  im- 
pottanl  one  to  be  oODsldered,  ia  tbe  effect  of  inoreaeed  capacity  to  materiall;  reduce 
the  per-capita  ooet  of  maintensitoe;  and  nheii  this  oan  be  done  with  no  oorrespond- 
iog  detriment  to  the  inmatea  growing  oat  of  it,  bat,  instead,  a  great  imprOTement 
tn  their  comfort  and  the  manner  of  caring  (or  them,  there  seems  to  be  no  good  reason 
why  it  sboald  not  be  adopted.

T4eif  cases  of  inaanit;  will  oontinne  to  oocar,  the  same  as  heretofore,  and  probablj 
in  Bn  inoreMed  ratio,  while  the  chronic  insane  will  contlnnallf  increase  in  number. 

Tbe  time  ia  alread;  past  dae  when  another  institntion  for  the  insane  ahoald  have 
been  oommanced,  and  aa  it  will  reqnire  from  one  and  a  half  to  two  jeara  to  get  even 
a  small  part  of  one  completed  and  read;  to  oconp;,  it  is  evident  that  something 
mnst  be  done  in  tbe  meantime  to  aHord  shelter  and  care  for  the  man;  unfortnoate 
insane  persons  who  are  now  kept  in  Jails  and  poor-honses,  and  for  others  who  are 
kept  at  their  homes  at  saob  a  saoriflce  of  means  and  labor  as  to  rednce  to  povert; 
and  dependence  apon  oharlty,  families  who  wonld  otherwise  be  proeperons  or  at 
least  eelt-anstaining. 

I  wish  aver;  member  of  the  Legialatnre  oonld  realize  withont  sntferlng  the  ex- 
perienoe,  tbe  intense  grief  and  heartrending  aolioitnde  oooasioned  by  tbe  derelop- 
ment  of  insanity  in  the  family  when  a  mother,  father,  wife,  hnsbaod  or  other  member 
of  tbe  family  ia  atrieken  down  by  diseaae  and  becomes  insane  ( insanity  being  noth- 
ing more  or  less  than  a  symptom  of  disease),  and  becanse  the  disease  is  of  snob  a 
natnre  as  (o  reqnire  special  care  and  treatment,  removal  from  home  to  the  aaylam 
beoomes  necessary  to  give  the  patient  a  fair  chance  of  recovery  and  restoration  to 
family  and  usefQlness.  This  is  a  kind  of  miafortnne  which  few  men  can  realize 
withont  having  been  brought  (ace  to  face  with  it. 

Bat,  if  instead  of  going  to  the  asylnm  where  appropriate  treatment  and  kind  oare 
await  the  soSerer.  be  is  consigned  to  a  jail  or  a  poor-boase  like  a  criminal  or  a 
paaper  becaose  there  is  no  room  to  receive  him  in  tbe  asylnm,  the  scene  then  be- 
oomee  barbarous,  and  onr  boasted  civilization  a  mockery- 
Considerations  of  this  kind  add  incalcalable  weight  to  an  appeal  (or  more  room, 
as  well  as  to  the  obligation  resting  apon  the  Legislatare  to  supply  it. 

From  the  hnmane  point  of  view,  there  appears  the  mental  tortnre  and  bodily 
snffering  on  the  part  of  the  onfortanate  victims,  and  anxiety  and  despair  on  the 
part  of  family  and  friends  snob  as  no  one  can  adequately  describe. 
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Tiswed  trom  a  mone;  ba«ie  tb«  footing  is  alao  on  Che  side  of  dat;,  the  least  re- 
qnirement  of  wbiob  is  to  provide  oomfartable  qaartere  for  the  proper  protection, 
Bhxa  and  treatment  of  thosa  among  tu  whose  reason  may  saoaumb  to  diseaaB  and 
plaos  them  bejond  their  own  reBonroes  of  relief. 

Bj  far  the  qaiokeat  and  cheapest  way  to  aocompllsli  this  objeot  oonslsts  in  the 
bnildinK  of  cottages  at  this  place,  where,  aa  before  mentioned,  we  have  an  abnndant 
water-sap  pi  J,  lanudcj  oapaoit;,  and  perfect  B]>s(em  ot  eewerage — three  essentials 
alwaya  eipeosiv*  and  slow  to  make  available. 

Again,  as  slated  Id  ont  report  tor  1876: 

"Wo  do  noi  uk  (ncorenport  money  to  beeiponded  in  oilsirtor  dlBpUy  nr  uroblWeluraJ  embelllih- 
tsclHtotlbe  liisBne.    But  we  do  wuit  adequate  Toom  — iJloln,  comtnrluble,  eubtnanUal  room— adipted 

II  (taoiild  be,  and  be  u  Tarthy  object  ot  pride  (o  ererr  cltlien  ol  tbe  Stale." 

Cottages  oan  be  aompleted  and  read?  to  ooonpj  here  in  six  or  seven  months  after 
an  appropriation  for  them  beoomes  available.  Three  or  tonr  times  this  period  will 
be  reqaired  in  the  oonstraotion  of  a  minimum  portion  of  a  new  Inatitntion  that  la 
(o  have  anffloient  eapaoitj  for  eveo  very  limited  olassifloation,  with  other  taoilitiea 
for  saooeeatnl  treatment  and  economic  management  in  like  proportion;  bnt  these 
ore  misfortones  that  always  accompany  bailding  inslitations  for  the  insane  when 
this  provision  has  been  too  long  driayed. 

The  reasons  for  ont  argent  appeal  for  more  room  at  this  place  do  not  in  any 
respect  whatever  conflict  witb  oor  equallf  urgent  appeal  for  the  oommenoement  ot 
another  hospital  for  the  insane  with  the  least  possible  delaf . 

Bj  the  energy,  plnok  and  perseverance  ot  Mr.  W.  M.  Clark,  we  have  been  sup- 
plied with  natural  gas  tot  fnel.  White  it  may  be  donbtful  if  be  now  bos  enough  for 
winter  use  withont  connecting  with  the  city  mains,  hia  former  BneaeBs,  and  a  deter- 
mination to  drill  more  wells,  give  ns  assurance  of  an  ample  snpply  of  the  flnest  fnel 
In  the  world. 

The  pnrchaae  ot  the  "Bowen"  farm  was  completed  in  Jnly,  1889,  as  soon  as  the 
appropriation  became  available. 

At  the  expiration  ot  oar  contract  for  milk,  in  Angnat  last,  we  pnrohased  twenty- 
seven  cows,  and  at  once  placed  this  farm  to  valnable  nse  for  pasture.  In  Febraary 
last,  ten  more  oowa  were  boaght,  at  an  average  price  for  both  lota  of  twenty-five 
doUara  and  eighty-aii  and  a  half  cents,  making  nine  hondred  and  flfty-eeven  dollara 
tor  the  thirty-seven  cows.  Add  to  this  amount  thirteen  hundred  and  flfty-one  dol- 
lars and  siity-flve  cents,  the  cost  ot  hay  and  grain  consumed  and  wages  of  one  em- 
ploj£  tor  ten  and  a  half  months,  with  average  of  thirty  cows  tor  the  same  period, 
makes  a  total  outlay  of  twenty-three  hundred  and  eight  dollars  and  sixty-five  cents 
on  accoont  of  oowa.  Aa  against  this,  the  Income  shows  seventeen  thousand  eight 
hundred  and  eigbty-two  and  one-half  gallons  of  milk  at  thirteen  cents  (the  contract 
price)  per  gallon,  amocnting  to  twenty-three  hundred  aod  tventy-foar  dollars  and 
seventy-two  cents  —  a  net  gain  of  aiiteen  dollars  ond  aeven  centa  over  total  outlay. 

Dnring  the  past  year  a  proposition  has  been  made,  and  repeated  several  times, 
to  snpply  the  institution  with  electric  light  npon  the  condition  of  a  contract  to  take 
the  light  tor  a  term  of  years,  the  parties  famishing  it  to  place  it  where  required  in 
the  bnildinga  at  their  own  expense,  and  to  receive  as  pay  the  amount  ahown  to  have 
been  tbe  average  cost  ot  gas  for  a  similar  period.  The  average  coat  ot  gas,  includ- 
ing renewal  and  repairs  of  works,  for  the  last  three  years  was  twenty-six  hundred 
and  six  dollars  and  seventy  eebts. 

Heventeen  years  ago  onr  method  of  lighting  oonaiated  at  coal-oil  lampa  and 
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epetm-oil  lantemg;  two  jeara  afterwards  ve  were  gapplied  with  a  maebine  for  msk- 
iug  gaa  ftom  ga«oline.  Tbte  was  a  great  ooDvenieoce,  and  do  doabt  an  improvB- 
mant  in  the  litilt;  bat  itwaa  hazardous  at  beat,  and  aa  the  institation  grew  it  became 
inadequate.  In  1881  ooal-gaa  work*  were  oonatrDoted,  and  are  still  in  nse.  Bnt 
eleotrio  light  poaaeBBea  man;  Bdvantages  over  gas  aaide  from  ila  freedom  from  dan- 
ger b;  fire,  and  makes  the  proposition  a  very  tempting  one  wben  it  is  offered  St  no 
greater  cost  than  gas.  anless  an  appropriation  can  be  obtained  for  an  eleotrio  light 
plant  and  thereby  aapply  as  h(  a  mnoh  less  oost  than  for  gas.  It  has  been  the  ei- 
perieooe  everywhere  tbat  instltDtlons  of  this  kind  are  specially  liable  to  damage  or 
destrnotioQ  by  Bre,  and  ordinary  pradenoe  suggests  that  every  availsble  safeguard 
sbonld  be  employed.  From  nn  inanrsnoe  standpoint  the  risk  by  eleotrio  light  as 
oompBied  with  gas  woald  be  decidedly  in  favor  of  the  former.  It  is  earnestly  hoped 
that  an  appropriation  tor  eleotrio  light,  or  aatbocity  to  oontraot  for  a  term  ot  years 
aa  propoaed.  ma;  be  seoared. 

While  ice  is  a  great  Ininry,  it  ia  alao  an  abaolute  neoeesity  here.  Oooasionslly 
we  have  a  winter  that  fails  to  yield  a  orop;  last  winter  was  one,  and  we  were  obliged 
to  ship  in  a  partial  supply  from  Minnesota.  Onr  ioa-honse  is  s  stone  bnildingi  10i64 
feet,  11  feet  high  above  grade,  single  wall,  no  lining,  and  bnilt  over  an  eioavatioD  ot 
Bi(  feet  deep.  Thia  bnildiog  does  not  preserve  ioe  well;  and  aa  a  matter  of  eoonomy 
and  oonvanienoa  aa  well,  I  wontd  recommend  that  it  be  converted  into  a  bam  and 
root  cellar,  and  n  new  ioe-bonse  built  at  a  point  adjacent  to  a  pond  of  two  or  three 
acres  that  we  contemplate  making  a  abort  distance  north  of  (he  bnildings  for  the 
pnrpose  of  ioe  sapply  and  to  farnish  dear  water  for  lanndry  nse,  bathing,  etc.,  when 
the  river  is  high  and  the  water  mnddy.  Under  this  plan  lee  oan  be  hoiated  from  the 
pond  into  the  bnildiug,  and  aeventy-Bve  per  oent.  of  the  eipenae  of  potting  np  ioe 
ooald  be  saved. 

Thia  plan  wonld  also  vacate  the  "haok  barn,"  which  ia  mooh  too  amall  for  that 
pncpoae,  and  ia  also  mnoh  needed  and  well  adapted  for  storage  purposes,  tor  tools 
and  implements,  wheelbarrows,  etc.,  for  some  ot  whioh  we  now  have  no  shelter,  and 
many  others  are  kept  In  ont-of-the-way  places  so  far  distant  from  each  other  aa  to 
oonsnme  a  good  deal  of  time  in  gathering  np  and  putting  away  tools  for  sqnads  ot 
workmen.  This  "hack  barn"  was  intended  for  storage  pnrposee,  bat  aboat  the  time 
it  was  ready  tor  use  the  stable  near  by  was  fired  by  lightning  and  destroyed.  This 
bnilding  was  then  ooonpied  ea  a  stable,  with  the  eipectation  that  the  other  would 
soon  be  rebuilt;  but  eight  years  have  since  passed,  with  no  change  in  the  sitnation. 

A.B  another  reason  tor  advising  this  change,  I  will  stats  that  we  have  no  anitable 
place  for  keeping  a  winter  aopply  of  potatoes  or  other  vegetables,  and  every  tall 
have  to  bnry  them  In  the  ground  ontaide;  and  this  ot  neoeesity  involves  a  good  deal 
of  loss  tbat  would  not  occur  In  a  good  root  cellar. 

K  carefol  estimate  of  the  cost  of  converting  the  present  ice-house  into  a  bsrn  and 
root  cellar,  places  the  amonnt  at  four  hnndred  dollars  for  material  required;  the  work 
can  all  be  done  by  onr  own  force.  A  new  ice-house  40x60  will  cost  aboat  twenty-flva 
hundred  dollars.  Ssventy-flve  per  osnt.  of  the  cost  ot  patting  up  ioe  for  the  last  five 
years  is  thirty-one  hnndred  and  fifty  funi  dollars,  showing  clearly  that  the  amonnt 
that  could  be  saved  in  the  item  of  ioe  alone  woald  more  than  oompensate  for  all 
these  changes  and  improvements  in  five  years,  besides  the  value  of  the  conveniences, 
whioh  ia  oertainly  no  amall  consideration. 

Fortunately,  the  neoessjty  tor  extraordinary  eipenditnres  during  the  last  two 
years  for  repaira  ot  bnildings,  boilers,  machinery,  gas  and  water-works,  and  for  new 
tnrnitare  and  furnishing,  was  much  less  than  we  have  experienced  in  many  years. 
Thia  fact  should  be  borne  in  mind  in  determining  the  neil  appropriation,  and  a 
margin  ot  at  least  two  thonaand  dollars  allowed  to  meet  anoh  neoeasitlea  as  may  arise. 
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The  Hmount  teqaired  for  the  ;esr  andiog  Jane  30,  1893,  foi  care  and  maiate- 
naoce,  for  ordinar;  repair!,  and  tor  extraordinary  expenditacea,  vllt  be  f8T,860,  of 
wbiob  $80,600  will  b«  neoegaary  for  salaries  and  vagee.  This  eBtimate  Is  based  upon 
the  ooDtingeDcy  of  t«o  (hODsand  doUaii  being  required  for  eitraoidiDary  eipeodi- 
taree  as  above  Indiosted.  The  same  amount  will  also  be  requited  for  tbe  Bsoal  year 
ending  Jane  30,  189S.

SUPERINTENDENT'S  REPORT. 


To  tA<  Honorable  Boari  of  Tnatta  of  Stale  Cbarilabte  InatUuliont:  In  prMSDting 
to  ;oD  this  report  of  tbe  State  Reform  School  for  Boys,  we  briefly  preeeot  a  r^BDin^ 
of  tbe  labors  of  tbe  School  for  tbe  bienDial  period  ending  Jane  30, 1S90,  Bud  ask  tbat 
joDr  oonaiderate  attention  ma;  be  given  to  the  needs  of  the  ioBtitntioD. 

A  statement  of  the  expenditaree  in  oonstrnctlng  the  hoepital  will  be  foand  in  the 
annexed  tables.  The  appropriation  foe  tbe  hospital  bailding  was  so  bdibII  that  it 
was  fonnd  to  be  impossible  to  aeonie  anyone  to  enter  into  a  oontract  to  erect  a  bnild- 
Ing  tbat  would  in  an;  manner  be  aniteble  tor  the  purpose;  bnt  oar  own  labor  led  the 
wa;  oat  of  the  difficult;.  The  bojs  of  the  School  performed  the  labor  of  excavat- 
ing, laying  tbe  greater  part  of  the  fonndatioa  walls,  and  assisting  a  carpenter  and 
plasterer  in  their  respeotire  work.  Tbe  resnlt  is,  we  have  a  ver;  oonvenient  aod 
commodiODB  bnUding  in  which  tbe  sick  oan  be  properl;  cared  for. 

On  acooont  of  a  very  small  appropriation  having  been  made  b;  oar  last  Legis- 
latnre  for  maintenance,  it  was  foand  that  it  wonld  be  neoe^ear;  to  rednce  the  nnmber 
of  inmatee;  and  in  order  to  do  that  which  seemed  best,  all  who  had  been  committed 
for  incoirigibility  were  dlscbftrged,  and  only  those  were  afterward  admitted  who  had 
been  foand  gallty  of  some  offense  and  weie  liable  to  panisbment  by  Imprlsonmetit. 
Tbe  ceaiiU  is  tbat  man;  applications  for  admission  have  been  made  from  time  to 
time  which  we  have  been  compelled  to  refuse. 

Before  another  Legislature  will  have  convened  tbe  School  will  be  crowded  to  ita 
fall  capacity,  entirely  to  the  exolasion  of  that  class  which  sbonid  be  admitted  nnder 
the  third  olaose  of  section  690  of  tbe  Oeneral  Statates. 

We  have  a  chapel  with  a  seatiag  OHjiacity  of  five  hundred;  a  large  dining-hall 
that  will  aooommodate  three  bnndred;  also  laundry  and  other  conveniences  In  pro- 
portion. 

COTTAGE. 

A  cottage  that  would  aeoommodate  fifty  boye  with  school-room  aad  dormitories 
■eems  now  to  be  a  very  great  necessity,  and  an  appropriation  should  be  made  and 
the  erection  of  saeb  a  cottage  commenced  at  as  early  a  date  as  poaeible. 

SHOP  BUILDISO. 
In  my  former  reports  I  have  endeavored  to  show  the  necessity  of  a  shop  building 
in  which  tbe  rudiments  of  trades  might  be  tsngbt,  to  man;  of  tbe  boys.  A  small 
appropriation  shonld  be  made  fur  turniBhing  a  small  printing-office.  Each  bo; 
who  could  be  sent  out  from  the  School  with  a  fair  knowledge  of  printiug,  would  be 
in  a  fair  wa;  to  make  an  honest  living. 

BAKEKY. 
Our  baker;  is  too  small  for  convenience  and  economy.     Two  years  ago  we  laid 
the  foundation  for  a  more  oommodioos  bnilding,  aad   asked   for  tbe  necesssry 
amoant  to  contiaae  the  work  to  completion,  but  did  not  receive  it.    This  should  not 
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be  Qflglected.     Bhoald  we  be  compelled  to  buy  ont  bread,  it  voold  pro»e  to  b«  a 
viraUftd  savlDg. 

BABN. 
'  k  tboaasnd  dollars  eipetided  in  patting  a  baHement  stor;  onder  oar  oow  bam 
iTODld  be  moce;  well  expended.  With  this  amount,  good  and  Qomplete  Btables,  and 
mnoh-needed  root  oellars  ooald  be  oouBtinoted.  With  tbe  prssent  arrangementB, 
beets  and  OBFrote  cannot  be  fed  daring  tbe  colder  partx  of  winter,  and  as  a  protec- 
tion against  Dold  onr  present  stabling  is  bat  little  in  ad'ance  of  the  barbed-wire 
fence.     Sbelter  and  warmth  (or  stock  are  in  a  degree  eqaivalent  to  food. 

FABH    AND   GAEDEN. 
Onr  farm  and  garden  bave  been  prodnctive.     While  01 
with  an  abundance  of  yegetables  and  email  frnits,  onr  c< 
oient  to  earr;  ns  throngh  another  y ear. 

SCHOOLS. 

Fair  progress  h 
having  become  in< 
progress. 

Tbe  entertainments  given  at  varions  times  in  oar  hall,  by  parties  from  Topeka< 
have  bean  highly  appreciated,  and  bare  added  life  to  oar  regular  routine. 

We  are  mnch  indebted  to  the  Rook  Island  Railroad  Company  (or  their  kindnoaa 
in  conveying  onr  large  family  to  and  from  tbe  city  in  a  special  train;  also,  to  the 
Fair  Asaoclation  for  free  admission  to  the  (air.

PHYSICIAN'S  REPORT. 


To  the  Hon.  Board  of  Tnuteei  State  Charitable  /nad'liiiionj  — GBBTtmiiBN:  I  sob- 
mit  hereby  the  Physician's  report  of  tbe  State  Reform  School  for  the  year  ending 
Jane  30,  1890. 

Twenty  bujs  oame  under  my  care,  three  of  «hom  were  sick  twice,  making  a  total 
of  twenty-three  oases,  with  one  death.  During  the  past  antamn  there  were  com- 
paratively few  oases  of  fever,  three  in  all,  and  these  were  of  mild  character.  The 
new  hospital  building  has  served  to  make  the  care  of  tbe  patients  much  more  com- 
fortable, not  only  to  themselves  but  alno  to  the  others  wbo  were  formerly  obliged  to 
oooDpy  dormitories  with  them.  Tbe  death  mentioned  above  resulted  from  chronic 
tabercnlar  disease  of  tbe  bladder,  whiob  had  existed  several  years  prior  to  admission 
to  this  institntion.  The  following  table  is  a  r^itcm^  of  the  casee  nnder  medical  or 
surgical  treatment,  bet  does  not  include  the  many  cases  whose  little  ailments  were 
relieved  by  tbe  kindly  care  of  Mrs.  Buck  and  her  assistanta.

SUPERINTENDENT'S  REPORT. 


To  the  Htmorablt  Board  of  Trusted  of  the  Kantat  State  Charitable  Inatilutions  — 
a*HTtAiiBM;  Aaother  biennial  period  has  olosed,  and  it  beoomea  m^  dnt;  to  make  « 
tormal  report  of  the  more  important  event*  oonneeted  with  this  branch  of  the  State'a 
ednoational  policy,  which  yon  hsTe  largel;  intrnsted  to  m;  care  and  overeighl. 

The  time  embraced  in  the  report  commences  with  the  iBt  day  of  JdIj,  1888,  and 
ends  with  the  SOth  da;  of  Jnue,  1890,  representing  two  fiaeal  years. 

It  gives  me  pleasDce  to  sa;  that  the  work  of  instrneting  the  deaf  of  the  State 
has  been  oarried  OH  nnin terra ptedty  and  with  a  gratifying  toeaanre  of  Hnoeeea.  W« 
would  be  glad  if  we  oonld  bring  to  the  ootice  of  each  citizen  jost  what  meaanre  of 
snocesB  we  do  attain,  and  the  manner  and  methods  nsed  in  attaining  it.  Conid  w« 
do  this,  it  Is  certain  that  what  is  now  vagoelj  onderatood  concerning  the  aims  and 
acoompliehed  objects  of  the  school  nonld  be  more  easily  comprehended,  and  onr 
work  would  leceiTe  even  more  hearty  approval  and  eapport  than  is  already  gener- 
onsly  bestowed. 

The  task  before  db  is  indeed  anomaloas.  TJnlike  any  other  branch  of  didactics, 
in  teaching  a  deaf  and  dumb  person  there  is  no  spoken  or  written  form  of  lan- 
gnage  with  which  to  proceed — -no  foundation  awaiting  the  saperstrnctare.  The 
task  is  indeed  ab  originie,  and  some  of  the  most  famous  edncators  have  expended 
their  ingenuity  on  problems  oonneeted  with  it.  Mnoh  has  been,  and  is  yet  being, 
aeeomplished,  bnt  I  know  of  no  riper  field  for  bright  intellects  to-day  than  the  field 
of  educating  deaf  mutes. 

Intelligent  Ingenuity,  supplemented  by  laborions  stody,  patient  analysis  and 
untiring  repetition,  must  be  the  weapon  of  the  sncoesstal  teacher  of  the  deaf.  It 
is  in  this  spirit  the  work  bos  been  sought  to  be  carried  on  in  this  InstKation  by  b 
corps  of  ladies  and  gentlemen  who  are  striving  for  lasting  results. 

The  increase  in  attendance  will  be  seen  by  the  following  statement;  At  the  date 
of  my  last  report  there  was  a  total  enrollment  of  520  pupils.*

The  table  also  ahowa  tba 
oonnt}'  from  which  the  pnpil  came  at  the  time  he  entered  eahool,  age  at  the  time  of 
admission,  year  admitted,  mode  of  diaoharge,  date  and  canee  of  deafneae,  oon- 
aangninity  of  parents,  and  ench  other  data  aa  are  of  interest.

ka  Hsslgnable  cause  for  oongenital  deafneea  ia  a  difOonlt  matter  to  snoceasfaU; 
traoe;  ao  mooh  ao  that  science  has  not  yet  determined,  beyond  qaeetion,  the  oaasea 
of  even  a  majority  of  snob  oases.  The  stndent  of  statlslioe  of  anral  troablea  has, 
however,  arrived  at  a  few  general  oonclusions  nsoally  accepted  as  theoreticelly  cor- 
rect. The  first  of  tbeee  is  that  in  cases  of  adTentltions  or  post-natal  deatneaa, 
assigned  canses  are  in  the  majority  of  oases  traceable  to  a  speoiflo  disease,  or  acci- 
dent. The  second  is,  that  in  congenital,  or  pre-natal  cases,  the  oansee,  while 
sabjeot  to  speculation,  are  believed  to  be  arrested  development  of  the  anrionlar 
organs.  To  go  farther,  and  diaoover  the  canses  for  arrested  development,  leads  as 
into  a  field  of  specnlation  which  has  not  yet  been  safflciently  oaltiTBted  to  prodoce 
satisfactory  resnlts.  While  on  the  one  hand  I  might  ascribe  to  conaangai neons 
marriage  the  direct  or  remote  reaponsibility  for  a  large  proportion  of  deafneaa,  on 
(be  other  hand  a  mnUitnde  of  other  hereditary,  predisposing  canses  might,  with  as 
mnob  right,  be  cited. 

These  are  qaeations  that  cannot  be  arrived  at  snddenly,  bnt  only  after  long  and 
patient  research.  It  ia  to  aid  in  the  eolation  of  sach  problems  that  tbe  aeaistanoe 
of  tbe  mnah-abnsed  oensae  ennmerator  is  oalled  into  reqaisition,  and  we  have  hopes 
that  tbe  pending  retnrns  concerning  special  classes  will  be  of  saffloient  oompleCe- 
ness  to  form  the  basis  for  definite  and  important  oondnsiona  in  regard  to  sach 
interesting  qnestions.  By  reference  to  tbe  table  following,  of  assigned  caasea  of 
adventitions  deafness,  it  will  be  noticed  that  thirty-eight  different  canaee  are  assigned 
in  406  reported  caaas,  and  that  of  the  total  enrollment  of  the  echool,  182  oat  of  698 
are  reported  as  having  been  bom  deaf,  or  only  abont  32  per  cent,  of  the  whole  nnm- 
ber  reported.

Tbe  frequent  queHtion  of  visitors  to  the  Institation  on  seeing  snob  &  large  nanj- 
ber  of  deaf  collected  together  is,  "Where  are  the;  bU  fromf"  This  is  a  State  insti- 
tdtioD,  and  only  those  vho  reside  within  the  State  are  aeoorded  its  privileges  withoat 
charge;  and  oar  present  quarters  will  not  admit  of  onr  receiving  pnpila  from  otber 
States  on  payment  of  tnition,  so  all  who  are  in  attendance  are  from  onr  own  State, 
representing  all  quarters  of  it,  there  being  seventy  conntiee  on  the  rolla.

By  reference  to  the  aboTe  it  will  be  seen  that  the  last  five  years  represent  s 
growth  ot  193  papils,  a  mooh  larger  Dumber  than  was  ever  admitted  in  the  same 
length  of  time.  The  Inetitntiun  has  more  than  doabled  anmerioallj  within  a  decade, 
and  is  steadily  growing  as  it  becomes  more  generally  known  to  exist.  This  last 
phrase  may  aeem  a  strange  remark,  bat  I  ohd  BBsare  yon  that  in  many  quarters  of 
onr  State  the  eiistenoe  of  such  an  inatitotion  as  this  is  unknown,  even  by  ttaoae  who 
wonld  be  the  most  beneflled  by  the  knowledge.  This  ignorance  preTails,  in  spite 
of  the  advertisiag  the  InstitDtion  receives  by  frequent  notioes  in  the  newspapers, 
by  the  mailing  of  our  prospeotQS  to  publio  men,  and  by  the  ciruolatioii  of  the  Star. 
We  onstornarily  give  exbibitiuns  before  the  Legislatore  for  the  purpose  of  making 
onr  methods  familiar  to  its  members,  and  have  foond  that  means  one  of  the  best 
yet  employed,  as  the  audienoe  is  always  large,  and  is  oompoBsd  of  some  of  the  most 
intelligent  oitizens  of  the  State,  who  become  interested,  and  afterwards  speak  of  the 
Inatitntion  to  others.  I  am  inolined  to  the  belief  that  if  ench  pnblic  exhibitions 
were  extended  ao  aa  to  embrace  diSerant  neighborhoods,  that  a  livelier  intereat 
might  be  engendered,  and  a  wider  diffusion  of  information  oonoerning  the  workings 
of  onr  Institution  secured.  Several  invitations  have  been  extended  by  Q.  A.  R.  posts 
and  ohurob  eooieties  for  sooh  exhibitions,  the  expenses  attending  them  to  be  paid 
by  the  societies.  I  see  no  reasonable  objection  to  giving  a  limited  nnmber  of  these 
exhibitions  in  localities  where  it  wonld  tend  to  advertise  onr  school  and  secure  the 
attendance  of  many  yoatbs  who  are  remaining  out  ot  aohool  tor  the  lack  ot  aufficient 
knowledge  on  the  part  ot  their  parents  of  the  proviaion  the  State  haa  made  tor  the 
education  of  their  untortanate  children. 

Frequently  we  are  called  upon  to  admit  young  men  and  women  whose  parenta 
have,  tor  lack  of  proper  information,  allowed  the  time  to  slip  by  till  the  impressible 
age  is  passed  and  the  great  loss  they  have  have  sustaiued  ooufToate  them  in  an  adult 
child  intellectually  helpless. 

According  to  an  estimate  baaed  npon  the  Census  of  1B80,  there  are  now,  some- 
where in  this  State,  two  hundred  and  sixty  deaf  children  of  school  age,  whose 
parents  either  know  nothing  of  the  proviaion  here  made  for  their  instruction,  or 
else  the  importance  of  acting  in  the  matter  and  the  dire  results  that  will  be  visited 
upon  their  unfortunate  progeny  by  inaction  have  not  been  forcibly  enongh  pre- 
sented to  them.  I  deem  it  our  equal  miasion  as  a  charitable  commnnity  seeking  to 
alleviate  the  sufferings  of  mankind  to  seek  out,  and,  if  necessary,  to  urge  and  assist 
the  delinqnent  ones  in  grasping  existing  opportunities,  as  welt  as  it  ia  for  us  to  es- 
tablish and  maintain  our  inatitutiona.  In  aome  cases  I  know  of,  the  parents  are 
helpless  through  poverty  to  even  raise  the  necessary  amonnt  to  meet  traveling  ei- 
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peoaes  to  BDd  trom  tb«  lostitntion;  knd  tbaa  tor  a  palti;  aam  are  ehildren  deprived 
of  bd;  means  whatever  ot  breabiog  asnnder  the  boDd«  of  ignoranoe  whioh  ntttare 
or  diBesBe  baa  forged.  I  am  oonTinoed  tbttt  if  the  Legislatnie  were  made  to  see 
(be  full  measnie  of  results  tbat  mast  come  from  negleoting  tbese  matters,  thej 
wonld  make  a  piovisiou  tbat  woDld  remoTe  the  obstacles  now  Id  the  vsy  of  many 
nnfortooate  yet  worthy  people. 

Following  in  this  line,  I  wonld  SQggest  and  recommend  to  your  bonorable  Board, 
and  throngb  yon  to  the  Legifllatnre,  that  a  general  revisioii  of  the  laws  governing 
this  InstitntioD  sbanld  oconpy  aome  of  the  time  and  talent  of  the  incoming  Legisla- 
tnre.  The  time  is  ripe.  In  faot  the  task,  in  my  judgment,  ghoald  long  ago  have 
been  undertaken.  On  mnny  imporlant  qnestions  we  are  compelled  to  act  in  tbe 
dark,  withoQt  the  gnidance  of  Inw;  and  on  other  snbjects  tbe  statates,  formed  for  n 
small  incipient  aahool  of  leaa  than  a  score  of  pnpiL>,  twenty-five  years  ago,  mnet 
neoessarily  be  distorted,  in  order  to  meet  the  requirements  of  an  important  edooa- 
tional  establishment  of  the  size  of  yonr  present  Inatitntion  for  tbe  Ednoation  of  tbe 
Deaf  and  Dumb. 

Referring  again  to  tbe  table,  it  will  be  seen  that  this  Institntlon  has  extended 
instrnotlon,  op  to  tbe  present  date,  to  598  deaf  persons.  Of  this  naml>er,  the 
records  show  as  follows :

"The  tree  is  known  by  its  fruit"  is  an  old  adage  that  applies  to  all  praotioal 
affairs.  It  is  not  always  possible  to  measure  all  the  good  that  one  good  man  at- 
oomplishes  —  it  goes  on  forever.  In  a  like  manner  is  tbe  work  of  making  citizens 
ont  of  deaf  bajK  and  girls  who  otherwise,  without  the  foundation  given  them  here, 
would  become  in  most  casea  little  elas  than  burdensome  vagabonds. 

The  special  census  agent  of  the  last  completed  national  census,  Mr.  F.  H.  Wines, 
after  having  probed  deep  into  tbe  statistics  of  crime,  speaks  tbns  flatteringly  of  one 
of  (he  good  efTeots  of  education:

We  find  that  with  nearly  all  if  not  all  of  oar  graduates  there  ie  little  trouble  for 
them  to  make  a  respectable  living.  Only  recently  one  of  them  has  been  called  to  a 
sister  inatitntion  to  take  a  place  as  teacher,  and  I  am  informed  by  the  auperintend- 
ent  tbat  he  ia  rendering  aatisfaction  in  thia  high  calling. 

From  an  incomplete  snrvey  of  oar  own  pnpils  I  find  them  engaged  ae  follows:

INTKLLECTUAL  DEPARTMENT. 

Little  change  in  Ihe  government  ot  the  intellaotnal  department  has  been  made 
Binoe  the  adoption  of  the  present  aystem  five  years  ago.  The  aohool  proper  is  di- 
vided into  fonrteen  claesea,  nnder  as  many  teachers.  Each  class  will  HTHroge  five 
honrs  in  school  exerciaea  and  three  aud  one-qaurter  hoara  in  induslrial  p[tT»iiite. 
The  whole  achool  is  diTided  into  three  sections,  two  of  which  are  at  HOhool  while  one 
is  at  the  trades  or  some  manual  labor,  Ihe  seotioDS  alternating  at  certain  boure. 

Trained  teachera  in  this  special  line  of  education  are  procured  so  tar  as  poasible; 
a  great  advantage  being  possessed  by  a  knowledge  of  the  aign  language,  and  an 
easy  communioation  with  deaf  mutes.  A  knowledge  of  this  kind  means  more  than 
ability  to  npell  with  the  Qngera  (which  ought  to  be  acquired  by  any  induatciona  lad 
in  a  day's  study  I.  or  even  the  ability  to  ooiuruunicate  by  gesture  a  few  of  the  com- 
moDplaoe  remarks  which  make  up  the  simpler  forms  of  oonverse. 

But  the  ability  to  take  any  snbjeat,  whether  original  or  from  the  speaker's  lipB, 
and  translate  the  living  thonghta  into  vivid  air-pictures,  capable  of  being  read  by 
scores  uf  upturned  silent  faoes,  or  to  nnravel  the  myaterions  teahniaal  language  of 
the  sohuol  or  college  teit-book  so  that  the  deaf  may  "  read  between  the  lines,''  Is  the 
kind  ot  skill  which  we  look  for  in  the  moat  experienced  teachera  of  the  deaf;  and 
the  nearer  to  this  standard  we  are  able  to  bring  onr  entire  corps  of  inAtrnotors,  the 
nearer  we  shall  reach  that  perfection  which  every  anperintendent  deeiree,  and  to 
which  every  State  institution  should  aspire. 

It  is  a  matter  of  regret  that  when  we  secure  experienced  teachers,  or  even  when 
we  train  them  to  a  point  of  experience,  we  are  so  freq  neatly  at  the  meroy  of  kindred 
iDStitntions  in  other  States,  who  are  willing  to  offer  greater  pecuniary  inducements 
for  their  servioes  than  Eaniias  feels  able  to  pay.  It  is  a  well- understood  policy  that 
when  an  institution  seonrea  faithfal  and  experienced  officers  and  teachers  who  have 
proven  theniBelvea  fitted  to  work  harmoniously  and  anooessfQlly,  they  ahonld  retain 
them  so  long  as  their  pervice  keeps  up  to  the  standard  of  excellence,  and  their  gen- 
eral demeanor  ia  approved.  No  reasonable  salary  should  be  denied  them  in  order 
to  keep  them,  especially  when  these  overtares  come  to  them  from  other  States. 
Withitt  the  last  four  years  Kansas  has  been  out-bid  by  Iowa,  Maryland,  Utah,  Ne- 
braska, Wisconeia  and  Philadelphia  drawing  upon  onr  corps  for  six  teachers,  and 
in  three  cases  paylqg  (hem  an  average  of  fifty  per  cent,  above  what  this  iniititatiOD 
was  paying  them.  I  have  recently  prepared  a  table  showing  the  per-oapita  amount 
paid  as  salariee  and  wagee  by  eighteen  Btatea,  including  all  oar  neighbors,  and  Kan- 
sas is  down  at  the  very  bottom  of  the  Hat. 

So  long  as  this  standard  obtains  we  mnst  work  "against  odds,"  as  our  corps  of 
officers  is  liable  to  be  called  away  from  us  whenever  the  ranks  of  other  States  for 
any  reason  are  thinned. 

The  school  has  ten  grades,  and  the  conrse  ot  study,  which  we  attempt  to  adhere 
to  as  closely  as  oiraumstaucee  will  admit,  is  as  follows: 
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Not  all  Rnooeed  ia  oompletiog  the  fnll  course,  which  ordinaHlf  oomprisM  ten 
yearB,  thoogh  aometimeB  a  verj  bright  ntadent  will  complete  it  in  leas  time. 

For  the  higher  ednoation  of  deaf  mates,  Congress  haa  liberally  provided  in  the 
National  Deaf  Mnte  College,  at  Washington,  D.  C,  where  a  oomptete  onrricnlnm  ia 
given  to  thone  Btndents  who  are  advanced  HafQoientl;  to  enter. 

At  the  close  of  the  present  ;ear  we  gtadnated  three  Btndenta  who  are  oandidatee 
for  the  college  course,  provided  thef  find  that  thef  are  financially  able  to  bear  the 
attending  expense  in  the  way  of  travel,  books,  etc. 

Aside  from  theit  olass  duties,  onr  teachers  are  required  to  render  service  in  anj 
way  that  will  elevate  or  improve  the  pnpile.  This  they  have  eoquiesced  in,  and 
utually  with  a  moat  willing  and  oommendable  apirlt.  Theae  additional  duties  usd- 
ally  BBanma  the  form  of  monitorial  duties  on  Snndays  for  the  relief  of  supervisors, 
Sunday  lectares,  Bnnday-Bchool,  evening  atady  bour,  prayer-meetings,  monthly  leot- 
nrtis,  weekly  readings,  literary  societies,  holiday  committee -work,  etc.,  etc. 

The  varioas  literary  suoietiea  and  athletic  clubs  have  maiutained  their  interest 
and  have  grown  into  established  faatnrea  of  the  school.  They  have  their  oootests 
and  debates,  whioh  are  seasons  of  as  much  interest  as  are  like  events  in  schools  for 
hearing  yonth.  The  annual  "field  day,"  when  an  elaborate  program  of  ontdoor 
sports  is  rendered,  both  for  onr  own  and  the  interest  of  the  publio,  may  be  claimed 
as  an  original  feature  of  this  Institution  whioh  is  being  adopted  b;  several  institu- 
tions of  this  kind.  Our  deaf  boys  frequently  eicel  in  athletic  sports,  and  onr  ball 
clubs  have  frequently  vanquished  outside  clubs  who  have  challenged  them.  These 
sports  are  encouraged,  but  they  are  rigidly  limited  so  as  not  in  an;  way  to  inter- 
fere with  the  other  legitimate  departments. 

The  art  department  cuntiuneB  to  prove  the  wisdom  of  its  establishment  aa  a 
means  for  cultivating  any  hidden  lesthetic  taste  in  that  direction,  and  of  develop- 
ing many  who  woold  otherwise  never  have  shown  special  ability. 

The  annual  examinations  of  all  departments  have  been  made  and  the  results 
noted  by  the  Superintendent  in  classifying. 

LIBRARY,   MUSEUM,    AND    ILLUSTRATIVE   APPARATUS. 

The  appropriation  of  the  last  Legislatnre  of  $500  for  the  beginning  of  a  library, 
which  we  were  so  sadly  in  need  of,  has  all  been  expended  bat  f  11 85.  The  books 
were  carefully  selected  with  a  view  to  the  needs  of  the  school.  One  hundred  and 
twenty -five  illustrated  school  readers  were  purchased  for  the  use  of  the  primary 
olaases,  and  graded  and  historical  booke  for  the  older  olasaeB.  In  the  purchase  of 
the  library  I  waa  fortunate  enough  to  receive  a  large  number  of  volnmes  as  dona- 
ttbns  from  publishers  and  friends  of  the  Institntioo,  who  will  be  peraonally  men- 
tioned in  another  part  of  this  report.  The  library  has  been  ayatematicslly  arranged 
for  the  drawing  and  charging  of  books,  and  a  complete  catalogue  printed  by  the 
boys  in  the  printing-ofBce.  Prof-  Zorbaugh  has  been  designated  librarian,  and  has 
had  charge  since  it  waa  opened.    Great  interest  has  been  manifest,  and  the  library 
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has,  in  the  seveti  monlbs'  oaa,  f arnlBhed  l,fi6T  leadings  to  17G  readers.  In  order  that 
the  interest  aroused  in  leading  taaf  oontinne  in  onr  pnplU,  and  fresh  addiiions  be 
made  tu  the  library,  I  voald  teoommead  that  an  anuaal  appropriation  ba  made  for 
this  purpose- 
There  yet  remains  unsnpplied  an;  illDBtrative  apparatas.  In  my  last  report  I 
orged  the  neoessit;  of  apparatas  to  be  nsed  in  illustrating  to  the  eye  of  the  deaf 
and  damb  what  oan  hardly  be  depleted  in  any  other  way. 

By  the  deprivatioa  of  hBaring,  the  deaf  mate  is  made  to  depend  almost  wholly 
npon  eyesight  for  impressions  received.  His  inBtrnotion  is  all  shaped  with  this 
nnderstanding  in  view.  Objeot-teaching  ie  □eoeasarily  carried  to  the  eitremest  poe- 
aibUities  in  order  that  oorract  impressions  may  be  deduced. 

What  ne  are  primarily  in  great  need  of  is  a  Srat-olass  stareoptiooD,  and  a  large 
namber  of  Tiews,  for  aid  in  periodioal  laotnreB,  and  for  illustrating  travel,  history, 
botany,  sacred  history,  etc.,  olearljr  tu  the  eye  and  nndarstanding  of  our  deaf-mute 

Then,  we  should  have  a  microscope  of  eafBcient  power  to  bs  of  valae  for  all 
purposes  of  microscopy. 

PbiloBOphioal  apparatus  has  for  the  past  year  or  two  been  very  mnoh  needed  in 
onr  elasa-rooms  for  conveying  ideas  Of  electrical  generation  and  energy,  force,  and 
the  fuller  illUHtration  of  other  principles  of  mechanics.  We  have,  at  times,  been 
forced  to  borrow  apparatus  from  Our  town  school  before  the  subject-matter  conld 
be  tnlly  comprehended  by  the  class.  The  practice  of  the  State  borrowing  is  one 
not  generally  to  be  approved,  espaoially  in  the  case  of  articles  that  will  always  be 
needed  and  should  be  supplied.  I  do  nut  consider  it  necessary  to  dwell  on  the  im- 
portance of  object -teaching  as  a  means  for  fixing  facts  in  the  mind*  uf  all  studetltB, 
young  or  old,  in  common  school,  academy,  college,  and  university,  for  experience 
baa  long  ago  shown  to  the  educator  the  great  advantage  gained  and  time  saved  by 
the  introdDctiun  of  the  principle  into  all  grades  of  work.  If  this  is  true  of  general 
educational  work  among  normal  yonths,  who  wlU  doubt  the  double  importance  of 
the  principle  in  attempting  to  give  the  eame  class  of  knowledge  to  deaf  mutesT  I 
trust  that  onr  needs  In  the  matter  will  be  fully  met  by  the  Legialatnte  at  the  proper 

The  matter  of  a  mnseam  of  natural  history  and  geological  specimens  oomes  under 
this  head  of  iilnetrative  teaching,  and  I  deem  it  of  importance  that  wa  make  a  be- 
ginning JD  this  line.  I  have  not  been  authorized  nor  advised  fully  in  the  matter, 
bnt  it  may  be  possible  that  the  State  University  will  donate  for  onr  nse  some  dupli- 
cate specimens  they  may  have.  If  such  friendly  donation  can  be  made  from  one 
State  institution  to  another  without  detriment  to  the  donor,  I  should  be  pleased  10 
take  advantage  of  it  for  our  institntion.

It  nas  onr  pleaanre  to  entertain  the  State  Orange  in  a  body,  and  to  show  them 
the  ioternal  workings  Of  the  Inatitntion.  It  was  an  opportonlt;  of  exhibiting  to 
the  re preneu tallies  of  a  large  claai  of  our  tai-payers,  where,  and  in  whet  manner,  a 
portion  of  theic  taiee  is  expended,  and  of  placing  in  plain  view  the  other  eide  of 
the  tai  qneatioD  from  that  naaall;  oontemplated.  The  great  amount  of  work  we 
are  doing  for  the  State  is,  I  believe,  fully  oommeoanrate  with  the  money  naed  tor 
the  par  pose. 

The  following  resolntion  was  presented  to  Ihat  body  at  one  of  their  regular 
Ds,  by  Hon.  John  O.  Otis,  and  DnanimoiiHly  adopted: 


DEATH   OF   H.    D.    WAI.KEB. 

For  the  tirst  time  since  my  aonneotiuQ  with  this  Institation,  the  eorps  of  teach- 
ers has  been  broken  into  by  death.  Frof.  H.  D.  Walker  died  after  a  short  illneas, 
Febrnary  3,  1889.  He  had  been  a  teacher  for  twenty  years,  and  had  bean  connected 
with  this  Institation  for  nearly  tour  years.  He  was  a  olose  student  in  his  profes' 
sion,  and  a  pains-taking  officer  whom  the  profession  reoagnized.  His  death  seemed 
nntimely.  Bearing  the  kindred  relation  of  a  beloved  brother,  any  remarks  from  me 
might  not  be  strictly  impartial;  so  I  will  refrain  from  any  further  notioe,  save  to 
say  that  yoar  Board  and  his  oo-laborera  passed  fltting  resolntions  lespeotlng  him 
and  the  eeteem  in  which  he  was  held. 

THE   HOUaEHOLD. 

The  death-rate  of  onr  honaehold  is  mnch  lower  than  that  at  large,  or  aa  compared 
with  onr  pnblic-achool  popnlation.  Bnt  two  deatha  from  aickneas  have  oeonrred 
here  dnring  five  years.  One,  that  of  Elizabeth  Sicrman,  was  reported  in  the  laat  re- 
port. The  other  death  waa  that  of  a  little  colored  boy,  of  Lansing,  Kansas,  who 
died  May  2,  1B89,  of  plenro-pnenmonia.  He  had  in  reality  been  wasting  away  for 
months  before,  bnt  wonid  not  consent  to  take  his  bed  or  acknowledge  that  he  was 
eick.  He  was  finally  compelled  to  give  np  and  take  to  his  bed,  about  ten  days  be- 
fore death  relieved  him.  His  mother  was  at  his  bedside.  He  was  little  past  thirteen 
years  of  age,  and  was  attending  his  aeoond  term  of  school. 

Another  death,  by  accident,  occarred  September  12,  188H.  Frank  Zipp,  a  jonng 
man  donbl;  afflicted  by  deafness  and  almost  total  blindness,  started  to  walk  home 
on  the  railroad  track,  and  was  overtaken  by  a  train  of  oars  and  instantly  killed. 
He  was  abont  twenty-one  years  of  age,  and  through  hia  afflictions  bia  mind  was,  at 
times,  I  think,  partially  deranged,  when  he  wonId  carry  oat  any  designs  he  might 
have  at  all  hazards.  His  being  admitted  another  term  was  disapproved  by  me,  and 
was  only  acquiesced  in  conditionally.  The  qaestion  was  settled  on  the  very  first 
day  of  school,  however,  in  the  sad  and  nneipeoted  manner  detailed  above.  His 
body  was  cared  for  nntll  his  mother  arrived,  when  it  waa  taken  to  Leavenworth,  ber 
home,  for  burial. 

It  is  sad  to  witness  the  siokneas  and  death  of  those  under  onr  care,  which  we  are 
sometimes  called  upon  to  do,  bnt  even  more  sad  to  have  to  break  the  news  to  parents 
and  friends.     We  are  Indeed  thankfnl  that  we  are  ao  seldom  required  to  perform  the 
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The  general  health  of  the  popile,  as  well  bb  tb&t  of  the  teaohera  and  offloets,  dai- 
itig  the  pa«t  year,  ontng  largely  to  (he  epidemios  la  grippe  and  measles,  has  not 
been  bb  good  as  in  former  jeare.  We  also  had  at  one  time  a  large  number  of  oaseB 
of  pneamonia,  some  o(  them  sinking  Ter;  low;  bnt,  by  oarefnl  nnraing  and  medical 
attendnnoe,  ve  are  thanLtol  to  report  that  all  reooierecl  their  ubdbI  health  and 
vigor.  • 

In  this  conoeotiDii  I  wish  to  acknowledge  the  kindnesB  of  Dr.  Hastinga,  who  has 
BO  cheerfully  rendeied  laedioal  advioe  and  anBietanoe  when  oalled  upon  by  the  phy- 
Bioian  in  charge.  Dmitig  the  prutraoted  illness  of  Dr.  Egelston,  Dr.  Haatiogs  car- 
ried through  with  skill  a  large  number  of  pnenmoijia  patients  who  were  very  low. 
He  has  also  freqaeolly  rendered  THlasble  Hssistauoe  at  sorgicai  operatiaaB.  Daring 
the  term  I  canaed  to  be  vacoinated  all  in  the  sobuul  who  had  not  previonsly  beeo. 
For  B  detailed  BtBtament  of  the  medical  attention  given  the  inmates  the  pnsC  two 
years,  I  woald  refer  yoa  (o  the  report  of  the  attending  physician  herewith  em- 
bodied. 

RESIGNATION    OF   MRS.   BOWLES. 

Before  this  report  Is  in  print,  the  resignation  of  the  Matroti,  Mrs.  Emma  Bowlee, 
will  be  in.  Mrs.  Bowles  gives  np  the  work  which  she  oommenoed  in  ItiTE,  and  has 
oontinned  until  the  preaent  lime  with  an  interim  of  two  or  three  years.  Her  poor 
health  during  the  last  year  or  two  has  compelled  her  to  retire  from  active  service. 
Her  long  service  as  Matron  has  made  her  name  familiar  to  many  deaf  mutes  of  the 
State,  who  will  hold  her  in  gratefal  remembrance. 

INDUSTRIAL   DEPARTMENT. 

It  gives  me  pleaaure  to  report  that  the  industrial  department  of  the  school  is 
still  progressing  very  favorably  and  accomplishing  its  mission,  C  e.,  to  render  our 
pupils  independent  on  leaving  school  by  the  posseasion  of  some  practical  knowledge 
of  a  trade.  By  referring  to  the  statement  of  the  Steward,  which  la  incorporated  in 
this  report,  it  will  be  seen  that  our  induatrlal  department  has  been  self -sustaining. 
While  it  is  not  the  object  of  this  department  to  be  operated  for  profit,  bnt  solely 
as  a  trades  school,  it  baa  been  oar  endeavor  to  operate  it  as  eoonoTDioally  as  possible. 

The  work  tamed  out,  being  boys'  work,  cannot  command  in  the  market  a  price 
equal  to  that  of  finished  workmen;  and  it  is  hardly  reasonable  to  expect  that  it 
should.  Bnt  the  greater  portion  of  the  products  we  are  able  to  ntilize  ourselves, 
without  depending  in  any  great  degree  upon  the  market. 

We  are  sorely  in  need  o(  larger  and  better  qnarters  tor  this  department.  The 
qnarters  occupied  as  shops  are  small  wooden  buildings,  temporarily  erected  as  make- 
shifts until  the  size  of  the  school  ahoold  warrant  the  building  of  permanent  shops. 
Beyond  queetion  that  time  haa  arrived,  and  further  deferring  of  provision  for  thia 
important  brauch  of  the  Institution  can  only  result  In  detriment,  and  greatly  em- 
barrass our  endeavors  in  that  direction. 

The  importance  of  thia  department  la  soarcely  aecondaiy  to  the  Illerary  depart- 
ment In  making  of  these  deaf  boys  independent  and  nsefnl  citizens.  The  edacation 
of  the  hand  is  of  as  much  importance  as  the  education  of  the  head,  and,  indeed,  it 
is  looked  upon  by  many  as  the  more  important  branch.  Unlike  ordinary  boya,  the 
deaf  and  dumb  boys  can  rarely  be  accorded  the  privileges  of  learniag  a  trade  in  the 
bnsy  shops  operated  by  men  anable  to  oonveree  with  them;  so  it  becomes  oar  duty, 
if  we  wish  to  make  them  osefnl  as  well  as  intelligent,  to  provide  for  their  instrnotion 
in  some  Dsefal  handicraft.  It  may  be  stated  that  farming  is  the  most  nseful  and 
easily  learned  of  all  pursuits.  This,  to  a  great  extent,  is  true,  but  not  all  boys  can 
make  good  farmers,  any  more  than  all  boys  can  make  good  shoemakera  or  printers. 
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TaatM  w  well  as  tslenta  difTer,  and  it  is  the  provinoe  of  the  BQOoeiaf  nl  educator  to 
discoTer  hidden  talenti  in  tbe  joang  and  eitooarage  Ibem.  This  department,  ham- 
pered  as  it  has  been  for  lack  of  gafBaient  loom  and  maohinery,  haa  proved  of  mo«t 
Tslnable  beaefit  to  onr  pnpiU,  many  of  whom,  as  will  be  notioed  by  reference  to  the 
table  shoving  the  occnpations  of  former  pnpila,  are  making  practical  and  daily  nse 
of  the  Knowledge  gained  vhile  at  school  which  tbey  oonld  not  have  gained  elaewbere. 
Plane  have  been  modifled  so  as  to  rednoe  tbe  expense  of  an  indnBtiial  bailding  ca- 
pable of  fnrniahing  room  for  seventy  Bve  boys  to  work  in,  to  a  ooat  of  (9,992,  as 
per  estimate  of  a  oompetent  arohiteot.  We  trost  this  important  Bdjnnat  to  our 
work  will  not  be  overlooked,  for  the  necessity  of  the  case  is  almost  imperative. 

UAKEKY. 
The  moat  important  improvement  made  daring  the  period  nnder  review  is  the  oon- 
atrnetion  of  a  ten-foot  A.  J.  Fish  A,  Co.  rotary  bake  oven  at  a  coat  of  abont  $1,200. 
The  oven  has  a  capacity  of  360  loaves  of  bread  at  one  baking,  and  it  is  believed  that 
the  improvement  will  resolt  in  a  saving  to  the  State.  Besides,  tbe  improvement 
will  add  another  lodnstry  in  which  a  limited  number  of  oar  boys  may  become  skilled, 

A    DAIRY   FA  KM. 

In  tbe  early  history  of  the  Institution,  the  oitisens  of  Olathe  and  Johnson  connty 
donated  a  qnarter-aeotion  of  land  tor  ase  of  tbe  State,  provided  the  Inatitntion 
should  be  located  in  Johnson  connty.  This  farm  lies  aboct  three  and  one-half  miles 
aoatheast  of  the  Institntion,  and  is  well  fenced  and  watered,  and  has  a  large  [>ortian 
bedded  to  grass.  I  would  again  recommend  that  this  farm  be  oooverted  into  a  dairy 
for  the  supply  of  milk  and  batter  to  tbe  Institution.  Our  annual  milk  and  bntler 
bill  averages  $2,696,  Hod  is  increasing  from  year  to  year  hh  the  Inatitatiun  grows. 
The  farm  is  well  adapted  for  a  daily,  and  a  herd  of  cowa  could  be  purchased,  suit- 
able bnildiugii  erected  and  put  in  charge  of  a  man  and  his  wife,  who  with  tiuffioient 
help  could  make  daily  delivery  of  milk  and  butter  to  the  luatitation,  at  a  saving,  I 
am  convinced,  of  considerable  expense  to  the  State. 

The  following  prepared  table  of  probable  cost  and  saving  to  State,  I  believe,  will 
not  be  found  far  ont  of  the  way. 
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We  have  a  large  amODDt  of  waste  id  kitchen  slope  vhicb  il  is  dlfBoolt  to  atilise,  i 
but  ondei  the  above  plan  aoald  be  taken  to  the  farm  on  tbe  return  ttip  trom  the 
deliverj  ot  milk.  In  addition,  a  large  nnmbet  of  ebiokeoB  and  eggs  oonld  eagil;  be 
fnrnished  the  Ingtitntion  from  the  farm.  I  trust  that  this  matter  will  be  given  jonr 
□acetnl  consideration. 

CHAPEL   AND  ASSEMBLY   BOOM.  • 

The  original  plan  of  tbe  north  wing  eitension,  was  to  make  the  second  etorjr  a 
room  for  a  chapel  to  take  the  place  of  the  present  cramped  quarters  we  are  com- 
pelled to  use.  The  fends  at  our  oommand  at  the  time  this  extension  was  bailt, 
woDld  not  permit  the  rnnning  up  of  tbe  second  storj  as  contemplated  for  thia  pnt- 
poae,  BO  tbe  plana  were  onrtailed  and  the  second  storj  left  ofl  for  fntnre  appropria- 
tion. The  fonndation  walla  were  bnilt  heavy  with  the  expectation  of  oarrf  ing  thia 
seoond  storj,  and  a  ohenp  flat  roof  pnt  over  the  firat  story,  so  bb  to  create  as  little 
expense  as  poasible  when  the  addition  is  bailt.  To  carry  ont  the  original  plan 
seems  the  most  eoonomical  wa;  of  meeting  tbe  imperative  demand  onr  crowded 
condition  makes  for  more  room.  The  room  we  are  nsing  is  illj  fitted  for  the  par- 
pose,  besides  beiag  entirely  too  small.  It  is  poorl;  ventilated,  so  that  a  half-honr's 
aitting  eihansta  the  room  of  fresh  air.  when  onr  whole  number  is  seated.  There  are 
also  iron  pillars  for  snpporte  scattered  tbrongbont  the  room,  which  renders  it 
impossible  for  a  large  portion  of  onr  andienoe,  or  rather  spectators,  as  tbey  most 
depend  entirely  upon  the  eye,  to  witness  the  remarks  of  the  speaker.  We  need  also 
more  room  for  study  hall,  but  with  this  proposed  new  assembly  room  we  conld  ose 
the  present  chapel  for  that  pnrpose.  By  following  the  plan  snggested,  we  can 
sMJure  this  needed  improvement  for  the  sam  of  $16,789,  which  I  wonld  nrgeotly 
request  be  appropriated. 

ELECTRIC    LIGHT. 

The  question  of  artificial  light  is  one  that,  as  regards  quality  and  eipense,  has 
been  solved  beyond  question  by  the  incandescent  electric  light.  All  modern  large 
bnildinge  are  now  thns  lighted,  and  State  iDstitDtionn  all  over  the  country  are  find- 
ing it  tbe  safest,  cheapest  and  best  light  in  every  partioular.  We  have  many  pupils 
In  thia  Institution  who  have  weak  eyes  in  connection  with  deaf  ears,  whom  we  have 
to  watch  with  exceeding  care  to  prevent  excessive  strain  and  consequent  serious 
teaolts.  A  blind  deaf  mate  is  indeed  a  pitiable  object.  Of  necessity  a  certain 
amount  of  study  foe  the  following  day's  school  work  mnst  be  done  in  the  evening. 
It  is  especially  important  to  have  not  only  the  best,  but  the  most  steady  light  pos- 
sible in  the  study-rooms. 

Second  only  in  importance  to  the  quality  of  electric  light,  is  its  safety;  the  im- 
portance of  which  I  hardly  need  dwell  upon.  Given  an  open  gas  flame,  a  minohievons 
or  heedless  boy,  and  a  piece  ot  paper,  thousands  of  dollars'  worth  of  property  may 
be  easily  destroyed  within  an  hoar.  The  combnstible  part  of  the  electric  light  being 
closely  sealed  within  a  glass  bnlb,  there  is  no  possible  chance  for  fire.  The  light  has 
been  placed  in  two  of  our  State  institutions  already,  and  as  yon  are  aware,  is  giving 
entire  satisfaction  at  a  saving  ot  expense  over  gas.  It  is  estimated  that  $S,000 
woold  put  in  tbe  plant,  iooluding  a  high-pressare  boiler  and  engine.  The  engine 
ooald  be  utilized  during  the  day  as  power  loi  the  industrial  department. 
FIRE   PROTECTION. 

In  ease  of  onr  ever  needing  to  fight  fire,  the  chances  wonld  be  very  mnch  more  in 
one  favor  if  we  bad  more  fire-plngn.  I  wonld  snggest  as  a  wise  policy  that  a  line  of 
lire-pipe  encircle  our  bnildinge,  and  that  additional  fire  hose,  hose-cart,  fira-eitin- 
gniehers,  and  a  steam-pump  be  pnrchased.  While  these  things  are  never  needed 
unless  a  fire  breaks  out,  I  wonld  deem  it  a  wise  precantionary  measure  to  have  them 
in  readiness. 


State  Board  of  Chaeities. 


Wo  yery  mooh  need  a  new  barn  located  on  the  premises.  The  barn  we  dow  oocapy 
is  an  old  affair  located  acroea  a  pnblio  street,  so  far  distant  fiom  the  iDBtitntion  as 
to  render  it  beyond  onr  oontrol  at  night,  and  exposed  to  tramps  and  horBe-thieveB- 
In  mueport  to  yon  (onr  jeara  ago  I  predicted  tbac  we  wonld  be  tronbled  hj  horse- 
thieTes,  and  it  all  my  predictions  were  as  nearl;  fulGlled,  I  coald  very  rightfnily  set 
myself  up  as  a  prophet.  Since  that  time,  in  spite  o(  walchfnlnepB  on  onr  part,  horse- 
thievBH  have  three  times  anaceeBfoUy  entered  the  barn  and  stolen  onr  horses.  We 
haye  always  been  Fortnnate  enoagh  to  lecoyer,  bnt  huye  been  put  to  some  eipenae 
and  tronble  in  the  recoyery.  A  barn  large  enongh  to  answer  onr  purposes  wonld 
cost,  according  to  estimate,  about  $2,200. 

FINANCIAL  STATEMENT. 

The  total  amount  appropriated  for  current  eipenses  for  the  two  years  under 
reyiew,  was  f»0,00<),  $16,000  for  the  year  eliding  Jane  30,  1889,  and  $44,000  (or  the 
year  ending  Jnne  30,  1H90.  We  had  left,  of  this  amount,  nndrawn,  in  (he  treasDrj- 
of  the  State,  (or  the  first  year,  $841.64,  and  for  the  eeoond  year,  $7,253.71,  making 
a  total  undrawn  for  the  bienniam  of  $8,095.35,  which  left  onr  net  eipenditnre  (or 
onrtent  expenses,  $81,904.65  (or  the  two  years,  or  a  per-capita  eipenditnre  per  an- 
tinm  averaging  Che  two  years,  of  $192.70.  The  average  per-oapita  cost  per  annom 
of  the  two  years  preceding  was  $199.27,  showing  a  considerable  saving  fur  the  last 
two  years. 

When  it  is  remembered  that  Ibis  amount  pet  capita  not  only  oovers  all  ordinary 
innniog  expenses  of  the  Inatitntion,  bnt  pays  for  ordinary  repairs,  and  clothing  (or 
indigent  ptipiis,  which  items  are  □snallj  provided  for  in  other  ioBtilations  of  this 
kind  either  by  separate  fundn  or  by  drawing  on  the  oonuties  from  which  the  indi- 
gent pDpil  comes,  the  showing  is  a  most  economical  one  indeed.  1  haye  in  times 
past  made  many  comparisons  with  like  institutions,  and  And  that  we  are  running 
on  a  tower  per-capita  basix  than  any  of  the  Western  States.* 

I  do  not  think  that  it  is  always  a  sure  indication  of  the  best  results,  to  be  able  to 
show  the  least  expenditnre;  for  the  important  consideration,  and  the  one  to  be  kept 
in  mind,  is  Che  superior  quality  of  instrnctiou  we  are  able  to  give  the  pupils  whom 
the  State  has  noticed  in  her  oonstitntion  as  worthy,  and  for  whom  she  has  estab- 
lished a  great  institution.  Bnt  I  am  glad  to  say  that  we  have  been  able  to  combine 
a  good  meaanre  of  effloienoy  in  instruction,  along  with  an  economy  of  management, 
and  in  this  your  Board  are  to  be  congratulated. 

While  we  usually  have  been  able  to  come  within  the  estimate  of  $200  per  capita 
per  annnm,  which  Che  Legislature  has  customarily  allowed  this  Institution,  I  du  not 
think  it  safe  to  reduce  that  allonsnce,  as  nnseen  causes  operate  that  create  a  fluota- 
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H(ioa  of  ezpenBSB  nhioh  n«  are  not  able  to  foreoee.  Bo  Usovith  the  probable  nam- 
ber  that  will  apply  tor  ■dmiaaion,  it  ia  difflonlt  aluraja  to  determitie  to  a  certainty. 
These  matters  have  to  be  a.rriTed  at  on  the  besia  of  avetagee  and  probabilities. 

The  Kohool  inoteaseH  eaob  jaar  in  nnmber,  bnt  it  is  not  eiaotly  in  the  sBme  pro 
portion  each  year.  The  Bvetage  annual  increaae  for  Bve  yeain  past  baa  bean  thir 
teen,  and  »□  that  basis,  vhioh  is  full  low,  there  mast  be  eipeoted,  for  the  year  cmding 
Jnna  30,  1892,  an  average  attendaDCe  the  full  Bchoot  year  of  two  hundred  and  forty- 
one  papila  ('^41],  and  for  the  year  ending  Jane  80,  1893,  an  average  of  two  hundred 
and  flfty-foar  (234)  pupils. 

Beckoning  the  per  capita  at  $200,  we  will  need,  and  I  wonld  reepeotfulty  reoom- 
mend  it  as  my  judgment,  the  fallowing  appropriatioas  for  current  expense:

I  would  further  recommend  that  the  foUowlng  appropriations  for  needed  im- 
provements, in  order  that  oar  aohool  may  not  be  retarded  In  its  legitimate  work,  be 
submitted  to  the  L^islatnra  for  their  approval:

The  appropriation  made  by  the  last  Legislature  of  one  thonsand  dollars  for  pav- 
ing one-half  of  the  portion  of  Park  street  abutting  the  State's  gioands,  conditioned 
that  the  city  of  Olathe  do  the  balance  of  the  work,  was  not  used,  and  therefore  re- 
verts to  the  treasury  of  the  State, 

LEOI8LA.TION. 

I  wonld  again  arge  that  authority  be  received  from  the  Legislature  to  sell  or  other- 
wiaedispoae  of  a  tract  ot  ground  jnst  opposite  and  detached  from  our  mail)  Rroands, 
which,  tboagh  valuable  aa  city  lota,  in  now  ased  as  our  barn-yard,  much  to  the  an- 
noyance of  neighboring  oitizena.  With  this  anthority,  there  should  be  granted  the 
further  anthority  to  pnrchase  with  the  proceeds  of  sale,  property  ot  less  value  in- 
trinBioally,  but  which  would  be  of  greater  service  to  the  Institution. 

CONCLUSION. 

In  concluding  this  record  ot  events  connected  with  the  Inetitntion  nndar  your 
□are,  and  snggeating  and  recommending  towards  its  future  asefnlnees  and  reqniro- 
menta,  I  desire  again  to  acknowledge  the  support  rendered  me  by  offlcers  and 
teachers,  and  also  to  thank  the  gentlemen  ot  the  Board  tor  their  kindly  sapport  of 
my  administration  of  affairs,  without  which  the  position  to  whieh  you  have  called 
me,  laboiiona  at  (he  best,  would  be  rendered  a  most  harassing  and  perplexing  task.

CHARACTEK. 

The  iQgtitotion  U  diatinetiTsI;  an  edaoational  one,  and  it  is  eipeoted  of  both 
offloera  aod  pnpile  that  their  greatest  energy  while  connected  with  it  will  be  directed 
Co  an  end  oonsiatent  with  the  oharacter  of  the  establishment. 
COURSE   OF   STUDY. 

The  common  branches  are  tangbt  by  trained  epeoialists,  aocording  to  tried 
methode  that  have  been  anoaeasfnll;  used  in  similar  eeboote  of  this  oonntry,  England, 
and  France,  for  years.  The  sign-langaagti  —  the  natural  language  of  ell  deaf  mates 
—  is  nsed  as  a  means  of  insttaotion,  bat  not  aa  an  tnd.  It  baa  been  proved  beyond 
qneation  that  aa  an  awakener  of  the  intellect  and  dormant  facaltiee,  as  the  neareet 
approach  to  the  free  and  nnlimited  eipresslon  of  ideas,  possible  otherwise  only  by 
ability  to  hear;  as  a  meaaa  for  increasing  one's  general  information,  and  admitting 
of  sociality  and  debate,  mind  against  mind,  there  has  not  yet  been  prodaced  an 
acceptable  snbstitnte.  In  addition  to  the  regnlar  oonrse  of  instraotion,  the  Inatitn- 
tioD  oudertakes  to  teach,  as  an  aooompliBbmenl,artfcDlate  speech  and  "  lip-reading," 
to  Bach  of  the  papile  ae  seem  by  perseverance  and  qaiokness  of  vision,  or  by  pre- 
Tioos  activity  of  vocal  organe,  to  be  peonliarly  fitted  to  master  this  bcanob.  One 
teaeber  devotes  her  whole  time  to  this  specialty.  The  aim  will  be  in  this  direction, 
aa  in  all  others,  to  adopt  and  carry  forward  all  practical  methods  that  will  advance 
the  ednoation  of  the  deaf,  and  make  them  intelligent,  independent,  npright,  moral, 
law-abiding  oitizens,  rather  than  a  fntnre  bardensome  charity. 

INDUSTRIAL. 

Connected  with  and  a  part  of  the  general  edncational  work  of  the  Inatitntion  ie 
an  indoetrial  department,  where,  at  some  period  dnilng  the  oonrae,  technical  instruc- 
tion is  given.  The  tradae  thns  far  introduced  are  printing,  cabinet- making,  carpen- 
try, aod  shoemaking.  Practical  work  Ib  repaired,  and  as  a  reeolt,  there  is  in  the 
printing  office  a  weekly  paper  printed  by  the  pnpiis,  called  the  Kanaai  Star,  giving 
news  of  the  Institntion  snch  as  interests  parents  and  friends  of  papils;  in  the  cabi- 
net shop,  very  creditable  fncnitare;  and  in  the  shoe  shop,  boots  and  shoes,  and  what 
repairing  there  ia  needed  by  the  papils.  The  girls  are  tangbt  to  perform  snch 
honsehold  work  aa  wise  motbera  would  impart  to  them  at  home,  ai  washing  diabea, 
setting  tables,  mending  clothes,  and  nsing  the  needle  and  aewing  machine.  The 
object  ie  solely  to  inonlcate  indastrioas  habits,  give  a  limited  amonnt  of  physical 
employment,  and  Impart  technical  knowledge  that  cannot  be  otherwise  than  helpfnl 
in  tatare  life. 

The  good  and  obedient  stndent  will  And  in  bia  aobool  tile  moob  that  is  pleasant 
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with  little  tbat  Is  ickaome,  and  th«  enforced  r^nlatit;  of  fnatitntion  life  beoom«B  a 
plesBDrable  eiiBtenoe.  But  the  bad  and  unrnly  will  find  that  to  change  their  habits 
win  be  a  neoeaeitj,  in  OTdec  to  oontinne  receiving  the  Bdvantagea  ao  generonsly  be- 
stowed by  the  State,  In  no  instance  will  the  wholesome  discipline  sod  pare  social 
atmosphere,  which  it  in  oar  constant  endeavor  to  maintain,  be  threaleoed,  witboDt 
suitable  action  being  taken  by  the  Snperintendent. 

SANITAHY. 

The  Tt^nlar  habits  and  the  enforced  yet  limited  daily  mental  and  pbysioal  effort 
reqnired  of  the  pupils,  have  a  woDdetfnl  effect  in  preserring  general  good  healUi  in 
the  school.  The  little  onea'  neseaBitiea  are  oarefnlly  looked  after;  a  weekly  bath  and 
a  proper  change  of  linen  of  every  pnpil  in  the  school  is  reqnired.  In  case  of  sick- 
nens,  the  physician  of  the  Institntion  gives  prompt  attention. 

RULES   FOR  THE   ADMISSION   OF   PUPILS. 

Applicants  should  not  be  ander  eight  nor  over  twenty-one  years  of  age.  Children 
possessing  weak  oonstitntions,  or  who  have  failed  to  attain  the  ordinary  growth  and 
vigor  of  mind  and  body,  sbonld  not  be  brought  to  the  Institntion  nnder  twelve  years 
Of  age. 

A.11  the  pnpila  will  be  reqnired  to  labor  a  portion  of  each  day  —  the  girls  in  per- 
forming the  lighter  kinds  of  honse-work  and  vations  kinds  of  needle-wotk,  as  plain 
sewing,  ornamental  work,  dressmaking  or  millinery,  etc,  and  the  boys  at  variooa 
trades,  the  necessary  work  abont  the  Institntion,  and  the  cnltlvatlon  of  the  farm  and 

FnpUs  from  Kansas  are  admitted  to  all  the  prlvil^es  of  the  Institntion  free  of 
charge,  being  provided  with  board,  washing,  fnel,  lights,  tuition,  books,  and  every- 
thing necessary,  except  clothing  and  traveling  expenses.  In  case  of  extreme  poverty, 
assistanoe  may  be  rendered  in  the  porcbase  ot  clothing  while  at  school,  npon  proper 
csttifloation  of  the  tact  npon  a  blank  form  farnished  by  the  Superintendent  npon 
applioation. 

Each  pnpil  shonld  come  provided  with  snffioient  olotbing  to  last  one  year,  or 
with  money  to  proonre  it.  He  shonld  also  have  a  trnnk  with  a  good  lock  and  key, 
and  large  enough  to  contain  all  bis  clothing  —  each  article  of  which  shonld  be  dis- 
tinctly marked  with  his  name- 
In  addition  to  the  above  ontfit,  a  small  anm  of  money  shonld  be  depoaited  with 
the  Superintendent,  say  $S,  to  meet  incidental  expenses — repairs  of  shoes,  postage, 
etc.~-any  part  of  which  remaining  on  hand  at  the  close  of  the  session  will  be  re- 
turned. 

Except  in  oases  of  severe  sickness,  all  pupils  are  expected  to  remain  at  the  In- 
stitution from  the  commencement  to  thedoseof  eachsession,  at  which  time  pareula 
ot  friends  should  tie  prepared  to  take  them  home  to  spend  the  vocation. 

Pupils  may  be  suspended  and  returned  to  their  homes  by  the  Superintendent, 
when  in  his  judgment  It  is  necessary  to  maintain  discipline,  or  promote  the  health 
of  the  Institution. 

The  Institntion  is  not  responsible  for  pnpila  en  route  to  or  from  their  homes,  or 
for  traancy.  In  all  sncb  cases,  however,  all  reaaonable  care  and  aaaiatance  will  be 
rendered. 

Letters  or  packages  intended  for  pupils  shonld  be  inscribed  with  the  name  ot  the 
pnpil,  and  this  additional,  "Care  Institution  D.  i,  D.,  Olathe,  Kansas";  otherwise  de- 
lay, and  sometimes  loss,  occurs. 

It  money  is  sent  directly  to  a  pupil,  no  ofBcer  can  be  held  responsible  for  it.  If 
it  is  sent  for  use  of  pupil,  send  directly  to  the  Superintendent,  stating  for  whom  and 
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for  vhat  pTirpoae,  &nd  joa  will  reoeiie  io  cetorn  a  receipt  for  aame,  vbioh  ahonld 
be  preeerved  for  future  referenoe.  If  spendmg-mone;  is  left  in  the  hands  of  the 
Superintendent  for  the  pnpil,  the  Baperiotendent  will  deeiie  to  know  about  what 
amounts  it  is  desired  the  pupil  ahall  spend.

SUPERINTENDENT'S  REPORT. 

Han.  Board  of  Trueltes  —  Obhti.bubh:  In  faiuiBhiug  yon  vitb  a  bieniilftl  report, 
ve  sball  not  be  able  to  give  any  acooant  of  the  Institutloa  for  tbe  year  beginning 
July  I,  1888,  and  endJDg  July  30,  1889,  oDly  so  far  aa  flgorei  from  the  booka  are 


I  took  charge  Jalj  1,  1889.  My  flrat  work  was  to  aoqnaint  myaelt  with  the  gen- 
eral bueinesB  of  tbe  Institation,  I  have  tried  to  obtain  tbe  good-wilt  and  oonSdence 
of  the  gtadentR,  by  kindne«s  and  fair  dealing,  until  with  bat  few  eioeptionu  the 
school  is  nndei  good  oontiul.  The  plan  that  the  school  be  divided  into  three  grades, 
with  the  Bgaiatance  of  a  tutor,  is  in  m;  jadgment  the  right  thing  to  do.  Our  ap- 
propriation for  the  year  is  {20,000.  The  neoesaary  repairs  have  been  made  from 
time  to  time;  besidee,  $800  worth  of  new  and  valnable  imptoTements  have  been 
added,  $100  of  old  debts  have  been  paid;  and  after  meeting  all  bills  for  care  and 
maintenance,  we  are  able  to  tarn  back  into  tbe  treasnry  $2,84 Z. 

As  for  the  Indastrinl  Department,  Mr.  John  L.  Walter  baa  had  charge  of  this  for 
the  most  of  the  sdhoal  year.  We  had  the  misfortune  to  lose  one  of  onr  abope  by 
flre.  It  was  pnrely  aoeidentaL  Mo  one  can  tell  how  It  happened.  One  ton  of 
broom- corn  was  horned,  and  qnite  a  large  nambar  of  brooms  destroyed.  All  but 
one  of  the  machines  were  aaved.  These  losses  oansed  as  to  fall  behind  in  this  de- 
partment. We  had  three  hundred  dozen  brooms  as  a  capital,  with  which  to  begin, 
and  hence  were  nnable  to  bay  material  for  brooms,  only  as  we  made  sales.  We  were 
compelled  to  pnrohase  material  in  small  lota,  and  at  high  fignres.  We  paid  the 
boys  very  liberal  prices  for  (heir  work,  porohased  two  Faaltlesa  presses,  at  a  cost  of 
$21  eaoh,  one  seeder,  $30,  and  one  clipper,  $10,  which  were  paid  for  from  the  pcO' 
oeeda  of  the  shop.  I  woald  reoommend  to  tbe  Trastees,  that  if  they  oonld  loan  the 
Indnstrial  Department,  or  make  some  provision  by  which  we  conid  parchase  onr 
material  at  wholesale  prices,  it  wonld  be  a  very  great  aaving.  Tbe  competition  with 
the  aeeing  ia  so  great,  that  the  State  onght  not  to  took  for  any  considerable  amount 
beyond  the  expenses  of  material  and  the  pay  we  give  the  boys  for  tbeir  work. 

I  now  call  yonr  attention  to  what  I  consider  to  be  one  of  the  great  needs  of  onr 
iQStitntioD  and  tbe  State.  The  beneficial  results  of  the  treatment  of  the  eyes,  as  an 
experiment,  bos  eetabliahed  the  fact  beyond  a  qneation,  that  there  sbonld  be  a  law 
providing  treatment  for  those  who  have  a  right  to  be  here;  not  as  a  hospital,  by  any 
means,  bnt  for  the  pnrpose  of  restoring  the  sight  or  benefiting  (bose  who  ate  in 
eohooL  All  persons  from  the  age  of  nine  to  twenty-one,  who  cannot  see  auffioiently 
to  be  ednoated  in  a  common  school,  have  a  right,  under  the  law,  to  be  here.  I  would 
suggest  that  tbe  Board  of  Trustees  select  a  good  oonlist,  and  have  him  visit  the  In- 
atitation  once  a  weak  dnring  the  school  term.  The  nnree,  nnder  his  instrnction,  can 
do  bU  the  work  (between  the  time  of  his  regalar  visits),  save  in  cases  where  opera- 
tions are  necessary.  I  wonld  have  no  operations  performed,  nnless  parents  or  guard- 
lane  desire.  This  can  be  done  at  a  very  little  oost  to  the  State,  and  wonld  be  of 
great  value  in  two  or  three  directions,  as  (he  following  facts  demonstrate:  After  ad- 
vising with  the  Qovernor  of  the  State  and  tbe  Preaident  of  the  Board,  I  secured  the 
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aeryioes  of  Dr.  Wm.  H.  Kimberlin,  o(  KsniBs  Oity,  Mo.  The  medioiues  need  were 
prOTided  tor  oDt  of  tbe  appropriation,  amounting  to  about  fSO.  Frank  Owena,  of 
Soldier,  bu  been  oured,  tDiniahed  with  glasaee,  and  gone  bome  to  lemain.  Frank 
Reed,  of  Johneon  oonnty,  has  been  reatored  from  partial  bliodneaa.  I  wae  directed 
by  tbe  Commiasionera  of  Wilaon  oonnt;  to  have  the  oataraota  removed  from  Will 
Iiee'B  eyes.  Thia  I  had  done,  and  the  operstiona  were  remarkably  EuoceaefaL  The 
bllle  ware  met  by  the  ooanty.  Several  other  operationa  have  been  performed,  nhioh 
have  been  highly  aatigfaotory  in  every  oaee.  Guy  Batee,  of  Coffey  oonnty,  haa  been 
restored  from  total  blindneaa  to  partial  Bighti  with  the  treatment  repeated  for  an- 
other year,  he  will  be  entirely  cared.  There  are  othera  of  whom  I  oonld  apeak,  who 
have  been  benefited  during  the  past  year.  Bat  with  the  knowledge  before  them  of 
the  caaeB  to  which  I  have  allnded,  I  am  SBtiafled  the  people  of  Kansas  wonld  snatain 
the  Legialatnre  in  making  a  law  appropriating  a  safGoient  amonnt  to  meet  necea- 
aarj  eipsDaea,  and  to  employ  the  best  skill  to  be  obtained. 

I  have  introdaced  the  typewriter  in  a  email  way.  It  ia  a  great  pleaaare  for  the 
blind  people  to  be  able  to  write  their  thocght  in  saoh  a  manner  that  the  oataide 
world  can  easily  read  their  writing.  In  the  inatitntiona  in  New  York  and  Philadel- 
phia they  have  qnite  a  large  aamber  of  typewritera  provided  by  the  State,  and  the 
teaohera  are  reqalred  to  teach  typewriting  aa  a  part  of  their  work.  I  most  eameetly 
recommend  a  similar  courae  in  thia  Inatitntion. 

I  call  yoar  attention  to  the  importance  of  establiahtng  a  kindergarten  in  the  In- 
atitction.  The  general  opinion  of  the  snperia  ten  dents  and  edocators  of  the  blind, 
aa  eipreaaed  in  their  convention  whioh  was  recently  held  at  Jacksonville,  IlL,  is, 
that  anoh  an  arrangement  is  greatly  beneficial  to  the  ohildren,  and  prepares  them  to 
begin  their  aohool  work  earl;.     I  wonld  recommend  that  they  oome  at   the  age  of 

Daring  the  vacation  we  have  painted,  calcimined  and  papered  a  large  number 
of  rooma,  parohaaed  twenty  new  beds,  had  eighteen  renovated,  and  have  thoroaghly 
cleaned  the  bailding,  from  cellar  to  garret.

REGOLATIONS  AKD  SUGGESTIONS. 

1.  All  blind  peraona  residing  in  the  State  of  Kanaaa,  between  the  agea  of  ten  and 
twenty-one  yeara,  who  are  not  incapacitated  by  physical,  mental  or  moral  inQrmity 
tor  aaetal  Inatrnction,  ahall  be  considered  eligible  as  pnpila  of  the  Inatitntion;  but 
ao  one  whose  age  doea  not  come  within  the  Umita  above  preecribed  aball  be  received 
or  retaioed  in  the  Inalitatiou,  except  in  peculiar  cases,  and  then  only  by  action  of 
the  Board  of  Troatees. 

2.  The  Superintendent  shall  have  aathority  to  admit  applioanta  who  oome  within 
the  preaoribed  roles,  bat  ahall  refer  all  other  oases  to  the  Board. 

8.  Pupils  may  be  saspended  and  returned  to  their  homes  by  tbe  Baperintendent, 
when,  in  his  Jndgmsnt,  it  is  neoessary  to  maintain  discipline  or  promote  the  health 
of  the  aohool;  bnt  his  action  in  all  casea  of  sospension  mnat  be  reported  to  the 
Board,  for  final  adjastment,  at  their  next  meeting. 

4.  All  regular  pupils  shall  be  required  to  be  in  attendance  at  the  Institatioa  at 
the  commencement  of  each  aeaaion,  and  to  remain  ontU  the  close  of  the  same,  anlees 
prevpated  by  sickness  or  some  other  exigency,  which,  in  the  jadgmentof  tbe  Super- 
intendent, shall  be  deemed  a  suSBoient  cause  for  a  leave  of  absence. 


ApplicAtloD  for  admission  should  be  addressed  to  the  Superintendent  of  the  Kan- 
sas Institution  for  the  Blind,  Kansas  Oity,  Kas.     Parents  and  guardians  most  pro- 
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vide  their  ohildroD  with  good  and  anitable  clothing  to  lant  tbem  foi  nine  months, 
wbioh  shoDld  be  marked  in  a  plain  and  legible  hand,  in  ocder  to  prevent  loss.  The; 
ahonld  also  provide  them  with  tnfflcient  money  (o  defray  treveling  eipenaes  to  and 
from  the  InBtitution.

When  writipg  to 
pnpile,  it  directed  in  oare  of  Kanaan  Institation  for  Ednoation  of  the  Blind,  It  will 
inaare  a  speedy  delivery.

k  well-known  writer  aaid,  aans  mnsic,  eona  love;  aana  love,  aana  everything.  I 
would  not  care  to  assert  sans  mnsio,  aans  love;  but  it  can  be  aaid  with  truth,  sans 
mnaio,  sans  a  moat  boundless  and  blissful  enjoyment,  such  as  no  other  art  olTare.  A 
book  ma;  be  read  in  silenoe,  a  picture  painted  without  a  sound  being  heard,  but 
mnaic  is  sound  beaotiCed. 

Music  furms  a  very  important  element  in  the  inatrnetjon  o(  the  blind.  Not  only 
is  it  Dsefnl  as  a  BOienea,  by  which  they  may  gain  a  livelihood,  but  it  developa  and 
ennoble*  the  mind  and  obaraoter.  The  same  piinciplee  have  been  kept  In  view 
In  this  department  as  in  former  years,  to  give  the  best  training  to  thoae  capable  of 
profiting  by  it,  at  the  same  tims  not  to  neglect  those  who  are  not  so  talented,  bnt 
who  can  make  their  mnaioal  attainments  a  source  of  oomfort  to  themselves  and 
satisfaction  to  their  friends.    Mnsio  ia  to  the  blind  what  sonahine  is  to  the  Qowers. 

Connected  with  the  department  for  the  past  year  have  been  forty-two  pupils, 
moat  of  whom  have  done  good  work,  each  popil  receiving  two  leasons  per  week  on 
one  or  two  inatrnmenta.  The  inetrnmenta  which  they  have  been  taoght  to  nse  are 
piano,  violin,  violincello,  cornet,  eto.  Alao  class  and  aolo-aingiug,  harmony,  and 
the  art  of  teaching  both  blind  and  aeeing  pupils.  All  pnpiU  attending  school  ate 
required  to  attend  oboir  practice. 

I  call  your  attention  to  the  mnch-ueeded  pipe  organ.     Thia  want  ahonld  be  snp- 
plied.  In  order  to  place  the  pupils  of  thia  Inatitntion  on  equal  grounds  with  the  mn- 
■leal  profeaaion  with  wbioh  they  most  oompete  when  they  enter  muaioal  circles.

To  tht  B<morcU>le  Board  of  Tmaleta  Kansas  Institution  fvr  the  Blind  :  I  have  the 
pleasure  of  reporting  favorably  as  to  the  sanitary  oonditlon  of  the  Institntion,  no 
protracted  illness  having  ooourred  which  would  aigueto  the  contrary- — nothing  but 
the  nanal  disorders  incident  to  ohangea  of  weather,  and  perhapa  errora  in  diet.  We 
bad  during  the  term  an  epidemic  of  measles,  which  attacked  the  nnproteoted —  per- 
haps one-fourth  of  the  pupils  —  all  terminating  favorably,  without  complications. 
A  few  oases  of  la  grippe  occurred,  the  moat  seriona  ease  being  that  of  the  Superin- 
tendent, Col.  Bnekner,  who  was  very  ill  a  long  time  in  oonaeqaence  thereof,  bat  ia 
happilj  reoovered.  Bespectfally  anhmitted.

SUPERINTENDENT'S  REPORT. 

To  Oia  Honorablt  Board  of  Tnutta  of  Stale  Charitable  InatituHont  —  Gbhixehbh: 
I  herewith  submit  the  fifth  biennial  lepoit  of  the  EsnasB  Aajlam  for  Idiotio  and 
Imbecile  Yonth,  for  the  term  ending  Jane  80,  1890. 

The  term  psBBed  Ter;  pleasantly,  althongh  during  the  first  fear  we  bad  DO  little 
aniio;aDC«  from  detective  heating  apparatus,  aud  an  ioBaffloient  HQppl;  of  water. 
In  Deaamber,  1839,  the  boiler  gave  out,  leqaiTing  the  pniohaBe  Of  etOTBa  for  heating 
the  building  aevaral  weekn,  until  the  boiler  oonid  be  repaired,  and  daring  the  winter 
we  were  oompelled  to  haul  water  from  the  oit;  water  works.  ■  To  add  to  the  auoo;- 
ance,  our  sewer  became  filled  se* eral  timea,  allowing  a  poieonons  gas  to  asoape  in 
the  building,  oansing  Donsiderable  aiokneas  among  the  children  and  employes.  Aside 
from  this,  the  health  of  the  inmates  was  very  good.  During  this  year  we  bad  three 
deaths,  one  from  consumption  and  two  from  marasmus. 

The  past  ;ear  the  comfort  of  the  inmates  has  been  greatly  inoreased  by  the  ad- 
dition of  two  new  boilers,  and  by  the  digging  of  a  large  well,  which  farnlehea  an 
abundance  of  aioellent  water.  The  health  of  the  children  was  better,  also,  than  in 
1S89.  In  January  we  bad  B  siege  of  la  grippe,  lasting  several  weeks,  and  attaoking 
47  per  oent.  of  the  inmBtea.  During  this  epidemic  we  were  forced  from  laok  of 
room  to  hare  the  afflicted  ones  occnpy  the  same  dormitories  with  the  other  chil- 
dren, whiah  no  doubt  inoreased  the  number  of  oasee.  I  realized  more  fully  than 
aver  before  our  great  need  of  a  hospital  ward.  The  last  year  one  death  occurred 
from  congestion  of  the  lungs. 

We  have  received  dnriog  the  term  27  pupils,  discharged  i,  remoTed  by  parents 
16,  by  death  i;  average  attendance  1024.  Of  the  nambar  received  I  have  olaaslfiecl 
as  best  I  ooald  from  the  information  at  hnnd  as  follows:  Causes,  oongenital  16, 
sickness  in  infancy  4,  inatrnmentBl  labor  2,  masturbation  1,  unknown  4.  Of  the 
congenital,  two  are  known  to  be  caused  by  drunkenness  of  parents,  five  from  imbe- 
cile or  insane  parentage.  The  schools  have  been  condnoted  in  a  very  profitable 
manner  by  three  excellent  ladies,  who  are  well  qualified  by  nnture  and  eiperienoe  for 
the  work.  The  branchea  (aught  are  reading,  writing,  apelling,  nnmbera,  and  geog- 
raphy.    A  special  feature  of  the  work  is  singing  and  oalisthenioa. 

The  kindergarten  department  was  added  at  the  beginning  of  this  term,  and  most 
Of  the  little  ones  take  giest  interest  in  the  work.  A  number  of  pupils  who  a  year 
ago  knew  nothing  are  now  reading  readily  in  the  word  method  and  first  reader. 

In  this  connection  I  wonld  say  our  school-roomB  are  over-crowded;  we  need  more 
rooms  and  more  teachers,  so  that  each  papll  may  receive  more  individual  work.  Be- 
aides  their  regular  studleB,  papils  are  instructed  in  different  kinds  of  industrial  and 
domestic  work,  aaoh  as  plain  aawing,  fancy  work,  sweeping,  bed-making,  dish-wash- 
ing, laandry  work,  etc.  In  such  work  as  this  some  show  more  aptitude  than  in  school 
vork,  and  we  see  more  and  more  the  necessity  for  shops  for  the  boys,  where  they 
may  be  taught  some  useful  trade,  that  (bey  may  be  enabled  (o  provide  for  them- 
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Since  giving  a  itatement  of  the  methods  ot  laatmotiDg  the  inmateB,  I  wonld  like 
to  CBll  jouc  attention  to  what  I  believe  are  the  immediate  needs  of  the  Institnliun, 

To  improve  the  senitar;  condition  of  the  building  I  think  it  Bdvliiable  tu  erect  a 
tower  north  of  the  building  opposite  the  oloseti',  connected  by  elevated  passagas 
from  eaoh  floor  and  remove  the  closets  to  tlTe  tover.  By  this  means  we  ooald  get 
rid  of  the  greater  portion  ot  the  poisonona  gas  which  is  the  canee  of  much  of  one 
aiclinesB.  Farther,  for  the  sake  of  health,  the  eewer  ahonld  be  enlarged  and  carried 
farther  from  the  building. 

In  order  to  accommodate  those  who  are  constantlj  appealing  to  q»  for  admission, 
the  east  wing  of  the  bnilding  ehonld  be  added  the  coming  year.  As  the  bcilding 
now  stands  it  is  incomplete;  and  the  new  wing  wonld  add  greatly  (o  the  appearance 
of  the  bnilding,  and  enable  aa  to  admit  a  large  number  of  ohildien. 

There  are  on  Hie  siity-two  applications  for  children  incapable  of  any  improve- 
ment, who  Bhonld  nevertheless  be  eared  for,  and  we  have  now  in  the  bnilding  a  large 
namber  oF  the  same  class.  I  believe  it  wonld  be  best  for  the  improvement  of  Ihs 
brighter  dase  of  inmates  to  have  a  separate  ward  for  the  low  caaes,  to  be  osed  as  a 
eostodial  department. ,  To  this  department  I  would  also  assign  all  epiieptioe.  There 
is  no  donbt  that  the  association  of  the  hopelesaly  idiotic  with  those  capable  of 
mental  improiement  is  detrimental  to  the  better  class. 

I  wonld  snggest  the  parchaee  of  a  tract  of  land  to  be  csed  for  farming  porposes. 
This  wonld  employ  a  nnmber  of  the  large  boys  in  nsefnl  labor,  and  be  the  meant  of 
making  the  institntion  in  a  degree  self  snpporting.  Theee  boys  are  capable  of  do- 
ing hard  work  in  the  field,  and  really  require  some  occupation  other  than  i»  now 
possible  to  provide  them. 

The  amount  appropriated  by  the  last  Legislatare  (or  water-aupply,  boilers,  and 
laundry  building  was  $7,600,  of  which  |T,340.66  was  expended. 

Other  improvements  have  been  made,  snoh  as  greenhouse,  ice-honse,  cbieken- 
hoQse  and  yard,  end  slone  walks.  Also  several  hundred  evergreen,  forest,  and  frnit 
trees  have  been  planted,  and  a  vast  amount  of  stone  haa  been  cleared  from  the 
grounds,  which  has  improved  their  appearance  very  materially.  There  is  still  math 
to  be  done,  and  with  the  couperatiun  and  aid  of  the  members  of  the  Board,  whioh 
haa  been  cheerfnlly  rendered  in  the  past  and  I  doubt  not  will  be  continned  in  the 
future,  we  hope  to  see  this  inatitntion  take  rank  second  to  none  of  the  same  class  in 
other  States.  Bespectfnlly  submitted.

SUPERINTENDENT'S   REPORT. 


To  the  Honorable  Board  of  TruiUfa  of  the  Charitabte  Inslittiliona  of  the  Stale  of 
Kanttu  —  OBNTLKHaN:  I  have  the  honor  toaabmit  the  seoond  biennial  report  of  the 
Soldiers'  Orphans'  Home,  ooTeriog  the  biennial  period  ending  Jane  30,  1890,  and 
closing  the  third  fisoal  year  of  the  operations  of  the  Intititutlou  since  its  opening, 
Jnlj  1,  1887. 

HaTing  been  selected  b;  ;onr  honorable  Board  to  (111  the  position  of  Baperin- 
tendent  of  the  Institution  made  vacant  b;  the  resignation  of  my  predeoessor.  Col. 
John  Pierson,  I  asaamed  the  duties  of  the  position  Angnst  I,  1H88,  and  Mrs.  C  E. 
Faulkner  sssanied  the  position  o(  Matron  of  the  Home  October  I,  1888. 

The  Btatiaticsl  tables,  mhioh  form  a  part  of  this  report,  exhibit  the  movemoDt  of 
popnlation,  the  oonnties  represented  in  the  Home,  the  military  organiEatiuBs  in 
which  the  fathers  of  soldiers'  children  served,  the  present  age  and  standing  of  the 
schools,  and  olassifled  statements  of  the  eipenditQiee,  showing  the  ooat  of  snper- 
Tisiou,  attendance,  and  instmction,  and  the  cost  of  the  principal  articles  of  sappliea. 
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'  ORGANIZATION. 


Under  the  provieione  of  lair  governmg  its  mBDsgement,  the  iaBtitntlon  oom- 
binea  the  featntea  of  a  home  aad  a  sohool;  sod  it  te  expected  that  the  prooeeees  for 
training  and  ednoating  the  children  who  are  received  into  the  Home  will  be  aaS- 
cient  to  fit  them  foi  a  letorn  to  the  care  of  relativeB,  or  trieods,  nnder  approved 
oonditiooB,  or  to  enter  homes  seoored  for  them  by  the  Btste. 

The  work  under  this  plan  Ineladee  In  its  requirements  an  exemplification  of  the 
prominent  teatarea  ot  home  life,  a  ejatem  of  oommon-sohool  edacatioa,  appropri- 
ate IndoBtriftl  training,  and  sooh  attention  to  phjaioal  onltnie  as  the  welfare  of  the 
children  may  require. 

B;  considering  this  work  in  the  order  of  Its  importanoe,  and  oomparing  its  re- 
quirements with  the  conveniences  afforded  for  meeting  them,  an  intelligent  idea  of 
the  needs  ot  the  institntion  may  be  obtained. 

THE  HOME. 
It  ia  an  aooepted  propoeition  that  all  institationa  designed  for  the  care  and  train- 
ing of  children  shoald  give  prominence  in  thelt  management  to  the  distinctive  feat- 
nres  of  home  life,  so  far  aa  practicable.    The  best  methods  for  aooomplishing  this 
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result  is  the  diviBiOD  oi  the  ohildTen  into  appropiiate  gradeB  or  family  groaps,  of 
not  more  than  thirty  in  each  famii;,  vhere  tbe  individnality  of  eaob  cbild  may  be 
preaerTed,  BDd  itn  enpsoial  needB  properly  nnderBtood.  Bach  a  diviHion  is  imprao- 
tioable  at  this  inatitntioii  in  its  present  condition.  Our  children  are  massed  in  con- 
gregate dormitorifia,  Bobject  to  the  objectionable  infiaences  which  anch  a  oonditioti 

They  are  destitnte  of  the  oonvenieneee  of  reeding -rooms,  playrooms,  or  of  a 
qniet  retreat  when  anffetiog  from  siokness.  The  erection  of  cottage  bnildings  to 
contain  tbe  dormitories,  Bchool-rooms,  sitting-rooms,  play-rooms,  and  bHth-FOoms, 
for  each  family  group  or  grade,  wonid  enable  a  very  desirable  obaage  to  be  made  in 
tbe  manner  of  dealing  with  these  children,  and  aecnre  to  those  under  treatment,  and 
others  seeking  admission,  the  best  results  of  a  wise  and  hnmane  management. 

THE  acnooia. 

The  present  organization  oonsistB  of  a  Icindergarten,  an  intermediate  depart- 
ment comprising  three  grades,  and  an  advanced  grade. 

The  kindergarten  is  accommodated  In  a  smalt  room  in  the  npper  story  of  the 
bnilding,  which  also  serves  as  a  bed-room  for  the  teacher  in  charge.  Dnring  very 
pleasant  weather,  a  temporary  bnilding  with  a  canvas  roof,  which  also  serves  for  a 
play-room,  is  ased  for  tlie  kindergarten. 

The  other  grades,  containing  nearly  one  hnndced  pnpils,  are  taught  in  a  general 
school-room,  fnrniahed  with  seventy  single  seats,  and  a  small  room  originally  de- 
signed (or  a  bed-room,  famished  with  home-made  benches  and  tables. 

This  work  is  carried  on  by  two  teachers,  without  even  the  convenjenoe  of  a  sepa- 
rate recitation -room. 

Impertsct  grades,  disturbed  recitations,  uncomfortable  crowding,  and  over- 
worked teachers,  are  the  necessary  and  nnavoidable  incidents  of  this  nnpleasant 
condition. 

The  record  of  school  deportment  is  sioellcnt,  and  the  progress  being  made  by 
the  pupils  is  creditable,  under  tbe  circumstances.  The  following  tables  eihibit  the 
age  and  present  standing  of  the  schools: 
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rNDXTSTRIAL  TRAINING. 

The  girls  are  trained,  bb  far  as  praoticable,  in  the  ase  of  the  needle,  and  in  the 
peiformaDoe  of  vatioas  honaaholct  dntiea.  The  boje  have  the  oace  of  their  ovn 
dormitories,  and  aid  in  the  oare  of  halls  and  echool-ioome.  They  are  detailed  at 
appropdate  interTslB  for  work  on  the  gronnds,  and  in  the  gardenB.  Considerable 
interest  in  garden  onltare  has  been  maintained  this  season  bf  an  allotment  of  plate 
of  land  to  different  groaps  of  bo;B  to  caltivate  on  a  oompetftiie  plan. 

The  establiehment  of  an  indaatrial  kitchen,  whece  the  older  olasB  of  girls  can  be 
tanght  the  scienoe  of  cooking,  is  eaiaeHtIf  reoommended  aa  a  viae  meaBnre,  which 
will  place  in  the  control  of  many,  a  certain  means  of  self-aapport. 

A  liberal  onltare  of  small  frnits,  for  whioh  the  farm  ia  well  adapted,  will  afford  a 
speoleB  of  industry  for  the  ebildcen,  which  will  be  of  mntaal  benefit;  and  a  fair  be- 
ginning in  this  direction  is  being  made  the  preaent  season. 

DISCIPLINE. 
In  an  institution  which  oombiQee  the  featores  of  a  bome  end  a  school,  the  ad- 
ministration of  discipline  cannot  be  snccesBfnlly  prescribed  by  arbitrary  rnles.  The 
aim  baa  been  to  adopt  a  system  which  seonres  tbe  reoognition  of  the  rights  and 
neede  of  each  child,  and  a  patient  hearing  of  any  oomplaint,  and  to  require  in  re- 
turn implioit  obedience  to  rale.  Appropriate  records  of  general  deportment,  school 
deportment,  and  tbe  manner  in  which  indnslrial  daty  is  performed,  are  kept,  so 
that  the  condact  of  each  child  may  be  noted.  Corporal  punishment  is  rarely  neces- 
sary In  the  enforcement  of  discipline,  bnt  ie  not  discarded  when  oonditions  indicate 
and  justify  its  nse.  The  children  eeem  oontented  and  happy,  and  their  uniform 
good  conduct  has  been  a  sonroe  of  great  Batisfaotion. 

RECREATION   AND    AUU8EMENT. 

The  exaeting  requirements  of  a  rontine  which  oomprlses  twelve  months  of 
school-work  In  each  year,  demand  a  recompense  in  a  liberal  introdaotion  of 
breathing-spells.  All  holidays  are  appropriately  observed  at  the  Home.  Thanks- 
giving and  New- Tears  are  days  of  good-cheer,  and  through  the  kindness  of  friends 
the  last  two  Christmas  occasions  have  been  perfeot  carnivals  of  happiness  for  the 
children.  The  Fonctb  of  July  is  given  over  to  patriotic  racket  and  juvenile  inde- 
pendence. Memorial  Day  Is  observed  by  a  participation  with  local  posts  of  the 
O.A.R.  in  memorial  exercises;  and  oar  Kansas  Arbor  Day  witnesses  the  planting  of 
tteea  named  in  honor  of  deceased  citizens  of  oar  country  whose  public  services 
merit  such  a  recognition.  An  occasional  picnic  in  tbe  woods  during  the  warm 
weather  affords  a  wholesome  rest. 

Reading-olnbs  have  been  organized  for  tbe  older  children,  the  supplies  for  which 
have  so  far  been  contributed  by  friends. 

A  magio  lantern  constitutes  a  good  aid  to  the  winter- evening  amusements,  but 
the  purchase  of  slides  to  insure  variety  has  been  impracticable  under  the  limits  of 
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oar  appropriation  tor  eapport.    LwHona  in  pbjslotogj  and  natarsi  history  can  b« 
made  Tery  inlarMting  with  the  aid  of  appropriate  alides  for  oar  lantern. 

HEMORIAL  LIBRARY. 
The  lack  of  faodB  to  parobaxe  books  for  the  enteitalDiiiFDt  and  iastraction  of 
the  ahildren  led  to  a  Bnggeetioa  to  attempt  the  establisbment  of  a  memorial  library, 
throug-h  donations  of  booke  and  monsyii  from  fciendH  intareeted  in  the  welfare  of 
the  Home,  which  met  with  the  approval  of  yoar  honorable  Board.  We  are  indebted 
to  the  ladies  of  Liooolo  Cirole  No.  1,  Topeka,  Kansas,  Hon.  L.  K.  Kirk  and  other 
friends  of  GarneCt,  Kansas,  and  to  many  friends  in  Atohisun,  for  oontribntione  of 
books,  magazines,  and  papers;  and  also  to  Hon.  £.  D.  Horrill  tor  thirty-three  vol- 
nmes  of  the  Becords  of  the  Rebellion.  We  gratefully  aoknowledge  the  receipt  of 
moneys  from  the  following  individnals  and  organizations:

HEALTH. 
The  hetdtb  oonditions  of  the  Home  daring  the  past  two  years  hate  been  aioel- 
tent,  and  are  nnqaeationably  more  satisfactory  than  ooald  be  foand  among  a  simi- 
lar number  o(  ahildren  distributed  in  their  respective  homes.     The  reason  for  this 
agreeable  oonditlon  is  found  in  the  following  tacts: 

FiTft:  A  heaUbfnl  location,  comprising  pnie  air  and  wholesome  water. 
Second.'  Qaaided  eieroise,  regular  boars,  and  a  prescribed  diet- 
No  death  has  oocnrred,  and  no  serionB  case  of  iUness  daring  the  period  men- 
tioned. 

Hilk,  vegetables,  and  farinaoeoos  foods,  oonstitate  the  principal  artioles  of  diet- 
Heat  is  given  tor  dinner  five  times  eaoh  week,  and  soap  twice.  Bntter  is  used  spar- 
ingly —  sugar,  syrup,  and  froit  sauoe  largely  taking  its  place  in  the  diet  list. 

Tbe  chief  danger  of  the  present  sitnation  is  exhibited  in  the  utter  lack  at  any 
convenienoeB  for  the  separation  of  the  sick  in  the  event  of  an  attack  of  aerioas  dis- 
ease. This  would  be  greatly  obviated  by  the  conatrootion  of  tbe  oottagee,  as  sng- 
gested  elsewhere,  and  the  division  ot  the  children  into  family  groups.  Massiog 
children  in  large  dormitories  is  not  oonducive  to  good  morals,  good  health,  or  tlis 
best  discipline. 

The  report  of  the  physician  in  charge  of  the  Home  is  submitted  herewith. 

FINANCIAL. 
Tbe  accompanying  tables,  Nos.  6,  7,  8,  9,  and  10,  exhibit  tbe  financial  transac- 
tions of  the  institution  in  detail.  Eiolading  the  etpenditarei  made  tor  Improre- 
mente  noted  in  table  No.  9,  not  properly  inoladed  in  the  aoaoaot  for  oarrent 
expenses  and  repairs,  the  total  cost  ot  support  tor  the  two  years  was  $88,483.61. 
The  annual  average  number  of  children  maintained  was  111,  and  the  average  annual 
per  capita  cost  for  carrent  eapport  and  repairs  was  $160.82.  Inolnding  Improve- 
meots,  the  average  annnal  per  eapita  cost  was  $169.08  for  each  child  mainlaioed. 
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The  Hggregate  ooet  of  tha  tood  iapplieB  parobased  and  oonanoied  daring  the  tno 
yeara  whb  $8,722.28.  Tha  dailj  average  oDmbet  of  peraont  fed  traa  ISl.  The  dailj 
cost  of  food  for  each  peiBon  fed  vas  9,^^  centa,  and  for  each  ohild  fed,  11  oents. 

The  last  Legieleture,  departing  from  a  nnlform  praotloe  of  many  jeara,  made  an 
itemized  appiopriatiou  for  this  inetitatloD,  apeaifylug  the  compenaatlon  for  each 
olasa  of  serTioe,  and  onttlng  the  amonat  allowed  for  other  parpoaea  into  apeoial 
itema.  This  method  of  making  appioprlationa  la  dddhdsI,  and  is  a  soaroe  of  an- 
nofanoe  and  ooDBtaot  embarraasment  in  admlniateTing  the  finances  of  a  pablio  in- 
atitatlon.  Very  frequently  it  is  desirable  to  change  the  aervioe,  and  to  alter  the 
rates  of  oompensation  paid,  so  that  they  will  agree  with  the  ohaiaeter  and  valae  of 
the  aecvioe  rendered;  bnl  this  is  impossible  ander  saoh  a  bill.  Again,  the  oooasion 
(or  an  expODditare  will  arise  when  the  fnnd  for  that  apeoifio  purpose  Is  eihansted. 
There  may  be  a  sorplna  in  another  special  fund,  bat  it  is  not  available.  It  is  easy 
to  determine  a  fair  nllowanoe  for  eaoh  inmate  maintained  in  aa  institution,  and  the 
appropriation  ahonld  not  be  itemized  in  detail. 

The  number  of  children  in  the  Home  at  this  date  is  12G.  Appliaatlons  for  ad- 
mission are  oonetantly  aoonmnlating,  so  that  the  inatitntion  will  be  taxed  to  its 
maxlmam  oapaalty  nntil  more  room  Is  provided;  therefore  prOTisiuD  shoald  be 
made  for  126  children  for  eaoh  of  the  flsoal  years  ending  June  80, 1B92,  and  Jnne  SO, 
1898. 

The  gronnda  inelnded  in  the  site  oomprlse  160  acres,  nearly  one-half  of  which  ia 
timbered.  Improvements  ahoold  not  be  delayed.  The  work  of  catting  ont  trees 
and  anderbrosh,  laying  oat  and  grading  walks  and  toads,  will  oconpy  many  years' 
time,  and  provision  should  be  made  for  a  beginning  now.  The  older  boys  can  aid 
In  this  work,  thns  affording  them  osefol  employment.  I  recommend  an  allowance 
of  (165  per  capita  for  126  children  for  each  of  the  flsoal  years  to  be  provided  for, 
and  the  farther  sam  of  |1,000  per  annnm  for  fencing,  grading,  and  improvement 
of  gronnds. 
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NEEDS. 

CoTTioB  BniLDiMOB. —  FtoTisioD  shODld  be  made  for  the  errotion  of  three  oottsge 
buildings  to  aooommodate  thirtf  ahildreD  saoh,  the  Teasona  for  which  ate  glated  elae- 
vhere  in  this  report.  This  addition  to  the  oapaoity  will  relieve  the  present  demand 
for  room,  and  greatly  improve  the  oonditione  for  enooeaafnl  management. 

Fbbbbnx  Bdildino. — The  present  bnilding  vaa  erected  upon  a  plan  which  con- 
templated fntnre  additions,  the  Idea  being  to  eeeore  the  greatest  amoont  of  room 
for  the  fnnda  STailable.  Oonvenlenae  was  aet  aside  for  neeessitf ,  and  the  aooommo- 
dntions  for  adminiatration  are  iinBatia  factory.  The  Bn  per  in  tendon  t's  family  have 
their  sleeping  apartments  on  the  third  floor,  and  their  dining-room  on  the  Brst  floor. 
while  the  office  is  on  the  seoond  floor.  Teaoheia  and  others  are  nnpleasantl;  sit- 
nated  on  aoooant  of  the  proiiioity  of  their  rooms  to  the  general  sohoot-room.  The 
additional  parte  of  the  building  originally  oontemplated  sbonid  be  erected. 

KlTOBKH  Bdilciho. — ^A  bnildiug  shoald  be  erected  to  aooommodate  the  general 
kitchen,  an  indaatrial  kitchen  for  the  girls,  the  children's  dining -rooms,  and  rooms 
for  the  kitchen  employ^.     The  npper  story  to  afford  a  general  assembly -room. 

BoiLiB  HouBi  iHD  LxDMDBT. — The  Srst  heating  apparatnawas  composed  of  two 
seotional  cast-iron  boilers  located  in  the  basement,  which  dlstribnted  steam  to  di- 
rect radiators  in  different  parts  of  the  bailding.  They  were  DOsatis factor;  from 
the  first,  and  finally  gave  ont  in  cold  weather.  Large  sloves  were  then  located  on 
the  first  floor,  and  pipes  were  rnn  ap  throngh  the  hall  floors  with  a  targe  drnm 
on  each  story.  This  was  the  condition  when  I  assnmed  charge  of  the  institntion. 
The  stOTes  were  dangerous  and  inanfficient,  and  we  were  finally  able  to  pnrahaae  two 
seoond-hand  tnbnlar  boilers,  which  were  set  np  in  a  temporary  bnltding  aome  dis- 
tance away  from  the  main  bailding.  The  boilers,  bnilding,  pipe  and  fittings,  cost, 
complete,  ready  for  operation,  abont  twelve  hnndred  dollars,  and  constitnte  onr 
present  reliance.  A  boiler  honse  with  snitable  equipment  for  steam  heating  and 
laundry  reqnirements  is  greatly  needed. 

Watbb-Sofplx. — Water  eiists  in  abnndanoe  Dpon  the  plao«,  but  oonveniences  for 
pnmping  and  storage  are  insnfficient.  A  water  tower  with  a  large  tank  Cor  storage, 
and  a  good  steam  pnmp  shonld  be  provided. 
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TBANKB. 
Out  thanks  are  doa  to  tbe  kind  frieads  ot  the  National  Militat;  Home  st  Leav- 
enworth, and  the  ladies  of  IiineolD  Circle,  No.  1,  of  Topeka,  for  theic  rojal  aid  at 
ChrUtmaa-time,  and  also  to  those  geneFOiiH  aitiKena  o(  Atohieon  who  plaoed  one 
bnodred  dollara  in  the  hat  of  Hon.  T.  B.  Gerow,  Oity  Clerk,  and  therebf  protected 
tbe  oredit  of  Santa  Claoa  on  ChtistmaB  eve,  1889.

REPORT  OF  PHYSICIAN, 

To  fh»  BonombU  Board  of  Trustees  of  the  CharUahU  Inatitutiont  of  the  Slate  of 
KartMOM — QHHTi.KMaN:  I  have  the  honor  to  report  ooncerning  my  medical  anpet- 
Tiaion  of  the  Soldiers'  Orphana'  Rome,  as  follows: 

Tbe  health  of  the  children  dnring  the  pa«t  (wo  jeara  has  been  good,  with  tbe  ex- 
ception of  a  mild  epidemic  of  scarlatina  end  ta  grippe,  and  an  attack  of  measlea 
wbiob  prevailed  generally  among  the  children,  and  other  minor  diseases  incident  to 
cbildbood;  bnt  all  withoct  serioos  or  fatal  resaUs.  I  have  given  eoeb  medical  at- 
tendance as  was  deemed  neoessary,  neglecting  nothing  required  of  my  profession. 
With  the  cooperation  of  the  Sapeilntendent  and  Matron,  and  tbe  natnral  oonditions 
condaoive  to  healthfnlneas  sDrroDnding  the  Institntion,  it  has  been  easier  to  maiti- 
tain  good  health  among  the  inmates  than  it  coold  be  in  the  absence  of  these  condi- 
tions. One  of  the  imperative  needs  of  the  Home,  the  want  of  which  is  a  serions 
embarrassment,  entailing  great  and  wholly  unnecessary  labor,  care  and  anxiety 
npon  the  ofllceis  and  physicians,  is  snitahle  hospital  facilities.  Borne  special  pro- 
vision in  tbe  way  of  room  and  eqnipment  tor  the  proper  care  of  the  sick  shonld  be 
provided  without  delay  as  a  safeguard  against  an  emergency  liable  to  arise  at  any 
time.

STATUTORY  REGULATIONS.

Sbotioh  1.  Said  SoldietH'  Orphans'  Homa  shall  be  an  iDBtitation  to  afford  a  tom- 
porar;  hums  withoat  charge  for  the  olaeeM  of  ohildren  hereinatter  mentioned,  and 
,  to  provide  tbem  with  BQcli  advantagei  of  ednoation  and  training  as  ma;  be  nscea- 
■ar;  to  fit  them  to  enter  homes  eeonred  for  tbem,  or  for  retnrn  to  the  care  of  rela- 
livee  or  friends  worthy  to  have  charge  of  them,  and  who  ma;  have  reooversd  their 
ability  to  provide  for  their  welfaie.  All  ohildren  with  soand  minds  and  bodies,  who 
are  over  the  age  of  two  years  and  nnder  the  age  of  fourteen  years,  and  who  belong 
to  either  of  the  following- named  classes,  shall  be  eligible  for  admission  to  said  Home: 
First,  any  child  who  is  dependent  upoa  the  pablic  for  support;  second,  any  aban- 
doned, neglected  or  ill-treated  child,  whose  condition  is  an  object  of  pablic  concern, 
and  over  whom  the  State  may  have  power  to  eieroise  its  antbority  and  eitend  its 
protection:  Provided,  That  in  the  event  of  a  lack  of  room  in  said  inilitatjon,  the 
children  of  soldiers  and  sailors  who  served  in  the  Union  army  or  navy  daring  the 
late  rebellion,  shall  have  preference  in  the  order  of  admission. 

Sbo.  2.  Application  for  the  admission  of  children  int^o  the  Soldiers'  Orphans' 
Home  shall  be  made  to  the  probate  court  of  the  county  of  which  any  child  is  a 
resident;  said  applioation  shall  be  in  writing,  and  may  be  signed  by  a  parent  or 
guardian,  or  by  any  offlcer  who  by  virtue  of  his  ofBce  is  a  supervisor  of  the  poor. 
Upon  receipt  of  any  snoh  application  by  the  judge  of  any  probate  court  in  this 
State  it  shall  be  (he  dnty  of  said  judge  to  set  a  time  for  the  hearing  of  the  same, 
and  to  issue  a  citation  to  the  parent  or  parents,  or  (he  guardian,  or  other  person  ot 
persons  known  b;  said  court  to  be  interested  in  said  inqniry,  to  attend  the  bearing 
of  such  application.  Said  court  shall  inquire  into  the  facts  conoerning  the  oondi- 
tion  of  any  child  in  whose  behalf  an  application  tor  admission  to  said  Home  is 
made,  and  shall  make  a  record  of  his  findings  in  each  case.  The  county  attorney 
of  said  county  shall  appear  at  the  hearing  of  any  application  made  as  aforesaid,  at 
the  request  ot  the  judge  of  the  probate  court,  to  conduct  the  examination  relating 
to  the  same.  Proper  blanks  for  (he  use  of  said  probate  courts  shall  be  furnished 
by  said  Board  ot  Trustees,  and  said  blanks  shall  include  an  affidavit  to  be  made  b; 
the  county  physician  If  there  be  one,  ( if  not,  then  by  a  physician  in  regular  prac- 
tice,) setting  forth  the  mental  and  physical  soundness  of  any  child  deemed  a  proper 
subject  for  admission  to  said  Home. 

Bao.  3.  The  said  Board  of  Trustees  shall  by  virtue  of  their  otBce  be  the  legal 
guardian  of  all  children  received  in  the  Home,  and  shall  have  power  to  place  tbem 
in  homes  provided  for  them  during  minority,  or  for  a  less  period,  under  articles  ot  in- 
denture, with  such  stipulations  as  may  be  deemed  for  the  best  interest  of  sach 
child  BO  indentured;  and  they  shall  have  the  reserved  right  to  oanoel  an;  oootract 
or  article  of  indenture  and  resume  the  custody  ot  any  child  bound  thereby  when- 
ever in  their  Judgment  such  action  is  essential  to  the  welfare  of  any  such  child. 

8io.  i.  All  children  admitted  to  (he  Home,  unless  sent  therefrom  as  provided  In 
this  act,  shall  be  retained  until  the;  are  sixteen  years  of  age,  and  may  be  retained 
after  that  age  in  the  discretion  ot  said  Board  of  Trustees  until  a  home  is  provided 
for  them.  Said  Board  is  authorized  to  return  to  any  county  from  whence  It  came, 
any  child  when  It  shall  become  sixteen  years  of  age  and  no  home  has  been  provided 
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for  it,  or  vheneTer  aftat  its  BdmisBion  it  Bbatl  be  Bsoertalned  to  the  Batisfaotlon  of 
said  Board  that  the  child  vas  of  naBonnd  mind  or  DDsoiind  body  at  the  time  of  itB 
admisBion,  or  if  foT  any  other  reason  aald  Board  ehall  coaaider  said  child  an  im- 
proper inmate  of  said  Boma.  WbeneTer  it  is  made  to  appear  to  the  Batiafaotion  of 
said  Board  of  Trnstees  that  the  parentH  or  other  reiatiYes  of  any  child  admitted  to 
the  Home  hare  recOYared  their  ability  to  provide  for  said  child,  and  ace  proper  per- 
BonB  to  have  charge  of  it,  eaid  Board  may  m  itn  diHoretion  surrender  eaid  cbild  to 

Bbo.  S.  lu  oBBe  anj  child  admitted  to  the  Home  ahall  prove  nnflt  to  asaoelate 
with  other  children  in  the  Home,  on  aocoant  of  habitaal  bad  oondact  and  incorrigi- 
bility, said  Board  of  Trnateea  may  transfer  said  child,  if  a  boy,  to  the  State  Keform 
School,  and  if  a  girl,  to  a  Oirle'  Indaetrial  School,  which  may  be  established  and 
iDBiiaged  by  the  State. 

Seo.  6.  The  eaperinteDdetits  of  public  instrootion  in  the  several  ooantiea  of  the 
State  are  hereby  deBigoated  aa  the  agenta  of  the  Soldiere'  Orphans'  Home  in  their 
respective  ooantles.  It  sbalt  be  the  daty  of  said  agents  to  visit  the  children  vho  are 
placed  In  homes  in  their  respective  ooantiea  twice  each  year,  and  at  anch  other  times 
as  the  Superintendent  of  the  Home  ma;  reqnest;  and  tbey  shall  make  written  re- 
ports of  the  condition  of  each  child  visited,  npoa  blanks  to  be  provided  by  the 
Board  of  Trasteee  tor  that  purpoBe,  and  forward  the  same  to  the  Superintendent  of 
the  Home,  who  shall  record  and  file  the  same  in  a  proper  maoner.  Said  sgeLts  shall 
receive  as  fall  ooropeosation  for  their  servioeB  performed  nnder  the  provisions  of 
this  act,  their  actnal  necessary  ofllcial  expenses,  together  with  the  snm  of  three  dol- 
lars, in  full  for  all  services,  and  report  of  each  cane  visited,  bnt  not  exceeding  three 
dollars  tor  any  one  day's  servioes.  AH  aoconnta  for  such  services  shall  be  rendered 
to  the  Snperlntendent  of  said  Home,  and  shall  be  verified,  audited  and  paid  in  tbe 
eame  manner  as  other  acoonnta  against  said  Home  are  paid. 

Sko.  T.  Said  Board  of  Troatees  shall  have  power  to  consent  to  tbe  adoption  of  any 
child  who  has  become  an  inmate  of  said  Home;  and  whenever  any  child  shall  have 
been  placed  out  from  said  Home  nnder  the  provisions  of  law  governing  the  adoption 
of  children,  or  by  cetorn  to  a  oonnt;,  or  bjr  restoration  to  the  control  of  relatives  or 
friends,  as  hereinbefore  provided,  the  guardianship  of  said  Board  of  TrnsteeB  shall 
cease.  Said  Board  may  designate  the  Snperlntendent  of  said  Home  to  be  the  agent 
thereof,  and  may  anthorize  him  to  sign  all  contracts  of  iodentore,  and  all  neaessary 
papers  relating  to  the  adoption  of  children. 

Bbo.  6.  As  soon  as  this  act  shall  take  effect  and  be  In  force,  said  Board  of  Trnstees 
shall  communicate  with  the  parents,  guardians,  or  responsible  relatives,  of  any  chil- 
dren admitted  uoder  the  provisions  of  the  original  act  establishing  said  Home,  ad- 
vising them  of  the  ohanges  in  the  law  governing  the  Home,  and  affoidiog  them  an 
oppoitunity  to  withdraw  their  children  or  wards  from  the  oare  of  the  State,  All 
snch  children  as  ahall  remain  in  said  Home  until  the  first  day  of  May,  A.D.  18S9, 
shall  be  held  and  disposed  of  the  same  as  though  received  nnder  the  provisions  of 
this  act.

SUPEBINTENDENT'S  REPORT. 

To  the  HomrrabU  Board  of  TrusUa  of  Charitablt  IntUliitions-~Oiirn.suxii:  I 
herewith  eabmlt  to  ;oa  (he  BiBt  bieDniat  report  of  the  State  IndiiHtrial  School  for 
Oirls.  Strictly  speaking,  it  can  aoaroelf  be  comildered  a  bieDuial  report,  as  the  ei- 
iBtance  of  the  Snhool  as  a  State  inBtitution  datee  from  llarch  16,  1889,  a  period  of  a 
trifle  over  fltteen  months. 

The  Bohool  was  organized  February  1st,  1888,  by  the  Woman's  Christian  Temper- 
ance Union  of  KansBB,  by  whont,  with  the  aid  of  the  oitiEens  ol  Betoit,  il  vaa  main- 
tained nntit  ita  formal  adoption  by  the  State  at  the  last  eaasion  of  the  LegielatDre 
as  one  of  the  charitable  institntions,  with  an  appropriation  of  $1,000  for  the  frac- 
tional flscal  year,  and  au  appropriation  of  $6,000  for  the  year  ending  Jnne  SO,  1890, 
all  of  which  has  been  expended.  There  was  also  a  further  apjtroprlation  of  $SS,000 
for  tbe  purpose  of  ereoting  and  equipping  a  building  enited  to  the  oBe  of  sooh  a 
school.  Tbe  city  of  Beloit  donated  eighty  acres  of  land,  on  whioh  the  new  boUdiog 
is  located.  It  is  situated  one-half  mile  north  of  the  city,  and  is  a  three-story 
Btone  BttDOtDiB,  with  basement,  havitig  sooommodationB  for  ninety-six  girls,  with 
the  necesear;  offlaera. 

At  the  lime  the  School  paesed  into  the  bands  of  the  State,  the  inmates  nnmbered 
thirty-one.  Since  then  it  has  increased  to  thirty-five,  which  is  all  thnt  can  he  accom- 
modated in  the  building  now  oconpied,  and  there  are  on  Qle  sixty  applications  that 
oanoot  be  oonsidered  for  want  of  room.  The  fact  that  the  number  now  here,  with 
the  applicBtions  already  reoeived,  make  a  nufficient  number  to  fill  the  new  bnllding, 
is  a  snggestiTs  one,  demonstrating  the  wisdom  of  (he  State  in  looking  after  this 
olasB  of  its  wards,  and  the  neeeesity  of  providing,  at  the  earlieet  possible  moment, 
for  enlarged  facilities. 

In  view  of  these  facta,  our  new  bnilding,  even  before  its  completion,  carefully  as 
it  has  been  planned  with  reference  to  our  needs  and  convenience,  and  the  appropri- 
ation made  for  It,  will  soon  be  unequal  to  the  demands  upon  it;  and  we  can  bat  sni- 
iousl;  ask,  "What  theni" 

The  scope  and  bearing  of  tbe  work  in  the  sohoot  is  designed  to  be  three-fold, 
viz.:  Physioal,  in  the  tborongh  mastery  of  all  tbe  varied  details  ot  housekeeping 
and  home-making;  mental,  in  the  training  and  drill  of  the  sehool-room,  and  the 
acquiring  of  such  an  ednoation  as  shall  enable  tbe  pupils  to  engage  in  the  ordinary 
vocations  of  life  with  intelligence  and  success;  and  moral,  by  the  moral  and  relig- 
ious influence  thrown  abont  them  in  this,  the  formative  period  of  their  lives.  And 
here  allow  me  to  say  that  to  my  mind,  the  State  has  under  its  control  no  nobler 
charity  than  that  which  seeks  to  raise  np  from  these  unfortunate  children,  who,  for 
the  most  part,  have  hod  no  early  training,  a  class  of  women  worthy  tbe  State  tbej 
represent. 

It  is  a  noble  thing  tor  the  State  to  gather  within  its  sheltering  arms  its  unfortu- 
nate children,  to  whom  has  been  denied  the  ordinary  avenues  of  intelligenoe,  and 
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bj  its  CBiefnl  trslning  to  give  to  them  the  means  of  risiDg  above  their  mlsfortalie. 
It  Ib  Bot  oDlf  a  noble  obatitj,  bat  a  wise  eoonom;  tor  the  State  to  bo  train  and  de- 
velop tbeee,  that  the;  may  be  enabled  to  oaie  for  themselveB  and  fill  creditable 
positioaa  in  BOoietj.  It  ia  a  charity  that  oommends  itself  to  the  Jadgment  of  the 
viae  and  good  everywhere.  Bat  with  all  that  ean  be  said  in  favor  of  the  oare  of  the 
State  over  its  wards  to  whom  voice  and  vision  are  denied,  it  ia  far  more  beantifnl 
to  anatob  from  their  nnwholesome  BUrronndingB  those  who  by  foroe  of  untoward 
olrcnmatances,  by  reason  of  poverty  and  negleot,  of  evil  eiample  and  lack  of  disei- 
pline,  make  apt  and  preoooionB  papiU  in  the  sohooto  of  vioe  and  orime.  Marriage 
ie  the  lot  of  most  women,  and  looking  forward  bnt  a  few  years,  we  see  these  girls, 
that  are  now  within  the  shelter  of  ont  home,  each  the  center  of  a  new  ciFole,  each 
the  moulder  of  new  aharactera,  eaob  the  bnilder  of  a  new  home.  It  is  for  the  State 
to  say,  to  a  great  extent,  what  these  shall  be.  If  it  by  wise,  consistent  ineiBtanoe 
shall  maintain  in  this  aohool  a  high  moral  standard,  if  It  shall  keep  before  these 
warde  the  necessity  and  the  beauty  of  parity,  indnsttj,  fidelity,  truth,  and  obedi- 
ence, it  will  send  forth  from  these  walls  a  alass  of  girls  that,  instead  of  being  a 
menace,  will  be  an  honor  to  tbe  State.  Thas  to  train  these  girls,  thns  to  prepare 
tbem  to  meet  and  overoome  tbe  difflonltiea  that  await  us  all,  thus  to  put  into  their 
hands  fit  weapons  to  enable  them  to  fight  to  a  snocesBfnl  issue  the  battle  of  life, 
and  to  prepare  them  for  a  higher  life  hereafter,  is  no  slight  problem,  and  one  that 
carries  with  it  a  heavy  burden  of  responBibility.  With  these  aims  and  feelings,  the 
Bohool  has  been  carried  forward  thns  far.  To  this  end,  industry,  diligence,  and 
obedience  are  onlforiAly  Insisted  on,  parity  of  thought  and  life  inculcated,  daily 
devotional  eiecoises  and  Snnday  school  maintained,  and  attendance  upon  church 
regularly  once  each  Sabbath  required  of  all. 

While  these  things  have  been  aocompliahed,  there  has  been  no  neglect  of  tbe 
pniely  physical  comforts.  Abondanoe  of  good  food,  well  prepared,  cleanly  and 
comfortable  dormitories,  and  regular  provision  for  amusement  and  relaxation  are 
daily  provided. 

It  Is  a  matter  of  devout  thanksgiving  on  our  part,  that  ap  to  this  time  no  case 
of  Bsrions  Illness  has  occurred.  This  is  the  more  noticeable,  as  the  past  winter  haa 
been  one  of  nnpceoedeotedly  general  and  severe  sickness. 

Looking  back,  we  cannot  bnt  (eel  that  at  least  a  reasonable  degree  of  snecess 
has  attended  the  work  inaugurated  by  the  State  in  this  school.  With  larger  re- 
■onrosB  at  onr  command,  it  ia  easy  to  see  that  new  means  of  inflnence  could  be  em- 
ployed and  better  resnlta  secured.  To  this  end  we  suggest  that  the  appropriations 
for  this  school  should  be  made,  not  for  present  neoesaities  only,  bnt  for  rapidly  in- 
creasing demands.

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la  giippe,  fifteen  girls  being  aieb  at  one  time.     Diphtheria  being  piAvaleot  in  the 
oity,  I  qnaiHntined  the  Bohoot  for  nearly  tiro  months  during  the  vinter. 

I  vroald  here  remind  the  Honorable  Board  that  ia  the  new  building  some  plao« 
should  be  provided  for  isolating  girls  having  oontagious  diseaBea.

Bt  reference  to  Schedule  G,  it  will  be  Been  that  the  library  has  received 
from  all  sources  duriug  the  past  two  jcars  2,764  volumes.  The  number  re- 
ceived aa  exchanges  is  290  greater  than  duriug  the  preceding  two  years, 
and  the  number  received  by  donation,  including  the  Stormont  collection,  is 
347  greater;  making  the  receipts  from  these  two  sources  greater  by  637 
volumes  than  during  the  preceding  two  years.  I  feel  gratified  with  the  in- 
creased receipts  from  exchanges,  for  it  is  apparent  that  it  is  the  fruit  of  a 
liberal  policy  on  our  own  part.  Our  exchanges  go  out  promptly,  with  all 
charges  prepaid.  By  an  act  of  the  Legislature  of  1689  I  was  enabled  to 
send  out  last  year  aa  an  exchange  to  every  State  and  Territorial  library, 
a  copy  of  the  General  Statutes  of  Kansas  for  1889,  in  two  large  volumes, 
covering  all  the  statutes  of  Kansas  in  force  at  the  present  time.  It  was  a 
valuable  donation,  and  plaoes  us  in  a  position  to  receive  promptly  anything 
a  sister  State  may  have  to  exchange. 

An  examination  of  purchase  list,  however,  will  show  a  decrease,  es- 
pecially of  law  books,  as  compared  with  the  preceding  biennial  period. 
The  reason  for  this  is  very  apparent:  there  was  an  utter  failure  by  the  last 
Legislature  to  make  any  appropriation  for  book  purchases  for  the  library 
for  the  years  ending  June  30, 1890  and  1891.  So  that  during  the  last  year 
we  have  had  no  money  for  the  purchase  of  books,  and  none  is  as  yet  ap- 
propriated for  the  year  to  come.  How  or  why  this  failure  occurred  I  was 
unable  to  find  out.  I  believe,  however,  that  it  was  a  mistake,  and  that  it 
was  not  a  mistake  of  the  Legislature.  When  I  learned  the  fact  that  the 
appropriation  was  not  in  the  enrolled  bill  it  was  too  late  to  have  the  mat- 
ter corrected  by  action  of  the  Legislature ;  but  I  was  assured  by  many 
members  of  both  the  Senate  and  House  that  the  appropriation  had  been  al- 
lowed in  committee,  and  favorably  acted  upon  by  both  houses,  and  that  if 
not  in  the  appropriation  bill  for  the  Executive  and  Judiciary  Departments 
it  must  be  in  some  other.  But  it  never  appeared  in  any  other,  and  I  have 
never  been  able  to  convince  the  Treasurer  and  Auditor  that  as  a  matter  of 
fact  the  appropriation  was  allowed.  It  was  like  the  Constitution  of  Eng- 
land,  unwritten ;  but,  unlike  said  Constitution,  it  bad  no  force. 

This  foilure  has  seriously  crippled  the  library  in  its  most  important  tines 
of  growth.  I  ask  now,  and  shall  ask  of  the  nest  Legislature,  that  the  appro- 
priation that  was  said  to  be  allowed,  but  failed  to  appear  in  the  enrolled 
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bill,  be  alloired  as  a  deficiency  appropriation.  I  do  not  think  it  either  the 
desire  or  policy  of  the  State  to  cripple  the  library.  And  here  let  me  say  a 
few  words  as  to  its 

VALDE  AND  DTILITY. 

It  is  to-day  worth  in  money  all  that  it  has  cost  the  State,  and  in  this  re- 
spect probably  differs  from  any  other  piece  of  property  owned  by  the  State. 
What  shall  be  said  of  what  it  has  already  been  worth  to  the  State  in  plac- 
ing and  holding  its  judiciary  on  the  plane  it  occupies,  and  in  moulding  the 
legislation  of  the  State  from  year  to  year  ?  Suppose  we  had  had  no  State 
Library  from  the  beginniDg:  is  it  not  apparent  that  its  loss  would  have 
been  most  seriously  felt  in  every  department  of  the  State,  and  by  the  people 
tfaemselves  to  the  remotest  boundaries  of  the  State?  Legislation  would  In- 
evitably have  been  more  crude  and  unsatisfactory,  judgments  more  often 
wrong,  and  as  a  result  leas  respect  for  all  law,  which  finds  ite  chief  strength 
in  being  right. 

I  heard  of  one  member  of  the  Legislature  some  years  ago  who  opposed 
an  appropriation  to  the  library  for  the  reason  that  he  believed  it  was  kept 
up  principally  for  the  benefit  of  attorneys.  There  could  be  no  greater  fal- 
lacy than  this.  Attorneys  do  not  spend  years  of  laborious  study  in  acquir- 
ing a  knowledge  of  the  law  for  their  own  benefit,  and  to  enable  them  to  try 
their  own  cases.  Indeed,  attorneys  are  rarely  litigants,  and  like  doctors 
rarely  take  their  own  medicine.  The  attorney  is  almost  always  the  mere 
agent  between  the  litigant  and  the  court.  It  is  generally  the  citizen  who 
is  the  litigant  and  in  trouble,  not  the  attorney,  and  the  experience  and 
knowledge  of  the  attorney  are  used  for  the  benefit  of  the  citizen ;  so  that 
while  the  attorney  generally  most  uses  the  library,  his  client  gets  the  bene- 
fit of  it.  The  influence  of  the  library  goes  out  into  every  county,  city  and 
town  of  the  State,  and  yearly  the  personal  and  property  rights  of  people  in 
every  county  in  the  State  are  adjusted  by  its  aid.  Like  the  electric  light 
plant,  it  is  not  very  attractive  in  itself,  but  it  throws  a  flood  of  light  on 
many  and  remote  points  as  desired. 

The  law  settled  in  an  appellate  court  becomes  the  law  of  the  land,  affect- 
ing every  citizen  within  its  jurisdiction,  for  it  also  determines  bis  rights  and 
duties  under  similar  circumstances.  Therefore,  when  Jones's  case  is  deter- 
mined, while  Jones  is  directly  interested  in  the  issue,  every  citizen  in  the 
State  is  indirectly  interested,  because  the  decision  of  Jones's  case  deter- 
mines the  law  that  hedges  them  about  also.  And  so  every  decision  of  on 
appellate  court,  if  right,  adds  another  stone  to  the  wall  of  defense  about  the 
citizen,  and  if  wrong,  removes  a  stone  and  weakens  the  wall. 

No,  the  State  Library  is  not  for  the  benefit  of  attorneys  alone,  nor  for 
judges  and  cuurts  alone,  nor  for  the  Legislature  alone,  nor  for  Topeka  alone, 
but  for  the  people  as  a  whole,  who  get  its  benrfils. 

I  have  meniioned  some  of  the  general  benefits  flowing  from  the  law  side 
of  the  library  to  the  people,  but  those  from  the  miscellaneous  side  are  quite 
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as  great.  Out  of  fifty  people,  forty  may  not  individuaUy  have  much  need 
of  the  law  except  as  it  is  fixed  by  statute,  but  all  of  them  will  be  interested 
in  and  wish  to  know  about  something  else;  something  of  the  political  and 
social  life  and  growth  of  the  uatioD,  of  history,  science,  etc.,  etc.  Many  a 
gun  has  been  loaded  from  the  miscellaneous  cartridge-box  of  the  State 
Library,  whose  report  has  been  heard  to  the  remotest  boundaries  of  the 
State;  and  while  it  might  be  said  that  some  of  the  guns  hod  more  bore  than 
caliber,  still  it  was  not  the  fault  of  the  cartridge. 

It  seems  idle  to  argue  about  the  necessity  for  some  great  central  source 
of  varied  and  reliable  information  such  as  a  State  library  ought  to  be, 
Who  can  estimate  the  value  and  influence  of  a  great  library? 

De  Bury  says:  "The  library  of  wisdom  is  more  precious  than  riches; 
and  nothing  that  can  be  wished  for  is  worthy  to  be  compared  with  it." 

"  God  be  thanked  for  books ! "  says  Dr.  Channlng.  "  They  are  the  voices 
of  the  distant  and  the  dead,  and  make  us  heirs  to  the  spiritual  life  of  past 
ages.  Books  are  the  true  levelera.  They  give  to  all  who  will  faithfully 
use  them  the  society,  the  spiritual  presence  of  the  beet  and  greatest  of  our 
race." 

Says  Whipple:  "Science,  art,  literature,  philosophy — all  that  man  has 
thought,  all  that  man  has  done — the  experience  that  has  been  bought  with 
the  Bufierings  of  a  hundred  generations,  all  are  garnered  up  for  us  in  the 
world  of  books." 

Prof.  A.  D,  White,  ex-President  of  Cornell  University,  says :  "  The  fun- 
damental principle  of  the  college  library,  as  of  every  other  library,  is,  that 
what  is  good  in  the  Aiture  must  be  developed  out  of  what  ia  good  in  the 
past ;  that  all  progress,  whether  in  science,  or  literature,  or  art,  or  morals, 
or  religion,  is  drawn  from  root£  fixed  in  the  past  thought  or  action  of  man- 
kind." .  .  .  "In  accumulating  then  the  treasures  of  human  thought 
in  the  past,  every  worthy  public  library  prepares  the  way  for  the  develop- 
ment of  additional  and  greater  treasures  of  human  thought  in  the  future." 

The  past  would  be  useless  to  us  but  for  books.  We  cannot  see  forward, 
and  were  we  cut  off  from  a  view  of  the  past  we  should  be  like  moles,  seeing 
but  the  little  present,  and  without  a  guide  to  the  future.  But  the  look 
backward  is  a  commanding  one.  Supposing,  I  say,  that  writing  began 
among  the  Phoenicians.  Like  the  Egyptians,  they  claimed  an  antiquity  of 
30,000  years ;  and  if  I  place  the  honor  with  the  Phnenicians,  they  are  too  old 
to  feel  inflated  with  the  compliment,  if  undeserved;  and  there  is  no  Egyp- 
tian living  to-day  who  can  bring  an  action  for  infringement  of  copy-right, 
because  of  the  statute  of  limitations  —  a  process  of  debt-paying  by  operation 
of  law  which  would  have  astonished  the  older  denizens  of  Sidon,  as  well  as 
the  inhabitaut  of  any  city  in  the  land  of  Myzraim.  If  then  I  place  the 
honor  with  the  Fhrtniciang,  the  outflow  from  this  little  center  bubbles  up 
into  the  ancient  Greek,  ancient  Persian,  Numidian,  ancient  Hebrew,  and 
ancient  Aramean  languages;  and  if  I  take  the  Egyptian  theory,  the  result 
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is  about  the  same.  It  must  be  evident  that  Cirilizatioo  tooted  her  horn 
very  early  in  the  gray  dawn  of  a  day  that  has  culminated  in  the  bright 
Doon  of  the  present;  that  its  first  wild  notes  are  etill  echoing  down  the  aisles 
of  time,  and  that  ne  stili  hear  them — and  it  makes  but  little  difference  to  me 
whether  a  PhtsDician  or  Egyptian  Srst  tooted  the  horn.  Life  is  too  short 
(and  the  com  crop  is  too  short)  to  justify  a  dtHcussion  of  the  question  here. 
From  these  centers,  or  this  center  (for  they  are  too  near  together  to  in- 
telligently discriminate)  there  flowed  out  westward  on  diverging  lines  a 
luminous  force  that  photographed  what  was  transient  and  evanescent;  not 
very  perfectly  or  minutely,  of  course,  but  it  preserved  what  of  substance  it 
touched,  and  blazed  its  way  around  the  world,  stopping  not  for  ocean, 
mountain  or  river  until  again  upon  the  shores  of  the  Mediterranean  it  com- 
pleted its  circuit  and  doubled  upon  its  own  traclc. 

This  force  was  an  art,  simple  to  us  now  and  much  improved  ufton,  the  art 
of  gathering  the  names  and  deeds  and  thoughts  of  men  and  preserving  them 
on  the  chiseled  slab  or  parchment  roll,  until  in  turn  they  were  photographed 
upon  the  leaves  of  books  for  preservation  and  wide  dissemination,  just  as 
to-day  the  newspapers,  which  make  up  a  daily  composite  photograph  of  the 
world,  are  finally  crystallized  into  books.  Here  then,  and  at  last  in  hooka, 
is  the  thesaurus  of  the  world,  in  which  are  gathered  and  preserved  all  that 
can  be  known  of  its  legends  and  myths — those  shadows  of  substantial  his- 
tory—  of  its  good  and  great,  of  its  wise  and  foolish,  of  its  victories  and 
defeats,  and  all  that  has  gone  to  make  up  the  history  of  nations  traveling 
before  us  in  procession  from  their  youth  to  their  old  age  and  death. 

Is  it  not  a  matchless  record,  and  can  anything  more  valuable  be  conceived 
of?  Surely  De  Bury  was  right  when  he  said:  "The  library  of  wisdom  is 
more  precious  than  riches;  and  nothing  that  can  be  wished  for  is  worthy 
to  be  compared  with  it."  No  library  probably  in  the  world  can  possess  it 
all,  but  much  of  it,  and  the  best  of  it,  can  be  cheaply  had. 

It  seems  to  me  that  a  thing  so  valuable  and  useful  to  the  State  should  be 
liberally  supported,  and  that  it  should  not  be  necessary  for  myself,  or  any- 
body else,  to  urge  upon  each  Legislature  the  necessity  for  the  small  sum 
that  custom  has  fixed  upon  as  the  annual  appropriation,  and  especially  that 
the  library  should  not  be  quite  overlooked  or  forgotten  as  at  the  last  ses- 
sioD. 

There  is  another  view  of  the  value  of  the  State  library  that  I  might  mea- 
tioD  as  appealing  to  our  State  pride.  The  people  are  building  the  capitol 
of  the  State.  Like  good  children  we  are  building  a  home  for  our  mother. 
It  will  have  wide,  hospitable  doors  fronting  to  the  north,  the  south,  the 
east  and  the  west,  and  we  know  that  the  latch-string  will  always  hang  out 
for  the  children  coming  from  any  direction.  We  want  it  nice,  and  roomy, 
and  grand.  We  are  building  a  dome  upon  it  that  will  cost  more  than 
$100,000.  We  don't  care  about  the  cost; — it  pleases  us  and  so  we  know  it 
will  please  her,  and  that  visitors  coming  from  abroad  will  say,  "Here  is  a 
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generoDB-hearted  people;"  and  we  cheerfully  put  our  hands  down  in  our 
pockets  and  pay  for  it.  Aa  to  the  dome,  ita  utility  is  probably  limited  to 
its  beauty.  I  am  not  criticising  it,  but  I  am  one  who  is  voting  for  it,  and 
helping  to  pay  for  it. 

Annually  there  flows  from  the  East  to  the  West  a  trans- continental  tidal 
wave  of  travelers,  and  a  corresponding  one  moves  from  the  West  to  the 
East'  These  travelers  and  aight-seers  usually  stop  at  least  once  in  each 
State,  and  in  Kansas  they  generally  atop  at  the  capital.  Some  will  see  the 
Senate  and  Kepresentative  chambers,  some  the  agricultural  e3:hibit,  some 
Mr.  Goss'a  collection  of  birds,  some  the  Historical  Society's  collection,  and 
some  will  come  to  aee  Jack  Downing;  but  it  is  pretty  safe  to  say  that  idl 
will  visit  the  State  Library.  My  experience  is  that  this  is  true;  and  being 
eo,  would  it  not  be  well  that  the  support  of  the  library  should  be  liberal, 
and  that  its  size,  growth,  and  the  character  of  its  contents  should  be  such 
as  to  exact  the  further  judgment,  "  This  is  a  brainy,  thoughtful,  refined  and 
cultured  people"?  I  am  not  belittling  the  dome.  Let  it  overtop  and  cover 
the  library  if  yon  please;  but  still  I  believe  that  the  State  Library  is  the 
brightest  gem  in  the  crown  of  the  S^ate,  and  that  the  steady  gleam  of  its 
light  will  be  seen  and  felt  farther  through  the  dark  than  the  reflected  ray 
from  the  dome. 


I  am  happy  to  be  able  to  report  that  the  library  has  lost  but  two  books 
during  the  past  two  years.  One  is  Jules  Verne's  "Tour  of  the  World  in 
Eighty  Days,"  and  the  other  "The  American  Indian."  The  first  is  a  cheap 
book,  which  can  be  easily  supplied.  The  other  is  one  of  more  value.  It 
was  loaned  to  W.  D.  Webb,  Esq.,  of  Atchison,  Kansas,  April  16, 1889,  and 
he  has  never  returned  or  replaced  it,  "though  thereunto  often  requested  so 
to  do."  I  do  not  ask  the  State  to  restore  this  volume.  It  is  a  duty  which 
I  prefer  to  impose  upon  myself  as  a  penalty  for  loaning  it  in  the  first  instance. 


THE  BTORMONT  FUND  AND  LXBKAKT. 
In  my  last  report  I  called  attention  to  the  tact  that  Mrs.  Jane  C.  Stormont 
wished  to  donate  to  the  library  $5,000  as  a  permanent  fund  for  the  purchase 
of  standard  medical  books,  to  be  kept  separately,  and  named  in  some  ap- 
propriate way  to  distinguish  them,  as  a  memorial  to  her  deceased  husband. 
Dr.  David  W.  Stormont;  and  that  in  addition  thereto  she  proposed  to  pur- 
chase books  to  about  the  same  value,  and  place  them  tn  the  library  for  a 
like  purpose  and  as  a  commencement  of  the  collection,  and  that  this  generous 
lady  only  awaited  the  formal  and  authoritative  reception  of  the  propcned 
donation  to  perfect  it.  Accordingly,  by  an  act  of  the  legislature,  approved 
March  1, 1889,  (see  chapter  241,  Laws  of  1889,  page  365,)  this  memorial 
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donation  was  duly  accepted,  and  by  the  terms  of  said  act  full  provision  was 
made  for  the  reception,  care,  and  investment  of  the  proposed  permanent  fund. 

In  accordance  with  said  proposition  and  act,  Mrs.  Stormont,  on  June  14, 
1889,  paid  to  the  Treasurer  of  the  State  the  sum  of  *5,000 ;  and  as  provided 
by  said  act,  the  School  Fund  CommiBsioners,  on  July  1, 1889,  invested  said 
fand  as  fallows:  $1,000  thereof  in  ten  bonds  of  the  denomination  of  tlOO 
each,  issued  by  School  District  No.  98,  of  Shawnee  county,  Kansas,  due 
July  1, 1899,  bearing  six  per  cent,  interest,  with  interest  coupons  not  ma- 
tured thereto  attached ;  and  the  remaining  (4,000  thereof  in  forty  bonds  of 
the  denomination  of  9100  each,  issued  by  School  District  No.  44,  of  Nemaha 
county,  Kansas,  also  due  July  1,  1899,  bearing  six  per  cent,  interest,  with 
interest  coupons  pot  matured  attached.  The  coupons  due  January  1  and 
July  1, 1890,  are  now  paid  in,  making  the  accrued  sum  of  9300  now  in  the 
treasury  ready  to  be  used  for  the  purchase  of  books. 

In  addition  to  the  above  donation,  Mrs.  Stormont  proposes  to  purchase, 
and  present  to  the  "Stormont  Medical  Library,"  new  books  to  the  value  of 
{5,000.  These  are  being  selected  by  a  committee  of  physicians  chosen  by 
Mrs.  Stormont,  and  consisting  of  Dra.  Reid  Alexander,  C.  H.  Guibor,  R.  M. 
Phillips,  John  E.  Minney,  and  W.  L.  Schenck.  Two  hundred  and  ten  vol- 
umes have  already  been  purchased,  and  are  now  in  the  library,  a  full  list 
and  description  of  which  can  be  found  in  Schedule  K. 

A  glance  at  this  list  will  show  that  they  are  all  books  of  the  highest 
authority,  of  the  latest  editions,  and  that  they  cover  a  wide  range  of  medical 
topics.  I  would  especially  call  attention  to  Aahurst's  International  Encyclo- 
paedia of  Surgery,  in  6  quarto  volumes;  Buck's  Reference  Handbook  of  the 
Medical  Sciences,  in  8  quarto  volumes;  Wood's  Medical  and  Surgical 
Monographs,  in  4  large  volumes;  Ziemasen's  Gyclopiedia  of  the  Practice  of 
Medicine,  in  21  large  volumes;  Diihring's  Atlas  of  the  Skin,  a  magnificent 
folio;  and  Wood's  Medical  Library  of  Standard  Medical  Authors,  covering 
100  volumes,  by  authors  of  the  highest  rank  in  the  profession,  beginning 
with  Hippocrates,  "The  Father  of  Medicine,"  and  including  the  works  of 
many  of  the  oldest  Spanish,  French,  German,  English,  and  American 
writers.  This  set  of  books  alone  contains  over  5,000  illustrations  by  wood 
engravings,  and  100  full-page  lithographic  plates,  and  200  tinted  full-page 
lithographic  plates,  making  of  itself  a  great  medical  library  of  the  highest 
authority  and  value. 

It  is  the  intention  of  Mrs.  Stormont  to  continue  to  purchase  and  place  in 
the  library  similar  books  to  the  value  of  95,000,  as  fast  as  the  selection  can 
be  judiciously  made,  which  will  start  the  Stormont  collection  with  about 
1,000  volumes  of  standard  medical  books,  and  which  will  at  once  make  it 
the  largest  and  beet-selected  collection  of  medical  books  in  the  State  of 
Kansas,  or  in  fact  to  be  found  anywhere  except  in  the  library  of  a  medical 
college. 

It  has  been  thought  best  to  leave  the  accumulation  of  the  permanent 
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fund  in  th«  treasury  until  thia  vobntary  purchase  is  completed,  when  the 
$300  now  accroed  and  the  subsequently  maturing  interest  may  be  used  to 
better  advantage  in  topically  equalizing  the  collection. 

Let  me  say  a  few  words  about  this  donatioD.  In  the  first  place  it  is 
unique.  While  many  very  liberal  donations  have  recently  been  made  in 
this  country  to  public  libraries,  ho  called,  and  to  aid  in  founding  librariee 
of  various  societies  on  a  scientific,  political  or  literary  basis,  I  have  not 
learned  of  any  similar  donation  to  a  8tcde  library.  It  is  unique  for  another 
reason.  There  has  been  no  ostentation  about  it,  no  special  mention  in  the 
press,  no  competitive  subscription  asked  for.  I  cannot  remember  that  the 
generous  lady  who  is  the  real  donor  has  ever  been  in  the  library,  (where 
she  would  be  very  welcome,)  and  when  the  Legislature  was  in  session  sbe 
was  not  a  visitor.  Along  the  quiet  and  retired  paths  of  life  she  keeps  the 
even  tenor  of  her  way,  with  a  few  friends  well  tried,  seeking  few  new  ones, 
but  keeping  green  the  memory  of  the  old  ones. 

We  guard  with  greatest  care  the  things  we  prize  most.  To  her  nothing 
is  BO  dear  as  the  memory  of  her  huBband,  and  whatever  she  can  do  to  pre- 
serve that  memory  among  men  is  a  labor  of  love.  Had  she  consulted  the 
wise  men  of  the  East  and  the  West  I  do  not  think  so  admirable  a  plan  could 
have  been  devised  as  the  one  she  has  adopted.  During  the  dynasties  of  the 
Theban  Kings,  the  monarch's  burial-place  began  to  be  excavated  as  soon 
as  he  ascended  the  throne,  and  the  excavation  went  on  year  by  year,  the 
painting  and  decoration  progressing  till  the  king's  death,  when  it  was  sud- 
denly broken  off.  The  tomb  thus  became  an  index  both  of  the  king's  mag- 
nificence and  of  the  length  of  his  reign.  And  thus  were  many  lives 
exhausted  to  perpetuate  the  memory  of  one.  A  few  of  these  costly  tombs 
remain  to  tell  the  story  of  the  many  others  that  have  yielded  to  the  irresist- 
ible decay  they  were  intended  to  prevent.  As  time  advances  the  marble 
or  brazen  shaft  grows  dimmer  and  sinks  deeper  into  the  dust  of  time,  until 
it  is  lost  in  the  world's  debris. 

How  different  it  must  and  will  be  with  this  monument.  It  is  not  made  of 
dull,  cold,  meaningless  blocks  of  stone  or  marble,  but  of  books,  filled  with 
the  best  thoughts  and  experiences  of  scholarly  men  upon  themes  of  the 
highest  interest  and  importance  to  humanity;  and  every  book  bears  the 
name  of  him  in  whose  honor  it  is  erected  and  whose  memory  it  is  to  per- 
petuate. It  is  never  completed,  and  never  ceasee  to  grow  towards  greater 
attractiveness  in  beauty  and  utility,  for  here  "the  king  never  dies."  Its 
purpose  is  not  merely  to  attract  the  idle  gaze,  or  mark  a  date,  or  chill  tbe 
heart  of  the  beholder  with  a  cold  sentiment  written  upon  the  brow  of  death, 
but  it  is  a  monument  of  warm  life.  From  its  atmosphere  there  flows  out  a 
healing  balm  to  the  afflicted,  prolonging  life,  relieving  pain,  drying  the  tear 
upon  the  cheek  of  despair  and  placing  the  smile  of  hope  on  the  lip  quiv-  , 
ering  with  anguish,  and  the  winsome  dimple  of  health  on  tbe  check  of 
helpless  infancy.    It  is  at  once  a  monument  and  a  benediction.    It  is  in- 
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deed  the  perfect  emblem  of  immortality.  The  good  the  donor  did  or  could 
do  ID  hia  lifetime  is  not  buried  with  him,  but  lives  and  goes  steadily  on 
nhile  he  quietly  sleepe.  The  architect  of  this  monument  planned  better 
than  the  builden  of  the  Fyramida! 

Look  ahead  a  little  at  ite  assured  growth.  In  ten  years  its  value  will  be 
$8,000,  and  it  will  contain  1,600  Tolumee.  In  fifty  yean  its  value  will  be 
$20,000,  in  100  years  its  value  will  be  $35,000,  and  it  will  contain  7,000 
volumes;  and  in  1,000  years  its  value  will  be  $305,000,  and  it  wil)  contain 
61,000  volumes.    Then  the  monument  will  be  colossal! 

Look  around  you  to-day,  and  think  what  is  there  most  substantial  now 
that  may  survive  to  that  far-off  time.  Not  much  that  we  can  see  or  think 
of.  But  the  State  will  survive,  Kansas  will  be  here.  In  fact,  I  believe 
she  will  then  be  only  in  the  young  girlhood  of  her  life,  with  the  golden  tint 
of  the  corn  in  her  hair,  and  the  sun-lit  glint  of  our  blue  skies  in  her  eye. 
The  Capitol  building  may  then  cover  the  State  House  square,  but  the  Stor- 
mont  collection  will  still  have  a  place  in  it,  though  grown  to  the  size  I  have 
mentioned ;  and  ii  wiU  he  ttiU  growing.  It  will  live  and  grow  while  the  State 
lives ;  and  no  Kansat  fears  an  oblivion  that  may  rest  beyond  the  lifetime  of 
the  State. 

How  much  good  one  may  do  with  a  small  capital,  if  he  but  has  the  in- 
clination, and  knows  how  to  do  it !  Think  of  the  value  to  be  received  by 
the  State  and  its  people  from  this  growing  collection  from  year  to  year. 
One  can  almost  hear  the  voices  of  that  distant  time  expressing  gratitude 
for  the  thoughtful  kiodness  that  has  secured  to  them  such  a  treasure,  and 
reverently  speaking  the  donor's  name. 


EXOHANOES. 

By  reference  to  Schedule  D,  it  will  be  seen  that  a  very  large  list  of  dupli- 
cates were  sent  out  fi-om  the  library  during  the  past  two  years  as  exchanges, 
and  on  account  of  the  number  sent,  I  should  probably  make  some  explana- 
tion here. 

Early  in  1887  Hon.  H.  L.  Muldrow,  acting  SecreUry  of  the  United 
States  Department  of  the  Interior,  issued  circulars  to  about  800  libraries  in 
the  United  States  that  are  depoeitoriee  of  Federal  documents,  asking  for 
a  list  of  deficiencies  of  such  documents  in  each  library,  and  for  a  return  of 
such  duplicates  as  they  might  have,  to  be  used  in  filling  sets  in  other  similar 
libraries.  The  opportunity  of  adding  to  or  completing  their  sets  by  an 
exchange  for  duplicates,  which  were  simply  an  incumbrance  upon  their 
shelves,  was  warmly  welcomed  by  librarians  generally,  and  up  to  March 
27,  1888,  over  48,000  volumes  were  received  by  the  department,  to  he 
placed  where  needed.  By  reason  of  the  reckless  distribution  of  these  docu- 
ments in  former  years  a  large  number  had  crept  into  the  State  Library, 
covering  b.  period  from  1846  to  1886.  There  waa  no  regularity  about  this 
duplication,  as  the  documents  of  scarcely  a  single  Congressional  session 
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couM  be  found  complete,  while  ocouionally  there  were  found  five  copies  of 
a  siugle  volume.  These  duplicates  were  of  no  value  to  the  library,  and  m 
their  broken  condition  could  be  of  little  value  to  anybody  else,  or  to  any 
other  single  library.  A  complete  set  for  a  single  seeaion  is  of  more  value 
than  the  broken  sets  of  a  dozen  sessions.  Mr.  Muldrow's  scheme  was 
therefore  admirable,  as  his  department  made  the  exchange  without  cost  to 
the  contributing  libraries.  It  appeared  to  our  Directors  that  the  volumes 
necessary  to  complete  our  broken  set,  though  less  in  number,  were  of  more 
value  than  our  large  stock  of  duplicates,  and  that  while  our  duplicates 
were  of  little  value  to  us,  they  would  be  of  great  value  to  other  libraries. 
Accordingly  the  exchange  was  made,  and  the  checklist  of  our  wants  was 
sent  to  the  Department  of  the  Interior,  and  we  have  from  time  to  time  re- 
ceived missing  volumes,  which  add  so  much  to  the  value  of  our  set.  The 
result  is  that  the  hearty  cooperation  of  all  libraries  having  duplicates  of 
Federal  documents,  and  lacking  any  to  fill  sets,  has  resulted  in  general 
good  for  all.    I  believe  we  devoted  our  duplicates  to  the  wisest  use. 


In  some  of  my  former  reports  I  have  made  certain  suggestions,  (not 
always  very  successfully,  I  will  admit,)  of  needed  legislation  for  the  State 
Library.  I  should  do  so  again  but  for  the  fact  that  at  the  last  session  of  the 
Legislature  a  committee  was  appointed  to  revise  and  codity  the  existing 
laws  regulating  the  various  departmenlA  of  the  State,  and  to  make  report 
of  such  modifications  and  changes  as  to  them  might  seem  expedient  and 
necessary.  While  I  do  not  know  what  the  committee  may  suggest  in 
reference  to  the  library,  I  have  faith  in  their  good  judgment,  and  therefore 
refrain  from  making  any  suggestions  here. 


The  following  schedules  will  show  the  business  of  the  library  for  the  past 
two  years.  There  ia  not  that  continuity  in  the  story  that  Mr.  W.  D. 
Howells  might  demand,  still  I  have  thought  it  best  to  adhere  strictly  to 
fact — though  I  have  felt  like  indulging  my  imagination  somewhat  when 
writing  the  chapter  on  law-book  purcbasee.  At  least  I  have  felt  like 
enlarging  upon  the  fund.

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DIKECTOES'  REPORT. 


Kansas  State  Penh 

Lansinq,  Kansas,  July  1,  1890.^ 
To  hi»  Excellency  Lyman  U.  Humphrey,  Qovemor  of  the  State  oj  Kansas: 

The  Board  of  Directore  of  the  Kansas  State  Penitentiary  submit  the 
following  biennial  report  for  the  fiscal  years  ending  June  30th,  1889,  and 
June  30ih,  1890. 

The  financial  condition  of  the  Penitentiary  during  the  term  covered  by 
this  report  has  been  in  a  prosperous  state,  as  will  be  seen  by  the  report  of 
the  Warden,  Hon.  Geo.  H.  Case,  which  is  herewith  submitted. 

The  health  of  the  inmates  has  been  excellent;  the  sanitary  condition  of 
the  prison  is  good ;  and  the  moral  and  intellectual  welfare,  as  well  as  sani- 
tary, has  been  carefully  guarded  by  the  Physician  and  Chaplain. 

The  discipline  of  the  institution,  both  as  to  the  prisoners  and  officers,  has 
been  excellent,  and  a  comparatively  small  amount  of  punishment  has  been 
inflicted  on  prisoners,  and  a  few  dismissals  among  officers  were  required. 

On  December  7, 1889,  the  Board  advertised,  according  to  law,  for  bidders 
for  the  surplus  labor  of  the  prisoners  in  excess  of  that  which  had  been  let 
by  the  former  Board;  and  on  March  1, 1890,  the  Board  entered  Into  a  con- 
tract with  Mr.  John  Gaffuey  for  the  surplus  labor,  to  be  employed  in  the 
manufacture  of  brick,  at  the  price  of  seventy  cents  (70c.)  per  day  of  ten 
hours.     This  contract  runs  for  five  years. 

Since  the  last  report,  considerable  improvement  has  been  made  in  the 
railroad  shipping  facilities,  so  that  coal  and  other  products  of  the  prison  can 
now  be  shipped  at  the  minimum  amount  of  labor. 

The  coal  mine  is  in  a  prosperous  condition,  and  is  the  source  of  the  greater 
part  of  the  earnings  of  the  prison. 

The  improvements  of  a  permanent  nature  have  been  carried  on  a  long 
way  towards  completion.  A  new  pump-house  for  the  water-works  has  been 
completed. 

The  water-supply,  while  abundant  in  quantity,  ia  not  entirely  satisfactory ; 
but  should  a  small  appropriation  be  made  for  that  purpose,  all  defects  could 
be  remedied. 

The  female  prison  has  been  completed  and  inclosed. 

The  insane  ward  is  completed  and  occupied;  while  the  additional  cell- 
honae  is  inclosed  and  nearing  completion. 
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Alt  elevator  has  been  put  in  the  main  building,  vhich  insuras  eaay  access 
to  any  etoiy  of  the  building,  and  at  the  same  time  the  water  need  to  operate 
it  aQswera  the  purpose  of  cleaning  out  the  sewers  from  the  prison  to  the 
Missouri  river.  For  this  improvement  the  Board  made  a  requintion  on 
the  Executive  Council,  as  provided  by  the  appropriation,  for  the  sum  of 
«I,100. 

The  Board  also  made  a  requisition  on  the  Executive  Council  for  $214  to 
place  an  "  electric  detector  and  register,"  so  that  the  officer  could  be  assured 
that  the  guards  during  the  night-time  were  attending  strictly  to  their  duties. 
The  Board  considers  that  this  was  a  necessity  that  should  have  been  pro- 
vided long  prior  to  this  time. 

The  Board  would  recommend  that  the  unexpended  balances  of  former 
appropriations  be  reappropriated,  ss  suggested  in  the  Warden's  report. 

We  also  recommend  that  the  appropriation  for  guards  or  under-keepers 
be  increased,  so  that  the  night  guards  can  be  increased. 

The  suggestion  of  the  Warden  that  increased  lighting  faciliti^  be  pro- 
vided is  a  matter  of  great  importance.  The  light  is  insufficient  aa  it  now 
is,  and  prisoners  should  be  encouraged  to  read  the  excellent  literature  pro- 
vided by  the  library. 

The  reports  of  the  several  officers  of  the  prison  are  submitted  herewith. 

The  Board  deems  it  a  matter  of  congratulation  that  the  executive  officers 
of  the  prison  are  men  well  qualified  to  perform  the  duties  of  the  several 
offices,  and  are  faithful  in  the  discharge  of  their  duties,  thereby  placing  the 
Kansas  State  Penitentiary  at  the  bead  of  well-governed  penal  institutions 
of  the  country.  w.

"WARDEN'S  REPORT. 


Warden's  Office,  Kansas  State  Penitentiary,  1 
Lansing,  Kansas,  July  1,  1890.       \ 
To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Directors  of  the  Katuat  State  Penitentiary — 
GentleueM:  I  have  the  honor  fo  present  for  your  consideration  my  first 
biennial  report,  being  for  the  fiscal  year  ending  June  30, 1889,  and  the  fiscal 
year  ending  June  30,  1890. 

The  biennial  period  covered  by  this  report  embraces  ten  months  of  the 
t«rm  of  Capt.  Joha  H.  Smith  as  Warden,  and  fourteen  months  of  mine. 

For  the  first  year  of  the  biennial  period  the  Legislature  appropriated  for 
all  the  purposes  of  the  Penitentiary,  including  a  contingent  fund  of  $10,- 
000,  and  for  all  permanent  improvements,  the  aum  of  $205,465.  Of  this 
amount  $164,843.91  was  expended,  leaving  a  balance  of  $40,621.09  unex- 
pended and  remaining  in  the  State  treasury. 

For  the  second  year,  for  all  the  purposes  as  aforesaid,  there  was  appro- 
priated the  sum  of  196,390.97.  Of  this  amount  $163,587.46  was  expended, 
leaving  a  balance  of  $42,803.61  unexpended  and  remaining  in  the  State 
treasury.  A  complete  statement  of  the  specific  appropriations  for  the  two 
years,  and  the  unexpended  balances  under  each  item,  is  appended  hereto:

It  appears  from  the  foregoing  that  the  expenses  of  the  fiscal  year  1889 
exceed  the  cash  receipts  $60,976.42,  and  the  expenses  of  the  year  1890  ex- 
ceed the  cosh  receipts  $48,329.36. 

However,  to  show  how  much  of  a  burden,  if  any,  the  Penitentiary  is 
upon  the  State,  there  should  be  deducted  from  the  above  items  cash  and 
labor  expended  on  permanent  improvements,  and  coal  furnished  State  insti- 
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tutions,  for  ivhich  do  cash  is  received,  exclusive  of  coal  coneunied  at  the 
PeniteDtiary,  vhtch  were  as  follows,  for  the  first  year  bb  aforesaid:

It  has  been  customary  to  include  among  the  earnings  the  coal  consumed 
at  the  Penitentiary,  with  no  counter  charge  against  it  as  an  expense.  It  is 
indeed  a  legitimate  earning,  and  in  the  Clerk's  table  you  will  find  it  so  con- 
sidered; but  when  so  considered  it  should  also  be  charged  among  the  ex- 
penses. Had  I  followed  this  precedent  of  my  predecessora,  the  showing 
would  have  been  a  surplus  of  $9,673.59  for  the  first  year,  and  922,922.20 
for  the  second  year. 

The  output  of  the  coal  mine  for  the  fiscal  year  ending  June  30,  1889, 
was  1,738,911  bushels,  and  for  the  year  ending  June  30, 1890,  it  was  1,672,- 
.'S20  bushels.  A  full  and  complete  statement  in  detail  will  be  found  in  the 
report  of  Superintendent  Lamm,  and  the  tables  accompanying  it. 

The  mine  is  in  excellent  condition,  is  supplied  with  an  abundance  of 
|)ure  air,  and  no  care  or  expense  is  spared  to  provide  against  accident. 

No  accident  in  the  mine  incurring  loss  of  life  or  limb  has  occurred  in  the 
past  two  years,  and  but  one  life  has  been  lost  by  accident  in  the  opening 
and  operating  of  the  mine  during  its  entire  history,  and  that  one  was  the 
result  of  carelessness  and  disobedience  of  orders  by  the  victim  of  the  acci- 
dent. This,  of  itself,  speaks  volumes  in  praise  of  the  care  and  skill  of 
Superintendent  Lamm,  who  has  had  charge  of  the  mine  from  the  beginning. 
The  coal  mine  furnishes  the  most  profitable,  as  well  as  the  most  healthful, 
employment  at  which  the  men  can  be  worked,  and  a  large  percentage  of 
those  detailed  for  that  work  prefer  it  to  any  other.  Coming,  as  they  do, 
from  all  trades,  professions,  and  callings,  and  all  conditions  in  life,  they,  as 
a  rule,  at  first  make  very  indifferent  miners,  but  af\er  a  time  a  very  large 
proportion  of  them  develop  into  very  fair  workmen. 

The  mince  alone  would  not  furnish  suitable  employment  for  all.  The 
diversity  of  employment  supplied  by  our  several  contracts  for  labor,  and 
the  numerous  trades  at  which  we  are  enabled  to  work  men  on  State  account, 
afford  ua  abundant  opportunity  to  give  all  something  to  do  suitable  to  their 
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mental  and  physical  condition,  and  something  that  may,  and  probably  will, 
be  of  benefit  to  them  in  after  life. 

I  desire  to  call  your  attention  to  the  necessity  for  some  better  method  for 
underground  liaulage  at  the  mine.  As  you  are  aware,  the  moving  of  the 
cars  in  the  mine  is  still  done  by  manual  labor.  The  distance  of  the  haul 
is  now  BO  great  as  to  demand  the  adoption  of  some  better  and  more  economical 
method.  Of  the  improved  systems,  the  newest,  and  probably  the  most 
economical  and  best,  is  what  is  kuown  as  the  electric  motor  system.  I  am 
not  at  present  prepared  to  give  a  satisfactory  estimate  of  the  cost  of  this 
system  for  our  mine. 

This  matter  of  a  better  method  of  underground  haulage  has  tirice  before 
been  called  to  the  attention  of  the  Legislature,  but  that  body  has  not  deemed 
it  of  sufficient  importance  tu  make  the  necessary  appropriation  for  it ;  but 
as  the  years  go  by  and  the  miue  enlarges,  the  necessity  becomes  greater  and 
more  apparent. 

Another  of  our  needs  is  more  light.  Our  electric  plant  furnishes  us  with 
a  splendid  light  at  a  moderate  cost,  but  it  is  inadequate  to  the  needs  of  the 
institution. 

At  present  we  have  but  one  lamp  fur  two  cells,  placed  midway  between 
and  in  front  of  the  cells.  Most  of  the  cells  are  occupied  by  two  men.  The 
croBS-bars  of  the  cell  doors  obstruct  the  light.  One  lamp  for  four  men  un- 
der such  conditions  is  obviously  inadequate.  There  should  be  a  lamp  for 
each  cell,  and  it  should  be  placed  on  the  inside  of  the  cell.  Our  library, 
containing  nearly  6,000  volumes  of  well-selected  and  choice  literature,  is 
eagerly  sought  after  by  the  prisoners.  Nothing  contributes  more  to  the 
enjoyment  and  contentment  of  a  convict  than  good,  wholesome  reading. 
No  reasonable  expense  should,  therefore,  be  spared  to  make  him  corafurta- 
blfl  in  this  enjoyment. 

Then,  again,  we  have  not  sufficient  light  in  the  yard  and  at  the  coal  shaft. 
It  is  unsafe  to  move  convicts  in  the  dark  or  in  a  dim  light.  It  is  reasona- 
ble to  estimate  that  an  average  of  one  hour  per  day  is  lost  iu  the  labor  of 
each  convict  employed  in  the  mines  during  thesis  months  from  September 
20th  to  March  20tb  in  each  year,  on  account  of  insufficient  light  in  the 
yard  and  cual  shaft.  This  time  is  lost  during  the  season  of  greatest  de- 
mand for  coal.  During  one  season  the  extra  amount  of  coal  produced, 
could  this  extra  time  be  gained,  would  more  than  pay  the  cost  of  the  addi- 
tional lighting  facilities. 

Two  methods  of  furnishing  the  additional  light,  I  would  suggest.  One 
is  to  put  in  gas,  for  use  in  the  yard  and  at  the  shaft,  and  in  the  diuing- 
rooms,  and  cut  ofi*  the  electric  light  from  all  these,  and  from  the  relief  of 
these  places  supply  extra  lights  in  the  cells.  This  could  be  done  at  an  ex- 
pense of  probably  (10,000.  If  this  plan  should  be  adopted,  the  slack,  dust, 
and  lower  grades  of  coal  could  be  used  in  the  manufacture  of  gas.  The 
other  method  is  the  purchase  of  an  extra  engine,  dynamo,  and  a  sufficient 
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number  of  arc  lamps  to  thoroughly  light  the  yard,  dining-rooms,  and  at  the 
ahaft,  and  relieving  these  places,  and  supplying  the  cells  as  above.  The 
estimate  of  the  coat  of  thia  plan  is  $6,500.  If  the  latter  plan  should  be 
adopted,  it  is  quite  probable  that  the  engine  and  dynamo  might  be  utilized 
iu  generating  power  for  the  railway  in  the  mine. 

I  desire  to  call  your  attention  to  section  6438,  Greneral  Statutes,  1889. 
It  ia  the  opinion  of  the  Attorney  General  that  under  this  section,  life- 
prisoners  and  prisoners  sentenced  to  be  banged,  are  not  permitted  to  partici- 
pate in  their  earnings.  The  enforcement  of  this  rule  has  occasioned  some 
considerable  dissatisfaction  among  this  class.  It  is  my  opinion  that  thia 
section  ought  to  be  so  amended  as  to  include  all  prisoners,  who  obey  the 
rules,  in  its  benefits.  No  prisoners  are  more  devoted  to  their  duties,  or  more 
obedient  to  the  rules,  than  are  those  comprising  this  class.  The  peculiar 
wording  of  the  section  justifies  the  opinion  of  the  Attorney  General,  but 
evidently  the  Legislature  intended  otherwise. 

The  permanent  improvements  during  the  past  two  years  consist  largely 
in  the  building  of  a  large  and  commodious  stone  pump  and  boiler  house  40 
by  79  feet,  the  construction  of  a  brick  stack  80  feet  In  height  on  a  substan- 
tial atone  foundation,  and  connecting  the  same  with  boilers  at  pump  house 
by  an  arched  stone  and  brick  flue  50  feet  in  length,  both  stack  and  flue 
being  3j  feet  square  in  the  clear;  the  inclosing  of  the  female  prison  with  a 
stone  wall  of  an  average  height  of  14}  feet,  and  capped  with  cut  stone  8 
inches  thick  and  2A  feet  wide — the  entire  length  of  wall  being  1,800  feet; 
rebuilding  of  the  barn  destroyed  by  fire  in  February,  1889  ;  the  purchase 
and  placing  in  position  of  a  large  steam  pump  for  the  water-works,  and  six 
new  boilers,  two  for  the  coal  shaft,  two  for  the  insane  building,  and  two  for 
the  water-works;  an  elevator  for  the  Warden's  building;  an  electric  watch- 
man's detector,  and  connecting  the  same  with  the  shops,  and  all  places  nec- 
essary to  be  visited  by  the  night  watchmen;  the  continuation  of  the  work 
on  the  new  cell-house,  and  the  building,  on  substantial  stone  foundations, 
of  seven  new  brick  sen try-ho uses.  The  new  cell-house  is  now  inclosed,  and 
the  foundation  for  the  cell-work  nearly  completed. 

Before  concluding  this  report,  I  desire  to  speak  of  the  very  satisfactory 
and  prosperous  condition  in  which  I  found  the  prison  upon  assuming  con- 
trol;  the  buildings  in  a  good  state  of  repair  and  preservation;  the  lawn 
neatly  laid  out  and  tastefully  arranged ;  the  walks  and  prison-yard  clean  and 
in  perfect  order;  the  discipline  excellent;  convicts  obedient  to  orders  and 
the  rules  of  the  prison,  and  officers  as  a  rule  prompt  and  diligent  in  the 
discharge  of  their  respective  duties. 

With  the  exception  of  the  building  used  for  convict  dining-room,  chapel, 
and  hospital,  and  the  Warden's  building,  which  will  require  new  roofs 
during  the  next  year,  the  prison  property  is  still  in  good  condition  and 
repair. 

By  the  generous  assistance  rendered  me  by  Deputy  Warden  John  Hig- 
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gins,  whose  extensive  experiencein  prison-work  has  been  invaluable,  together 
with  the  active  and  earnest  support  of  all  the  subordinate  officers,  the  excel- 
lent discipline  has  been  maintained,  and  improved  where  improvement 
seemed  possible. 

I  desire  to  express  my  appreciation  of  the  services  of  Dr.  George  F. 
Nealley,  Physician;  Rev.  W.  B.  Poinsett,  Chaplain;  S.  O.  McDowell, 
Clerk,  and  O.  F.  Lamm,  Superintendent  of  Coal  Mine,  all  of  whom,  in 
their  respective  departments,  have  proved  the  wisdom  of  their  selection  ; 
and  to  you,  gentlemen,  I  beg  to  express  ray  sincere  thanks  for  your  wise 
counsel  and  kind  assistance  in  all  matters  concerning  the  good  of  this 
Institution.

REPORT  OP  SUPERINTENDENT  OF  COAL  MINE.

Honorable  Board  of  Directors,  Kansat  Penitentiary — Gentlemen:  I 
h«rewith  Hubmit  my  report  of  work  done  at  the  coal  mine  during  the  two 
Bscal  years  ending  June  30,  1889,  and  June  30, 1890. 

During  the  year  ending  June  30, 1689,  there  were  mined  1 ,733,91 1  buahels ; 
during  the  year  ending  June  30,  1890,  there  were  mined  1,672,320  bughela: 
making  a  total  for  the  two  fiscal  years,  3,414,335  bushela.  The  total  amount 
of  coal  mined  at  this  pit  to  date  is  11,319,126  bushels — exhausting  the 
coal  from  under  145  acreg.  During  the  fiscal  year  1889,  there  were  em- 
ployed at  the  coal  mine  an  average  of  292  men  per  day,  working  309  days. 
During  thefiBcalyearl890,  there  were  employed  at  the  coal  mine  an  average 
of  287  men  per  day,  working  310  days.  The  average  quantity  of  coal  pro- 
duced per  day  by  each  man  in  the  mine  is  21]^^  bushels.  The  average 
quantity  of  coal  produced  per  day  by  each  man  for  total  number  of  men 
employed  is  19ilji^  bushels. 

Work  could  be  carried  on  several  minutes  longer  each  day  in  winter-tJme 
if  suitable  light  was  furnished  at  main  shaft  hoisting-room  and  yard.  There 
is  a  large  amount  of  slack  produced  for  which  there  is  no  market.  This 
slack  could  be  made  into  gas  if  suitable  plant  is  erected.  A  gas-works  would 
cost  $7,900;  the  necessary  pipe  and  buildings  for  same,  $2,100 — making  a 
total  cost  of  $10,000  for  plant  large  enough  to  supply  all  the  wants  of  this 
Penitentiary  for  light  and  cooking.  The  cost  of  running  and  keeping  the 
same  iu  repair  would  not  exceed  (1,000  per  year. 

Hauling  machinery  for  moving  the  coal  to  the  shaft  would  be  a  great 
saving  in  cost  of  moving  the  coal  underground.  Suitable  machinery  should 
be  provided. 

The  State  owns  396  acres  of  land  in  fee  simple,  and  has  the  coal  right  of 
636  acres,  making  a  total  of  1,032  acres;  145  acres  have  been  mined  out — 
leaving  887  acres  of  coal  land,  reaching  to  and  fronting  three-fourths  of  a 
mile  on  the  Missouri  river.  Twenty-five  hundred  dollars  per  annum  will 
be  needed  to  pay  royalty,  at  the  rate  of  two  mills  per  bushel,  on  the  Len- 
hart  tract. 

The  Legislature  should  set  aside  for  the  use  of  the  Penitentiary  all  coal 
rights  under  the  Missouri  river  contained  in  sections  16, 17,  20,  21,  and  28, 
in  township  9,  range  23  east  of  6th  P.  M.,  amounting  to  about  1,600  acres. 
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The  BjBtem  of  keeping  the  record  of  the  output,  weighing  and  ehipping 
of  coal,  adopted  bj  you,  ie  a  good  one,  and  a  check  agaioet  error. 

The  shipping  clerk  provided  for  by  the  last  Legislature  is  a  great  help 
in  the  management  of  the  business.  Proper  statistics  are  now  kept  on 
record  at  the  mine  of  all  coal  weighed,  shipped,  or  sold,  and  show  at  a 
glaoce  the  daily,  monthly,  or  yearly  output,  and  disposition  of  same,  together 
with  the  quantities  of  the  different  grades  of  coal  produced. 

During  the  last  fiscal  year,  of  the  total  output,  70  per  cent,  was  lump,  10 
per  cent,  grate,  5  per  cent,  nut,  10  per  cent,  pea,  and  5  per  cant.  dust.

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PHYSICIAN'S  REPORT. 


To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Directors — Gentlemen:  I  herewith  eubmit 
for  your  coDeideration  a  report  of  the  medical  department  of  this  institution 
for  the  biennial  period  ending  at  the  above  date. 

I  have  to  aay  that  the  past  two  years  have  been  uneventful  in  a  sanitary 
point  of  view,  save  that  in  May,  1889,  measles  broke  out  among  the  in- 
matee,  but  we  managed  by  care  and  isolation  to  limit  the  number  to  abont 
a  dozen.  There  were  no  bad  results  from  any  of  these.  Nothing  further 
of  an  epidemic  form  occurred  until  January,  1890,  when  we  were  afflicted 
with  influenza,  or,  as  it  was  called  through  the  country,  "la  grippe."  The 
whole  prison  was  more  or  less  affected  by  its  influence,  from  slight  indispo- 
sition to  complete  prostration.  Not  lees  than  seventy-five  were  taken  the 
first  day  of  its  appearance.  The  prison  officials  were  not  slighted,  and  for 
a  time  it  was  difficult  to  muster  a  sufficient  number  for  duty.  Physician, 
steward,  and  nurses  came  down  among  the  first,  but  fortunately  it  was  only 
transitory.  The  character  of  the  disease  seemed  to  be  foreign  to  the  idea 
of  influenza,  scarcely  any  of  the  characteristics  being  present.  The  com- 
plaint was  of  a  class  of  neuroses,  exhibiting,  after  the  first  few  days  of  initial 
fever,  a  train  of  local  symptoms,  neuralgic  pains,  muscular  debility,  and 
weakness  of  the  heart's  action.  Fortunately  for  the  large  number  attacked, 
there  were  no  casualties,  except  as  a  complication  in  a  case  of  pneumonia 
and  compromising  other  complaints  that  occurred  for  quite  a  considerable 
length  of  time. 

The  general  health  has  been  good,  except  the  large  number  of  chronic 
cases  of  pulmonary  trouble  in  the  first  year  of  this  report,  and  the  results 
of  impure  water,  which  we  eubeequeutly  partially  remedied.  Water  at  all 
times  is  a  fruitful  source  of  disease.  The  subtle  influence  of  a  living  germ 
may  be  the  casus  morhi,  in  many  a  case,  that  receives  another  name.  Abso- 
lutely pure  water  can  scarcely  be  found.  It  were  better  that  all  water  were 
filtered  for  domestic  and  culinary  purposes.  Because  it  is  bright,  clear,  and 
sparkling,  it  is  no  criterion  of  its  wholeeomeness ;  death  may  lurk  within 
its  brilliancy. 

While  we  receive  our  water-supply  from  the  Missouri  river,  and  it  might 
be  supposed  to  be  reasonably  good  for  all  purposes,  possessing,  as  we  do,  one 
of  the  finest  reservoirs  in  the  State,  yet  we  are  peculiarly  situated.  At  the 
time  the  water-works  were  constructed,  the  channel  of  the  river  was  od  thn 
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side  of  the  island  which  lies  immediately  opposite.  This  furnished  us  as 
pure  a  supply  of  water  as  had  any  of  the  cities  along  ite  course. 

The  first  thing  that  interrupted  this  happy  condition  of  affairs  was  owing, 
perhaps,  to  a  too  inadequate  appropriation  and  unfavorable  lay  of  the  land 
betweeu  the  prison  and  the  river;  so  in  building  the  sewer  it  was  made  to 
discharge  into  the  stream  above  the  water-works,  and  into  a  water  of  that 
emubified  nature  that  would  hold  effete  matter  in  suspenaioa  fur  an  indefinite 
length  of  time.  This  was  thought  by  good  judges  to  be  so  highly  diluted 
by  the  time  it  reached  the  water-pipes  as  to  do  no  harm.  Be  that  as  it  may, 
it  was  wholly  unlike  CKsar's  wife.  Even  homeopathic  doses  of  sewage 
might  be  more  potent  than  the  medicine.  But  this  was  not  loog  to  remain 
diluted  in  this  manner.  To  add  to  this  already  unpleasant  condition  of 
affairs,  a  short  distance  above  the  sewer  the  main  channel  changed  its  course 
to  the  east  side  of  the  island  —  a  thing  wholly  unlooked  for,  and  leaving  ns 
nearly  two  miles  away  from  its  new  track. 

In  the  meantime  the  old  river-bed  filled  up  with  sand  and  debris,  leaving 
but  a  shallow  stream  of  water,  of  a  sluggish  nature,  flowing  over  it,  mixed 
with  the  continued  dischai^  from  the  sewer.  Later  in  the  year,  the  pipes 
had  to  \k  lowered  in  the  sand  to  get  them  under  the  water,  and  a  dam  thrown 
up  to  turn  away  the  sewage.  Notwithstanding  all  these  efforts,  tbe  water 
was  greatly  contaminated. 

Warden  Case  had  a  well  that  had  been  dug  on  the  banks  of  the  river,  at 
the  pump-house,  which  was  about  sixty  feet  deep,  tunneled  underneath  the 
river-bed  for  the  distance  of  one  hundred  and  fitly  feet.  Quite  a  flow  of 
clear  water  came  into  this  sub-fiuviau  duct,  hut  not  su£Bcient  to  supply  our 
wants :  in  which  situation  we  find  ourselves  to-day.  This,  for  a  time,  in* 
creased  our  mortality,  no  doubt,  as  it  could  not  be  otherwise. 

Our  first  remedy  was  to  use  only  the  condensed  water  from  the  heating- 
pipes  in  the  prison,  for  drinking  and  cooking  purposes,  which  was  only  pos- 
sible during  the  winter  months.  We  then  set  to  work  to  extemporize  a 
filtering  device,  by  utilizing  an  old  cistern  20  by  50  feet,  used  in  early  days 
for  the  water-supply  of  the  institution.  This  we  did  simply  by  building 
two  partition  walls,  eight  inches  thick  and  four  feet  apart  from  brick  and 
cement,  the  apace  being  filled  with  sand.  The  hydrant  water  is  let  in  ou 
one  side,  and  percolates  and  filters  through  into  the  opposite  side,  where  it 
is  pumped  up  into  a  tank  ou  a  cart,  and  distributed  to  the  various  shops, 
kitchen,  and  other  localities  where  needed.  Yet  it  is  inadequate!,  too  small, 
and  inconvenient.  I  believe  this  plan  should  be  increased,  or  some  other 
method  adopted,  such  as  putting  in  some  of  the  patented  filters,  such  as  are 
used  by  some  of  the  lai^r  cities.  A  pipe  should  he  run  from  this  filter 
reservoir  to  the  coal  shaft,  and  there  connect  with  the  water-pipes,  cutting 
them  off  from  the  main,  and  by  the  hydrostatic  pressure  it  would  flow  and 
be  distributed  to  the  men  in  the  mines. 

I  feel  that  this  is  an  all-important  subject,  and  that  I  have  been  unable

to  express  forcibly  enough  the  neceBsitj'  of  securing  some  permanent  means 
of  pure  wftter-suppl; ;  and  I  commend  the  subject  for  your  consideration. 

During  the  firat  year  of  this  biennial  period,  ending  June  30,  1889,  there 
were  twenty-aix  deaths  from  various  causes.  Of  these,  one  died  of  a  cod- 
geetive  chill,  one  of  septicaemia,  ten  of  cooBumption,  three  of  heart  disease, 
one  of  congestion  of  the  lungs,  one  of  brain  fever,  two  of  collapse,  two  of 
typhoid  fever,  two  of  pneumonia,  one  of  pelvio  abscess,  one  of  par&lysb, 
and  one  from  nephritis. 

The  second  year  just  ended,  June  30, 1890,  eleven  died.  Of  these,  four 
were  from  consumption,  one  from  heart  disease,  two  from  pneumonia,  one 
from  marasmus,  one  from  syphilitic  abscess  of  the  spleen,  one  from  the  re- 
sults of  an  accident  before  admission,  and  one  died  during  a  fit  of  epilepsy, 
of  which  he  was  a  subject,  dying  while  in  his  cell.  Of  all  these,  twenty- 
three  were  whites,  twelve  colored,  and  two  were  Indians. 

Since  my  last  report,  the  new  insane  asylum  has  been  completed,  and  at 
this  time  contains  thirty-oue  inmates.  During  the  last  year  eleven  were 
taken  in  as  insane,  aud  three  returned  as  cured. 

The  large  number  of  life-prisoners,  and  the  solitary  system  of  confine- 
ment, contribute  materially,  no  doubt,  to  this  large  showing  of  the  de- 


In  conclusion,  I  have  to  say  that  while  we  have  yet  abundance  of  grounds 
for  improvement  in  sanitary  matters,  yet  we  are  bett«r  fixed  than  ever  be- 
fore ;  and  with  a  hope  that  it  may  continue,  thanking  you  for  your  uniform 
kindness,  I  am.

To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Directors,  Kan»a»  State  PenUentiart/ — Gbn- 
TLEHEn:  In  presenting  this,  my  first  report,  I  wish  to  remind  you  that 
results  are  not  to  be  reckoued  up  in  the  duties  of  this  office,  ae  in  tliat  of 
a  purely  business  relation.  Intellectual  and  moral  teaching  requires  time, 
patience,  and  application  in  civil  life,  to  give  proof  of  efficiency ;  how  much 
more  in  the  limited  opportunities  of  prison  life. 

Each  prisoner  passes  an  examination  in  this  office  before  going  to  bis 
^ork,  relative  to  his  former  history,  social  standing,  intellectual  attainments, 
etc.  (See  table  marked  "F.")  These,  in  the  main,  reveal  a  stony  soil 
upon  which  to  plant  the  principles  of  truth.  It  is  not  only  the  work  of  the 
Chaplain  to  awist  in  maintaining  good  order  and  discipline  in  the  present 
relation  of  the  prison,  but  by  the  l>est  edbrta  possible,  through  educational 
efforts  and  religious  teaching,  to  prepare  him  for  good-citizenship  when  his 
term  shall  expire. 

la  work  of  this  character,  many  obstacles  lie  in  the  path  to  success  in 
bringing  about  the  moral  results  sought.  Every  prisoner  is  weak;  other- 
wise he  would  be  a  free  man.  He  is  conscious  of  having  sacrificed  self- 
respect,  and  thus  lost  his  place  in  society. 

The  large  amount  of  secular  labor  imposed  upon  this  office  necessarily 
educates  the  prisoner  to  move  largely  to  the  Chaplain  for  secular  help  than 
spiritual  or  intellectual.  Yet,  notwithstanding  these  difficulties,  I  feel 
gratified  to  be  able  to  report  progress.  The  prison  school,  which  is  held 
every  Sabbath  immediately  at^r  chapel  service,  is  attended  with  excellent 
results.  Here  may  be  found  attentive  scholars,  and  earnest,  efficient  teach- 
ers. Every  facility  is  afforded  the  prisoner  to  obtain  a  knowledge  of  the 
various  branches  taught,  and  many  are  going  out  stronger  for  life's  battles 
because  of  the  educational  advantages  of  this  institution.  The  accompany- 
ing tables,  marked  "A"  and  "B,"  will  show  you  the  extent  of  this  work. 

The  library  is  an  inestimable  blessing  to  the  prison.  It  contains  4,630 
volumes  and  720  bound  magazines, which  are  circulated  systematically  through 
the  prison,  and  read  with  eagerness  by  the  silent  inmates  of  this  institution. 
The  accompanying  table,  marked  "C,"  will  show  you  the  extent  of  the 
circulation  during  the  last  two  years. 

Chapel  service  ia  held  every  Sabbath  'morning,  attended  by  every  able- 
bodied  prisoner.    No  congregation  in  Kansas  thinks  more  than  this  con- 
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gregation ;  and  while  I  have  tried,  in  all  the  eameBtness  of  my  soul,  to 
present  the  truth  of  Crod's  word,  I  may  truthfully  aay  I  have  the  moet 
attentive  listeners. 

All  of  these  will  not  be  reached  by  the  power  of  the  truth,  but  many  are 
striving  to  live  better,  and  will  go  out  into  the  world  with  guarded  footsteps 
aod  transformed  lives. 

The  accompany iog  tablea,  marked  "D,"  "E,"  and  "F,"  will  furaiBh  you 
other  statistics  of  the  inmates  of  this  institution. 

I  wish  to  record  my  gratitude  to  our  Heavenly  Father,  who  has  favored 
me  with  continuous  health  for  the  prosecution  of  this  work.  I  am  under 
many  obligations  to  you,  gentlemen,  for  your  consideration  and  courtesy, 
and  to  Warden  George  H.  Case  and  his  Deputy,  John  Hi^ins,  for  the 
courtesies  they  have  shown  me  and  the  efficient  aid  they  rendered.

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REPORT. 


To  Hit  ExceUenotf  Lyman  U.  Humphry,  Oovemor  of  Kanaaa: 

Sir — The  Board  of  Com miaBi oners  of  the  State  iDduatrial  Reformatory 
b^  leave  to  submit  the  following  report. 

The  Board  perfected  its  oi^nizatioo  oq  the  23d  day  of  April,  1889,  by 
the  election  of  J.  6.  McDowell  as  chairmao,  F.  W.  Rash  treasurer,  and 
T.  A.  McNeal  secretary. 

It  seemed  to  be  the  intent  and  purpose  of  the  Legislature  that  the  appro- 
priation of  9100,000,  made  at  the  session  of  1889,  should  be  expended  with 
the  Idea  of  gettiag  that  part  of  the  building  already  under  way  as  nearly 
in  a  condition  for  occupancy  as  possible;  and  with  this  end  in  view  the 
Board  made  a  careful  survey  of  work  partially  completed,  and  considera- 
tion of  the  work  most  necessary  to  be  done.  It  was  believed  by  the  Board 
that  it  was  beat  to  first  complete  the  ofBce  building,  put  an  additional  tier 
of  cells  in  the  cell-house,  and  complete  the  walls  and  roof  of  the  dining- 
room  and  kitchen  buildings.  Advertisements  for  bids  were  published  for 
a  period  of  more  than  thirty  days  in  the  following  papers  of  general  circu- 
lation in  the  State,  viz.;  The  Hutchinson  Newt,  the  Atchison  Champion, 
the  Topeka  Capital,  and  Wichita  Eagle.  In  response  to  these  advertise- 
ments the  following  bids  were  received,  viz.:

Meears.  Evans  &  Cox,  the  lowest  respoDsible  bidders,  vere  awarded  the 
coDtract.  The  work  done  under  this  contract  has  been  closely  inspected, 
and,  we  feel  warranted  in  saying,  is  of  a  most  substantial  and  satistactory 
character. 

On  the  15th  day  of  August,  1889,  the  Board,  having  advertised  for 
thirty  days  in  the  following  papers  of  general  circulation,  to  wit,  the 
Hutchinson  News,  the  Topeka  Daily  Capital,  the  Atchieoo  Champion,  and 
the  Wichita  Daily  Eagle,  received  sealed  bids  for  furnishing  the  material 
and  labor  in  the  iron-work — 

1.  In  the  guard  chamber  armory  room  complete. 

2.  All  window  gratings  in  both  kitchen  and  dining-room  buildings. 

3.  Balcony  brackets  and  secret  guard  chamber,  T  bars  for  bne  tier  or 
story  of  cells. 

4.  Cramps,  anchors,  etc.,  of  all  kinds,  complete  for  one  story  of  cells. 

5.  Bucket  bosee,  with  ventilating  pipes,  etc.,  complete  for  one  story  of 
cells. 

6.  Ventilating  pipes  for  one  story  of  cells,  where  bucket  boxes  were  al- 
ready set. 

7.  Stairs,  balconies,  rajlings,  floorings,  steps,  secret  guard  chamber  doors, 
binges,  and  locks;  cell  doors,  binges,  locks,  slide  bars,  lever  and  working 
parte,  with  bolts,  etc.,  comolete,  to  include  third  tier  of  cells.

This  contract  was  awarded  to  the  Champion  Iron  Companj  ae  the  lowest 
reapoDsible  bidder,  upon  their  furnishing  aatiefactory  bond.  Work  on  this 
contract  ia  atill  in  prt^reas,  but  ao  far  as  completed  is  of  a  workmanlike  and 
aubetantial  character.  , 

The  Board,  finding  that  the  appropriation  would  not  only  be  sufficient  to 
complete  the  contracts  already  enumerated  and  to  carry  up  the  walla  of  the 
boiler-house  and  pavilion  for  polytechnic  workshop,  but  also  to  complete 
the  elate,  copper  and  necessary  carpenter  work  on  the  same,  after  due  ad- 
vertisement, on  the  11th  day  of  April,  1890,  received  bida  for  said  carpenter, 
slate,  coppM  and  galvanized  iron-work.    Three  bids  were  received.

This  bid  was  not  accompanied  by  any  certified  check  or  cash  deposit 
forfeit- money,  as  required  by  the  Board. 

The  contract  was  let  to  Evans  &  Cox  as  the  lowest  responsible  bidders, 
and  is  now  nearly  completed.  The  material  and  workmanship  on  thie  coo- 
tract  are  of  the  same  high  order  as  that  required  and  obtained  in  all  parts  of 
the  building. 
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When  these  contracte  are  fully  completed,  which  will  be  in  a  few  weeks 
at  furthest,  the  conditioD  of  the  building  will  be,  briefly  stated,  about  aa 
follows : 

The  office  building  and  annes,  which  includes  apartments  for  officers  and 
employ^,  and  armory  and  receptioD-room,  complete,  except  ironing  vaults. 

Cell-houBe  wilb  one  hundred  and  fifty  middle-grade  cells,  complete. 

Pavilion  or  workshop  complete  as  to  walls,  roof,  under-flooTS,  windows, 
doors. 

Kitohen,  dining-room  and  laundry  building  complete  as  to  walla,  roof- 
lining,  floors,  windows,  doors,  etc. 

Boiler  house  complete  as  to  walls  and  roof,  windows  and  doors. 

Guard-room  and  corridor  leading  from  guard-room  to  dining-room,  walls 
built  one  story  high. 

An  itemized  list  of  the  expenditures  of  the  Board  is  herewith  submitted. 

EEFORMiTORY   LANDS. 

When  this  institution  was  located  at  Hutchinson,  numerous  citizens  of 
that  city  united  in  a  donation  to  the  State  of  a  tract  of  land  on  which  to 
locate  the  institution,  comprising  six  hundred  and  forty  acres,  lying  directly 
east  of  the  city  at  that  time.  Since  then,  however,  the  growth  of  the  city 
has  partially  surrounded  the  Reformatory  lands. 

The  former  Board  of  Commissioners  bad  entered  into  a  contract  with 
one  J.  J.  Measer  to  plant  2,000  fruit  trees  on  the  Reformatory  grounds. 
These  trees  were  probably  all  planted,  but  through  unfavorable  seasons  and 
improper  care  many  trees  have  died.  It  is  the  opinion  of  the  Board  that 
this  orchard  should  be  more  carefully  looked  after,  and  to  that  end  that 
provision  should  be  made  for  replanting  trees  in  place  of  those  which  have 
died. 

The  Board  found  on  entering  upon  their  duties  that  the  cultivatable  lands 
of  the  Reformatory  had  been  rented  for  the  years  1888  and  1S89  to  Mr. 
T.J.  Anderson  for  the  sum  of  1500— J200to  be  paid  on  January  1st,  1889, 
and  $300  to  be  paid  on  January  1st,  1890,  for  which  Mr.  Anderson  had 
given  his  not«s.  After  the  expiration  of  this  contract  the  Board  advertised 
for  bids  for  cash  rental  of  the  land,  exclusive  of  eighty  acres  on  which  the 
Reformatory  buildings  and  the  orchard  are  located,  fur  the  year  1890. 
Bids  were  received  from  T.  J.  Anderson,  White  &  Courtney,  W.  P.  Dixon, 
and  Garrett  Sallee.  Mr.  Sallee  was  found  to  be  the  highest  responsible 
bidder,  and  the  Reformatory  ground,  exclusive  of  the  eighty  acres  as  above 
stated,  was  rented  to  him  for  a  cash  rental  of  S625  for  the  year  1890. 

The  Board  also  contracted  with  Mr.  Sallee  to  cultivate  the  ground  planted 
in  fruit  trees  and  to  care  for  the  trees  in  consideration  of  the  rental. 

An  itemized  statement  of  the  moneys  collected  and  turned  over  to  the 
State  Treasurer  is  herewith  submitted. 

The  Board,  under  authority  of  the  act  of  the  Legislature,  employed  as 
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supervising  architect  Mr.  J.  G.  Haskell.  All  estimates  have  been  carefully 
prepared  by  him,  aod  the  character  of  the  work  done  and  material  fur- 
nished has  been  carefully  scrutiaized  by  him  in  company  with  the  Board. 

The  Board  also  employed,  as  authorized  by  law,  a  superiu  ten  dent  of  con- 
Btruclion,  first  in  the  pereon  of  Mr.  A.  B.  Howatt,  and  later  in  the  peraon 
of  Mr.  S.  K.  Hawley,  whose  duty  it  has  been  to  exercise  constant  supervision 
of  the  work  in  progress. 

RECOMUENDATIONB. 

Mr.  Haskell,  our  architect,  has  made  an  estimate  of  the  amount  necessary 
to  be  expended  in  order  to  fully  complete  this  institution,  and  make  it  fully 
ready  for  occupancy.  Aided  and  guided  largely  by  this  estimate,  we  feel 
warranted  in  saying  that  an  appropriation  of  one  hundred  and  forty  thou- 
sand dollars  would  fully  complete  ready  for  occupancy  all  the  buildings  al- 
ready begun.  While  we  believe  that  the  wise  and  economical  course  to 
pursue  would  be  to  fully  complete  the  building  now  begun  before  attempt- 
ing to  occupy  the  institution,  we  desire  to  say  that  the  Legislature  might 
arrange  to  occupy  the  institution  at  an  earlier  period  if  thought  desirable. 
This  would  necessitate  the  expenditure  of  probably  $50,000  for  heating 
apparatus,  inside  finish,  etc;  $S0,000  to  pay  cost  of  administration  and 
maintaining  one  hundred  and  fifly  prisoners  for  the  biennial  period;  $12,- 
000  to  $15,000  for  furniture,  making  total  necessary  appropriation  of  $122,- 
000  to  $125,000.  The  cost  of  administration  would  necessarily  be  more 
expensive  uuder  this  arrangement,  and  less  satisfactory,  owing  to  the  un- 
finished condition  of  the  building,  than  if  the  buildings  were  fully  com- 
pleted and  ready  for  occupancy.  In  making  this  later  estimate  we  of  course 
only  figure  on  prisoners  sufficient  to  occupy  the  150  cells  already  nearly 
completed.     In  the  first  estimate,  for  $140,000,  we  provide  for  200  cells. 

While  speaking  of  appropriations  we  would  respectfully  suggest  that  no 
provision  was  made  by  the  last  Legislature  for  the  compeusation  of  the 
Board  from  the  time  of  their  taking  office,  in  March,  1889,  until  the  be- 
ginning of  the  fiscal  year,  July  1,  1889.  The  Board  are  entitled  to  the 
sum  of  $650.30  fur  per  diem  and  mileage  during  this  period,  which  is  re- 
ferred to  the  Legislature  for  their  consideration. 

To  briefly  summarize,  then,  we  estimate  that  an  appropriation  of  $140,000 
will  fully  complete,  ready  for  occupancy,  all  the  buildings  now  begun;  this 
would  include  the  office  building  heretofore  mentioned,  the  guard-room, 
chapel,  hospital,  and  cell-house,  with  200  cells,  pavilion,  or  work-room 
complete,  corridor  complete,  dining-room,  kitchen,  and  laundry  building 
complete,  boilerhouse  complete,  heating  apparatus  complete. 

An  appropriation  of  $123,000  to  $125,000  would  be  sufficient  to  provide 
for  temporary  occupancy,  with  150  cells  in  cell-house. 

Your  Board  are  aware  that  there  is  some  sentiment  throughout  the  State 
favoring  a  change  in  the  character  of  this  institution,  and  have  endeavored 
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to  give  the  matter  careful  and  disparaioDate  attentioD.  The  larger  part  of 
those  favoriDg  a  change,  seem  to  favor  converting  thta  into  an  inaaDe  asylum. 
A  strong  argument  in  favor  of  this  idea  is  the  fact  that  the  Stat«  is  badly 
in  need  of  more  room  to  take  care  of  those  unfortunate  persons  who  are  the 
victims  of  diseased  minds,  to  such  an  extent  that  many  are  conHned  in 
jails,  and  other  unsuitable  places,  and  suflering  from  lack  of  care  and  med- 
ical attention ;  while  the  insane  asylums  are  full  to  overflowing  already. 
It  is  also  urged  that  our  State  is  remarkably  free  from  crime,  and  presents 
the  pleasing  spectacle  of  an  increasing  population  and  a  decreasing  list  of 
criminala;  and  why,  under  these  circumstances,  it  is  asked,  should  we  build 
any  more  prisone? 

In  regard  to  the  proposition  to  change  this  institution  into  ao  insane 
asylum,  the  difficulty  is  three-fold.  The  first  difficulty  lies  in  the  condition 
of  the  donation,  the  deed  to  the  Reformatory  land  containing  the  contract, 
on  the  part  of  the  State,  to  build  and  operate  a  Reformatory,  or,  in  event 
tiiat  is  not  done,  the  land  is  to  revert  to  the  grantors;  and  before  a  change 
could  be  made,  the  consent  of  these  grantors  would  seem  to  be  necessary. 

The  second  objection  is  the  location  of  the  buildings.  They  are  located 
in  close  proximity  to  the  public  street.  Two  lines  of  railroad  run  near  by, 
and  one  line  rune  across  the  Reformatory  grounds,  but  a.  few  rods  from  the 
buildings.  The  environments  are  certainly  not  conducive  to  that  isolation 
and  peaceful  quiet  which  should  surround  the  home  of  the  insane. 

The  third  and  most  serious  objection,  perhaps,  is  the  construction  of  the 
buildings  themselves.  It  is  doubtful  whether  they  can  be  made  suitable 
for  an  asylum  without  very  great  expense,  probably  greater  than  the  re- 
sults would  justify. 

On  the  other  hand,  while  it  is  true  that  Kansas  is  fortunate  in  the  small 
number  of  her  criminals,  the  acknowledged  evil  of  associating  young 
persons  with  old  and  hardened  criminals  exists  in  Kansas  as  elsewhere,  and 
will  always  exist  under  present  conditions.  The  question  to  consider  is 
whether  it  is  worth  while  to  make  an  effort,  on  the  part  of  the  State,  to  re- 
claim the  boys  who  have  just  started  on  the  road  of  crime,  or  to  run  the 
chances  of  mdking  them  irredeemable  criminals,  and  a  constant  menace  to 
society,  by  an  enforced  association  with  the  most  hardened  and  des|>erate 
class  found  in  our  penitentiary. 

It  is  the  opinion  of  the  Board  that  this  institution,  when  once  thoroughly 
equipped  and  in  running  order,  might  be  made  self-supporting,  or  nearly  so. 
A  part  of  the  inmates  might  perhaps  be  profitably  engaged  in  the  manu- 
facture of  salt  and  those  products  of  which  salt  forms  the  base,  without 
injurious  or  unfair  competitiun  with  those  private  enterprises  now  engaged 
in  this  buHJnees;  while  the  State  would  be  in  a  posititm  to  effectually  pre- 
vent any  salt  trust  that  might  be  formed  or  contemplated.  Also,  the  farm 
is  situated  in  that  part  of  the  State  where  the  climatic  conditions  have  here- 
tofore rendered  general  agriculture  mure  or  less  uncertain.     It  would  seem 
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that  the  State  might  use  this  opportunity  to  eatablish  an  experimental 
agricultural  station;  and  while  profitably  employing  a  part  of  its  labor,  at 
the  same  time  demonstrate  what  kind  of  agriculture  is  best  adapted  to  and 
most  profitable  in  western  Kansae. 

In  conclusion,  we  would  respectfully  suggest  that  a  thorough  inspection 
of  this  institution  be  made  by  your  Excellency,  and  by  a  committee  of  the 
Legislature,  in  order  that  an  intelligent  understanding  of  the  situation  be 
had,  and  the  wisest  and  most  economical  course  be  pursued.

BOARD  OF  STATE  HOUSE  COMMISSIONERS 

OF  THE  STATE  OF  KANSAS, 

DECEMBBB   10,  1890. 


To  Hi*  Exeelleney  Lyman  U.  Humphrey,  Governor  of  the  ^ate  of  Kansas: 
AmoDg  the  duties  of  the  Board  of  State  House  Commiseionera  prescribed 
by  legislative  eaactmeut,  \t,  that  of  renderiag  to  the  Governor  a  quarterly 
report,  containiog  a  synopaiB  of  their  proceediugB  and  an  account  of  their 
expenditures.  At  the  present  juncture,  the  Board  deems  it  proper  to  em- 
body such  quarterly  report  in  a  report  coverinjf  the  two  years  since  its  last 
biennial  report,  for  the  two  years  ending  January  let,  1889,  together  with 
the  information  requested  by  your  Excellency  in  regard  to  progress  of  work, 
total  coat  to  date,  and  the  approximate  cost  of  finishing  the  central  portion 
<if  the  Capitol  building;  also,  io  regard  to  the  amount  of  money  that  will 
come  into  the  State  House  fund  from  the  four-tenths  mill  tax  levy  for  the 
fiscal  year  ending  June  30th,  1891. 

Of  the  present  existing  c»ntracta,  that  of  June  Ist,  1887,  with  Geo.  H. 
£vans  A  Co.,  provides  for  the  completion  of  all  external  masonry,  all  in- 
terior walls  and  partitions,  all  structural  iron-work  for  the  floors,  ceilings, 
and  roo&,  and  for  the  outer  shell  of  the  dome.  This  contract,  with  some 
modifications  to  It,  is  now  nearly  completed,  there  yet  remaining  some  work 
to  be  done  on  the  archways  in  tbe  approaches  to  the  north  and  south  en- 
trances. 

The  contract  of  May  20,  1889,  with  Messrs.  Evans  &  Cox,  provides  for 
tbe  roofing  of  the  main  building  and  dome,  the  structural  iron-work  of  the 
inner  dome,  and  the  cast-iron  finishing  of  the  inner  dome,  and  for  the  iron 
columns  in  the  corridors  throughout  the  various  stories,  all  stair-work,  ex- 
cept the  main  staircases,  and  for  all  fire-proof  tiling  and  brick  arches  for 
the  floors  and  ceilings.  The  main  staircases  were  at  first  in  this  contract, 
but  as  they  could  not  properly  be  constructed  and  finished  until  other  work 
to  be  done  under  future  contracts  should  be  completed,  they  were  eliminated 
from  the  contract.  Of  the  works  yet  remaining  to  be  done  under  this  con- 
tract, are  tbe  covering  of  the  outer  dome,  the  stair-work,  cast-iron  finishing 
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of  inner  dome  and  corridor  columoB,  about  OD&-half  of  the  floor  arching'  in 
the  basement  etorj,  and  the  placing  in  position  of  about  10,000  square  feet 
of  fire-proof  floor  tilee,  the  tiles  for  vhich  are  in  the  building. 
When  b11  of  the  work  to  be  dose  nader  the  two  prinoipal  aoiitraat« 
above  named,  and  some  miaoc  oonttaots,  ii  eompleted,  there  will

This  deficiency  or  apparent  excess  of  work  contracted  for  exceeding  the 
appropriations  made  by  the  Legislature,  and  in  apparent  contravention  or 
disregard  of  the  acts  making  the  appropriations,  was  caused  mainly  by  un- 
foreseen contingencies,  arising  after  the  contracts  had  been  made,  and  which 
it  was  necessary  to  meet  in  order  to  protect  the  interests  of  the  State. 
Further,  the  law  providing  that  the  State  House  Com  mission  ere  shall  make 
the  necessary  repairs  on  the  east  and  west  wings  of  the  building  has  drawn 
no  inconsiderable  amount  from  the  State  House  fund,  as  will  be  seen  by  the 
exhibit  herewith  eubtnitted.  And  in  this  connection,  as  your  Excellency 
has  requested  that  the  Board  submit  any  suggestions  that  experience  in  the 
conduct  of  the  work  may  call  forth,  it  is  respectfully  suggested  that,  in  the 
absence  of  any  specific  sum  being  designated  beyond  which  the  Board  was 
prohibited  from  making  contracts;  and  in  view  of  the  manner  in  which  the 
State  House  fund  is  produced  —  by  a  tax  levy  from  year  to  year — and  in 
view  of  the  absolute  impossihility  of  forecasting  the  exact  amount  of  money 
that  the  levy  will  bring  into  the  fund  at  any  specified  date  in  the  future, 
when  a  contract  is  to  be  fulfilled  and  canceled;  and  also  in  view  of  the  au- 
thority given  to  the  Board  by  the  act  of  1879  in  regard  to  the  letting  of 
contracts,  and  still  in  force,  there  would  appear  to  be  a  marked  incougruity 
between  the  prescribed  manner  for  supplying  the  funds  for  conducting 
the  construction  of  so  large  and  important  a  work  as  the  State  Capitol,  and 
a  practical,  convenient,  economical,  and  unembarrassed  administration  of 
its  manifold  affairs.  The  custom  has  been,  since  the  act  of  the  Legislature 
of  1879  creating  the  State  House  fund  for  the  purpose  of  erecting  the  west 
wing,  and  since  continuing  it  for  the  erection  and  completion  of  the  State 
House,  to  make  the  most  advantageous 'contracts  in  the  interest  of  the  State, 
whether  for  the  whole  or  any  portion  of  the  various  parts  of  the  work,  to 
be  executed  consecutively  or  within  a  specified  time;  hut  always  providing 
that  the  work  might  be  stopped  whenever  the  fund  should  become  exhausted. 
In  accordance  with  the  above-named  custom,  the  present  Board  of  State 
House  Commissioners  made  such  contracts  for  work  to  be  done  and  per- 
formed as  was  deemed  in  the  best  interests  of  the  State  to  make.  And  frona 
the  best  estimates  that  could  be  made  at  the  time  the  contracts  were  awarded 
the  funds  appropriated  would  when  collected  be  sufficient  to  cancel  the  con- 


tracts  when  the  work  to  be  done  under  them  should  be  fiuiahed  and  com- 
pleted; but  wheD  during  the  year  past  it  became  apparent  that  the  fund 
would  become  exbaueted  befure  the  completion  of  the  work  to  be  done  under 
the  contracts,  a  suspension  was  ordered  on  portions  of  the  work  that  had 
not  then  been  begun;  and  so  the  case  now  stands. 

Since  the  order  of  suspension  above  named  was  given,  in  July  last,  op- 
erations have  been  confined  to  completing  the  structural  portions  of  the 
dome  and  pediments,  and  the  completion  of  the  covering-in  and  roofing  of 
the  main  building,  and  porticos.  From  the  above  it  will  be  seen  that  the 
Board  has  been  seriously  embarrassed  by  reason  of  a  lack  of  funds  to  prose- 
cute the  work  in  an  advantageous  manner,  both  as  regards  the  interests  of 
the  State,  and  of  the  contractors  who  have  been  delayed  in  the  prosecution 
of  the  work  to  their  disadvantage.  And  inasmuch  as  the  work  now  under 
contract  will  consume  the  entire  tax  levy  for  the  fiscal  year  ending  June 
30, 1891,  and  probably  some  120,000  more,  allowing  for  salaries  and  contin- 
gencies, and  as  the  full  amount  of  the  levy  will  not  be  collected  before  the 
close  of  the  year  1891,  a  portion  of  it  coming  into  the  treasury  in  January, 
1S91,  another  portion  in  July,  and  the  remainder  at  the  close  of  the  year, 
there  would  not  at  any  time  during  the  coming  year,  be  funds  in  the  treas- 
ury to  meet  the  monthly  payments  as  they  became  due,  neither  on  work 
now  under  contract  to  be  done,  nor  on  any  new  work  that  might  be  put 
under  contract.  Therefore  the  Board  would  respectfully  suggest  and  recom- 
mend a  direct  appropriation  from  moneys  in  the  treasury,  not  otherwise 
appropriated,  of  $100,000,  for  the  State  House  fund,  to  be  immediately 
available  for  the  payment  of  outstanding  warrants,  and  for  the  prosecution 
of  the  work  already  under  contract,  and  to  be  put  under  contract.  It  is  es- 
timated that  the  above-named  amount  added  to  a  5-10  mill  tax  levy  for  the 
two  years  next  ensuing,  will  carry  the  work  to  completion.  Otherwise,  the 
work  will  have  to  be  discontinued  for  a  full  year  for  lack  of  funds  to  pros- 
ecute it,  and  such  a  break  in  the  continuance  of  the  work,  in  its  present 
condition,  would,  in  the  judgment  of  the  Board,  be  most  detrimental  to  the 
interests  of  the  State.  Therefore,  it  is  hoped  that  the  Legislature  will,  in 
some  manner,  relieve  the  Board  from  its  present  embarrassmentand  provide 
the  means  for  an  unbroken  continuance  of  the  work. 

In  regard  to  finishing  and  furnishing  any  portion  of  the  building  ready 
for  occupancy  within  the  nest  two  years,  it  would  be  possible  and  practi- 
cable to  finish  some  of  the  smaller  rooms  in  the  upper  stories  within  the 
coming  year;  but  until  the  whole  building  is  plastered,  and  the  plastering 
is  dry,  and  the  heating  apparatus  is  fixed  and  ready  for  use,  it  would  be  un- 
comfortable and  unhealthy  to  occupy  any  portion  of  the  building. 

An  important  item  requiring  legislative  action  for  its  consumation  is  the 
location  of  the  heating  and  lighting  power  and  apparatus.  It  has,  from 
the  commencement  of  the  erection  of  the  west  wing,  been  in  contemplation 
to  locate  the  beating  power  for  the  completed  structure  outside  of  the  State 
House  grounds.  And  now  that  the  system  of  electric  lighting  has  been 
adopted,  and  it  is  thought  best  that  the  State  should  own  and  operate  ita 


own  electric-light  plant  in  conjunction  with  the  heatiDg  plant,  it  would  ap- 
pear to  be  mOBt  desirable,  if  not  imperative,  that  the  plant  should  be  located 
away  from  the  building.  The  objectiooe  to  a  heating  and  lighting  plant  in 
the  building  on  ao  large  a  scale  as  would  be  necessary  to  heat  and  light  tbe 
whole  building,  are,  tbe  disfigurement  that  would  be  caused  to  tbe  building 
from  smoke;  the  soot  that  would  penetrate  into  and  through  tbe  building 
whenever  the  windows  were  open;  the  escaping  of  gases  from  the  furnace 
fires;  tbe  dirt  and  dust  arising  from  coal  and  ashes;  the  noise  and  vibration 
from  the  lighting  apparatus,  which  would  be  heard  and  felt  throughout 
the  building ;  and  lastly,  as  above  stated  in  relation  to  locating  the  heating 
plant  outside  of  the  grounds,  no  provision  has  been  made  fur  smoke-stacks 
and  other  appurtenances  and  conveniences,  further  than  was  necessary  for 
the  temporary  apparatus  for  heating  the  east  and  west  wings. 

In  pursuance  of  this  plan  the  Board  recommends  tbe  authorization  of 
the  selection  and  purchase  of  a  suitable  site  for  a  steam-heating  and 
electric-light  plant,  with  power  to  condemn  such  site  as  may  be  selected  for 
the  use  of  the  State,  together  with  all  the  necessary  rights-of-way  and  priv- 
ileges between  tbe  State  House  and  the  site  selected,  and  for  the  erection  of 
suitable  buildings,  and  furnishing  the  requisite  appliances  and  apparatus 
for  supplying  the  State  House  with  heat  and  electric  light. 

The  plan  of  locating  the  heating  apparatus  outside  of  tbe  structures  to 
be  heated  has  been  adopted  by  most  of  tbe  newly-erected  State  Capitols, 
asylums  for  the  insane,  and  other  large  public  buildings,  in  part  to  avoid 
the  objections  above  named  to  locating  it  within  the  building,  and  in  part 
as  a  precautionary  means  of  safety  against  fire,  bursting  of  boilers,  and 
other  casualties  which  would  endanger  life  and  property. 

It  is  highly  important  that  the  heating  apparatus  should  be  put  in  mo- 
tion, for  the  purpose  of  drying  the  building  after  the  plastering  is  com- 
pleted, and  keeping  it  dry  while  the  finishing  is  being  done.  Therefore,  it 
is  hoped  that  some  decisive  action  may  be  taken  by  the  Legislature  on  this 
subject. 

An  approximate  detailed  estimate  of  tbe  cost  of  finishing  the  building, 
beyond  the  work  now  under  contract  to  be  done,  exclusive  of  heating  and 
lighting  plant,  amounts  to  the  sum  of  $322,000.  From  January  1st,  1889, 
to  December  3d,  1890,  there  has  been  a  total  expenditure  of  $418,199.37, 
as  follows :

Hon.  Lymas  T.'.  Humphrey,  Oovenior  of  the  State  of  Kansas: 

Sir — I  have  the  honor  to  report,  that  by  virtue  of  an  act  of  the  Legis- 
lature, approved  March  3, 1877,  and  an  act  approved  March  6,  1883, 1  was 
authorized  and  directed  to  prosecute  certain  claims  of  the  State  against  the 
United  States;  and  also  to  investigate  and  secure  a.  proper  adjustment  of  cer- 
tain railroad  land  grants,  within  the  State. 

At  the  proper  time  I  entered  upon  the  Tcork  as  contemplated  by  the  Legis- 
lature, and  thuB  far  have  secured  an  adjudication  and  settlement  of  claims  as 
follows : 

SCHOOL  LANDS. 

The  act  admitting  Kansas  into  the  Union  provides:  "That  sections  num- 
bered sixteen  and  thirty-six  in  every  township  of  public  lands  in  said  State, 
and  where  either  of  said  sections  or  any  part  thoreof  has  been  sold  or  other- 
wise been  disposed  of,  other  lands,  equivalent  thereto  and  as  contiguous  as 
may  be,  shall  be  granted  to  send  State  for  the  use  of  schools." 

In  adjusting  and  administering  this  grant,  the  Department  of  the  Interior 
originally  held  that  the  State  was  not  entitled  to  indemnity  for  sections  16 
and  36,  in  former  Indian  reservations,  because  such  sections  had  been  sold  in 
trust  for  Indians,  and  therefore  were  not  public  land«. 

On  June  ;{0,  1877,  I  presented  the  case  to  the  Commissioner  of  the  Gen- 
eral Land  Office,  who  on  August  14,  1877,  rendered  a  decision  in  favor  of 
the  .State. 

This  decision  was  affirmed  on  August  18,  1877,  by  the  Secretary  of  the 
Interior,  and  the  lands  embraced  therein  were,  in  due  time,  selected  by  the 
State  and  lists  thereof  transmitted  to  the  Deimrtment  for  certification. 

After  the  first  list,  embracing  80,200?n"j  acres,  had  been  certified  to  the  Stat«, 
in  accordance  with  the  decision  of  1877,  a  doubt  was  expressed  by  the  Secre- 
tary as  to  the  validity  of  said  decision;  whereupon  the  question  was  referred 
to  the  Attorney  General  for  his  opinion. 

There,  the  case  was  fought  over  de  nm-o,  and  an  opinion  rendered  on  Jan- 
uary 21, 1880,  (copy  herewith,)  which,  as  will  be  observed,  entitled  the  State 
to  only  a  pnrt  of  the  lands  claimed. 

This  opinion  was  accepted  by  the  Secretary  of  the  Interior  as  a  proper  in- 
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terpretatiou  of  the  law;  whereupon  I  prepared  aud  procured  the  passage  of 
a  joint  resolution  by  Congress,  as  follows: 

"  Wheraxt,  The  United  States  haB  sold  and  disposed  of  seetione  sixteen  and  thirtj- 
siz  in  oertaio  Indian  leeeivations  embraoed  within  the  territotial  limits  of  the  State 
of  Kansas,  in  parsuance  of  treatf  obligationa;  and 

^^Whereoi,  The  State  of  Kansas,  in  parsnance  of  a  decision  of  the  Oeneral  Ii«nd 
OtQoe,  dated  Au^st  fonrteenth,  eighteei^  bcndred  and  seventf-scTen,  has  selected  for 
achool  purposes  other  eqoiTBlent  lands  in  lien  of  snob  sections  sixteen  and  thirtj-sii. 
disposed  of  as  aforesaid:  thecefoce, 

"Btaolvtd  by  the  SenaU  and  Houae  of  BeprtseataUrt*  of  the  Uniieil  Slate»  of  America 
in  Congress  assen^ied.  That  the  lands  ao  selected  by  the  Htate  of  Kansas  be,  and  the 
aame  are  hereby,  conflrmed  to  said  State;  and  the  Seoretarj  of  the  Interior  be.  and 
hereby  is,  aathorized  to  certify  the  same  to  said  State,  in  lien  of  seel  ions  sixteen  and 
thirty-six,  sold  and  disposed  of  by  the  United  States,  vithin  the  limits  of  any  former 
Indian  reaeTTation  aa  aforesaid. 
"Approved  June  16, 1B80.'' 

In  pursuance  of  this  act,  and  the. several  decisions  and  opinions  rendered 
by  the  Commissioner  of  the  Cieneral  Land  Office,  Secretary  of  the  Interior, 
and  the  Attorney  General,  lists  of  the  indemnity  school  lands  have  been 
certified  or  patented  to  the  State,  as  follows :

These  lands  were  selected  with  care  by  comniissionera,  under  the  direction 
of  the  Governor,  and  when  disposed  of  will  add  considerable  to  the  perma- 
nent school  fund  of  the  State. 

FIVE-PERCENT.   CLAIM. 
The  basis  of  this  claim  was  the  Act  of  Admission,  which  provides  as 

follows: 

"That  five  per  centnm  of  the  net  proceeds  of  sales  of  all  jrablie  lands,  lying 
within  said  State,  which  shall  be  sold  by  Conttiees  after  the  admission  of  said  State 
into  the  Union,  after  deducting  all  the  expenses  incident  to  the  tame,  shall  be  paid 
to  said  State,"  etc. 
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Thia  grant,  prior  to  1877,  like  that  of  isdemnit;  school  lands,  was  held  by 
the  Department  of  the  Interior  and  Firat  Comptroller  of  the  Treasury,  not 
to  apply  to  lands  in  fonuer  Indian  reservations. 

On  June  30, 1877, 1  presented  the  case  to  the  Commissioner  of  the  General 
Land  Office,  who,  on  December  31, 1877,  after  careful  consideration,  reversed 
the  former  rulings  and  decisions  of  the  Department,  and  rendered  a  decision 
favorable  to  the  State.     (Copy  herewith.) 

Under  this  decision  the  account  on  sales  of  lands  in  former  Indian  reserva- 
tions, from  January  29,  1861,  to  June  30,  1877,  araounUng  to  8190,566.08,    " 
was  stated  and  certified  to  the  Treasury  for  settlement. 

After  a  protracted  contest  in  the  Treasury  Department,  extending  over  a 
period  of  two  years,  in  which  I  was  assisted  by  Hon.  Matt.  H,  Carpenter, 
General  E.  W.  Rice  and  Messrs.  Shellabarger  and  Wilson,  the  First  Comp- 
troller, on  May  6, 1880,  finally  decided  the  case  in  favor  of  the  State.  (Copy 
of  decision  herewith.) 

Under  this  decision  the  accounts  on  such  sales  were  regularly  stated  and 
paid,  up  to  June  30,  1884. 

When  the  account  for  the  fiscal  year  ending  June  30, 1885,  was  called  for, 
the  Commissioner  of  the  General  Land  Office,  whose  duty  it  was  to  state  and 
certify  the  same  to  the  Treasury,  declined  to  do  so ;  but  instead,  referred  the 
whole  question,  as  to  the  validity  of  the  Comptroller's  dedsion,  to  the  Secre- 
tary of  the  Interior  for  his  decision. 

This,  of  course,  stopped  the  payment  of  such  moneys,  and  drove  us  to  the 
necessity  of  fighting  over  the  same  ground  a  second  time. 

Finally,  after  a  protracted  contest,  the  Secretary  decided  ag^nst  the  State, 
and  his  dedsion  was  concurred  in  by  the  Attorney  General  (Copy  here- 
with.) 

Prom  thia  decision  I  appealed  to  Congress,  and  procured  the  enactment  of 
an  item  as  follows: 

"For  psjment  to  the  Btate  of  KtinsaB,  on  accunnt  of  five  pei  centvm  fund  arU- 
ing  fTom  the  sale  of  pntilic  landu  in  said  State,  Ciom  Jnly  first,  eighteen  handred 
aod  eighty-foar,  tu  Jane  thirtieth,  eightaeii  hundred  and  eightj-five,  as  per  lieciaion 
of  Oie  First  Comptroller  of  the  Treaaury.  of  date  May  surtft,  eighteen  hundred  and 
eighty,  and  aa  atated  by  the  Commisaioner  of  the  Q«neral  Land  Offloe,  forty-three 
thonaand  seven  hnndred  and  ninety  doHars  and  thiitytwo  cents."  (25  U.  S,  Stnt- 
Dte«,  931. 

By  this  act.  Congress,  in  efiect,  overruled  the  decision  of  the  Secretary  and 
revived  that  of  the  First  Comptroller ;  since  which  the  said  accounts  have 
been  regularly  stated  and  p^d. 

In  188.5,  when  the  above-mentioned  account  was  suspended,  and  referred  to 
the  Secretary  for  his  decision,  the  r^ular  five-per-eent.  accounts,  on  sales  of 
public  lands  proper,  were  also  suspended,  and  remained  so  until  1888,  when  I 
had  them  stated  and  certified  to  the  Treasury  for  settlement. 

Under  the  decisions  of  the  Commissioner  of  the  General  Land  Office  and 
Fiist  Comptroller  of  the  Treasury,  and  the  act  of  Congress  last  above  men- 
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Uoned,  relative  to  the  Bud  five-per-cent.  accouDt,  the  State  has  received  the 
following  Bums,  viz :

In  addition  to  the  above,  I  have  secured  an  adjustment  of  said  account, 
from  June  30,  1889,  to  June  30,  1890,  amounting  to  $3,405.90,  which  in  due 
time  will  be  certified  to  the  Treasury  and  paid. 

This  virtually  closes  smd  account,  since  all  the  lands  in  former  Indian  res- 
ervations, with  exception  of  a  few  isolated  tracts,  have  been  sold. 

MILITARY  CLAIMS. 
As  heretofore  reported,  I  have  secured  an  adjustment  and  settlement  of 
the  claims  of  the  State,  for  money  expended  and  indebtedness  assumed,  on  ac- 
count of  the  volunteer  and  militia  Jbrces,  called  into  active  service  during 
and  since  the  late  war,  except  what  are  known  as  Price  and  Quantrell  raid 
claims. 
The  several  amounts  thus  recovered  were  pud  over  to  the  State,  as  follows :

Of  the  military  claims  proper,  there  still  remain  a  few  Buapended  vouchers, 
a  small  portion  of  which  I  hope  to  perfect  and  secure  payment  thereon.  But 
substantially  the  claim  is  adjusted  and  settled. 

The  agents  and  attorneys  of  the  several  States  have  united  in  an  effort  to 
secure  an  appropriation  by  Congress,  to  reimburse  said  States  for  money  paid 
out  as  interest  on  account  of  war  expenditures;  and  to  that  end  a  bill  has 
been  introduced.  But  I  hardly  expect  favorable  action  during  the  present 
session. 

DIRECT  TAX. 

By  act  of  Congress,  approved  August  5,  1861,  a  direct  tax  of  $20,000,000 
was  levied  aud  apportioned  among  the  several  States,  in  proportion  to  their 
population  as  shown  by  the  census  of  1860. 
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The  quota  of  Kansas  was  (71,743.33,  which  in  due  time  was  pud  to  the 
United  Slates. 

The  quota  of  other  loyal  States  was  also  pud,  and  the  tax  in  a  portion  of 
the  other  Southern  States  was  collected  by  the  Treasury  Department.  But 
in  other  Southern  States  the  tax  was  not  collected,  nor  did  such  delinquent 
States  ever  assume  or  pay  their  quotas. 

This  was  and  is  manifest  injustice.  Either  the  delinquent  Southern  States 
should  pay  their  quotas,  or  the  money  paid  by  loyal  States  should  be  re- 
funded. To  collect  said  tax,  with  interest  and  the  penalty,  from  delinquent 
Statee  at  this  late  date,  would  be  a  great  hardship  on  the  people  of  those 
States,  especially  since  the  money  is  not  needed  by  the  Govemmeut.  But  to 
release  such  States  from  their  obligation  and  at  the  same  time  rettun  the 
money  paid  by  loyal  States,  would  be  equtdly  unjust. 

In  order,  therefore,  to  secure  an  adjustment  of  the  matter  on  an  equitable 
basis,  it  was  deemed  advisable  to  apply  to  Congress;  and  accordingly  a  bill 
was  prepared  and  introduced,  which  provides,  in  brief,  for  refunding  to  States 
the  amounts  which  they  have  paid,  and  relieving  delinquent  States  from  their 
obligation  to  pay. 

A  similar  bill  to  the  one  now  pending,  was  passed  by  the  50th  Congress, 
but  vetoed  by  President  Cleveland. 

The  present  bill  passed  the  Senate  last  session,  and  we  hope  to  secure  fa- 
vorable action  in  the  House  during  the  present  session.  It  is  preeminently 
just;  and  should  it  become  a  law  it  will  pve  Kansas  $71,743.33,  leas  810,- 
761.50  heretofore  collected.  I  presented  this  case  to  the  Treasury  Depart- 
ment in  1679,  and  on  April  2,  I860,  submitted  a  printed  brief.  (Copy 
herewith.) 

Subsequently,  with  the  lud  of  attorneys  representing  other  States,  we  fol- 
lowed it  up  with  result  as  above  stated. 

AGRICULTURAL  COLLEGE  LANDS. 
By  act  of  Congress,  approved  July  2,  1862,  there  were  granted  to  the 
several  States,  foe  the  benefit  of  agriculture  aud  the  mechanic  arts,  an  amount 
of  public  lands  equal  to  30,000  acres  for  each  Senator  and  Representative 
then  in  Congress.  Kansas  at  that  time  had  two  Senators  and  one  Representa- 
tive, and  consequently  was  entitled  to  90,000  acres.  In  due  time  the  full 
amount  was  selected  by  the  Stat«,  and  lists  thereof  transmitted  to  the  Secre- 
tary of  the  Interior  for  certification  to  the  State.  But  instead  of  certifying 
the  full  amount,  the  Secretary  certified  only  82,318  acres,  leaving  a  balance 
of  7,682  acres,  which  were  alleged  to  be  double- minimum  lands  in  conse- 
quence of  a  land  grant  for  a  railroad  from  Fort  Riley  along  the  Republican 
valley,  in  a  northwesterly  direction,  toward  a  point  on  the  one-hundredth 
meridian  in  Nebraska.  This  line  of  road,  however,  was  subsequently  aban- 
doned, and  the  lands  restored  to  market  at  the  minimum  price.  In  conse- 
quence of  this,  and  at  the  request  of  the  Governor  and  Board  of  Regents  for 
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the  State  Agricultural  College,  I  presented  a  clidm  ibr  the  additional  7,682 
acres. 

The  decision  of  the  Secretary  of  the  iDterior  wae  adverse  to  the  State, 
whereupon  I  prepared  and  secured  the  passage  of  a  bill  through  the  -lOth 
Congress,  authorizing  Mm  to  certify  said  lauds  tothe8tat«;  but  President 
Cleveland,  laboring  under  misinformation  from  the  General  Land  Office,  baaed 
upon  what  purported  to  be  a  statement  of  facts,  interposed  bis  veto,  and  by 
so  doing  put  it  beyond  the  power  of  the  State  to  recover  that  which  was 
justly  due. 

To  show  you  that  nothing  was  left  undone,  in  my  efibrta  to  secure  tMs 
7,682  acres  of  land  to  the  State,  I  hand  you  herewith  printed  copies  of  brie& 
and  arguments  submitted  to  the  proper  Department  In  support  of  the  claim. 

I  should  have  pressed  the  case  beyond  the  Presidential  veto  but  for  the 
iact  that  the  public  lands  in  the  State  had  in  the  meantime  all  been  disposed 
of,  so  that  nothing  remained  to  satisfy  the  claim,  even  if  favorable  action 
should  be  secured. 

SWAMP  LANDB. 

The  several  attome}^  employed  by  the  public-land  States  have  prepared, 
and  are  presung  a  bill  before  Congress,  which  in  substance  proposes  to  pay 
over  to  said  States  all  moneys  received  by  the  Government  from  the  sale  of 
swamp  and  overflowed  lands  therein. 

This  bill  has  been  favorably  reported  by  committees  of  both  houses,  and 
should  it  become  a  law  the  State  of  Kansas  will  receive  about  $50,000  in 
consequence  thereof. 

RAILROAD  GRANTS. 

By  an  act  of  the  Legislature  approved  March  6,  18S3,  I  was  authorized 
and  directed  to  investigate  and  secure  a  proper  adjustment  of  certain  railroad 
land  grants  within  the  State. 

In  pursuance  of  this  act  I  entered  upon  the  work  and  discharged  my  duty 
to  the  best  of  my  ability.  I  secured  an  adjustment  of  said  grants  by  the 
General  Land  Office,  which  adjustments  in  due  time  were  transmitted  tfl  the 
Secretary  of  the  Interior  for  final  action. 

In  administering  these  grants,  many  mistakes  were  made  and  many  errors 
committed.  Some  of  the  roads  were  definitely  located  on  one  line  and  con- 
structed upon  another.  Public  lands  were  withdrawn  from  market  for  the 
benefit  of  unlocated  roads,  and  grants  floated  from  place  to  place  in  utter 
defiance  and  disregard  of  the  law. 

On  examining  the  records  and  investigating  the  facts,  I  found  that  lands 
occupied  by  settlers  in  both  the  grant  and  indemnity  limits,  when  the  roads 
were  definitely  located,  had  been  certified  and  patented  to  the  railroad  com- 
panies without  regard  to  the  rights  of  such  settlers. 

I  also  found  that  a  large  amount  of  public  land  had  been  withdrawn  from 
market,  and  withheld  from  settlement  for  a  period  of  ten  years  and  more, 
under  the  pretense  of  satisfying  over-satisfied  grants. 
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To  all  these  and  other  irregularities  and  iufonnalities  I  called  the  attention 
of  the  Commissioner  of  the  GcDeral  Land  Office  and  Secretary  of  the  Interior, 
as  will  more  iiilly  appear  &om  ptinted  copies  of  briefs  and  arguments  here- 
with presented. 

By  reason  of  the  readjustment  of  these  grants  by  Ihe  Commissioner  of  the 
General  Land  Office,  and  the  reversal  of  the  rulings  and  dedsions  in  conse- 
quence thereof,  many  of  the  settlers  whoee  claims  had  been  in  jeopardy  were 
enabled  to  perfect  their  titles  and  secure  their  homes,  which  otherwise  would 
have  been  secured,  if  at  all,  at  the  end  of  expensive  litigation. 

And  also,  by  reason  of  the  efforts  of  the  State  to  secure  an  honest  adjust- 
ment of  these  grants,  thousands  of  settlers  were  enabled  to  secure  lands  under 
the  homestead  and  preemption  laws,  who  otherwise  would  have  had  the  privi- 
lege of  buying  them  from  a  rulroad  company. 

The  lands  (over  800,000  acres)  in  the  second  ten-mile  limits  along  the  line 
of  the  Santa  F€  road,  Irom  near  Kinsley  to  the  west  line  of  the  State,  were 
withdrawn  from  market  in  1872.  For  these  lands  there  was  no  basis,  as  I 
established  beyond  a  doubt  while  endeavoring  to  secure  an  adjustment  of 
the  grant. 

The  attorneys  for  the  company,  in  presenting  their  side  of  the  case  to  the 
Department,  in  order  to  hold  what  had  already  been  patented,  abandoned 
their  claim  to  these  lands,  and  asserted  that  their  grant  had  been  adjusted  to 
the  "last  acre"  in  1874 ;  whereupon  I  immediately  applied  to  the  Commis- 
sioner of  the  General  Land  Office,  and  secured  the  restoration  of  this  vast 
tract  to  market,  after  it  had  been  withheld  for  a  period  of  eleven  years. 

The  act  of  the  Legislature  in  pursuance  of  which  I  did  this  work,  made 
no  provision  for  compensation,  but  cootajned  a  clause  as  follows :  "Provided, 
There  shall  be  no  expense  to  the  State,  except  the  Stat«  shall  be  benefited 
thereby."   (Laws  of  1883,  p.  197.) 

Copies  of  the  brie&  and  arguments  herewith,  which  I  prepared  and  used 
in  these  adjustment  cases,  together  with  the  result  as  above  stated,  will  pve 
you  an  idea  of  the  time  consumed  and  money  expended  while  engaged  in  the 
work.  If  the  Legislature  thinks  the  State  and  people  of  Kansas  were  bene- 
fited by  reason  of  what  I  did  in  this  matter,  it  will  doubtless  provide  such 
compensation  as  may  be  deemed  right  and  proper. 

This  substantially  closes  the  work  which  I  was  employed  by  the  State  to 
perform. 

Many  of  the  claims  and  cases  which  I  proeecuted  successfully  bad  pre- 
viously been  decided  against  the  State,  and  to  effect  a  reversal  of  such  de- 
cisions was  the  most  difficult  part  of  my  work.  But  iiith  the  earnest,  active 
support  of  the  State  officers,  Le^latures,  and  the  Kansas  delegation  in  Con- 
gress, I  eventually  succeeded,  as  the  result  shows.

"In  Addition  to  the  seTsral  amoants  paid  Mr.  Cravford,  there  is  doe  him  ^.Vt  on 
820  Rorea  uf  land  upon  which  no  oommiBsion  haa  be«n  paid.  There  ie  also  a  claim 
for  flTe  per  cent,  of  net  sales  of  public  lands  in  former  Indian  reserTations,  amount' 
ing  to  $l(iO,0G7.ei,  which  has  been  adJDsted  throngh  his  eSortn,  and  now  awaits  an. 
appropriation  by  CouKress.  The  cummiBsion  on  this  will  be  $10,006.75.  There  ia 
also  an  item  of  $1,000  commission  dae  him  for  |10,000  deducted  from  a  claim  ad- 
jtisted  bj  him  on  aooonnt  of  the  K«pnblicHn  river  bridge. 

"The  Legislature  will  have  to  make  appropriations  to  meet  these  items  before 
payment  can  be  made  to  Mr.  Crawford." 

The  3100,067,51  above  mentioned  in  the  Auditor's  report  has  been  paid 
into  the  State  Treasurj';  and  as  already  stat«d,  the  accouut  on  sales  of  lands 
in  former  Indian  reservations,  for  the  fiscal  year  ending  June  30,  1S90, 
amounting  to  8I!,442.H4,  has  been  stated,  and  will  be  certified  to  the  Treasury 
and  paid,  as  soon  as  an  appropriation  ia  made  therefor,  which  will  be  done 
the  present  session.

COMPENSATION. 

On  all  of  these  several  amouDts  which  have  been  paid  to  the  State,  I  hare 
received  compenaation,  except  the  sum  of  $160,067,51,  collected  during  the 
present  fiscal  year,  and  320  acres  of  school  lands,  certified  in  1887. 

Ten  per  cent,  of  this  amount — estimating  said  lands  at  one  dollar  and 
twenty-five  cents  per  acre — makes  816,046.75,  which  I  trust  the  Legislature 
will  see  proper  to  appropriate,  in  order  that  I  may  be  able  to  fulfill  my  agree- 
ments with  parties  who  assisted  me  in  the  prosecution  of  said  claims. 

The  balance  due  the  State  on  account  of  direct  tax  (  860,9«1.83),  and  the 
reminder  of  the  five-per-cent.  fund  due  as  aforesaid  on  account  of  lands  in 
former  Indian  reservations  (83,442.34),  will  in  all  probability  be  appro- 
priated by  Congress  this  session,  and  if  so  will  be  p^d  to  the  Stat«  soon 
thereafter. 

I  would  therefore  respectfully  ast  that  the  Legislature  also  make  provision 
during  the  present  session  for  the  payment  of  my  fees,  in  these  two  cases  to 
be  avaiiable,  of  course,  when  said  claims  shall  have  been  pidd  to  the  State. 

UNADJUSTED   CLAIMS. 

There  are  a  number  of  other  just  clmma  of  the  State  against  the  United 
States,  which  should  be  prosecuted  to  final  determination.  Some  of  them  are 
covered  by  my  contract  with  the  State,  and  some  of  tbem  are  not ;  but  on  all, 
the  work  has  been  commenced. 

The  most  important  of  these  is  the  one  assumed  and  paid  by  the  State,  for 
losses  sustained  by  reason  of  the  Quantrell  raid.  A  bill  providing  for  the 
reimbursement  of  the  Stat«  on  account  of  this  claim  was  prepared  and  intro- 
duced in  Congress,  at  your  request,  last  session;  and  on  May  7th  last,  a  fa- 
vorable report  was  made  t«  the  House,  by  the  Committee  on  War  Claims, 
recommending  payment  to  the  State  of  Kansas  of  the  sum  of  8362,012.46. 
(Copy  of  report  herewith.) 

This  bill  will  be  pressed  for  consideration  during  the  present  sesMon,  but 
on  account  of  the  immense  volume  of  unfinished  business  coming  over  from 
the  last  session,  it  is  doubtful  whether  final  action  can  be  secured  during  this 
short  session. 

This  claim  does  not  come  within  my  contract,  but  at  your  request,  and  in 
the  absence  of  any  other  attorney  to  take  charge  of  the  matter  for  the  State, 
with  the  assistance  of  Mr.  True  E.  G.  Fettengill,  late  of  the  Treasury  De- 
partment, we  prepared  the  bill,  presented  the  case  to  the  War  Claims  Com- 
mittee, and  procured  a  favorable  report  as  stated. 
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I  have  also  employed  Mr.  Fettengill  to  assist  me  in  arrang^Dg  and  perfect- 
ing the  vouchers  relative  to  the  unpaid  Price  raid  claims,  for  preeentatios  to 
the  War  and  Treasury  Departments  for  settlement. 

These  two  claims  (Quantrell  and  Price  Raid )  are  just,  and  if  prosecuted 
with  vigor  will  eventually  be  paid.  Provision  should  be  made  by  the  present 
L^^lature  looking  to  that  end.  In  other  words,  an  act  should  be  passed  by 
the  present  Legislature  authorizing  the  Governor  to  employ  an  agent  or  at- 
torney to  prosecute  these  and  other  unadjusted  claims  to  final  determination. 

The  work  which  I  was  employed  by  the  State  to  do  will  be  substantially 
finished  when  the  direct^tax  claim  and  small  remnant  of  five  per  cent., 
already  adjusted,  shall  have  been  paid.  There  may  be  a  few  remnant  odds 
and  ends  growing  ont  of  decisions  already  obt^ned,  but  in  the  main  my  work 
for  the  State,  under  existing  law  and  contract,  will  have  been  completed. 

In  addition  to  the  Quantrell  and  Price  raid  claims,  which  the  Legislature 
should  by  all  means  provide  for  prosecuting  to  a  final  conclusion,  provision 
should  also  be  made  for  prosecuting  the  claim  of  the  State  for  iuterest  actually 
paid  out  by  the  State  on  account  of  war  expenditures.  Bonds  were  issued 
and  money  expended  by  the  State  for  the  use  and  benefit  of  the  General 
Giovemment,  and  interest  paid  in  consequence  thereof  should  be  refunded. 
These  three  claims  involve  soraetbiug  over  a  half-million  dollars,  and  should 
be  prosecuted  to  a  final  determination  by  authority  of  law.  I  will  push  them 
along  to  the  best  of  ray  ability  until  some  other  person  is  employed  to  take 
them  ofi^  my  hands. 

As  already  stated,  the  other  claims  of  the  State,  intrusted  to  my  care,  will 
be  substantially  completed  with  the  appropriation  for  the  direct  tax  and  bal- 
ance due  on  five-per-cent.  account.  And  since  additional  legislation  is  neces- 
sary, relative  to  the  Quantrell  and  Price  raid  claims  and  interest  account, 
and  for  the  reason  that  I  desire  to  return  home,  I  would  respectfully  ask  that 
you  appoint  some  other  person  to  prosecute  these  unfinished  claims  to  final 
determination. 

Individually,  I  have  no  claim  for  services  rendered  in  connection  with 
either  the  Quantrell,  Price  raid,  or  interest^account  claims;  but  Mr.  Fetten- 
gill, having  rendered  efficient  and  faithful  services  in  furtherance  of  each,  I 
trust  that  whoever  may  be  appointed  to  take  chat^  of  such  cases  will  take 
into  consideration  what  Mr.  Pettengill  has  already  done,  or  may  hereafter  do 
in  the  premises,  and  compensate  him  for  his  services  upon  the  successful  detei^ 
mination  of  said  claims.  Respectfully  submitted.

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To  His  Excellency  Lyman  U.  Humphrey,  GoBenutr  of  Kangttt: 

SiB — In  compliance  with  the  statute,  the  Commissioner  of  Fisheries  begs 
leave  to  submit  the  seventh  bieDaial  report,  covering  the  period  from  April    ' 
1, 1889,  to  December  1,  1890. 

The  results  of  the  efforts  of  the  Commissioner  to  stock  the  waters  of  Kan- 
sas with  edible  food  fishes  and  to  protect  those  already  in  the  atreams  and 
lakes  of  the  State,  have  not  been  as  satisfactory  as  could  have  been  wished,  as 
the  Commissioner  has  liad  no  funds  for  expenses  incurred  by  him  while  in 
the  discharge  of  his  duties.  That  this  omission  on  the  part  of  the  last  Leg- 
islature was  due  more  to  a  want  of  knowledge  of  the  benefits  to  be  derived 
from  the  support  of  this  industry  and  its  general  supply  of  a  cheap  and 
nourishing  food  product  to  the  people  of  Kansas,  is  the  belief  of  the  Com- 
missioner. 

The  area  of  the  waters  of  Kansas  is  limited,  but  the  stroams  generally  are 
long  and  contain  many  deep  pools,  which  are  as  well  adapted  to  the  growth 
and  production  of  fish  as  are  many  of  the  so-called  lakes  of  other  States; 
and  the  fiah  food  found  therein  is  abundant  and  largely  due  to  the  rich 
growth  of  aquatic  plants,  which  harbor  innumerable  insects,  making  our 
rivers  and  creeks  as  well  adapted  to  the  growth  of  fish  as  any  water  in  the 
Western  States. 

There  is  a  variety  of  excellent  food  fishes,  native  to  the  waters  of  this  Stjite, 
that  should  be  protected  in  their  efforts  to  propagate  their  species.  At  the 
head  of  this  list  stands  the  black  bass,  which  has  no  superior  as  a  fresh-water 
fish  either  for  food  or  for  the  sport  of  the  angler.  After  the  bass,  comes  the 
crappte,  sun  perch,  channel  cat,  Mississippi  cat,  and  others  of  less  note.  Be- 
sides the  above  native  fish,  there  have  been  placed  in  the  waters  of  tins  State, 
through  the  efforts  of  its  C'ommissioner,  obtained  from  the  General  Govern- 
ment, German  carp,  ring  perch,  and  land-locked  salmon. 

German  carp  elto  well  adapted  to  the  waters  of  Kansas,  requiring  water  of 
a  high  temperature  and  an  abundance  of  food.  Where  the  conditions  have 
been  favorable,  they  have  made  a  rapid  growth,  and  have  well  repaid  the 
efforts  to  rear  them  in  private  ponds.  In  different  sections  of  the  State, 
carp  are  sold  in  the  markets,  and  are  becoming  a  popular  ns  well  as  a  whole- 
some food, 

lUng  perch  have  been  successfully  planted  in  several  of  the  streams  of  the 
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State,  and  have  conclusively  shown  they  can  adapt  themselves  to  our  watcra, 
and  it  is  confidently  believed  that  in  a  short  time  they  will  be  as  popular  for 
food  and  sport  as  they  are  in  their  native  States  of  Indiana  and  Michigan. 

Salmon  have  also  been  put  into  our  streams,  but  it  is  a  question  needing 
further  time  for  a  satisfactory  solution  as  to  whether  they  will  thrive  and  prop- 
agate in  our  waters.  They  are  heard  from  occasionally  as  having  grown  to 
maturity,  and  again  as  having  been  seined  out  and  taken  for  food  when 
weighing  only  about  a  pound  each. 

That  better  protection  ia  imperatively  needed  for  our  fish,  can  be  easily 
shown  by  incidents  like  the  above.  It  is  the  judgment  of  the  CommisBioner, 
that  it  would  well  repay  the  State  for  any  expense  it  might  incur,  if  nothing 
further  was  accomplished  than  a  full  and  complete  protection  of  the  native 
fish  now  in  our  waters.  It  ia  not  intended  to  underrate  the  importance  of 
ponds  or  hatcheries,  as  a  source  of  stocking  depleted  waters,  and  the  State 
should  have  them;  hut,  if  this  fuller  benefit  cannot  be  obtained  at  this  time 
let  not  the  entire  industry  &il. 

The  General  Government  supplies  fish  for  depleted  waters,  as  largely  as  it 
is  possible  for  it  to  do,  and  b  constantly  increasing  its  fatnlilJes  for  taking  and 
distributing  indigenous  fishes,  and  will  supply  them  to  meet  the  needs  of  dif- 
ferent sections  as  rapidly  as  possible,  on  requisition  made  by  the  proper  officer 
of  the  State,  at  no  expense  to  the  State  except  the  item  of  transportation. 
The  supply,  however,  falls  far  short  of  the  demand,  but  it  is  confidently 
believed,  that  with  proper  encouragement,  the  supply  will  soon  be  sufficient 
for  the  needs  of  all  sections. 

Nebraska,  Colorado,  Wyoming,  Missouri  and  some  other  Western  States 
propagate  their  own  fish,  and  largely  supply  their  waters  with  fish  in  this 
way.  Kansas  is  dependent  on  the  supply  to  be  obtained  from  the  General 
Government,  and  where  so  many  requisitions  for  fish  are  made  from  different 
sections  of  the  country,  we  are  not  always  pven  our  proportion.  When  a 
private  citizen  of  Missouri  can  get  more  fish  for  a  private  pond  than  the  en- 
tire State  of  Kansas  Is  given  in  one  year, it  naturally  raises  the  query,  Why? 
It  is  not  very  difficult  to  answer;  he  personally  solicited  his  consignments 
while  our  requisitions  had  to  be  made  through  the  mails,  no  funds  being 
aviulablc  for  expenses  of  a  trip  to  the  place  of  disbursing  the  Government 
supplies.  The  Commissioner  is  firmly  convinced  of  the  fact  that  the  State 
ought  to  own  a  fish  car  and  let  it  be  taken  to  points  where  the  Government  dis- 
burses fish  such  as  are  suitable  for  our  waters,  and  carry  them  with  the  least 
possible  delay  to  the  place  where  they  are  to  be  planted,  and  thus  avoid  de- 
lay and  much  disappointment  to  those  expecting  consignments.  Everv 
effort  was  made  to  ^t  the  full  quota  for  our  State  during  tlie  present  year, 
(1890),  but,  although  letters  were  received  indicating  that  four  car-loads  of 
fish  would  be  given  to  Kansas,  only  two  were  received.  It  is  quite  certain, 
had  it  been  jiossible  te  have  had  a  [lersonal  interview  with  the  Government 
Agent  at  Quincy,  Illinois,  the  result  would  have  been  different.    A  fish  car 
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will  cost  about  two  thousand  <lolUra,  and  will  easily  repay  the  amount  to  the 
State  in  increased  and  efficient  service  in  two  years. 

There  is  little  question  but  what  the  wat«iB  of  Kansas  can  be  made-  to 
nearly  or  quite  supply  the  State  with  fish,  if  more  encouragement  is  given  to 
the  industry.  Black  basa  will  thrive,  as  experience  has  demonstrated,  in 
nearly  all  the  streams  of  the  northern  half  of  the  State,  while  in  the  south- 
em  half  they  are  to  be  found  in  considerable  quantities  in  their  native  con- 
dition. The  same  is  true  of  crappie  and  sun-perch.  These  are  recognized 
by  all  as  some  of  the  finest  food-fishes  found  in  the  waters  of  any  State. 

Of  course,  this  will  necessitate  a  larger  appropriation  than  has  ever  before 
been  made  for  this  purpose ;  but,  unless  the  industry  is  to  be  supported  by  a 
sufficient  appropriation  to  make  the  work  effective,  the  office  of  Commissioner 
of  Fisheries  should  be  abolished,  and  the  pot-fisher  be  permitted  to  destroy 
our  fish  in  any  way  he  may  see  fit,  even  if  he  should  resort  to  explosives  and 
poison.  Using  explosives  or  poisoning  the  waters  of  our  streams  with  any 
deleterious  substance,  cannot  be  too  strongly  condemned.  It  not  only  kills 
the  fish  sought  to  be  taken,  but  many  more,  too  small  for  use,  are  destroyed. 
Others  are  injured,  and  live  long  enough  to  escape,  but  die  afterward,  and  are 
left  in  the  stream  to  pollute  it«  waters,  and  become  a  frightful  source  of  dis- 
ease to  the  inhabitants  of  the  vicinity.  loformaUon  has  been  received  at 
this  office  of  many  hundred  pounds  of  fish  having  been  killed  in  this  way  hi 
difierent  portions  of  the  State.  There  should  be  some  one  in  each  township 
dewgnated  by  law  to  look  up  evidence  against  violators,  to  be  paid  for  ser- 
vices performed  and  incur  a  fine  for  n^lecting  to  protect  the  fish  in  his 
bull  wick. 

Many  complfdnts  have  been  received  at  this  office  of  illegal  fishing.  Every- 
thing possible  under  the  circumstances  has  been  done  to  stop  these  depreda- 
tions, but  a  very  defective  law  and  the  absence  of  funds  have  made  the 
work  unusually  difficult.  All  sorts  of  illegal  methods  have  been  resorted  to 
by  violators  of  the  law.  Explosives  have  been  used  in  the  Solomon,  Kanaaa, 
Cottonwood  and  Is'eosho  rivers,  while  baas,  crappie,  perch,  and  other  fish  on 
the  prohibited  list,  have  been  taken  with  seines  in  nearly  all  sections  of  the 
State,  in  violation  of  the  statute.  Baas  cannot  be  successfully  seined  except 
in  winter,  when  they  are  easily  taken,  but  they  have  been  seined  in  large  num- 
bers !n  different  parta  of  the  i^tate  and  sold  iu  the  markets  in  cities,  and  when 
complaints  are  made,  the  parti&s  insist  they  caught  them  with  hook  and  line. 
Efforts  have  been  made  to  bring  the  guilty  parties  to  justice,  but  little  can  be 
done  under  our  present  law. 

Owners  of  dams  are  not  complying  with  the  requirements  of  the  statute 
directing  that  a  fish-way  he  constructed  over  their  daina.  The  most  flagrant  ' 
violat<tr  of  this  law  i»  the  owner  of  the  dam  at  Lawrence.  The  Commissioner 
had  a  personal  interview  with  him,  and  secured  an  agreement  that  he  would, 
at  an  early  day,  eompiy  with  the  statute  and  erect  a  fish-way.  When  suffi- 
cient time  had  elapsed,  incjuiry  was  made  as  to  whether  the  fish-way  had  been 
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built.  The  information  received  was,  that  do  effort  had  been  made  to  comply 
with  the  statute,  and  the  county  attorney  was  requested  to  commence  suit 
agHinst  the  owner  of  the  dam,  and  was  tendered  all  the  aaebtanoe  this  office 
could  give.  Neither  the  request  nor  suit  received  the  least  attention  so  far  as 
information  received  at  this  office  would  indicate,  and  nothing  has  been  done 
in  the  way  of  complying  with  the  request,  or  enforcing  the  law  as  the  statute 
plwnly  directs.  The  dam  at  Lawrence  le  a  complete  barrier  to  any  fish  which 
may  wish  to  ascend  the  Kansas  river  for  spawning  or  any  other  purpose,  and 
the  river  below  the  dam  is  filled  with  ednes,  traps,  hoop-nets,  and  various 
other  devices  for  catching  fish  during  the  summer  seaaon,  and  fish  are  caught 
that  otherwise  would  ascend  the  stream  and  propagate  their  species  for  the 
.  benefit  of  other  sections  of  the  State.  A  fish-way  should  be  built  over  this 
dam,  and  the  seines,  traps,  eto.,  below  the  dam  should  he  destroyeil. 

The  Commissioner  should  visit  every  dam  in  the  State  at  least  once  every 
two  years,  and  ascertain  by  personal  inspection  whether  the  law  has  been  com- 
plied with  in  the  firat  instance  by  erecting  a  fish-way,  and,  if  it  has  not,  to 
order  one  erected  and  enforce  his  ordera,  and,  if  erected,  to  see  that  it  is  kept 
open  and  in  repair.  It  is  not  sufBcient  to  eimply  have  a  fish-way — ^it  should 
be  serviceable. 

The  county  attorney  should  be  compelled  to  commence  suit  at  the  instance 
of  the  Commissioner,  on  sufficient  evidence  having  first  been  obtained,  and, 
for  failure,  he  should  be  subject  to  a  fine  of  twenty-five  dollars  for  every  re- 
fusal. 

Seining  should  be  absolutely  prohibited  at  any  season  of  the  year,  except 
by  owners  of  private  ponds,  and  for  catahing  minnows  for  bait  for  sdeotific 
and  breeding  purposes;  and  when  permitted  for  scientific  or  breeding  pur- 
poses it  should  be  under  the  personal  supervision  of  the  Commtaaioner,  or  by 
permit  issued  by  him.  There  are  those  who  argue  that  were  such  a  law  en- 
forced, the  inferior  food-fishea  and  those  not  fit  for  food  would  multiply  to 
the  detriment  of  the  superior.  This  argument  does  not  seem  to  be  good,  or 
conclusive,  as,  before  the  settlement  of  the  State,  exactly  the  condition  pre- 
vailed that  would  under  this  proposed  law,  and  the  better  food  fishes  were 
able  to  prevent  their  extermination  or  to  be  driven  from  the  waters  they  chose 
to  inhabit. 

It  may  be  said  the  game  fish  may  be  constantly  depleted  by  legal  fishing. 
It  should  be  remembered,  however,  that  the  State  will  be  constantly  supply- 
ing this  loss  from  sources  without  the  8tate,  and  the  relative  numbers  will  be 
maintained  throughout. 

The  (Jeneral  (lovernment  appropriates  t300,000  annually  to  su]>)N)rt  the 
National  fish  industry.  Each  State  and  Territory  is  entitled  to  share  in  this 
vast  sum,  and  to  obtiun  it  must  have  a  State  Commissioner,  through  whom 
the  needs  of  the  State  may  be  ascertained  and  requisition  for  fish  may  be 
made. 

The  Commissioner  should  receive  a  salary  of  91,500  a  year,  and  there 
should  be  appropriated  £1,000  for  expenses. 
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Two  thoueand  dollare  should  be  appropriated  to  build  a  fish  car. 

In  order  to  ascertain  what  other  States  were  doing  in  the  way  of  artificial 
propi^ation  of  fish,  and  maint«ning  the  supply  in  their  respective  States,  a 
letter  was  written  to  the  Commissioners  of  the  States  of  Nebraska,  Missouri, 
Michigan,  Indiana,  Iowa,  Wyoming,  and  Colorado.  The  following  is  a  copy 
of  the  letter: 

Dkib  Sib:  1.  Will  yon  please  send  me  a  copy  of  yoar  Qsh  law,  and  snggeft  any 
ohangea  which  its  workings  may  make  plain  to  yoD  shoiild  be  made,  in  ordei  thet  it 
be  a  perfect  law! 

3.  What  salary,  if  any,  doee  the  Commissioner  of  yom  State  reoeiref 

8.  What  is  the  annaal  appropriation  made  for  the  Bsh  indastry  of  your  Stated 
Give  items  if  praaticable. 

4.  Has  the  cemlt  of  artificial  propagation  of  fish  been  a  snooese  in  your  State? 

5.  Does  your  State  own  a  fleh  hatobeiy,  and,  if  so,  do  yoa  consider  it  a  paying 
investment  T 

Answers  were  received  from  all  the  States  named  except  Iowa.  Their  ap- 
propriations were  ^ven  as  follows:

Nebraska 13,600.00 

Wyoming 4,600.00 

Colorado  and  Missouri  did  not  give  amounts  appropriated,  but  am  informed  , 
their  appropriations  amount  to  about  $4,000  each. 

Colorado,  Wyoming,  Missouri,  Nebraska  and  Michigan  have  each  one,  and 
several  of  them  two  hateheries. 
Where  hateheries  are  in  use  they  are  considered  paying  institutions,  and 
'  splendid  results  are  obtained. 

Nebraska  has  asked  for  an  appropriation  of  Sl(i,000  from  the  next  Le^- 
lattire. 

It  will  be  seen  from  the  above,  that  while  Kansas  leads  in  most  things,  she 
tails  wofully  in  the  rear  in  the  matter  of  fish-culture.  It  is  difficult  to  under- 
stand how  it  came  about,  or  what  good  reason  was  offered  by  tlie  last  Xiegisla- 
ture,  that  it  should  fail  to  make  the  usual  appropriation  for  the  Commissioner 
and  his  expenses.  Yet  it  did,  and  the  present  occupant  has  done  what  he 
could  te  muntain  the  dignity  of  the  State,  and  keep  the  money  already  in- 
vested in  this  industry  from  being  entirely  lost,  and  at  the  same  time  provide 
a  living  for  a  family  of  four  persons. 

Thousands  of  letters  have  been  written  by  him  and  thousands  of  miles 
traveled  during  his  occupancy  of  the  office  and  he  now  humbly  asks  that  he 
shall  receive  his  due. 

There  was  an  unexpended  balance  of  $386.80  of  the  previous  appropria- 
tion, which  was  drawn  in  the  following  amounts  and  at  the  dates  given  below :

Sib — We  have  the  honor  to  submit  herewith  our  second  biennial  report, 
in  accordance  with  section  1  of  the  act  cf  the  Le^slature  of  Kansas,  approved 
March  24,  1884,  "for  the  protection  of  domestic  animab,"  for  the  years  of 
1889  and  1890. 

During  the  year  1889,  this  Board  held  ten  meetings  in  different  parts  of 
the  State  throughout.  The  health  of  the  domestic  cattle  was  good ;  no  disease 
of  any  infectious  or  contagiouB  nature  affecting  them,  except  Texas,  Spanish 
or  splenic  fever  in  a  few  isolated  places,  occasioned  by  Texas  and  Arkansas 
cattle  being  shipped  to  Kansas  City,  and  reshipped  to  points  in  Franklin, 
Miami  and  Anderson  counties,  in  violation  of  the  rules  of  this  Board,  and 
without  the  knowledge  or  consent  of  the  State  Inspector — causing  the  loss  of 
about  75  head  of  native  cattle  in  Franklin  county,  about  20  head  in  Ander- 
son county,  and  20  head  in  Miami  county.  By  reason  of  these  outbreaks 
and  the  feported  death  of  several  hundred  head  of  export  cattle  on  ship- 
board, alleged  to  have  died  from  Texas  fever,  supposed  to  have  been  con- 
tracted in  the  Kansas  City  Stock  Yards,  and  at  your  Honor's  request,  the 
Board  met  at  the  Kansas  City  Stock  Yards,  July  27, 1889,  to  investigate  and 
determine  what  methods,  if  any,  could  be  adapted  for  the  prevention  of  the 
spread  of  Texas  or  Spanish  fever  among  the  cattle  marketed  at  the  Kansas 
City  Stock  Yards.  We  found  there  was  a  prejudice  amongst  the  exporters  of 
domestic  cattle  against  purchasing  export  cattle  from  Kansas  City,  for  the 
reason  that  certain  insurance  companies  refused  to  insure  cattle,  while  in  ocean 
transit,  that  had  come  from  the  Kansas  City  Stock  Yards.  While  we  did 
not  find  that  it  was  true  that  said  export  cattle  did  contract  any  disease  at 
Kansas  City  or  elsewhere,  we  deemed  it  advisable,  and  recommended  to  the 
Stock  Yards  Company,  that  their  yards  be  divided  into  three  divisions,  and 
that  which  is  known  as  the  Chicago  &  Alton  side  should  be  set  apart  for  the 
exclusive  use  of  native  cattle;  and  we  ordered  that  all  cattle  Irom  the  terri- 
tory lying  east  of  the  east  line  of  the  Indian  Territory,  and  south  of  the 
36th  parallel  of  north  latitude,  and  east  of  the  21st  meridian  of  longitude 
weet  trom  Washington,  and  south  of  the  34th  parallel  of  north  latitude,  shall 
be  unloaded  at  separate  chutes  set  apart  for  that  purpose,  and  yarded  in  yards 
on  the  weet  side  of  the  Kansas  river.  Under  this  order  it  became  necessary 
to  appoint  four  brand  inspectors,  whose  duties  were  to  inspect  all  cattie  being 
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shipped  from  the  south,  and  determine  what  cattle  should  be  unloaded  and 
jarded  as  above  designated.  In  view  of  the  limited  appropriation  ($1,500) 
made  by  the  last  Legislature,  we  were  compelled  to  aak  the  Stock  Yards  Com- 
pany and  the  railroad  companiea  handling  these  cattle,  to  bear  the  expenses 
of  this  inspection. 

The  State  commerce  in  cattle  has  become  very  great  indeed,  and  a  lai^ 
number  of  stockmen  purchase  cattle  annually  in  the  stock  yards  for  feeding 
purposes.  During  the  eight  months  ending  December  1st,  1889,  there  were 
shipped  into  interior  points  of  Kansas  from  the  Kansas  City  Stack  Yards, 
60,947  head  of  cattle,  as  shown  by  the  report  of  the  State  Inspector,  Albert 
Dean,  now  on  file  in  this  office. 

The  very  large  crop  of  1889,  and  the  low  prices  at  which  it  sold,  made  the 
feeding  of  cattle  very  remunerative.  It  was  therefore  evident  to  this  Board 
that  there  would  be,  during  the  coming  season,  large  numbera  of  cattle 
shipped  into  the  State  from  the  great  cattle  ranges  of  the  South  and  West, 
for  feeding  purposes,  and  from  these  cattle  would  come  great  danger  of  splenic 
fever  to  our  native  cattle.  Recognizing  that  practically  all  the  cattle  from 
the  State  must  pass  through  the  Kansas  City  Stock  Yards,  and  seeing  the 
necessity  of  keeping  all  cattle  liable  to  communicate  Texas,  splenic  or  Spanish 
fever  separate  and  apart  Irom  our  native  cattle,  and  believing  that  the  G^i- 
eral  Government  was  as  much  interested  in  protecting  the  cattle  interests  of 
the  country  as  was  the  State  of  Kansas,  at  a  meeting  held  by  the  Board 
January  Stb,  18(>0,  a  resolution  was  passed  directing  the  chairman  to  confer 
with  the  Hon.  J.  M.  Rusk,  Secretary  of  Agriculture,  and  to  invite  his  co- 
operation in  establishing  a  uniform  quarantine  line,  and  to  ask  him  to  assume, 
on  the  part  of  the  Government,  the  expense  of  maintaining  inspection  at 
Kansas  City,  Chicago,  and  St.  Liouis.  In  pursuance  of  this  resolution,  the 
conference  was  held  with  the  Honorable  Secretary  of  Agriculture,  and  after  a 
ftill  discussion  of  all  the  interests  involved,  the  Secretary  asked  this  Board  to 
make  their  request  in  writing;  and  on  February  11th,  1890,  we  formulated 
and  passed  the  following  resolutions,  and  asked  your  Excellency  to  transmit 
the  same  through  your  ofHce,  with  such  recommendations  as  you  might  deem 
.  necessary,  to  the  Hon.  J.  M.  Rusk,  Secretary  of  Agriculture,  Washington,  D.  C: 

"On  the  10th  of  FebmHrj.  1S90.  the  Liva-Stock  Sanitary  Commisaion  of  the  Stata 
of  Kanaas  approved  and  adoptod  the  following  reaolutions: 

"Whertaa.,  The  State  of  Kansafl  has,  on  aeconnt  of  ita  very  large  cattle  interBsta, 
and  also  its  particalarlj  eipoaed  position  geographically,  an  especial  intereat  in  pce- 
Tenting  an;  outbreak  or  aptead  of  any  Teiaa  or  aplenio  fever,  or  other  infeotiona 
cattle  diseases;  and 

"Whereas,  The  State,  through  its  LiTe-Stook  Sauitar;  CommiEEioii,  »o  long  as 
there  vere  any  appropriatiuna  by  the  State  Legialatnre  to  defray  the  expense,  did 
leoogoize  the  above  fact,  and  did  employ  inapeotora,  whoae  daty  it  was  to  prevent 
the  introduction  into  the  State  of  any  and  all  cattle  capable  of  commanioating  any 
infectious  diseane  whatsoever;  and 

"Whereaa.,  The  L^Ulatare  made  no  appropriation  that  was  available  for  this 
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purpose  for  the  years  of  1888,  and  1889,  and  1890,  sod  thereby  the  Bfore»sid  inspeot- 
ora  ooold  not  be  retained  at  the  expense  of  the  State;  and 

^•Whereaa,  The  Kansas  City  Stock  Yards  Company, the  Atchison,  Topeka  4  Santa 
F6,  Missonri  Paoifio,  ChioaKo,  Rock  Island  &.  Pacific,  and  Misaonri.  Kansas  &  Texas 
Railroad  companies,  did,  at  onr  raqnest,  aEsame  and  have  met  the  expense  of  Ato 
inspeotors  up  to  December  1,  1689,  and  this  nithunt  any  law  or  power  from  the 
Board  to  compel  them  to  do  so;  and 

'^Whereat,  These  inspectors  vere  appoiuted  and  received  their  authority  from 
onr  Board,  and  it  attempted  by  paying  them  throngh  the  State  Treasurer  to  relieve 
the  several  companies  famishing  the  money  from  censure  by  a  portion  of  their 
patrons,  who  owned  cattle  sonth  of  the  danger-line,  and  thia  secret,  not  withstanding 
the  prevention  taken,  hss  become  known  to  snob  an  extent  as  to  materially  injnre 
the  companies  named ;  and 

"  Wkereiu,  The  inspectors  appointed,  hs  above  explained,  have,  notwithstanding 
the  especially  exposed  position  of  the  State,  been  nniformly  saccessfnl  in  determin- 
ing the  origin  of  the  cattle  which  received  from  them  permits  to  enter  the  State  of 
Kansas,  that  we  have  the  paet  two  years  been  almost  clear  of  Texas  fever,  althongh 
the  nnmber  of  cattle  imported  fur  feeding  pnrposes  is  grestei  than  ever  before ;  and 

"  Whertat,  The  plan  and  system  adopted  by  these  men  of  inspecting  entirely  by 
brands,  in  the  knowledge  of  which  they  are  especially  expert,  and  giving  no  ore- 
dance  to  any  statement  or  history  not  agreeing  with  the  origin  showa  by  the  brands, 
and  that  they  have  demonstrated  abHolntely  that  this  ie  the  only  way  to  mspect 
against  Texas  fever  with  any  gaarantee  of  success  ;  and 

"  Wkereiu,  The  expense  of  this  inspection  and  onus  has  in  the  past, entirely  fallen 
npon  the  State  of  Kansas,  and  certain  corporations  hereinbefore  mentioned,  while 
the  benefits  aocming  from  it  have  been  directly  shared  by  all  other  States  and  mar- 
kets In  the  Missouri  valley,  and  indirectly  by  all  States  and  markets  in  the  United 
Ststes,  since  the  industry  cannot  be  pruteoted  locally  without  benefiting  it  gen- 
erally i  and 

'*  WhertoM,  The  necessity  for  protection  is  greater  than  ever  before,  owing  to  the 
greatly  increased  unmber  of  cattle  being  fed  this  winter,  the  majority  of  which 
will,  when  marketed,  be  what  is  termed  export  cattle;  and 

"  Whatat.  The  inspection  nnder  the  anthority  of  the  State  of  Kansas  carries  no 
weight  in  adjoining  States  or  in  European  markets,  whose  mles  differ  more  or  less 
from  those  adopted  by  the  Kansas  Live-Stock  Sanitary  Commission,  and  at  the 
same  time  is  a  soaroe  of  Jeaionajr  and  disputes  between  this  and  other  State  authori- 
ties ;  and 

"  Wherta*.  This  system  of  local  inspection  is  in  force  in  bnt  few  of  onr  States, 
end  thereby  the  impression  is  created  in  the  other  States,  and  abroad,  that  it  is  an 
evidence  of  the  existence  of  the  disease,  rather  than  s  desire  to  keep  it  ont ;  and 

"  HTiereo*,  It  the  Government  of  the  United  States  should  assume  and  control 
this  inspection,  there  wonld  be  great  advantages  gained  for  the  cattle  industry,  as 
follows : 

"1st.  The  permits  issued  by  the  inspector  wonld  be  indispntable,  and  wonld  be 
accepted  in  all  of  the  States,  and  also  in  Europe. 

"2d.  The  inspectors,  could,  through  advices  from  the  Department  of  Agriculture, 
at  all  times  guard  against  the  iutroduotion  of  other  diseases,  as  well  as  Texas  or 
splenic  fever. 

"3d.  National  inspection,  instead  of  State  inspection,  would  everywhere  be  ac- 
cepted in  the  light  of  preventing  the  intrudnction  of  disease,  rather  than  an  attempt 
to  eradicate  it. 

"4th.  The  high  anthority  of  the  inspection  would  be  a  pledge  of  impartial  and 
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bon«8t  work,  and  it  woald  beget  a  ooufldenoe  and  respect  that  votild  tend  to  raise 
the  valsee  to  the  producers  and  generally  benefit  the  live-Block  indnatrj. 

"5th.  That  man;  thonsands  ot  cattle  are  shipped  direct  from  the  range  to  the 
feeding-groDnds  north  of  the  established  quarantine  line,  which  could  be  more 
closely  watched  by  the  inspectors  through  advice  from  the  Department  agents,  who 
are  traveling  in  the  range  territory  much  of  their  time. 

"Therefore  be  it  reaolved,  That  it  is  the  sense  nnd  opinion  of  the  Live-Stuck  Sanitary 
Commission  of  the  State  of  Kansas,  thHttheinepectionof  all  cattle  being  moved  acrose 
the  quarantine  line  established  by  the  United  States  Government,  ahould  be  made  by 
inepeotors  appointed  by  and  nnder  salary  from  the  Oovernment.  And  be  it  stiU 
farther 

"Resolved,  That  we  are  moat  thoroughly  satisfied  from  our  experience  of  the 
past  two  years,  that  the  system  of  inspection  against  the  introduction  of  splenic 
fever  ehonld  be  by  the  brands  of  the  suspected  cattle,  and  by  men  who  are  eapeciaiiy 
expert  in  the  reading  of  and  knowledge  as  to  the  origin  of  SQoh  brands.  And  be  it 
further 

"Retolved,  That  providing  the  Department  of  AgrioiUtnre  decides  to  assume  this 
Inspection,  we  would  respectfully  recommend  that  they  employ  the  same  men  who 
have  done  the  work  the  past  two  years,  folly  believing  that  the  experience  gained 
will  be  of  invaluable  benefit,  and  knowing  them  to  he  boneet  ad&  faithful  and 
especially  vigilant  and  oapable.  J.  T.  Wbitb,  Chairman,

In  aoswer  to  this,  the  Hon.  J.  M.  Ruek  issued  the  following  order:

Oppiob  op  tbb  Sbobbtaby.  WiSBiNOTOH.  D.  C,  Feb.  24,  1890.  ( 
To  Ihe  Managers  and  AgenU  of  Railroad  ajid  Transportation  Companiti  of  the  United 
States: 

In  accordance  with  section  7  of  an  act  of  Coogress  approved  May  29th,  1884, 
entitled  "An  act  for  the  eatiibli.'<hment  of  a  Bnreaa  of  Animal  Industry,  to  prevent 
the  exportation  of  diseased  cattle,  and  to  provide  means  for  the  suppression  and 
extirpation  of  pleuro- pneumonia  and  other  contagious  diseases  among  domestic 
animals,"  you  are  hereby  notified  that  a  contagious  and  infectious  disease  known  as 
splenetic  or  Texas  fever  exists  among  cattle  in  the  following-described  area  of  the 
United  States: 

All  Ihat  country  lying  south  and  east  of  a  tine  commencing  on  the  Mississippi 
river  at  lalitade  3G°  80'  north,  thence  running  westward  on  that  parallel  of  lalilnde. 
being  the  southern  boundary  ot  Missouri,  to  the  eastern  boundary  of  Indian  Ter- 
ritory, thence  running  northward  to  the  sonthern  boundary  of  Kansas,  thence  west- 
ward along  said  boundary  of  Kansas  to  the  100th  meridian  of  lougitnde.  llience 
southward  along  said  lulth  meridian  of  longitude  to  the  sonthern  boundary  of 
Childress  county  in  Texas,  thenoe  westward  along  the  southern  boundary  of  the 
counties  of  Childress.  Hall.  Briscoe,  Swisher,  Castro,  and  Parmer,  tu  the  eastern 
bonndary  ot  New  Sleiico, 

From  the  Ifith  day  of  March  to  the  lat  flay  of  December,  1B90.  no  cattle  are  to 
be  transported  from  said  area  to  any  portion  of  the  United  States  north,  east  or 
west  of  the  above-described  line,  except  in  accordance  with  the  following  regnls- 
tione:  Provided,  That  these  regulations  shall  not  apply  to  any  cattle  taken  into  or 
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tbtongh  tbe  State  of  Colorado  tor  teodlng  pnrposea  in  aooordanae  with  the  r^ola- 
tions  of  that  State: 

Flrtt  When  any  cattle  in  coarse  of  transportation  from  said  area  are  nnloaded 
north,  east  or  vest  of  this  line  to  be  fed  ot  watered,  the  places  where  said  cattle  are 
to  be  so  fed  or  watered  shall  be  set  apart,  and  no  other  cattle  shall  be  admitted 
thereto. 

Second.  On  unloading  said  oattla  at  their  points  of  destination,  pens  shall  be  set 
apart  to  receive  them,  and  no  other  cattle  shall  be  admitted  to  said  pens;  aod  the 
r^nlatioDH  relating  to  tbe  movement  of  Texas  cattle,  prescribed  by  the  cattle  sani- 
tary officers  of  the  State  where  unloaded,  shall  be  oarefnlly  observed.  The  oars  that 
have  carried  said  stock  shall  be  oleansed  aad  disinfected  before  they  are  again  need 
to  transport,  store  or  shelter  animaln. 

TAtnl.  Whenever  any  cattle  that  have  come  from  naid  area  shall  be  renhipped 
from  any  of  the  points  at  whioh  they  have  been  anloaded  to  other  points  of  destina- 
tion, the  car  carrying  said  animals  shall  bear  a  placard  stating  that  said  oar  contains 
soatbem  cattle,  and  each  of  the  way-bills  of  said  shipment  shall  have  a  note  npon 
its  face  with  a  similar  etatoment.  At  whatever  point  these  cattle  are  unloaded  they 
ahall  be  placed  in  separate  pens,  to  which  do  other  cattle  shall  be  admitted. 

Fourth.  The  cart  osed  to  transport  snob  animals,  and  the  pens  in  whioh  they  are 
fed  and  watered,  and  the  pens  set  apart  for  their  reoeption  at  point  ot  deatination, 
shall  be  disinfected  In  the  following  manner: 

(a)  Remove  all  litter  and  manure.  This  litter  and  manure  may  be  disinfected 
by  mixing  it  with  lime,  dilntcd  sulphario  acid,  or,  if  not  disinfeoted,  it  may  be 
stored  where  no  cattle  can  oome  in  contact  with  it  nntU  after  December  1st. 

(6)  Wash  the  cars  and  the  feeding  and  watering  troughs  with  water  nntil  dean. 

(c)  Saturate  the  walls  and  floors  of  the  cam  and  the  fencing,  troughs  and  ohutee 
ot  the  pen,  with  a  solution  made  by  dissolving  four  ounces  of  chloride  of  lime  to 
each  gallon  of  water.  Or  disinfect  the  cars  with  a  jet  of  steam  under  a  pressure  ot 
Dot  less  than  SO  lbs.  to  the  aqoare  inch. 

The  losses  resulting  yearly  to  the  owners  of  northern  cattle  by  the  oontraotion 
of  this  disease  from  contact  with  BoutherD  cattle,  and  through  infected  cars,  aud  by 
means  uf  the  manure  carried  in  unclean  cars  from  place  to  place,  have  become  a 
matter  of  grave  and  serious  concern  to  the  cattle  industry  of  the  United  States.  It 
is  necestiary.  therefore,  that  this  oattJe  industry  should  be  protected  as  far  as  pos- 
sible by  the  adoption  of  methods  of  disinfection  in  order  to  prevent  the  dissemina- 
tion of  this  disease. 

A  rigid  compliance  with  the  above  regnlotjons  will  insure  comparative  safety  to 
northern  cattle  and  render  it  nnnecessnr?  to  adopt  a  more  stringent  regulation, 
snch  as  the  absolute  prohibition  of  the  movement  ot  southern  cattle,  except  for 
slaughter,  during  tbe  time  of  year  that  this  disease  is  fatal. 

Inspectors  will  be  instructed  to  see  that  disinfection  is  properly  done,  and  it  is 
hoped  that  tTsnspoitiition  companies  will  promptly  put  in  operation  tbe  above 
methods.     Very  respectfully,  J.  M-  Rusk,  Secretary. 

We  do  not  feel  that  we  can  appreciate  too  highly  the  benefit  and  general 
good  to  the  cattle  industry  of  our  State  by  the  work  done  through  the  in- 
spectors appointed  by  Secretary  Rusk  to  carry  out  the  provisions  of  these 
regulations. 

Incjuiry  at  the  inspectors'  office  elicits  the  fact  that  up  to  December  1st, 
of  this  year,  11,336  cars  of  cattle  were  sent  to  the  quarantine  pens  at  that 
place  alone,  and  this  without  an  error  on  tbe  part  of  the  inspectors;  and  also 
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that  69,000  bead  of  cattle  have  received  permits  from  our  inspector  to  be 
shipped  iuto  Kansas  to  be  fed,  and  from  these  cattle  there  has  Dot  been  a 
single  outbreak  of  Texas  fever.  Realizing  the  difficulties  and  obstacles  vhich 
the  inspectors  have  to  sunnount,  this  record  ne  consider  almost  beyond  prdse, 
and  to  it  is  due  the  general  feeling  of  security  that  has  prevMled  with  those 
who  have  so  largely  bought  feeders  at  Kansas  City.  And  we  feel  justified 
also  in  saying,  that  in  our  judgment  the  prevailing  low  prices  of  our  cattle 
would  have  gone  much  lower  under  a  poorer  system  of  inspection. 

As  anticipated,  there  was  an  active  movement  of  range  cattle  from  New 
Mexico,  Colorado,  Arizona,  Utah,  western  Texas,  and  the  Indian  Territory, 
for  grazing  purposes  in  the  State.  This  movement  was  so  great  that  it  taxed 
the  rulroads  to  their  utmost  capacity,  and  during  the  spring  months  they 
could  not  furnish  care  when  ordered,  to  accommodate  the  shipments.  Under 
these  conditions  there  was  a  ividespread  feeling  of  insecurity  among  farmers 
and  stockmen  throughout  the  greater  portion  of  the  Stat«,  and  in  some 
instances  armed  resistance  to  the  unloading  of  these  cattle  was  offered.  There 
being  large  areas  of  unoccupied  graziug-land  in  many  connties  of  the  State, 
and  a  great  excess  of  rough  feed,  that  otherwise  would  not  be  utilized,  and 
would  thereby  be  a  loss  to  the  owners,  it  was  very  desirable  that  the  healthy 
cattle  should  be  admitted  for  feeding  purposes.  In  order  to  efiect  this  object, 
and  at  the  same  time  protect  all  Kansas  cattle  from  infectious  diseafies,  the 
Board,  on  the  22d  day  of  April,  issued  the  following  rules  governing  the 
admission  of  cattle  into  the  State  of  Kansas:

To  Whom  it  may  Concern:  From  aod  after  this  date,  and  antil  further  notioe,  all 
oattle  coming  to  Kbdsss  from  that  portion  of  New  York  lying-  Booth  of  the  north 
line  of  the  State  of  Connecticut,  all  of  PennsjWanis,  Kew  Jeree;.  Delaware,  Mary- 
land, DiBtrlot  of  Columbia,  VirginiA,  West  Vicginia  and  the  DominioD  of  Canada  will 
be  reqaiied  to  enter  the  State  at  Kansas  City,  where  they  will  be  held  in  qnarantine, 
at  the  lisk  and  eipense  of  the  owner,  for  a  period  of  ninety  days,  and  nntil  they 
shall  receive  a  bill  of  health  signed  by  the  State  Vsterinacian  of  Kansas. 

Cattle  from  all  other  districts  may  enter  the  State,  provided  the  shipper  SBtisfleB 
the  State  Inspector  at  Kansas  City  that  they  are  healthy,  and  have  not  been  exposed 
to  any  contagions  or  infections  disease. 

1st.  All  cattle  coming  into  the  State  from  or  through  the  Kansas  City  Stock  Yards 
will  be  required  to  hare  a  permit  from  the  State  Inspector  stationed  at  said  stock 

2d.  Cattle  from  south  of  the  south  line  of  the  State  of  Kansas  that  have  been 
kept,  since  the  first  day  of  Deoember  of  the  previous  year,  west  of  the  east  line  of 
the  Indian  Territory,  and  north  of  the  S6th  parallel  of  north  latitude,  or  west  of  the 
31s(  meridian  of  longitude  west  from  Wnsbington,  D.  C.  and  north  of  the  34th  paral- 
lel of  north  latitude,  may  be  admitted  to  the  State  of  Kansas  imder  the  following 

3d.  That  the  owner  or  parson  in  charge  shall  first  show,  by  affidavit  of  two  repu- 
table, disinterested  persons,  that  they  ate  acquainted  with  the  cattle  songht  to  b» 
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shipped  or  driven,  and  that  they  have  known  said  cattle  sinoe  the  first  day  of  De- 
cember last  preceding,  and  that  said  cattle  have  been  kept  in  the  territory  destrribed 
above,  and  have  not  oome  in  oontact  with  any  Southern  cattle,  and  give  namber  and 
kind  of  cattle,  and  of  what  brand  or  braods.  And  npon  the  piesentation  of  enoh 
affidavits,  if  satisfactory  to  this  Board  or  the  State  Inspector,  permits  will  be  issned 
to  ship  or  drive  annb  oattla  to  bqj  point  in  the  State  of  Kansas. 

1th.  Inapeetors  wiU  be  appointed  for  the  State  at  the  following  pointa:  One  at 
Chetopa,  for  Baiter  Springs  and  Chetopa;  headqaartere  at  Chetopa.  One  at  Coffey- 
ville,  for  Coffeyville,  Caney,  and  Elgin;  headquarters  at  Cofteyville.  One  at  Arkansas 
City;  headquarters  at  Arkanaaa  City.  One  at  Caldwell,  for  Caldwell  and  Hnnnewell; 
headquarters  at  Caldwell.    Address  the  above  points,  in  care  of  railroad  agent. 

6th.  Ail  railroads,  express  and  other  transportation  companies  or  individnala 
are  forbidden  to  transport  or  drive  any  cattle  into  this  State,  except  in  oompUanoe 
with  the  foregoing  roles  and  regulations,  under  the  penalties  of  the  following  statute  : 

"Sic,  11.  Except  SI  niherwise  prnvlded  lattaltad,  uif  person  irhoeluiJlvlolate,  dlnr^nrdorevadt, 
or  BtteiupC  lo  violate,  illstegard  or  evade,  aoj  nt  the  provisions  o(  tlil»  act,  or  who  shall  violate,  dljre-

Owing  to  the  insuffident  apprDpriation  made  for  this  Board,  to  carry  out 
the  above  rules,  we  were  compelled  to  ask  of  the  nulroad  companies  trans- 
porting cattle  into  the  State  from  the  south,  to  furnish  the  means  necessary 
to  defray  the  expense  of  such  inspection. 

Under  the  practical  worliing  of  these  rules  there  were  shipped  into  the 
State  of  Kansas  more  than  300,000  head  of  stock  cattle,  of  which  69,245 
were  shipped  from  the  Kuisas  CHty  yards,  with  but  one  outbreak  of  Texas 
fever,  causing  a  loss  of  35  head  of  cattle,  which  was  near  Ottawa,  in  Frank- 
lin county,  caused  by  a  shipment  of  cattle  from  a  point  55  miles  south  of 
Coffeyville,  in  the  Indian  Territory.  This  fully  demonstrates  to  us  that  cattle 
are  capable  of  communicating  Texas,  splenic  or  Spanish  fever,  from  further 
north  than  has  been  formerly  believed.  There  have  been  arrested  and  held 
in  quarantine,  7,496  head  of  aouthem  cattle  capable  of  communicating  Texas 
fever,  at  the  expense  of  the  owners.  In  many  Instances  large  numbers  of 
southern  cattle  were  prevented  from  coming  into  the  State,  and  on  July  4th 
our  inspector  at  Coffeyville  quarantined  seven  cais  of  southern  cattle  shipped 
from  Morrelton,  Arkansas,  and  billed  to  Pleasanton,  Linn  county,  Kansas, 
over  the  Missouri  Pacific  road.  These  cattle  were  believed  to  be  capable  of 
and  liable  to  communicate  Texas  fever,  and  the  railroad  company  not  beiag 
able  to  deliver  them  to  their  point  of  destination,  they  were  permitted  to  re- 
ship  the  cattle  to  the  place  from  which  they  were  billed.  The  order  of  Sec- 
retary Rusk  re<|uiring  railroad  companies  to  thoroughly  cleanse  and  disinfect 
all  cars  that  have  been  used  in  carrying  southern  cattle,  was  not  generally 
complied  with  by  the  railroad  companies,  from  the  fact  that  it  was  almost 
impossible  by  the  reason  of  interested  parties  removing  the  placards  and  in 
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the  rush  of  buBiness  tlie  cats  were  oft«n  distributed  to  various  parts  of  the 
State  to  be  used  in  moving  native  cattle.    Therefore,  on  the  first  day  of  July, 
1890,  this  Board  issued  the  following  order,  which  hae  been  rigidly  enforced:

It  IB  hereby  ordered,  that  on  and  after  this  date  all  oars,  of  vhataoevei  desoription. 
that  are  nsed  or  offered  to  be  loaded  vith  natiye  northern  cattle  for  tcaneportation 
in  the  State  of  Kansas,  that  said  cars  Srst  before  being  landed  vith  native  cattle, 
be  Oioroughty  cteanal  and  disinfected,  as  follows:  All  litter  and  old  bedding  to  be  re- 
moved, and,  in  the  ease  of  stable  cara,  all  hay  left  in  (he  racka  from  former  ahip- 
menta  mnat  be  removed,  and  the  watering  troaghs  oleanaed.  The  floor  and  walls  of 
the  oars  moBt  be  washed,  nntil  clean,  with  water;  then  disinfect  the  oar  by  aatoratiug 
th«  walla  and  Soor  with  a  solntion  of  4  oz.  of  chloride  of  lime  to  1  gallon  of  water, 
aaing  at  least  i  gallons  of  thia  preparation  per  oar. 

All  stock-yard  companies  doing  business  in  the  State  of  Eanaaa  are  hereby 
ordered  not  to  load  native  northern  aattle  into  any  cars  that  have  not  first  been 
cleaned  and  disinfected  according  to  the  above  order. 

Thia  order  will  be  enforced  under  the  provisions  of  section  8,  chapter  2,  Laws  of 
Special  Session  WSi,  which  is  as  follows:

There  were,  however,  several  outbreaks  of  Texas  fever  iu  the  southern  part 
of  the  State,  in  Chautauqua,  Cowley,  Sumner,  and  (ireenwood  counties,  caused 
by  southern  cattle  being  shipped  in  during  the  laat  days  of  February,  prior 
to  the  taking  eflect  of  the  quarantine  law ;  and  from  the  shipment  of  cattle 
in  Butler  county  on  the  21st  day  of  March,  in  violation  of  the  quarantine 
laws;  also,  hy  another  shipment  of  cattle  to  Butler  county  on  the  7th  day  of 
July,  18^0,  shipi>ed  from  Wichita  Falls,  Texas,  by  way  of  Denver,  Colo.,  via 
Salina  and  McPhei-son,  and  then  reshipped  to  I'otwin,  Butler  county,  over 
the  Missouri  Pacific  Kailway, 

The  outbreak  of  Texas  fever  in  Chautauqua  county  was  the  most  severe 
that  has  occurred  in  the  State  for  several  years,  causing  the  death  of  about 
4.iO  native  cattle.  The  history  of  this  case  is  about  as  follows:  W.  H.  Gilison, 
John  T.  Frazier  and  the  Ames  Brothers  bought  2,{)fi4  head  of  Texas  cattle 
near  Baird,  in  Callahan  county,  Texas,  in  the  latter  part  of  February,  ajid 
ship[«d  the  same  from  Baird,  Texas,  to  a  railroad  station  south  of  Coffey  viUe, 
From  there  they  were  driven  into  the.  State  of  Kansas  on  the  evening  of  the 
28th  day  of  February,  1830.  These  cattle  were  fed  hay  and  com  fodder  on 
the  farms  of  the  owuets  and  others  near  thereto  in  Chautanqua  county,  and 
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native  c«tt!e  coming  in  contact  with  the  feeding-places  of  the  Texas  cattle, 
contracted  the  fever. 

Partiee  living  at  Dexter,  Arkansas  City,  and  at  other  points  along  the 
State  line,  shipped  southern  Texas  oattle  into  the  State  during  the  last  days 
of  February,  and  in  every  instance,  native  cattle  coining  in  contact  with  the 
feed-lots  or  grazing-grouiids  of  the  southern  cattle,  contracted  Texas  fever, 
and  ill  the  counties  of  Cowley  and  Sumner  caused  the  loss  of  about  I'^iO  head 
of  native  cattle.  From  the  history  of  these  and  several  similar  outbreaks  of 
fever  from  Texas  cattle  being  shipped  iuto  the  State  of  3>fissouri  in  February 
of  last  year,  with  the  like  results,  this  Board  is  of  the  opinion  that  it  is  un- 
safe to  permit  any  cattle,  capable  of  communicating  Texas,  splenic  or  Span- 
ish fever,  to  be  shipped  or  driven  into  the  State  of  Kansas  during  the  month 
of  February.  From  our  experience  the  past  year,  we  are  of  the  opinion  that 
it  takes  a  period  of  time  to  eliminate  the  germs  of  the  disease  from  these 
southern  cattle,  and  that  cold  weather  alone  is  not  sufficient  to  make  it  safe 
to  mix  them  with  our  domestic  herds. 

And  we  do  most  earnestly  recommend  that  section  1,  chapter  191,  laws  of 
1885,  be  amended  by  striking  out  the  month  of  March  and  substituting  the 
month  of  February. 

HOG  CHOI^RA. 

Hog  cholera  prevails  to  a  very  limited  extent  in  the  State  at  this  time;  but 
that  iu  the  near  future  we  shall  experience  another  outbreak  of  this  dread 
disease  as  severe  as  we  have  had  in  the  past,  cannot  be  doubted.  One  cause 
of  the  spread  of  this  disease  is  from  the  shipment  and  handling  of  stock  hogs 
through  the  public  stock  yards,  and  cars  that  have  been  used  in  transporting 
cholera  hogs,  and  we  believe  that  it  is  tnie  that  all  public  stock  yards  and 
cars  are  infected  with  the  germs  that  produce  this  disease ;  and  we  believe 
that  the  best  and  safest  methods  to  prevent  its  spread  is  a  thorough  cleansing 
and  disinfecting  of  all  cars,  and  establishing  such  quarantine  rules  as  will 
prevent  the  shipment  of  stock  hogs  from  the  public  stock  yards  at  our  mar- 
ket centers.  Under  the  law  as  it  now  is,  the  Sanitary  Commission  has  no 
power  to  prevent  the  spread  of  hog  cholera. 

We  would  respectfully  ask  the  repeal  of  section  22,  chapter  2,  of  the  laws 
of  1884,  so  this  disease  may  be  dealt  with  in  the  same  manner  as  other  con- 
tagious and  infectious  diseases. 

GLANDERS. 

You- will  oltserve  that  in  our  rcjxirt  we  have  said  nothing  iu  regard  to 
glanderri  among  horses  and  mules  in  the  State.  We  here  refer  to  Dr.  W.  H. 
GoingV,  State  Veterinary  Surgeon,  report,  which  we  think  covers  the  ground 
entirely,  and  we  commend  it  to  your  consideration. 

And  we  now  desire  te  say,  that  in  the  opinion  of  this  Board  Dr.  Going  has 
rendered  very  valuable  service  to  the  State  during  the  time  he  has  been  in 
office. 
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CONDITION  OF  CATTLE  AND  THE  PDTURE  PKOBPECT. 
In  our  opinion,  the  present  low  prices  of  cattle  upon  the  market  cannot 
long  exist.  The  causes  of  the  present  depressed  prices  are  various,  and  at- 
tributable to  different  causes,  among  which  are  the  following:  The  great 
number  of  range  cattle  that  have  been  thrown  upon  the  market,  and  the 
moving  of  the  cattle  from  the  territory  south  of  the  State,  which  has  caused 
almost  the  entire  number  of  cattle  from  all  that  vast  country  to  be  thrown 
on  the  market  in  so  short  a  period  of  time,  and  the  short,  crop  of  com  and 
other  feed  crops  through  the  West,  making  it  out  of  the  question  for  farmers 
and  feeders  to  hold  their  stock,  as  well  as  marketing  of  lat^  numbers  of  she 
stock,  that  otherwise  would  have  been  kept  on  the  farms  and  stock  ranges  for 
breeding  purposes.  There  is  no  doubt  but  there  is  a  shortage  in  the  number 
of  cattle  being  kept  and  bred;  and  upon  the  whole,  we  think  the  future  out- 
look is  very  bright  for  better-paying  prices  for  stock  of  all  kinds  in  the  near 
future,  and  there  seems  to  be  a  more  hopeful  feeling  existing  in  all  parts  of 
the  State  over  the  prospect  than  was  shown  earlier  in  the  present  season. 
The  mild  weather  continuing  so  far  into  the  winter  thereby  saving  feed  where 
feed  is  scarce,  and  keeping  growing  stock  in  excellent  condition,  is  very  en- 
couraging, and  we  feel  confident  that  oe  a  whole  the  live-cattle  interests  of 
the  State  are  in  veiy  good  condition.

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KEPORT  OF  THE  STATE  VETERINARIAN. 


7\)  the  Livestock  Sanitary  CommUnon  of  the  State  of  Kamas: 

Gentlemen — I  have  the  honor  to  submit  herewith  the  annual  report  of 
the  State  Veterinarian,  which  covers  the  year  ending  December  31st,  1890. 

During  the  period  which  I  have  held  the  office  of  State  Veterinarian  (one 
year  and  ten  raontha),  about  two  thousand  communications  have  been  re- 
ceived. They  relate  to  the  following  subjects:  Texas  fever,  black-leg,  farcy, 
glanders,  and  to  cattle  dying  from  feeding  upon  corn-stalks,  etc.  All  letters 
requiring  replies  in  writing  have  been  promptly  answered.  Circulars,  quar- 
antine rules,  and  other  printed  matter,  have  been  sent  out  as  required.  Copies 
of  the  letters  of  importance  sent  out  from  this  office,  have  been  kept. 

I  have  visited  sixty-four  counties  in  the  State,  some  of  them  as  often  as 
three  or  four  times.  Most  of  those  visits  were  made  at  the  request  of  the 
county  sheriift,  who  reported  contagious  diseases  among  domestic  animals  in 
their  respective  counties.  Ninety-three  horses  have  been  killed,  upon  my 
pronouncing  them  glandered.  Eleven  mules  have  been  killed  and  buried 
under  similar  drcumstances.  Nineteen  mules  and  twenty-nine  horses  have 
died  while  in  quarantine.  Thirty-nine  horses  which  were  found  to  be  glan- 
dered, but  which  the  owners  refiised  to  destroy,  have  been  placed  in  close  quar- 
antine. One  hundred  and  eight  animals  have  been  placed  in  quarantine,  on 
account  of  having  been  exposed  to  the  disease  (glanders).  Eighteen  cases 
,  of  farcy  have  been  dealt  with,  in  the  same  manner  as  those  that  were 
glandered. 

I  wish  to  state  here,  that  four-fifths  of  the  cases  of  glanders  and  farcy  re- 
ported to  this  office  were  from  the  counties  bordering  upon  Nebraska,  in  the 
north,  and  upon  the  Indian  Territory,  in  the  south.  The  few  cases  which 
were  reported  from  the  more  central  part  of  the  State  were  almost  always 
traceable  to  some  diseased  animal  which  had  been  got  from  some  traveling 
trader,  who  came  from  either  Nebraska  or  from  the  Indian  Territory. 

I  should,  also,  wish  to  state  that  the  "field  work"  of  this  office  could  be 
much  more  efficiently  and  economically  done,  were  a  clerk  allowed  to  the 
State  Veterinarian,  as  the  clerk  could  advise  the  State  Veterinarian,  by  wire, 
to  go  from  point  to  point,  when  his  services  were  required,  without  returning 
to  his  office  after  each  separate  trip  of  inspection,  to  examine  his  mail  and 
find  out  where  to  go  next,  as  under  existing  order  of  things  he  is  obliged  to  do. 

GLANDERS  AND   FAECY. 
Glanders  and  farcy  are  the  most  dangerous  conta^ous  diseases  to  which  the 
equine  spedes  is  subject,  for  the  reason  that  the  disease  is  readily  c 
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cable  from  the  horse  to  man  and  from  man  to  hia  fellow-beinga.  One  man  in 
this  State  died  of  glanders  last  summer.  He  took  the  disease  from  a  horse 
owned  and  handled  by  himself.  Some  writers  claim  that  glanders  and  farcj 
are  highly  infectious.  My  experience  is,  that  unless  glandered  animals  are 
kept  in  badly-ventilated  and  badly-droned  atablea,  and  healthy  animals  are 
crowded  in  with  them,  they  are  not  very  likely  to  take  the  disease  by  intection 
in  the  dry  climate  of  this  State.  Of  courae,  no  senmble  person  would  place 
an  animal,  known  to  be  glandered,  with  healthy  stock,  aa  there  is  always 
danger  of  inoculation  by  the  discharge  from  the  nose  of  a  glandered  animal, 
becoming  attached  to  the  feed-box,  hitching-poat,  etc.,  and  virus  being  after- 
wards taken  up  by  the  healthy  animal.  Glanders,  in  its  mild  chronic  form, 
is  not  always  easily  diagnosed  even  by  an  expert  But  when  an  animal  has 
been  exposed  to  this  disease,  and  afterwards  shows  even  negative  symptoms 
of  glanders,  it  is  always  safest  and  best  to  isolate  such  suspicious  animal  for 
several  months,  if  it  is  not  seen  fit  to  destroy  them.  In  my  judgment,  this 
latter  course  would  be  the  proper  course  to  follow.  I  have  seen  a  case  quite 
recently,  in  which  a  horse  that  had  been  herded  with  glandered  stock  for 
some  time,  but  shbwcd  no  symptoms  at  all  of  the  disease  himself,  and  was 
placed  in  quarantine  ninety  days  ou  account  of  having  been  exposed  to  the 
disease.  When  the  ninety  days'  quarantine  expired,  and  he  still  appeared  to 
be  all  right,  he  was  allowed  to  go  &ee.  Two  months  later,  however,  he  started 
to  discharge  from  the  nose;  ulceration  of  the  lining  membrane  of  the  nose 
took  place,  enlargement  and  induration  of  the  sub-maxillary  glands  followed, 
and  a  clear  case  of  sub-acute  glanders  was  developed. 

This  shows  how  very  cautious  we  should  be  in  turning  loose  auspicious 
animals,  or  those  which  have  been  exposed  to  this  dread  disease.  When 
ulceration  of  the  liniug  membrane  of  the  nostrils  takes  place,  we  should  not 
hesitate  at  all  in  destroying  the  animal  so  affected,  as  this  ulceration  of  the 
Schneidcrian  membrane  is  a  patho-pneiimonic  symptom  of  glanders.  That  is 
a  symptom  which  belongs  to  glanders  only.  So  many  able  descriptions  of 
glanders  have  been  given  by  authors  on  veterinarj-  science,  that  I  do  not  see 
any  necessity  to  take  up  space  with  an  additional  description  here.  As  there 
is  no  successful  treatment  for  thia  disease  known,  nothing  need  be  said  upon 
that  subject. 

FABCY. 

I  have  found  this  disease  amenable  to  treatment  in  its  earlier  st^es,  but  it 
is  a  most  dangerous  experiment  to  try,  as  the  virus  of  iarcy  will  produce 
glanders  in  either  the  horse,  mule,  aas,  or  man,  when  they  are  inoculated 
with  it-  In  my  judgment  the  proper  way  to  dispose  of  all  such  cases  ia  to 
have  the  animal  or  animals  so  affected  at  once  killed,  buried,  sad  the  places 
where  they  had  been  kept  thoroughly  disinfected,  and  so  stamp  the  disease 
out  in  this  way. 

HOG  CHOLERA. 

No  official  communications  have  been  received  by  me  concerning  this 
disease.    I  have  heard  incidentally  of  a  good  many  persons  lodng  large 
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numbera  of  hogs  by  the  dueaae,  but  as  I  have  not  been  consulted  oonoerning 
the  matter  by  thoee  losing  their  boge,  I  ajn  unable  to  give  the  number  of 
deaths,  nor  the  data. 

FOOT-AM  D-MODTH   DISEASE. 

Three  or  four  oouutiee  have  from  dme  to  time  reported  this  diseaee  as  at- 
tacking stock  in  their  different  vicinities,  but  invtttigaUon  always  proved 
that  the  disease  did  not  exist  in  any  form  in  the  places  so  reported.  The  au- 
thorities at  Hill  City,  Graham  county,  reported  an  outbreak  of  the  disease 
among  a  herd  of  about  six  hundred  head  of  cattle  near  that  place.  I  went 
to  that  place  and  inspected  the  herd,  and  also  tivo  small  herds  in  the  same 
neighborhood,  which  were  also  reported  as  having  the  disease.  I  found, 
upon  examination,  that  none  of  the  animals  reported  diseased  were  in  the 
slightest  degree  ailing  from  any  cause.  I  was  told  that  the  rumor  was 
started  for  malicious  purposes,  on  account  of  the  cattle  being  shipped  into 
the  county. 

CONTAGIOUS   PLEUROPNEDMONIA. 

Xorton  county  authorities  reported  an  outbreak  of  this  diseaae  among  a 
herd  of  about  sixty  head  of  cattle,  at  a  place  about  twenty  miles  from  Rich- 
field, in  that  county.  I  went  to  the  place  and  examined  the  stock  which  had 
been  reported  diseased,  and  found  the  cattle  in  apparent  health.  In  order 
to  satisfy  some  persons  who  appeared  to  be  alarmed,  I  made  an  autopsy  upon 
a  two-year-old  heifer,  which  was  supplied  by  the  parties  interested.  I  found 
that  this  animal  had  indications  of  having  had  an  attack  of  enteritis,  but 
that  the  lungs  were  in  a  perfectly  normal  condition.  I  believe  this  State 
to  be  at  present  perfectly  free  from  this  disease. 

BLACK-LEG. 

No  report  has  reached  this  oflicG  concerning  this  disease,  during  the  past 
year.  I  have  been  asked  by  several  pereons  for  remedies  for  this  disease, 
and,  also,  for  preventive  remedies.    In  all  cases,  I  have  given  the  information 
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As  this  branch  of  the  department  has  been  attended  to  by  the  Honorable 
Board  of  Live-Stock  Sanitary  Commission,  it  is  not  necessary  for  me  to  say 
much  on  the  subject. 

I  was  directed  by  your  Board  to  visit  the  ranch  of  Wesley  Best,  in  Chau- 
tauqua county,  and  examine  his  herd  of  cattle.  I  did  so,  and  found  several 
of  his  cattle  sick  with  Texas  fever.  I  made  an  autopsy  upon  one  cow  about 
six  years  old,  and  upon  one  calf  about  three  months  old.  I  found  that  both 
had  died  of  Texas  fever.  I  afterward  made  a  post-mortem  examination 
upon  a  Hereford  bull,  owned  by  Mr.  Best,  and  found  that  the  animal  had 
died  of  the  same  disease  (Texas  fever).  I  also  made  an  examination  of  a 
steer  at  what  is  called  the  "Gibson  place."  I  found  that  he  had  died  of 
Texas  fever.  I  made  an  examination  of  several  other  herds  by  direction  of 
your  Board.

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REPORT. 


To  the  Honorable  Lyman  U.  Humphrey,  Governor  of  the  State  of  Kansas: 

Sir  — Upon  assuming  the  duties  of  Commissioner  of  Forestry,  on  the  Ist 
day  of  April,  A.  D.  18>t9, 1  bad  to  meet  several  quite  unexpected  conditions  of 
things. 

The  shipments  of  the  small  lot  of  trees  that  had  been  ndsed  at  the  for- 
estry stations  had  not  been  completed.  What  had  been  sent  out  from  Station 
Ko.  1  (where  the  greatest  bulk  of  the  stock  had  been  grown)  had  been 
hauled  to  Wakeeney,  a  distance  of  eight  or  nine  miles,  and  shipped  from  that 
point,  and  I  waa  urged  to  continue  to  do  so ;  but  what  was  left  for  me  to  ship 
I  t«ok  to  the  nearest  rmlroad  depot,  Ogallab,  only  one  mile  from  where  the  little 
trees  were  grown  and  packed.  I  found  several  bundles  of  little  trees  being  held 
for  want  of  freight  or  express  charges  being  guaranteed.  My  first  official 
work,  therefore,  was  in  the  line  of  clearing  up  mattera  of  this  sort — seeing 
that  people  got  the  trees  that  had  been  assigned  to  them,  and  issuing  a  small 
surplus  to  parties  calling  at  the  station  and  asking  for  them. 

My  next  attention  was  ^ven  to  getting  &  crop  of  seeds  planted.  This  in  a 
great  measure  sboAld  have  been  done  earlier,  but  for  reasons  that  have  never 
been  made  plain  to  me,  this  part  of  the  work  was  held  back  at  Station  No.  1, 
while  at  Station  No.  2,  the  foreman,  under  a  grant  from  the  Commissioner  to 
do  as  he  pleased,  had  pushed  this  work  of  seed-planting  in  such  a  manner  as 
to  make  a  very  material  difference  in  the  showing  of  little  trees  at  that  Sta- 
tion, lip  to  a  hail-storm  in  June  that  destroyed  probably  -30  per  cent,  of  the 
crop  there. 

Our  September  estimate  was  that  we  had  at  Station  No.  1,  where  the  plant- 
ing had  been  delayed  too  late,  1,342,100  little  trees  grown  that  season,  and  at 
Station  No.  2,  911,800,  where  they  had  to  such  an  extent  been  destroyed  by 
hail.  These  estimates  were  deemed  conservative,  and  below  the  actual  num- 
ber, by  the  foremen  at  the  respective  places;  but  according  to  the  final  dis- 
tribution which  is  to  be  given  in  detail  hereafter,  these  estimates  were  very 
close,  but  rather  above  than  below  the  final  finding  in  the  matter. 

Another  very  awkward  feature  that  has  been  a.  continual  source  of  worry 
and  vexation  to  us,  every  since  it  fully  developed  itself,  is  that  my  prede- 
cessor during  the  first  nine  months  of  the  fiscal  year  when  his  term  closed, 
had  spent  84,622.33  of  the  working  fund  and  only  leaving  for  the  remaining 
three  months  of  the  year  8377.67,  and  the  work  much  of  it  that  ought  to 
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hare  been  done,  left  undone.  In  other  words,  he  had  expended  in  that  nine 
months  8622.33  more  than  he  recommended  in  hie  report  to  be  appropriated 
for  the  Whole  of  next  year  or  the  ;ear  following  it.  By  the  most  ri^d 
economy  I  have  been  unable  to  overcome  this  combination  of  circumstances 
without  decreasing  the  working  force,  so  essential  to  all  things. 

At  Station  No.  1  we  have  established  and  planted  What  we  call  our  trial 
grounds,  covering  about  four  acres,  and  made  up  of  separate  blocks  of  the 
following  sorts  of  trees,  to  wit:  Black  Locust,  Black  Walnut,  Ash,  Ken- 
tucky Coffee-tree,  Box-Elder,  Honey  Locust,  Cottonwood,  Elm,  Black.  Wild 
Cherry,  Osage  Orange,  Bussian  Mulberry,  Ailantus,  Hackberry,  and  Ca- 
talpa.  These  fourteen  sorts,  while  they  may  not  be  the  very  best  selection 
that  could  be  made,  were  intended  to  be  pretty  near  it.  taking  into  ac- 
count their  availability.  They  are  intended  for  an  object-lesson,  when  visit- 
ors and  persons  intending  to  plant  in  the  future  may  at  a  single  glance 
get  some  idea  of  the  comparative  merita  of  each  of  these  sorts. 

At  Station  No.  2  the  trial  grounds  are  not  so  well  arranged,  on  account  of 
a  slight  misconception  of  the  foreman  there,  but  the  trees  are  there,  and  are 
mostly  growing. 

My  predecessor  had  made  a  nice  plan  for  a  park,  or  rather  two  parks,  one 
east  and  the  other  west  of  the  main  entrance  to  the  buildings  at  Station  No. 
1,  in  which  he  had  planted  the  sorts  of  trees  noted  in  his  first  annual  report. 
Many  of  them  have  done  well,  while  other  sorts  have  faded  away.  I  think  he 
did  not  furnish  duplicates  of  them  to  the  other  station — at  least  I  have  not 
found  them  there. 

Soon  after  assuming  the  duties  ^f  my  office  I  furnished  some  eight  or  nine 
sorts  of  trees  from  my  own  grounds,  not  then  to  be  found  at  these  stations. 
I  also  procured  a  donation  of  nine  sorts  of  Poplars  and  Willows  from  Prof. 
J.  L.  Budd,  of  the  Iowa  Agricultural  College;  these  had  been  introduced  by 
him  from  the  dry  inland  regions  of  Russia.  I  bought  a  few  sorts  of  J.  J. 
Jenkins,  in  eastern  Ohio,  and  about  fifty  sorts  of  small  seedling  trees  from 
that  veteran  tree-grower,  Thomas  Meehan,  of  Germantown,  Philadelphia,  Pa. 
All  these  purchases  and  donations  were  divided  equally  between  the  two 
stations;  so  have  also  all  purchases  of  seeds. 

From  the  plantings  of  myself  and  predecessor,  it  is  safe  to  say  that  not 
much  short  of  one  hundred  sorts  of  trees  have  already  been  put  on  trial  at 
these  stations,  some  of  which  are  already  gone,  others  are  going,  and  still 
others  will  fade  away  in  the  future  —  some  near  and  others  more  remotely. 

In  the  trial  with  so  targe  a  number  of  sorts  of  trees,  we  hope  there  may  be 
found  some  of  the  elements  of  the  two-edged  sword — cutting  both  ways  — 
not  only  pointing  out  what  may  be  safely  and  profitably  planted  and  grown 
in  certain  localities  and  under  certain  cireumstancea,  but  determining  as  well 
what  is  not  suitable  to  plant  for  profit  or  usefulness.  The  one  lesson  may  be 
quite  as  valuable  as  the  other. 

Although  we  have  already  passed  through  trying  and  test  conditions,  I  feel 
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it  better  to  withhold  specific  suggestiops  until  another  year,  when  the  outlines 
to  these  ies§0DH  will  be  clearer  and  more  abarply  defined. 

During  the  eummer  and  early  fall  of  1889, 1  sent  out  to  numerous  inquirers 
from  nearly  all  parts  of  the  State,  a  postal  card,  of  which  the  following  is  a 
copy — except  only  that  they  were  dated  when  sent:

A  little  later  I  began  sending  out  a  combined  circular  and  blank  applica- 
tion, and  continued  to  send  them  out  to  all  applicants  up  to  the  1st  day  of 
March,  1890.  I  prided  myself  upon  having  made  this  blank  so  plain  that 
no  one  could  be  mistaken  in  it,  or  misconstrue  it.  You  can  scarcely  tmag^e 
how  my  pride  took  a  tumble  when  a  gentleman  with  the  prefix  of  Rev.  to  bis 
name,  complwned  that  I  had  not  sent  him  a  blank  application,  but  only  a 
cirettlar.    The  following  is  a  true  copy  of  s^d  document:

The  trees  are  wanted  :     Fallot  1889  — Spring  of  1890. 
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Ab  these  came  back  to  me  filled  out  according  tn  the  iancy  of  the  various 
applicants,  many  of  them  were  real  curiosities — some  without  any  name  of 
applicant,  aoroe  without  any  description  of  land,  and  others  defective  in  di- 
vers other  ways;  so  that  I  waf,  in  many  cases,  sorely  puzzled  to  know  the  in- 
tentions of  the  writer.  Some  were  very  modest,  and  only  asked  for  a  fair 
share;  others  for  one  or  two  hundred  and  up,  five  to  ten  thousand  being  a 
quite  frequent  recjuest;  others  insisted  upon  from  twenty  to  thirty  thousand, 
and  so  on  up;  forty  thousand,  I  thinli,  was  the  most  that  anyone  wanted  to 
plant. 

About  two  hundred  of  these  applicatjons  were  returned,  reiiuesting  their 
share  in  the  fall  of  1889.  Although  I  had  advertised  fairly,  this  stock  for 
free  distribution,  in  the  Topeka  Daiiy  Oipiial  and  KanMUt  Fanner,  I  think 
in  the  month  of  September,  I  did  not  in  November  expect  to  exceed  twenty- 
five  hundred  applicants;  therefore  we  furnished  to  each  of  these  two  hundred 
nine  hundred  trees.  Previous  to  forwarding  them,  a  postal  card,  of  which  the 
following  is  a  true  copy,  was  sent  to  each  party :

This  fall  delivery  was  a  mistake  which  I  very  much  regret.  I  had  no 
other  intention,  however,  than  to  serve  the  best  interests  of  the  people,  nor 
do  I  think  it  was  the  intention  of  anyone  to  profit  by  it  The  little  free  ad- 
vertisement which  follows,  (and  for  which  I  can  only  feel  to  thank  the  re- 
spective papers  before  mentioned,)  was  what  seemed  to  play  the  mischief  with 
all  previous  calculations,  and  to  send  the  people  after  these  little  trees:

Boon  after  the  ap|>earance  of  those  notices  in  the  Capitul  and  KatiMu  Fir- 
mer, very  extravagant  stories  nboiit  it  api>eared  in  many  papers  of  the  State. 
The  most  unreasonable  one  coming  to  my  notice,  I  replied  to  as  follows, 
to  wit :

Editor  Meade  Reptiblicnn  —  Sm:  A  clipping  ftum  yonr  paper  over  the  sigDBtare  of 
John  Werth,  Secretary  Meadti  Conntj  Parmeni'  Alliance,  has  just  reached  ma.  It 
contains  the  eitrarRgaDt  Htatement  that  I  am  fDrnishing  twenty-fiTe  thonsand 
(2(>,000)  trees  to  each  applicant  for  the  same.  Please  be  good  enough  to  say  to  yonr 
people,  in  yonr  aeit  iBBQH,  not  to  be  deceived  hy  snoh  stories.  The  Forestry  Sta- 
tions of  the  State  are  new,  and  yet  on  trial.  My  predeoeacor  prided  himself  last 
year  on  having  one-halt  million  little  trees  to  send  oat  to  the  renidentB  o(  the  State. 
We  this  year  ha^e  about  two  and  a  quarter  millions.  Now.  if  twenty-five  handred 
apply,  there  would  be  nine  handred  little  trees  each  for  them,  and  this  wonld  be  Olt 
the  basis  of  about  one  in  one  handred  of  the  land-owners  of  the  State  applying. 
And  suppose  this  number  applies,  and  we  undertook  to  supply  each  with  twenty-five 
thonsand,  as  contemplated  in  the  notice  in  your  paper,  it  would  take  the  enormous 
nnmber  of  sixty-two  and  a  half  millions  trees  to  supply  them  —  a  number  that  would 
probably  aggregate  the  work  of  all  the  narseries  on  this  continent.

In  this  fall  delivery  one  party  at  Wichita  claimed  to  have  not  got  his  trees 
until  sometime  in  January,  when  they  were  useless.  Another,  in  the  south- 
west  part  of  the  State,  finally  found  his  trees  in  another  depot  and  not  the 
one  they  had  been  sent  to  and  where  he  expected  them.  His  too  were  worth- 
leea.  Both  of  these  parties  importuned  me  for  more  trees,  as  their  shipments 
were  lost  to  them;  but  I  held  in  both  cases,  and  in  similar  ones  that  have 
since  come  up,  that  my  responsibility  and  the  good  f^th  of  the  State  had  been 
properly  met  when  the  little  trees  were  shipped  in  good  order;  that  after  this 
transaction  of  shipment  the  whole  matter  then  rested  between  the  carrier  and 
consignee.  To  this  rule  there  has  been  one  exceptional  case,  where  the  depot 
at  West  Plains  burned,  including  a  bundle  of  trees  that  had  been  sent  there. 
Upon  the  certificate  of  the  freight  agent  that  the  depot  had  burned  and  the 
bundle  of  treea  in  question  with  it,  I  sent  to  the  same  address  five  hundred 
trees  the  next  spring. 

To  parties  who  signified  their  intention  to  get  their  trees  at  the  stations,  I 
sent  out  postal  cards  as  follows,  to  wit:

Only  changing  the  heading  to  "Dodge  City,  Ford  Co.,"  and  the  ending  to

Strange  as  it  may  seem,  a  party  brought  in  two  of  these  cards,  claiming  trees 
on  them,  well  toward  the  last  of  the  first  week  in  May,  and  was  quite  indig- 
nant at  our  not  then  having  the  trees  for  bim,  we  having  closed  up  the  busi- 
ness on  the  first  day  of  that  month,  and  given  the  surplus  trees  to  other 
parties.

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About  the  1/ith  of  March  we  began  eending  out  cards,  of  wbich  the  fol- 
lowing is  a  eomple :

These  were  continued — changing  the  date  from  time  to  time  as  the  ship- 
ments progressed —until  the  last  was  sent  out  on  the  10th  of  April,  and  the 
sbipmenta  were  finished  on  the  12th.  Our  first  shipments  were  sent  to  the 
east  and  southeast  part  of  the  State,  and  the  last  to  the  northwest. 

Notwithstanding  that  each  of  the  paid  advertisements  and  each  circular 
contained  the  admonition  to  have  all  applications  in  by  the  first  day  of  March, 
they  continued  to  come  all  through  the  months  of  March  and  April,  but  with 
less  fretjuencj'  toward  the  last.  These,  of  course,  could  not  be  considered;  in 
fact,  none  should  have  been  considered  Iat«r  than  the  15th  or  20th  of  Feb- 
ruary, so  that  the  shipments  might  have  begun  a  little  earlier,  and  not  con- 
tinued BO  late. 

The  September  estimate  of  these  little  trees  was  2,293,900.  which  we  dis- 
tributed to  200  applicants  in  the  fall,  900  to  each  or  180,000,  but  we  found 
upon  actual  count  when  we  took  up  the  little  trees  and  buried  them,  that 
we  had  over-estimated  them,  and  that  we  then  only  had  left  1,960,200. 
These  were  distributed  in  the  spring,  on  the  basis  of  500  to  each  applicant; 
but  as  some  only  asked  for  50  to  100  and  others  from  200  to  300,  it  enabled 
us  to  serve  fifty  or  sixty  mure  persons,  so  that  in  all  about  4,175  persons 
were  accommodated  with  litile  trees  from  these  stations,  as  ihe  visible  work 
of  my  first  official  year. 

These  little  trees  were  eagerly  sought  for,  and  went  into  all  parts  of  the 
State  except  a  few  of  the  easteru  and  southeastern  counties. 

This  stock  ran  from  700,000  Black  Locust,  down  in  the  order  mentioned 
as  ibIlowB  1  Bo.\  Elder,  Ash,  (>s^e  Orange,  Ailantus,  Black  Walnut,  Catalpa, 
Honey  Ixicust,  Cottonwood,  Hickory,  Lorahardy  Poplar,  Soft  Maple,  Oak, 
Pecan,  Ru!«ian  Mulberry,  Elm,  Chestnut,  Oregon  Maple,  and  1,(X)0  Kentucky 
Coffee-trees.  At  these  stations,  and  throughont  the  greater  part  of  the  State, 
the  soil  and  atmosphere  are  too  dry  and  the  simsliine  too  bright  for  the  suc- 
cessful growing  of  seedlings  of  the  Elm  and  Soft  Maple;  these  seods  have 
to  be  ])lanted  as  soon  as  ripe  in  May,  and  unless  they  can  have  the  help  of  a 
few  cloudy  and  rainy  days  just  when  they  are  coming  out  of  the  ground,  they 
are  sure  to  fail  in  a  great  measure.  The  Oak,  Hickory,  Pecan,  Chestnut^  and 
Oregon  Maple  seedlings  can  be  grown,  but  they,  being  so  slow  and  uncertain 
in  their  resulu,  are  deemed  unworthy  of  further  effort  at  this  time,  and  until 
some  favorable  results  are  obtained  from  what  have  already  been  sent  out  from 
these  stations. 

The  Ijombardy  Poplar  and  Cottonwood  arc  so  easily  grown  from  cuttings, 
under  favorable  circumstances,  that  j^ople  who  want  these  sorts  ought  to 
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grow  them  for  themselves,  rather  than  impose  such  a  trust  upon  the  State. 
In  fact,  the  former  is  too  short  lived  in  any  locality  to  be  of  much  permanent 
use,  and  the  latter  is  so  utiauited  to  ordinary  upland  culture  that  it  only 
ought  to  be  planted  on  deep,  rich,  moiat  places.  In  such  situations  it  will 
grow  into  saw-logs  faster  than  anything  else  that  I  know  of. 

While  the  strict  test  of  the  law  provides  only  for  the  distribution  of  these 
little  trees  "to  any  resident  of  the  State,"  I  have  given  this  clause  a  lib- 
eral construction,  and  let  actual  residents  of  other  States  have  them,  where 
the  intention  was  shown  to  plant  them  in  Kansas,  and  that  they  had  the  land 
here  to  plant  them  on ;  but  to  such  a  party,  whose  laud  was  in  the  western 
part  of  the  State,  and  who  requested  me  to  send  his  trees  to  Denver,  I  abso- 
lutely refused,  and  declined  in  all  cases  to  send  them  out  of  the  State. 

Some  parties  who  got  trees  in  the  fall  wanted  another  share  in  the  spring, 
just  as  though  they  could  be  manufactured  to  order  during  the  winter  like 
boots  and  shoes,  or  tinware;  others  thought  we  should  supply  them  with  a 
share  from  each  station. 

The  appropriation  of  eight  hundred  dollars  by  the  last  Legislature  for  the 
building  of  a  house  at  Forestry  Station  No.  2,  in  Ford  county,  has  been  well 
expended  through  the  aid  of  my  foreman  at  that  station,  Mr.  G.  \.  Bartlett, 
Hon.  M.  W.  Sutton,  of  Dodge  City,  who  secured  the  appropriation  and  drew 
the  contract  for  the  building,  etc,  aiid  Mr.  Foley,  who  did  the  work.  I  have 
to  congratulate  the  State,  and  thank  these  three  persons  for  their  aid  in  secur- 
ing a  better  building  for  the  money  than  could  ordinarily  have  been  done 
through  private  enterprise. 

In  shipping  trees,  my  predecessor  insisted  upon  persons  having  their  freights 
guarauteed  before  they  were  sent.  Some  sent  money,  and  did  not  send  enough ; 
others  sent  too  much.  Sending  back  the  surplus  entailed  both  work  and  ex- 
pense, besides  a  great  deal  of  friction  in  small  accounts,  lest  wrong  might  be 
done  to  some  one.  All  this  having  been  so  forcibly  placed  before  me  in  clos- 
ing up  the  shipments  in  the  spring  of  1889,  and  it  seeming  to  be  so  unsatis- 
factory, that  for  1890  I  became  so  heroic  as  to  guarantee  all  myself  and  take 
the  chances— with  this  proviso,  however,  that  where  any  deliveries  could  not 
be  made  in  a  reasonable  time,  the  trees  should  be  sold  for  the  charges;  and 
when  this  could  not  be  done  I  was  to  be  notified  at  once,  so  that  I  might  fur- 
ther direct  in  the  matter.  Some  complaints  have  been  made  of  selling  the 
trees  too  soon  to  suit  the  consignees ;  in  other  places  the  trees  could  npt  be 
sold  for  the  freight,  and  I  had  it  to  pay;  and  notwithstanding  the  foregoing 
proviso,  these  claims  continued  to  be  presented  to  me  aa  late  as  August,  for 
freight  incurred  in  March  and  April. 

Some  parties  ordered  their  trees  shipped  to  stations  where  there  was  no 
agent ;  therefore  our  shipments  were  refused.  This  was  the  case  with  Weskan, 
Wallace  county ;  Nekoma,  Osborne  county;  Halcyon,  Wichita  county ;  Tasco, 
Sheridan  county ;  and  several  othera. 

One  of  the  professors  of  Midland  College,  at  Atchison,  asked  for  trees  to 
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plant  on  their  college  grounds.  Upon  receiWng  notice  of  their  shipment,  he 
vainly  looked  for  them  at  depots  of  the  U.  P.  and  A.  T.  tSr  S.  F.  railroads, 
and  finally  found  them  at  the  office  of  the  Missouri  Pacific  road,  where  our 
agent  had  sent  them  in  the  absence  of  any  instmctionB  aa  to  what  road  to 
send  them  over. 

The  following  letter  wilt  uo  doubt  sufficiently  explmn  itself,  ao  as  to  require 
no  remarks  from  me,  only  to  say  that  the  trees  were  shipped,  five  hundred  to 
each  of  these  parties,  on  April  9th,  and  this  letter  wa«  answered  on  the  20th 
of  the  same  month,  1890;  and  as  I  considered  it  a  matter  between  them  and 
the  carriers,  I  did  not  interfere  in  any  way,  not  even  to  send  them  more  trees:

Hon.  Martin  Allen,  Haya  City,  Kansoi — Deab  Sib;  The  freight  recurds  show  that 
jon  Bent  h  bundle  of  trees  to  Carl  Strickert  Hiid  J,  C.  Starr,  but  we  find  only  two 
little  trees  with  cnrd  BttBched  to  Cnrl  Striotert,  iind  a  card  snd  «  emnll  fraction  of 
bundle  uf  trees  tu  J.  C.  Stnrr.  They  were  no  donbt  lost  while  transported.  We  both 
want  trees,  and  send  us  ttnch  our  sharH  to  one  Hildreas  to  save  freight  cost.  Tty  and 
send  Ds  trees  with  more  life  in  them  than  some  had  that  were  received  here.

The  appropriation  for  the  fiscal  year  ending  June  ■'!0,  1889,  of  ?-1,000  for 
labor,  heip,  hire,  postage,  printing,  etc.,  was  all  expended ;  and  it  did  not  prove 
to  be  enough  for  these  purjwses  including  freights,  repairs,  and  other  incidental 
expenses.  Some  bills  for  expenditures  in  March,  before  my  administration 
began,  were  not  audited  until  July,  August  and  September  following. 

Of  the  81,10(1  appro])riated  for  the  purchase  of  trees,  seeds,  and  cuttings, 
and  for  traveling  expenses  of  the  Commissioner,  S2.33.4M  was  covered  back 
into  the  treasurj-. 

The  appropriation  for  the  fiscal  year  ending  June  30,  1890,  of  84,000  for 
labor,  helpi'hire,  postage,  printing,  etc.,  was  all  expended,  and  it  did  not  prove 
to  be  enough  to  cover  all  the  necessities  in  this  line;  but  of  the  $200  ap- 
propriated for  traveling  expenses  of  the  Commissioner,  and  8800  for  the  pur- 
chase of  trees,  seeds,  and  cuttings,  S280.24  was  left  unexpended,  and  covered 
back  into  the  treasury. 

The  appropriation  of  ?4,000  for  labor,  help,  hire  and  running  espensee  for 
the  fiscal  year  ending  June  30,  1891,  will  not  prove  adequate  to  nm  theae 
stations  in  the  best  interests  of  the  people  of  the  State ;  but  the  8800  appro- 
priated for  the  purchase  of  trees,  seeds  and  cuttings,  is  more  than  will  be 
necessary;  and  the  appropriation  of  8300  for  traveling  expenses  of  the  Com- 
missioner will  prove  quit«  sufficient  for  that  pur]>0Be,  unless  his  duties  in  that 
line  should  be  largely  augmented. 

Therefore,  for  the  proper  carrying  on  the  work  at  these  stations  I  moat  re- 
B])ectfully  recommend  the  following  appropriations:

I  alao  recommeDd  that  the  responsibility  of  cooimoD  carriers  of  perisha- 
ble articles  be  increased,  and  that  the;  be  required  to  exercise  more  care  in 
handling  such  goods  aud  more  diligence  in  their  delivery. 

I  further  most  respectfully  recommend  that  sec.  1  of  an  "act  to  eocour- 
&ge  the  planting  and  growing  of  timber,"  page  386,  Session  Laws  1889,  be  bo 
amended  that  it  can  be  better  understood.  Correspondents  to  whom  I  have 
quoted  the  entire  section,  have  usually  written  back  asking  what  it  means. 

1  have  been  officially  invited  to  go  to  Dlckiuson,  Douglas,  Reno,  Neas, 
Rush,  Grant,  Wichita,  Stevens,  and  Logan  counties,  and  responded  to  these 
calls  as  far  as  practicable,  and  have  given  to  the  people  such  information 
upon  tree-growing  as  I  was  in  possession  of,  and  answered  to  the  best  of  my 
ability  such  questions  as  have  been  propounded  to  me;  besides  attending  to 
much  correspondence  upon  this  sirbject,  not  only  with  people  in  Kansas,  but 
more  or  less,  through  the  Western  and  Middle  States. 

The  necessity  of  planting  forest  trees  in  the  prairie  and  some  other  States, 
seems  to  be  apparent  to  nearly  all;  but  there  seems  to  be  a  growing  demand 
for  knowledge  of  what,  when,  where  and  how  to  plant,  cultivate,  prune,  train, 
etc,  and  the  work  in  these  lines  promises  to  soon  become  the  most  valuable 
element  in  this  office. 

The  States  of  New  York  and  Ohio  both  support  forestry  commissioners, 
the  former  at  an  annual  expense  of  815,000,  mmnly  to  preserve  their  forests, 
as  thetffi  are  both  timber  States;  then  what  becomes  our  duty  as  the  central 
prairie  State  of  the  Union,  and  probably  the  most  nude  of  trees  of  all  of 
them? 

The  finandal  statement  in  this  report  is  made  to  cover  the  first  fifteen 
months  of  my  administration,  so  as  to  close  up  at  the  end  of  a  fiscal  year,  also 
to  cover  the  shipping  and  closing-out  season  of  1890. 

Sorts  of  trees,  modes  of  culture,  successes  and  failures,  as  well  as  other  kin- 
dred topics,  are  purposely  omitted  from  this  report,  with  the  hope  of  being 
better  able  to  treat  of  them  at  the  expiration  of  my  present  term  of  office.

To  the  Oovemor  of  Kansai :  In  conformity  with  law,  we  have  the  honor  to 
malie  this,  our  first  biennal  report  of  the  Kaneaa  State  Soldiers'  Home. 

This  Home  is  located  on  the  old  Fort  Bodge  Reservation,  on  the  Arkan- 
sas river,  five  miles  east  of  Dodge  City,  Ford  county,  Kansas. 

The  idea  of  this  Home,  and  the  first  steps  toward  securing  it,  originated 
with  Lewis  Post  No.  294,  G.  A.  R.,  at  Dodge  City,  Kansas,  through  whose 
efforts  a  bill  was  introduced  in  the  House  of  Representatives,  end  finally 
passed  both  branches,  granting  that  portion  of  the  old  military  reservation 
upon  which  buildings  were  located,  to  the  State  of  Kansas  for  the  purpose 
of  locating  thereon  a  State  Soldiers'  Home.  The  following  is  a  copy  of  the 
act  of  Congress  granting  said  land  to  the  State ;

establish  and  provide  for  the  malntenanoe  thereon  a  home  in  nbioh  proiiaion  ahall 
be  made  for  the  oare  and  maiotenanoe  of  oEQoera,  soldiera  and  marinea  who  have 
aerved  in  tbe  arm;,  navy,  or  marine  ooips  of  the  United  Sta tea,  their  dependent 
parents,  widows,  or  orphana,  nnder  snch  roles  and  regnlationa  aa  eaid  State  may 
provide. 

Approved  March  3,  1889. 

At  the  session  of  the  Legislature  of  the  State,  commencing  January,  1889, 
an  act  was  passed  establishing  a  Home  on  these  grounds,  whenever  this 
reservation  or  tbe  Fort  Hays  Military  Reservation  should  be  donated  to 
the  State  of  Kansas  by  the  Congress  of  the  United  States.  The  following 
is  a  copy  of  the  act  of  the  Legislature :

That  when  either  of  the  militai;  reeervations  referred  to  in  the  pre- 
amble of  thia  act  absll  hate  been  donated  bj  the  Congrees  of  the  United  States  to 
the  State  o(  Eanaaa  foe  that  pnrpoae,  theie  Bhall  be  eatablished  thereon  an  Inatitn- 
tion  nnder  the  name  and  atjie  of  the  Eansas  Soldiers'  Home. 

Sbo.  2.  The  general  snperriaion  of  the  home  or  homes,  which  ma;  be  establiahed 
onder  the  peoTisions  of  thie  act,  shall  be  veated  in  s  Board  of  Managers,  which 
shall  be  oonstitnted  of  three  members,  who  shall  be  appointed  b;  the  Governor,  by 
and  with  advioe  of  the  Senatej  the  members  of  whiah  board  shall  bold  their  ofBoe 
for  the  term  of  one,  two,  and  three  years,  respectively,  from  the  date  of  their  ap- 
pointment, and  nntil  their  snocessors  are  appointed  and  qnalifled,  said  respeotivo 
terms  of  office  to  be  designated  in  their  acTeral  appointments;  and  thereafter  there 
shall  be  one  member  of  said  board  appointed  each  year,  and  whose  term  of  office 
shall  continue  three  years,  and  nntll  his  anccesaor  shall  have  been  appointed  and 
qnaliBed. 

Sbo.  8.  The  Board  of  Managers,  npon  the  taking  eSeot  of  this  aol,  shall  forth- 
with meet  and  organize  by  the  eleetioD  of  one  of  their  nnmber  as  president  and 
another  aa  secretary;  and  said  board  then  shall  take  possession  of  the  buildings  and 
property  upon  such  reservation  or  roaervationa  as  may  have  been  donated  by  the 
United  States  to  the  State  of  Kansas  for  the  pnrpose  specified  in  this  act,  and  shall 
pot  tlie  same  in  readiness  for  the  reception  of  sneh  disabled  soldiers,  sailors  and 
marines  as  shall  herEinafter  be  declared  entitled  to  homes  in  said  institntion. 

Sic.  i.  £ach  member  of  said  board  shall  serve  withont  compensation,  bnt  shall 
be  reimbursed  for  all  aotnal  expenses  of  traveling  and  maintenance  while  in  the 
aotnat  performance  of  their  official  datiea. 

Sio.  5.  It  shall  be  the  dnt;  of  the  Board  of  Managers  to  meet  at  one  of  the  Inatl- 
tntions  provided  for  by  thia  aot,  on  the  Brat  Wednesday  in  May  of  each  year,  and  at 
snob  annnal  meeting  thej  shall  elect  one  of  their  nnmber  president  and  another 
secretary,  who  shsU  serve  during  the  ensolDg  year.  Said  board  may  hold  as  many 
adjourned,  or  special,  meetings  dnring  the  year  as  msj  be  necessary  for  ths  proper 
managqment  of  said  institution. 

Sbo.  G.  At  the  Qret  meeting  of  said  board  they  shall  prepare  s  system  of  govern- 
ment for  said  Home,  embracing  all  snch  rules  and  regulations  as  may  be  neoeaaar; 
for  the  preservation  of  order,  enforce  discipline,  and  preserve  the  health  of  the 
inmates  of  said  institntion;  and  snch  regulations  may  be  amended  or  aupplemented 
by  said  board  as  oooasion  may  require. 

Sbo.  7.  The  Board  of  Managers  shsU  have  full  control  of  asld  institution,  the 
properly,  effects,  and  management  thereof,  and  ahall  appoint  and  fix  the  salaries  ol 
all  eooh  officers  and  employes  thereof  aa  shall  be  deemed  neoessary  for  the  best  in- 
terests thereof,  and  shall  have  power  to  remove  and  discharge  all  snch  ofBcera  and 
employ^  whenever  the  best  interests  of  said  institntion  demand  snch  removal  or 
discharge. 

Sec.  8.  The  Board  of  Manager*  ahall,  open  the  taking  effect  of  this  aot,  appoint 
a  Commandant  for  said  Home  or  Homes,  whose  aalary  shall  be  fixed  by  the  Board  of 
Managers,  bat  shall  noteioeed  the  snm  of  one  thouaand  dollars  per  annam;  and  tbe 
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Board  of  ManagerB  ihall,  apon  the  reoommHidation  of  the  Commandant,  appoint 
aaoh  subotdioate  offloers  as  ma;  be  neoeasarj,  who  ihall  be  inmates  of  aald  institn- 
tion.  Bnoh  inbordinate  offlceri  may  be  dismiBKed  from  office  bf  tbe  Commandant 
for  inefflolenoj  or  misoondnot;  bot  in  aaae  of  remoTal  or  dlBmisBal,  a  detailed  state- 
ment of  the  faots  npon  anob  dismiBBal  or  remoTal  bo  ordered  Bhall  be  reported  to 
the  Board  o(  ManagerB  b;  the  Commandant.  No  perBon  Bhall  be  appointed  to  anj 
ofBoe,  provided  for  by  this  act,  anlcBs  he  be  an  honorablj  dieoharged  ei-Uniou  sol- 
dier, sailor,  or  marine,  and  served  dnring  the  war  of  the  Rebellion.  The  term  of 
office  of  the  Commandaot  eball  be  for  four  years. 

Sao.  %.  All  billB  and  aoooontB  made  under  this  act  shall  be  verified  b;  the  BWom 
voaoher  of  the  claimant,  and  shall  be  approved  b;  the  Board  ot  Managers,  the 
Qovernor,  audited  b;  the  State  jtiaditor,  and  paid  hj  the  State  Treasaret  oat  of  hqj 
mone;  appropriated  or  donated  for  that  pcrpoe*. 

Sso.  40.  The  Board  of  Managers  Rhall  render  a  fall  and  detailed  report  of  their 
tiansaotionB  each  jear,  on  the  first  da;  of  Deoember,  to  tbe  Governor,  which  report 
shall  be  printed  and  distributed  in  the  manner  provided  by  law  for  tbe  reports  of 
eharitabU  Institntions  of  thie  State. 

Sso.  11.  AH  honorably  discharged  Boldiers,  sailors  and  marines  who  served  in  the 
army  aod  navy  of  the  United  States  dnring  the  war  of  the  Bebellion,  and  who  may 
be  disabled  by  disease,  wonnds,  or  old  age,  or  otherwise  disabled,  and  who  have  oo 
adeqaate  meana  of  sapport,  and  who,  by  reasoD  of  Booh  wonndn,  old  age,  or  disability, 
are  incapacitated  from  earning  their  living,  and  who  wonld  otherwise  be  dependent 
upon  public  or  private  oharity,  together  with  eucb  members  of  their  families  as  may 
be  dependent  upon  them  for  support,  shall  be  entitled  to  admission  to  such  institu- 
tion, snbject  to  the  rules  and  regulations  that  may  be  esteblished  by  the  Board  of 
Managers  tor  the  government  ther«uf :  Provided,  That  do  applicant  shall  be  admitted 
to  said  institutions,  or  either  of  them,  who  hss  not  been  an  aotaal  and  bona  fidt  resi- 
-  dent  of  the  State  of  Kansas  for  one  year  next  preceding  the  date  of  his  application 
for  admission,  nnleas  said  applicant  served  in  a  Eanaas  regiment,  or  was  accredited 
to  this  State. 

Seo.  12.  The  Board  of  Managers  Bhall  set  apart  as  much  land  as  it  may  deem 
necessary  for  the  parpose  of  onltivation  by  the  inmates  for  the  beneBt  of  the  Home, 
and  may  in  its  discretion  set  apart  two  and  one-half  aoree  for  tbe  ase  of  each  inmnie 
having  a  family  dependent  apon  him,  and  cause  to  be  erected  thereon  a  smell  cottage 
which  shall  not  cost  the  State  more  than  two  hundred  and  flft;  dollars  each;  and 
the  Board  may  lease  to  the  highest  and  best  bidder  any  portion  of  the  laud  not  re- 
quired for  cultivation  or  the  use  of  the  inmates  o(  the  Home,  the  proceeds  thereof 
to  be  aoooonted  tor  and  used  for  the  benefit  ot  said  institution.  * 

Sto.13.  For  the  purpose  of  carrying  out  the  provisions  of  this  act,  and  for  the 
purpose  of  fnmiahing,  keeping  and  maintaining  said  Snstitution  and  paying  Ihe 
salaries  herein  provided  for,  the  sum  of  five  thousand  dollars,  or  so  muob  thereof  as 
may  be  necessary,  is  hereby  appropriated  tor  each  ot  enid  institutions,  out  of  any 
money  in  the  treasnry  not  otherwise  appropriated,  tor  the  fiscal  year  ending  June 
SO,  1890;  and  the  sum  ot  five  thousand  dollars,  or  so  much  thereof  as  may  be  necee- 
sary,  is  hereby  appropriated  for  each  ot  said  institutions,  oat  of  an;  money  in  Ihe 
treasnry  not  otherwise  appropriated,  for  the  Ssoal  year  ending  June  80,  1891:  Pro- 
vided, That  none  ot  tbe  money  hereby  appropriated  shall  be  expended  for  either  ot 
said  institutions  ontil  the  rescrvatioD  upon  which  the  same  is  located  shall  have 
been  donated  and  ceded  to  the  State  ot  Kansas  by  the  Government  of  the  United 
States. 

Sso.  14.  The  Auditor  ot  State  Is  hereby  directed  to  draw  his  warrante  upon  Ihe 
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TreasQter  of  Stste  for  the  pB7meiit  of  any  bdihb  hereby  eppropri&ted,  apon  pceaen- 
tatioD  of  tb«  proper  voaoher  therefor,  after  the  taking  eSeot  of  this  set. 

Baa.  IS.  Upon  the  donation  of  eaid  reiervationa  or  either  of  them  to  the  State  of 
Kansas  hy  the  QoTernmeiit  of  the  United  States,  the  Governor  of  this  State  ahall 
CBQse  this  act  to  be  pnblished  in  theoffloial  State  paper,  together  with  the  aot  of  Con- 
giesB  making  SDOh  donation,  and  this  shaU  take  eSeot  and  be  in  force  from  and  after 
eneh  pablioatioQ.  It  being  the  eipressed  inteDtion  of  this  act  that  no  monej  shall 
ba  dcawn  from  the  treKBor;  of  this  State  for  the  pnrposea  herein  nntil  the  title  of 
th«ee  reservations,  or  one  of  them,  ahall  have  been  given  to  the  8tat«  of  RanBas; 
«nd  if  bat  one  of  said  reaervationg  is  ceded, to  the  State  of  Kansas,  then  onl;  one- 
halt  of  the  amounta  hereb;  appropriated  shall  be  expended.

I  hereby  oertit;  that  the  foregoing  is  a  trae  and  correct  oopy  of  the  original  en- 
rolled bill  now  on  file  in  my  office.  Wim-iim  Hiooins,  Secretory  of  State. 

The  reservation  donated  to  the  State  by  the  Cangresa  of  the  United 
States  contains  126,'j<ij  acres,  and  was  paid  for  by  the  people  of  Dodge  City, 
Kansas,  for  the  State,  and  patent  will  isaue  from  the  General  Government 
to  the  State  of  Kansas.  This  land  is  situated  upon  the  north  bank  of  the 
Arkansas  river,  running  down  to  the  river.  Upon  this  land  are  situated  the 
buildings  formerly  occupied  by  U.  S.  troops  stationed  at  this  fort,  consisting 
of  six  large  buildings  known  as  officers'  quarters,  three  large  buildings 
known  as  soldiers'  quarters  or  barracks  (atone),  a  large  cut-stone  building 
built  for  a  hospital,  two  large  cut-stone  buildings,  used  formerly  as  quarter- 
master and  commissary  buildings,  and  some  fifteen  or  twenty  smaller  wooden 
buildings,  coal  house,  stables,  corrals,  &c.  These  buildings  when  turned 
over  to  the  State  were  all  in  a  more  or  less  dilapidated  condition,  consequent 
from  neglect  and  non-occupancy,  but  many  of  them  well  built  of  good  ma- 
terial, and  capable  of  being  repaired  at  slight  expense  and  lasting  many 
years.  The  buildings  which  were  formerly  used  for  officers'  quarters  and 
families  (  not  counting  the  barracks)  contain  94  rooms  of  various  sizes,  and 
were  in  different  degrees  of  repair,' but  all  made  habitable  by  the  Board 
since  taking  charge  of  them. 

Immediately  upon  the  taking  effect  of  the  State  law  the  Governor  ap- 
pointed the  foilowiog-named  gentlemen  as  a  Board  of  Managers,  to  wit : 
J.  D.  Barker,  Girard,  Kas.,  for  three  years;  TraF.  Collins,  of  Sabetha,  Kas., 
for  two  years;  and  Henry  Booth,  of  Larned,  Kas.,  for  one  year.  Upon 
receiving  notice  of  their  appointment  these  geotlemeu  met  at  Topeka,  Kas., 
July  23d,  1889,  took  and  subscribed  the  oath  of  office,  and  filed  the  same 
with  the  Secretary  of  State,  Hon.  William  Higgins.  Immediately  there- 
after they  met  and  organized  by  electing  J.  D,  Barker  president  and  Henry 
Booth  secretary,  and  on  the  following  day  proceeded  to  old  Fort  Dodge, 
Kas.,  and  took  formal  possession  of  the  grounds  and  buildings,  which  were 
still  held  by  au  agent  of  the  General  Government. 

The  Legislature  of  1889  appropriated  ten  thousand  dollars  (810,000), 
five  thousand  dollars  for  each  fiscal  year  ending  June  30,  1890,  and  June 
30,  1891.    After  a  complete  and  thorough  examination  of  the  buildings, 
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the  Board  determined  upon  what  repairs  it  would  have  made,  and  adver- 
tised for  bids  to  do  the  work.  At  a  subsequent  meeting  of  the  Board 
these  bide  were  received,  opeDed,  and  examined,  and  the  Board  concluded 
that  they  were  all  too  high,  and  that  the  necessary  work  could  be  done 
cheaper  by  employing  a  superintendent  and  having  the  work  done  by  the 
day.  Consequently  this  was  done,  and  Thomas  McMilleu,  of  Emporia, 
Kansas,  was  hired  as  superintendent  of  work  and  repairs,  at  a  salary  of 
♦60  per  month,  and  (61,65ii.35  of  the  $5,000  appropriated  for  the  first  year 
was  used  in  repairing  the  buildings  and  fitting  them  for  occupancy.  The 
buildings  were  ready  to  receive  inmatee  January  1,  1890,  and  applications 
were  sent-  out  to  those  desiriDg  admission,  to  be  filled  out  by  them.  The 
object  of  the  Home,  as  stated  in  the  act  of  Congress  donating  the  land 
and  buildings,  is  to  furnish  care  and  maintcDance  to  soldiers,  sailors,  and 
marines  unable  to  support  themselves,  their  dependent  parents,  wives,  and 
children.     Children  over  sixteen  years  of  age  are  not  eligible. 

This  Home  is  upon  the  cottage  plan,  i.  e.,  each  family  by  itself,  rooms 
being  furnished  according  to  size  of  family.  The  law  authorized  the  Board 
to  build  cottages  to  accummodate  the  inmates,  their  cost  not  to  exceed  $250 
each.  The  Board  has  not  taken  advantage  of  this  provision  of  the  law — 
first,  because  the  appropriation  was  too  small  to  admit  of  an  outlay  o/  this 
character,  especially  as  there  were  already  buildings  upon  the  ground  that 
could  be  repaired  and  fitted  up  much  cheaper  than  new  ones  could  be 
built;  and,  second,  the  Board  found,  upon  iuvestigation  and  estimates,  that 
BO  small  an  amount  as  3250  could  not  be  economically  and  judiciously  used 
in  constructing  cottages;  even  a  three-room  cottage,  properly  constructed 
and  decently  finished,  could  not  be  built  for  that  sum;  and  the  Board 
recommend  that  that  portion  of  the  law  be  changed.  At  least  tSOO 
should  be  allowed,  and  permission  to  build  double  cottages,  when  deemed 
advisable,  granted.  A  large  amount^of  excellent  buildiug-stone  is  con- 
tained in  the  three  barracks  and  the  quartermaster  and  commissary  build- 
ings, that  can  be  used  to  excellent  advantage  in  constructing  cottages  and 
such  other  buildings  as  the  needs  of  the  Home  may  require. 

At  their  meeting  December  11,  1891,  the  Board,  from  among  seven  ap- 
plicants for  the  position,  selected  and  appointed  Captain  D.  L.  Sweeney,  of 
Dodge  City,  Kas.,  Commandant  of  the  Home,  at  a  salary  of  650  per  month ; 
and  immediately  upon  receiving  notice  of  his  appointment,  Capt.  Sweeney 
took  charge  of  the  Home,  and  has  continued  to  occupy  that  position  to  this 
date,  to  the  entire  satisfaction  of  the  Board.  No  other  officers  have  been 
ap|K)intetl  as  yet;  the  amount  of  money  at  the  disposal  of  the  Board  calling 
for  the  strictest  economy,  and  Capt.  Sweeney  being  willing,  and  so  far  able, 
to  perform  all  the  duties  of  Commandant,  quartermaster,  commissary,  and 
adjutant.  The  number  of  inmates  now  occupying  the  Home,  and  the  con- 
sequent increase  of  work,  will  necessitate  the  appointing  of  other  officers  in 
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the  near  future,  and  a  part  of  the  appropriation  recommmended  ib  to  pay 
suoh  employes  and  officers. 

A  considerable  portion  of  the  Und  belonging  to  the  Home  is  prepared 
for  cultiTatiob,  and  will  be  planted  the  coming  season.  This  will  require 
more  help  than  the  inmates  are  able  to  give,  most  of  them  being  unable 
to  work,  except  a  little  each  day,  and  that  light  labor.  Provision  should  be 
made  for  paying  the  necessary  laborers,  and  this  is  provided  for  in  the  esti- 
mates submitted  by  the  Board. 

The  number  of  inmates  at  last  return,  November  1,  1890,  was  one  hun- 
dred and  twenty-three  old  soldiers,  widows,  wives,  and  children,  a  complete 
roster  of  which  is  given  in  the  late'r  pagee  of  this  report 

The  Board,  believing  it  to  be  as  necessary  to  care  for  the  education  of  the 
children  of  the  old-soldier  inmates  of  this  Home  as  to  care  for  the  soldier 
himself,  opened  a  school  at  the  Home,  a  district  having  been  formed  from 
adjacent  territory.  One  of  the  old  buildings  was  fitted  up,  and  furniture 
borrowed  from  a  vacant  school-bouse  in  the  county.  The  teacher,  and  in 
fact  all  the  eipenses  of  this  school — save  fuel — will  be  paid  by  taxes 
levied  upon  property  in  the  district,  other  than  that  belonging  to  the  State; 
but  inasmuch  as  nine-tenths  of  the  pupils  come  from  the  Home,  an  appro- 
priation should  be  made  to  pay  part  of  the  expeosee  of  this  school,  and  an 
estimate  is  submitted  among  the  estimates  made  by  the  Board  in  another 
portion  of  this  report. 

Owing  to  the  limited  amount  of  the  appropriation,  the  Board  has  been 
unable  to  do  little  more  than  simply  repair  the  buildings  donated  by  the 
General  Gtovernment  and  make  them  habitable ;  no  arrangements  for  eco- 
nomically cooking  on  a  large  scale,  or  beating  the  buildings  at  a  minimum 
cost,  could  be  made  with  the  small  amount  of  money  appropriated. 

Keeping  any  number  of  people  on  the  plan  adopted,  would  seem  to  be 
more  expensive  than  keeping  them  jn  one  building  or  barracks,  and  eating 
at  one  general  table;  but  however  this  may  be,  as  near  as  the  Board  has 
been  able  to  arrive  at  a  definite  knowledge  of  the  cost  of  subsistence  of 
each  inmate,  by  careful  computation,  so  far  in  this  Home  it  is  lees  than 
16  cents  per  day  per  capita.  This,  of  course,  does  not  include  fuel,  lights, 
and  clothing,  nor  medical  attendance.  It  should  also  be  remembered  that 
the  Greneral  Government  pays  one-half  of  the  cost,  of  feeding  the  old 
soldiers  kept  in  State  Homes.  The  Board  estimates  the  cost  of  clothing 
the  inmates  at  tl5  per  capita.  Coal  for  the  use  of  the  Home  has  been 
received  from  the  State  mine  at  the  penitentiary,  costing  the  Home  only 
the  freight. 

The  Board  recommends  an  appropriation  for  transportation  of  applicants 
whose  applications  have  been  approved.  Very  frequently  an  applicant  is 
too  poor  to  pay  railroad  fare  and  cannot  reach  the  Home,  and  under  the 
present  law  the  Board  has  not  felt  warranted  in  paying  transportation  out 
of  the  appropriation  made.    In  the  estimates  submitted  is  one  for  a  defi- 
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cieDC3r  for  the  moDtha  of  March,  April,  Maf,  aucl  June,  1891,  based  on  au 
estimate  of  200  inmates.  This  amount  will  be  abeolutely  necessary  to 
carry  on  the  Home  up  te  June  30th,  1891,  as  there  is  only  |1, 351.39  on 
hand  at  this  date,  remaining  from  the  appropriation  made  fat  fiscal  year 
ending  June  30th,  1891,  and  this  will  scarcely  run  the  Home  up  to  March 
Ist,  1891.  There  are  not  now  200  inmates  in  the  Home,  but  numerous  ap- 
plications have  been  made  and  approved ;  yet  the  Board  cannot  admit  them, 
for  want  of  raeEus  te  provide  care  and  sustenance  for  them. 

The  following  estimates  for  the  fiscal  years  ending  June  30th,  1892,  and 
June  30th,  1893,  are  respectfully  submitted.  Compared  with  amounts  ap- 
propriated by  other  States  for  like  purposes,  these  estimates  are  low ;  and  if 
this  Home  is  te  be  made  a  success,  and  properly  meet  the  end  for  which  it 
was  created,  less  than  these  estimates  should  not  be  appropriated,  as  the 
Board  have  figured  as  low  as  in  their  judgment,  and  guided  by  what  expe- 
rience and  observations  they  have  had,  it  is  safe  to  go.

The  Board  also  recommend  that  $500  be  added  to  each  year's  appropria- 
tion te  pay  school  teacher,  purchase  books,  maps,  and  other  necessary 
fhruishings  for  a  good  school.  Those  we  have  now  are  borrowed,  and  there 
are  as  many  different  kinds  of  books  as  there  are  pupils. 

Medical  attendance  and  medicines  for  the  inmates  have  so  far  been  pro- 
cured from  Dodge  City,  costing,  up  te  the  present  time,  $116.15.  As  the 
number  of  inmates  increases,  a  resident  physician  will  be  necessary,  and  an 
appropriation  should  be  made  for  that  purpose.

It  is  difficult  to  estimate  the  value  of  the  property  donated  by  the  Gen- 
eral GoTemment  for  this  Homer  hut  it  is  safe  to  Bay  that  the  buildings  which 
hare  been  made  comfortably  habitable,  at  a  slight  coet,  could  not  be  built 
for  lees  thanatSO.OOO,  to  say  nothing  of  the  other  buildings,  and  valuable 
material  for  building  contained  in  them  which  can  all  be  used  to  good 
advantage  in  completing  the  Home.  Of  course  these  buildings  are  not  as 
conveniently  arranged  as  though  they  had  been  built  expressly  for  a 
Soldiers'  Home,  but  they  are  comfortable,  and  will  answer  for  a  long  time, 
and  save  the  State  a  very  considerable  amount  of  money.  In  addition  to 
the  property  heretofore  described,  the  Board  has  purchased,  and  there  is 
now  on  hand,  the  following  property :

On  June  6, 1890,  J.  D.  Barker  resigned  his  position  on  the  Board,  and 

on  the  same  day  J.  B.  McGonigal,  of  Oberlin,  Decatur  county,  Kansas,  was 

appointed  to  fill  the  vacancy.    At  the  next  meeting  of  the  Board  Ira  F. 

Collins  was  elected  chairman  of  the  Board,  vice  Barker  resigned. 

FORT  HATS. 

The  law  passed  by  the  Legislature  making  the  appropriation  for  this 
Home  contains  a  like  provision  for  a  Home  at  old  Fort  Hays,  in  Ellis  county, 
Kas.,  to  be  used  in  like  manner  whenever  Congress  donated  the  lands  and 
buildings  to  the  State.  As  Congress  has  not  passed  such  a  bill,  the  Board 
have  had  nothing  to  do  so  far,  in  relation  to  that  reservation,  and  have  not 
visited  it.
